son, married Miss Kate Layphert, of this city. 
The pleasant home of the family is located on 
the lot adjoining the bottling plant. They are 
all members of the Reformed Church. 


RANKLIN BUCHANAN SMITH, M. D., 
one of the most prominent physicians of 
Frederick County, was born in the city of 

Frederick, April 10, 1856, and is the son of 
George and Mary (Nixdorff) Smith. He is of 
German ancestry, being descended from John 
Schmid (the original spelling of the name), who 
emigrated from Germany in 1730, and settled up- 
on a large plantation in Maryland, buying land 
that was situated in the southwestern part of the 
Monocacy Valley. For this he obtained grants 
from Charles Calvert. Lord Baltimore, and the 
documents are now in the possession of Dr. F. B. 
Smith, the subject of this sketch. His naturali- 
zation papers were granted him in 1761, and are 
signed by Thomas Gibbling, clerk of the court. 

During the war of the Revolution, John Smith 
He died in 1785. 
His son, George, born June 12, 1776, succeeded 
him in the management of the estate, and was 
actively connected with the agricultural interests 
of Fréderick County, also a prominent and hon- 
ored member of the Lutheran Church. His death 
occurred October 26, 1832. Next in line of de- 
scent was George, Jr., our subject’s father, who 
was born in Frederick County January 31, 1807. 
After receiving a thorough education in the pub- 
lic schools, he engaged in agricultural pursuits, 
following that calling during the earlier years of 
his life, and with well-merited success. Later he 
dealt in farm property and other real estate. His 
possession of great executive ability, high integ- 
rity and many lovable traits of character, caused 
him to attain a most prominent position as a citi- 
zen of his county and state.

For many years he

served as judge of the orphans’ court, his admin- 
istration of its affairs giving unbounded satisfac- 
tion to all concerned. He wasalso chosen by his 
fellow-citizens as referee in many disputes affect- 
ing their interests, and in many instances was in- 
strumental in bringing about an amicable adjust- 
ment of their difficulties without recourse to the 
law. He was also called upon to settle many es- 
tates, and secured the disposition of more inter- 
ests of this nature than any man before or since 
in Frederick County. His charities were many 
and varied, though always given in an unosten- 
tatious manner. He was one of the organizers 
of the Frederick County Bank, and served as a 
director of that institution until his death. In 
Masonic circles he was prominent; was a member 
of Columbia Lodge No. 58, A. F. & A. M., anda 
past master of the same. Politically he was a 
Democrat. He was an active and progressive 
citizen, prominently identified with the business, 
social and religious lifeof his county. His death 
occurred September 14, 1871. 

On the niaternal side Dr. Smith is descended 
from Samuel Nixdorff, who with several brothers 
settled im Maryland shortly after the close of the 
war of independence. Hecame from Bethlehem, 
Pa., and settled in Frederick. His father, John 
George Nixdorff, was born at Schiefer, Silesia, 
Germany, February 22, 1700, and emigrated to 
America in 1730, settling in Bethiehem, Pa., 
where he died September 22, 1785. Samuel Nix- 
dorff (born April 18, 1745) was engaged in the 
manufacture of wagous, and carried on a general 
He served in 
the colonial army throughout the Revolutionary 
war. He died March 1, 1824. His death, 
though occurring some time after the close of the 
war, was due to the effects of hardships and ex- 
posures endured in behalf of his country. His 
son, Henry (born December 25, 1780), whose 
daughter, Mary Nixdorff, became the mother of 
Dr. Smith, was one of the pioneer merchants and 
land owners of Frederick County, and was active- 
ly identified with the growth and development of 
the varied resources of his section. During the 
War of 1812 he served in Schley's brigade. Te 
died May 4, 1859. 


blacksmithing business as well. 
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Franklin Buchanan Simith received his primary 
and college-preparatory education in Frederick 
Academy. Later he entered Princeton College, 
from which he graduated with the degree of A. 
B., in 1876. Three years later the same institu- 
tion bestowed upon him the honorary degree of 
A. M. During the latter years of his college life 
he had evinced a decided preference for the medi- 
cal profession, and had begun his studies along 
this line some little time previous to his gradua- 
tion. In the fall of 1876 he entered the medical 
department of the University of Pennsylvania, and 
two years later graduated with the degree of 
M. D., securing the added honor of the prize for 
anatomy, there being but two other prizes offered 
that year. Subsequent to the close of his medi- 
cal education, he served as substitute resident 
physician in the Blockley and Presbyterian hos- 
pitals of Philadelphia, the practice covering a 
period of some six months. 

In the fall of 1878 he located permanently at 
his old home, Frederick, and established his 
present practice. A careful and thorough stu- 
dent, who possesses in a marked degree the char- 
acteristics necessary to success in his chosen pro- 
fession,he has succeeded in building up a large and 
remunerative practice, and is recognized as one of 
the county’s prominent practitioners. From 1886 
to 1895 heserved as health officer, and was instru- 
mental in securing the adoption of many meas- 
ures beneficial to the public health, as well as 
several sanitary improvements. For several 
years he has been a member of the American 
Medical Association, the Medical and Chirurgi- 
cal Faculty of Maryland, the Frederick County 
Medical Society and the Association of Surgeons 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. For ten years 
he served as a member of the United States Pen- 
sion Board for Frederick County, was local sur- 
geon for the Pennsylvania Railroad from 1880 to 
1883, and since 1890 has held a similar position 
with the Baltimore & Ohio road. From 18go to 
1898 he was attendant physician and surgeon to 
Montevue Hospital, and is now serving on the 
state board of medical examiners. In the admin- 
istration of the duties of these several positions 
he has received the commendation of all, and has 


fulfilled every obligation with promptitude and 
marked ability. 

Dr. Smith is prominent in Masonic circles, be- 
ing a meinber of Columbia Lodge No. 58, A. F. 
& A. M.; Enoch Chapter, R. A. M.; and Jacques 
DeMolay Commandery, K. T., of Frederick. 
Aside from his professional interests, he is a pro- 
gressive and enterprising citizen, ever ready with 
time and means to assist any enterprise cal- 
culated to advance the welfare of the community. 
He is treasurer of the proposed Frederick, Thur- 
mont & Northern Electric Railway, and has other 
interests of a like nature. 

October 29, 1879, Dr. Smith married Charlotte, 
daughter of Col. George R. Dennis, a prominent 
and influential citizen of Frederick. She died 
January 21, 1889, leaving three children: F. 
Buchanan, Jr., Alice McPherson and Charlotte 
Patterson, who through their mother are lineal 
descendants of Thomas Johnson, Maryland's first 
governor. The second marriage of Dr. Smith 
took place September 21, 1892, and united him 
with Anne Grahame Dennis, a sister of his first 
wife. Dr. and Mrs. Sinith are prominent in so- 
cial and religious circles of the city, and their 
refined hospitality is much sought by their large 
circle of friends.

L. RITTER, D. D.’S:, ‘came“to ‘Frostburg 

and opened the dental apartments he now 

occupies, in April, 1893. He has ‘a central 
and pleasant location on the ground floor, on 
Broadway, near Union, his rooms being known 
as the Frostburg dental parlors. In addition to 
the regular course of study which he took in 
order to prepare himself for his profession, he 
has also taken a special course under Prof. J. W. 
Smith, of Baltimore, in difficult dental opera- 
tions and crown and bridge work, so that he is 
well prepared to do satisfactory work and _ please 
the most critical. His rooms are filled with the 
latest and most approved appliances for the 
proper prosecution of the work. To secure the 
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painless extraction of teeth he uses an improved 
local anzesthetic that is the most successful and 
satisfactory yet originated. 

In Edenburg, Shenandvah County, Va., the 
subject of this sketch was born February 29, 
1868. He is a descendant of one of the oldest 
families of the Shenandoah Valley, one that has 
always been prominently identified with the 
growth and development of that section. I. H. 
Ritter, the doctor's father, was engaged in the 
hotel business in Edenburg, and also for years 
carried on a farm in Shenandoah County. In 
political faith he was an unswerving ally of the 
Democratic party. By his marriage to Amanda 
Grandstaff four sons were born who are now 
living. They are: Dr.” P. P.Ritter;of Meéyers- 
dale, Pa.; J. A., who also residesin that place; 
W. G., who is engaged in farming in Virginia; 
and I. L., of this sketch. 

In the public schools and Cedar Hill Seminary 
at ENdenburg our subject received his education. 
He prepared for work as a teacher by attending 
the normal at Meyersdale, and after his grad- 
uation he taught for one year. So well was he 
adapted to the work and so successful as an 
instructor, that the board of education offered 
every inducement to him to continue teaching, 
but he had a taste for dentistry and was deter- 
mined to fit himself for the profession. With 
this purpose in view he entered the office of Dr. 
P. P. Ritter, his eldest brother, and there 
acquired a thorough knowledge of the rudiments 
of the work, becoming familiar with the me- 
chanical part of the profession and the operations 
of lesser importance. Desiring to perfect him- 
self in the higher branches of the profession, he 
took a two years’ course in the Baltimore Col- 
lege of Dental Surgery, from which he graduated 
With the degree of D. D. S. in 18g2. 

Returning to Meyersdale he formed a partner- 
ship with his brother, and the two continued 
together for one year. In April, 1893, he came 
to Frostburg, where he has since engaged in 
practice. By his recognized skill in the profession 
he has established a reputation for reliable work. 
His previous experience and study have been 


most helpful to him. His knowledge of prac- 


tical work gained by study with his brother 
enabled him to more fully appreciate and under- 
stand the work in the college, and assisted him 
in his practice at the clinics. He is still a 
student of the profession, desiring to keep pace 
with every improvement made therein and intro- 
ducing into his practice such as he deems prac- 
tical. In matters of politics he votes the Demo- 
cratic ticket, but has never identified himself 
closely with the local work of the party, prefer- 
ring to concentrate his attention exclusively upon 
his profession, in which he is recognized as 
among the most prominent in western Maryland. 





OHN H. PARROTT, superintendent of the 

American Coal Company at Lonaconing, is 
C a native of Virginia, and was born in Fau- 
quier County in 1849. He is a grandson of 
Augustin Parrott, who came to America in the 
boat that brought hither the father of George 
Washington. Settling in the Old Dominion, he 
first made his home in Westmoreland County, 
but later removed to Mathews County, where his 
son, John H. Parrott, Sr., was born in 180g. 
The latter was educated in Hanover Academy 
and the University of Virginia. His active life 
was devoted to merchandising at Petersburg, 
Richmond and Alexandria, Va., and the manage- 
ment of his plantation in Fauquier County, Va. 
Though not active in public affairs, he was firm 
in his opinions and always voted the Democratic 
ticket. In youth he became a member of the 
Presbyterian Church, and from the age of twenty- 
three until his death, at seventy-five years, he 
served as an elder. 

In 1832 John H.. Parrott, Sr., was united in 
marriage with Elizabeth E., daughter of Capt. 
Elias and Sarah B. (Fitzhugh) Edmunds. Her 
father, who was a man of powerful physique and 
great strength, served as an officer in the War of 
1812, and one of the treasured family relics is the 
uniform and sword that he wore while in the 
seryice, His wife was a daughter of Colonel Fitz- 
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hugh, of Prospect Hill. The old Fitzhugh 
burying ground at Prospect Hill, with its tomb- 
stones all in a good state of preservation, is now 
in the possession of descendants of the family. 
The family of Mr. and Mrs. Parrott consisted of 
eight children. Sarah, the eldest, died in in- 
fancy; Ann, the second-born, is also deceased; 
Augusta and Helen reside in Alexandria; Eliza- 
beth married William A. Smoot, of Alexandria, 
and died in 1869; Roberta Wallace became the 
wife of Robert Harper, of Leesburg; the subject 
of this sketch was next in order of birth, while 
the youngest son was William Temple, deceased. 
The youngest son was named after the celebrated 
Temple family of London, through whom, by 
marriage with the Fleets (after whom Fleet 
street in London is named), the Parrotts are de- 
scended. 

The subject of this narrative was the recipient 
of excellent educational advantages. Fora time 
he was a student in Alexandria Academy, after 
which he studied pharmacy and graduated under 
Dr. Richard H. Stabler. He then took a course 
in mathematics at the University of Virginia, from 
which he graduated in 1865. March 9, 1866, he 
entered the service of the American Coal Com- 
pany at Alexandria, Va. Since that time he has 
been continuously in the employ of the company. 
In 1874 he was made agent and assistant to the 
general superintendent. Ten years later he went 
to New York as general agent for the company, 
and in 1883 came to Lonaconing as assistant 
superintendent, becoming superintendent in 1891. 
Under his supervision there are over five hundred 
nen, and the annuai output of the mines under 
his charge averages a half million tons of coal. 

Though his name has often been mentioned in 
connection with some public position, Mr. Parrott 
has steadily refused to accept any office. He 
usually votes the Democratic ticket, but is in- 
clined to be independent in his views. In relig- 
ious belief he is identified with the Protestant 
I{piscopal Church. He is a lover of fine dogs 
and owns several of the noted St. Bernard breed. 
He is a member of the American Kennel Club of 
the United States and the St. Bernard Club of 
America. 


The home of Mr. Parrott is one of the most 
attractive residences in Lonaconing. He was 
first married April 20, 1877, to Catherine E. 
Uhler, of Alexandria, Va., and one child, now 
deceased, was born of their union, the wife and 
mother passing away February 29, 1888. The 
second marriage of Mr. Parrott took place June 
Ig, 1895, which united hiin with Josephine Crom- 
well, daughter of Dr. Benjamin Cromwell, of 
Eckhart Mines, Allegany County. One daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth Carter, blesses their union. 

Socially Mr. Parrott possesses qualities of a 
high order. Liberally educated, a fine conversa- 
tionalist, of polite and agreeable manners, he is 
at home in the most select circles of society. He 
is a man of culture and refinement, with the 
broad outlook of mind that comes only after 
travel and study. In impulse he is generous, in 
temperament sanguine, a man with whom itis a 
privilege to meet and converse. 
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ANIEL E. FISHER, of Cumberland, has 
been employed on the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad since he was twenty-one years of 

age. After one year of service as brakeman and 
almost seven years as fireman he was promoted 
to the position of engineer on the main line. For 
two years he ran engine No. 284, pulling a local 
passenger train from Martinsburg to Grafton. 
His next engine was No. 622, which he ran for one 
year, and then for ten years he had engine No.- 
618. Later he was given his present run between 
Cumberland, Md., aud Grafton, W. Va., having 
engine No. 1342, on the mail and express service. 
This engine, which was a ten-wheeler, was man- 
ufactured at the Baltimore Locomotive Works for 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, and was placed 
on exhibition at the World's Fair in 1893. The 
first to operate it was Mr. Fisher, who used it for 
eighteen months. When it was sent to another 
division, he took No. 1303, and one year later 
was given No. 1317, a new engine of seventy-one 
tons, which he was the first to operate and which 
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is one of the most powerful engines on the road. 
On the regular run he averages between thirty- 
five hundred and fourthousand miles per month. 

Born in Allegany County, Md., September 5, 
1849, Mr. Fisher is a son of John D. and Mar- 
garet S. (Cresap) Fisher. His grandfather, John 
Fisher, was a native of Maryland and spent the 
most of his life on a farm within three miles of 
Cumberland, where he engaged in agricultural 
pursuits. John D. Fisher bought the old Cresap 
farm, located six miles east of Cumberland, and 
there he engaged in tilling the soil until his 
death. He was aman of sterling character, re- 
spected by all, but in disposition was rather 
retiring and took no part in public affairs. For 
fifty years he was connected with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church as an officer, being trustee, 
steward and class-leader. In politics he was a 
stanch follower of the principles enunciated by 
Thomas Jefferson. 

In the family of John D. Fisher there were nine 
daughters and four sons. Two of these died in 
childhood, John W., at the age of six, and 
Amanda when three years of age. The others 
are named as follows: Daniel E.; Ellen, wife of 
John Knight, who occupies a farm near our sub- 
Sect; Sanford, who is engaged in the mercantile 
business in Cumberland; Emma, Mrs. Oliver S. 
Wilson, deceased; Richard, who occupies the 
homestead; Sarah, wife of Conda Castile, of Bed- 
ford County, Pa.; Victoria, who married Peter 
Donahoe, of Bedford County; Martha, wife of 
Michael Donahoe, of Allegany County; Maude, 
deceased wife of Thomas Robison, of Bedford 
County; Maggie, wife of Charles Metz, who is 
bookkeeper in the Second National Bank of 
Cumberland; and Rebecca, who is unmarried. 

Since the age of twenty-one years the subject 
of this sketch has. been a railroad man. He has 
the reputation of being one of the most efficient 
and reliable engineers on the road. During his 
twenty-seven years of railroad life he has never 
had a serious accident, and his painstaking serv- 
ice is appreciated by both the railroad company 
and the traveling public. He holds the principal 
office, that of chief engineer, in the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Hngineers, Cumberland Division 


No. 437, and was elected to represent his division 
in the international convention at St. Louis in 
May, 1898. Politically he is a Democrat. In 
the Center Street Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Cumberland he was for six years a class-leader 
and is now a trustee. Fraternally he is con- 
nected with Ohr Lodge No. 131, A. F. & A. 
M., Salem Chapter No. 18, R. A. M., and Anti- 
och Commandery No. 6, K. T., of Cumberland. 
Novemiber 23, 1875, Mr. Fisher married Per- 
melia, daughter of John and Emma Garner, of 
Cumberland. They are the parents of two sons 
and two daughters: Clara B., George M., Lulu 
M. and Robert Lee (the latter a namesake of 
General Lee), all of whom have received educa- 
tional advantages in the schools of this city.

OHN STIGERS, cashier of the Hancock 
Bank, of Hancock, Washington County, 
was the prime factor in the organization of 
this now flourishing financial institution. In 
1894 he called a meeting of citizens of the town 
for the purpose of organizing a bank and at this 
meeting an organization was effected and books 
were opened for stock. The bank was opened 


for business June 29, 1894, with E. B. Cohill as_ 


president, John Stigers as cashier and a board of 
seven directors chosen from among the stock- 
holders. A general banking business is done 
and the bank has proved most helpful to the 
business interests of the town. 

The Stigers family was represented among the 
early settlers of New Jersey. Our subject's 
grandfather, Jchn Stigers, is a native of New 
Jersey, but with his father, Adam, removed to 
Fulton County, Pa., where he engaged in farm 
pursuits until his death. Adam died in 1790 and 
was buried in Fulton County. The father of our 
subject, Baltus Stigers, is a native of Fulton 
County, but when young removed to Washington 
County, Md., where he engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, becoming the owner of several hundred 
acres of land.

Democrat, and in younger years was a ieader in 
public affairs in his community. He continues 
to reside on his farm, and though ninety years of 
age, is remarkably active and well preserved. 
His wife, Catherine, was a daughter of John and 
Catherine (Breathed) Hunter, natives of Ireland 
and Maryland respectively. She attained the 
great age of ninety years and passed from earth 
May 18, 1898. She was a sister of Ranney W. 
Hunter, the sole survivor of the Hunter family. 
In her family there were three children: James 
H.; Alice, who died at twenty-eight years; and 
John, who was born near Hancock. 

In private and public schools our subject ob- 
tained his education, to which he has added bv 
subsequent study and observation. He acted as 
administrator fora number of estates and carried 
on general farming, cultivating the old inome- 
stead where he still resides. Since 1894, as 
before stated, he has been connected with the 
Hancock Bank. His attention is very closely 
given to the details of the banking business. It 
is largely through his efforts that the bank has 
gained a place among the solid financial institu- 
tions of the county. Giving his time almost 
wholly to this work, he has little opportunity to 
engage actively in political affairs; however, he 
keeps well posted concerning the issues of the age 
and gives his support to the Democratic party. 
In religion he is identified with the Episcopal 
Church and for some years has acted as vestry- 
man in the church at Hancock. 








IMOTHY GRIFFITH, M. D., a prominent 

physician and surgeon at Frostburg, was born 

in Steuben,Oneida County, N.Y., August 1, 
1861, and is a son of Griffith T. and Eleanor 
(Jones) Griffith. His father, of direct Welsh 
descent, is a son of Timothy Griffith, Sr., and 
was born in Oneida County, where he has spent 
his entire life upon a farm, engaging in agricult- 
ural pursuits. In the parental family there were 
four children, namely: Timothy; Esther, who is 


the widow of Frank Everett, of Osage, Kan.; 
Caroline, wife of E. W. Jones, a contractor and 
builder residing in Oneida County; and Louise, 
wife of Dr. J. j. Jones, of Wilmington, Del. 

Upov the home farm in Oneida County the 
boyhood days of our subject were uneventfully 
passed. His education was received in the com- 
morn schools and Whitestown Seminary. Atthe 
age of about twenty-one he began the study of 
medicine under Dr. William M. James, of Utica, 
Oneida County. aud shortly afterward entered 
the medica! department connected with the Uni- 
versity of the city of New York, from which he 
graduated in 1887 with the degree of M. D. 
Afterward, desiring to increase his fund of pro- 
fessional knowiedge, he took a post-graduate 
course in the Post-Graduate College of New 
York, and also studied under Professor Thomp- 
sou in the Bellevue College Hospital. Going to 
Utica, N. Y., in 1887, he opened an office and 
there practiced for a year, but in 1888 he came 
to Frostburg, where he has since established an 
euviable reputation for skill in his profession. 
For five vears he was a member of the board of 
health of this place. He is a member of the 
Allegany County Medical Association and he 
served as vice-president of the same and in the 
George Creek Medical Association serves as treas- 
urer; he is also identified with the Medical and 
Chirurgical Faculty of Maryland, The Tri-State 
Medical Association and the American Medical 
Association. 

While his professional connections have en- 
grossed the larger part of his time, yet he has 
kept himself posted concerning the questions 
before the country and is well informed upon all 
the national issues. Hiszadherence politically is 
given to the Republican party, and upon this 
ticket, in 1897, he was elected a member of the 
city council of Frostburg. He is also a director 
in the First Natronal Bank and is now serving 
as treasurer of the city. Enterprises for the ad- 
vancement of local interests are always sure of 
his sympathy and assistance. Fraternally he is 
a’ charter member of Eureka Lodge No. 20, 
Shield of Honor, of Frostburg, in which he has 
been past master. He is also connected with 
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Mountain Lodge No. 99, A. F. & A. M., Ohr 
Chupter No. 126, R. A. M., and Antioch Com- 
mandery No. 6, K. T., of Cumberland. 

June 19, 1891, Dr. Griffith married Eleanor L. 
Bloom, who was born in New York City, and one 
child blesses their union, a daughter named Helen 
Cary. The Bloom family is of old Knickerbocker 
stock. Mrs. Griffith’s father, Edward N. Bloom, 
was a son of Judge Isaac Bloom, a native and 
life-long resident of Albany, N.Y., where he was 
prominent as a lawyer and jurist. Active in 
all public affairs, Mr. Bloom was especially in- 
terested in educational matters and was a frm 
friend of the public schools. Much of his time 
was given to the promotion of the schools and the 
advancement of the standard of education. In 
all the positions that he held he was character- 
ized by a strict sense of integrity and honor and 
a desire to promote the welfare of his fellow- 
citizens. For some time he was a director of the 
Bull's Head Bank. His death occurred at the 
ave of thirty-eight, while he was still in the vigor 
ot his strength. 


EORGE MARKELL, one of the honored 
old citizens of Frederick City and County, 
has lived in his present home for forty-seven 

years. He has always been greatly interested in 
whatever efforts were made toward the upbuild- 
ing and advancement of this now thriving city, 
and has done his share at all times in the promo- 
tion of public enterprises. He eventually retired 
from active business life and has since lived in 
the city of Frederick. 

The father of our subject, John Markell, was 
born in this vicinity, and was a life-long resident 
here. In the War of 1812 he enlisted for the 
service and was quartermaster of a Maryland 
regiment. He was one of the early merchants of 
Frederick, and was a pillar in the Lutheran 
Church. He died in 1859, and was buried at 
Mount Olivet Cemetery. His father, William 
Markell, was also a citizen of this place, settling 


here when it was but little more than a hamlet. 
The mother of George Markell, whose name 
heads this sketch, was Miss Catherine Mantz in 
her girlhood. Her father, Maj. Peter Mantz, 
Was a surveyor and laid out tracts of land and 
town sites in all parts of this county. He was 
at one time judge of the orphans’ court. His 
ancestors were Pennsylvanians, and at a very 
early period became residents of this state. 

With his five brothers and sisters George Mar- 
kell was reared to maturity in Frederick, attend- 
ing the common schools, which at that far-distant 
day were of little account. He was born in 
1816, being the first in order of birth in his par- 
ent’s family. His brother Charles, for years a 
prosperous business man of Baltimore, is now 
retired. Lewis was successfully engaged in the 
mercantile business in Frederick with his brother 
George when in the prime of his life, and Frank 
was likewise interested up to the time of his 
death. The only sister, Mary, married Robert 
Johnston, of Hagerstown. George Markell was 
a student in the famous old Frederick College in 
his youth,-and was about twenty years of age 
when he entered his father’s store. Having 
thoroughly learned the business he gradually as- 
sumed more and more of the management, and 
when the father withdrew from the firm our 
subject and two of his brothers purchased the 
store and carried it on for a number of years suc- 
cessfully together. Finally George and Lewis 
Markell retired from the business, which was 
thenceforth conducted by Frank until death put 
an end to his career. ; 

Formerly an old-line Whig, Mr. Markell 
espoused the principles of the Republican party 
upon its organization in 1856, and has been an 
earnest believer in its tenets. He has never 
allowed his name to appear as a candidate for 
official honors, though he has often been urged 
to do so. Neither has he ever been a member of 
any secret society or club, but he is a valued 
worker in the Reformed Church, to which he has 
given his allegiance since his boyhood. 

In 1840 Mr. Markell married Sophia Markell, 
a second cousin. Four daughters and one son 


came to grace their union. The son, Lewis, 
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died in June, 1897, at the age of thirty-seven. 
The oldest daughter married J. S. Detrick, of the 
firm of Detrick & Harvey, of Baltimore, and isthe 
mother of two children, viz.: Mabel and Sophia. 
Bettie has never married and keeps house for her 
father. Mary is the wife of J. Davis Byerly, and 
has two children, Charles and Mary. Harriet, 
Mrs. Jonas E. Walker, has one child, Harriet, 
and thus our subject has five grandchildren. 
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ILLIAM YEAKLE, deceased, was one of 
the merchants who prior to and during 
the stormy days of the war, carried on 
business in Frederick, and assisted materially in 
keeping things here on a firm and steady basis, 
when financial conditions seemed paralyzed or 
shaken to the center. From the time of his per- 
manent settlement in this city until his death, 
which occurred while he was yet in the prime of 
manhood, he had great faith in the future of 
Frederick, and did all that was in his power to 
promote the welfare of her citizens. 
Born in Washington County, Md., in 1819, 


- William Yeakle was a son of Henry Yeakle, a 


boot and shoe dealer of Hagerstown. The early 
life of William was passed under his father’s 
roof, his education being a public-school one. 
After the family removed to Hagerstown he 
continued hisstudies for a time in its schools, and 
was thus well prepared for business life. He 
was a young man when he came to Frederick, 
and started in the boot and shoe business here 
in partnership with a brother. Some years 
rolled away, and the brother having died, he 
sold out his interest in the store and entered 
the employ of Mr. Gittinger, with whom he 
remained some time. Later he embarked once 
more in independent business on Market street, 
where he was successfully occupied in the man- 
agement of a paying trade up to the date of his 
death in 1869. He was a life-long Democrat, 
but was never an aspirant for public office. 
Though he was strongly in sympathy with the 


Confederacy, he had many warm friends on both 
sides, and enjoyed the good will and esteem of 
all who knew him. A member of the local Odd 
Fellows’ lodge, he stood high in the same, and 
religiously he was a member of the Methodist 
Church. 

October 19, 1845, William Yeakle married Miss 
Mary, daughter of Caspar and Catherine (Evans) 
Cline. The father was a native of Hanover, Pa., 
and-his parents having died when he was young, 
he came to Frederick at an early day. For many 
years he carried on a flourishing carriage manu- 
factory, giving employment to a number of men. 
He was also the superintendent of the mail route 
between Frederick and Hagerstown during a 
long period. He retired from arduous business 
life when he had acquired a comfortable fortune, 
and passed many peaceful, contented years here 
before he received the summons to leave the 
scenes of his earthly career. He was a faithful 
and consistent member of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, and died strong in the faith he had 
professed April 18, 1871, at the good old age 
of seventy-six years. 

The Evans family was of Scotch descent, the 
father of Mrs. Catherine (Evans) Cline having 
been one of three brothers who came to this 
country from Scotland. He settled in Maryland 
and devoted himself to agricultural pursuits, 
while another of the brothers, Col. John Evans, 
located in Ross County, Ohio. Members of the 
family at one time owned large tracts of land in 
Baltimore and vicinity. Mrs. Catherine Cline 
was born in New Market, Md., and after her 
marriage came to Frederick, taking up her abode 
in the identical house now owned by the widow 
of William Yeakle. She was a member of the 
Methodist Church, and was a most estimable 
Christian lady. At the time of her death she 
left five sons and two daughters to mourn her 
loss. Of these, Harriet married Stephen B. 
Crum, and died, leaving three sons. William is 
deceased; John went to Australia and later en- 
gaged in the ranch business in California; George 
T.. and Nicholas O. both reside in Frederick. 

Of the nine children born to William and Mary 
Yeakle four are deceased. Aquilla, the eldest 
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son, and the present mayor of Frederick, is rep- 
resented elsewhere in this volume. Thomas is a 
boot and shoe merchant in Chicago. John is in 
the dry-goods business in Peoria, Ill.; Edward 
is at home. Katie married Charles Thomas, 
since deceased, and had three daughters, of 
whom two survive. Mrs. Yeakle was born and 
reared in this city and received her higher 
education in Frederick College. She is a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and is 
loved and respected by all.

QUILLA REESE YEAKLE, the popular 
and energetic mayor of Frederick during 
the years 1896, 1897 and 1898, was the unan- 
imous choice of the local Democracy in the cam- 
paign of 1895, for the important position he filled 
with so much credit. Notwithstanding unusual 
opposition to the ticket, his friends carried the day 
for him by a good majority, and their wisdom in 
selecting him as their standard-bearer was fully 
~justified. He made a conscientious, painstaking 
mayor, attending with strict integrity to the 
duties of his office, and upholding the dignity of 
the position in an intelligent, progressive man- 
ner, alike creditable to himself and to his party. 
A. R. Yeakle was born in Frederick, June 28, 
1848, and has resided here all of his life. His 
father, William Yeakle, was engaged in the boot 
and shoe business here for many years and was 
numbered among the most enterprising and 
public-spirited citizens of this place. (See his 
sketch.) His death occurred in 1869. He mar- 
ried Mary IL. Cline, daughter of Caspar Cline, 
who figured prominently in the War of 1812, and 
was a man noted for his valor and unflinching 
bravery. Mrs. Mary Yeakle is still living in 
Frederick, and is a striking example of that 
sweetness and gentle dignity of character that 
have marked the true southern woman for gen- 
erations. 
Reared ina home where only the best influ- 
ences surrounded him from his first recollections, 
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it is not strange that our subject early developed 
a manly, noble spirit that has since character- 
ized him at all times. His higher education was 
obtained in St. John’s College, and in 1863 he 
entered the store of Z. J. Gittinger, where he re- 
mained for fourteen and a-half years. That he 
gave entire satisfaction to his superior is plainly 
shown by the length of time that their business 
relations continued, and it was only at the will 
of Mr. Yeakle that this connection was finally 
severed. In October, 1877, he rented the main 
store room in the city hall building and opened a 
boot, shoe and hat store, which is still in exist- 
ence, and has long since been one of the most 
popular establishments in the city. He is also a 
stockholder in the Union Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

The strong and patriotic interest which Mr. 
Yeakle had always shown in public affairs and 
politics incidentally, made him appear a fitting man 
to assume somewhat of the burdens and responsi- 
bilities of official position, as his friends argued, 
and at last they won his consent to let his name 
appear as a candidate for Democratic alderman of 
the third ward. He was elected after a vigorous 
campaign, and served for six years, much of the 
time being chairman of important committees. 
His record as an alderman led to his being nomi- 
nated tor the mayorship.. As the official repre- 
sentative of the city he deseryes great credit for 
the diplomatic skill and tact with which he en- 
tertained and made welcome the Maryland Na- 
tional Guard Encampment at Frederick in 1896, 
and it was by his efforts and suggestion that the 
parade of the brigade through the city, as au 
escort to Major-General Nelson A. Miles and 
Governor Lowndes, was obtained. 

For along time Mr. Yeakle was president of 
the Evening Visitor's Club, one of the most 
pleasaut social clubs. of this place. One of the 
charter members of the Alpha Temple of Honor, 
he filled all of the offices in the subordinate tem- 
ple and was a representative to the grand temple. 
He was elected grand worthy chief templar of 
Maryland and the District of Columbia; was 
representative in the supreme council of Amer’ 
and attended the meetings of the order jc ht 
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cago in 1875 and Philadelphia in 1876. He is 
active iu support of the Business Men’s Associa- 
tion, which has for its object the industrial and 
material advancement of the city. For years he 
was treasurer of the Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
Sunday-school, was a director in the Frederick 
County Bible Society for years, and is a liberal 
supporter of church and temperance movements. 
October 31, 1882, Mr. Yeakle married Miss 
Fannie B., daughter of the late Jacob D. Hane, 
and granddaughter of Rev. David Schaeffer, 
D. D., a noted divine in the Lutheran denomina- 
tion, and formerly of Frederick, The only child 
of eur subjectand wife is Marie H. Mrs. Yeakle 
is a vocalist of superior talent, and her fame is 
not confined to this, her native place. She has 
been the leading soprano in the choir of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Frederick for 
many years, and is alwaysin great demand at all 
concerts and public entertainments, being es- 
teemed an acquisition to any program. Her 
voice is rich, of wide compass, and well trained. 


OHN T. GAREY. Numbered among the 
leading citizens of the Second District, Gar- 
rett County, for over forty years, this gentle- 

man has been closely associated with its history 
and development. His many friends, appreciat- 
ing his sterling integrity and patriotism, elected 
him to the responsible post of county commis- 
sioner in 1897, his term to continue for four years. 
Since the organization of the Republican party 
he has been one of its most ardent supporters, 
and, whenever possible, has promoted its interest, 
as in its growth and success he believed reposed 
the highest good to the greatest number of the 
American people. 

The paternal grandfather of the above-named 
citizen came to western Maryland from his native 
state, New Jersey, and, settling upon a tract of 
land near Cumberland, passed the remainder of 
his life there. His son, Cornelius, father of our 
subject, was born in Allegany County, and from 


his early years was occupied in agricultural pur- 
suits. For the most part his home was near the 
town of Frostburg, in his native county. Prior 
to the Civil war, he was an adherent of the Dem- 
ocratic party, but his sympathies were with the 
north in the great question which led to the 
dreadful sectional warfare. He died at the ripe 
age of eighty-two years. Three times married, 
his first union was with Miss Mary Candle, a 
native of Somerset County, Pa. They were the 
parents of seven children, namely: Susan, Mrs. 
John H. Patterson; Catherine, Mrs. William 
Ayers; William; Elizabeth, wife of John Sycle; 
Margaret, wife of Elmer S. Bailey; John T. and 
Louisa, deceased. The mother died when about 
forty-eight years of age, and the father subse- 
quently married Hester Broadwater, by whom 
he had one child, Mary J., now the wife of David 
H. Friend. The third wife was Asenia Dawson 
before her marriage. 

The birth of John T. Garey occurred near 
Frostburg, Md., in 1836. He was reared upon 
a farm situated on the banks of George's Creek, 
and was educated in the common schools of his 
home district. At the age of sixteen years he 
left home in order to learn the trade of a plasterer 
and this calling he followed until i859. At that 
time he came to Friendsville with his father, 
the latter having rented the Blooming Rose 
farm, about two miles from the village. Up to 
1862 he stayed with his father and assisted in 
carrying on the homestead, but the need of his 
country then caused him to put aside all personal 
considerations and go forth to fight her battles. 
He enlisted as a private in Company D, Third 
Maryland Infantry Voiunteers, and served until 
the close of the war. He took part in the battle 
of Harper's Ferry, was captured by the Confeder- 
ates and sent to Annapolis, where he was paroled. 
At the battle of Monocacy he was detailed to the 
commissary department. <A short time after his 
return to the ordinary occupations of life, he 
went to Piedmont, W. Va., and there worked at 
his trade until 1867. At that time he married 
and took his bride to his comfortable farm-house 
home, the aforesaid Blooming Rose farm, which 
he himself rented for nine years. In the spring 
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of 1877 he removed to his home farm, which he 
had purchased in 1876. It is known hereabouts 
as the John S. Friend property, and comprises 
one hundred and seventy acres of well-improved 
land, close to the village of Friendsville. 

In his various business ventures Mr. Garey 
usually met with success, as he was judicious, 
far-seeing and persevering in carrying out his 
plans. Since his early life he has been an active 
and valued worker in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. For some time he was a steward, and 
for the past score of years he has been a class- 
leader and superintendent in the Sunday-school. 
His wife and children are all members of the 
church, also. The former, Priscilla, is a daughter 
of Jonathan Friend, and her four children are 
Cora, Mrs. H. M. Ramsbaugh; Della May; 
Gertrude, Mrs. Henry L. Wolf, and Edith. 
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APT. ELI W. MERCIER, one of the lead- 
ing business men of Point of Rocks, Fred- 
erick County, and also the efficient agent for 

the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad at this place, is 
the proprietor of the elevator here as well as the 
one at Catoctin, carries on an extensive grain busi- 
ness and also handles fertilizers and agricultural 
implements. He was born near Hood’s Mills, 
Carroll County, in 1840. His father, Cornelius, 
who was born at the same place, became the 
owner of a number of farms in Howard and Car- 
roll Counties and was a very successful man. He 
took part in the War of 1812 and politically was 
an old-line Whig. He never united with any de- 
nomination, but attended services at the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church South. He died in 
Howard County in 1858 and was laid to rest in 
the family burial ground in Carroll County. His 
father, Richard Mercier, was a native of France, 
when he came to America and settled ona farm 
in Carroll County. His wife was a Miss Tevis. 

The mother of our subject was Sarah E. 
Gaither, whose father was a major in the War of 
1812 and a prominent merchant, also the owner 
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of large tracts of fatming land in Carroll and 
Howard Counties. She died in Carroll County 
and her body lies by that of her husband in the 
family cemetery, which is a part of the Carroll 
County homestead. The farm is now out of the 
family, but the graveyard is still retained. In 
her family there were two sons and two daugh- 
ters. Richard Cornelius is a merchant at Catoc- 
tin and also manages our subject’s elevator at 
that place; Cassandra married John Gross, of 
Baltimore City, and is now deceased: Ruth EF. is 
the wife of Asel Mercer, of Carroll County, Md. 

The family owned a number of slavesand were 
intensely southern in their sympathies. At the 
breaking out of the Civil war our subject, then 
twenty-one years of age, at once took up the 
cause of the Confederacy. He enlisted in the 
First Virginia Cavalry and served throughout the 
entire period of the war. In April, 1862, his 
company was sent south, and he participated in 
the principal engagements of the regiment, 
among them the battle of the Wilderness (where 
he was wounded), South Mountain, Antietam 
and Gettysburg. At the close of the war he re- 
turned to Maryland and entered the service of 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad as brakeman, but 
was soon made conductor, holding the position 
for four years. Since then he has been agent at 
Point of Rocks, where he has resided since 188 r. 
The most of his time is given to his large grain 
business and to the sale of agricultural imple- 
ments, in which he has the entire local trade. 
During the great flood in this county, which oc- 
curred in 1889, he lost many thousand bushels of 
grain, over six thousand bushels of wheat and 
flour, and his house and other buildings were 
washed away. Notwithstanding this heavy loss, 
he at once began to rebuild and has since built 
up a valuable business. 

In 1865 Captain Mercier married Martha E., 
daughter of Capt. George Kephart, of Loudoun 
County, Va., who was captain in the militia be- 
fore the war. The children born of their union 
are Gaither, who died at six years of age; George 
S., superintendent of his father’s grain business 
here; Eugene, manager of the Baltimore & 
Ohio freight and passenger office here; Margaret 
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Tevis, Elizabeth White and Sarah Mildred. Po- 
litically the captain is a Democrat and takes an 
active interest in public affairs, but isnot a parti- 
san and has never desired public office. 
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AYLOR MORRISON. Having his home 

in Western Port and his office in Piedmont, 

Mr. Morrison carries on professional prac- 
tice in the courts of both Maryland and West 
Virginia, and, while still a young man, has built 
up a reputation for broad knowledge of the law 
and keen judgment in matters relating to juris- 
prudence. In addition to his private practice, he 
is assistant general counsel for the Cumberland 
& Pennsylvania Railroad; assistant representa- 
tive of the Davis National Bank of Piedmont; 
representative and director of the Twin Towns 
National Savings, Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, in the organization of which he was a 
valuable assistant and which has an authorized 
capital of $2,000,000; representative of the E. J. 
Fredlock Manufacturing and Building Company, 
of Piedmont, and attorney for the Twin Towns 
Manufacturing Company. 

In Alexandria, Va., the subject of this sketch 
was born on the 4th of July, 1872, his parents 
being James and Esther (Clark) Morrison, na- 
tives of Allegany County, Md., and Alexandria, 
Va. He and his brother, John J., were the only 
sons of John Morrison, a pioneer and extensive 
land owner of Allegany County. John J. Mor- 
risou, an uncle of Taylor Morrison, was three 
different times called upon to represent his dis- 
trict in the state legislature, where he faithfully 
represented the interests of his constituents. At 
one time, with his brother, he was interested in 
a mercantile business at Western Port. He died 
at Alexandria, Va., and was buried at his home 
at Morrison, near Barton, which place was named 
in his honor. James died October 1, 1892, when 
he was sixty-six years of age. Of his children 
five are living: Mary E., wife of W. W. Shul- 
tice, a merchant of Western Port; Taylor; James 


C., who is employed in the chemical department 
of A. Klepstein & Co., of New York City; Edith 
and Rosalie, who are unmarried, and at home 
with their mother. 

When our subject was a boy of twelve years 
his parents moved to Maryland, where he has 
since resided. He was educated in the Potomac 
Academy at Alexandria, Va., from which he 
graduated in 1889. Afterward he remained on 
the farm near Barton until 1891, when he entered 
the office of William E. Walsh, of Cumberland, 
and there read law for two years. In 1893 he 
entered the law department of the University of 
Maryland, from which he graduated the follow- 
ing year and about the same time was admitted 
to the bar. In October of the same year he es- 
tablished his office in Piedmont, and has since 
built up a satisfactory practice, meantime making 
his home with his mother in her elegant resi- 
dence at Western Port. Politically he is a 
Democrat; in religious belief he is a Catholic, 
and fraternally he is connected with the Order 
of Elks and the Golden Chain. He stands now 
on the threshold of life, with the future stretch- 
ing before him, and with every prospect for 
obtaining the success which his talents merit. 
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OSEPH C. WARD, who was appointed 
justice of the peace in May, 1895, by Gov- 
ernor Lowndes, 1s an honored citizen of 

Hagerstown, Washitgton County. He is a 
veteran of the Civil war, having loyally fought 
for the Union for over three years, during which 
time he participated in several of the most dar- 
ing and hazardous campaigns of the conflict. He 
has always endeavored to do his whole duty as a 
patriotic son of his loved fatherland and whether 
in times of war or peace, has been reliable and 
trustworthy. 

The father of our subject landed in America 
when a boy of barely twelve years, having left 
his home, parents and three sisters in his native 
land, the Emerald Isle, to seek a livelihood

among strangers. He crossed the ocean in an 
emigrant vessel, bound for New Brunswick, 
from whence he proceeded to Pennsylvania. 
There the ambitious and brave-spirited youth, 
whose Christian name was James, learned the 
blacksmith’s trade and followed this vocation 
during his active life. For many years he re- 
sided in Frederick County, Md., and later settled 
in the southern part of this county. He died in 
November, 1876, and left eight children, one al- 
so having died in infancy. He wasseventy-seven 
years old when he was summoned to his reward, 
at the close of his busy, useful career. Both he 
and his faithful wife were members of the United 
Brethren Church, and had been identified with 
the denomination from their youthful days. She 
was a Miss Catherine Metzger in her girlhood, 
and lived to be eighty-one years of age, her death 
taking placein 1882. Oftheir children Ann Re- 
becca, of Hagerstown, is the widow of Joseph A. 
Siess; John T. died when eighteen years old; 
Mary E., of this county, is the wife of John 
Gloss; Ruaun Catherine, who died when in her 
fiftieth year, was the wife of J. H. McClary, of 
this city; James Henry resides in Roanoke, Va.; 
Josiah E., of Toledo, Ohio, is the superintendent 
of parks there and was orderly sergeant of the 
Twelfth Maryland Regiment of Infantry, which 
enlisted for ninety days in the late war; Joshua 
T. isa citizen of this town. James Henry, men- 
tioned above, enlisted in the First Maryland In- 
fantry in September, 1861, and after being in the 
Army of West Virginia was assigned tothe Army 
of the Potomac, participating in all of the severe 
battles in which that illustrious band was en- 
gaged up to September, 1862, when he was 
captured. He was kept in the parole camp in 
Annapolis until the following March, when he 
was exchanged and returned to his own army. 
He served altogether three years and one month. 

J. C. Ward was born in this county, Febru- 
ary 28, 1839, and until he was fourteen he worked 
in his father’s shop, attending the district school 
during the winter season. He preferred farm- 
ing, however, and was thus employed for a time, 
and spent one year itt Pennsylvania. He was 
very successful as a teacher, which occupation 


was the next that claimed his attention, and for 
two years he devoted himself to it almost exclu- 
sively. The wsr coming on about this time he 
caine home and enlisted in Company E, First Regi- 
meut of Marvland Infantry, as quartermaster 
sergeant. Hewasinthe Army of the Potomac 
during seme of their most notable campaigns, 
taking part in the battles of Antietam and sur- 
reucer at Harper’s Ferry, Monocacy, Gettysburg, 
Williamspert and many others scarcely less im- 
portant. He also weatona raid into Maryland 
and was in several fights for the protection of the 
railroad. He was mustered out in Frederick 
City, in COctober, 1864, at the close of a little 
over three years of active service. His regiment 
was captured at Harper's Ferry, Md., and he 
and twenty-five others were on picket duty. 
He escaped when he found cut the situation and 
was thus saved the fate of being kept by the 
enemy at their pleasure. Afterwards he served 
six months in the quartermaster’s department 
under Captain Flagg. 

When he returned to the commonplace world 
of business Mr. Ward located in Rohrersville, 
Md., at first carrying ona general merchandise 
enterprise for three and a-half years. Later he 
sold out and for ten years was in the employ of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad as a conductor. 
He at length left the company on account of his 
health and for a second time engaged in business 
in Rohrersville. At the expiration of three years 
he disposed of the venture and lived retired from 
active cares fora few years. He had served as 
postmaster in Rohrersville, under the administra- 
tion of President Arthur and in June, 1888, was 
made deputy tax collector in Washington Coun- 
ty. Inthe meantime, between the years of 1884 
and 1888, he was a schoolteacher. From 1888 
to the present time he has made his home in 
Hagerstown. After he had retired from the of- 
fice of tax collector, which he held for five years, 
he was occupied in clerical work about the court- 
house and in May, 1895, was appointed justice of 
the peace by the governor. He is a member of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and is past 
commender of Reno Post, No. 4. He is also 
connected with the Order of Red Men. For forty 
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years he has been an earnest supporter of the Re- 
publican party. Religiously he holds member- 
ship with the United Brethren Church and is a 
true Christian gentleman. 

In September, 1864, Mr. Ward married Henri- 
etta, daughter of Lazarus and Catherine Eader, 
then of this county, but since deceased. The 
union of Mr. and Mrs. Ward has been blessed by 
one son: Charles O., who married Miss Nellie 
Warden. ‘They have four children, viz., Vera 
Leona, Nellie Beulah, Errol and Joseph. They 
are also residents of Hagerstown. 
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HARLES G. WATSON, surveyor of Alle- 
gany County, and a rising young attorney 
of Frostburg, possesses the ability and 
energy that are the almost invariable precursors 
of success. 
devoted his odd moments to the study of law, 
and in 1896 he passed, with high honors, an ex- 
amination before the court of appeals, being ad- 
mitted to practice before all of the courts of the 
state. While at Pennington, N.J., he studied 
civil engineering, and graduated with a grade of 
nine and eight-tenths out of a possible ten. In 
1896 he was appointed city engineer of Frostburg, 
and the following year was elected county sur- 
veyor, both of which positions he now holds. 
The Watson family is of Scotch extraction, but 
has been connected with American history for 
generations. One of the family, Hugh, served 
as a colonel in the Revolution, and our subject 
has in his possession two copies of Brown's Pres- 
byterian Bible Dictionaries that were once the 
property of this Revolutionary hero. One of his 
sons (probably James) settled in Pennsylvania, 
where he engaged in farming near Mercersburg. 
The latter’s son, James, was born in Pennsylvania, 
but when a young mancameto Allegany County, 
Md., and engaged at the trade of a carriage 
maker. He married Mary Nesbitt, a sister of 
Isaac Nesbitt, who served as clerk of the court 
at Hagerstown for many years, and was the in- 


While engaged in teaching school, he 
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cumbent of the position during the war. They 
were the parents of five sons and two daugthers, 
but two of the children died when young. 
V., the surviving daughter, is the widow of 
George Creek, who enlisted in the late war and 
died of starvation while in Andersonville prison; 
Isaac N., the oldest son, served in the Civil war, 
and now residesin Pineygrove, Allegany County; 
John D., the second son, is the father of our 
subject; David C., like other members of the 
family, served in the war with valor, and now 
lives in Iowa; and Rev. Lorenzo Dow Watson, 
D. D., Ph. D., LL. D., who served in the war, 
is now a member of the Genesee conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

John D. Watson was born in Allegany County, 
Md., and completed his education at Rainsburg, 
Pa., where was situated one of the noted schools 
of that day. Upon his return home he became 
interested in agricultural pursuits, to which his 
entire active life has been devoted. In political 
belief he is a Republican. He is an active, zeal- 
ous worker in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
in which he has officiated as steward and class- 
leader, and as superintendent of the Sunday- 
school. During the Civil war he married Mary 
E. McGinnis, daughter of John and Ellen (Ash- 
kittle) McGinnis. Her father, who was a native 
of Scotland, came to this country at eighteen 
years of age, and first located at Pineygrove, 
where he married. Soon afterward he removed 
to Indianapolis, Ind., where he engaged success- 
fully in the shoe business for many years. The 
three sons of Mr. and Mrs. Watson are Charles 
G.; Ezra J., who operates the home farm; and 
John Asbury, a contract painter in Ohio.

RANKLIN A. HEARD, proprietor of a 
large dry-goods and millinery establishment 
at Hagerstown, has been engaged in the 

mercantile business in this city continuously 
since 1849, and is not only one of the oldest, but 
also one of the best known, business men here. 
He is a descendant of French ancestry, but the 
family has been identified with American history 
for many generations and its members have been 
noted for patriotism. His grandfather, Gen. 
John Heard, was an officer in the Revolution, 
and for many years served as prothonotary of the 
orphans’ court; he died when about ninety years 
ofage. He was a son of Nathaniel Heard, a 
major-general in the Revolution, who lost all his 
property during the incursions by the British. 
William V. Heard, father of our subject, was a 
native of New Brunswick, N. J., and was reared 
ona farm there. He came to Maryland and ac- 
cepted a position in the bank at Williamsport, 
where he was employed as teller for a number of 
years, and until the failure of the institution. He 
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then removed to Hagerstown, where for several 
years he was employed in the county clerk’s 
ofice. In 1832 he went to Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
remained in that city until 1841, when returning 
to Hagerstown, he secured a position as teller in 
the Farmers’ and Millers’ Bank. Several years 
were spent in that bank. Hus last employment 
Was that of deputy in the county clerk's office. 
Volitically a Republican, his was one of the very 
few votes cast for Abraham Lincoln in Hagers- 
town. He was an active member of the Meth- 
odist Church here and was a inan of consistent 
Christian character. At the time of his death he 
was cighty-six years of age. His wife, who was 
Henrietta Warfield, of Baltimore, died at thirty- 
seveil years. 

Iu Hagerstown, where he was born June 10, 
18z6é, the subject of this sketch spent the first six 
years of his life, after which he removed with his 
parents to Cincinnati. He attended private 
schools and an academy until fifteen years of 
age, when he secured a clerkship in a dry-goods 
store and remained in the same establishment for 
eight years. Hethen served an apprenticeship 
in a printing ofhce at Harrisburg, Pa., and at the 
expiration of his time he purchased the Chronicle 
at Hagerstown, which he published for fourteen 
years. Since 1849 he has been interested in 
merchandising, being one of the oldest surviving 
merchants of the city. 

By his marriage to Mary A. Mobley, of 
Hagerstown, Mr. Heard has five children, 
namely: Charles E., who is engaged in the mill- 
ing and coal. business at Hagerstown; Albert, 
who is secretary and treasurer of the water and 
gas company in Hagerstown; Franklin S., a mer- 
chant tailor in Harrisburg, Pa.; Laura S., wife 
of Rufus M. Hayes, of this city; and Ella, who 
married John E. Stonebraker, also of this place. 

Politically Mr. Heard is a Republican. He 
was appointed stamp deputy of the state under 
the administration of President Garfield, also 
served for a short time under Cleveland, and was 
again appointed under Harrison’s administration, 
serving under the following-named revenue col- 
lectors: Sellman (Republican) ; Roberts, six 
months (Democrat); Hill, four years (Repub- 
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lican); and Vandever, eight months (Democrat). 
Fraternally he is connected with the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows and the Knights of Pythias. 
For a number of years he has been an elder in 
the Lutheran Church and conductor of the choir. 


AMES K. WATERS, M. D., ex-register of 
wills for Frederick County, is a resident of 
the pretty and thriving town of Thurmont. 

Here, about ten years ago, he established a drug 
store, which he has owned ever since and has 
managed, either in person or by deputy. By 
years of unsparing toil he has not only amassed 
a competence amply sufficient for his future 
needs, but has at the same time won the adimira- 
tion and heartfelt respect of all with whom he 
has come in contact. Politically he has always 
given his ballot to the representatives of the Dem- 
ocratic party. Among the fraternities he isa 
member of the Knights of Pythias and a charter 
member of the Ancient Essenic Order; also is 
prominent in the Masonic order, being a member 
of Acacia Lodge, A. F. & A. M., and DeMolay 
Commandery, K. T. of Frederick. 

Dr. Waters is one of the eight children of 
Somerset R. and Rachel (McElfresh) Waters. 
The oldest of the brothers, Charles, was a com- 
mission merchant in Baltimore, and served as 
tobacco inspector under Governor Lowe. A few 
years ago he retired from active life, and died in 
1896, when in his seventy-seventh year. John T. 
is a prominent Baltimore lawyer. Somerset is 
engaged in the management of a farm and was 
collector of internal revenue during the adminis- 
tration of President Jolinson. Margaret, a sister, 
married a Mr. Davis of Carroll County, owner of 
a fine homestead. Rachel is the wife of Dr. S. 
R. Waters, who for years has been chief clerk 
in the state tax commissioner's office at An- 
napolis. Hannah H. is the wife of James H.Steele, 


a Carroll County farmer. Sophia is unmarried. 
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The father of these children was a native of 
Montgomery County, Md., and in early manhood 
followed farming as an occupation. Later he re- 
moved to Baltimore and was appointed tobacco 
inspector by Governor Thomas. This office he 
held with ability and fidelity for many years, 
giving entire satisfaction to all concerned. Sub- 
sequently he engaged in the wholesale commis- 
sion business in Baltimore, making a speciaity of 
tobacco. At one time he ran for the office of 
sheriff of Frederick County and was a zealous 
Democrat. In the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
to which he belonged, he was noted far and wide 
asa lay preacher. His death occurred when he 
was in his sixty-fifth year. His father, Dr. 
Richard Waters, was a successful physician and 
surgeon during the war of the Revolution. 

Dr. J. R. Waters is a native of the Middletown 
Valley, his occurred upon the 
paternal homestead April 10, 1838. He was but 
a child when the family removed to Baltimore 
and in the excellent schools of that city he re- 
ceived In 1859 he graduated 
from the medical department of the University 
of Maryland, having been privileged to have as 
one of his preceptors Professor Miltonberger, a 
profound scholar and man of eminent attain- 
ments. In his initial practice our subject was 
house physician at Baltimore City almshouse, 
this being before Bay View Asylum was built. 
Upon settling down in independent practice, he 
decided to become a permanent resident of Utica 
Mills, Frederick County, and there he made his 
home for twenty-four years,until 1891. He then 
took his place as register of wills, to which office 
he had been elected on the Democratic ticket, 
and when his six years’ term had elapsed he

came to Thurmont, which is only a few miles from 
his former home in Utica Mills. 

In 1862 Dr. Waters was first married, the 
lady of his choice being Miss Aunie May Hill, 
daughter of John Hill, of this place. They had 
two sons: John S., who has been a trusted clerk 
in a large commission house in Baltimore for 
many years, and Charles C., who was his fa-

ANIEL EDWARD KEFAUVER. Among 
the enterprising agriculturists of Frederick 
County, no one stands higher as a business 

man than the gentleman whose name heads this 
sketch. He is the proprietor of a beautiful farm 
known as Glen Dale, situated on the line of the 
Frederick & Middletown Railway, which system 
is of great value to the inhabitants of these fertile 
valleys. He has been very actively connected 
with this celebrated road, having used his means 
and influence in getting the company organized, 
and for years has been the vice-president. 

Nicholas Kefauver, the paternal great-grand- 
father of the above-named, was a native of Ger- 
many, and was an early settler in Frederick 
County. He made the trip to the United States 
in company with a brother and their descendants 
have since been represented in the annals of this 
section of Maryland. George, son of Nicholas 
Kefauver, and grandfather of our subject, was a 
farmer by occupation, and his home throughout 
life was in the Middletown Valley. Hewas a 
member of the Reformed Church, and in all his 
dealings with his fellow-men his course was 
marked by strict integrity. The maternal grand- 
father of D. E. Kefauver was Lewis Bechtel, 
who followed the same calling, agricultural pur- 
suits, and who was likewise identified with the 
old Reformed Church. 

Daniel Kefauver, father of our subject, was 
born in Middletown District, and with his several 
brothers and sisters was reared to maturity on 
the parental homestead. A brother, John; was 
for some time a flour inspector in Baltimore; 
Jonathan, a miller by trade, went to Ohio; 
Henry was a farmer of this region, as was Jacob 
also; Mlizabeth, a sister, married Hanson Flook; 
Mary Ann became the wife of Philip Coblentz; 
aud Rebecca married a Mr. Young of Penusylva-

nia. Daniel adhered to the vocation of his fore- 
fathers, and became well-to-do. He owned two 
large and valuable farms in the Middletown 
Valley and was also the proprietor of a sawmill. 
During the war he was stanch in his allegiance 
to the Union, and in politics he was a Whig and 
Republican. Though often solicited to accept 
public office he steadily refused, as he much pre- 
ferred a quiet life, and found his time fully occu- 
pied in looking after his property. He was an 
official member of the Reformed Church, and was 
connected with the society of Sons of Temperance. 
His happy, because useful and busy life, came to 
a peaceful close in 1876, when he was in his 
sixty-eighth year. His wife survived him sev- 
eral years, attaining her eighty-fourth year, and 
was buried by the side of her husband in the 
Reformed Cemetery in Middletown. Their eldest 
son, Horatio, is a farmer of this locality, as is 
also Richard. William died when about thirty- 
one, and Lewis F., Joseph H. and Samuel M. 
are all farmers. Amanda C. is the wife of 
Abraham Ifert, of this valley; Mahala, deceased, 
was the wife of Henry C. Remsburg; Martha E. 
is Mrs. Harmon Routzahn. 

The birth of Daniel Edward Kefauver took 
place in 1841 at his parents’ home near Middle- 
town, and in that neighborhood he was reared to 
manhood. Having completed his district-school 
education he devoted himself to agriculture, and 
when he was about twenty-five years old he as- 
sumed the charge of a farm situated a mile or so 
from his present. abode. Twelve years rolled 
away while he carried on this homestead, and in 
1882 he came into possession of his valuable 
place, Glen Dale. He has made extensive im- 
provements aud greatly increased the value of 
the farm. A commodious brick house and fine 
barns are situated on a desirable site and every- 
thing about the homestead speaks volumes for 
the care that is bestowed by the owner upon each 
detail. His various investments have proved 
successful, and his ability asa financier is un- 
doubted. In addition to being the owner of 
several fine farms he is one of the charter mem- 
bers and stockholders of the Frederick & Mid- 
dletown Railroad; a director in the Frederick 
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City Elevator Company, and a charter member 
of the Citizens’ National Bank of Frederick, and 
since one of the directors. Politicaliv he has 
always voted the Republican ticket. Jn the 
Grange, with which he has long been identified, 
he is considered to be a man whose cpinion car- 
ries weight, and in many lines of agriculture he is 
an authority. Hewasa charter member of the 
Grangers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Company, oue 
of the first companies in the state, of which he 
has been vice-president and member of the exec- 
utive committee since its organization in 1876. 

The first marriage of Mr. Kefauver was sol- 
emnized in 1867, the lady of his choice being 
Miss Virginia, daughter of Daniel Culler, of Jef- 
ferson. (See sketch of Col. Henry Culler for 
family history.) Clarence, the only son born to 
this marriage, is in the coal business in Middle- 
town, and the two daughters are Annie C., wife 
of Milton F. Holten, and Stella V., at home. In 
1873 our subject married Mrs. Amanda E. Snider 
(née Leighton) and their children, three in num- 
ber, Martin E., Minnie FE. and Viola E., are 
at home. The family are connected with the 
Reformed Church of Middletown. 


ENRY MAYER is a business man of Frost- 
burg, who has earned his advancement by 
energy and perseverance. He is engaged 

in the furniture and undertaking business, having 
formed a partnership in 1886 with John F. 
Gehauf, under the firm title of Gehauf & Co. 
After six months he gave up his connection with 
the mines, in which he had previously been 
interested, and concentrated his entire attention 
upon the furniture business. The firm has since 
been changed in name to Gehauf & Mayer and 
occupies a central location in the Ravenscroft 
opera building, where they have a storeroom 
equipped with furniture of all kinds. 

The Mayer family, as the name indicates, is of 
German origin. John Mayer, father of our sub- 
ject, was born and reared in Germany, where he 


had the adyantages offered by the excellent 
public schools. After arriving at man’s estate 
he crogsed the scean and settled in Baltimore in 
1854. Fer a time he worked in Wheeling, 
W. Va., but in 1856 moved to Cumberland, 
Md., where he carried on a brewing business. 
During his residence there his son, Henry, was 
poru March 15, 1860. In 1862 he came to Frost- 
burg and embarked in business for himself, 
remaining a resident of this place until his death, 
which occurred April 12, 1888. 

The marriage of John Mayer and Elizabeth 
Herwig took place May 17, 1859, and resulted 
in the birth of ten children, namely: Henry; 
George, who is engaged in mining at Frostburg; 
John. who lives at Wilkinsburg, a suburb of 
Pittsburg; Lizzie; Anuie; Fred, who is engaged 
in business at Frostburg; Mary; William; Emma, 
who teaches school; and Sophie. When the 
family removed to Frostburg our subject was two 
years of age. His education was obtained in 
public and private schools here. When nineteen 
years of age he embarked in business as a grocer, 
but after two years commenced to learn the fur- 
niture business with Gross & Nickel, and upon 
the dissolution of the firm he remained with 
Mr. Gross. Later he worked in the mines for 
a time, afterwards secured employment in 
the National Tube Works at McKeesport, Pa., 
and later returned to Frostburg, where he again 
worked in the mines, spending fifteen months in 
the Huffinan Mine. His next occupation was in 
the furniture business, where he remained for 
seven months, and then took a position in the 
Eckhart Mines, remaining in that place for more 
than two years. Meantime he had again become 
interested in the furniture business, and finally 
severed his connection with mining interests in 
order that he might devote himself entirely to the 
other enterprise. He and his partner have built 
up an excellent trade among the people of this 
locality, and are known-and respected as honor- 
able business men. 

Politically Mr. Mayer adheres to the tenets of 
the Democratic party. In fraternal relations he 
belongs to the Royal Arcanum, Junior Order 
United American Mechanics and Knights of the 
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Golden Eagle. He is a member of the English 
Lutheran Church, and has served the congrega- 
tion as treasurer and deacon. He was united in 
marriage April 10, 1882, with Margaret, daugh- 
ter of Frederick Horchler, of Eckhart Mines. 
Four children have come to bless their union, 
namely: Roy, Karl, Alberta and Minnie. 





OHN A. TROUP has been numbered among 
the prominent and successful business men 
of Hagerstown, but is now retired. If years 

of activity, trained experience and a practical 
knowledge of business details are of any service 
in the successful prosecution of an enterprise, 
certainly he was fully qualified to conduct his 
business ventures successfully. While he started 
out for himself without capital, he steadily 
worked his way upward and is now in possession 
of a competence that enables him to surround 
himself and wife with all the comforts that en- 
hance the pleasure of existence. 

The Troup family has been identified with the 
history of Washington County for a number of 
generations. The grandfather of our subject, 
Adam Troup, was born in Clear Spring District, 
and spent his entire life there, engaging in farm 
pursuits and also following the occupation of a 
tanner. He died when sixty-eight years of age, 
firm in the faith of the Reformed Church, of 
Which he had been a life-long, member. His re- 
mote ancestors were of German birth. Our sub- 
ject’s father, John Troup, was born in Washing- 
ton County and upon attaining man’s estate, 
embarked in farming pursuits, to which his entire 
life was devoted. He died in this county when 
ninety-two years of age. On the organization of 
the Republican party he became an adherent of 
its ranks and continued to vote for its men and 
measures during the remaining years of his life. 
In religion he adhered to the Reformed Church 
and its doctrines. In spite of the fact that he 
attained an age so unusual, he retained possession 
of his faculties until shortly before he died, being 


quite hearty and robust, as well as mentally act- 
ive. His wife, who bore the maiden name of 
Mary Teisher, was born in Washington County, 
where she died at the age of eighty-two. She, 
too, was identified with the Reformed Church as 
one of its consistent and active members. 

In this district and county John A. Troup was 
born November 20, 1832. He remained on the 
home farm until attaining his majority, meantime 
attending the common schools of the neighbor- 
hood. At the age of twenty-four he married and 
rented a farm in the same district. After several 
years in the capacity of renter, he saved an 
amount sufficient to enable him to purchase land, 
and he then bought a farm. Onthat property he 
engaged in agricultural pursuits until 1892, when 
he rented the land and removed to Hagerstown. 
He still owns the farm. He and his wife, who 
was formerly Sarah J. Kiesecker, have a comfort- 
able home in Hagerstown and are well fixed 
financially. Politically a Republican, he takes 
an active interest in public matters, but has never 
been a candidate for office, nor desired the honors 
of public positions. In religious belief he fol- 
lows the example of his forefathers in adhering 
to the doctrines of the Reformed Church. His 
honorable course in business has won for him the 
confidence of the people of Hagerstown and has 
given him a high place in the regard of all with 
whom he associates, either in a business or 
social way. 


EV. LUTHER KUHLMAN is the efficient 
and beloved pastor of the Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church of Frederick. Not only here, 
surrounded by the flock to whom he has endeared 
himself as a shepherd, but also in the general 
councils of his denominations, is he looked up 
to, consulted and advised with, and by one and 
all with whom it is his lot to have any dealings, 
he is held in the highest esteem and respect. 
In tracing his history it is found that he was 
born in the western part of Somerset County, Pa., 
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in 1851, he being the second son of John Fred- 
erick Kuhlman, a native of Germany. The 
latter came to America when but eight years of 
age, with his parents, who located in Somerset 
County, Pa. In his boyhood he assisted his 
father, Heury Kuhlman, in the care of the farr, 
and, after completing his public-school education, 
was a student in Pennsylvania college, where ine 
prepared himself for teaching. Aftera 
entered the ministry of the Lutheran Church, 
and his special work has been in establishing 
mission churches upon the western frontiers. For 
the most part he has been located in Nebraska, 
where he has built a great number of churches 
and has carried the light of Christianity inte 
thousands of homes, hovels and hamlets. About 
the time of the war he removed to Nebraska, 
where he resides at the present time. In polities 
he is a Republican, though his father was an ad- 
herent of the Democracy. His wife, Loutsa, 
was a daughter of Garrison Smith, a Pennsylva-

nia farmer. He wasvery active as a Republican, 
and held various local offices of trust and honor, 
such as sheriff, magistrate and school director. 
He was of English origin, but passed the mosi of 
his life in the Keystone state. Mrs. Louisa 
Kuhlman died when our subject was but an in- 
fant. The elder son, Winfield Scott, has lived 
upon the old homestead in Somerset County for 
several years. He was educated in Mount Union 
College, near Alliance, Ohio, and graduated from 
the College of Physicians dnd Surgeons in Balti- 
more, Md., since which he has been regularly 
engaged in practice. The father subsequently 
married a Pennsylvania lady, by whom he has 
had several children. One of the number resides 
in Illinois, while the rest live in Nebraska. 

The early years of the life of Rev. Luther 
Kuhlman were passed under his grandfather’s 
roof, his education being gained in the public 
schools and the normal school of his home neigh- 
borhood. Subsequently he 
teacher in the local schools and met with good 
success in this line of effort. About 1869 he 
went to Nebraska, where he remained for seven 
years, a portionof this period being devoted to 
farming. He also taught school and for a time 


started out as a 
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itt a dry-goods store. Two summers 
were spent by him in surveying upon the plains, 
in the government employ, along the Platte and 
South Platte rivers. Next he passed two years 
in the Nebraska State University at Lincoln, be- 
ing enrolled among their first students, as the in- 
stitution had just been established (1872). In 
1876 he returned to his native State, and enter- 
ing the Pennsylvania College at Gettysburg, he 
took the fii! course of study, graduating in 1879. 

Having made up his mind to adopt the same 
nobie cailing to which his father had consecrated 
his life, our subject commenced his theological 
studies in the special department devoted to this 
branch, in the theological seminary at Gettys- 
burg. He was duly graduated in the class of 
1882, and was ordained to the ministry by the 
Allegheny Synod of Pennsylvania. He entered 
upon his first charge in July, 1882, at Jenners- 
town, Pa. ‘There he continued his labors for a 
year and nine months. From that place he re- 
moved to Baltimore, where he served as pastor 
‘of the Second Lutheran Church until 188s. 

It was in the spring of 1888 that Rev. Luther 
Kuhlman came to Frederick, since which time he 
has been a faithful and zealous worker in the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. Under his minis- 
try many substantial improvements have been 
made in the church property and buildings. A 
Sunday-school room has been erected at a cost of 
$16,000. The church property is an extensive 
one and has a frontage upon Second and Church 
streets. The church proper hasa seating capacity 
of twelve hundred. The membership is over 
five hundred, while the Sunday-school numbers 
some seven hundred pupils. In addition to his 
extensive pastoral work aniong his own people 
Rev. Mr. Kuhlman takes an active part in the 


advancement of the general welfare of the 
denomination, to which he belongs. He is a 


member of the Maryland Synod (a district synod 
of the general synod of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church). He has been three times sent as a dele- 
gate to the general body, first going to Omaha, 
then to Canton, Ohio, and last to Hagerstown, 
Md.

OHN S. METZGER, who is engaged in the 
fire insurance business at Frostburg, is a de- 
scendant of German ancestry and a member 

of a family that was at one time prominent 
in the military affairs of Germany. He traces 
his lineage to Gen. Theobald Metzger, who was 
one of the famous soldiers of the seventeenth 
century. His great-grandfather, Marcus Metz- 
ger, was born in Germany and emigrated to 
America about 1770, settling in Bedford County, 
Pa., where hecleared and improved a farm. Ac- 
companying him to this country was his son 
Johu, then quite young, who engaged in agricult- 
ural pursuits and also acquired considerable 
prominence in political affairs. At one time he 
owned two thousand acres in one body, and his 
wealth, with his executive ability and energy, 
made him one of the most influential men of his 
county. Upon the Republican ticket he was 
elected sheriff of Bedford County and he was 
twice chosen to represent the people in the state 
legislature. By his marriage to Elizabeth Tread- 
well he had eight daughters and one son, namely: 
Sarah, who married Jacob Corley, of Bedford 
County; Maria, Mrs. John Kerr; Mary, Mrs. 
John Alsip; Louisa, wife of G. W. Holler; and 
Sophia, Mrs. Emanuel Palmer, all living in Bed- 
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ford County; Henrietta and Susan; Daniel, father 
of our subject; and Ellen, who married William 
Showman and lives in Bedford County. 

Born in Bedford County July 26, 1818, Daniel 
Metzger was reared and educated in his native 
place and from an early age began to assist in the 
cultivation of the farm. In agriculture, his 
chosen occupation, he was quite successful. He 
was an advocate of Republican principles and 
worked for the success of his party, taking an 
active interest in all political matters.  Fre- 
quently he was elected school director and 
magistrate. In religion he was identified with 
the Lutheran Church. February 18, 1840, he 
married Elizabeth B. Hinchman, who was born 
June 9, 1820, the daughter of John G. and Har- 
riet Hinchman, natives of Connecticut, put for 
many years residents of Bedford County, Pa. Of 
the six children of Daniel and Elizabeth Metzger 
four attained mature years. They are: Marcus 
C., who is connected with the Connellsville 
Bridge Company; Enima, who married Elijah 
Miller and lives at Hyndman, Pa.; John S., who 
was born in Bedford County August 30, 1847; 
and Mary A., wife of Shannon Devore, of Hynd- 
man, Pa. 

The education of our subject was obtained in 
Pennsylvania and Troy, Ohio. On _ leaving 
school he began to teach and in 1871 he came to 
Frostburg, where he was connected with the 
schools for a year and then for two years engaged 
in the book and stationery business, afterward 
selling out toShaffer & Mason. His next occupa- 
tion was as assistant postmaster and agent for fire 
insurance. For ten years he was connected with the 
postofice. Later for seven years he engaged in 
the grocery business and after selling out to Henry 
Weibrecht he turned his attention to the insur- 
ance business, to which he has since devoted his 
time exclusively. Heisa Republican in politics. 
In 1878 he was elected mayor of Frostburg and 
again in 1892, and he has also served as clerk for 
several terms. Though under the stipulated age 
for an enlistment, in 1865 he enlisted in the army 
and served in Company E, Second Maryland In- 
fantry, until the close of the war. Fraternally 
he is a member of Frostburg City Lodge No. 88, 
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K. of P.; the Grand Army of the Republic: Free- 
dom Council No. 123, Junior Order United 
American Mechanics; Knights cof Honor, and 
Ancient Order of United Workmen. In religion 
he is identified with the English Wutheran 
Church. 

January 3, 1870, Mr. Metzger married Eliza- 
beth Ling, of Bedford County, Pa.; she died in 
November, 1870, leaving aninfant son, Harry E., 
who now resides in Cumberland and is connected 
with the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. February 
14, 1875, Mr. Metzger married Florence Keller, 
daughter of Joseph and Susan Keller, ey Frost- 
burg. They became the parents of six children, 
but one daughter died in childhood. The five 
now living are F. Josephine, D. Ross, Frank G.., 
John B. and Nicholas H. 


ESSE O. SNYDER, who is numbered among 
the enterprising and progressive lawvers ot 
Hagerstown, Washington County, is one of 

the native sons of this county, his birth baving 
taken place in Clear Spring, June 23, 1869. 
Though but a few years have elapsed since his 
admission to the bar, he has succeeded in build- 
ing up an enviable reputation, and a large and 
constantly increasing practice. He is recognized 
by his professional brethren to be a man of genu- 
ine ability, well read and thoroughly versed in 
the intricacies of the law, and of great promise 
for the future. He is very progressive, favoring 
all improvements of a practical nature, new in- 
dustries, and everything pertaining to the growth 
and prosperity of this city. 

The gentleman of whom this brief tribute is in 
justice written, comes from one of the old and 
representative families of western Maryland. His 
father, John T. Snyder, was kuown far and wide 
in this and adjoining counties asa man of fine 
executive ability and natural business qualifica- 
tions, and at the same time was known to be 
thoroughly upright and honorable in all his deal- 
ings. He lent his influence, and gave more sub- 
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stantial assistance to numerous industries and 
local institutions which he believed would re- 
dcuud to ihe credit and welfare of the people 
among whom bis busy and useful life was passed. 
He was born August 6, 1830, and commenced his 
business career at the very foot of the ladder. 
For some tine he was a clerk in a large store, 
subsequentiy engaged in merchandising on his 
ownaccount. He was the owner of several of the 
best farms in this county and much other proper- 
ty. in addition to having various investments. 
Though he never was a resident of this city, he 
had money invested in a number of our concerns 
atid business enterprises. He was a stockholder 
in the agricultural society, a director in the 
Steam Engine and Machine Company, and owned 
stock in both the First and Second National 
Banks of Hagerstown. He died August 23, 1895. 
His wife, the mother of our subject, was Miss 
Susan M. Edelen. She also, was born in this 
county, and was a daughter of Charles and Eliza 
Edelen, the former a very successful merchant of 
Clear Spring. He died at the extreme age of 
ninety-six years, while his wife also reached a 
good age, being in her eighty-seventh year at the 
time of her summons to the silent land. Both 
were devout members of the Lutheran Church. 

In a family of five children, J. O. Snyder is the 
youngest. His brothers, Charles L. and William 
F., are both unmarried, and are engaged in mer- 
chandising at Clear Spring, and the two sisters 
are deceased. Mary, the elder, died in child- 
hood, and Eva E., who was the wife of P. W. 
Huff, of Roanoke, Va., died May 16, 1895, at 
the age of twenty-eight years. 

The early education of our subject was gained 
in the public schools, and under the instruction 
of a private tutor. Later he was a student in 
Franklin aud Marshall College, Lancaster, Pa., in 
the class of ’91. He soon afterwards took up 
legal studies under the supervision of Gen. HI. 
Kyd Douglas, of Hagerstown, and was duly ad- 
mitted to the bar of this county, December 24, 
1892. He has been especially fortunate in deal- 
ing with equity cases, and handles several large 
estates. He is a director in the Hagerstown 
Steam Engine and Machine Company and the 
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- Second National Bank, and also is a member of 


the mercantile firm of J. T. Snyder & Son, of 
Clear Spring. He has taken no very active part 
in politics as yet, merely doing his duty as a 
voter, his preference being for the platform and 
nominees of the Democracy. 





ACHARIAH G. THOMAS isa most worthy 
representative of one of the best and most 
influential families of Frederick County, his 

ancestors having settled here long prior to the 
war of the Revolution. Four brothers of the 
name emigrated from Germany to America, set- 
tling in Maryland, and from them have descended 
most of the numerous thrifty and sterling citizens 
of the name in this portion of the state. The 
gentleman of whom this sketch is written has 
lived upon the beautiful farm called Pleasant 
Prospect for nearly thirty-five years. It is situ- 
ated on the Montevieu pike about two and a-half 
miles west of Frederick City. 

George Thomas, father of the above, was born 
in Frederick County in 1798, and passed his 
whole life here. His father, also Henry by 
name, was an occupant of this land, which is now 
highly cultivated and bears little resemblance to 
the tract that originally came into possession of 
the family. George Thomas started out in life a 
poor boy, and by industry and good business 
methods acquired a comfortable fortune. At the 
time of his death he owned a good tarm in Liberty 
District, one in Mount Pleasant, four in Buckeys- 
town, besides the old homestead, and all this 
valuable property was the result of his individual 
efforts and labor. Though his advantages were 
very meager when he was a boy, he was a natural 
student, and became very well informed by his 
private reading and research. He owned a good 
library and was noted for his ability as a mathe- 
matician and surveyor. For years he was school 
examiner for the county of Frederick. Politically 
he was a Whig and afterwards a Democrat and 
for ten years prior to his death he was a member 


of the Reformed Church. After his sons grew to 
maturity he retired from business as he had am- 
ple means, and thenceforth devoted his attention 
to other and more general matters. He was very 
generous and many a voung man owed his start 
in the world of finance to this sterling old gentle- 
man. He died at the age of eighty-six years 
and is buried in the Buckeystown District Ceme- 
tery. 

The wife of George Thomas was Julia, daugh- 
ter of John Hargett, a farmer of the vicinity of 
Feagaville. He was supposed to be the largest 
man in the county, as he weighed over four hun- 
dred pounds. He owned two farms, one near 
the town just mentioned and the other on Carroll; 
Manor. Of the children born to George Thomas 
and wife, Charles A. is a resident of this county; 
Joseph is a farmer living near his brother Charles 
A.; John Franklin owns the farm adjoining the 
old homestead in Buckeystown, while Stephen A. 
is the proprietor of the old farm itself; Cephas 
M. operates a farm near Libertytown, but lives 
in Walkersville, Ma.; Cornelius is engaged in 
farming in Buckeystown District; and Custer is 
also a farmer of the same locality. They were 
all born in the old homestead of their father, and 
with the exception of one who died in childhood, 
the family has been remarkable for strength and 
vigorous constitutions. Two children were born 
of a former marriage: Susan, wife of Charles F. 
Markell, of Frederick, and Henry, who died a 
year ago in Illinois and is survived by one child.. 

The birth of Zachariah G. Thomas occurred 
April 16, 1839. He wasa pupil in the district 
schools and learned the practicai features of agri- 
culture in his youth by experience. When he 
was twenty-five he started out to make his in- 
dependent livelihood, by taking charge of Pleas- 
aut Prospect farm, where he is still residing. He 
also owns a valuable farm near Harmony Grove. 
In his home place there are one hundred and 
seventy-five acres, and besides the comfortable 
residence here there are other substantial build- 
ings. A pretty yard with good shade trees adds 
greatly to the attractiveness of the place. 

In 1864 Mr. Thomas married Grace, daughter 
of Martin and Louisa Grove, of Middletown Val- 
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ley. The father was one of the prominent far- 
mers of the Middletown Valley, his home being 
about four miles from Middletown. He was an 
influential member of the Lutheran Church up to 
the time of his death, twenty-three years ago. 
Mrs. Thomas had three brothers and four sisters. 
Her oldest brother, Hiram, lives in Frederick 
County, Md. One brother died at the age of 
twenty-eight years, at that time being a minister 
in the Lutheran Church. Charlotte is the wife 
of Mr. Whip, of Frederick. Virginia married a 
Mr. Lighter, of Middletown. ‘Two sisters died 
while young. The marriage of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas has been blessed with ten children, of 
whom six are still living. William H. is mar- 
ried and operates the farm belonging to our sub- 
ject in the neighborhood of Harmony Grove. 
Hiram G. is at home, Roy C. isa student in 
Westminster College. Jennie Irene is the wife 
of Thaddeus Biser, a lawyer of Frederick, and is 
the mother of two sons and two daughters. 
Theola married Emory Remsburg, of Buckeys- 
town District, and has two children. Lucie 
Thomas, the youngest of the family, is at home. 
Four of our subject’s children died in early years. 

In his political convictions, Mr. Thomas is a 
Democrat. He and his good wife are members 
of the Reformed Church of Frederick, and are 
very active and interested in its work. Mr. 
Thomas has been an elder in the congregation 
and for years has been the Sunday-school super- 
intendent, and conducted one near his own home. 
He merits the sincere respect and esteem univer- 
sally accorded him by all who know him. 





EORGE P. WHITE, one of the successful 
farmers of the Seventh District of Garrett 
County, isof the fourth generation of well- 
to-do and enterprising agriculturists of his name, 
whose labors and general influence have aided 
greatly in the upbuilding and development of this 
region. His great-grandfather White, a native 
of England, came with his family to this county, 
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then a part of Allegany County, and was a pio- 
neer of the locality. His son William, grand- 
father of our subject, was one of the rich farmers. 
land owners and cattle dealers of the county, and 
was a man greatly respected by all who knew 
him. 

The parents of George P. White were Johnson 
and Asenath (Gregg). White, both of whom are 
deceased. The father was born on a farm about 
three miles from the present home of our subject, 
and was actively engaged in tilling the soil as 
long as his health and strength continued. He 
was a man of energy and ability and in his daily 
life was noted for his integrity, justness and in- 
dustry. He was interested in public affairs and 
always strove todo his whole duty as a patriotic 
citizen. In political belief he was a stanch Re- 
publican and for several years he officiated asa 
trustee of the school board. Death put anend to 
his useful and busy career in 1886, when he was 
approaching the threescore and ten years of the 
psalmist. His wife, Asenath, was a daughter of 
Bani Gregg. She departed this life at the age of 
seventy-one years, leaving only two children, 
eight having preceded her to the silent fand. 
Cavilla, the only remaining sister of George P., 
is the wife of B. F. Crane, who is elsewhere rep- 
resented in this volume. 

George P. White is a native of this section, his 
birth having taken place in 1849 at what is now 
Loch Lynn Heights, Md. Under the practical 
instruction of the senior White, he early mastered 
the various details pertaining to the management 
of the homestead, and in the course of time, 1878, 
gradually assumed the arduous charge of affairs, 
thus relieving his parents of responsibility. In 
1894 he disposed of his farm property and pur- 
chased a lot and built the pleasant house where 
he now resides, in Loch Lynn Heights. 

Mr. White belongs to numerous well-known 
fraternities. He is past chancellor, and has been 
a representative to the grand lodge of the 
state, from Garrett Lodge No. 113, K. P.: is 
past grand and the present representative to 
the grand lodge of the state from Oak Lodge No. 
§ 1:0. O.. Fo stand jist pastysitykniedlit’ com- 
mander of Mountain Castle No. 8, Knights of 
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the Mystic Chain. Politically he isa Republican, 
and at one time was a member of the Republica: 
county committee. Both he and his estimable 
wife are members of the Methodist Episcopai 
Church, he having served on the official board as 
a steward and as a class-leader. It was in 187 

that he married Miss Rachel R. Deets, daughter 
of David and Rachel Deets, of Preston County, 
W. Va. They are the parents of three mauly 
sons, namely: Albert T., Orlando M. and Alder- 
son B. 


LBERT C. SEIBERT, who was appointed 
to the responsible position of superintendent 
of the Bellevue Asylum, in the Twenty-first 

District of Washington County, in April, 1895, 
is now entering upon the third year of his official 
work in this capacity, and is manifestly the 
“right man in the right place.’’ He is thor- 
oughly conscientious and trustworthy, and pos- 
sesses to a gratifying degree the confidence and 
esteem of a wide circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances, 

Mr. Seibert is a life-long resident of this county, 
and no one is more favorably known throughout 
this portion of the state. Born June 29, 1848, 
he is one of seven children, whose parents were 
Michael and Rose (Troupe) Seibert. The former, 
likewise a native of this county, made his homie 
for over half a century upon the farm which is 
now ownedand operated by our subject. In 
addition to this valuable place he had several 
other large farms, and was a man of much 
prominence in the community. He had been a 
Democrat up to the war troubles, but at that 
time he acted upon his principle of the right, and 
then declared himself in favor of the Republican 
party by casting his vote for Lincoln. Religiously 
he was a member of the Reformed Church, and 
was very active in the same. He died at the 
advanced age of seventy-five years. His father, 
Henry Seibert, a well-to-do farmer, probably a 
native of this county, died when in the prime of 
life, aged about fifty-two years. Mrs. Michael 
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Seibert was a daughter ot Adam Troupe, of this 
county. She departed this life at the ripe age of 
seventy-three. Of her seven children two are 
deceased, while the others are: Mary, widow of 
Dr. Good; Charles; Jessie, wife of Jesse Keller; 
Albert C. and Lewis. 

Albert C. Seibert was brought up in the usual 
manner of farmer lads, a part of his time being 
given to work about the homestead and the re- 
mainder to attending school in the neighborhood, 
and not a little to play, one may be sure. He 
was a very industrious boy at the same time, and 
before he was half way through his teens he was 
pretty thoroughly versed in every kind of agri- 
cultural employment. After the death of his 
honored father he took the complete charge of 
the old home place, and continued to live there 
until he received his present position, about three 
years ago. He formerly held several minor 
offices, and amply demonstrated his ability and 
power to cope with the difficulties which are con- 
stautly being found in public positions. He is 
an ardent Republican, but is not a politician in 
the ordinary sense of the term. 

In 1875 Mr. Seibert married Miss Ella Pit- 
tenger, daughter of Henry R. Pittenger, and 
they have four children, namely: Stanley C., a 
druggist in Hagerstown; Ritta, who is still at 
school; Corrinne F. and Paul. The family attend 
the services of the Reformed Church, of which 
the parents are members. 


OHN B. WRIGHT. During the long pe- 
riod of his residence in Allegany County the 
subject of this sketch has maintained the 
principles of integrity and industry to which he 
was reared. His has been a busy and active life 
and is fittingly crowned by a twilight of tranquil 
leisure, with no duty more burdensome than the 
oversight of his financial interests. An active 
worker in the ranks of the Republican party, 
this organization has acknowledged the results 
of hisefforts by electing him to several important 
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offices. During the ’70s he was elected mayor of 
Frostburg and again in 1886 he was chosen to 
occupy this important position, the city hall 
being buift during his second term of office. He 
has served as treasurer of Frostburg and in the 
fall of 1893, by one of the largest majorities ever 
given in the county, he was elected county com- 
missioner, serving in that capacity for two years. 

A native of Tuscarawas County, Ohio, Mr. 
Wright was born August 8, 1835. His grand- 
father, Henry Wright, was engaged in farming 
in Allegany County during the early days of its 
history as an agricultural community. Samuel, 
father of our subject, was the youngest of the 
family and was reared in his native county of 
Allegany, but in 1829 removed to Ohio, where 
he engaged in farm pursuits until his death. 
Religiously he was a Lutheran. He married 
Margaret Huffman, of Maryland, and ten chil- 
dren were born of their union, but only three are 
now living, namely: George, who carries on a 
farm in Putnam County, Ohio; John B.; and 
William, who makes his home in Van Wert 
County, Ohio. 

The early life of our subject did not differ 
materially from that of the average Ohio boy 
of his day, who was expected to contribute to his 
own support as soon as he became physically 
able to perform any kind of manual labor. While 
his facilities for obtaining an education were 
slight, yet he attended school with reasonable 
regularity for a few months of each year during 
his boyhood, and afterward by a_ systematic 
course of reading of newspapers and current 
literature he gained a broad fund of general in- 
formation. At the age of twenty-one years he 
came to Allegany County to take charge of the 
Wright farm of three hundred and seventy acres 
upon thedeath of his uncle William. Taking up 
the work on the farm, he remained there for ten 
years, superintending the cultivation of the land. 
In 1864 he removed to Frostburg and took charge 
ofa lumber yard, retaining its management until 
1876, when he sold out and at the same time 
built a brick store and residence. In 1885, upon 
the death of Curtin M. Graham, who had mar- 
ried Susan Wright and taken charge of the home 
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farm, our subject again assumed the management 
of the homestead, visiting it daily and superin- 
tending the work there. He has been engaged 
in the mercantile business from 1876 to the pres- 
ent time, but no longer has the active manage- 
ment of the business, having turned this over to 
his son. 

Fraternally Mr. Wright is identified with the 
Royal Arcanum. He isa member of the Method- 
ist Church, in which he has acted as steward, 
trustee and treasurer. He was a member of the 
building committee having in charge the erection 
of the new church and hauled the first load of 
dirt at the time the work was started, also con- 
tributed very liberally toward the work of con- 
struction. He is a strictly temperate man, 
both in theory and practice, advocating the neces- 
sity of upholding temperance principles. De- 
cember 1, 1864, he married Mary E., daughter 
of Michael and Emily (Biggard) Miller, of Eliza- 
beth, Allegany County, Pa. They are the par- 
ents of three children, viz.: William C., who is 
engaged in the furnishing-goods business in 
Frostburg, and who married Amy M. Williams, 
October 2, 1896; Sarah C.; and Charles C., who 
carries on a mercantile business in Frostburg. 


AMES E. S. PRYOR, attorney at law, sur- 
veyor and city engineer of Hagerstown, was 
bern three miles north of this city November 

6, 184t. On his father’s side he is of remote 
English descent, while his maternal ancestors 
were of Irish lineage. He is ason of Samuel 
Pryor, who was born and reared in Frederick 
County, Md., and about 1848 removed from there 
to Washington County, settling at Cavetown, 
and he died in 1857, at the age of fifty-eight. In 
politics he was a stanch, but not an active mem- 
ber of the Democratic party. His wife, who bore 
the maiden name of Margaret A. King, was born 
in Frederick County in 1812 and died in Wash- 
ington County in 1893, at the age of eighty-one 
years. 
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At the time of his father’s death our subject 
He then started 
out in the world for himself, working at any oc- 
cupation that offered him an honest livelihood. 
After two years he began to teach school and was 
successful. By self-culture he had acquired a 
good education. Early in the year 1863 he went 
to Ogle County, Ill., where he taught for a 
short time, and then, with some friends and 
relatives, proceeded to Madison, Wis., where he 
enlisted in Company I, First Wisconsin Cavalry, 
asa private. He served until the close of the 
war, being mustered out July 23, 1865. Under 
General Sherman he participated in the battles of 
the Atlanta campaign, after which he was with 
General Thomas until the spring of 1865, and 
then served under General Wilson until the close 
of the war. Though in a number of engage- 
ments, he was never wounded or taken prisoner. 
He was a brave soldier, ever at his post of duty, 
undaunted by danger, undismayed by hardships. 

At the close of the war Mr. Pryor returned to 
Washington County and taught school here until 
he was admitted to the bar, carrying on the study 
of law with Judge Syester, of Hagerstown, during 
the vacation seasons and in hours when at leisure 
from schoolroom duties. He married Miss 
Amelia J. Dunn, of this county, and they have 
one child, Minnie G. Asa Democrat Mr. Pryor 
has taken an active interest in public affairs. In 
1885 he was appointed to the office of city engin- 
eer, which position he has since held, under six 
years of Republican, and six years of Democratic 
administration. 
ing, engineering and his law practice, which 
consume his entire time, leaving him no leisure 
for political offices, even had he the desire to ac- 
cept nomination for any elective position. He 
has accumulated considerable property, including 
the largest brickyard in Hagerstown. His suc- 
cess is especially noteworthy, when we consider 
the fact that he was unable to attend school in 
childhood and had no opportunities save those 
which he made for himself. His father was a 
laboring man, who at his death left a large family 
and no money for their support. Fraternaliy 
Mr. Pryor is connected with the Knights of

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INOR...GIBSON, , PORTER, M. .D:;,.. of 
Lonaconing, is the descendant of English 
ancestors. The family, however, has been 

identified with the history of Maryland since an 
early period ofits settlement. Gabriel Porter, who 
was born in Frostburg, this state, had a son 
Moses, the doctor’s grandfather, who was born 
near Frostburg January ro, 1804, and engaged 
extensively in farming until hts death, in 18S8o., 
The doctor’s father, Col. G. Ellis Porter, M. D., 
was born July 9, 1830, and for thirty-six years 
engaged in professional practice at Frostburg, 
Cumberland and Lonaconing, Allegany County. 
At the opening of the war, in 1861, he enlisted 
in the Second Maryland Infantry, with the rank 
of major, and later was made lieutenant-colonel. 
From August, 1864, to the close of the war he 
served as surgeon, being stationed at Cumber- 
land. In 1871 he was chosen to represent Alle- 
gany County in the state legislature, where his 
service was of a most efficient nature. 

The marriage of Colonel Porter united him 
with Alcinda Gibson, daughter of Minor Gibson, 
who was born in Fauquier County, Va., May 7, 
1797, the eldest son of Minor Gibson, a prominent 
planter and merchant. While still an infant, 
Minor Gibson was taken to Culpeper County, 
Va., where he was reared. His education was 
obtained principally in William and Mary College 
at Williamsburg, Va. The study of law he car- 
ried on with Hon. John Shackleford, of Culpeper 
Courthouse, Va., with whom he 
engaged in practice. 


afterward 
In June, 1819, he married 
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Elizabeth Shackleford, his partner's eldest 
daughter, and they had four sons and four 
daughters, Rev. Isaac Gibson, Joht: Gibson. 
M. D., Moses, James, Lucy, Mary, Martha and 
Alcinda, Mrs. Porter. In 1842 Mr. Gibson re- 
moved to Allegany County, Md., but in 1851 
went back to his old home in Virginia, returning 
to Allegany County after the war. He was a 
man of refined and cultured tastes, with marked 
literary ability, and possessed the qualities that 
invariably bring one the esteem of associates. 
His death occurred June 14, 1877. 

The subject of this sketch was born in Cum- 
berland, Md., October 11, 1865. At the age of 
fifteen he entered the Allegany County Academy, 
where he studied one year, and then Lecame a 
student in Dickinson College, at Carlisle, Pa., 
from which he graduated with the class of 1884. 
During the same year he began the study of 
medicine, -graduating in 1886. He began in 
practice with his father at Frostburg and upon 
the death of the latter he and a brother continued 
the practice, remaining together until 1893, 
since which time he has been aloue. 

Politically a Republican, Dr. Porter was elected 
mayor of Lonaconing upon that ticket in 1896 
and the following year was re-elected. Fra- 
ternally he is connected with the Knights of the 
Golden Eagle, Rising Sun Lodge No. 86, K. of 
P., Junior Order United American Mechanics, 
Knights of Honor, Royal Arcanum, George 
Creek Valley Lodge No. 161, A. F. & A. M., 
and Garfield Chapter No. 30, R. A. M., of 
Lonaconing. He is a member of Tri-State Medi- 
cal Association, the Medical and Chirurgical 
Faculty of Maryland, and the various local 
organizations of the profession. He resides at 
the old family home in Lonaconing, over which 
his mother still presides. 

Slight reference has already been made to the 
family ancestry. Dr. Porter is a representative 
of the sixth generation in descent from Jolin 
Porter, a native of Gloucester, near Bristol, 
England, who made himself obnoxious to the 
party in power by singing a song of his own 
composition at a gathering of his neighbors, in 
which he made an uncomplimentary allusion to

the relgtting monarch, George I. On account of 
this he was compeiled to leave the country. 
About 1715 4e came to America and settled in 
Baltimore County, Md. His son, John, Jr., was 
born in that county and was the first of the name 
to settle in Allegany County, where he estab- 
lished his henie in 1782, locating first near the 
Pennsylvania line, but later moving to Mount 
Savage, thence settling near Eckhart Mines, 
where he died in 1810. By his wife, who was a 
Miss McKenzie, he had eight children, Michael, 
Samuel, ‘Thomas, Gabriel, Henry, Moses, John 
and Neilie. The fourth son, Gabriel, was born 
in September, 1776, and for his first wife married 
Rebecca Frost, of Frostburg, by whom he had 
five children, Jane, Josiah, John, Moses and 
Margaret, all of whom married and settled in 
Allegany County. He died at the residence of 
his son, Moses, April 20, 1862. 

Next in line of descent was Moses Porter, 
whose birth occurred January 10, 1804. Hewas 
united in marriage, April 20, 1826, with Amy 
Wade, of Frostburg, who was born in Allegany 
County in April, rSto. In 1836 he removed to 
Fayette County, where he engaged in farming 
until his death, June 9, 1880. Among his fifteen 
children was a son, G. Ellis, who was educated 
in the public schools of Tyrone and Connellsville 
and Uniontown academies. He studied medicine 
with James M. Porter, of Frostburg, and Lu- 
tellus Lindley, of Connellsville, Pa., and in 1850- 
53 attended Jefferson Medical College, from 
which he graduated in March, 1853. Immedi- 
ately afterward he began in practice with his 
former preceptor, Dr. J. M. Porter, of Frostburg, 
and remained with him until September, 1856, 
when he settled at Lonaconing, being the only 
physician of this locality until the outbreak of 
the war. He took a decided stand in favor ot 
the Union and, made the opening speech at a 
mass meeting called at Lonaconing, upon the 
president's call for seventy-five thousand volun- 
teers for three months’ service. He raised a 
company and was elected captain. Upon the 
organization of the Second Maryland Potomac 
Home Brigade, in August, 1861, he was appointed 
major, and in January of the following year be- 
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came lieutenant-colonel. From December, 1863, 
he had command of the regiment until it was 
mustered out in October, 1864. He was then 
appointed assistant surgeon, and post surgeon in 
charge of the hospital at Cumberland, which po- 
sition he held until the close of the war. 

In October, 1865, he returned to his former 
practice at Lonaconing, where he continued to 
reside until his death. He made a specialty of 
surgery, to which department of medicine he was 
obliged to devote much attention, owing to the 
fact that he lived in a mining region. He con- 
tributed a number of valuable articles to the 
Medical and Surgical Reporter, of Philadelphia. 
In 1876 he was president of the medical society 
of Allegany County, and in 1880 was vice-presi- 
dent of the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty of 
Maryland. Fraternally he was connected with 
the Masons, Knights of Honor and Odd Fellows, 
and in religious belief was identified with the 
Presbyterian Church. His marriage, October 
18, 1853, united him with Alcinda Gibson, who 
was born in Rappahannock County, Va., Febru- 
ary 20, 1830. Nine children comprised their 
family, named as follows: Muscoe Shackleford, 
Francis Gibson, Emma E., Elizabeth Pendleton, 
Minor Gibson, Alexander Shaw, John St. Pierre, 
Robert Bruce and Lindley. 
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LAYTON PURNELL, city attorney of Frost- 
burg, and one of the inflwential professional 
men of this place, has resided here since the 

fall of 1882, when he entered upon the duties of 
assistant principal of the public school. After 
five years in that capacity he became the head of 
a private school which he had established, and 
for nearly three years continued in that work. 
However, since 1889 his entire attention has been 
given to the legal profession, in which he has 
built up a large and valuable practice in all 
the courts. 

The Purnell family is of English descent. The 
first of the name in this country was ‘Thomas 
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Purnell, who emigrated from Berkeley, Northamp- 
tonshire, England, in 1635 and settled Northamp- 
ton, Va. Succeeding generations were identified 
with the development of that section of country. 
William T., father of Clayton Purnell, was born 
in the state of Delaware and received his educa- 
tion in the schools of Worcester County, Md. In 
youth he entered the law office of John M. Clay- 
ton, at Milford, Del., where he carried on the 
study of law until his admission to the bar. Af. 
ter one year devoted to practice in Milford, he re- 
moved to Port Gibson, Miss., and there becamea 
prominent attorney. While John M. Clayton 
held the office of secretary of state he receivedan 
appointment in Brazil as consul and afterward 
spent some time in that empire. On his return 
to the United States he settled in Worcester 
County, Md., which he represented both in the 
lower and upper houses of the state legislature. 
He was a member of the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1867. Prominent in public life, he was re- 
cognized as a man of large resources and great 
executive ability. On retiring from official serv- 
ice he gave his attention to the management of 
his estate, never resuming legal practice. He 
died at his home near Cambridge, Md., in 1873. 

The marriage of Mr. Purnell united him with 
Henrietta Spence, daughter of Hon. Jolin S. 
Spence, M. D., of Worcester County, who was 
one of the United States senators from Maryland. 
They became the parents of six children, three of 
whoni attained mature years, and two are living, 
Clayton and Maria L., the latter living on the 
Eastern Shore. Clayton was born.in Worcester 
County, Md., October 12, 1857, and his education, 
until fourteen years of age, was carried on under 
his mother’s guidance. After that he studied 
under private tutors. At the age of seventeen 
he began to teach in the public schools of Dor- 
chester County, and while following that occu- 
pation his leisure hours were given to the study 
of law under the preceptorship of S. T. Mil- 
bourne, at Cambridge, and Daniel M. Henry, 
Jr., of the same place. November 15, 1881, he 
was admitted to the bar, and for one year after- 
ward he engaged in professional practice there. 
In the fall of 1882 he removed to Frostburg, 
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where he has since made his home. Fora num- 
ber of terms he has filled the office of city attor- 
ney, discharging its duties with efficiency and 
dispatch. His political affiliations are with the 
Democratic party. Under all circumstances and 
at all times he displaysthe interest of a public- 
spirited citizen in the welfare of his city, state and 
country. However, he avoids partisanship, and, 
though firm, is not radical in his opinions. In 
addition to his private practice and the position 
that he fills, he is attorney for the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank, and other corporations. In 1891 he 
assisted in the organization of the Equitable 
Savings and Loan Society, of which he is now 
secretary. Healso aided in the organization of 
the Allegany Cemetery Company, and is its 
secretary and treasurer. In religious belief he is 
identified with St. John’s Episcopal Church of 
Frostburg, in which he is vestryman. June 12, 
1889, he married May, daughter of Thomas G. 
and Sarah E. (Huddleston) McCulloh, of Alle- 
gany County, and they have one child, named 
Henrietta Spence, in honor of her grandmother. 


HARLES NICHOLAS, HAUER: is the 
enterprising and popular proprietor and 
manager of a restaurant, which is not only 

one of the best in the city of Frederick, but in 
the western portion of Maryland. Hethoroughly 
understands the needs and wishes of the trade 
and deserves commendation for the systematic 
and thoroughgoing methods that he employs in 
attending to his business. The restaurant, which 
enjoys a large patronage, is centrally located, 
being near the city hotel on the north side of 
Patrick street. 

The city of Frederick can lay claim to having 
been the birthplace of our subject, for here he 
first saw the light October 5, 1859. His father, 
George N., was likewise a native of this county, 
and for many years was numbered amoug the 
business men of this city. He was interested in 
the manufacture of cigars and had a large trade, 
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both local and general. He was chiefly engaged 
in the wholesale department of the business and 
succeeded very well in his enterprises. During 
the term of Postmaster Jenks he held a position 
in the office for a short time, but he was not 
an office-seeker, and with this slight exception 
was never in the employ of the public. He was 
an honored member of the Masonic order and be- 
longed to Ben Howard Lodge, Order of Red 
Men. He died in 1872, regretted by a large cir- 
cle of friends to whom he had endeared himseif 
in many ways. He attended the Reformed 
Church, though he was not a member of any, but 
his life was strictly in harmony with the teaching 
of the Golden Rule and was replete with kindly 
deeds towards others. Though he was not a man 
of means, he was ever generous and ready to 
lend a helping hand to those in trouble. He and 
his loved wife sleep side by side in beautiful Mount 
Olivet Cemetery. Her maiden name was Lucretia 
I,. Pool, and her father was a blacksmith and 
wagon mauufacturer in Frederick for years. Mrs. 
Hauer died in September, 1896. Of her five 
sons John H. is a painter engaged with Michael 
Kennedy in this city; George W. is an engineer 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad; F. H. is con- 
nected with Fire Company No. 3; William 
J. is a resident of this place; Margaret, the 
eldest daughter in the family, is the wife of H. 
Stouch, of York, Pa.; Mamie is Mrs. William 
Rowe; Jessie M. and Annie K., the unmarried 
daughters, are members of our subject’s family 
circle. 

C. N. Hauer attended the schools of Frederick 
in his early years, and was still quite young 
when he left home to go out into the world for 
the purpose of earning his own livelihood. For 
fourteen years he worked at various employments 
in different places in Pennsylvania and in Wash- 
ington, D.C... In the National capital he held 
tle responsible position of manager of the Bright- 
wood Hotel for several years, and there it was 
that he gained an accurate knowledge of his 
present line of business. In 1890 he returned to 
his old home in Frederick, with the intention of 
becoming once more a permanent resident, and 
in a short time he opentd the restaurant which 
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he is still conducting with so much ability. te 
>, affliated with the Republican party and has 
never had any aspirations to political office. 

In 1888 Mr. Hauer married Clara E. Filby, 
who was born in this city. Her father was a 
Joval Union soldier and died on the field of battle, 
in one of the most critical and dreadful battles of 
the Civil war, Gettysburg. 
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OSEPH BENSON ODER, editor and_ pro- 
prietor of the I/ining Journal at Frostberg, 
is aman eminently fitted for the work he has 

undertaken. By native gifts and tastes, as well 
as by education and experience, he is adapted for 
successful work in the field of journalism. In 
spite of the fact that his education was limited 
and his opportunities few, he overcame the lack 
of early advantages by sheer force of will and de- 
termination of character, and gained a fund of 
yeneral knowledge not always possessed by col- 
lege graduates. 

While not a native of Maryland, Mr. Oder has 
been connected with the interests of Frostburg 
since 1871, and is stanchly devoted to the wel- 
fare of his adopted home. Born August 5, 1841, 
near Luray, Page County, Va., he remained in 
that state, except during the time of his service 
in the Civil war, until he came to Frostburg. 
He is a son of Henry and Margaret (Blakemore) 
Oder. His maternal ancestors were from the 
north of Ireland, while on his father’s side the 
family is of French lineage, but has been repre- 
sented in this country for generations, the first 
to cross the ocean being a physician who settled 
in Fredericksburg, Va. 

For a short time Mr. Oder attended Franklin 
Seminary at Luray. When fourteen years of 
age he was apprenticed to the publishers of a 
paper at Front Royal, Va., with whom he re- 
mained for four years. In 1859 he entered the 
composing room of the C7/fzen, at Harrisonburg, 
Va., asa typesetter, but a few months Jater left 
that paper to accept a case with the Register, in 
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the same town. During that time he was laying 
the foundation for the thorough education he has 
obtained through his own efforts. His ability to 
read character aud his quickness to perceive the 
aims and intents of others, together with his 
markec ability to give expression to his thoughts, 
make him pre-eminently qualified for his chosen 
vocation. 

Boru and bred in the south, his sympathies 
were immediately eniisted for his own people 
upon the oufbreak of the war. For some time 
he had been a member of a volunteer military 
organization known as the Rockingham Rifles, 
apd with that company he went into the Tenth 
Regtunent of Virginia Infantry, Third Brigade of 
Stenewall Jackson’s division. He followed his 
great commander through all his campaigns, and 
he regards the experience thus gained, though 
one cf danger, toil and privation, as one of the 
most profitable lessons of his life. He is proud 
of the fact that he was one of the heroic and his- 
toric body known and honored as ‘‘Stonewall 
Jackson’s foot cavalry.’’ After General Jack- 
son’s death, he continued in the same division 
under General Ewell. After the close of the war 
he began to teach, being thus engaged for three 
years in a private school, and for a similar period 
he engaged in clerical work at Linden, Va. 

Coming to Frostburg in 1871, Mr. Oder estab- 
lished the Jfimzng Journal in partnership with 
J. R. Grove, whose place was afterward taken 
by C. H. Walker and the latter in turn was suc- 
ceeded by C. W. Oder, a brother of our subject. 
In‘1876 he also retired, since which time J, Ben- 
son Oder has been the sole owner. During all 
these years, whether holding a subordinate posi- 
tion or as sole proprietor, he has always been the 
editor, and to-day enjoys the honor bestowed 
upon him by one of his contemporaries, of being 
the ‘‘Nestor of the Allegany County press.’’ 
By his own personal power he has built up a 
paper that, independent in politics, has an influ- 
ence far beyond the confines of its immediate 
locality, and his editorials are copied far and 
wide. In political matters he adheres to the 
tenets of the Democratic party, of which, per- 
sonally, he is an able ally. In 1877 he was 
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elected a member of the House of Delegates, and 
in 1881 was the nominee for state senator, but 
was defeated by three hundred and twenty-seven 
majority, while the remainder of the Republican 
ticket was elected by an average majority of over 
eight hundred. In September, 1896, he issued 
a magnificient illustrated supplement, celebrating 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of his connection 
with journalism in Frostburg. The color of the 
cover was orange, with a design in black (the 
state colors), while the typography was in silver, 
typifying the popular idea which accords silver 
to the twenty-fifth anniversary. 

Fraternally Mr. Oder is connected with the 
Knights of Pythias, Royal Arcanum, Ancient 
Order of United Workmen, and the Masonic 
Order up to and including the Knights Templar. 
February 20, 1867, he married Adele R. Kuser, 
who died August 18, 1868. He was again mar- 
ried March 7, 1871, his wife being Margaret E. 
Churchill. Of his children one son and two 
daughters died in infancy. Five are still living, 
namely: Annie B.; Nillson, who married Oder 
Harrell. andresides/in: Front ‘Royal, Va.; J. 
Blanche, Archie C. and Margaret Eloise. 


OBERT M. PERRY, one of the old and re- 
spected residents of Garrett County, has 
been engaged in the cultivation of a valu- 

able farm in the Seventh District for the past 
thirty-three years. This property was originally 
the old homestead of George Calmes, the maternal 
grandfather of our subject. He was of French 
descent, his ancestors having been Huguenots 
who came to America in colonial days, seeking a 
home where they might be free from religious 
persecution. George Calmes was a hero of the 
Revolutionary war, participated in. the famous 
battle of Brandywine and was with Washington 
at Valley Forge. 

Roger Perry, father of Robert M., was a native 
of Montgomery County, Md., and was there 
reared to manhood. ‘Then, for several years he 


was engaged in the practice of law in the city of 
Cumberland, Allegany County, Md., and had 
won a high place in the profession at the time of 
his death, about 1835. His father, Charles 
Perry, was a native of England, but came to 
America prior to the Revolution. He was among 
the first settlers of Montgomery County, Md., 
and became a wealthy and influential planter. 
He lived to the allotted age of man, threescore 
and ten years. The mother of our subject bore 
the maiden name of Lucy Calmes. She was 
born and grew to womanhood in this section and 
died here when about sixty-five years of age. 
She was the mother of ten children and of this 
large family only Robert M. survives. His 
brother, Thomas, was at one time judge of Alle- 
gany and Washington Counties, Md., and wasa 
man of great influence and high standing in this 
part of the state. Another brother, Roger Perry, 
was for several years a captain in the United 
States navy and participated in the war of the 
Rebellion and was stationed at Calleo with the 
fleet during Lincoln’s administration; and Will- 
iam, a younger brother, was an attorney-at-law in 
Romney, Hampshire County, Md. 

The birth of our subject took place in the city 
of Cumberland, Md., in 1817, and there he 
passed his happy boyhood days, attending the 
public schools and preparing himself for the 
serious duties of life. He was about twenty 
when he started out to make his own way in the 
world, and, going to Adams County, Ill., engaged 
in farming there for two years. During the next 
twenty years or more he traveled extensively in 
the West, living in different states, and at last 
reached Washington Territory. He was 
variously occupied in this period, but was chiefly 
engaged in farming, and was fairly successful from 
a financial point of view. Close contact with 
people of all classes and conditions in the then 
new west, widened his. mental horizon, taught 
him large-hearted sympathy with his brother: 
man, and the hardships that he necessarily en- 
dured have made his quiet home life in later years 
seem doubly pleasant. In 1860, before the war, 
he returned to the home and friends of his youth 
with the intention of settling here permanently, 
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and has since carried on the old farm of his 
maternal grandfather, as previously stated. The 
sear of his return home he married Miss Emily 
c Harvey, daughter of Noah and Sarah 
(Wilson) Harvey. 

In his political opinions Mr. Perry is a Dem- 
ocrat, but has never been an aspirant to public 
office. His ancestors on both sides of the family 
were adherents of the Episcopal Church for sev- 
cral generations, or at least after their settlement 
in the United States, but he has departed from 
this precedent and is a member of the Dunkard 
Church.

AJ. HORATIO . BARNARD, .LOWRY, 
United States Marine Corps, 
residing at 


retired, and 
Rockville, Montgomery County, 
was born in Burlington, Vt., November 10, 1837 
He 1s a descendant of pioneer settlers of America. 
Thomas Lowrey (as the name was then spelled) 
came from the north of Ireiand about 1740. Ac- 
companying him to this country was his wife, 
Anna Lowrey, a native of Scotland, and bearing 
the same family name as himself, but not in any 
way related. They landed at Boston, and from 
there proceeded to West Hartford, Conn., and 
later to Farmington. His death occurred May 
16, 1788, at the age of eighty-seven, and his wife 
passed away December 31, 1790, aged eighty- 
four. Both were buried in the old cemetery in 
the eastern part of Farmington (now Plainfield). 

The second child born to Thomas and Auna 


Lowrey was named Thomas, and was born Au-* 


gust 17, 1734. He was united in marriage 
November 20, 1760, with Phoebe Benedict, who 
was born December 16, 1742. They removed to 
Vermont, and there Thomas died in 1800 or 1801; 
he was buried at Jericho. The names of his 
children and dates of their birth are as follows: 
Pamelia, born September 3, 1761; Ivel, May 8, 
1763; Peter, December 18, 1765; James, June 13, 
1771; Heaman, September 4, 1778; and Oliver, 
June 6, 1783. Of these children James was killed 
soon after his marriage, and his sou, James, born 
21 
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after the father’s death, was reared by his uncle, 
Oliver, the grandfather of our subject. James 
emigrated to the west and settled in Iowa, rear- 
ing a large family. 

Oliver, the youngest son of Thomas, dropped 
the ‘‘e’’ in the family name, shortening it to 
Lowry. He was twice married. His first wife, 
Sophia Holenbeck, was born in Canaan, Conn., 
December 18, 1781, and died April 23, 1839. 
He was a farmer and a man of prominence in his 
neighborhood, where for many years he served 
as magistrate. He represented his district in the 
lower house of the state legislature, where he 
rendered able service. Inthe Presbyterian Church 
he long served as an elder. His death occurred 
at Jericho, Vt., in March, 1868. 

The children of Oliver and Sophia Lowry were 
named: Abner B., the father of our subject; 
Albert, born at Jericho, January 8, 1810, married 
Sarah Stevens, of Enosbury, Vt., in February, 
1840, and died at Jericho, May 19, 1878; Emily, 
born in Jericho, January 31, 1812, died August 
2,,.1840; Eliza, born in Jericho February 13, 
1814, first the wife of Gildden True, and later 
married toa Mr. Stevens, dying December 16, 
1879;,. John,: born. at~Jericho,. March 18,1816, 
married Iouisa Blakesley, of Whitehall, N. Y., 
December 16, 1841, and died in Burlington, Vt., 
September 2, 1886; Henry, who was born in 
Jericho, July 31, 1817, is now deceased; and 
Phoebe, born October 4, 1820, married Obadiah 
Lamb. ; 

Abner B. Lowry was born at Jericho, Vt., 
February 6, 1808, and remained .in his native 
place until 1824, when he removed to Burlington. 
He continued his residence in that city until his 
death, January 12, 1883, at the age of seventy- 
five years. He was actively engaged in business 
until failing health compelled him to retire from 
his enterprises. In younger days he was a very 
active politician. Coming of age in the stirring 
times of Jackson’s candidacy, he followed the 
leadership of ‘‘ Old Hickory,”’ 
afterward was 


and then and ever 
an enthusiastic Democrat. He 
maintained a warm interest in local affairs, and 
served as fireman when was but a 
small village. In 1857- 


3urlington 
58 he served as town 
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clerk, and after the city was incorporated he held 
office as overseer of the poor for many years. 
His last public service was as a member of the 
board of auditors of public accounts, to which 
office he was elected in 1879, and afterward suc- 
cessively re-elected, and served therein until 
within a few days of his death. 

The order of Odd Fellows had no member more 
devoted than he, and at the time he died he was 
the oldest member, save one, of Green Mountain 
Lodge No. 1, to which he had belonged for up- 
wards of thirty years. He was acharter member 
of Green Mountain Encampment No. 1, and in 
both lodge and encampment had filled all the 
offices. He had a hatred of shams of all kinds, 
and was a lover of the true and good. He had 
the old-fashioned idea, to which he firmly ad- 
hered, that not only is ‘‘honesty the best policy,”’ 
but it is the only policy. He was a man of strict 
integrity and incorruptible honesty, aud those 
who knew him well (and their number was large) 
gave testimony to his upright life and stanch 
probity. In religious connections he was identi- 
fied with the Unitarian Church. In 1825 he 
married Olivia 5., daughter of the late Luther 
Moore, one of the earliest settlers of Burlington. 
She was born in that city, October 22, 1818, and 
died there, October 13, 1897, her remains being 
interred by the side of her husband. ‘To their 
union two children were born, our subject, and 
Mary Sophia, who was born September 10, 1839, 

-and died May 16, 1841. 

The boyhood years of Major Lowry were spent 
in Burlington. He was educated in the public 
schools and academy of that city. Upon com- 
pleting his education he removed to Geneva, 
N. Y., and there resided until his appointment as 
second lieutenant in the marine corps, which 
commission was given September 17, 1861. He 
was commissioned first lieutenant November 26 
of the same year, and stationed at the marine 
barracks, in Washington, D.C. In the same 
year he was assigned to the marine barracks at 
Portsmouth, N. H., and in the following year 
was attached to the marine battalion at Port 
Royal, S. C. March 25, 1862, he was detached 
and ordered to report to the commander of 
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the steam frigate Wabash, the flagship of the 
South Atlantic squadron. While still attached 
to the Wabash, he was put in command of 
one hundred marines and the same number o} 
sailors at Morris Island, S. C., engaged in plac- 
ing heavy guns in batteries to be used against 
Fort Sumter. He was also in command of the 
marines of the United States ships James Adger, 
Keystone State, Alabama and Albatross, organ- 
ized as a battalion upon special duty off George- 
town, S. C., and neighboring waters. In June, 
1862, he was ordered to take a force of marines 
up the Santa River and destroy the railroad 
bridge, thus shutting off communication between 
Charleston and the interior of the state. With 
these vessels he started on his mission, but the 
low water prevented him from reaching the bridge 
However, he had several skirmishes with t 
cavalry, which followed them up the river, and 
also burned the Blake plantation, which had been- 
used as headquarters by the enemy. He served 
with the marine battalion on Morris and Folly 
Islands. 

For gallant aud meritorious services, in the 
night attack upon Fort Sumter, made by marines 
and sailors, September 8, 1863, he was brevetted 
captain. The enemy evacuated Morris Island on 
the night of the 6th, which gave the opportunity 
for assault on Fort Sumter. Admiral Dahlgren 
saw the opportunity offered, and Captain Rey- 
nolds, commander of the marine battery, was 
ordered to send one hundred men and six officers 
to the flagship to participate. First Lieutenant 
Lowry was among other volunteers:: While the 
engagement was not successful and some boats 
were lost, he escaped with the boats under his 
command, and receivéd promotion for his valor. 
In 1864 he was assigned to the marine barracks 
at Boston, Mass., and remained there until 1865, 
when he was assigned to the United States 
receiving ship Vermont, in the navy yard at 
New York. Later he commanded the guard 
aboard the flagship New Hampshire, and the 
marines ashore at Bay Point, S.C. In 
he was again assigned to the marine barracks at 
Boston, and in 1867 to the receiver's ship Ver- 
mont, of the New York navy yard. 
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year he was transferred to the marine barracks 
at Philadelphia, where he remained until 1869, 
and was then attached to the United States 
frigate Sabine, on special cruise, extending to 
1870. 

October 16, 1869, he was commissioned captain. 
In 1870 he returned to the barracks at Phila- 
delphia, where he remained two years. In the 
year 1872, on the 21st of June, he was appointed 
assistant quartermaster with the rank of captain, 
and was at the headquarters of the marine ccrps 
until 1873, when he was assigned to Brooklyn, 
N. Y. He remained there until 1877, when he 
entered the office of assistant quartermaster in 
New York, but soon was transferred to similar 
work in Philadelphia. During the labor strike 
at Philadelphia and Reading, Pa., he was at- 
tached to the marine battalion as acting quarter- 
master in 1877, and was in Philadelphia and New 
York from that time. In May, 1885, he was ap- 
pointed quartermaster, with the rank of major, 
and went to Washington. Upon his own applica- 
tion, in June, 1897, he was placed on the retired 
list, and in endorsing his application Colonel 
Heywood, commandant of the marine corps, paid 
him a high compliment. He has a record of 
over thirty-five years of continuous service, and 
was never on waiting orders. Much improvement 
was made during his term of twelve years as 
quartermaster, and the barracks, buildings, etc., 
under his charge, were brought into a most ex- 
cellent condition. He also had improvements 
made in the manufacture of clothing for the 
enlisted men. He was well fitted by disposition 
to be at the head of men, for he possesses a mild, 
yet firm and dignified manner, and is a man 
whose winning qualities attract hosts of friends. 

In September, 1888, Major Lowry came to 
Rockville and built a fine residence on what is 
called the West nd Terrace. It is a beautiful 
place, with shade trees and well-kept lawn, a 
most delightful home in which to spena the twi- 
light of a busy life. Though of an age that 
would indicate a love for retirement, he is physic- 
ally in good condition, bright, keen and active, 
retaining much of the vigor of his prime. In 
politics he is an ardent Democrat, interested in 


all matters periaining to the welfare of the party. 
He attends the Upiscopai Church, and fraternally 
is identified with the Military Order of Loyal 
Legion, Naval Order of the United States, Mont- 
gomery Lodge No. 195, A. F. & A. M., and 
Montgomery Charter No. 33, R. A. M. 
December 15, 1863, Major Lowry was united 
in marriaze with: Charlotte Huntington Young, 
daughter cf Charles Clark and Mary Briggs 
(Brownell) Young. She was born in Aurora, 
N. Y., April 21, 1842. “Her ancestors were iden- 
tified with the early history of America. On her 
mother’s side she is descended from the family 
after whom Whitestown, N. Y., was named, while 
her paternal grandfather gave the land on which 
Youngstown, Ohio, stands, and that place was 
named in his honor. The three children born 
to the union of Major and Mrs. Lowry are: Mary 
Touise, who was bornin Charlestown, Mass.; Ida 
Frances, born in Geneva, N. Y.; and Helen 
livia, who was born in Germantown, Pa., and 
niarricd Robert Brewer Peter, an attorney of 
Rockville, by whom she has one son, Robert.

ARLTON S. JONES purchased a place on 

the Hill, just outside of the city limits of 

Western Port, in’ 1874, and here he has 
since made his home. Though advanced in 
years and practically retired from business, he is 
in good health, and being active and energetic, 
finds an outlet for his energy in the care of his 
place. A portion of the land is planted to small 
fruits and an orchard, all in good bearing condi- 
tion. From his home may be had a fine view of 
Western Port, Piedmont and the valley of the Po- 
tomac, with the mountains stretching out in the 
distance. For several generations Virginia was 
the home of the Jones family. Samuel, our 
subject's grandfather, was a soldier in the Revo- 
lution, and Thomas, the father, was a defender 
of our country in the second war with England. 
As Mr. Jones served in the Civil war the family 
have fully established their right to be considered 
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patriotic. Thomas was born in Virginia and in 
early life engaged in mercantile pursuits, but 
later taught school. Owing to the loss of one 
eye he was incapacitated for many kinds of 
labor, but was enabled to utilize his excellent 
education as a teacher. Although exempt from 
military service, he enlisted in the American army 
during the War of 1812 and served until the ex- 
piration of his term, after which he again entered 
the service, the second time as a substitute. In 
politics he was a Whig. By his first wife, a 
Miss Collins, he had five children. After her 
death he married Elizabeth M. Ward, of Hamp- 
shire County, W. Va., and of the children born 
to this union, Carlton S. is the sole survivor. 

During the temporary residence of his parents 
in Ohio the subject of this sketch was born, in 
1827. He was very young when the family left 
there and returned to Virginia, and in that state 
his education was principally obtained. Owing 
to ill health he was obliged to leave school before 
the completion of his studies. He learned the 
cabinet-maker’s trade, which he followed for 
some ten years, and then entered the service of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railway Company as car- 
penter. With that road he continued until June, 
1896, when he was pensioned. During most of 
the time he was connected with the company he 
worked as surveyor, and he also acted as sur- 
veyor of Mineral County, W. Va., fortwo terms. 
While residing in Piedmont he served for six 
years. as a member of the town council. Heisa 
stanch adherent of Republican principles and at 
every election casts a straight Republican vote. 
At the time of the breaking out of the Civil 
war he was commander of a company of militia 
in West Virginia and resigned his commission to 
join the Union forces. After the first battle of 
Bull Run had been fought, he enlisted in Com- 
pany H, Third Maryland Home Brigade, and 
served for three months, being first lieutenant of 
the company, which he had assisted in raising. He 
is connected with Castle Lodge No. 1, G. A. R., 
of Piedmont, and fraternally belongs to the 
Knights of the Mystic Chain. In the Methodist 
Church he has officiated as steward. 

May 13, 1858, Mr. Jones was united in mar- 
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riage with Mary A. Smoot, daughter of Norman 
C. and Margaret P. (Betterton) Smoot, of Hamp- 
shire County, W. Va. Four children came to 
bless their union, and of these three are still liv- 
ing, namely: Ida; Adella, who married N. E. 
Shaffer, of Morgantown; and Albert W. 
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LBERT H. DOWDEN, the present register 
of wills in Cumberland, is a very popular 
and painstaking official, and is a special 

favorite with the laboring classes. He has earn- 
est sympathy with them and during every politi- 
cal campaign his services as a stump speaker are 
in great demand. He is known throughout the 
state (especially among the leaders of the Repub- 
lican party) as he has been an ardent worker for 
the cause for many years, in fact since he became 
a voter. 
treasurer or chairman of the county centrai com- 
mittee and city executive committee of the Repub- 
lican party, and he stumped the state for Gov. 
Lloyd Lowndes. 

The father of our subject was William Dow- 
den, a native of Cumberland and a blacksmith by 
trade. He was a gauger on the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Canal for several years and died in 1884, 
aged seventy-one years. His father, Thomas 
Dowden, came to this town in his early manhood 
with his family. He was likewise a blacksmith 
by trade and.a coachmaker.. One of the first 
manufacturing industries of Cumberland was es- 
tablished by him, and for the accommodation of 
his family and numerous workmen and appren- 
tices he built the place knéwn then as the 
Potomac House, now the Tremont House. He 
was elected sheriff at about the time of the build- 
ing of the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, and, being 
very friendly toward the contractors of that en- 
terprise, he went out of his way to assist them, 
going on their bonds, etc., and finally was forced 
to pay off their indebtedness or be imprisoned, as 
the law of imprisonment for debt had not yet 
been revoked. 


For years he has been secretary and 
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The mother of our subject bore the maiden 
name of Mahala Clifton. She was a native of 
Cumberland and came from a very well-known 
family hereabouts. Her death occurred here in 
1893, at the age ofeighty-three years. Both she 
and her husband were members of the Lutheran 
Church. They had seven sons, viz.: Lloyd H., 
who is a member of the police force of McKees- 
port, Pa.; John M. and Thomas H., who died 
when children, with scarlet fever; William;George 
A., who died in boyhood; Davis F. and Albert H. 
William married Mary E. Butts, of this place, 
and died in October, 1874, aged thirty years. 
He left two children, Albert D., bookkeeper 
for C. J. Orrick & Co., and Florence, stenog- 
rapher for the Standard Oil Company here. 
Davis F. isa machinist, with the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad at Newark, Ohio. His wife was 
formerly Miss Mollie Raper, of Cumberland. 

The birth of Albert H. Dowden took place 
December 15, 1854, in this city and here he was 
reared to maturity. His education was such as 
was to be obtained in the public schools, and one 
of his favorite teachers was Prof. A. M. Adams. 
As a youth he assisted his father in his work 
along the canal and in his shop. Later he be- 
came interested in railroading, and for a time 
was a brakeman on the Baltimore & Ohio. Then, 
in connection with Upton Lowdermilk, he started 
the /udependent, a four-page weekly newspaper, 
which is still in existence. At length he sold 
out to William M. Price, and established the 
Workman, a journal devoted to the welfare of the 


laboring man; and the organ of the Knights of 


Labor, to which organization he belongs. Sub- 
sequéntly he accepted a position as assistant to 
the chief clerk at the Cumberland rolling mills. 
From there he went to the place of deputy regis- 
ter of wills. In 1887 Mr. Dowden was elected 
register of wills and was re-elected in 1893, by 
an increased majority. (His majority was first 
six hundred and later fourteen hundred votes. ) 
He is a member of the Independent Order of 
Mechanics, the Heptasophs, the Mystic Chain, 
the Odd Fellows and the Knights of Labor. 
Since he was a young man he has been a mem- 
ber of the Volunteer Fire Department and is now 


connected with the South Cumberland Hose 
Company No. 4. For years he has attended the 
state conventions of the Volunteer Fireman’s 
Association of Maryland, and was a member of 
the executive committee of the same and chair- 
man of the committee detailed to look after the 
legislative interests of the organization in the 
state. 

December 24, 1878, Mr. Dowden married Ma- 
tilda E., daughter of David E. Haller, now ot 
Washington, D. C., but then of Cumberland. 
Mrs. Dowden was reared to womanhood in 
Frederick, Md., and by her marriage has become 
the mother of two children, Albert G. and Flor- 
ence Lorine. She is a member of the Methodist 
Church, while her husband adheres to the faith 
in which he was brought up—the Lutheran. 











ACOB A. YOUNG, who, for nearly thirty 
years has made his home in Hagerstown, 
Washington County, is now acting in the 
double capacities of justice of the peace and police 
justice. To the first-named position he was ap- 
pointed by Governor Lowndes in April, 1896, 
and about the same time he was honored by being 
given the last-mentioned place, the city council 
and mayor acting in accord in the matter of choice. 
These positions are not only lucrative but highly 
prized for various other reasons, and men of 
known ability and trustworthiness are the ones 
always singled out for the distinction. Mr. Young 
is a manof undoubted integrity and unblemished 
reputation, and his friends are very numerous in 
all parts of this county. 
Born in Frederick County, Md., our subject is 
a son of Jacob and Anna (Renner) Young, the 
latter from Pennsylvania and of German ex- 
traction. ‘The father was a distiller in his early 
years, acting in the interest of his father and 
stepmother. He later bought a farm, and thence- 
forth he gave his attention to agriculture, meet- 
ing with success. He retired a few years prior 
to his death, which event occurred at the age of 
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seventy-two years. He was reared in the Re- 
formed Church, but later joined the one to which 
his wife belonged, the Dunkard. Sie was sum- 
moned to her reward when in her eighty-ninth 
year. Jacob Young took little part in public 
matters, but did his duty as a voter, his choice 
being the Whig and Republican parties. His 
father, Peter Young, was a native of Gerimany, 
and was a teacher of considerable genius. He 
was highly educated in his fatherland and en- 
gaged in teaching the English and German lan- 
guages in this country. He died in Frederick 
County at an advanced age. 

J. Ax. Young; -iborn. April 22,0 1839, is the 
youngest child and only son of his parents. His 
elder sister, Susan E., who was the wife of Wili- 
iam H. Snook, of Frederick County, died when 
about forty years old; Clara, unmarried, lives in 
Carroll County, Md. In his boyhood our sub- 
ject attended the district schools a porticn of each 
year, and he continued to dwell with his parents 
until he was twenty-three years old. He then 
became a brakeman on the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railway, and a little later was fireman on an 
engine. About the time of the battle of Gettys- 
burg he returned to the old farm, and again 
turned his attention to the cultivation of the soil 
for five years. Up to 1870 he was variously oc- 
cupied, selling sewing machines, ete., but in that 
year came to Hagerstown. Here he carried on a 
dairy business for four years, and was succeeding 
very well, when he unfortunately went security for 
a friend and lost all of his property by so doing. 
About this time he was appointed to the office 
of constable, and upon.the expiration of his two 
years’ term received a further continuance in 
office, which in all covered a term of ten years. 
The next eleven years he was interested in real 
estate and insurance, and in the spring of 1896 
came into his present position. He isa member 
of the Knights of the Ancient Essenic Order and 
is interested in the success of the Republican 
party. 

The first wife of Mr. Young bore the maiden 
name of Mary J. Wolf, she being a daughter of 
John S. Wolf, of this county. The marriage of 
this worthy couple was solemnized in January, 
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10606. ‘TYieir eldest child, Vesta A., is the wife 
of Prot. joseph F. Kimler, of Williamsport, and 
their ori child is Irene. Rosa M. is the wife oc: 
Wilkam C. Anders, a paperhanger and painter 
of this place. Theirtwo children are Violet and 
Richard. Daisy E., a trained nurse, graduated 
from the Woman’s Hospital in March, 18y5; 
Sadie May married Samuel Bowers, a civil eng- 
neer, formerly of Brooklyn, N. Y., but now of 
Hagerstown; Jacob W., who was a clerk and 
trusted employe of William Updegraff & Sons, 
of this place, went to California for the sake of 
his health in April, 1894, and is engaged in gold 
mining; Mollie Viola is a teacher and principal 
at Sampies Manor, this. county; Benjamin F., 
who Jearued the printer’s trade, is in the employ 
of a railroad company. He married Marie 
Sweitzer and has one child. Mrs. Mary (Wolf 
Young died June 5, :888, aged forty-eight years. 
January 17, 1889, Mr. Young married Miss Mary 
C. Hawbecker, daughter of Daniel Hawbecker, 
of this county, but formerly of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. and Mrs. Young have two children: Clar- 
ence McKinley and Clara Belle. 
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HOMAS MARTIN is engaged in the hack 
and livery business in Oakland, the county 
seat of Garrett County. 

the early settlers of the town, to which he came 
when it contained only about thirty houses; and 
its gradual growth he has not only witnessed, 
but also materially enhanced by his personal 
efforts. The owner of considerable property in 
and near the village, he has built five houses 
here and has also for years superintended the 
management of his farm situated near town. 
The parents of Mr. Martin were Joseph and 
Betsy (Jamison) Martin, natives of Ireland, 
where they were reared and married. 
family were three children, namely: Eliza, now 
the widow of David Little; Thomas and George. 
The wife and mother died when our subject was 
three years of age. The family continued to 
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reside in Ireland until 1856, when they crossed 
the ocean and settled in Oneida County, N. Y., 
but after a sojourn of only a few months there 
they came to Oakland, Md., where the father 
engaged in railroading until his death, in 1874. 
He had married again, his second wife being 
Mary A. Dare, by whom he had four children. 
‘Iwo of these are living, Joseph and Mary Jane. 

Born in County Down, Ireland, in 1833, the 
subject of this sketch was twenty-three years of 
age at the time he came to America. He and 
his brother George settled in New York state, 
and soon afterward sent for their father and step- 
mother, who joined them there. In 1858 he 
came to Oakland and secured employment on the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, continuing in the 
same position for four years. In 1862 he began 
in the trucking business for himself, but after a 
time he turned his attention to the livery busi- 
ness, and has since carried this on, in addition to 
engaging in general trucking. He is an indus- 
trious, hard-working man, who has labored from 
early manhood and who deserves the competence 
that he now possesses. 

In 1870 Mr. Martin married Miss Ellen, daugt- 
ter of John Graham. They are the parents of 
five children, named as follows: Thomas 6S., 
who is his father’s mainstay in the business, 
being a young man of energy and perseverance; 
Arabell, Margaret, Ella and Dora, all of whom 
are at home. The family are identified with the 
Presbyterian Church of Oakland and contribute 
to its maintenance financially, at the same time 
taking an.active part in its work. 





ENRY S. HERMAN, M. D., is a promi- 
nent physician and surgeon of Hagerstown 
and also owns a drug store here, the man- 

agement of which is in the hands of his son. 
He was one of the prime movers in securing the 
reorganization of the Washington County Medi- 
cal Society and is now its vice-president. The 
Maryland Medical Association also numbers him 


among its members. In all the improvements 
made in the science of therapeutics he keeps 
posted, and such as are available for use in his 
practice he adopts, thus keeping in touch with 
the latest developments and discoveries in the 
profession. 

Dr. Herman was born in Waynesboro, Frank- 
lin County, Pa., August 10, 1850, and is a son 


of George D. and Nancy (Shank) Herman. 


His father, who was born in York County, Pa., 
January 5, 1818, learned the carpenter’s trade in 
youth, and worked at that occupation until 1851. 
He then removed to Washington County, Md., 
and purchased a farm four miles north of Hagers- 
town. To the cultivation of that place his re- 
maining years were devoted. He died at the age 
of seventy years, March 19, 1888. Though he 
would not accept office, he was active in politics 
and always voted the Democratic ticket. In re- 
ligion he was identified with the German Baptist 
Church until a short time before his death. Few 
of the people of his community were so well 
liked as he. He was a man whom everyone 
respected. Especially did he deserve commenda- 
tion when the fact is taken into consideration 
that he was orphaned at the age of two years 
and had few opportunities for obtaining an educa- 
tion. However, in spite of disadvantages, he 
succeeded in acquiring a broad fund of informa- 
tion, the result of study at home in his leisure 
moments. Though he never became rich, yet he 
accumulated a competency and left his wife in 
comfortable circumstances. She is still living 
and is now seventy years of age. She is a mem- 
ber of an old family of Pennsylvania and a 
daughter of John Shank, of Waynesboro, that 
state. In religious belief she is connected with 
the German Baptist Church. In her family there 
are four children, namely: Susan R., wife of 
Emanuel Spessard, of Washington County; 
Henry S.; Amanda E., who married A. C. Yost, 
of Pennsylvania; and Alice, wife of Samuel 
Hicks, of Morgansville, Md. 

At the age of fourteen years our subject entered 
the Gettysburg high school, where he remained 
for a short tine. He then matriculated in the 
Pennsylvania College, where he was a student 
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for six years, but left a short time before he 
would have graduated. During his vacation, in 
the summer months, he took a business course at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y. Leaving college in 1870, he 
afterward taught school in Washington County 
for four years, and while thus engaged he also 
read medicine under Dr. Simmons, of Hagers- 
town. February. 29, 1876, he graduated from 
the medical department of the University of 
Maryland with the degree of M. D. He opened 
an office and began to practice at State Line, near 
his father’s home, and remained in that place for 
fifteen years, when he came to Hagerstown. He 
has been in continuous practice here since, 
with the exception of two years, 1891-92, when 
he took charge of the sheriff's office. In 1893 he 
built his present house and opened a drug store. 

In 1872 Dr. Herman married Siloam C. Stocks- 
lager, of Washington County. Two children 
were born of their union, but only one of these 
is living, George Heury Guy, who has charge of 
the drug store owned by his father. As a Demo- 
crat Dr. Herman has taken an active part in 
politics. He isa member of the Fraternal Mystic 
Circle and the Woodmen of the World, in both 
of which he is medical examiner. Since thirty- 
three years of age he has been a member of the 
Church of God. 
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DWIN ARTHUR WRKHIMER, an enterpris- 
ing young business man of McHenry, 
Garrett County, is a native of this section, 

and from his early years has been greatly inter- 
ested in the prosperity and progress of the county. 
He conies from honest, industrious, God-fearing 
ancestry and has inherited many of their most 
substantial and noble characteristics. He is a 
worker for the nominees and policy of the Repub- 
lican party and advocates the best possible educa- 
tional advantages for the rising generation, 
believing that in this direction lies the solution 
of many of the evils that threaten our land. 


The Weimers came from Germany several 
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generations ago and were numbered among the 
founders of Somerset County, Pa. In that por- 
tion of the Keystone state the grandfather of our 
subject, George Weimer, was born and lived 
until 1850, when he removed to Garrett County. 
Here he engaged in agricultural pursuits up to 
the time of his death, at the ripe age of eighty 
years. Joseph Weimer, father of our subject, 
was born upon his father’s homestead in Somer- 
set County, Pa., and with the other members of 
the family came to this locality nearly half a 
century ago. Here he turned his attention to 


- farming, meeting with success in his chosen 


vocation. During the Civil war he enlisted as a 
member of Company A, Third Maryland In- 
fantry, and for gallantry was promoted to be 
corporal and color-sergeant. He was one of 
those captured at Harper’s Ferry, but was later 
set free upon parole. After the formation of the 
Republican party he became one of its allies, 
but was never an aspirant to public office. He 
died when in the prime of manhood, being in his 
forty-second year. His wife bore the maiden 
name of Martha A. Friend, her father being 
Israel Friend, of this county. She is still living 
and makes her home at Mountain Lake Park, a 
beautiful spot in the mountains near. Of the six 
children born to Joseph and Martha Weimer, the 
eldest died in infancy, and the others are E. A., 
Lillie B., Charles R., Anna Cora and Josie Alice. 

The birth of E. A. Weimer took place upon 
his father’s farm near McHenry, in 1868. He 
received a liberal public-school education, sup- 
plementing this with a course of studies in the 
higher branches in the normal and in Mount 
Union College, at Alliance, Ohio. Thus well 
equipped, he engaged in teaching school for 
some three years in the schools of his native 
county, and met with gratifying success as a 
pedagogue. It was not his intention, however, 
to devote his entire life to this work, and in 1892 
he purchased the general merchandising business 
of D. W. Fraker, of McHenry. This enterprise 
he carried on for eighteen months, at the end of 
which time he sold out and removed to Alliance, 
Ohio, where, for a short time, he was similarly 


occupied in business. Returning then, he built 
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is present commodious store and, fitting it up 
with a well-selected stock of goods, has since 
given his energies to meeting the demands of the 
local trade. He isa young man of good judg- 
iment and far-seeing business methods, and enjoys 
the respect of all with whom he has had dealings. 
The postoffice is located in his store building, 
and he has acted as assistant to the postmaster. 

In 1894 Mr. Weimer married Effie M. Glot- 
felty, daughter of Jonas Glotfelty. The young 
couple have had two children, Joseph Harrison 
and one who died in infancy. He is a member 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, of which he 
is steward and trustee and superintendent of the 
Sunday-school. His wife is a member of the 
United Brethren Church. 


ICTOR CUSHWA. No firm in the western 
part of Maryland has attained a higher posi- 
tion in its particular line than that of which 

Mr. Cushwa is the head. Besides himself, his 
son, V. Monroe Cushwa, and son-in-law, M. 
Emmett Cullen, are connected with the business, 
the firm title being Victor Cushwa & Sons. They 
own warehouses at Williamsport and Hagerstown, 
where a large wholesale and retail business is 
carried on in coal, cement and plaster; also at 
Powell’s Bend, two miles below Williamsport, 
where they make shipments over the Cumberland 
Valley and Pennsylvania Railroads. In addition 
to this enterprise, they are engaged in the manu- 
facture of plain, ornamental and pressed brick, 
with extensive works at Williamsport, under the 
title of the Conococheague Brick and Earthen- 
ware Company. 

At the old family mansion, situatedin the Dry 
Run neighborhood, northeast of Clear Spring, 
Washington County, Md., the birth of the sub- 
ject of this sketch occurred February 2, 1833. In 
1847 he was apprenticed to learn the trade of a 
tanner and currier, at which he served until 1854, 
and then began in the business for himself. In 
the spring of 1858 he married Miss Mary A, 


Kriegh, daughter of William Kriegh. For two 
years he engaged in tanning and currying at the 
old home place, after which he bought the tannery 
and property of the late Isaac Motter in Williams- 
port, and moved to this place in the spring of 1860. 
After a time he sold the tannery and became gen- 
eral manager of the Washington County Leather 
Manufacturing Company, located at Hagerstown, 
and in this capacity he continued until the de- 
struction of the large plant by fire in March, 1872. 
His next venture was the purchase of one-half in- 
terest in the coal, cement and plaster business 
and property of the late Charles Embrey & Son, 
at Williamsport. On his admission to the busi- 
ness, the firm name was changed to Embrey & 
Cushwa,.and continued the same until July, 1880, 
when he bought his partner’s interest. After 
carrying on the business alone for six years, in 
1886 he bought property in Hagerstown, and this 
he improved with large warehouses and other 
buildings necessary for the management of a 
large coal, cement, plaster and brick business. 

In the summer of 1888 Mr. Cushwa took into 
partnership his son, V. Monroe, and son in-law, 
M. Emmett Cullen, forming the firm of Victor 
Cushwa & Sons. They have built up a profit- 
able business in their special lines, their trade 
amounting to a quarter of a million dollars an- 
nually. The extensive business interests fully 
occupy the time of the founder and head-of the 
firm. He hastherefore had no opportunity to iden- 
tify himself with public and political matters, even 
if he had the inclination. However, he has helda 
number of positions of trust, among them that of 
receiver of the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal for the 
District of Columbia, to which he was appointed 
by Judge Cox in 1890. He is also a director in 
the Potomac Valley Railroad. Since the found- 
ing of the Conococheague Brick and Earthenware 
Company, at Williamsport, he has been its presi- 
dent. 

The genealogical record of the Cushwa family 
shows that John and Catherine Cushwa emigrated 
to America between 1670 and 1680 from Alsace- 
Lorraine, a province that for centuries has be- 
longed alternately to Germany and _ France. 
Arriving in America, they made settlement near

Womelsdorfand Stouchsburg, Berks County, Pa., 
upon land patented by William Penn. They 
possessed ample means, with the character that 
always wins the respect of others. They stood 
staunchly for liberty, independence and good 
government. Among their children was John 
Cushwa, who with his wife, moved from Pennsy1- 
vania to western Maryland, settling in the valley 
of the Conococheague, near where Clear Spring 
now stands, and in what is yet knownas the Dry 
Run and Cushwa settlement. They were the 
parents of four daughters and five sons, one of 
whom was Capt. David Cushwa, our subject’s 
grandfather, who served as an officer in the sec- 
ond war with England, at the time that the Brit- 
ish, under General Ross, invaded our coast. The 
other sons and daughters married and settled in 
different sections of Maryland and Virginia, and 
their children and grandchildren have borne their 
part as honorable, useful and prominent citizens 
of our nation. Originally the family were iden- 
tified with the German Reformed Church, but 
within the past thirty years several families of 
the descendants, including our subject’s, became 
adherents of the Catholic religion. 

In the busy and useful life that Mr. Cushwa 
has led, he has gained financial success and the 
respect of all with whom he has had business and 
social relations. The success of his ventures is 
due mainly to correct business principles, and 
honesty in dealing with all customers. In his 
youth educational advantages were rare. Schools 
were few, and the method of instruction crude. 
In fact little effort was made to educate children 
except during the winter months, when subscrip- 
tion schools were occasionally taught. Collegiate 
education was costly, and few could enjoy that 
great privilege. Only those who have survived 
that time can fully appreciate the many oppor- 
tunities now offered by our schools. In spite, 
however, of his lack of advantages, Mr. Cushwa 
obtained a good business education in the school 
of experietce, while by reading newspapers and 
current literature he has kept posted upon sub- 
jects of general importance. 

April 13, 1858, Mr. Cushwa married Mary Ann 
Kriegh, the ceremony being performed by Father 
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Flautt, of the Catholic Church. They are the 
parents of the following-named children: Mar- 
garet E., wifeof M. Emmett Cullen, of the firm 
of Cushwa & Sons; Sarah C., Mrs. N. Bruce 
Martin; Mary Louise, wifeof Charles A. Mullen; 
Victor Monroe, who is in business with his father: 
Ellen S., who married John M. Dugan; David 
Kriegh, of Williamsport; Charles Franklin; and 
Frances Jane, who is with her parents. 


ILLIAM E. GLADSTONE HITCHINS, 

manager of the Hotel Gladstone, Frost- 

burg, is a native of this town, and was 
born February 22, 1867. He was educated in 
the public schools here and Bryant and Strat- 
ton’s Business College in Baltimore. At the age 
of twenty years he became mining clerk under 
his father, whose assistant he continued to be 
until the death of the latter, and afterward he 
engaged in mining with an uncle until 1897. 
He realized that Frostburg needed a better hotel, 
and in 1896, in connection with William R. 
Percy, his father-in-law, he began the erection 
of the fine hotel property, which was opened 
January 1, 1897. Six months later he took 
active charge of the hotel. The Hotel Glad- 
stone is under the management of our subject, 
William E. Gladstone Hitchins, and is owned by 
the firm of W. E. G. Hitchins & Co., composed 
of the following members: Mrs. Anna E. Percy, 
Rosamond K. Percy, Helen A. Hitchins and 
W. E. G. Hitchins. 

There is not a finer hotel in the state, outside 
of Baltimore, than Hotel Gladstone, and for the 
size of the town there is probably none better in 
the country. The building is a four-story brick, 
of the latest approved construction, and contain- 
ing all modern conveniences, including plumb- 
ing and steam heat. Frostburg being located 
twenty-two hundred feet above the sea level 
affords an ideal place fora summer outing, and 
many people, among them some of prominence 
in society, politics and commerce, have spent 
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“ier vacations here. Tennis courts and other 
sames are provided as a means of recreation for 
the guests. 

In addition to owning a half interest in the 
hotel, Mr. Hitchins is interested in the Barton 
ind George’s Creek Valley Coal Company, and 
the Hitchins Brothers Company, in both of 
which companies he is a director. He is also a 
stockholder in the Citizens’ National Bank of 
Frostburg and the Olive Hill Fire Brick Works at 
(Nive Hill, Ky. Politically he is a Republican, 
but has never sought office. In 1896, without 
his seeking and in fact without his knowledge, 
lic Was appointed tax collector of the third dis- 
trict of Allegany County, and in 1896 and 1897 
his returns were in with less delinquent tax- 
payers than any collector the county ever had. 
Fraternally he is connected with the Royal 
Arcanum. In 1892 he erected a fine residence 
at No. 143 Union street, near the Methodist 
Church. 

The marriage of Mr. Hitchins united him with 
Helen A., daughter of William R. and Annie E. 
(Bishop) Percy, of Frostburg, and they have 
one daughter, Elizabeth. Mr. Percy was one of 
the most prominent men of the place. He wasa 
director in the Second National Bank of Cum- 
berland, held an interest in several stores, and 
owned a number of farms, one of which is as fine 
a farm as can be found in the state. A man of 
generous, charitable impulses, with avery kind 
heart, he gave liberally to the poor, and his bene- 
factions amounted to more than those of any 
citizen in the town. In his death, which was 
caused by drowning, May 26, 1897, the poor 
lost a helping friend, and the town a most pro- 
gressive citizen—one who was held in the highest 
esteem by all. 

The subject of this sketch has a brother, Jo- 
seph H. Hitchins, who was born in Frostburg, 
September 20, 1861, and upon completing his 
education entered the store of Hitchins Brothers, 
conducted by his father and uncle. After three 
years he went west and worked with the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company in Kansas City and other 
points. On his return to Frostburg, in January, 
13yo, he accepted the position of agent for the 


Cumberland & Pennsylvania Railroad, which he 
still holds. August 13, 1888, he married Mag- 
gie, daughter of Robert Matheny, of Lonaconing. 
They have two children, Lawrence and Holt. 
He is interested in the Barton and George's 
Creek Valley Coal Company, and is a director 
of the Hitchins Brothers Company, which is by 
far the largest and oldest mercantile establish- 
ment in Allegany County. 

The Hitchins family was founded in America 
by Owen Eaton Hitchins, who was born in the 
south of Wales May 25, 1831, and came to this 
country, settling in Frostburg in 1854, and work- 
ing in the mines here. During the war he was 
engaged in the butcher business, supplying meat 
to the army. Shortly afterward he entered the 
mercantile business with his brother, Adam E., 
as Hitchins Brothers, which firm is continued by 
the sons of both under the title of the Hitchins 
Brothers Company. Later heengaged in mining 
for coal, in which he was successful. One of his 
mines (once known as the Miller, but now the 
National mine) has been worked out, but the 
Barton and George’s Creek Valley mine is still 
in operation. He was general superintendent of 
the mine and was interested in it and the store 
until his death, March 20, 1893. In political 
matters he was an adherent of the principles of 
the Republican party, but was not a politician, 
and though often urged to run for office he al- 
ways refused. The only orders to which he be- 
longed were the Masons, to which he gave some 
attention in his younger days, and the American 
Legion of Honor, in which he was.a third degree 
member of Fraternity Council No. 659. In 
church matters he was prominent, being an active 
member of the Methodist Episcopal Church. He 
was one of the prime movers in the building ot 
the church at Frostburg, and contributed liber- 
ally to its support. For many years, and until 
his death, he was a member of the official board. 
Though the church building is no longer new, 
it is still one of the finest in the town, and the 
erection of a structure so substantial showed his 
euterprise and zeal. 

The first wife of Mr. Hitchins was Elizabeth 
Jeffries, who bore him ten children, of whom two 
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sons and two daughters survive, namely: Minnie 
E., Joseph H., Anna E. and William E. Glad- 
stone. After the death of his first wife he mar- 
ried Nannie Powell, of Eckhart Mines, Md., and 
they had four children, three now living: Owen 
E., Adam E. and James J. Mr. Hitchins was 
treasurer of the Frostburg Gas and Electric Light 
Company, and also served as trustee of public 
school No. 1. He was a tireless reader of the 
best modern literature, and his library, collected 
through forty years of discriminating reading, 
was one of the choicest collections in the neigh- 
borhood. 
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ANIEL S. REMSBERG is a well-to-do and 
enterprising farmer of Jefferson District, 
Frederick County, his homestead being situ- 

ated about two miles southwest of the town of 
Jefferson. He was born in this locality in 1836 
and has spent his entire life here. His ancestors 
came fron. Germany and in an early day cast in 
their fortunes. with the inhabitants of New Jer- 
sey, since which time succeeding generations 
have occupied an honored place in her advancing 
civilization and prosperity. 

The father of our subject, Sebastian Remsberg, 
was born in the first year of the nineteenth cent- 
ury and departed this life in 1865, at the age of 
sixty-six. His birthplace was the farm now 
owned and managed by Washington G. Rems- 
berg, just across the mountain. in this district. 
He was devoted to agricultural pursuits during 
his active years and was aman of considerable 
prominence in his day. First affiliated with the 
Whig party, he later joined the Know-Nothings 
and in his last years adhered to the principles of 
the Republican party. For many years heserved 
efficiently in the capacity of justice of the peace, 
and upon one occasion was candidate for commis- 
sioner of Frederick County. He held member- 
ship in the Reformed Church and served as a 
member of the committee having in charge the 
construction of the new church edifice erected in 
Jefferson about 1841. For a long period he was 
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an elder of the church and also held other offices, 
He wasason of George P. and Mary (Coller 

Remsberg, the former of whom owned a farm on 
the further side of the mountain and also engaged 
in distilling. 

The mother of our subject bore the maiden 
name of Eva Feaster, and her father, Jacob Feas- 
ter, died prior to the birth of Daniel S. Mrs. 
Eva Remsberg died in 1876, at the ripe age of 
seventy-five years. She had been a faithful 
member of the Reformed Church for years and 
was beloved and respected by all who knew her. 
Of her children two sons and four daughters are 
still living, and three others are deceased. John 
Henry is a retired merchant, whose home is in 
Nebraska. George P., who died in Baltimore in 
October, 1897, at the age of seventy-five years, 
was collector for the internal revenue department. 
Mary C. is unmarried and resides upon the old 
homestead. Susan S. is the wife of Dr. Crum, 
of Jefferson. Ann E. and Alice G. live 
their sister Mary in the house where their early 
years were passed. ‘ 

In his youth the subject of this review received 
a general education in the public schools of his 
home district. In 1844 he started out in the 
serious business of making his own way in the 
world and for a few years was in partnership 
with his father. Later he assumed the entire 
management of the farm, which comprised over 
two hundred acres. In 1879 he removed to 
Montgomery County, Md., where he remained 
three years, being occupied in agricultural pur- 
suits, as formerly. Since the organization of the 
Republican party he has given it his allegiance. 

The career of Mr. Remsberg has been charac- 
terized by sterling integrity, uprightness and 
justice toward all with whom he has had deal- 
ings. His name and fame are unblemished and 
he has nobly striven to put into daily practice 
the high principles which he professes. He holds 
membership with the Reformed Church and is 
very active in its various departments of usetul- 
ness. For years he has served, in one capacity 
or another, on the official board of the congre- 
gation and has been superintendent of the Sun- 
day-school and leader of the choir. About four 
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years ago he built a comfortable modern home 
aad other substaitial improvements have been 
yustituted by him upon his farm, which is a 
model one, in every respect. 

In March, 1879, Mr. Remsberg married Miss 
Anne M., daughter of Francis A. Hoffman, 
who was at one-time a magistrate and constable 
of this county. The two children born to their 
union. are deceased. Subsequent to the death 
of his first wife our subject married a daughter 
of George Souder, and four children came to 
bless their home, namely: Lewis H. Ditmer, 
Ethelyn B., Ira Souder and Lucy C. 
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ARRY R. DONNELLY attorney-at-law, is 
one of the rising young lawyers of Cumber- 
laud, where he hasan office at No. 5 North 

Liberty street. While he has engaged in prac- 
tice fora brief period only, he has already become 
known as an able young man, one whose 
future success may safely be predicted. He is 
well acquainted among the people of Cumberland, 
for here he was born October 27, 1873, and here 
his life has been thus far passed. He isason of 
James W. Donnelly, a native of Ireland, who ac- 
companied his parents to America in boyhood 
and settled in Maryland, where he learned the 
trade of a carpenter. This occupation he has 
followed since, having had the contract for the 
erection of many substantial public buildings and 
private residences. Though not active in pol- 
itics, he is stanch in his adherence to Democratic 
principles and always votes for the candidates of 
his party. His home for years has been in the 
city of Cumberland. 

The marriage of James W. Donnelly united 
him with Harriet R. Ways, a native of Frederick 
County, this state, and the daughter of Samuel 
D. Ways, who settled in Cumberland and became 
a well-known contractor and builder here. This 
city continued to be his home until his death, 
which occurred at the age of seventy-eight years. 
Inthe family of James W. and Harriet R. Donnel- 


ly there were three sons and two daughters, viz.: 
Mary S.; Annie F,.; Charles W., who is a promi- 
nent newspaper man of Cumberland; William C., 
who is with P. J. Smith, jeweler and watchmaker 
of Cumberland; and Harry R. 

The education of our subject was obtained in 
the common and high schools of Cumberland, 
from the latter of which he graduated June 1, 
1891. Afterward he served an apprenticeship of 
three years to the jeweler’s trade under P. J. 
Smith. In July, 1895, he commenced to study 
law with W. E. Walsh, under whose preceptor- 
ship he obtained a thorough knowledge of the 
elementary principles of the law. He has con- 
tinued his close study of the profession since his 
admission to the bar, November 1, 1897, it being 
his ambition to become master of every intricacy 
in legal jurisprudence. On the rst of January, 
1898, he opened an office and embarked in prac- 
tice. He possesses mental power of a strong 
and vigorous order, which his choice of a profes- 
sion will give him an abundant opportunity to 
develop. In religious belief he is identified with 
the English Lutheran Church. His disposition 
is cheerful and genial, and among his intimate 
friends he displays social qualities of a high 
order. 





ETER B. SMALL, Jr., justice of the peace 
in Hagerstowu, was appointed to this office 
by Governor Lowndes 1n the spring of 1896 
and entered upon his duties May 4th of that year. 
For about seven years he held a position in the 
United States treasury department in Baltimore. 
While serving ip a public capacity his record has 
been one of which he may justly be proud, as it 
is marked by fidelity to every duty, consideration 
for the wishes and rights of his associates and 
regard for the welfare of the people. He is a 
native of this town and has spent the greater part 
of his life here, where he is well and favorably 
known. 
The parents of our subject, Judge Peter B. and 
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Sarah Small, were natives of Bedford County, 
Pa., and Clark County, Ohio, respectively, the 
father born May 15, 1815, and the mother on 
the 30th of December in the same year. They 
were married October 26, 1836, and became the 
parents of nine children. William, a trusted 
employe of the firm of Bowen, Stuart & Co., of 
Indianapolis, Ind., was a young man of much 
promise and ability, but died unmarried when 
thirty years of age. Albert is an attorney-at-law 
in this city. Charles A., who died in 1882, 
when about forty years old, had been for three 
years secretary to the agent of the Pawnee In- 
dians on their reservation in Nebraska and was a 
lieutenant of Company A, First Nebraska Regi- 
ment of Indian scouts. Adjutant Melville R., 
when about half through his course at West Point 
Military Academy, was detailed to recruit a com- 
pany by Governor Bradford. He did so, and 
was made adjutant of the same, it being known 
as Company H, Sixth Maryland Infantry. At 
one time he served on the staff of General Keifer, 
later the speaker in the house of representatives. 
At the battle of Cedar Creek he received his 
death wound, or what proved to be such, as he 
died from the effects of his injury in less than a 
month, November 17, 1864. He was not yet 
twenty years old; a young man of great ability 
and whose future had been most bright and hope- 
ful. The fifth and sixth of the family died in 
early childhood. Mary A., who has never mar- 
ried, and whose home is in Baltimore, is a fine 
scholar and has a genuine literary gift. She has 
written quite extensively for publication and has 
been connected with the Woman's College. 
Harry Dixon, M. D., was a graduate of the Col- 
“lege of Physicians and Surgeons in Baltimore and 
was engaged in practice in that city until shortly 
before his death, when in his thirtieth year, 
August 5, 1885. 

Judge Small was one of the most prominent 
citizens of Hagerstown for many years and none 
of her people were more highly esteemed and 
honored. In his youth he learned the trade of a 
shoemaker, but after attaining his 
was chiefly occupied in conducting 
establishment.

He was financially interested in

and up to 1870 he was its president. He then 
was elected cashier, and held that position unti! 
his death, February 25, 1881. For a number o/ 
years he was judge of the orphans’ court; was a 
director inthe Mechanical and Agricultural Asso- 
ciation and was connected with the school board. 
During the war his financial losses were heavy, 
as he was a strong sympathizer with the Union 
cause. For many years he wasa ruling elder in 
the Presbyterian Church, and was considered 
one of its pillars. His widow is still living and, 
though past fourscore years, is wonderfully 
bright and active. She has a clear, keen mem- 
ory, is an entertaining conversationalist, and is 
very well posted in the scriptures. 
living with our subject. 

The birth of Peter B. Small, of this article, 
took place February 20, 1853, in Hagerstown. 
His education was completed in- St. James’ Col- 
lege, under Professor Onderdonk, and in Cornell 
University, during the presidency of Andrew D. 
White. Later he engaged in teaching for a few 
years and upon his return to his old home here 
he entered into partnership with his father as a 
business man.

Several years later he accepted a 
position in the government service in Baltimore, 
and was thus absent from this city seven years. 
When he returned, he was variously employed 
up to the time of his appointment to his present 
office. Since reaching his majority he has used 
his franchise in the behalf of the Republican 
party. When he was a resident of Baltimore he 
was one of the founders of Lafayette Square 
Presbyterian Church, and was an elder in the 
same for some years.

He was 
horn in Hagerstown in 1825 and died December 
28, 1882. The five children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Small are as follows: Bessie, Grace, Sarah B., 
William M. and Emma Herbert. Bessie, the 
cldest daughter, is a successful teacher in the 


high school of Hagerstown. 


ILMOR S. HAMILL, a leading member of 
the Garrett County bar, has been engaged in 
the practice of his profession in Gakland for 

a quarter of acentury. In 1891 he was elected 
state’s attorney and served in that important po- 
sition for four years, winning ‘the approbation 
and commendation of all parties, and adding to 
his already high reputation as an expounder of 
the law. When the Garrett County Bank was 
organized in 1885 he became one of its directors 
and at the same time was elected vice-president 
of the institution, which position he has since 
filled. Mr. Hamill is a son of Hon. Patrick 
Hamill, who was born in Allegany County and 
died in Oakland at the age of seventy-eight 
years. In early manhood he was a merchant in 
Western Port, Allegany County, but later gave 
his attention to the real-estate business and farm- 
ing. In 1867 he established his home in Oak- 
land, where he passed the remainder of his busy 
life. He owned large tracts of landin this and 
Allegany counties. In the ranks of the Demo- 
cratic party he was a prominent figure. As 
early as 1842 he was elected tax collector of his 
native county. In 1844 he was elected to the 
Maryland legislature and at the close of the term 
was re-elected. About 1850 he was honored by 
being chosen by the people as chief judge of the 


orphans’ court, and in this position he continued 
for sixteen years, aiways ioyal to the cause of 
law, order and justice. In 1867 he was nomi- 
nated as a member of the constitutional conven- 
tion of this state, but he declined the honor. In 
1868 he was again brought prominently before 
the public as a candidate for congress from the 
Sixth District and was elected by a large ma- 
jerity. His father, Patrick Hamill, Sr., was ex- 
led from Ireland, his native country, and came 
to the United States. He taught school for sev- 
eral years, for he was well educated, and later 
retired to a farm near Franklin Hill, Allegany 
County. 

Elon. Patrick Hamil! married Isabella Kight, 
daughter of Enoch Kight, and eight children 
graced their hearthstone. The eldest of the fam- 
ily, Cilmor S., was born in 1849 and the others 
who are stil! living are namea as follows: Rev. 
Henry T..; James D.; Kansas, Mrs. John T. 
Mitchell; and Susan O., wife of A. Townsend. 
The mother is still living, her home being in 
Oakland, and her age seventy-three years. 

Giimor S$. Hamill is a native of the town of 
Western Port, Allegany County, and there his 
happy boyhood days were spent. He came to 
this city with the family in 1867, and two years 
later he entered the school kept by John W. 
Page, in Frederick County. The following year 
he attended the select school of William Mc- 
Donnel andin 1869 he became a student in the 
Virginia Law School. At the end of the two 
years passed in that institution he entered the 
law office of Judge Gordon of Cumberland, and 
was admitted to the bar of Allegany County in 
1873. He at once opened an office for practice 
in Oakland and has since been located here, in 
the enjoyment of a largepractice. Hejoined the 
first lodge of Knights of Pythias in this place in 
1874 andthe year previous became a member of 
the Masonic order, and has since been master of 
the lodge. 

Mr. Hamill is identified with the Presbyterian 
Church as a member, and for the past five years 
has been an elder in the congregation. His wife, 
whose maiden name was Elizabeth Bishop, is 
also a great worker in the church and is one of 
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its most valued members. She isa daughter of 
James R. Bishop, of Oakland, and is the mother of 
three children, Gilmor S., Jr., Setward F. and 
Byrne H. 


OHN N. RIPPLE, who was honored in May, 
1896, by being appointed justice of the 
peace by Governor Lowndes, his term to run 

for four years, has been a citizen of Hagerstown 
but three years, having retired to make his per- 
manent home here, after a very active career in 
the business world. From 1872 to 1395 lie was 
a member of the firm of Sheeler & Ripple, of 
Baltimore, being extensively engaged in the live- 
stock business. He served in every department 
of the establishment, graduaily working his way 
upward until he became the generel manager of 
the concern, in which capacity he acted for many 
years. 

The parents of the above-named gentleman 
were Lewis and Elizabeth A. (Newcomer) Rip- 
ple, who were married February 14, 1850. The 
former was born at Monterey Springs, Pa., which 
place was owned by his father, Lewis, Sr., at 
one time the proprietor of the hotel there. 
Lewis Ripple, Jr., moved to Washington County, 
Md., in 1842, and for a few years engaged in 
agricultural pursuits, after which he lived in 
Pittsburg, Pa., for two years, being a representa- 
tive of the Baltimore firm of S. Wilhelm & Co., 
and later a member of the firm, In 1864 he 
removed to Baltimore, where he went into the 
livestock business, buying for the city markets, 
and in this line of trade he continued with in- 
creasing prosperity for thirty years. He was 
noted among his business acquaintances as a man 
in whom absolute confidence could be safely 
placed, and there was no doubt as to his superior 
ability as a financier. He was a member of the 
Presbyterian Church, while his wife was identi- 
fied with the Christian Church. She died Decem- 
ber 15, 1856, after a happy marricd life of less 
than seven years, and left one child, John N. 

The maternal grandparents of our subject were 
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Johu and Catherine Newcomer. The former was 
born in this county, December 18, 1797, and 
died April 21, 1861. He embodied all of the 
sterling characteristics of the Swiss-German stock 
from which he sprang, and was a man of remark- 
able energy, strong-mindedness and general abil- 
ity. Among his neighbors he was a sort of 
oracle or authority on all disputed questions, his 
frankness, strict integrity and keenness, together 
with lus kindly disinterestedness, giving to his 
advice and opinions the weight of law, almost. 
In 1836 he was elected county sheriff and in 1846 
was sent to the Maryland Senate, where he 
served with credit to himself and constituents for 
three years. From 1846 to 1849 he acted in the 
capacity of county commissioner, and in 1850 
was elected to the convention which was assem- 
bled in the capital to frame a new constitution 
for this state. In 1859 he reluctantly consented 
to become a candidate for county commissioner 
again, and was the only one of the five candidates 
n his ticket elected. He was in this office at 
the time of his death. His father, Henry New- 
comer, with his two brothers, Peter and Christian, 
were all born in Lancaster County, Pa., where 
the father of the three, Wolfgang Newcomer, 
had settled in an early day. The three brothers 
removed to Washington County, Md., and be- 
came owners of large estates in the vicinity of 
Beaver Creek. Christian was a famed minister 
of the German Baptist Church, and later was a 
bishop in the same denomination. Peter and 
Henry were, perhaps, equally influential in the 
more humble walks of life which they pursued. 
Their father, the Wolfgang previously mentioned, 
was of Swiss lineage, and crossed the ocean with 
his parents, settling in Philadelphia in 1720. 
He was a carpenter by occupation and was twice 
married, his second wife, Elizabeth Miller, bear- 
ing him three sons and five daughters. 

The birth of John N. Ripple occurred in 
Washington County, June 23, 1854, and he was, 


consequently, a child of less than three years of 


age when death deprived him of his mother’s 
loving, watchful care. He was given the best 
advantages to be had in the way of an education, 


and was a pupil in both the country schools and 
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those of Baltimore City. He removed to that 
city with his father about 1864 and attended an 
excellent private school there for several years. 
From his thrifty and energetic ancestors he 
inherited sterling business qualities and in his 
commercial experience he was thoroughly liked 
and trusted by all with whom he came in con- 
tact. He usually votes for the nominees of the 
Republican party and, like a patriotic citizen, is 
always anxious to promote the welfare of his 
country and community. He was married Jan- 
uary 17, 1878, to Miss Bettie J. Henderson, 
daughter of C. W. Henderson, of Hancock, Md. 
They have three sons, Lewis, John Raymond and 
Charles Henderson. Mrs. Ripple is a member 
of the Episcopal Church and is a most estimable 
lady, well educated and of cultured tastes, and is 
a charming hostess, wife and mother. 


DWARD E: STONESTREET,. M. D:; of 

Rockville, is a native of this place, born 

where he now resides, October 7, 1830. 
The family traces its ancestry to England, but 
has been represented in the United States for 
many generations. Richard Stonestreet, the doc- 
tor’s grandfather, owned a plantation in Loudoun 
County, Va., and reared a large family there. 
Being well-to-do he gave his sons liberal educa- 
tions and one of them went to Kentucky, where 
he ‘became owner of a farm adjoining Henry 
Clay’s estate. 

Samuel T. -Stonestreet, father of the doctor, 
was born in Loudoun County, Va., and after 
completing his education started out in the world 
for himself. There being no railroads at the 
time, he walked to Rockville, and upon his ar- 
rival here had but $1 in his possession and an 
extra suit of clothes. He applied for work to 
Colonel Bell, who was then county clerk, and 
while at first he met with a refusal his persist- 
ence won the colonel’s approbation and the latter 
took him to his home and aided him to get work, 
copying for lawyers, etc. Later an opportunity

arose to give him a position in the office and he 
remained there until the death of Colonel Bell. 
Afterward he conducted the office for Brice Selby 
until the latter’s death. In 1828 he was ap- 
pointed to the office himself and held it for twen- 
ty-five years. He bought a residence lot in 
Rockville and in 1829-30 erected a house there. 
As a Whig he took an active part in politics, and 
it was largely through his efforts that George C. 
Washington, a nephew of General Washington, 
was elected to represent this district in congress, 
a position to which he was twice re-elected. In 
our subject's possession, as a highly prized souve- 
nir, are a cup and saucer given him by Mr. Wash- 
ington, to whom they were left by the famous 
statesman. 

For many years, and until his death, Samuel 
T. Stonestreet served as steward of the Methodist 
Church. In 1828-he married Adelaide Ambler 
Hall, of Baltimore County, and to them were 
born three children, our subject, Thomas W. 
and a daughter that died in infancy. The father 
passed away March 4, 1872; the mother is still 
living, and if spared until September 14, 18908, 
will be ninety years of age. Her older son, who 
forms the subject of this sketch, received his 
early education in Rockville Academy, where he 
had the advantage of the preceptorship of Otis C. 
White. For two years he studied with William 
B. Magruder, and jater was with Prof. Nathan 
R. Smith, of Baltimore, for eighteen months. 
He graduated from the University of Maryland 
Hospital March 1, 1852, and at once commenced 
in practice at Rockville, where he has engaged 
in professional work since, making forty-six years 
of continuous service. When he opened his office 
here there were already two physicians in the 
place and he was criticised for not seeking an- 
other opening away from home. However, after 
he had been practicing a very short time two 
colored people were given up as fatally ill, the 
physicians saying they could live only a few 
hours. He took hold of both cases and saved 
the patients, which gave him a good name at the 
start. His next patient was a colored woman, 
sixty-five years of age, who was blind trom a 


cataract over both eyes. In thiscase he was also 
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successful, restoring her sight, and his reputation 
was at once established. During the years that 
have since elapsed he has been a very busy man, 
having a practice that demands his attention from 
early morning until late at night. He is very 
fond of surgery and has been successful in that 
science. It is a remarkable fact that in all_the 
years of his practice he has been absent from his 
work never more than a few days at a time. 

Politically Dr. Stonestreet is a Democrat, and 
fraternally holds membership in Montgomery 
Lodge No. 133, A. F.& A. M. Since the death 
of his father he has served as steward of the 
Methodist Church. October 14, 1852, he mar- 
ried Martha R. Barry, daughter of Rev. Basil 
Barry, of the Baltimore conference. Their fam- 
ily consists of the following-named children: 
Mary Adelaide, the widow of Rev. L. R. Greene, 
of the Baltimore conference, and now living with 
her parents at Rockville; Edward, who died 
shortly after attaining his majority; Martha, wife 
of Dr. Charles Abert, of the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington and residing at Rockville; 
Bessie, who married Rev. F. J. Prettyman, of 
the Baltimore conference; Caroline, who married 
Frank B. Thomas, a business man of Roanoke, 
Va.; Ella, wife of Dr. Otis M. Linthicum, of 
Rockville; and Edith May, wife of George H. 
Lamar, an attorney of Rockville. 





ILLIAM D. HOVE. Farming has formed 
the chief occupation of Mr. Hoye, and the 
energetic manner in which he has taken 

advantage of every method tending toward the 
enhanced value of his property has had consider- 
able to do with his success in life. Since 1882 
he has resided in Deer Park, Garrett County. He 
was born in this county (then included within 
Allegany County) in 1841, being the son of 
John and Ann E. (Craver) Hoye. On_ his 
father’s side he is a lineal descendant of Paul 
Hoye, who emigrated from Ireland in an early 
day and settled in Washington County, Md., 
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near Williamsport, where he had a grant of land 
from the English government. His remaining 
years were spent there, in the cultivation of a 
farm and the purchase and sale of property. He 
had a son, John, who became the largest land 
owner and dealer in the state, and who made his 
home in Cumberland; he owned all of Fort Hill, 
where the courthouse now stands. 

Another son, William Waller Hoye, resided 
near McHenry, where he owned about two hun- 
dred acres of land and raised considerable tobacco. 
Besides the cultivation of his land he engaged 
extensively in buying and selling property, and 
was also a practical surveyor, surveying among 
other tracts, the military lots west of Fort Cum- 
berland. He died at the age of about sixty years. 
His son, John, father of our subject, was born in 
Allegany County in 1807 and spent his entire 
life here, engaged in farm pursuits. He owned 
one thousand acres of land, as well as a number 
of slaves. Besides being one of the leading 
farmers and stockraisers of his locality, he was 
prominent in public affairs and a leader of the 
Whigs in his community. During the war his 
sympathies were with the south, and shortly after 
the close of the conflict he died, in October, 1865, 
being then fifty-eight years of age. 

By the marriage of John Hoye to the daughter 
of Jacob Craver, of Greensboro, Greene County, 
Pa., eight children were born, and six of these 
are still living, namely; Samuei C.; Ann, wife 
of L. C. Hendrickson; Ellen; Mary, Mrs. Walter 
Engle; William D. and John J. P.,of Dunbar, Pa. 
The mother of this family passed from earth in 


1883, at the age of seventy-one years: 


The birthplace of Mr. Hoye was Hoyesburg 
(named for the family), about ten miles south of 
Deer Park, on the Northwestern turnpike, the old 
stage route from Winchester to Clarksburg. Here 
his father conducted a hotel in addition to his 
agricultural interests. This property was des- 
troyed by fire in 1882, causing a loss of $10,000. 
During the year 1861 a skirmish was fought at 
this place, known as the battle of the Burnt 
Chimneys, between the retreating Confederates 
under Colonel Ramsey, and the Union forces 
under General Hill.

PORTRAIT AND BIOGRAPHICAL RECORD. 


The early years of his life our subject spent 
under the parental roof and in attendance at the 
public schools ‘of Allegany County. In 1863, 
during the Civil war, he enlisted with McNeal’s 
rangers and served in the cavalry until the ex- 
piration of his time, in January, 1865, when he 
returned to his home. Taking up agricultural 
pursuits he engaged in carrying on a farm at his 
native place until 1872, and then removed toa 
farm near Mountain Lake Park, where he re- 
mained for ten years, occupying the farm where 
Henry Weber now resides. From there he moved 
to Deer Park. In 1882 and 1884 he was the Demio- 
cratic candidate for the house of representatives, 
but his ticket was defeated both times. For four 
years he served as justice of the peace ard for 
six years he was a member of the school board. 
Under President Cleveland he was deputy post- 
master at Deer Park. Fraternally he isa charter 
member of Lodge No. 122, I. O. O. F., at Oak- 
land, and in religious connections he is identified 
with the Lutheran Church at Oakland. 





OHN O. GETTY isa member of a prominent 
family of Garrett County, and is himself a 
man of exceptional ability and sound judg- 

ment, carrying on with great enterprise the 

mercantile business at Grantsville, of which he 

is the head. He was born near this village in 

1863 and is a son of Hon. William R. Getty, one 

of the distinguished citizens of the county and a- 
man who has long been a recognized leader of 
the Democratic party in this section. Through 

his efficiency in the management of public affairs 

he has attained a position of great influence. His 

fituess for public office has led to his frequent se- 

lection as the people’s representative in positions 

of trust and responsibity. 

Hon. William R. Getty was born February 29, 
1832, on the national pike in Allegany (now 
Garrett) County at Piney Grove, within six miles 
of Grantsville. His parents, James and Jane 
(McKinzie) Getty, were natives respectively of

Pennsylvania and Maryland. They were the 
parents of three sons and one daughter. In 1856 
the family removed to Ohio, with the exception 
ci William R.. who alone remained in Maryland. 
He obtained his early education in the public 
schosis of Maryland and Bedford, Pa., and a se- 
lect schoal. For two years he clerked in a store 
at Southampton Mills, Pa., and from there came 
back to Piney Grove, where he clerked in a mer- 
cantile store for nine years. In 1860 he came to 
Grantsville, where he was constable for two 
years and magistrate for a similar period. He 
then went to St. Louis, where he remained for 
three years, and during that time he was engaged 
in the commission and leather business, in part- 
nership with John A. Schultz. In 1867 he again 
returned to Maryland and started a mercantile 
and lumber business in Grantsville, carrying it 
on until 1890, when he retired from active busi- 
ness life. 

He filled the offices of school commissioner and 
tax collector for two years. In 1872 he took an 
active part in the formation of Garrett County. 
The following year he was elected the first sena- 
tor from this county and served four years, and 
after au interval of four years, was again elected, 
then, after another interval of four years was re- 
elected, serving twelve years altogether. In 
1887 he was appointed deputy collector of in- 
ternal revenue under Cleveland’s administration, 
serving for three years, and was re-appointed by 
the Republican administration, but refused to 
serve. In the campaign of 1806 he was one of 
the Bryan electors and took an active part in 
promoting the interests of the silver Democracy 
in this locality. It is undoubtedly true, and will 
be accepted readily by his political opponents, 
that few men have done more than he to promote 
the welfare of Garrett County. His time has 
ever been at the service of his fellow-citizens; 
their prosperity, his aim; their advancement, his 
ambition; and for such reasons as these he has 
gained the prestige which a life of loyal service 
always gives an able man. He is still in life’s 
prime, with, it may be hoped, many years of 
continued usefulness before him. 

By the marriage of Senator Getty to Margaret, 
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‘daughter of Uriah Cross, eight children were 
born, namely: O. G. Getty, M. D., of Mevers- 
dale, Pa.; J. C., also a physician, .but now 
deceased; Alvin F., who lives in Cumberland; 
John O.; Charles B.; Ella, wife of Dr. G. C. 
Keller; Fannie, wife of Dr. Bruce Lichty; and 
Leonard B. The mother is still living and makes 
her home in Grantsville. -Our subject was edu- 
cated in the public schools and upon starting out 
for himself succeeded his father in the mercantile 
business, which he has since conducted. He is 
interested in politics and supports Democratic 
principles. In 1894 he married Annie Dorsey, 
daughter of Patrick Dorsey. The two children 
born of the union are Angela and Wilda. 


APT EL LAOH MesPRIE NDS. of: Friends- 
ville, Garrett County, is a worthy represent- 
ative of one of the veritable pioneer families 

of this section. The founder of the house in the 
United States was Dr. John Friend, a French- 
man, who settled in New Jersey about 1725; 
married a Miss Levis, and subsequently removed 
to Maryland, taking up his abode near Swan 
Pond, not far from Cumberland. Thence the 
family later went to Turkey Foot (now Conflu- 
ence), Pa. 

The birthplace of our subject’s grandfather 
was probably in the town last mentioned. He 
bore the christian name of Gabriel, and his 
eventful life extended over an entire century, as 
he was six months and twenty-one days past his 
one hundred and first birthday anniversary at the 
time of his death. He made the journey from 
his native town to this locality on the Youghio- 
gheny River, when it was frozen over solidly. 
Being among the very first settlers of this com- 
munity, and as he wasa man of great force of 
character and learning for that day in these 
wilds, he became an influential personage here. 
The town of Friendsville was named in his 
honor and he was appointed the first postmaster 
of the place. <All of the legal business of the 


neighborhood was brought to him for settlement, 
and for years he held the office of magistrate. 
His main occupation was that of agriculture, but 
he found time for discharging multifarious duties. 

The parents of the captain were Jacob B. and 
Ruth (Casteel) Friend, who lived to the ages of 
sixty-nine and eighty-three years, respectively. 
Of their four children our subject is the only sur- 
vivor, Those deceased were Nancy Jane, Jesse 
and Elizabeth. Mrs. Friend was a daughter of 
Jesse Casteel, of Flint Stone, Md. Jacob B. 
Friend was a representative man of his period, 
and was noted for his prowess as a hunter in 
these mountains, when bears and deer and other 
wild game were very abundant. Many a story 
is related of him, and though he was very dar- 
ing, often actually entered the caves and dens in- 
habited by the denizens of the forest, he always 
escaped with small injury. Politically he was a 
Whig. Born in 1793 in the neighborhood of 
Friendsville, he passed his whole life in this part 
of the county, and was respected and loved by all 
who knew him. 

Capt. Elyah M. Friend was born upon the 
farm where he still dwells, in 1836, and was edu- 
cated in the district schools. His studies were 
continued in Rainsburg Seminary after he had 
completed his first term of service in the Union 
army, and in the fall and winter of 1865 he 
taught school in his home neighborhood. He 
enlisted in Company I, Second Maryland Regi- 
ment of Volunteer Infantry, as a private and 
served three years, being promoted to corporal 
and sergeant and sergeant-major while on the 
field. In February, 1865, he was ordered to 
Cumberland, Md., to act in the capacity of en- 
rolling officer with the rank of captain. This 
position he filled acceptably until the fall of Rich- 
mond, when he was soon granted an honorable 
discharge. In 1857-58-59 he was superintendent 
for Joseph Thornton, a wealthy Englishman, who 
was inthis country engaged in getting out ship 
timber. In 1859 and 1860 he was appointed assist- 
ant enumerator in the government census taken 
of this portion of the state. In the spring 
of 1866 he was appointed assistant asses- 
sor under George Charles, at Cumberland, and 
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Juter succeeded that gentleman as county asses- 
sor, retaining the office up to 1869. In 1873 he 
helped to take the census of the western part of 
Allegany County (now Garrett) and divide the 
county. For several years he traveled extens- 
ively as salesman in the western, southern and 
eastern states, but in 1879 returned to his old 
home with the intention of making his permanent 
residence here in the future. He has since been 
engaged in general farming and owns three hun- 
dred acres of fine land here. In 1887 he was 
elected to the Maryland legislature, and was one 
of the active Democrats in that honorable body 
during the sessions. For many years he has 
held membership with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, was one of the building committee of 
both the old and the new church buildings, and 
has been a trustee for a long period. 

In 1890 Mr. Friend married Miss Emma C. 
Schroyer, daughter of J. D. Schroyer; and three 
children grace their happy home. They are 
named respectively: Earl Morrill, Ruth Adele 
and Ada Blanche. 


EORGE E. BISHOFF, a successful farmer 
and dairyman of the Sixth District, Garrett 
County, was born in Preston County, W. 

Va., in 1843, and is a son of Henry and Lydia 
(Miller) Bishoff, natives of the same county. 
His father, who was born in 1799, spent fifty 
years of his life upon the same farm and was one 
of the prominent farmers of his locality, owning 
large tracts devoted to the raising of horses, 
cattle and cereals. Politically he was active in 
the Democratic party up to the time of the war, 
and afterward a Republican. For many years he 
was a deacon in the Lutheran Church. His 
death occurred in 1872, when he was seventy- 
three yearsofage. He was of German parentage, 
his father having emigrated from Germany and 
become one of the earliest settlers of Preston 
County. i 

The family of which our subject is a member 


consisted of eleven children, of whom eight are 
living, namely: Susan, widow of John Ringer; 
Mary, wife of Jacob Bower; Rachel, widow of 
Fugene Wolf; Elizabeth, Mrs. Joseph Harner; 
Catherine, who married Thomas Cuppett; George 
E.; and Ezra, of St. Louis County, Mo. Those 
deceased are: Margaret, wife of Michael Albricht, 
of Preston County; Joseph; Lydia, wife of Zalmon 
Cuppett; and John H. The mother of these chil- 
dren died at the home of our subject in 1Sg1, 
when she was eighty-seven years of age. 

In a log cabin, with few appurtenances for 
teaching, our subject gained a knowledge of the 
three R’s. At the age of eighteen he enlisted in 
Company A, Seventh West Virginia Infantry, 
aud served for four years, being promoted to the 
rank of sergeant-major after the battle of Gettys- 
burg, and to the rank of adjutant near Petersburg 
during the siege of Richmond. He participated 
in the battle of Antietam, Gettysburg, the Wil- 
derness and other engagements. During his en- 
tire period of service he was not wounded or 
taken prisoner. In July of 1865 he returned to 
Preston County and shortly afterwards bought 
one of his father’s farms, situated near Brandon- 
ville, where he spent four years. In 1870 he 
came to Allegany County and settled on a farm 
near Friendsville, his land being included within 
the present limits of the village. In 1878 he 
sold there and bought a farm near Hoyes, where 
he has since resided, carrying on general farming 
and stock-raising on his two hundred acres of 
land. He makes a specialty of fine dairy work 
and furnishes the markets with the finest quality 
of home-made butter. 

Politically a Republican, Mr. Bishoff was 
county commissioner for two years, census 
taker for one term, and tax collector during his 
residence in Preston County. Political matters 
engage his attention aud he studies to keep him- 
self posted concerning all the issues before the 
people to-day. In 1865 he married Miss Martha 
A., daughter of George Sisler, of Preston County. 
The children now living that were born of their 
union are: Charles H., who is living in Mineral 
County, W. Va:; Laura, wife of George Custer; 
Thomas; Lillian, wife of George W. Kemp, of 
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Somerset County, Pa.; Jennie, Clara, William 
and Pearl. The children are all musically in- 
clined, having inherited talent in that art from 
their father, who has been interested in music 
for years and has served efficiently as leader of 
the church choir. The four children of our sub- 
ject who are deceased are two who died in infancy, 
unnamed, and Joseph Cook and George Milton. 
Fraternally Mr. Bishoff is connected with 
Sherman Post No. 11, G. A. R., department of 
Maryland, in which he has been adjutant. Inthe 
Methodist Episcopal Church he has been steward, 
trustee, class-leader, exhorter for twenty-seven 
years, and Sunday-school superintendent for 
twenty-one years. He has also been president 
of the Garrett County Sunday-school Association. 
His family are members of the same church as 
himself. Asa farmer he is well and favorably 
He takes great pride in keeping his 
farm and its buildings in good condition and has

HRISTIAN M. KEEDY, of Keedysville, 

was born in 1827 ina house that stood a 

little to the south of this village. He repre- 
sents the fourth generation of a family in Wash- 
ington County. His great-grandfather came to 
America from Germany, and was one of the 
pioneers of this county (then included in Fred- 
erick), settling in the vicinity of the present 
village of Keedysville, where he cleared and im- 
proved a tract of farm land. The grandfather, 
Jacob H. Keedy, was born in this vicinity and 
spent his entire life in agricultural pursuits, be- 
ing fairly successful in his enterprises. He oc- 
cupied the old homestead on the Braddock road, 
residing there until within a short time of his 
death, when he came to Keedysville and here he 
dicd when about seventy-five years of age. 

John J. Keedy, our subject’s father, was one 
of ten children. He was born in this locality in 
i805, and made farming his life occupation, 
though he had other important interests. In 
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1834 he built a grist mill in Keedysville, which 
was the first mill in this part of the county, and 
which he carried on for six years, in addition to 
managing his farm. He was the pioneer of 
Centreville, the name of which, after the establish- 
ment of the postofice, was changed to Keedys- 
ville, in honor of him and in recognition of the 
work he had done for the upbuilding of the town. 
Politically he was a Whig during the existence 
of the party, and later a Republican. When the 
Civil war was in progress he acted in the capacity 
of guide to the Union soldiers, and at the battle 
of South Mountain was in the Union lines, but 
never enlisted in the service. Being an old resi- 
dent and knowing the country well, his services 
were quite valuable tothe army officers. He died 
in 1868, when he was sixty-two years of age. 
The mother of our subject was Mary Ann 
Middlekauff, daughter of Christian M. Middle- 
kauff; she died in 1882, at the age of eighty-two 
years. Of her eight children, four are living, 
viz.: Christian M.; George W., living in Kan- 
sas; Ann Sophia, wife of James Aversall; and 
Thomas Jefferson, whose home is in Nebraska. 
The early years of our subject were passed on the 
home farm, where he assisted his father in the 
cultivation of the land. After his father’s death 
he succeeded to the old homestead, which he now 
owns and upon which he raises the various 
cereals. He is the owner of about seven hun- 
dred acres of fine land in Washington County. 
As a farmer he is very progressive, it being his 
aim to keep in touch with every improvement 
that will assist in the work of developing an 
estate. Of agriculture he has made a science. 
He has introduced modern machinery and 
all the latest methods of carrying on a farm. 
In 1868 he established a general farmers’ pro- 
ducts business at Keedysville, and this he has 
since successfully conducted. Both in business 
and in farming he has been successful. He is 
the only one now living on the line of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad at this point who resided 
here at the time the road was built. He was the 
first burgess of the town and has been active in 
promoting euterprises for the benefit of the town 
and county. Politically a Republican, he is active 
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in the party in local and state affairs, and was one 
of the prime movers in establishing the town 
cemetery, donating the land needed for the pur- 
pose, and purchasing about two-thirds of the 
stock. He is also a director in the Boonsboro 
and Sharpsburg turnpike. 


In 1849 Mr. Keedy married Mary Ellen Carr, 


daughter of John Carr. They have three chul- 
dren: Clemantine, wife of Jacob Eavy; Etta ., 
Mrs. Charles B. Taylor; and Lottie B., whe mar- 
ried Charles E. Keedy, of Baltimore. The family 
are identified with the Reformed Church, in 
which Mr. Keedy has been an elder for many 
years. Fraternally he is connected with Eureka 


Lodge No. 105, A. F. & A. M. 
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ACOB H. COST, a representative citizen of 
the Twenty-first District of Washington 
County, has always been noted among his 

neighbors and acquaintances for his integrity and 
uprightness of character. He is a man whose 
chief aim in life has not been personal aggran- 
dizement, but rather the promotion of his brother’s 
welfare and that of the people. He has not 
sought, as so many do, to become wealthy at the 
expense of others’ rights, but has gradually 
amassed a comfortable fortune by honest industry 
To his children he will leave 


and steady toil. ean 
inheritance far better and more lasting than 
riches--an unblemished name and a record of 


which they have just cause to be proud. 

The father of the above, Samuel Cost, was a 
native of Sharpsburg District, and in his young 
manhood plied the trade of shoemaking and at 
one time had the largest trade of any country 
shoemaker in the county. He had a shop on his 
farm, and was aided by his wife, who did consid- 
erable of his work for him, such as binding, ete. 
Afterwards, when he had become rich and suc- 
cessful, he bought tracts of fine farm land until 
he owned some four hundred and fifty or more 
acres. For one term he served as county com- 
missioner, to the entire satisfaction of all con- 
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cerned, and after the organization of the Repub- 
licaz party he gave it his earnest support. Dur- 
ing the war, he was exceptionally good to the 
wounded soldiers, aud cften cared for them in his 
own house. He was a true Christian, and for 
years was a faithful member of the Reformed 
Chureli aud an elder in his last years. Death 
called him to the better land when he had reached 
the age of about seventy-four years. His father, 
Frederick, whose age at death was nearly the 
same, was likewise a shoemaker by occupation. 

The mother of our subject was Miss Barbara 
Keedy before her marriage, a daughter of Jacob 


H. Keedy. Her brother, John J. Keedy, 
founded the village of Keedysville. Mrs. Cost 
was 2 lady whom everybody loved. She died 


when but forty-five years of age, firm in the 
faith of the Reformed Church, in the doctrines of 
which she had been trained from childhood. 
Of tne six children born to Mr. and Mrs. Cost 
but two are now living, Jacob H. and Aaron, 
the Jatter a resident of Hagerstown. 

Jacob H. Cost was born in Sharpsburg District, 
Washington County, January 14, 1833, and 
passed his early days ona farm. where the old 
shoe-shop of Keedysville yet stands. He re- 
ceived his education in the subscription schools 
of that period, and continued to give his father 
his assistance until he was twenty-three years of 
age. For the following thirty years he was 
engaged in carrying ona farm on the banks of 
Antietam Creek, the place being called the 
Hitt farm. In 1885 he bought the fine home- 
stead which he has since cultivated and on which 
he has made substantial improvements. He has 
been a stanch adherent of the Republican party, 
a friend to the cause of education and everything 
favoring progress. On the morning of Septem- 
ber 17, 1862, while the dreadful battle of Antie- 
tam was being fought, he opened his house as a 
hospital for the wounded soldiers and by nine 
o'clock there were twenty-five of the poor suffer- 
ers in his parlor receiving treatment. General 
Meade had his headquarters in his home for some 
time, also; in every way possible Mr. Cost gave 
his aid to the Union forces. He is a man of very 
kind and generous nature, and it has been one of 
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the chief pleasures of his life when an opportun- 
ity offered that he might prove of use to lus fel- 
low-men and country. For twenty-one years he 
served as deacon in the Reformed Church of 
Keedysville, but since his removal to his present 
home he has been an active member of Zion Re- 
formed Church at Hagerstown, of which his fam- 
ily are regular attendants. He has served as an 
elder of that body since 1886. 

The first wife of Mr. Cost was Miss Barbara 
A. Piper, who died at the age of thirty-three 
years, leaving four children. But one of the 
number, Hamma, is now living. For his second 
wife Mr. Cost chose Miss Alice LL. Koons, 
daughter of Peter Koons, of Carroll County. 
They have had two children, Irene M. and Jessie. 
Irene is the wife of Rev. G. A. Snyder, pastor of 
Christ Reformed Church of Hagerstown. Jessie, 
the younger sister, is at home with her parents. 
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ICHARD THOMAS FRAZEE is the pro- 
prietor and manager of the Crawford House 
in Friendsville, Garrett County, and is very 

popular with the people of this community and 
With the traveling public in general. About six 
years ago he built the fine modern hotel now con- 
trolled by him, and has it well fitted out with 
equipments suitable toa place of this size. In 
addition to running the hotel, he owns and oper- 
ates the farm known as Chestnut Lump; is inter- 
ested in a lumber business, furnishing ties to the 
railroad company at the rate of three thousand 
per month the year around. Aggressive and 
methodical in lis transactions, adhering to the 
letter in all contracts, reliable and fair, he has 
won the commendation of all who know him, and 
is rapidly acquiring a comfortable fortune. 
Itlisha Frazee, great-grandfather of our sub- 
ject, was a native of France, but settled in New 
York City during the Revolutionary war. He 
owned large estates there, and among other 
property which he possessed, was that where Trin- 
ity Church now stands. He leased this site to 


unknown parties for ninety-nine years, and the 
land has grown in value until it 1s now estimated 
to be worth nearly $100,000,000. By right 
it belongs to the Frazee family, but the lack of 
proper evidence and the loss or destruction of 
the original lease, prevent them from taking 
any definite action in the matter. After leasing 
the above land, Elisha Frazee came to Maryland 
and purchased land near Selbysport. There he 
passed the remainder of his life and reared seven 
daughters and two sons, Jonathan and Jeremiah. 
The younger son succeeded to the home property, 
and of his descendants now living in Selbysport, 
Hiram W., George W. and William Henry are 
his grandchildren. Jonathan Frazee removed 
from his birthplace near Selbysport to the vicinity 
of Friendsville, and here bought what is now 
known as Frazee’s Ridge, and on this place his 
death occurred. 

Richard Frazee, father of R. T. Frazee, whose 
name heads this sketch, was born in Allegany 
County, Md., in 1801, and was occupied in farm- 
ing hereabouts as long as he lived. He was con- 
sidered one of the representative men of this 
section in his day and was loved and honored by 
all who knew him. He died at the age of sixty- 
two years. His political faith was that set forth 
by the Republican party platform. He was mar- 
ried in 1830 to Miss Harriet Green, daughter of 
Richard Thomas Green, of the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland. She is still living on the old home- 
stead, about three and a-half miles from Friends- 
ville, and though eighty-eight years of age, is 
remarkably bright and active in mind and body. 

Of her six children, our subject is the young- 
est, and the others are: Emily, Maggie E., Mary 
A., Eliza M. and Jonathan (who died while in the 
army 11 1862). Mrs. Frazee comes from a pio- 
neer family in this state and county. Her great- 
grandfather, Richard Green, served in the French 
and Indian war in colonial times, and in the prog- 
ress of the Revolutionary war he was captured 
by the Iudians. While the savages were taking 
him across the river in a canoe, Mr. Frazee 
noticed that one of his captors was for an instant 
relaxed in his vigilance, and seizing his gun the 
white man shot one of the others, and then with 
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the butt of his weapon struck the remaining oc- 
cupant of the boat and threw him into the river, 
where he was drowned. 

Richard Thomas Frazee was born in Friends- 
ville in 1844, and lived upon a farm until 1878, 
when he went to Confluence, Pa., where he be- 
came the proprietor of the Riverside and Sterner 
Houses, having them in charge some ten years. 
Then returning to this, his old home, he resumed 
agricultural pursuits, and followed that vocation 
exclusively for four years. He has been very 
fortunate in his connection with the Crawford 
House and commands a lucrative patronage. 
His right of franchise he wields for the benefit of 
the Republican party. In 1873 he married Miss 
Elvira Ryland, daughter of Sylvester Ryland. 
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LEXANDER R. HAGNER. A resident of 
Hagerstown, Mr. Hagner is well known not 
only in this city, but throughout the state. 

At the bar of Hagerstown and in the higher 
courts of Maryland, with which he has been 
identified since 1882, he has won prominence by 
his erudition and ability. In the conduct of his 
cases he has won theereputation of a man well 
versed in the law. His quick perceptive faculties 
enable him to readily master any principle of the 
law and also to discern the motives and purposes 
of human nature. In addition to his private 
practice, he is attorney for a nuimber of corpora- 
tions and the Second National Bank. 

Mr. Hagner is a member of an old and honored 
family of Maryland. His grandfather, Peter V. 
Hagner, was an auditor of the United States from 
the period covering the administration of Andrew 
Jackson to that of James Buchanan. One of the 
sons of the grandfather was Judge A. B. Hagner, 
of the supreme court of the District of Columbia; 
another was Richard H., who served as state’s 
attorney in Calvert County for several terms and 
in other ways has been prominent in professional 
and public life. He married Annie M., daughter 
Dr. Hungerford, of Calvert County, a large land

and slave owner. Mr. Hagner is now seventy- 
seven and his wife sixty-seven years of age. Both 
are earnest Christians and consistent members of 
the Episcopal Church. They are the parents of 
four children, those besides our subject being 
Thomas H., who is connected with the Northern 
Central Railroad; Annie F., wife of William N. 
Atwell, of Baltimore; and Daniel M., who died 
at thirty-three years of age. 

Born in Calvert County, Md., October 1, 1858, 
the subject of this sketch has known no other 
home than this state and has never had a desire 
to leave the old commonwealth and cast in his 
fortunes with strangers in a strange community. 
From an early age he determined to become an 
attorney and his studies were directed toward that 
end. He read law with Hon. Alexander Ran- 
dall and Judge A. B. Hagner, a firm of noted 
Maryland lawyers. For his legal studies he had 
laid a solid foundation by a fine classical educa- 
tion, having attended St. John’s Coilege at Ann- 
apolis until his graduation in 1880; and during his 
senior year he won the gold medal given by 
Bishop Pinkney of the diocese for the best essay 
in metaphysics. 

Since 1882 Mr. Hagner has been engaged in 
practice at Hagerstown. He has become promi- 
nently known as one of the leaders of the Repub- 
lican party in his locality, andas president of the 
Twice he was 
a candidate for state’s attorney, and the second 
time he came within four votes of receiving the 
nomination, although two hundred and fifty 
ballots were cast. In 1896 he was a candidate to 
represent the sixth congressional district of Mary- 
land in congress, and in the convention of his 


“party at Oakland he received twelve votes, (when 


thirteen would have given him the nomination ) 
for several hundred ballots. The convention 
continued in session four days and nights and 
adjourned without making a nomination, but 
on reconvening at Rockville, he was defeated. 
In the fall of 1897 he was chairman of the Re- 
publican county central committee, a position of 
trust and responsibility, in which he rendered 
most satisfactory service. In May, 1898, he was 
appointed by Governor Lowndes one of the board

In addition to his other interests he is a director 
of the Hagerstown Land Company, which has 
been largely instrumental in bringing the different 
manufacturing industries to this place. 

June 26, 1890, Mr. Hagner married Leah 3., 
daughter of Dr. T. W. Simmons, of Hagerstown. 
They have three children, Alexander Randali, 
Jr., Florence B. and Louisa Harrison, all young 
and at home. The family are connected with 
the Episcopal Church, in which Mr. Hagner is 
a vestryman. 





ARRETT V. DIXON. For seventeen years 

this sterling citizen of Garrett County has 

owned and carried on a large and valuable 
farm in the Second District, one mile from the 
town of Friendsville. He is a practical agricult- 
urist, understanding thoroughly everything per- 
taining to the proper management of a farm, and 
everything about his homestead bears evidence of 
his constant care and attention. Beginning life 
a poor boy, he has gradually worked his way up- 
ward to a position of an assured competence, and 
justly enjoys the respect of his associates and 
neighbors. 

The father of our subject was Edward Dixon, 
a native of Mineral County, Va. He was a 
wealthy planter, as fortunes went in those days, 
and owned large estates at one time. He died 
when in the prime of life, being but forty years 
of age when his labors were brought to a close. 
His father, Joseph Dixon, was a pioneer farmer 
of Mineral County, and lived to the extreme age 
of one hundred and six years. Edward Dixon 
married Mary Wilson, daughter of Thomas Wil- 
son, and nine children came to bless their union. 
Mrs. Dixon was nearly fourscore years old at 
the time of her demise. 

Garrett V. Dixon was born in Mineral County, 
Va., upon the parental homestead, in 1836, and 
there his two first years were spent. He was 
then brought to this state by his parents and 


grew to manhood in Allegany (now Garrett) 
County. “He mastered the common branches of 
Jearning in the schoois of that neighborhood, and 
during the war semoved from Deer Park, his for- 
mer place of residence, to a farm near Accident, 
this county. fe carried ona good farm there 
for 2 period of seventeen years, and in 1881 he 
was enabled tc purchase the piece of property 
known as the Adam Sawyer or Mullen farm. 
There are three hundred acres in the place, and 
it is well adapted for general farming and stock- 
raising. Politically Mr. Dixon is a strong Re- 
publican, and takes a lively interest in public 
affairs, though he has never been an aspirant to 
official distiuction. A valued member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, he has served as a 
steward and trustee for some time, and has al- 
ways given his means and influence toward the 
maintenance of righteousness, temperance and 
brotherly love. 

In 1861 Mr. Dixon married Frances Herrin, 
and of the thirteen children born to them, all 
save two survive. In order of birth they are as 
follows: Darius McClelland, a merchant and 
member of the firm of Dixon & Kilso, of Oak- 
land, Garrett County; James; Winona, wife of 
George Herrin; Mary E., Mrs. Elmer Green; 
Arthur, William D., Marshall E., Stella T., Asa 
V., John T. and Frances May. 
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HRISTIAN F. HETZEL, justice of the 

peace, and a well-known resident of Cum- 

berland, was born in Goeppingen, Wurtem- 
berg, Germany, September 25, 1838. His 
father, Philip Joshua, was born in the same dis- 
trict January 1, 1809, and received excellent 
educational advantages. Having learned thie 
tailor’s trade, he traveled in the principal countries 
of Europe, working at that occupation, and in 
that way he not only acquired a knowledge of 
the trade and its requirements in different coun- 
tries, but he also gained an excellent idea of life 
in Vienna, Berlin, Berne, Paris and other prom- 
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jnent continental cities. On his return to 
Germany he settled at Goeppingen, where he 
remained in business until 1844, and then, ac- 
companied by his family, came to America. He 
remained in New York until 1850, and then came 
to Cumberland, where he followed his trade until 
his death in 1871. In politics he was a Demo- 
crat and active in advancing the principles of the 
party, but never sought office. He was a mem- 
ber of the German Lutheran Church. 

In Germany, January 15, 1835, Philip Joshua 
Hetzel married Margaret Yauss, daughter of 
John Jacob Yauss, who lived in the same locality 
as himself. Their children were as follows: 
Christina Matilda, deceased, who was born Janu- 
ary 11, 1836, and married John G. Bauer, at one 
time sheriff of Allegany County, Md.; Caroline 
Fredericka, deceased, who was born July 12, 
1837, and married John Appel, of Cumberland; 
Christian F.; Barbara, born January 22, 1840, 
died in 1846; Maria J., born May 29, 1842, now 
the wife of George F. Schafer, of Cumberland: 
Auna M., who died in infancy; Gottlieb Eman- 
uel, born October 27, 1845, and died in infancy; 
Christian G., also deceased in infancy; John 
Joshua, who was born February 1, 1849, and 
resides in New York City. 

The paternal grandfather of our subject, 
Christian Frederick Hetzel, was born in Barten- 
bach, Tuebingen, April 3, 1766. He first married 
Maria Dorothea Yauss, whose father was the 
school-teacher in his town, a position then very 
important and one that required not only an ex- 
‘ceptional education, but also a government 
appointment. After her death he married a sec- 
ond time, being united October 18, 1796, with 
Anna Kreeb, who was our subject’s grandmother 
and died November 15, 1855. 

When our subject was brought to this country 
he was a child of seven, unable to speak the 
English language. His education has been ac- 
quired principally through his unaided efforts 
and by contact with the world. When twelve 
years of age he left home and began to work for 
Lowndes & Cramer, proprietors of a general store 
in Cumberland, with whom he worked without 


compensation for more than a year. He re- 
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mained with them from 1850 to 1859, and in that 
time worked himself up until he was head clerk 
in the establishment. In October, 1859, he re- 
signed his position and went to Pennsylvania, 
where he engaged in the mercantile business 
with his brother-in-law, remaining there until 
1868. On his return to Cumberland he bought 
out a store here and for a time was in partner- 
ship with John ‘G. Bauer, but bought out his 
partner in 1880, and continued alone until 1884. 
In the meantime he became a silent partner in 
the firm of H. Gerdemann & Co., which connec- 
tion proved quite remunerative. In 1890 he 
sold out his interest, having been appointed 
United States gauger for this district, a position 
that he heid for four years and three months. 

In 1894 Mr. Hetzel went to Georgia for the 
United States Leather Company, and was there 
for a year, attending to their interests. He then 
took charge of his brother’s store in Pennsy1- 
vania, where he remained from July, 1895, to 
April, 1896, then returned to Cumberland, join- 
ing his family here. Since then he has served as 
a magistrate, to which position he was appointed 
by Governor Lowndes. In politics he is a Re- 
publican. In 1860 he was appointed postmaster 
for Rainsburg, Pa., and held the position until 
1864, when he resigned to go into the service of 
the Union. At Carlisle, Pa., he met a young 
man named Kelly, eighteen years of age, who 
offered to volunteer in his place, and who was ac- 
cepted, enlisting and remaining in service until 
the expiration of the time, without receiving a 
wound in battle. In 1866 he was elected bur- 
gess (mayor) for the town of Rainsburg. 

After coming to Cumberland, in 1871-72, Mr. 
Hetzel served as a member of the city council. 
In 1873 he was city treasurer, handling $50,000 
in bonds for the floating debt; $90,000 in bonds 
for the city hall, and.over $65,000 of regular city 
revenue, all of which caused much extra work 
during his term. Both in 1874 and 1880 he was 
a candidate for mayor of Cumberland, but was 
defeated by W. A. Withers and J. W. Walton 
by small majorities. February rz, 1884, the 
mayor and city council of Cumberland appointed 
him a trustee for the sinking fund of the city. 
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In 1894 he was appointed postmaster at Flint- 
stone, Ga., which position he held from the first 
to the middle of the year 1895. In 1881 he was 
elected to the state legislature and served in the 
session of 1882 with such credit to himself that 
he was re-elected the following year. During 
his membership in the legislature he assisted on 
many important committees, the principal one 
being the committee on corporations. April 20, 
1896, he was commissioned justice of the peace, 
to which office he was again appointed in 1898. 

Mr. Hetzel has been president, vice-president, 
and treasurer of a number of building associa- 
tions. Fraternally an Odd Fellow, he is a 
member of Chosen Friends’ Lodge No. 34, En- 
campment No. 23, and Colfax Rebekah Degree 
No. 1. He was the first to urge the establish- 
ment of a Rebekah degree in the state. For 
twelve years, or until he resigned on going south, 
he was district deputy grand master for the Odd 
Fellows’ lodges at Cumberland. Hewas a mem- 
ber of the grand lodge for a number of years. 
In religious faith he is a Lutheran. 

November 3, 1859, Mr. Hetzel married Mar- 
garet C. James, daughter of George James, of 
Rainsburg, Pa. They became the parents of 
eight children, namely: Maud, who married G. 
Stanley Butler, of Cumberland; Sarah M., wife of 
Dr. William F. Twigg, of Cumberland; George 
Howard, who isin businessin Cumberland; Matil- 
da B., wife of Webb Blackwell, also of this city; 
Edgar B., of Indianapolis, Ind.; Carl C., in busi- 
ness in Cumberland; Anna V.; and Bancroft, who 
is connected with his brothers in business. 

The public-school system has a friend in Mr. 


Hetzel. His own lack of education has made 


him desirous that the children of this generation 
may have all the advantages which he was 
denied, and for this reason he has labored inde- 
fatigably to advance the interests of the schools. 
He served as school trustee for twelve years 
prior to going to Georgia. During that term of 
service he never permitted politics to enter into 
the work, but sought the best man for the posi- 
tion, irrespective of political ties. Among his 
most valued possessions is a souvenir, an ancient 
Bible, that has been handed down to him. It 


was printed in 1720 and is in German, the trans- 
lation of which was commenced in 1522 and 
completed in 1534. A large volume, 11x15, it 
contains over twelve hundred pages, printed ona 
paper that is very well preserved, considering its 
age. The book has been re-bound in pigskin, 
but even this shows to a considerable extent the 
ravages of time. 








ENRY JOHN COSENS, D. V. S., who was 
appointed horse and cattle inspector for 
Washington County in 1896, is of English 

birth and was a British subject during the period 
of the Civil war, and for three years was a veter- 
inary surgeon in the Confederate service. He is 
a graduate of the Royal Veterinary College of 
London and is thoroughly master in his chosen 
profession. Hecame to the United States just 
prior to the breaking out of the war, locating in 
Stanton, Va., and since 1864 he has made his 
home in Hagerstown. During his service in the 
southern army he had frequent conversations with 
most of the noted leaders of their forces, among 
these having been Generals Lee, Longstreet, Im- 
boden, Stewart and ‘‘Stonewall’’ Jackson. He 
once rode all night long to meet with the earnest 
wish of the last-named officer that he might treat 
his horse, and was successful in effecting a cure 
of the noble animal. At one time or another he 
was called upon to treat the horses of the above- 
named generals and many others of equal fame. 

The paternal grandfather of the doctor bore 
the name of Edmund Cosens. The parents of 
our subject were Henry John and Frances (Rud- 
wick) Cosens, the former of whom diedin 1860, 
at the age of fifty-eight years, and the latter in 
1855, when in her fifty-seventh year. The father 
was a farmer, owning one of the largest estates 
in Sussex, England, his property adjoining that 
of the Duke of Richmond. Mr. Cosens was well 
known to every one in the shire as he was an ex- 
tensive stock and grain raiser and frequently sent 
large shipments to London. He was very pros- 
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perous and influential and stood very high in the 
estimation of his acquaintances. The fine old 
yaanor house in which he resided has been in the 
possession of the family for over two hundred 
years and is one of the notable landmarks of the 
county. Mr. Cosens was the supervisor of the 
poor and occupied other official positions in his 
community. Both he and his good wife were 
strictly orthodox, belonging to the Church of 
England. Of their seven children, Fanny is the 
wife of Blake Duke, a farmer of Little Hampton, 
England; Alfred, who died in 1879, was about 
forty-eight years of age; Cornelius is living on a 
homestead in Hampshire, England; Emily died 
at the age of twenty-one, unmarried; Anna C. is 
the wife of Thomas Wackford of the same parish 
as is her brother Cornelius; and Eliza is the wife 
of a Mr. Harrison, of the British navy. 

Henry John Cosens was born in Chichester, 
Sussex, England, March 23, 1837. He was edu- 
cated ata boarding school in Little Hampton, 
under the tutelage of Professor Grix, and re- 
mained on the farm until he was seventeen. He 
was then apprenticed to Jeffrey Dawtry, a gradu- 
ate of the Royal Veterinary College of London, 
and was under his direction four years. Subse- 
quently he went to the well-known institution just 
mentioned and graduated therefrom in 1860. 
That same year he came to this country and has 
since devoted himself assiduously to his profes- 
sional practice. He enjoys a reputation second 
to ncne in this portion of the state in his depart- 
ment, and it was an outcome of this feeling that 
led to his being appointed to the responsible posi- 
tion which he is at present holding. He and his 
family are members of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church. 

May 9g, 1859, Mr. Cosens married Miss Georg- 
ina, daughter of John Edward Gooch. Mrs. 
Cosens is one of nine children and was born in 
Scotland, March 16, 1843. Her brothers and 
sisters are as follows: James, a silk merchant of 
London; Maria, who died unmarried; Henrietta, 
Mrs. R. V. Horton, who was killed in a railway 
accident in 1863, while the babe in her arms was 
uninjured; Elizabeth, who married James In- 
gram and dicd in Sydney, Australia; Jane, wife 
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of Dr. J. Webley, of England; Harriet, deceased, 
formerly wife of Thomas Ward; Anna, Mrs. 
George Bond, who is sleeping her last sleep in 
Holly Wood Cemetery near the resting place of 
Jefferson Davis; and John Edward, who died of 
cholera and is buried in the Liverpool Ceme- 
tery. The mother of this large family was 
Hannah Widgery in her girlhood, and her mar- 
riage was solemnized in St. George's Church, 
Hanover Square, London, one of the wealthiest 
and most fashionable churches in the world. Her 
father was a game-keeper and had nine men under 
his supervision. 

To the union of the doctor and wife ten chil- 
dren were born, viz.: George Albert, a machin- 
ist of this city; Henry John, Jr., a veterinary 
surgeon; John Hampden, a machinist; Florence; 
Clarence Adolphus; Walter Alfred, and Anna 
Victoria, all at home; Robert Henry and James 
Alfred, who died with diphtheria in Baltimore 
while on a visit there with their parents, only a 
few days apart; and Margaret Pope, who died at 
the age of seventeen months, October 25, 1885.

APT. ROBERT C. BAMFORD, of Hagers- 
town, formerly a member of the state legis- 
lature and sheriff of Washington County, 

was born March 27, 1831, near Sharpsburg, on 
what was a part of the Antietam battlefield. His 
father, Henry, who was a native of County Ty- 
rone, in the north of Ireland, emigrated to Amer- 
ica at seventeen years of age, in company with 
John Brinn, the owner of the Antietam iron 
works near Sharpsburg. In these works he was 
employed as overseer and also became the owner 
of an interest in the company, with which he re- 


mained during the greater part of his life. He 
died in 1868, at the age of seventy-eight. In re- 


ligious belief he was an active member of the 
Lutheran Church, while in politics he was an old- 
line Whig. 

The captain’s mother, whose maiden name was 
Sarah Wilcox, was born in Frederick County, 
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Md., and died at the home of her son, Robert C., 
at the age of eighty-four years. She was a 
daughter of John Wilcox, who came from Eng- 
land to America in young manhood and served 
asa private in the Warof 1812. In religious 
views she was a Lutheran. In her family there 
were ten children, but all are deceased excepting 
our subject and his brother, Henry Augustus, 
now living in Harrisburg, Pa. The bovhood 


days of our subject were passed at Sharpsburg, ° 


where he was for a short time a pupil in the sub- 
scription schools. His education, however; was 
mostly gained by self-culture. At the age of 
eighteen he began an apprenticeship to the car- 
penter’s trade with Aaron Frye, at Sharpsburg, 
under whom he worked for two years, and then 
went to Cumberland, where he was employed at 
his trade for three months. His next position 
was with the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, in the construction of bridges. Through 
careful study of that department of carpentering 
he became a master bridgebuilder. 

After three years in building bridges in Mary- 
land he was sent to Ohio by W. W. Baldwin, who 
was the patentee of an iron and wooden bridge 
for railroads. He had charge of the building of 
a bridge of four spans across the Muskingum 
River at Zanesville, a large bridge, double track, 
five hundred and fifteen feet long, this being his 
first work of responsibility. Upon the comple- 
tion of the bridge he was offered a position as 
supervisor of bridges, at a salary of $1,200 per 
year, and this he accepted. At the expiration of 
a year he was promoted to be roadmaster of the 
same road, his salary being $1,800. Hetremained 
in that position from 1853 until 1859, when he 
was engaged by Baldwin, Clark & Co., of Balti- 
timore, to put up bridges for the Havana & 
Matanzas Railroad in Cuba. He went to Cuba, 
where he received a salary of $10 per day and all 
expenses. He superintended the erection of six 
bridges, the work taking eight months’ time. 

On his return to the United States Captain 
Bamford went to Cambridge, Ohio, the home of 
the parents of his wife, Margaret If, Hiatt, whom 
he had married there June 2, 1857. In the 
spring of 1861 he came to Sharpsburg, expecting 
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to take his parents west, but while there the war 
broke out and he resolved to serve his country. 
He resigned his position, with its $1,800 salary, 
and organized a company for service, but they 
did not enter the army. Later he assisted in or- 
ganizing Company H, First Maryland Infantrv, 
in which he was first lieutenant for a short time. 
but afterward captain of the company from April, 
1862, until mustered out in November, 1861. 
His term of service covered three years and three 
months. In January, 1861, he and one hundred 
picked men were ordered to run a telegraph line 
from Hagerstown to Hancock, Md. At that time 
Jackson was making his raid through Virginia 
and they drove the Federal soldiers across the 
river into Maryland. After the regiment was or- 
ganized it was ordered to Winchester, Va., where 
the men bore a brave part in the battle. They 
also took part in the siege of Harper’s Ferry. 
where General Miles surrendered September 15, 
1862. 

In that engagement Captain Bamford was taken 
prisoner. He was sent to Annapolis and paroled 
for six months, after which he was exchanged 
and sent to the lower Potomac. From March 
until June he was stationed at the mouth of the 
Patuxon River, where he was provost-martial on 
the boat George Wimes. Next he was ordered 
to Piney Point, and from there took a boat for 
Baltimore. On the morning of July 2 he formed 
with the other soldiers in line of battle on the 
field at Gettysburg, and participated in the fight- 
ing on the second and third days, receiving three 
slight flesh wounds. Five balls struck his cloth- 
ing, all at about the same time, while he was on 
the skirmish line, but fortunately none of them 
penetrated his flesh. 

At Frederick Captain Bamford was with his 
regiment under Generals Tyler and Wallace, and 
while there he was brevetted major. On account 
of being wounded in the left leg by a shell he did 
not afterward engage in active duty, but served 
as provost until he was mustered out of the serv- 
ice. He then returned to Sharpsburg, where his 
parents lived, and there he engaged in dealing in 
horses and hay. In 1868 he moved to Hagers- 
town, where he was storekeeper of Spreckler’s 
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distillery for the government, but after two years 
:1 that position accepted employment as salesman 
ina large stove and tinware store, where he re- 
mained until his election as sheriff. In the fall 
of 1871 he became sheriff, a position that he filied 
with the greatest efficiency. He was elected on 
the Republican ticket by a majority of one hun- 
dred and eighty-six, although the county had a 
Democratic majority of four hundred and seveuty. 
This was not his first experience as an office- 
helder, as he had been elected to the legislature 
in 1866, and had served in that capacity with 
credit to himself. 

At the expiration of his term of two years Cap- 
tain Bamford retired from the sheriff's office 
and resumed business pursuits. He built prop- 
erty and engaged in the livery business, for nine 
years conducting a stable and also buying and 
sclling horses. In 1893 he was nominated for 
the position of judge of the orphans’ court but 
was defeated. In 1875 he was elected a member 
of the town council and served for two vears. 
Fraternally he is connected with Eureka Lodge 
No.5, A. F.& A. M., at Sharpsburg, of which his 
father was a charter member and one of the 
founders. He is also a member of Reno Post No. 
4, G. A. R., of Hagerstown, in which he is past 
commander. 

The family of Captain and Mrs. Bamford con- 
sists of two children, both daughters: Flora, wife 
of E. H. Ziegler, a ticket agent connected with 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad; and Bertha, 
wife of Lewis Ziegler, of Hagerstown. In poli- 
tics, as may be inferred from facts already given, 
Captain Bamford is a stanch Republican and one 
of the local leaders of the party. In 1852 he 
united with the Methodist Church. He was a 
member of the committee that had in charge the 
building of St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Hagerstown, a handsome edifice, 
erected at a cost of $52,000. In this church he 
has been a trustee for twenty-five years. He de- 
serves especial credit for the success he has 
gained, when the fact is considered that he 
started out for himself without capital. When 
he was about twenty years of age the iron works 
failed in which his father had invested all his 


money and he was left, an old man, without 
money and unable to work. The burden of sup- 
porting the family fell upon our subject and nobly 
did tie discharge the trust. He supported his 
parents until their death, and also cared for and 
educated his younger sister. Since the war he 
has never been strong, Laving lost his health 
while in the service; however, he has always 
been active and even now, though practically re- 
tired trom all labors. he still maintains an over- 
sight of his business interests and keeps himself 
posted concerning questions cf local and national 
imiportance. 


ENJAMIN F. CRANE, cne of the leading 
citizens of Mountain Lake Park, Garrett 
County, has been a resident of this charm- 

ing resort in the mountains ever since it was or- 
ganized as a town, and no one has been more 
deeply interested than hein the upbuilding and 
improvement of the place. He is very influen- 
tial as a Republican, and is a great worker in the 
party. The cause of education and better school 
facilities finds in him a sincere champion, as does 
in fact everything of a progressive nature. In 
1892 he was appointed justice of the peace by 
Governor Jackson; upon the expiration of his 
term was reappointed to the office for four years 
by Gov. Frank Brown, and again in 1898 was 
returned to the position by Governor Lowndes 
for four years more. For some time he was a 
trustee of the school board and used his influ- 
ence, as might have been expected, in behalf of 
improvement in the present system. 

Mr. Crane is a native of the neighboring state 
of West Virginia, his birth having occurred in 
Preston County in 1855. Heisason of Samuel 
B. Crane, a life-long resident of the same locality. 
He is still engaged in the cultivation of a valu- 
able farm in Preston County, and stands high in 
the respect and esteem of all who know him. 
During the war he was a member of the state 
militia. His wife, Ruth A., is a daughter of Sam- 
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uel Forman, aud is the mother of eight children, 
namely: B. F.; Thomas, of South Dakota; Jen- 
nie R., wife of ‘James D. Berry; Charles C.; 
Jarvis D.; John C.; Ida May, deceased, and 
William Edgar. The paternal ancestors of our 
subject were natives of England, who came to 
the United States at an early day, settling in New 
Jersey. Their descendants went to West Virginia 
and Virginia, and are, with a few exceptions, 
living in those states to-day. Grandfather Cal- 
vin Crane, who was born in New Jersey, went 
with his parents to West Virginia in his boyhood 
and was occupied during his active career as a 
miller, himself being the proprietor of a valuable 
mill property for many years. He became well- 
to-do and influential in Preston County, his name 
being a synonym for progress and public spirit. 

Up to the time that he was twenty-five years 
of age Mr. Crane lived at home aiding his father 
in the management of the homestead. His edu- 
cation was such as was afforded by the public 
schools of his home neighborhood. In 1880 he 
came to Mountain Lake Park and for several 
years was engaged in the ice business, furnishing 
supplies to the citizens. He belongs to Oak 
Lodge No. 8, I. O. O. F., of which he. is past 
grand; to Mountain Lodge No. 8, Order of the 
Mystic Chain, and in the last named he has been 
Sir Knight Commander. He is also a member of 
Garrett Lodge No. 113, K. of P., at Oakland. 

In 1877 Mr. Crane married Miss Civilla C. 
White, daughter of Johnson White, and the six 
children who grace their union are Lloyd W., 
Alma A., Lawrence B., Leo F., Della. F. and 
Wilmer IL. 0 Mr. Crane is a member of the 
Baptist Church and gives liberally of his means 
to its support. 





MYAND ARMIN REINHARD, who is 
engaged in the coal and wood business in 
Cumberland, is one of the native sons of 
this place, his birth having occurred here in 186r. 
His industry, application and well-applied 


methods have been the factors in the succe<s 
which he now enjoys. He is rapidly building u;, 
a very large custom among the leading familic. 
and business houses of the city and deserves the 
patronage he receives. 

Dr. John Andrew Reinhard, the father of our 
subject, was born in Germany and died in 1864, 
at the age of forty-seven years. He was success- 
fully engaged in the practice of medicine in Cum- 
berland for many years and at the time of the 
cholera epidemic in 1840 was especially fortunate 
in his treatment of the many cases that fell to his 
share. Upon his arrival here, however, he 
taught school for several years, and, being a fine 
Scholar and an able man in every way, met with 
success in this vocation as well as in his later 
calling. He owned a number of merchant boats 
on the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, which were 
engaged in trading. Politically he was a Demo- 
crat, and was a leader among the German-Anmier- 
ican citizens. During the Civil war he sympa- 
thized with the south and in his own house cared 
for many wounded soldiers. He married Emma 
Doerner, also of German birth, and six children 
were born to their union:.. Nelda, Mrs. Jacob 
Bender; Anna G.; Maggie and Rosa, all of whom 
are deceased; George A., a merchant of this city, 
and our subject. The mother became a resident 
of Cumberland when she was but seven years old 
and is still living here, being now in her sixty- 
ninth year. , 

W. A. Reinhard was given the benefits of an 
excellent education, as he not only attended the 


public schools but was a pupil in A. Ms Adams’ 


private school and others. At the age of fifteen 
he commenced to earn his own livelihood by 
clerking in Balzell’s store, where he remained 
about a year. He then became an employe of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company as a 
messenger, and a little later was made weigh 
master and freight clerk. Gradually he was pro- 
moted until in 1887 he was given the position of 
cashier. He continued to occupy this responsi- 
ble place until he resigned in September, 1888, 
in order that he might engage in business upon 
his own account. He was interested in merchan- 
dising with his brother for a short time, but in 
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April, 1889, accepted the position of freight 
agent for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, which 
was tendered him by the general manager. He 
ably and efficiently discharged the duties of this 
office until October, 1897, when he resigned and 
purchased the coal, wood and sewer-pipe business 
of C. C. Hetzel, and is still carrying on the 
enterprise. He uses his franchise in favor of the 
nominees of the Democracy. Religiously he is 
a Catholic. 

In 1885 Mr. Reinhard married Miss Fannie A. 
Ways, daughter of Joseph and Elizabeth Ways 
of this city. They have two children, Armin 
Leo and Emina E. 


ON, JOSEPH, . READING, -ex-mayor.: of 
Rockville, Montgomery County, came to 
this city in 1890 and has since made it his 

home, being the proprietor of a drug store that is 
the finest establishment in the place. He isa 
Democrat, and upon this ticket, in 1896, he was 
elected mayor, receiving two hundred and one 
out of two hundred and five votes and being the 
unanimous choice of the people, irrespective of 
political affiliations. 

A native of Hunterdon County, N. J., Mr. 
Reading was born near Flemington September 
13, 1850, to the union of William and Sarah M. 
(Capner) Reading. The family is one of the 
oldest in America, where it was established 
about 1686. John Reading, with his wife, Eliza- 
beth, and their two children, John and Elsie, 
settled in New Jersey at what is now Gloucester. 
When the town was laid out he became the 
owner of some fifty lots and about twelve hun- 
dred acres of land, a large portion of which he 
afterward sold. He made extensive purchases of 
land near Amwell, which were bequeathed to his 
son John. He represented Gloucester County in 
the councils of 1687 and the following year was 
appointed recorder of deeds and surveys, which 
position he again held in 1695-1701. Educa- 
tional advantages in New Jersey were then 
exceedingly limited and desiring that his children

might be afforded every opportunity he sent them 
to England in charge of his wife and they re- 
mained there for nine years. He was a man of 
large property and high standing and was one of 
the first surveyors in his locality. He died in 
1713 and was buried across the river in Bucks 


‘County, Pa. 


Next in line of descent was John, who was a 
surveyor and also largely concerned in the active 
managenient of public affairs. Through inherit- 
ance from his father and through purchase he 
became one of the largest landed proprietors of 
the region. After the death of his father he was 
appointed councillor and was the incumbent of 
that office from 1713 until hisdeath, in 1767. In 
1746, as oldest councillor, he succeeded in the 
management of government affairs President 
Hamilton, successor of Lewis, first governor of 
New Jersey after its separation from New York. 
Again, after the death of Governor Belcher, the 
administration of affairs devolved upon Mr. Read- 
ing. His name is first on the list of trustees of 
the College of New Jersey. He died at the age 
of eighty-one and his remains lie in the burying 
ground of the Amwell Presbyterian Church. 

By the marriage, in 1720, of John Reading to 
Mary, daughter of George Ryerson, of Passaic 
County, five children were born, of whom the 
eldest bore the family name of John. He was 
born in 1722 and married Isabella, daughter of 
William Montgomery, of Ayr, Scotland, their 
union resulting in the birth ofseven children. The 
eldest, John, was born in 1751 and married Eliz- 
abeth, daughter of Joseph Hankinson. Of their 
five children Joseph, the youngest, was the grand- 
father of our subject. He died in November, 
1820, aged sixty-nine years. He left to his old- 
est male descendant a silver tankard which his 
grandfather, Governor John Reading, had given 
him and which bore the family coat-of-arms. It 
has been transmitted from one generation to an- 
other and is now in the possession of Henry N., 
son of Judge James N. Reading, of Morris, Ill. 

Joseph Reading married Eleanor, daughter of 
Dr. John Grandin, of Hamburg, Hunterdon 
County, N. J., and they became the parents of 
the following children: James Newell; Mary 
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Ann, wife of William Hedges, of Somerviile, 
N. J.; John Grandin, Philip G., William and 
Joseph H. William, father of our subject, was 
born in Hunterdon County and devoted the prin- 
cipal part of his life to farming and fruit raising. 
He was an inventive genius and patented the 
first power corn sheller used. In 1853 ke re- 
moved to Washington, D. C., where he eugaged 
in the wood and coal business. He purchased 
eleven hundred acres of land in Montgomery 
County, intending to use the wood thereon in his 
business, but in 1860 moved to the place and ein- 
barked in farming. He made the farm his home 
until 1886, when he moved to Rockviile, pur- 
chasing fifty acres and engaging in the real-estate 
business. His death occurred here December 29, 
1897. In religious belief he was a Methodist. 
He was married May 28, 1845, to Sarah Matilda, 
daughter of Hugh Capner, of Flemington, N. J. 
‘The first representative of the Capner family in 
this country came from England just after the 
close of the Revolution and settled in Hunterdon 
County, N. J., where he and his descendants en- 
gaged in farming. Joseph Capner, grandfather 
of Mrs. Reading, was a farmer and a man of 
standing. He married Christiana Letitia Run- 
yon, by whom he had two sons and three 
daughters, Hugh being the next to the youngest. 
By occupation the latter was a farmer. Politi- 
cally he was a strong Whig. He assisted in 
building several churches and gave the lots for 
two church buildings in Frenchtown. He mar- 


ried Matilda, daughter of Capt. George Anderson, 


of Mercer County, N. J. In the earliest move- 
ments of the American colonies for independence 
Captain Anderson took his stand among the friends 
of liberty. Soon after the commencement of the 
war he raised a company and having received a 
captain’s commission he joined the colonial army. 
He remained in service until the close of the 
Revolution, enduring many hardships and per- 
forming much arduous and dangerous duty. He 
Was justice of the peace and held commission as 
judge of common pleas for about sixty-five years, 
a strong testimony to his official ability and faith- 
fulness. For many years he was a member of 
the legislative council of New Jersey and was an 


active and zealous advocate of the system for the 
graduai abolition of slavery. His death occurred 
when he was seventy-eight years of age. 

The children of Mr. and Mrs. William Reading 
were: Eugh Capner, a farmer living near Darnes- 
town, Montgorsery County, Joseph and Matil- 
da Capaer. The education of our subject was 
obtained iu public schools and in St. Timothy’s 
Hali, at Catonsville, Baltimore County. He re- 
tnained with lis father until twenty-eight years 
of age, when he embarked in farming for him- 
self, establishing his home at Glen Echo, Mont- 
gomery County, and from there in 1890 he 
removed to Rockville. Fraternally he is identi- 
fied with Montgomery Lodge No. 195,.A. F: & 
A. M.; Montgomery Chapter No. 33, R. A. M., 
and King Solonion Council No. 13; also Rock- 
ville Council No. 180, Junior Order United 
Aierican Mechanics. He isan active member 
of the Presbyterian Church, in which he holds 
the office of ruling elder. 

October 16, 1878, Mr. Reading married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of James Edward and Mary 
(Morris) Marshall, and the great-granddaughter 
of Chief Justice John Marshall, illustrious in the 
annals of our country. She died December 1, 
1890, and was survived by three of her four 
children, the youngest, Philip Marshall, having 
died in boyhood. The others are: William 
Montgomery, who is a member of Company k, 
First Maryland Regiment; Joseph Louis, who 
was accidentally shot and killed while at school 
one day in 1895, and Sarah Capner. The second 
marriage of Mr. Reading took place December. 
9, 1897, and united him with Mary Farrow Gas- 
saway, daughter of William A. and Mary 
(Farrow) Gassaway. 
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AHLON GLOTFELTY, now serving in the 
responsible position of treasurer of the 
funds of Garrett County, was elected on 
the Republican ticket in the fall of 1897, and re- 
ceived a good majority. He has acted in the 
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capacity of road supervisor for several terms and 
yas always been very loyal to the interests of 
his party without being a politician or office- 
secker. The position has sought him out rather 
than he the position, and certain it is that no one 
is more trustworthy and conscientious than he is 
in all matters affecting the general welfare. 

Mr. Glotfelty, whose beautiful home and farm 
is called Bear Creek Glade, has been a resident 
of this county since he wasachild. He was born 
in Somerset County, Pa., June 2, 1839, and is a 
son of Wiiliam and Esther (Livengood) Glotfelty, 
the latter a daughter of Christian Livengood. 
‘The father continued to dwell in Somerset Coun- 
ty until 1858, when he removed with his family 
to Allegany (now Garrett) County, Md. Here 
he purchased the farm known as Cherry-tree 
Meadow—a tract of one thousand acres. His 
lhome was located about a mile east of our sub- 
ject’s present residence, and he became very well- 
off in this world’s goods by his dealings in cattle 
and live-stock and his general farming operations. 
Late in life he retired and his death occurred in 
1894, When he was in his eighty-fifth year. His 
father, Henry, was a prosperous farmer of Som- 
erset County, his home being in Salisbury, Pa., 
for many years. His ancestors were numbered 
among the early pioneers of that portion of the 
Keystone state, and formerly were obliged to con- 
vey salt and other needed articles on horseback 
from Baltimore through the wilderness. Mrs. 
Esther Glotfelty resided with a daughter in Oak- 
land. She died in May, 1898, when eighty- 
seven years of agé. She was the mother of ten 
children, three of whom are deceased. The 
others are: Adrian; Nimrod, who lives on the 


“old homestead; Jesse; Mahlon; Elizabeth, widow 


of William Hinebaugh; Thaddeus and Jonas. 
Mahlon Glotfelty attended the common schools 
of Garrett County in his youth and remained at 
home, assisting in the care of the large farm until 
he was thirty years of age. He then struck out 
for himself, and from that time to the present has 
been engaged in the cultivation and improvement 
of Bear Creek Glade farm. The place comprises 
three hundred acres, and in addition to this Mr. 
Glotfelty owns about five hundred acres of well- 


improved and valuableland. He operates a saw- 
mill and deals quite extensively in building mate- 
rial and finished lumber. In his numerous busi- 
ness ventures he has met with almost uniform suc- 
cess, this being due to his wise judgment, foresight 
and correct methods. He has ever given his 
earnest support to the cause of temperance and 
all other reforms, and favors progress along all 
lines of public policy. With his wife and family 
he holds membership with the United Brethren 
Church and has been steward and superintend- 
ent of the Sunday-school. 

In 1869 Mr. Glotfelty married Miss Jane Boyer, 
daughter of William Boyer. Twelve children 
came to bless the home of this estimable couple. 
Mary, the eldest, is the wife of S. P. Specht, of 
Deer Park, Garrett County. The others, in 
order of birth, are named as follows: Emma, 
Pierce, Frank, Judson, Lucinda, Henry, James, 
Beeson, Asa, Walter and Ethel May. 
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ESLIE E. FRIEND. For the past fourteen 
years this enterprising citizen of Friendsville 
has been engaged in carrying on a mercani- 

tile establishment in this place. He isa native 
of Garrett County, and from the time that he 
reached maturity he has been actively identified 
With its advancement. As a business man he 
stands very high in the esteem of all of his fellow- 
citizens, and his record is one of which he may 
justly be proud. 

Born in 1859, our subject is in the prime of 
life and activity. His early years were spent 
upon his father’s homestead, which is situated 
about four miles from this town. 
cated in the district Schools, and after finishing 


He was edu- 


his higher studies he engaged in teaching in this 
county. He was thus occupied for some four 
years, after which he went to Kansas, and there 
lived for about one year. In 1883 he returned 
home and soon embarked in business, carrying a 
full line of goods usually found in a general 


store. By strict attention to the needs of his 
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customers, by unfailing courtesy and fairness in 
all his dealings, he has built up a remunerative 
trade. Though not a politician, he is a loyal 
worker for the Republican party, and takes 
great interest in the success of its principles and 
nominees. 

In 1891 Mr. Friend married Miss Ida B. Glot- 
felty, daughter of Nimrod Glotfelty, of this 
county. Three children have come to bless the 
union of Mr. and Mrs. Friend, namely: Ernest, 
Lawrence and a babe unnamed. ‘The parents 
are members of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and at present Mr. Friend is one of the trustees 
and recording secretary for the district. 

The father of Leslie KE. Friend, Elijah Friend, 
was born in Allegany County in 1833, being a 
son of Israel and Dorcas (Willison) Friend. Is- 
rael Friend went to Missouri when he was a 
young man, and after five years returned to this 
state. Later he removed to Virginia, where he 
carried on a saw-mill for some time. He died in 
Sang Run, Md., in 1850, aged about fifty years. 
His chief occupations in life were those of milling 
and farming. His father, Charles, was a brother 
of John and Gabriel Friend, and from these three 
the various branches of the family in this county 
have descended. Dorcas (Willison) Friend was 
a daughter of Jeremiah Willison, and by her 
marriage became the mother of ten children. 
They are as follows: Elizabeth, wife of William 
McCabe; Polly, Mrs. Isaac P. Martin; Louisa, 
Mrs. James DeWitt; Elijah; Rev. Henry, a min- 
ister of the Methodist Episcopal Church; Charles 
of thiscounty; Susanna, Mrs. Rollin Martin; Pru- 
dence, wife of Benjamin F. Blackburn; Martha 
Alice,widow of James Weimer, and John, who 
died in infancy. The mother departed this life 
February 2, 1876, aged about seventy-five years. 

Elijah Friend spent much of his boyhood in 
Virginia, where his parents were then living, 
and, returning to this state with them, he con- 
tinued to reside with his father up to 1858. He 
then came to Elder Hill and from there enlisted 
in Company D, Third Regiment of Maryland 
Volunteers, as a private in the infantry service. 
He served from 1862 until the close of the war, 
was captured at the battle of Harper's Ferry and 


after being paroled, was placed on detached duty 

From 1865 until 1890 he was actively engaged in 
farming, and for the past eight years he has lived 
retired in Friendsville. He votesthe Republican 
ticket. He has been chaplain of Sherman Post 
No,..11, G. A. R., for some time.” For many 
years he has served as a steward and trustee of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. In 1858 he 
married Anna E. Friend, daughter of Jonathan 
Friend, and of the seven children born to them 
Leslie E., of this sketch, is the eldest. The oth- 
ers are: Jonathan B.; Ada, deceased; May, Mrs. 
Harrison Black; Effie, Mrs. William H. H. 
Friend, Jr.; Henry A., ateacher; and George M. 


ILLIAM H. H. FRIEND, who is the 

quartermaster and chaplain of Sherman 

Post No. 11, G. A. R., of Friendsville, 
Garrett County, was one of the brave boys in 
blue who went forth to fight for the Union and 
the principles which determined the destiny of 
the nation in the late Civil war. Enlisting as one 
of the soldiers in the ranks, a member of Com- 
pany D, Third Maryland Infantry, he served for 
one month over three years, and for meritorious 
conduct and attention to duty was promoted to 
sergeant and later to the rank of first lieutenant 
of Company D. He was captured with many 
others of his regiment at Harper’s Ferry and was 
sent to the parole camp at Annapolis, Md. 

The parents of our subject were Cornelius W. 
and Sarah (Kemp) Friend. ‘The father was born 
at Sang Run, Garrett County, and after his mar- 
riage he went to Carroll County, Ohic, where he 
carried on a farm for about fifteen years. In 1846 
he returned to his native county and fora few 
years operated the old homestead. In 1851 he 
became the proprietor of the Cherry Hill farm, 
located near the town of Blooming Rose. In 
that neighborhood he owned large tracts of 
land and was known as one of the wealthiest 
farmers and stock-raisers of that locality. Buy- 
ing another place just across the line into West 
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HON. STEPHEN M. LYDDANE. 
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Virginia, he lived there until his death in his 
cightieth year. For many years he was a justice of 
the peace, and as a Whig and later a Republican 
he was quite an important factor in politics here- 
His wife died at the age of seventy-six 
years. Of their twelve children six survive, 
namely: Ira E., John H., W. H. H., Marshall, 
Taylor, and Martha, Mrs. Samuel Falkner. The 
father of Cornelius W. Friend, John Friend, was 
born on the bank of the Potomac River and 
moved from there to the site of Friendsville, where 
he became the owner of large tracts of land and 
was one of the leading men of that section. He 
lived to be one hundred and thirteen years of 
age. 

William H. H. Friend was born in Carroll 
County, Ohio, in 1840, and passed the first six 
years of his life in that state. The remainder of 
his youthful days were spent in this vicinity and 
his education was such as was afforded by the 
district schools. Then followed his army service, 
after which he returned home and attended school 
for a time in order to more fully equip himself for 
life's duties. After he had completed a course at 
the normal he took the required examination, 
and for eight winters had charge of schools in 
this county. ‘The rest of the year he gave his at- 
tention to farming. In1868 he bought a portion 
of Blooming Rose tract of land, some eighty-five 
acres, and in addition to this he subsequently 
became the owner of one hundred and twenty- 
two acres of the Kensington tract. He has been 
very successful in his enterprises and has brought 
to bear upon them wise and judicious methods, 
which have wrought out his wished-for results. 
In 1891 he purchased the mercantile property of 
J. B. Bowermaster at Friendsville and has since 
devoted much of his time to managing the busi- 
ness. 

In his political faith Mr. Friend is a Republi- 
can, stanch and true. He was appointed to the 
office of justice of the peace by Governor Lowndes 
in 1898 and is still acting in that capacity. An 
influential member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church he gives liberally of his means to its up- 
building and maintenance and was one of the 
stewards for some time. In 1870 Mr. Friend

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married Miss Jane F. Friend, daughter of Jona- 
than Friend (presumably no relation). Their 
five children are: William H. H., Jr.; Walter 
R. R.; Ward, who is employed in his father’s 
store; Blanche and Percy. 
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ON. STEPHEN M. LYDDANE, whose 
death occurred at his old home in Rock- 
ville, September 2, 1889, was one of the 

prominent citizens of this locality, and during his 
prime was an important figure in all public affairs 
of the county. He was an honest, industrious, 
patriotic man, universally respected for his gen- 
uine worth and nobleness of character, and 
withal, quiet and unassuming in manner. For 
years he occupied various high positions of trust 
and responsibility, with which the people honored 
him by placing in his charge, and he never neg- 
lected the duties thus devolving upon him in the 
slightest degree. 

A son of James Lyddane, our subject was born 
February 10, 1817, upon a farm in the vicinity 
of Rockville, and passed his entire life engaged 
in agricultural pursuits, when he was not serving 
in a public capacity. He purchased the farm, 
where he made his home for some forty-five years, 
at the time of his marriage in 1843; and having 
materially improved the place, made it the model 
homestead which it is to-day. He was very hos- 
pitable and genial in manner, and had hosts of 
sincere friends among the young people, as well 
as among those of his own generation. In this 
fact is manifested the kindly, sympathetic nature 
of the man, who, though immensely superior in 
attainments and experience, yet took great pleas- 
ure in the society of children and youth, and won 
their love in return. 

From 1840 to 1847 Mr. Lyddane held the office 
of justice of the peace, and in 1848 was elected 
by his fellow-citizens county commissioner. Upon 
the expiration of his term of office he was re- 
elected, and again in 1852, thus serving for three 
successive terms in thisimportant capacity. Then 
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for several years he lived a quiet, retired life, at- 
tending solely to his farm and business affairs, 
but always maintaining his active interest in pub- 
lic matters. In 1869 he was once more elected 
county commissioner, and held that position for 
six years to the satisfaction of everyone. In 
1887 he was elected judge of the orphans’ court 
and continued in this trustworthy office up to the 
time of his demise. Politically he adhered tc the 
principles of the Democratic party. In his relig- 
ious views he was a Catholic. 

In 1843 Mr. Lyddane married Sarah Hilton 
Braddock, who survives him and is now liviny in 
the old home where she was born, in Rockville. 
Her father was William Braddock, a worthy citi- 
zen of this place during the fore part cf this cent- 
ury. Four daughters were born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Lyddane, namely: Gertrude, Grace, Nan- 
nie and Bessie. Gertrude became the wife of 
Willian Dorsey, who carries on the old Lyddane 
homestead, in this district; they have one scn, 
ee S. Grace is the wife of Charles H. Quigley, 
an attorney-at-law in Baltimore; they have one 
son, Stephen H., a graduate of Baltimore City 
College. Nannie became the wife of David H. 
Warfield; she died November 12, 1888. Bessie, 
the youngest daughter, is tenderly caring for her 
mother in their pleasant home in Rockville.

MANUEL CUSTER. The men who are in 
charge of the farming interests of Garrett 
County are as a rule enterprising, persever- 

ing and of upright character. Such is the reputa- 
tion of Mr. Custer, a well-known agriculturist of 
the Fifth District, and the owner of two hundred 
and forty acres, the larger part of which has been 
brought under cultivation. Upon this place, at 
one time known as the Benjamin Junkins’ farm, he 
has made his home since 1865, devoting himself 
to stockraising and general farm pursuits. | 

Near Grantsville, Garrett (then Allegany ) 
County, the subject of this sketch was born, 
March 1, 1839, of German descent. His grand- 


father, Emanuel, after whom he was named. 
probabiy came from Germany. He wasa brother 
of the famous General Custer, the Indian fiehtcr, 
Settling in western Maryland, near Grantsville, 
he began the cultivation of a farm, which he 
miade one of the finest for miles around. His 
son, David, was born on that place in 1811, and 
becaine one of the large farmers and stock-raisers 
of his day, having a reputation as one of the best 
farmers of the county. He was an active worker 
in the Democratic party. Upon the farm, where 
for so manv years he had resided, his life work 
was ended when he was sixty-two. By his 
marriage to Margaret Stark, who was born of 
Irish parentage and died at the age of about 
eighty, he had seven children, namely: Susannah, 
wife of Eliner Morrell, Meyersdale, Pa.; Isabella, 
who married Daniel Switzer; Emanuel; Mary 
Jane, deceased; Jarvis; Sampson, and Maria, who 
is the wife of Daniel J. Brenneman, residing on 
the old homestead. 

At the age of twenty-one, in 1862, our subject 
enlisted in Company D, Third Regiment Potomac 
Home Brigade, in which he served until the close 
of the war. He was present at the battle of 
Harper’s Ferry, and was taken prisoner there, but 
was afterward released. He also participated in 
all the campaigns of the Army of the Potomac 
through the Shenandoah Valley, returning home 
at the close of the war and resuming farming 
operations. 

In addition to his farm pursuits Mr. Custer 
is now, in the autumn of his busy life, devoting 
much of his time and attention to the cultivation 
and propagation of fish. He has.no less then six 
ponds and a good sized lake, all well stocked 
with trout, carp and chubb; he has both the 
California and native brook trout, and his fisher- 
ies contain more of the finny tribe than any 
other private collection in the state. 

Active in the work of the Republican party, he 
is its leader in this locality, and was by it elected 
assessor of the Fifth District, in 1896. Like all 
veterans, he takes an interest in Grand Army 
matters and, meeting with his comrades of Sher- 
man Post No. 11, he takes pleasure and pride in 
recounting his experiences in many a hard-fought

battle. For twenty successive years he has 
officiated as a steward of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, in the work of which he is deeply 
interested and to which he contributes regularly. 

The first marriage of Mr. Custer united him 
with Rebecca Friend, who died leaving four 
children: David S.; Mary J., wife of Senator R. 
A. Ravenscroft; George W. and Henry A. His 
second wife was Virginia DeWitt, who bore him 
two children, namely: Homer, and Alice, wife 
of William S. Friend. After her death he mar- 
ried Margaret Sisler, by whom he had one child; 
she died at the birth of the infant. This child, 
Margaret Elizabeth, is now a young lady, and 
an accomplished musician. She resides with her 
father. His present wife was Elma J. Cuppett, 
daughter of Zalmon Cuppett, and three children 
were born of this union: Roy M., William A. 
and Annie Bertha. 


AMES THOMPSON, whois one of the well- 
known citizens of Lonaconing, was born in 
Lanarkshire, Scotland, October 14, 1836, 

and is a son of Robert and a grandson of Thomas 
Thompson, one of the retainers of the house of 
Douglas. Robert, who was a contractor and 
builder by occupation, was twice married, having 
by his first union two children, James and Mar- 
tha, wife of Daniel Reynolds, of Lonaconing; 
while by his second marriage there were four 
children, one of whom, ‘Thomas, resides in 
Illinois, while the others remainin Scotland. The 
father was killed by an accident in the mines 
when James was a youth of fifteen years, and 
from that time forward he earned his own liveli- 
hood, being employed in the mines in the capacity 
of watchman and fireman. 

At the age of twenty he started for America, 
intending to join his two uncles-in Canada but 
changed his plans and accompanied an acquaint- 
ance to Illinois, settling near Peoria. From there 
he went to St. Louis, where he remained for a 
short time. He spent three years in various 


mining regions, but on account of poor health 
was obliged to seek a change of climate. He 
went south to Kentucky and from there to Mary- 
land, where he engaged in mining. When the 
war broke out he was among the first to enter the 
company organized by Dr. Porter, but the com- 
pany’s services not being required, it was dis- 
banded. He then went to Ohio, and from there 
soon went to Broadtop, Pa., where he engaged in 
mining for a short time. Meantime the state of 
Maryland had taken a decided stand for the 
Union and another regiment, the Second, was 
being raised. This he joined under Captain 
Shaw, and after four months of service in the 
ranks he was made a sergeant, then orderly, and 
afterward lieutenant, in which rank he served for 
two and one-half years. During the period of 
his service he experienced many hardships and 
encountered many dangers, but his courage never 
faltered, and he remained, faithfully giving him- 
self to the cause of his country, until the expira- 
tion of his time, when he was discharged in 
October, 1864. 

Returning to the pursuits of peace, Mr. 
Thompson resumed mining, being employed at 
Lonaconing. In 1870 he became mining boss 
for the Maryland Coal Conmipany, filling a vacancy 
caused by the shooting of his predecessor by the 
Molly Maguires, who then formed a dangerous 
element in the community. In 1872 he bought 
the mine store, but sold out in 1875 and went to 
San Francisco, where he engaged in business for 
three years and then spent some time on various 
islands in the interests of a coal company. Upon 
his return east he resumed mining, and for six 
years served as mining boss for the New Central 
Coal Company at their Midlothian mines. Until 
recently he has engaged in mining at intervals. 

Elizabeth Rohm, daughter of Conrad Rohm, 
was born in Bedford, Pa., but for some time re- 
sided in Cumberland, Md., where her father was 
proprietor of a hotel. By her marriage to Mr. 
Thompson she had an only son, James, a young 
man of excellent habits and unusual ability. He 
was born March 14, 1864, and early became in- 
terested in mining. Between himself and his 
father an unusual degree of companionship ex- 
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isted; each was devoted to the happiness of the 
other. He never drank a glass of liquor nor in- 
dulged in excesses of any kind. On the 5th of 
June, 1890, while he was working by his father’s 
side in a mine, a large piece of coal fell, crushing 
and killing him. Since then the father has not 
been able to endure the sad association of the 
mines and has practically retired from the 
business. 

In connection with mining Mr. Thompson took 
up the study of surveying and engineering, to 
which he gives his time at this writing. He is 
not a politician, but always votes the Republican 
ticket and is active in its interests. Fraternally 
he was connected with the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows and the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, but with advancing years he has to a large 
extent withdrawn from all social organizations. 
While his life has in the main been successful, 
yet he has had his share of hardships and re- 
verses, but the heaviest misfortune that ever 
befell him was the loss of his son, to promote 
whose happiness and success his life had been 
devoted and of whose talents he was justly 
proud.

HARLES H. BRACE, M. D., holds a 

prominent place among the physicians of 

Cumberland, where he has engaged in prac- 
tice since December 1, 1879. At that time he 
purchased the practice and good will of his former 
preceptor, Dr. Fechtig, and entered upon the 
practice which he has since successfully con- 
ducted. Enthusiasticaily devoted to his pro- 
fession, he is a firm believer in the principles of 
homeopathy and its superiority to other schools 
of medicine. While his practice is general, he 
makes a specialty of gynecology and the diseases 
of children, in the treatment of which he has 
been particularly successful. Formerly he served 
as a secretary of the United States examining 
board of surgeons, and at this writing he is a 
member of the board of state medical examiners 
and physician to the county insane asylum, alms- 
house and jail. 


Dr. Brace was born at Western Port, Allegany 
County, Md., September 11, 1855, the son «: 
William and Susan C. (Stafford) Brace. His 
father, who was born in London, England, | 
his home in boyhood and shipped on a merchant 
vessel, following the sea for a number of years, 
after which he settled in Cumberland, Md. By 
occupation he was a mining and civil engineer, 
and this occupation he followed through life. 
While engaged in the construction of this part of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad he came to Cum- 
berland, where he remained until his death, in 
1875. He was retiring and unobtrusive in char- 
acter, and was respected for his many worthy 
qualities. Huis wife, whom he married in Keyser, 
W. Va., makes her home with her youngest chil- 
dren, in St. Louis, Mo. She was the mother of 
four sons and one daughter, namely: William, 
who is a member of the law firm of DeFries, 
Brace & Rittern, in Chicago; Charles H.; Harry 
C., managing editor of the /izancial Herald and 
Mercantile Press, in New York; Sue, wife of 
Charles Klives, of St. Louis; and Theodore, also 
of that city. 

The education our subject was obtained in the 
public schools of Cumberland and under private 
tuition by Rev. J. W. Nott. Under his father 
he gained a practical knowledge of civil and min- 
ing engineering, and his education was conducted 
with a view to following that occupation. When 
only eighteen years of age he projected and sur- 
veyed the suburban village of Mapleside for 
Gleason & McBride, and drew a map showing 
the water mains of the city of Cumberland. In 
1872 he entered the office of Dr. James A. Fechtig, 
with whom he gained his rudimentary knowledge 
of medicine. Afterward he attended the Halhne- 
mniann Medical College of Philadelphia, the pion- 
eer college of homeopathy in the United States. 
From that institution he received his degree 
March 12, 1877." Prior to this he took a special 
course in surgery with Prof. Charles M. Thomas, 
also studied obstetrics with Prof. O. B. Gause, 
and took a course in practical and surgical anat- 
omy under Prof. A. R. Thomas. He also at- 
tended a series of surgical and medical lectures 
and clinics at the Jefferson Medical College, 
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Philadelphia, Pa., receiving certificates for each 
branch of study. April 10, 1877, he opened an 
office in Frostburg, and from there two years later 
removing .to Cumberland, established the large 
practice he now conducts. 

Politically Dr. Brace is an active worker in the 
interests of the Republican party, to whose prin- 
ciples he gives stanch allegiance. In fraternal 
relations he is a member of Lodge No. 63, B. P. 
O. E., at Cumberland. His marriage, which 
was solemnized December 14, 1880, united him 
with Edith M., daughter of Barney and Rachel 
I. (Clary) Dilley, the former for many years a 
prominent figure in the commercial circles of 
Cumberland. Mrs. Brace was born in Wellers- 
burg, Pa., May 6, 1859, and was given excellent 
educational advantages in girlhood. Dr. and 
Mrs. Brace have many friends among the people 
of the city and are welcome guests in the best 
circles of society. 


ENRY BRADLEY. The Bradley family 
has been represented in America for many 
generations, the first of the name here hav- 

ing come from England. Abraham Bradley, 
grandfather of the subject of this sketch, was born 
in New Jersey and acted as assistant postmaster- 
general when the seat of government was in 
Philadelphia, also after its removal to Washing- 
ton. eOn his retirement from office he returned 
from his-country place and took up the life of a 
country gentleman. He owned the property 
where Chevy Chase now is and had other valu- 
able possessions. His children were Abram, 
Thomas, Joseph, Henry, Charles, Hannah, Mary, 
Caroline and Julia. 

Of these sons Henry was born at Chevy Chase 
in 1817. When about twenty-one years of age 
he went to Ohio, where he remained for one year. 
He then returned and embarked in the mercantile 
business in Washington and continued success- 
fully as a merchant until he was forty-four. His 
Store was the largest dry-goods establishment in 
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Washington and was located next door to the 
present site of the Saks store, corner of Seventh 
and Market space. Accumulating a large fort- 
une, he determined to retire from 
and seek an occupation more congenial and less 
wearing. For this reason he came to the old 
Fourth (now Potomac) District and purchased the 
place now owned oy his son and namesake. Of 
the cight hundred acres comprising the place, 
more than icur hundred were cleared. The farm 
is now one of the finest in the district and bears 
every modern improvement, including a residence 
that is at once comfortable in its interior arrange- 
ments and elegant in architecture. One notice- 
able feature of the farm is the fact that every 
field nas running water and all have springs. In 
politics he was first a Whig and later a Repub- 
licass. 

By the marriage of Henry Bradley, Sr., to Mary, 
daughter of William Prout, six children were 
born: Sarah, Mrs. James H. Davidson, deceased; 
George G., a farmer in Potomac District: Marv, 
who died in girlhood; Henry; William T., de- 
ceased; and Martha H., who resides in Washing- 
ton, being the wife of William Anderson, owner 
of a ranch in the Bad Lands of South Dakota. 

August 22, 1846, the subject of this sketch 
was born in the house where he still lives, he 
being the first child born there. He was edu- 
cated in Rockville Academy and Miller’s board- 
ing school at Sandy Springs, where he studied 
Latin, Greek and higher mathematics. It was 
his intention to go through college, but his 
father’s ill health made it advisable that he re- 
turn home and assume the management of the 
farm. Mathematics was his favorite study and 
he was well qualified for work as a surveyor, 
though he never followed the occupation. From 
the time of his return home, 1863, he has re- 
mained on the farm. He is methodical in his 
habits, sound in his judgment and practical in 
plans, and has been very successful in his under- 
takings. In political belief he is a Democrat but 
not a politician. Fraternally he is connected with 
Montgemery Lodge No. 195, A. F. & A. M., at 
Rockville. 

The marriage of Mr. Bradley, October 20 
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1874, united him with Elspeth, daughter of James 
M. Kilgour. She is an accomplished lady and as 
a hostess is most gracious, showing the hospitabte 
spirit so characteristic of the Virginians and pre- 
siding over their home with a grace that can be 
appreciated only by those who are her guests. 
They spend their winters usually in Florida, 
stopping at Rockledge, on the Indian River, 

The family residence is an ideal home, and ai} 
its surroundings are in keeping with the elegaice 
of the home. Every convenience for conducting 
the farm has been introduced. A weil was sunk, 
eighty feet deep and nearly eight feet in diameter, 
with a gasoline engine of one and one-half horse 
power, so that the windmill can be supplanted 
when there is not enough breeze. The house is 
also modern in every respect, having furnace 
heat, hot and cold water, lavatory, etc. Mr. 
Bradley is fond of billiards, and so has a billiard 
room in the house. If he has a hobby it is his 
fondness for the rare and beautiful, especially in 
ornithology. He has many rare specimens of 
birds; among thesea pink flamingo, fully mounted, 
and standing three feet and seven inches high. 
He also hasa stuffed alligator and a huge diamond- 
back rattler, mounted in position as taken, when 
just ready to strike; it is ten and three-fourths 
inches around and six feet and three inches in 
length. Another fine specimen is a pelican that 
he shot in Florida, and that, having been shot 
only in the head, fs still perfect in body, bearing 
no trace of disfigurement. 





OL. JOHN R. ROUZER, member of the 

state legislature from Frederick County, 

and a director and vice-president of the 
Mechanicstown Water Company, was born May 
7, 1839, on the old family homestecd about one 
mile from Thurmont, formerly Mechanicstown, 
his present place of residence. His father, Peter 
Rouzer, was born November 1, 1792, in Hagers- 
town, Md. He married Rachel Hope Martin, a 
daughter of John and Elizabeth Martin, May 20, 


1817, in Mechanicstown. She was born in Albe- 
marle County, Va., July 10, 1799, and died Au-_ 
gust 15, 1840, on the oid family homestead above 
meutioned, at the age of forty-one years, when 
her son, our subject, was one year old. The 
father of our subject engaged in schoolteaching 
during much of his life, following that occupation 
in Virginia for atime. In addition to teaching 
ne et'gagedinfarm pursuits. His death occurred 
May 17, 1877, when eighty-four years old, at the 
residence of his Gaughter, Mrs. Joseph Freeze, in 
Thurmont. 

The first of the Rouzer family to settle in 
Maryland was Daniel, our subject’s grandfather, 
who was bora in the state of New Jersey in 1776, 
and came to Maryland when quite a young man 

nd learned the tanning trade in Hagerstown. 

In 1793 he mioved upon the present Rouzer 

nomestead near Thurmont, now owned and occu- 

p:ed by Mrs. Emma K. Rouzer, widow of John 

Rouzer, and established the first tannery in this 

part of the state. At first the enterprise was 

conducted on a very small scale, but by degrees 
it grew in importance. He died August 18, 

1850, aged eighty-four years. His son John 

then purchased the tannery property and contin- 
ued, on his own account, the business, which - 
became one of the important industries in this 

section, continuing under his supervision until 

his death, January 1, 1894. The first wife of 
Daniel Rouzer was Sophia, daughter of Peter 

Schover, and a member of an old family of Fred- 
erick County. By his marriage to Miss Schover 
-he had ten children. His second wife was Julia, 
daughter of John Mathues, of Frederick County. 
Three children were born of this marriage. 

The family of which our subject was a member 
consisted of five sons and five daughters. Sophia 
Margaret was born July 18, 1818, and died in in- 
fancy; Mary Elizabeth was born March 22, 1820; 
she is the widow of Joseph Freeze and now lives 
in Thurmont. James Madison was born June 
21, 1822, and died July 26, 1895. He was a 
cabinet-maker by trade. In 1861 he enlisted in 
the First Pennsylvania Reserves, and served in 
said regiment until the close of the late war, when 
he was honorably discharged. Daniel Riley was 
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born October 20, 1824. He was a miller and 
farmer, and died December 15, 1860. Catharine 
Jane, who was born April 1, 1827, married Joel 
Weller. Her death occurred May 2, 1898, in 
Washington, D. C., where she lived. Simon 
Henry died in infancy. Barbara Ann, born De- 
cember 19, 1830, was the wife of Washington A. 
Bennett, and she died. May 11, 1890, in Shep- 
herdstown, W. Va. Uriah A. was born July 20, 
1833. Hewasa mill-wright by occupation. He 
was a zealous and active member of the Masonic 
fraternity, in which he held many important 
positions. He was a Knight Templar, and was 
a man who lived up to the teachings of Free 
Masonry. He officiated at the burial of ex- 
President Andrew Johnson at Greenville, Tenn., 
in 1875. He died at Knoxville, East Tenn., on 
the 14th of December, 1886. Eliza Adaline was 
born January 22, 1836. She married Joshua Smith 
and is now a widow, he having died a number of 
years ago. 

The early life of our subject was spent in 
Thurmont with his sister, Mrs. Mary E. Freeze. 
He attended public and private schools, and the 
Mechanicstown Academy. At the age of eight- 
een he started out for himself. He learned the 
trade of a saddler and harness-maker with his 
brother-in-law, Joseph Freeze, whose shop he 
later bought and continued to operate for some 
years. At the outbreak of the war he espoused 
the cause of the Union and August 19, 1862, en- 
listed in Company D, Sixth Maryland Infantry, 
as first lieutenant of his company; later he was 
made captain and twice was brevetted for merit- 
orious service. The Sixth was one of the three 
hundred regiments in the Union army that won 
an enviable record for valor. He was made first 
lieutenant August 23, 1862; was promoted May 
I, 1863, to be captain of Company B, same regi- 
ment, and later was brevetted major, the promo- 
tion being made for gallant conduct at the battle 
of Winchester September 19, 1864. He was 
wounded in the battle of the Wilderness May 5, 
1864. He was brevetted lieutenant-colonel for 
gallant service, and took part in many of the 
most important engagements of the war. He 
Was once captured, at Winchester, Va., Sep- 
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tember 19, 1864, and for four months remained 
in Libby, Danville and Salisbury prisons, after 
which he was exchanged. At the close of the 
war he was honorably discharged, June 20, 1865, 
and returned to his old home. ! 

On returning to Thurmont Colonel Rouzer re- 
sumed the business he had left at the time of his 
enlistment. He was appointed postmaster March 
19, 1869, by the postmaster-general, Hon. John 
A. J. Creswell. He continued in that capacity 
until he was elected register of wills of Frederick 
County, in November, 1873. After six years in 
the latter position he retired from office and 
turned his attention to farming and_ private 
business. Politically he was first a Whig and 
later a Republican. In 1867 he was elected to 
the state legislature and again in 1894, 1896 and 
1898. During each term he was a leading mem- 
ber of the house and assisted in the workings of 
various committees. He was one of Senator 
Wellington’s strongest supporters for the sena- 
torial nomination. He is a fearless advocate of 
whatever he believes to be just and right. He 
served as a member of the committee on organi- 
zation, and as chairman of the committee on 
militia, on manufactures, and on corporations. 

In 1883 Colonel Rouzer was appointed county 
school commissioner, but declined the position. 
For a number of years he was commissioner and 
treasurer of the town board of Thurmont. Since 
the organization of the Mechanicstown Water 
Company he has been vice-president of the same. 
For over twenty years he has been a trustee in 
the public school board of Thurmont.  Frater- 
nally he is connected with the Grand Army of the 
Republic. He has served many years in the 
council of the Evangelical Lutheran Church ot 
Thurmont, also as an officer of the Sabbath 
school of said church. 

The home of Colonel Rouzer is in Thurmont 
(formerly known as Mechanicstown), which has 
been his place of residence through practically 
his entire life. May 7, 1866, he married Harriet 
E. Willhide, daughter of Capt. Joseph Willhide. 
She died twenty-two months after their marriage, 
and her only child died when four months old. 
In 1871 Colonel Rouzer married Julia, a sister of 
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his first wife. Five children blessed the second 
marriage, and of the five; the living number 
three, one son and two daughters, namely: 
Mary Catherine, wife of Harry N. Brown, ‘of 
Cleveland, Ohio; Sarah Margaret and Horace 
D., who are at home. 
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HOMAS HUMBERSTON, vice-president of 
the Citizens’ National Bank and for many 
years one of the prominent business men of 

Frostburg, was born June 1g, 181g, in Allegany 
County near the town where he now resides. 
The first of the name to settle in this neighbor- 
hood was his grandfather, Thomas, who came 
from the Eastern Shore and built a cabin within 
five miles of Frostburg, about the same time that 
the fort was built at Cumberland. When the 
Indians began to attack the pioneers and the white 
settlers were forced to seek refuge in the fort, 
instead of doing this, he and his wife returned 
to the old home on the Susquehanna River. 
Seven years later they again left the Eastern 
Shore and settled in Allegany County, returning 
to the cabin they had previously built. They 
found life in the new home by no means easy. 
The season was exceptionally cold, and on the 
2d of June a snow fell that covered the ground 
and frozethe young corn. Game was very plen- 
tiful and provided the family with the principal 
means of subsistence. Some of the wild animals 
were quite bold, and one night a bear killed a 
pig that was kept in a pen beside the cabin door. 

In spite of discouragements, however, he suc- 
ceeded in getting a start in his new home. He 
raised grain, hewed timber, killed wild game and 
did other pioneer work. At the time of his death 
he was comfortably situated, having by his indus- 
trious efforts gained a competency. By his mar- 
riage to Jane Galford, of the Eastern Shore, he 
hada large family, of whom William, our sub- 
ject’s father, was the youngest. From an early 
age he was innured to hard work. There were no 
schools in the neighborhood, and by his own 


efforts he learned to read and write. After his 

father’s death he succeeded to the ownership of the 
old homestead, and there continued to reside un- 
til his death. A Whig in early life, upon the or- 
ganization of the Republican party he became an 
advocate of its principles and to these he after- 
wards adhered. In religion he was active in the 
work of the Lutheran Church. In July, 1818,. 
he married Sarah Loar, daughter of Jacob Loar, 
of'Loartown, a weaver by trade, but during the 
latter part of his life the owner of a farm that he 
cultivated. Mr. and Mrs. Humberston became 
the parents of five sons and five daughters, 
namely: ‘Thomas; Jane, deceased; Rebecca, the 
widow of William Parker and a resident of Frost- 
burg; Jacob, deceased; Hannah; Rachel, who mar- 
ried John McConnell and resides in Pennsylvania; 
Sarah, deceased; William, who resides in Frost- 


‘burg; George, of Cumberland; and Salem, who 


was drowned in the Youghiogheny River. 

In the old log cabin built by his grandfather 
many years before, the eves of our subject first 
opened to the light. Soon afterward this primi- 
tive structure was torn down and replaced by a 
more pretentious house. About 1848 the land 
was sold to the Consolidated Coal Company and 
is now being developed, being in the heart of the 
finest coal lands of the state. The education of 
our subject was acquired mainly by his own ap- 
plication, as he attended school only a short time 
each winter. His attention was given principally 
to the work of the farm, where he remained until 
twenty-two years of age, and afterward worked 
at the carpenter’s trade: -Im October, 1847, he 
cameto Frostburg, where he has since resided. 
He followed his trade in this place until 1865, 
when he went into the fire brick works with L. 
M. Gorsuch. He continued in the business until 
1896, when he retired. He and I,. M. Gorsuch 
were the founders of the concern and it was 
through their ability that it was placed upon a solid 
footing. Through his improvement of property 
and in other ways, our subject has done much to 
advance the interests of the town. 

Fraternally Mr. Humberston is the oldest living 
member of Frostburg Lodge No. 49, I. O. O. F., 
which he joined in 1851. = -In_ polities he was 
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a Whig until the disintegration of the party, since 
which time he has been a Republican, but he has 
not taken an active interest in politics. He has 
been a member of the Methodist Church for fifty- 
cight years and has served upon the official board 
continuously since 1848, being class-leader for 
the same time. It was largely due to his efforts 
that the fine edifice was erected in which the con- 
gregation worship, and he was a large contribu- 
tor to the building. 

January 20, 1841, Mr. Humberston married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Andrew Lancaster, of Al- 
legany County. She passed from earth Septem- 
ber 10, 1851, mourned by all who knew her, and 
leaving a name and record for good deeds that 
cannot be surpassed. The second marriage of 
Mr. Humberston took place April 12, 1852, and 
united him with Susan L., daughter of Daniel 
Shafer, of Preston County, W. Va. 
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CHARLES RENN resides at his elegant 
home, Brook Lawn, about five miles 
southwest of Frederick City, in the county 
of the same name. He is the youngest son of 


John H. Renn, and is comparatively a young man, 


in the prime of life, as he was born November 
25, 1860. 2 

His father, born May 23, 1811, son of George 
and Catherine Renn, was of German descent, 
while the mother, who before her marriage was 
Sarah Ann Ridgley House, came of both Ger- 
man aud English descent, each, however, being 
native Marylanders. 

The Renns were originally among the early 
settlers of Pennsylvania. The first family lo- 
cated here in 1734, buying a tract of land, 
twenty-three and a-half acres, which is yet in 
the confines of our subject’s estate; it has served 
five generations, being purchased by a great- 
uncle of the grandfather of Charles, which makes 
this one of the oldest families now resident of 
Ballenger District. Mr. Renn’s mother, born 
April 17, 1819, was the daughter of Eli Pier- 


point and Ruth (Ridgiey) House, both of whom 
were large ianced preprieters in what is now 
known as the fasnous Middletown Valley. Many 
of the House family are still located in that 
section, while the Ridgleys have moved to the 
west and adjacent states. 

With the marriage of Miss House and John 
H. Renn on Cctober 18, 1838, by Rev. David 
Zacharias, of Frederick City, they became. the 
parents of ten children, nine of whom are still 
living, Ruth A., the oldest, died at the age of 
twenty-two, two years after she became the wife 
of David Degrange; John L. isa retired farmer 


' living in Frederick City; George Calvinis a farmer 


of Eailenger District; Sarah A. married John 
Degrange, a farmer of the same locality; Mary 
EF. is the wife of George Zimmerman, a farmer 
of Urbana District; Emma J. married William 
S. Flook; and Martha Alice is the wife of David 
H. Rheolkey, both farmers of Petersville Dis- 
trict; Annie FE. and Ida F. are still unmarried 
and live with the subject of our sketch. 

With his charming helpmate, Mr. J. Renn 
became quite successful in his vocation, besides 
instilling habits of industry into the life of each 
child. To the tract of twenty-three and a-half 
acres on which he began his wedded life he 
made valuable accessions from time to time, 
until at his death he was the owner of one 
thousand acres of farming land, besides having 
other desirable securities; all of said land is stillin 
the possession of his children, to which they have 
made valuable additions. After forty-six happy 
years together, each reaching the golden age, the 
husband died, December 15, 1884, leaving his 
wife to survive him six years ; both now rest in 
Mount Olivet Cemetery, Frederick. 

After his father’s death Charles, having a de- 
cided love for the farm and farm life, purchased 
the homestead, and here, 
mother and two sisters, began life on his own 
responsibility, at the same time having general 
supervision over his mother’s farm, which ad- 
joined his, until her death, August 25, 1890, 
when he also purchased it; this, with other 
accessions, makes his the largest farm in Dal- 
lenger District. 
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He has since made many changes and im- 
provements, erecting larger and more com- 
modious barns and granaries, building to and 
remodeling his house, making it the most attract- 
ive as well as comfortable home in the county. 
It is modernly equipped throughout, being 
heated with hot water and provided with run- 
ning water, both hot and cold, in all its parts. 
It is two and one-half stories high, built with 
large bays and domes, and is partly surrounded 
by over one hundred and eighty lineal feet of 
verandas. The lawn and trees are fine and well 
kept; everything about the place is indicative of 
thrift and industry. A clear stream of water 
has its course through the lawn, from which the 
farm derives its appropriate title. Healso hasa 
cottage for the foreman, and here the number of 
hands employed are boarded. His mode of 


im 


farming would in England term him a ‘‘gentle- 
mian farmer,’’ as he principally attends only to 
the management. 

On October 20, 1897, Mr. Renn married Adah 
G. Easterday, a refined and accomplished lady 
and a classical graduate of Kee Mar College, 
she being a daughter of George E. and Sarah 
Easterday, a representative family of Jefferson, 
Ind. 

As to a general description, Mr. Renn hasa 
firm, resolute character, combined with a mild 
and pleasant disposition, always ready to meet 
his friends with a kind word anda smile. With 
this he is a man of broad ideas, deeply interested 
in educational matters, and is firm in his opinion 
that the more thorough the education the more 
successful the farmer, his advice to country boys 
being ‘‘stick to the farm.’’ He is thoroughly 
conversant with the leading topics of the times; 
has traveled extensively, visiting nearly every 
state in the Union, also parts of Canada and 
Mexico. He is prominent in religious as well as 
social circles, for many years being an official in 
the Lutheran Church and superintendent of the 
Sunday-school. In politics he is an ardent Demo- 
crat and favors the gold standard. He has 
always taken a lively interest in this, but has 
never held an office nor been a secker for one. 
Several times he has been before the legislature 
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in order to see that certain measures for the 
benefit of the community had their proper hear- 
ing and consideration. It was due to his work 
and perseverance that Ballenger District was 
organized.

ATRICK J. GARRETT, a superintendent 

of the Deer Park Hotel grounds, was born 

near this place, in Allegany County, March 
17, 1861, and is a son of Michael and Bridget 
(McGough) Garrett. His father, who was a 
native of Ireland, came to America in 1846 and 
settled in Baltimore, where he remained several 
years. From that city he removed to the western 
part of Maryland, becoming an early settler in 
Allegany County, where the remaining years of 
his life were passed. Politically he adhered to 
Democratic principles, but did not take an active 
part in public affairs. He attained an advanced 
age, dying when eigity-five. His wife passed 
away in 1891, when seventy-eight years of age. 
They were the parents ofeight children, of whom 
six are now living, namely: Michael A., who is 
superintendent of Miss Mary Garrett’s country 
home in Baltimore County; Mary E.; Annie, 
wife of Peter Cane, of West Virginia; William 
C., who is a private watchman for the Garrett es- 
tate in Baltimore; Patrick J.; and Thomas J., 
who carries on the old homestead. 

A resident of this locality throughout lis 
whole life, the subject of this sketch is well ac- 
quainted here and has many friends among the 
people with whom he has been associated. Dur- 
ing boyhood years he lived on a farm and at- 
tended a neighboring school. At the age of 
twenty-one he went to Oakland and learned teleg- 
raphy in the Baltimore & Ohio Hotel; after- 
ward he became general manager of this hotel, 
serving in that capacity seven years. In 1887 he 
came to Deer Park and took entire charge of the 
Garrett estate and the Baltimore & Ohio Hotel 
and grounds, having the general supervision of 
about four thousand acres of land, besides being 
superintendent of the Deer Park Land Improve- 
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ment Company, which owns five hundred acres 
devoted to farming; also superintendent of the 
Frick summer home and property. Since he took 
charge of the park, two large buildings, the east 
and west annex, have been added to the main 
hotel, which now has accommodations for about 
four hundred guests. The park, which contains 
six hundred acres of land, is situated three 
thousand feet above the level of the sea; thus 
giving the advantage of fine, clear air; while the 
surrounding mountains afford a background that 
is picturesque and attractive. Pure spring water 
is supplied from the famous boiling spring. Roads 
have been laid out throwgh the park, and extend- 
ing into the country beyond, while the hotel has all 
modern sanitary and sewerage improvements, to- 
gether with every convenience of city life. While 
many of the summer resorts of the east are 
reudered unpleasant by the swarms of mosquitoes 
with which they are infested, the Deer Park Hotel 
is absolutely free from these troublesome pests, a 
fact which enhances its value in the eyes of visit- 
ors. The air is invigorating and healthful, and 
is especially noted for its curative properties in 
cases of hay fever. 

Politically’a Democrat, Mr. Garrett was twice 
elected mayor of Deer Park. In religion he is a 
Catholic. His marriagein October, 1893, united 
him with Miss Anna A. Browning, daughter of 
ex-Senator Richard Browning,and they have two 
children, Robert B. and Charles A. He is promi- 
nentin the Ancient Order of Hibernians, of which 
he was state treasurer for six years; he has twice 
represented the order of Maryland in the national 
conventions, in 1890 at Hartford, Conn., and two 
years later in New Orleans. 


EDWARD PRESHO is a recent addition 
to the inhabitants of the flourishing city of 
Cumberland, Allegany County, and a most 
valuable one, for he possesses great public spirit, 
business push and energy, and such men are 
desirable members of any community. In Janu-

ary, 1896, he resigned a responsible position in 
order to accept the principalship of the Central 
Commercial College of Cumberland, and the fol- 
lowing year the school was incorporated by the 
leading business men of the city, and he was in- 
stalled as president of the institution and its 
manager; the college is destined to become a 
very important factor in the education of our 
young people, fitting them for the active and ag- 
gressive battle of life and rendering them inde- 
pendent should reverses come to them, as is so 
frequently the case, nowadays, even with chil- 
dren whose parents have left them well provided 
for, financially. The incalculable value of giving 
the youth of our land accurate knowledge of the 
proper conducting of property and business af- 
fairs is a fact which is being constantly demon- 
strated and every man and woman should be 
qualified to look after his or her own interests in 
a business-like manner. 

Professor Presho was born in Raymond, Potter 
County, Pa., January 2, 1870, and is a son of 
George W. and Leonora M.(Carr) Presho. His 
father was for many years one of the leading 
farmers of that county, and universally esteemed. 
He died when but thirty-three years of age, re- 
gretted by a large circle of friends whom he had 
endeared to himself by his numerous noble quali- 
ties. His wife, Leonora, is a daughter of Rev. 
E. D: Carr, ‘now: .of Gold, Potter County, Pa. 
C. Edward is an only son, and his only sister, 
Bertha M., is a successful teacher in Flk Coun- 
ty, Ra. 

The early education of our subject was ob-. 
tained in the Soldiers’ Orphans’ School at Mans- 
field, Pa., and in the high school at Coudersport, 
Pa. In1887 he obtained a position as teacher in 
the public schools, and was thus employed for 
three terms. At the end of this time he became 
enrolled as a student in the State Normal School 
at Mansfield, graduating therefrom with the 
class of '90. The next two years he held posi- 
tions as principal of the public schools at Clair- 
mont, Pa., and Mann's Choice, Pa., being twelve 
months in each town. In 1893 he was tendered 
the place of principal of the schools of Gurnee, 


Ill., and accepted the offer, remaining there 
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about a year. In all of these various towns he 
gave entire satisfaction to the boards of education 
and to the parents and pupils. His reason in 
each instance, for changing his location, was an 
increased salary. For sometime the professor 
took a much-needed vacation and rest after leav- 
ing Illinois, visiting friends in Buffalo, N.Y., 
and his old home in the Keystone state. Later 
he was engaged as assistant superintendent in 
the Wilson Military Academy, in Wilson, N. C. 
From that place he came direct to Cumberland, 
where it is his present intention to become a 
permanent resident. Since taking charge of the 
college, he has been able to effect many needed 
reforms to materially increase the attendance, and 
through his untiring efforts he has placed his 
charge on an admirable footing. During the 
past year the school has turned out six commer- 
cial graduates and three graduates in shorthand. 
In political affairs Mr. Presho is identified with 
the Prohibition party. In 1897 he was a candi- 
date for the office of clerk of the circuit court 
aud received three hundred and twenty-one 
votes. He is an earnest worker for the temper- 
ance cause, as, indeed he is for all worthy and 
patriotic affairs. He is a member of the Cumber- 
land board of trade. In 1896 he married Miss 
Sallie M. Black, daughter of Daniel M. Black, 
of Mann’s Choice, Pa. ‘They are both members 
of the Presbyterian Church of this city and take 
great interest in its prosperity and upbuilding. 
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ILLIAM A. SMITH. Beginning in the 
mercantile business at Hoyes, Garrett 
County, in 1881, Mr. Smith formed a 

partnership with William Callis, under the firm 
title of Smith & Callis. Since then he has built 
up a large trade among the people of the village 
and surrounding country, and through his active 
personal management has placed the business 
upon a solid financial basis. In addition to this 
store he is interested in a branch store at Sang 
Run, and he is also the proprietor and owner of 


a farm comprising one hundred and seventy-five 
acres, upon which he engages in general farminy 
and stock-raising. 

The Smith family came from England ani 
settled in Virginia during the early days of the 
Old Dominion. John Smith, who lived in the 
western part of the state, was a farmer by occu- 
pation and during the War of 1812 he rendered 
valiant service in behalf of the American cause. 
He attained the remarkable age of ninety-eicht 
years. Hisson, Daniel, our subject’s father, was 
born in West Virginia and continued to reside 
there until 1861, when removing to Oakland, 
Md., he embarked in the mercantile business. 
From 1865 until his death, at the age of sixty-five 
years, he was a merchant at Johnstown, now 
Hoyes, and was a large and successful business 
man. Politically he voted the Republican ticket. 

By. the marriage of Daniel Smith to Eliza, 
daughter of Ezekiel Totten, of Oakland, eleven 
children were born, five of whom are now living, 
namely: Daniel R., now residing in Washington, 
Pa.; William A., who was born in Hardy County, 
W. Va., October 2, 1861; Carrie, wife of Abel 
DeWitt; Eliza, Mrs. George Thayer; and Minnie 
A.,a talented pianist, now engaged in teaching 
music. The mother of these children died at the 
age of thirty-five, and afterward the father mar- 
ried again, his wife being Elizabeth Foraker, of 
Preston County, W. Va. One child was born of 
this union, Vernia, wife of Dr. F. H. Ravens- 
croft, of Accident. After the death of Mr. Smith 
his widow was married to Henry Albright. 

When an infant our subject was brought by 
his parents to Maryland, and his education was 
obtained in the public schools of Hoyes. At the 
age of sixteen he gained his initiatory knowledge 
of the mercantile business, through association 
with his uncle, William P. Totten, at Oakland, 
in the latter’s store at that place. Since 1881 he 
has successfully engaged in business for himself. 
In politics a Republican, he was appointed by 
Governor Lowndes as a member of the school 
board, to serve from 1898 to r900. In 1890 he 
married Miss Nmima, daughter of Wesley Savage, 
of Sang Run, and they have two children, Larl 
and Auburn. Fraternally he is connected with 
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Youghiogheny Council, Knights of Pythias, and 
has been its representative to the state couiicil. 
In the Junior Order United American Mechanics 
he has passed all the chairs and is at this writing 
past councillor. In the Methodist Episcopal 
Church he has been trustee and steward for some 
years, taking an active part in and contributing 
towards all of its benevolences. 


ILLIAM SHEPHERD HARRISON for 
many years was one of the prominent and 
influential farmers of Potomac District, 

Montgomery County, but is now deceased. He 
is a member of an English family, represented in 
America at an early period of colonial history and 
pioneers at Harrison’s Landing, Westmoreland 
County, Va. James Harrison, who was a first 
cousin of President William Henry Harrison, 
married Sarah Shepherd, of Virginia, daughter 
of William Shepherd, whose first ancestor in this 
country was an own cousin of the then reigning 
king of England. James fought during the en- 
tire War of 1812 and afterwards carried on his 
plantation in Virginia. 

The subject of this sketch, who was a son of 
James and Sarah Harrison, was born in Loudoun 
County, Va., and on finishing his education took 
up agricultural pursuits, which he carried on for 
many years, making a specialty of stock-raising. 
In 1853 he came to Maryland and began farming 
in Montgomery County. In 1888 he sold his 
farm in Potomac District to Senator Sawyer in 
exchange for a gold mine and then bought the 
present homestead of two hundred and twenty- 
five acres, near Potomac. He was liberal in 
his views and gave aid toall worthy objects. One 
of his donations was an acre of ground for the 
establishment and erection of a Catholic church 
here. His children he gave good educations in 
the subscription schools. During the war he was 
an ardent Union man, and the family now have 
a pass that was given him by General McClellan, 
entitling him to pass anywhere he desired and to 
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carry anything he chose. In politics he was first 
a Whig and later a Democrat. He was an ardent 
and active worker for his party and gave much 
of iis tiine for the advancement of its interests. 
However, when Benjamin Harrison was candi- 
date for president, he put aside his political be- 
lief and voted for him, in honor of his grand- 
father. While working for the party he never 
sougat office for himself, but was disinterested in 
all nis efforts. Fraternally he was connected 
with the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, the 
Masonic Order and the Knights of Pythias. He 
was one of the organizers of the last-named lodge 
and is a member of the grand lodge. 

A Methodist in religious belief, he was one of 
the prime factors in building the Potomac chapel, 
to which he liberaily contributed. While at Lees- 
purg, in his young manhood, he was a captain of 
militia. He was bugler of the Fairfax Light 
Guards, who acted as escort to President Polk 
upon his inauguration. Longevity was a fanuly 
characteristic. His grandfather attained the age 
of one hundred and two, and he himself was 
seventy-five years of age when he died. Had it 
not been for a sunstroke, which resulted fatally, 
he might have rounded out a full century. His 
demise occurred August 18, 1890. His wife died 
in 1894, when she was seventy-nine years of age, 
He was laid to rest in the cemetery, where his 
two daughters, Sallie and Margaret, have caused 
a fine monument to be erected above his remains. 
One of his most noticeable traits was his desire 
to keep a promise. His word was as good as his 
bond. In one instance he promised to sell a cer- 
tain piece of property, and before the transter 
was made he was offered $15,000 more from 
another party, but, having promised to sell it at 
the lower price, he refused to go back on his 
word. 

February 16, 1843, Mr. Harrison married 
Catherine, daughter of Michael Whitmore, of 
Prosper Well, near Leesburg, Loudoun County, 
Va., where her brother, Jolin Henry, still resides. 
Michael Whitmore was a soldier in the War of 
1812. The five children of Mr. and Mrs. Iar- 
rison are still living, viz.: James M., who has 
charge of the home farm for his sisters; Sarah 
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A.; Mary Elizabeth, who married James W. 
Smith and residesin Washington; Margarett Vir- 
ginia; and Susan Alice, wife of Arthur Meyers, 
of Potomac District. 








OHN SCHAIDT, an old and honored resi- 
dent of Cumberland, is literally a self-made 

and. self-educated man, for he has always 
been entirely dependent upon his own resources, 
and has made the best of his opportunities. In 
the autumn of 1875 he was elected surveyor of 
Allegany County, and occupied this responsible 
position for twenty-two successive years, being 
re-elected eleven consecutive terms. During this 
period he has been chiefly engaged in the survey- 
ing of land, and is considered an expert in his 
department. Politically he has always been a 
great worker in the interests of the Republican 
party, and has been an earnest advocate of all 
local enterprises, industries and _ institutions 
which he believed would accrue to the lasting 
benefit of his native city. 
About 1837 the uncle of the above-named 
gentleman, John G., left his native home in Ba- 
varia, Germany, to found a home in the United 
States. He worked at various things along the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Canal for a. few years, until 
he had made astart, and in 1842 he sent for his 
two brothers, Casper and Peter, the latter our 
subject’s father. All settledin Allegany County, 
in or near Cumberland, and John G. and Casper 
engaged in farming. Peter, who was the young- 
est, was in the employ of railroads part of the 
time, but was also engaged on other public works 
throughout the county. He married a German 
lady, Catherine Gehauf, and twelve children 
blessed their union. ‘Three died in infancy and 
five lived to maturity; those now living are: 
John; Harmon, now in New Mexico; Christina, 
who is Mrs. Matthew Muir, now in Rock Springs, 
Wyo.; and George, a resident of British Colum- 
bia. The father finally settled in Lonaconing, 
this county, where he spent the rest of his life and 


died when about sixty-six years of age. The 
aged mother of this family is now living with a 
niece in Lonaconing. Though she is in her sey- 
euty-fifth year she enjoys good health and is re- 
markably active for one of her years. 

John Schaidt was born in Cumberland, Decem- 
ber 22, 1850, and was therefore a mere boy when 
the Civil war came on. The cost of living was 
high and his parents had hardly made a fair start 
in this strange land, and it became necessary for 
the elder children to lend their assistance to the 
general support as early as possible. Beginning 
the battle of life in earnest then, at the age of 
thirteen years, our subject had but little opportu- 
nity for obtaining an education, and that he is 
to-day a well-informed man upon all of the lead- 
ing questions and is posted upon general mat- 
ters, is due solely to his own study and reading, 
mainly since he reached his majority. For several 
years he was employed with his father in rail- 
roading and mining. He was very industrious 
and careful of the money he earned and when he 
was twenty-two years old he carried out a long- 
cherished plan he had had in mind, and went to 
the Kentucky University for one winter. Then 
for two years he pursued his studies in Lehigh 
University, South Bethlehem, Pa. 

In the fall of 1875 Mr. Schaidt was elected 
county surveyor, as previously mentioned, and 
served faithfully and to every-one’s satisfaction 
in this capacity for nearly a quarter of a century. 
Fraternally he is a Mason, being a member of 
Potomac Lodge No. 100, A. F.& A. M. In the 
Odd Fellows’ society, to which he belongs, he is 
connected with Chosen Friends’ Lodge No. 34, 
Cumberland Encampment No. 23, Canton Alle- 
gany No. 4, Patriarchs Militant, being past officer 
of the several branches, and has represented the 
same in the Maryland grand lodge. He is a 
member of the American Legion of Honor, an 
insurance order. — 

In the year of our nation’s centennial, 1876, 
Mr. Schaidt married Miss Elizabeth Knatz, a 
daughter of Henry Knatz, of Lonaconing. Hight 
children came to bless their marriage, their names 
in the order of birth being as follows: Emma M.; 
Peter Leander; Crissie k.; Charles E.; Henry W.; 
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Wilhelmina E.; Mortimer C. and John F., all 
living. The family are identified with the Lu- 
theran Church. 





ULIUS C. RENNINGER, though one of 

the youngest attorneys in Garrett County, 

has in his short time of practice shown 
marked ability and has attained to a prominent 
position at the Garrett County bar. His practice 
is large and growing and is not confined to this 
region, but extends into the neighboring counties 
of Allegany and Preston, W. Va. He has been 
admitted to the bar of these three counties and is 
recognized as a young man of natural talent, 
general information and comprehensive knowl- 
edge of the law. Heis anative of western Mary- 
land, his birth having occurred in the city of 
Cumberland, Allegany County, October 26,1874, 
and has been a citizen of Oakland for a few years 
only, but his success in this short period is re- 
markable. 

The father of the subject of this sketch is 
Christian M. Renninger, one of the highly re- 
spected residents of Cumberland, Md. Heisa 
native of that city and has been engaged in con- 
ducting a mercantile business there for several 
years. He is enterprising and _ public-spirited 
and is very popular among the citizens. His 
wife was, in her maidenhood, Miss Emma Sherr 
and their three children are Julius C., Theodore 
and Annie. : 

The boyhood and youth of J. C. Renninger were 
spent happily in Cumberland, where he was a 
student in the excellent public schools. He 
graduated from the high school with distinction 
in the summer of 1893 and soon afterwards took 
up the study of law in the office of Ferdinand 
Williams. In 1895 he graduated from the law 
department of the University of Maryland, and 
the following year opened an office for practice in 
this city. Hesoon made a favorable impression 
upon the business men and general public here by 
his active, aggressive spirit, by the genuine interest 
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which he takes in everything pertaining to the 
welfare and upbuilding of the town and by his 
thotough knowledge of the details of his chosen 
work. He is much interested in the success of 
the Republican party and is well posted upon 
matters affecting the government, state and 
county. Heisa student and keeps in touch with 
modern progress in thought and research by pe- 
rusing the leading journals and publications of the 
day. In the Lutheran Church he is a valuable 
member and is one of the trustees of the council. 
He is a member of Garrett Lodge No. 113, 
K. P., and of the Junior Order American Me- 
chanics, and is serving as councillor of the latter 
order at Oakland. 
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UNCAN SINCLAIR, general superintend- 

ent of the New Central Coal Company and 

one of the representative citizens of Mid- 
lothian, near Frostburg, was born in the city of 
Glasgow, Scotland, November 15, 1852, and isa 
son of Peter and Jane (Clark) Sinclair. He re- 
ceived his education in the public schools and the 
Andersonian University of Glasgow. Prior to 
attaining his majority, he determined to seek his 
fortune in the new world, and bidding farewell 
to home and friends he came to the United States, 
joining an uncle, Malcolm Sinclair, at Cumber- 
land, Md. His first position was that of book- 
keeper and acting secretary for a coal comipany, 
in which capacity he was employed for two 
years. 

Entering the employ of the New Central Coal 
Company, Mr. Sinclair acted as bookkeeper until 
1882, when he was promoted to the position of 
general superintendent, and this place he has 
since held, discharging its many and responsible 
duties with efficiency and success. The annual 
output of the mines is two hundred thousand 
tons. Under the intelligent management of the 
superintendent, the work moves forward syste- 
matically and with dispatch. 

March 20, 1879, occurred the marriage of Mr. 
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Sinclair to Josephine Gerstell, daughter of Dr. 
Arnold Gerstell, of Keyser, W. Va. Ske was 
born in Western Port, Allegany County, and 
through her mother, whose maiden name was 
Fannie Cresap, she was a lineal descendant 
of Col. Michael Cresap. Reared in the Presby- 
terian faith, she has always adhered to that re- 
ligion. She is the mother of three sons, Duncan, 
Arnold and Edward, of whoin the two eidest have 
carried on their studies in the Allegany County 
Academy. 

In all matters pertaining to education Mr. 
Sinclair is deeply interested and the public school 
system has in him a stanch friend. For two 
years he has served as a member of the boara of 
education and at this writing he is president of 
the board. He is also president of the state 
board of school commissioners and examuuers. 
In politics he supports the principles for which 
the Republican party stands. A Mason in fra- 
ternal relations, he is connected with Potomac 
Lodge No. 100, A. F. & A. M., of Cumberland; 
he is also a charter member of Rob Roy Council 
No. 619, of the Royal Arcanum, at Lonaconing. 
He possesses the integrity so characteristic of the 
Scotch people, together with the determination 
of purpose that overcomes obstacles and brings to 
its possessor a goodly degree of financial success. 
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OHN LL. RICHTER, who follows the tan- 

ner’s trade and farm pursuits at Accident, 

Garrett County, was born in Germany in 
1847. His father, Henry Richter, emigrated 
from Germany to the United States in 1850, 
landing in New York, where he remained for 
two years. He then removed to Cumberland, 
Md., and from there in 1853 went to Piedmont, 
W. Va., from the latter place removing in 1856 
to Allegany County. His home he established 
in Accident, then in Allegany County, and here 
he engaged in the manufacture of shoes. In 
Piedmont he owned a large shop, giving employ- 
ment toa number of hands. While, on coming 


to Accident, he engaged in custom work, he 
gave his attention principally to the cultivation 
of the Drain farm, a portion of the original Acci- 
dent tract. On the land that he purchased he 
carried o8 ge:eral farm pursuits until his death. 
Me was among the pioneers of his district and 
was 4 man who commanded the respect of all his 
associates. Financially he was quite successful. 
Tn locai matters he took an active interest and as 
road supervisor, to which office he was elected on 
the Democratic ticket, he was instrumental in 
securing good roads for the county. His death 
occurred in 1897, when he was eighty-four years 
of age. 

The mother of our subject was Elizabeth 
Krouse, a member of a prominent family near 
Hoff, in Bavaria, Germany. In her family there 
were five children, namely: Edward; George. 
deceased; Maggie, wife of Henry Zehner; John 
L. and John H. The last-named was educated 
in Addison, Il., and for six years taught in the 
schools of Paterson, N. J.; he is now teaching in 
the Chicago schools. The mother of these chil- 
dren died in 1894, at the age of eighty-five years. 
At the time that the family came to the United 
Siates our subject was only three years of age. 
He accompanied them on their subsequent re- 
movals, being nine years old when they settled 
in Accident. In this village he learned the tan- 
ner’s trade, and at the expiration of his time he 
secured employment at Meyersdale, Pa., where 
he worked for four years. Returning to Mary- 
land in 1870, he built a tannery on his father's 
farm and has since carried on that business, in 
addition to which, since the death of his father, 
he has had charge of the old homestead. In his 
tannery he tans about three hundred hides per 
year, carrying on a steady business that has 
proved quite profitable. 

A Democrat in political affiliations, Mr. Rich- 
ter has maintained a warm interest in local mat- 
ters. For four years, under Governor Brown, 
he officiated as register. He has frequently 
served as a member of the grand and petit juries, 
and was on the jury at the time the railroad 
wrecking case was tried. In religion he is iden- 
tified with the German Lutheran Church. The 
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success that he has won merits especial commend- 
ation, When it is remembered that his educational 
advantages were exceedingly meagre. The fam- 
ily were poor and he was obliged to become self- 
supporting at an early age. His attendance at 
school consisted of a short time ina log cabin, 
where the method of instruction was as primitive 
as the building, and a term in the school at 
Western Port while he was living at Pied- 
mont. Notwithstanding this lack of early op- 
portunities, he has obtained a broad knowledge, 
the result of reading and personal contact with 
men. By his marriage in 1873 to Catherine, 
daughter of Frederick Snyder, he had six 
children, namely: Christina, Frederick, Adam, 
Norah, Gertrude and Lehola.

the most eminent citi- 
zens of Frederick is the gentleman whose 
name heads this review. As a member of the 
local bar, of the Republican party in the west- 
ern part of Maryland, of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in this state, and as a scholar and writer 
of no small merit, he has long occupied a leading 
position in the ranks of the brilliant and repre- 
sentative men of Maryland. He comes from one 
of the oldest and most highly respected families 
of the state, and bears a name that has been 
celebrated in her annals from her earliest days. 
One Nicholas Goldsborough, a native of Eng- 
land, born in 1640, came to America in 1669, and 
settled upon large estates which belonged to him, 
these being situated in Kent Island, Queen Anne 
County, Md. There he resided until his death 
in 1670. In direct line of descent to the major 
was Robert, a son of Nicholas; Charles, son of 
Robert; Robert, son of Charles; William and 
Dr. Edward Yerbury. Robert, the great-grand- 
father of the major, it is believed, was born on 
the old family homestead, near Cambridge, Dor- 
chester County, Md., this place being known as 
the ‘‘Point.’’ He was a member of congress for 
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several terms, and was a wealthy lawyer and a 
very prominent man of his community. He 
married Sarah Yerbury, and several children 
were born of theirunion. Elizabeth, the eldest, 
became the wife of Dr. Sikes; Charles, born in 
1760, first married Wilhelmina Smith, then Eliza- 
beth Greenbury, and for a third wife chose a 
Mrs. Stevens; William was born in 1763; John, 
born in 1765, died in 1783; Robert, born in 1766, 
died in 1791; and the others, Richard, Rachel 
and Howes, were born respectively in the years 
1768, 1770. and 1772. 

William, the grandfather of our subject, was 
born on the Eastern Shore, and he, too, was a 
member of the legal profession, and came to 
Frederick County in 1790 and purchased the 
homestead called Richfields, a large place of 
about a thousand acres, lying to the north of this 
city, and one-quarter of this property is now 
owned by our subject. He was an adherent of 
the old Whig party. His death occurred in this 
city May 22, 1826, when he had reached the age 
of sixty-six years, and his remains were buried 
in Olivet Cemetery. He had married a Miss 
Sarah Worthington, a native of this county, and 
from one of the respected old families, and to 
them were born four sons and a daughter: Will- 
iam, who died when young, was born in 1793; 
Nicholas died at the age of about forty years; Dr. 
Edward Yerbury was the next in order of birth; 
Dr. Charles H., born February 14, 1Soo, mar- 
ried Amelia Poe in 1826, and isa physician of 
Walkersville, Md.; Dr. Leander, born in 1804, 
married Sarah Dunkin in 1830, and is a medical 
practitioner of Hanover, Pa.; Catherine E. W. 
became the wife of Thomas Duckett in 1827. 

The major’s father, Dr. Edward Yerbury 
Goldsborough, was born on the old homestead, 
previously mentioned as the ‘‘Point,’’ near Cam- 
bridge, Md. He received his early education in 
that locality and in Baltimore, and later graduated 
from the medical department of the University 
of Maryland. After he had engaged in mer- 
chandising for a few years in Baltimore he re- 
turned to Frederick, and from that time until his 
death was actively occupied in medical practice. 
He enjoyeda very large patronage when he was in 
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his prime, and rode far and wide in the discharge of 
his duties. Hewasa man of singularly generous 
disposition, and, besides making no charges to 
the poor, had thousands of dollars of money due 
him on his books, sums that he never made any 
effort to collect. He was a noted Whig and was 
a member of the Masonic order in his younger 
days. Though a strong believer in the super- 
iority of his own political party, he wouid sever 
accept office. He was a personal friend of Henry 
Clay, and entertained him frequently when he 
paid Frederick a visit, as he often did, and many 
other notable men partook of his liberal hos- 
pitality. He was in requisition all over the 
county, and was often called to distant parts of 
the state in consultation. He was stricken with 
his last illness while on horseback, intent upon 
making a professional call, and died November 
14, 1850, aged about fifty years. He was placed 
to rest in Mount Olivet Cemetery. Few men of 
this county were ever held in more tender regard 
and love than was this worthy citizen, whose life 
was spent in doing good and in self-sacrificing 
ministry to the suffering. He was a member of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

The wife of Dr. Edward Y. Goldsborough 
bore the maiden name of Margaret Schley. Her 
father, John Schley, was clerk of the court in 
Frederick for a great many years, accumulated a 
large fortune and was a man of influence in this 
locality. The Schley family was represented 
among the first settlers of Frederick, and indeed 
the first house built here was constructed in 
1745 by Thomas Schley, who continued to dwell 
here until his death. He (Thomas Schley) was 
a man of fine education and musical training, and 
led the choir here in the Reformed Church for 
many years. Mrs. Goldsborough’s paternal 
grandfather was Jacob, and her father was John 
Schley. Her brother was the distinguished law- 
yer, William Schley, of Baltimore. Dr. Golds- 
borough and wife had the following children: 


~ Mary Catherine, who has never married, though 


she was considered the belle and beauty of Fred- 
erick in her younger days, and has always been 
a fine musician and has spent her entire life in the 
house in which she was born, opposite the city 


hotel; Wiliam, born in 1830, graduated from 
Princeton College, studied medicine under Dr. 
Tyler, and died at the age of twenty-two years, 
while attending lectures in Philadelphia; Eliza 
Margaret died when but a year old, August 25, 
1834; two boys died in infancy; John, born in 
1835, married Julia Anna Strider, graduated 
from frederick Academy, and, after studying 
medicine with Dr. Tyler, graduated from the 
University of Maryiand with the degree of Doctor 
of Medicine; then went into the Federal service 
as surgeon, remaining until the close of the war, 
and is now retired from practice; Robert Henry, 
born in 1842, died in 1882; Edward, born in 1838, 
Gied in 183g; and Edward Y., of this sketch, 
completes the number. John Goldsborough, 
M. D., and wife, Tulia Anna, had three children, 
of whom John and Edward, twins, were born in 
September, 1864; and Julia Anna married Richard 
M. Duvall; John died at the age of about twenty- 
four. 

The birth of Maj. Edward Y. Goldsboroucl 
teek place in the old family mansion opposite 
the Frederick City Hotel, December 11, 1839. 
His father having died when he was only eleven 
years of age, his mother then assumed the charge 
of the lad’s education, and no one could have 
been better qualified for the task than she, as she 
was a lady of superior attainments. He attended 
the old Frederick Academy, and before he was 
twenty had begun the study of lawin 1859. He 
was admitted to the bar in October, 1861, and 
commenced practice here. The following year, 
however, he enlisted in the Eighth Maryland 
Infantry, and soon rose from the rank of second 
lieutenant to that of first lieutenant. By reason 
of severe sickness contracted in the army in 1863 
while with his regiment in the field, he was com- 
pelled to leave the service, but was a volunteer 
officer without pay. during Early’s raid the same 
year. During the battle of Monocacy he was a 
major in command on the staff of Gen. E. B. 
Tyler. 

While with his regiment in the Army of the 
Potomac in the autumn of 1863, he was nominated 
by the Union party of Maryland as their candi- 
date for the office of state’s attorney for Frederick 
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County, and subsequently ,whileconfined to his bed 
by an attack of typhoid pneumonia, was elected. 
Returning to the army he found himself too weak 
to endure the hardships of camp life in winter, 
and he was compelled to resign his commission 
and leave the ariny December 22, 1863. January 
4, 1864, he entered upon the duties of the office 
of state’s attorney, with a heavy docket and a 
bar composed of many of the oldest and most 
experienced lawyers of the state, a trying ordeal 
for so young a man (twenty-three years of age) 
and fresh from army life; yet the records show 
that he performed the duties of the office faithfully 
and with credit for the fullterm. He held the 
office until January 4, 1868. 

In 1869 he was appointed United States mar- 
shal by General Grant, and was reappointed in 
1873 by him, later serving in the same capacity 
under Hayes’ administration, by appointment 
of Chief Justice Waite, of the United States 
supreme court. Subsequently he returned to 
Frederick and resumed his law practice. In 1893 
he was made United States commissioner, and is 
yet serving in that office. The president also 
once appointed him as superintendent of United 
States census, but he declined to serve, as his 
other business affairs would not permit. He has 
always taken great interest in whatever concerns 
his fellow-citizens in Frederick and the county as 
well, and has been an able exponent of the prin- 
ciples of the Republican party. He was the 
organizer of the Grand Army of the Republic in 
Maryland and is the oldest surviving commander 
in the state. 

June 10, 1874, Major Goldsborough married 
Miss Amy Ralston Auld, a grand-niece of Salmon 
P. Chase, chief justice of the United States. 
They have one son, Edward Ralston, a bright 
and promising young man now in his nineteenth 
year. For the past few years the major has given 
much of his time to literary work, and has not 
practiced to a great extent in his profession. He 
has also devoted considerable time to philan- 
thropic work and the correction of public evils, 
and is now serving as a member of the board of 
managers of the Maryland House of Correction. 
He has about ready for publication a work on the 
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subject of the battle of Monocacy and one on his 
observations in California, during a trip to that 
state. Always a great and comprehensive student 
of the Bible, he has written several fine articles 
upon it. He has long been a member of the 
Episcopal Church, and is now one of the wardens 
of the local congregation. 
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OHN T. MARTIN, yardmaster of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, at Brunswick and 
Martinsburg, was born in Frederick Coun- 

ty, Md., in 1845, and is the only son of William 
and Mary (Gurley) Martin, the former of Eng- 
lish birth, and the latter a native of this county. 
His father, who was a farmer, died when John 
was nine years old, and consequently but little is 
known of the family history. There were also 
four daughters, twe of whom, Mrs. J. W. Jennings, 
of Brunswick, Md., and Mrs..C: R. Adams, of 
Lanark, Ill., are still living. After his father’s 
death, his mother married George W. Yourtee, of 
Washington County, Md. She died in 1885, at 
the age of sixty-four years. 

At the age of sixteen, Mr. Martin started out to 
secure employment and went to the headquarters 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad in Virginia. He 
had no one to recommend him, nor any acquaint- 
ance with the officers of the road, but in spite of 
these disadvantages, succeeded in getting a minor 
position, from which by hard work and careful 
attention to duty alone he steadily rose to the 
position of agent at Martinsburg, Va. In 1889 
he was made the company’s representative at 
Cumberland, Md. He returned to Martinsburg 
in 18go, and in 1891 formally opened the immense 
freight yards of the Baltimore & Ohio at Bruns- 
wick, Md. This office he still holds. The hun- 
dreds of trains that run through here every day 
and the large force of men he has to deal with 
make his position a responsible one. In the 
employ of this company for thirty-four years, he 
has never been absent for more than three days 
at any time. 
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In 1868 Mr. Martin married Margaret C. Con- 
way, daughter of William Conway, of Martins- 
burg, formerly of Staffordshire, England. Myr. 
and Mrs. Martin have a son, George W., chief 
train despatcher for the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road at Cumberland, Md., and a daughter, Emma, 
Politically a Democrat, Mr. Martin was mayor 
of Brunswick in 1895-96, prior to which he had 
been a member of the city council, 1892-94; also a. 
member of the central committee of Frederick 
County. He was a delegate to the convention 
that nominated John E. Hurst for governor of 
Maryland, against whom he made a strong plea. 
Fraternally he is a Mason and holds membership 
in Brunswick Lodge No. 191. 

He is held in high esteem both by the large 
force of men under him and the officials of the 
road.being recognized as one of the most thorough 
and efficient men in the company’s services; for 
this credit is due his own untiring efforts, which, 
in spite of anything more than a common-school 
education and few advantages, nevertheless 
brought him success in his chosen life work. 
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AMES W. LAUGHLIN, M. D., carries on 

a profitable practice as a physician and is also 

the proprietor of a drug store at Deer Park, 
Garrett County, where he has made his home since 
1881. He is the descendant of Scotch-Irish an- 
cestors, who were among the earliest settlers of 
Fayette County, Pa., Hugh Laughlin having 
emigrated via Cuba to Pennsylvania. In Fayette 
County, at Brownsville, Adam Laughlin engaged 
in agricultural pursuits throughout his entire life, 
meeting with fair success in his chosen occupa- 
tion. His only son, Rev. Robert Laughlin, was 
for years one of the prominent ministers in the 
Pittsburg conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, During the Civil war he became chap- 
lain of the Seventh West Virginia Infantry, 
but soon resigned and, shouldering his gun, be- 
gan to fight in the ranks of the army. ater he 
Was made quartermaster of the regiment, in 


which capacity he served until the close of the 
war. He then returned to the more peaceful oc- 
cnupatisn of preaching the Gospel. His death 
occurred in Greene County, Pa., when he was 
seventy-five years of age. 

The wife of Rev. Robert Laughlin was Eliza- 
veth Chaifant, daughter of James Chalfant, and 
a native of Brownsville, Fayette County, Pa. 
She ts now living at the old homestead in Greene 
County, Pa., and is eighty-three years of age. 
tn her family there were ten children, eight of 
whom are ijiving, namely: Adam; Jane, wife of 
George Philips; George; James W.; Melinda, 
wife of Harvey Bane; Sarah, Mrs. David Keener; 
Andrew B. and Robert. 

In Harrison County, W. Va., Dr. Laughlin 
was born April 29, 1843. He was reared in 


. Greene County, Pa., where his father was pastor 


of a Methodist Episcopal Church. His literary 
education was obtained in the public schools and 
Waynesburg College, and upon itscompletion he 
began the study of medicine in Cleveland Medi- 
cal College at Cleveland, Ohio, where he re- 
mained until the conclusion of the course, gradu- 
ating in 1871 with the degree of M. D. Imme- 
diately after receiving his diploma, he opened an 
office at Mount Morris, Pa., where he remained 
for two years. Removing from there to Oak 
Forest, Greene County, Pa., he continued in prac- 
tice at that place for eight years. His next lo- 
cation was at Deer Park, where he devoted him- 
self exclusively to professional practice until 
1886 (a period of five years) and then estab- 
lished the drug business that he has carried 
on in connection with his practice. Besides his 
town property, he is the owner ofa farm near 
Deer Park, where he superintends the raising of 
cereais and the general management of the 
place. 

Firm in his allegiance to the Republican party, 
Dr. Laughlin was its candidate for the state sen- 
ate in 1890, but suffered defeat. In 1896 he was 
chosen to serve upon the school board of Deer 
Park, and is now president of the board, main- 
taining an intelligent and efficient oversight 
of the schools. Fraternally he is connected with 
the Odd Fellows at Oak Forest, Pa., and the 
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Junior Order United American Mechanics at Deer 
Park, in which he has passed all the chairs. A 
member of the Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Oakland, he is now a trustee of thecongregation 
and one of its stewards, also superintendent of 
the Sunday-school. In 1862 he married Miss 
Caroline Green, who died leaving two sons, Adam. 
and Hicy. His second union was to Rachel, 
daughter of David Hoge, and they have twe 
children, Frank, now a student in the University 
of West Virginia, and Sadie. 

During the Civil war Dr. Laughlin and his two 
brothers, Adam and George, following their 
father’s example, enlisted in the service of the 
Union, becoming members of Company I, Eighth 
Pennsylvania Reserve Infantry. The doctor 
served with the army of the Potomac in its vari- 
ous engagements and for meritorious service was 
made sergeant. ‘He remained in active duty for 
three years, and was mustered out after the bat- 
tle of the Wilderness, in May, 1864. During 
the entire period of his service he was never on 
the sick list nor in the hospital. Since the or- 
ganization of the Frank Thomas Post of the 
Grand Army he has served as commander of the 
post. 


OHN WALTER CARROLL, a. represent- 
ative citizen of Potomac District, Montgomery 
County, comes from ene of the oldest and 

most honored families of Maryland. The 
Carrolls have been intimately associated with the 
annals of this state from colonial days, and have 
furnished many valued soldiers, statesmen and 
professional men to swell the ranks of her dis- 
tinguished sons. Carroll Manor, the beautiful 
homestead celebrated as the country place of that 
Charles Carroll who was one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, is situated in 
Carroll County, which was named in honor of 
the family. They are of English origin, but many 
generations have come and gone since the 
founder of.the family in Maryland landed on 
these hospitable shores. 
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The father of the gentieman of whom we write 
was Walter Addison Carroll, born in Prince 
George County, Md. There he becamea wealthy 
Pienter, but in 1832 he removed to Montgomery 
County, where he purchased a tract of three 
burdred acres. From that time until his death 
he was ocenpied in the cuitivation and improve- 
ment cf this property, and was quite successful 
from a financial point of view. Though he never 
aspired to political preferment, he took a deep 
interest in the success of the Democratic party, to 
which he gave his allegiance. Religiously he 
was ccnnected with the Catholic Church. 

Walter Addison Carroll married Susan Cook, 
whose father, Jolin Cook, was a well-to-do planter 
of Prince Geerge County. They became the 
parents of five children, of whom J. Walter, of 
this sketch, is the only son and the youngest of 
the family. Mary Amelia isthe widow of Horace 
Beuton, who for years was a farmer of this county 
and was superintendent of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Canal for a period. Catherine Emily miar- 
tied John M. Smith, a government employe in 
Washington, D.C. Elizabeth M. survives her 
husband, John L. Trammell, and with her 
widowed elder sister makes her home with our 
subject. Hester Jane, a resident of Baltimore, 
is the widow of William McAllister. 

The birth of J. Walter Carroll occurred near his 
preseut home, in April, 1842. After completing 
his education in the public schools of the neigh- 
borhood he obtained employment with the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Canal Company, and was promoted 
to the position of boss carpenter, in which capacity 
he served them for several years. In 1879 he 
left the company and engaged in running a hotel 
and in mercantile ventures at Great Falls, Mont- 
gomery County, forthe next eleven years. Dur- 
ing this period he also conducted a farm near 
Potomac, and in 1888 purchased his present fine 
homestead, comprising one hundred and ten 
acres. In 1895 he sold his interest in the hotel, 
and has since been exclusively an agriculturist. 

While a resident of Great Falls, Mr. Carroll 
was the postmaster of the place for a number of 
years. He gives his support to the Democratic 
party, and has been quite active during cam- 
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paigns in advancing his party interests. In the 
fall of 1897 he was a candidate for the legislature, 
and though he was not elected he received a very 
flattering vote. Since 1871 he has been a mem- 
ber of the Masonic order, and belongs to Mont- 
gomery Lodge No. 195, A. F. & A. M. In the 
Knights of Pythias order he is prominent and 
has frequently represented his home lodge in the 
grand lodge of the state. 

In May, 1863, Mr. Carroll married a daughter 
of Colmore Thrift, a farmer of this county. She 
bore the maiden name of Laura R. Thrift. Two 
children, a daughter and a son, bless the union 
of our subject and wife. The elder, Ella H.,-is 
the wife of H. A. Garrett, a Washington (D. C.) 
merchant. Walter Colmore, the son, is an at- 
torney-at-law in Washington, and married Miss 
Lelia Weish, of West Washington. 











ORACE RESLEY, for over half a century 
a resident of Cumberland, is one of her old- 
est and most honored citizens. He is well 
and favorably known throughout the county, as 
for several decades he occupied public positions, 
and was noted for his fidelity and reliability in 
the performance of the least, as well as the great- 
est of his duties. Few men have such a record 
as he in one particular, if no more; he was still 
active and in office up to*the time he was eighty- 
one years of age, having been elected to his last 
office some fifteen years previously. In fact, 
though he is now in his eighty-fourth year he is 
quite vigorous, and is hale and hearty, sound in 
mind and body. He doubtless inherited from a 
long line of sturdy Swiss ancestors a strength of 
constitution that is too rarely met with in this 
nineteenth-century civilization. 

The Resleys have been noted for their patriot- 
ism and love of country in all generations, and 
both the father and the grandfather of our sub- 
ject were valiant soldiers in the early wars of the 
United States, while his own brother George, now 
living in Texas, enlisted in the war with Mexico, 


helped to capture Santa Anna, and finally was 
captured and held a prisoner by the enemy. 
Great-grandfather Resley was a native of Swit- 
zerland, and came to America some time before 
the Revolutionary war, in his young manhood, 
living thenceforth in Lebanon County, Pa. 
Grandfather Jacob Resley was born in the county 
just mentioned, and came to Maryland upon ar- 
riving at maturity. He located im Washington 
County in the vicinity of Hagerstown, and car- 
ried on a large farm there, with the aid of sev- 
eral slaves which he owned. He lived to about 
the allotted age of man, threescore and ten 
years. He fought in the continental army, and 
was one of the heroes of Valley Forge under 
General Washington. 

John Resley, father of our subject, was born 
in Washington County, and owned extensive 
tracts of land and slaves to cultivate the same. 
He served during the whole War of 1812, being 
a lieutenant in a company commanded by Cap- 
tain Stevens. After the war had terminated he 
settled upon the old homestead, where he lived in 
quiet and comfort the rest of his days, his death 
taking place when he was in his sixty-fifth year. 
His wife, Mary Snively, as she was before their 
matriage, was a native of Pennsylvania, and was 
a descendant of Peter Markel, a former governor 
of the Keystone state. She departed this life at 
the age of seventy-four years. Of her ten chil- 
dren but three survive: Horace, George and 
Cora Ann, who lives in Fulton County, Pa. 

Horace Resley was born near Hancock, Wash- 
ington County, in 1815, and until he was thirty- 
two years old he continued to make his home in 
that county. In the autumn of 1847 he came to 
Cumberland, which city he has since looked 
upon as his permanent place of residence. For 
a few years he conducted a mercantile business 
in connection with the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Canal contractors and was very successful. In 
1851 he was elected clerk of Allegany County, 
and his ability having been well tested, he was 
deemed the fittest man for the office year after 
year, until twenty-two years had rolled away. 
He was later elected clerk of the city of Cumber- 
land, and acted as such fifteen years, or up to 
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1896. He then retired from active pursuits to 
enjoy the rest which he richly deserves after his 
long and useful career in the public service. At 
one time he was the manager of the Grafton 
Hotel for eight years. His mind has often been 
occupied with mechanical problems, and he is an 
inventor of some note. In 1840 he suggested 
the idea for a pilot to be used on the locomotive, 
which is the one still in use by railroads, and 
later he took out patents upon a projectile for a 
cannon; a car-coupler, whereby the necessity of 
the brakeman standing between cars to couple 
them is avoided; a railroad snow-plough, and a 
device for rounding curves, giving greater speed 
and avoiding the wear and tear of machinery. 
Many other inventions of his possess great merit, 
as do the ones already mentioned, and though 
they have been a great success and of much use 
to the world, the inventor has not reaped the 
financial benefits which should have accrued to 
him. For many years he has been a member of 
the Masonic fraternity, belonging to Potomac 
Lodge No. 100, A. F. & A. M., of this city. 

In 1840 Mr. Resley married Miss Sarah I. 
McLanahan, daughter of John McLanahan, of 
Franklin County, Pa. She died in 1872 from 
the effects of poisonous medicine being admin- 
istered by accident. The three children now 
living are named respectively: John M., William 
H. and Isabell. Mrs. Resley and her children 
were all connected with the Presbyterian Church. 


LEXANDER LOWER. Over a century 

ago the grandfather of this worthy citizen 

of the Seventh District of Garrett County 
settled upon a tract of land about two miles dis- 
tant from the home of our subject, and his de- 
scendants have since been residents of this de- 
lightful mountain location. Grandfather Henry 
Lower, for such was the name of the pioneer, 
came here from Gettysburg, Pa., and passed the 
remainder of his life here. He was noted as a 
hunter, and wasa very successful farmer. He 
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owned a large piece of land, much of which he 
cleared and improved before his death, at about 
threescore and ten years of age. 

William Lower, the honored father of our sub- 
ject, was born in these mountains in 1803, and 
spent his entire life in this immediate section. 
He was one of the first to take up his abode on 
Backbone Mountain, since considered a most 
desirable place forhomes. By industry and good 
management he gradually accumulated a snug 
little fortune, and was the owner of several valu- 
able farms in his later years. Hewas summoned 
to his reward in 1884, at the advanced age of 
eighty-one years. To himself and wife, Drusilla, 
daughter of Elijah Harvey, ten children were 
born, only three of whom are now living. Henry 
resides in this locality and Thompson is making 
his home in Virginia. The mother lived to be 
sixty-five years old. 

The birthplace of Alexander Lower is only one 
mile from the valuable homestead that he now 
carries on, and the date of the event was Feb- 
ruary 23, 1842. As the county was not divided 
before 1872 he therefore passed his youth and 
early manhood in Allegany County, as it was 
then, but the partition placed his property upon 
the Garrett County side. He owns a portion of 
his father’s old homestead, and from time to 
time has purchased other fine tracts of land, un- 
til he now has in his possession several hundred 
acres. He is engaged in general farming and 
stock-raising and is usually very successful in 
his various financial enterprises. 

Many years ago Mr. Lower identified himself 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, and as he 
does nothing by halves he has been an earnest 
and valued worker in the denomination ever 
since. Fora score of years he has been a class- 
leader, and in every possible way he has sought 
to promote the prosperity of the church. Al- 
ways a strong temperance advocate, he declared 
himselfa Prohibitionist several years ago, and in 
1895 his friends induced him to allow his name 
to be used as a candidate of the party for the 
judgeship of the orphans’ court. In 1864 Mr. 
Lower married Huldah Harvey, daughter of 
Ilisha Harvey, of an old and respected Virginia 
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family. They have had five children, two sons 
and three daughters, namely: Hester Jane, wife 
of ‘Titus Delawder; Serepta Rachel, Mrs. Dallas 
Riley; Mary, deceased, formerly the wife of Wili- 
iam Wonderley; John W., who is at home: and 
David Moody.

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AMUEL C. HOVE. A position of promi- 
nence among the people of Deer Park is held 
by the subject of this sketch, who has twice 

served as postmaster of the place, being the in- 
cumbent of the office under both administrations 
of President Cleveland. He is still holding the 
office, though the administration has changed. 
A Democrat in politics, he receives the unquali- 
fied support of lis chosen party, and is also 
favored by many members of the opposing party, 
because of his well-known high standing asa 
business man and his championship in the past 
of every progressive measure. 

Mr. Hoye was born in the northern part of 
Garrett County in 1833, and isa son of John and 
Aun FE. Hoye. A sketchof the family and their 
ancestry will be found in the biography of Will- 
iam D. Hoye, presented upon another page of 
this volume. Samuel C. accompanied the family 
on their removal to the farm near Fort Pendle- 
ton, and there the years of his youth were un- 
eventfully passed. In 1859 he went to Pied- 
mont, W. Va., and for twelve years engaged in 
the mercantile business, meeting with fair suc- 
cess in his undertakings. In 1874 he came to 
Deer Park, where he has since resided, having 
during a portion of the intervening years engaged 
in the mercantile business at Altamont and also 
carrying ona farm. 

In 1876 Mr. Hoye served as county assessor 
for Garrett County. Under the first administra- 
tion of President Cleveland, in 1885, he was ap- 
pointed postmaster at Deer Park and again, nine 
years later, he became the incumbent of that of- 
fice. For two years he held the position of just- 
ice of the peace, and for four years acted as a 


member of the school board, his service in the 
latter position resulting in an improved condition 
of the schools. In 1886 he was his pariy's 
caudidate tor the house of representatives, but 
was defeated. 

The marriage of Mr. Hoye took placein 1868 
and united hiya with Miss Mary E., daughter of 
David Hoye, of Garrett County. Three daugh- 
ters bless their union, Georgia, Bessie and Nellie. 
The family attend the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, in which Mr, Hoye has officiated as a 
deacon for fourteen years, and he has also served 
as superintendent of the Sunday-school. He is 
a gentleman whose exemplary character and 
srenial, courteous manner have made him hosts 
of friends. Asa citizen he is public-spirited and 
progressive, and is held in high regard through- 
out the community in which the greater part of 
his life has been passed.

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ICHARD S. JAMISON, mayor of Oakland, 
Garrett County, was elected to this respon- 
sible position in the spring of 1898 and 1s 

attending to the duties which devolve upon him in 
this capacity. He has long been a factor in local 
politics in the ranks of the Democracy, and is 
thoroughly devoted to the cause, For three 
terms he served as a member of the town coun- 
cil, and later his name was brought forward as a 
candidate for the mayoralty. He wasa caindi- 
date for the office of sheriff in 1885, and though 
he was not elected he was favorably considered 
by a large number of citizens who afterwards be- 
came his adherents. 

Ason of Richard B. Jamison, our subject was 
born in this county, whither his father had re- 
moved from his native county, Frederick, about 
1840. He was a wealthy farmer, owning large 
tracts of land and slaves prior to the war. Fora 
number of years he was a magistrate in District 
No. 2, Allegany County, Md., and in 1868 he 
came to Oakland, where he spent his declining 
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days. He lived to be about seventy-eight years 
old. To himself and wife, Ella M., thirteen chil- 
dren were born but only six are now living, 
namely: Edwin O., of California; Edmund; Flor- 
ence L., wife of John T. Browning; Cecelia, wife 
of Thomas Coddington; Richard S., of this sketch; 
and Ella. The mother died about ten years ago. 
The Jamison family is of English ancestry and 
their representatives were numbered among the 
pioneers of Maryland. 

Richard §. Jamison was born in what was 
then Allegany (now Garrett) County, in 1849. 
He was reared upon his father’s homestead and 
received a public-school education. When he 
had reached a suitable age he embarked in busi- 
ness for himself by opening a meat market in 
Oakland, and this he carried on successfully for 
several years. In 1876 he opened a liquor store, 
and with the exception of four years, has since 
been at the head of it. He is also interested 
financially in a machine for drilling wells. When 
the Catholic Benevolent Legion was organized 
in Oakland he became one of the charter members 
and has since been treasurer and collector for the 
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APT. CHARLES FREDERICK LINTHI- 
CUM was born December 17, 1838, in Fred- 
erick County, Md., one mile north of Hyatts- 

town. He was educated in the public schools of 
that section and worked on his father’s farm un- 
til a young man, when he began teaching school 
near what is now Mount Ephraim. In March, 
1860, he entered the Baltimore Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, by which he was 
sent to Loudoun County, Va. At the breaking 
out of the Civil war he entered the Confederate 
service as a private in the Eighth Virginia Regi- 
ment, commanded by Col. Eppa Hunton. He 
was soon taken from the ranks and made chap- 
lain of the regiment. When Colonel Hunton 
temporarily succeeded General Pickett in 1862, 
when the latter was severely wounded at Gaines’ 
Mill, Chaplain Linthicum was made one of his 
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staff officers. Later General Pickett was promoted 
and Gen. Dick Garnett put in command of the 
brigade, when Chaplain Linthicum was put on 
his staff as adjutant-general with the rank of 
captain. He served in this capacity (being en- 
gaged in many severe battles) until the great 
conflict at Gettysburg, where Garnett was killed, 
together with his entire staff, with the single ex- 
ception of Captain Linthicum, who escaped with 
only aslight wound on the forehead from a spent 
minie ball. On this memorable field he had 
two horses shot from under him. ‘The account 
he gives of this battle in his diary is an interest- 
ing bit of history and his tribute to his dead gen- 
eral is touching. 

After the death of General Garnett, General 
Hunton was put in permanent command of the 
brigade and was glad to renew his old acquaint- 
ance with Captain Linthicum and to retain him is 
adjutant-general of the brigade, in which capa- 
city he faithfully served until his untimely death, 
which came at the battle of Second Cold Harbor, 
June 3, 1864. His remains lie at Richmond in 
Hollywood Cemetery. He is described by Gen- 
eral Hunton as the ablest adjutant-general in the 
army of Northern Virginia, as a true Christian, 
an earnest patriot and as gallant as any of the 
heroes of General Lee’s incomparable army. 
His successor as chaplain of the Eighth Virginia 
Regiment, the Rev. T. A. Ware, in an obituary, 
says: ‘‘ His gallantry was such as sometimes to 
have the appearance of recklessness, his many 
escapes amidst imminent perils seeming little 
short of miracles. But I have reason to know it 
was not from recklessness of life, which from his 
genial nature and happy faith in God and man 
he loved, and which he prized as a ‘talent’ in- 
volving every other boon of heaven only to be 
dispensed in highest usefulness, but from a sense 
of duty alone he was brave.’’ It is said that an 
order from him was as readily and cheerfully 
obeyed by the men as one from the commanding 
general, so great was their love for him and con- 
fidence in his judgment. Hiscourteous manners, 
affable nature and generous spirit, made him al- 
ways a favorite from the very beginning of his 
brilliant life to its close. His mother has re- 
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marked to the writer that she never knew him to 
tell a falsehood nor to wish harm even to the 
boys who did him injury, which shows his mag- 
nanimous heart and pure manly nature. z 

He was never a prisoner although he made his 
way through the lines at Christmas, 1863, to visit 
his home, which was near the present postoffice 
of Thurston, just across the line of Montgomery 
County, Md., the last time they ever saw him, 
the favorite of the household. On this occasion 
he was overhauled by the enemy in crossing the 
Potomac, but managed to escape or get through, 
it is not known how. It is to be regretted that 
none of his many letters home were preserved. 
The family were afraid to keep them on account 
of the frequent searches of private homes by 
government agents. In the art of letter writing 
he was a master, as also in conversation and pub- 
lic speaking. His sentences were beautifully 
rounded, his style pure and subjects always well 
chosen. 

His father, John Hamilton Smith Linthicum, 
was born near Hyattstown, March 20, 1812, 
and died March 22, 1896, at Thurston. He was 
a man of sterling worth and noble character. No 
man ever lived whose posterity looked up to him 
with greater reverence and admiration than was 
accorded him. He was of medium size, with 
blue eyes and brown hair, was as fearless asa lion 
in the face of danger, but like all brave men 
when at peace, gentle and affectionate. He was 
for a time a prisoner of state and confined in the 
old capitol at Washington during the war. He 
never knew who his accuser was, nor what his 
offense. He was married April 5, 1832, to Julia 
Ann, a daughter of Nicholas Garrott, and who 
was born on Merryland Tract May 17, 1810. 
She was a woman of rare tastes, sweet temper 
and a noble Christian. She died October 23, 
1887, five years after the celebration of their 
golden wedding. _Her connections are the fami- 
lies of Burgee, Dawson and Bean, and his those 
of Pitt, McElfresh and Smith. 

They had seven children, in addition to the 
one whose name opens this sketch, who grew 
to maturity. William Thomas, born March 1, 
1833, was united in marriage with Sarah Ellen, 


daughter of Rev. James Henson Crawford, 
November 6, 1856. This good woman dicd 
January 12, 1893, and her husband followed July 
3, 1897. Like his father, he was noted for his 
pluck and courage and for never being known to 
bear a grudge. He was a miller by trade but 
began farming about 1860. The next son is 
James Garrott, an eminent physician of Balti- 
more, born November 26, 1834. At one time he 
was a member of the city council and is now a 
professor in one of the leading medical colleges 
of that city, besides enjoying a lucrative practice. 
He was married to Marie Ridgley Wilson, of 
Baltimore, October 16, 1860. John Warren, 
another son, born November 25, 1836, followed 
the fortunes of the passionate and forcible Mosby 
throughout the Rebellion. He was noted for his 
dash and courage and for his tireless efforts in 
gathering forage for the army. He was married 
in 1865 to Amanda, daughter of Charles Hendry. 
He is now a prosperous farmer near Urbana. 
The eldest daughter, Hannah Frances, born 
December 11, 1840, still resides at the old home- 
stead, near Thurston, and has devoted her life to 
the care of her aged parents. No fairer specimen 
of self-sacrifice, devotion and filial love is to be 
found anywhere. Martha Elizabeth, born Feb- 
ruary 18, 1844, was married to John E. King 
April 29, 1873, and they now reside at Kemp- 
town with their family of prosperous children. 
Annie Mary, born July 3, 1846, was married to 
Joel H. Wolfe, February 7, 1864; -she died at her 
home in Comus, August 28, 1889, where her 
husband .and children still reside. She was a 
woman of rare charms and great personal beauty. 
Julia Ann, born October 21, 1850, was married 
to Noah Watkins, in November, 1871. They live 
at Cedar Grove, Mr. Watkins being one of the 
most prosperous farmers of Montgomery County 
and a large real-estate owner. 

Of the descendants of John H. S. Linthicum, 
including thirty-five grandchildren and many 
great-grandchildren, all, so far as known, are 
Democrats. His father was Frederick, who died 
in 1836; and grandfather, Zachariah; and great- 
grandfather, John Linthicum, who was one of 
three brothers, so the story goes, who settled in 
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Maryland from England or Wales, and irom 
whom, it is said, have sprung all of the name 1n 
this country. 

The wife of William T. Linthicum was a 
daughter of Rev. James Henson Crawford, born 
near Roxbury, Howard County, Md., in r8r:. 
In early life he moved with his father, John 
Crawford, to Montgomery County. 
that in youth he was wild and was a grown man 
before he entered the church. From the time 
that he laid aside his waywardness, however, le 
was noted for his piety. He was ordained a 
deacon in the Methodist Episcopal Church March 
19, 1843, by Bishop Waugh, and ordained an 
elder by the same bishop March 12, 1848. He 
lived a holy life and met a happy death, which 
came to him at his home near Urbana, Decem- 
ber 2, 1879, where his remains repose. He was 
an earnest preacher andeloquent talker. Hehas 
said that he never wrote but one sermon in his 
life and that he could not deliver. Notwithstand- 
ing this his discourses, if not written out, showed 
careful study. It is said of him that during his 
ministry, covering a period of thirty years or 
more, he married more couples and preached 
more funeral sermons than any contemporary 
of his acquaintance. In early life he married 
Caroline Thompson, who, too, lived a life of 
sanctity, and who, for years before her death, 
which occurred in 1892, could quote any chapter 
inthe Bible from hearing the first verse repeated, 
and could also tell the chapter. Their children 
were: William, who married Rhoda Cecil and who 
died in the west some years ago; Thomas W., 
who recently died in Ijamsville and whose wife 
was Frances Cecil; Sarah Ellen; Charles W., of 
Gaithersburg, who wasin 1886 a member of 
the state legislature and who married Cordelia 
Connell, of Rockville; Mary E., whose husband 
is C. Columbus Cecil, a brave Confederate sol- 
dier, now residing at Ijamsville; John S., of 
Cloppers, a prosperous farmer, who married Fran- 
ces Purdum, of Kemptown; and Jane, who mar- 
ried Arnold F. King; she died at Urbana in 1887; 
hers was a noble Christian character. 

Charles Frederick Linthicum, son of Wiiliam 
T., and namesake of the brilliant soldier, was

born July 7, 1862, in Frederick County near 
Comus. In 1876 he went to Washington, D. C., 
and clerked in old Georgetown for his uncle, 
John Warren Linthicum, in a feed store, for a 
year or so. From there he went back to Fred- 
erick County in 1878, where he remained until 
1882, working on tke farm most of the time. 
Tuen going to Gaithersburg he clerked for an 
ancle cn the mother’s side, Charles W. Crawford, 
ia a crug store. in 1884 he became a partner in 
the business, centizuing in the same until 1887, 
when he went on the road for Hoover & Gamble, 
ef Miamisburg, Ohio, traveling in the states 
of Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and Delaware. He stood a 
civil service examination about this time and se- 
cured the third appointment in his class, being 
made inspector of customs at Baltimore in Febru- 
ary, 18&8. April 11, 1888, he married Sarah (born 
near jefferson December ro, 1861), daughter of 
Daniet P. Snyder, of Frederick, Md. 

In the summer of 1889 he was offered a position 
with his old firm as manager of their entire col- 
lections, with headquarters at the factory office 
at Miamisburg, Ohio, where he moved in No- 
vember, 1889, having resigned as inspector, to 
take effect the 11th of that month. Upon enter- 
ing his uew position, Hon. Edwin Warfield, who 
was surveyor ofthe port of Baltimore under Cleve- 
land’s first administration, also served as president 
of the Maryland senate, and is now president cf 
the Fidelity and Deposit Company of Maryland, 
at Baltimore, wrote a letter to Hoover & Gamble, 
in which he congratulated them upon securing the 
services of Mr. Linthicum, saying among other 
things: ‘“‘I first met Mr. Linthicum about three 
years ago, when he entered the service of the 
government as an inspector of customs and was 
in my department. He soon developed into one 
of the best and most competent men in the serv- 
ice, and when I had Very special or confidential 
work, requiring discretion, tact and reliability, I 
selected him to perform it. 
fidence in his honesty and integrity and regretted 
very much to lose his services. I am confident 
that he will prove to be one of the very best men 
you have connected with your establishment.’’ 
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Mr. Linthicum remained in Miamisburg until 
December, 1892, when he accepted a position 
with the McCormick Harvesting Machine Com- 
pany, of Chicago, Ill., by whom he was sent to 
Nashville, Tenn., to take charge of their collec- 
tions for the South. In noting his removal the 
Frederick Crf/zen, of Frederick, Md., of January 
27, 1893, quotes from the Miamisburg (Ohio) 
News as follows: ‘‘Mr. Charles F. Linthicum, who 
for the past three years has had charge of the 
collection department of Hoover & Gamble, has 
resigned his position and accepted a similar po- 
sition with the McCormick Company at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. Mr. Linthicum is an expert 
accountant and was a most efficient man in his 
position. Before coming to Miamisburg he held 
a position in the customs service at Baltimore 
under President Cleveland.’’ The friends of Mr. 
Linthicum here and everywhere wish him all the 
success his ability and enterprise merit. He is 
still at the head of the company’s collection 
department at Nashville. 

The only child of Mr. Linthicum is Frederick 
Hamilton, born at Miamisburg, Ohio, September 
29, 1890. In sentiment Mr. Linthicum is a 
thorough southerner; in politics a Democrat; and 
in religion a Catholic. 





TTO HOHING, mine inspector at Frost- 

burg, aud ex-sheriff of Allegany County, 

was born at Lonaconing February.3, 1857, 
and is the descendant of ancestors who were 
identified with the history of Germany as far 
back as the record can be traced. His paternal 
grandfather, George Hohing, was a blacksmith 
in Germany and had a family of six children. 
One of these, Conrad, was born February 9, 
1826, and in youth learned the trade of a cooper 
and brewer. In 1854 he came to America and 
settled at Cumberland, Md., but a year later re- 
moved to Lonaconing, where he was employed 
ina brewery. In 1865 he embarked in business 
for himself and conducted a brewery successfully 


until his retirement in 1890. Politically he ad- 
hered to Republican principles and in religion 
held membership in the German Lutheray 
Church. 

April 22, 1856, Mr. Hohing married Christina 
Trott, by whom he became the father of eleven 
children, namely: Otto, the subject of this 
sketch; Annie, wife of Martin Eichhorn; John 
and Edward, who are agents fora brewing com- 
pany; Louisa, wife of Adam Muir; August; 
Catharine, wife of James Dixon; Agnes, Mrs. 
Percy Lees; George, Oscar and Mabel. The 
oldest of the children, our subject, received his 
education in the public schools of Lonaconing. 
Upon starting out for himself he secured employ- 
ment in the mines, where he worked for three 
and one-half years. He then went to St. Louis, 
where he learned the trade of a brewer, and after 
a year returned to Lonaconing, where he assisted 
his father in the brewing business. 

Upon his election as sheriff in 1887, Mr. Hoh- 
ing removed to Cumberland. Two years later 
he came to Frostburg, where he built a house 
and has since resided. For two years he was en- 
gaged in business, after which the board of 
county commissioners appointed him tax collector 
and he served for two years in this capacity. 
Upon the expiration of the term, in 1896, he 
received from Governor Lloyd Lowndes appoint- 
ment as mine inspector. He has taken anactive 
part in the affairs of the Republican party. An 
intimate personal friend of Senator Wellington, 
he has exerted considerable infiuence in that 
gentleman’s behalf. Tto every state convention 
since 1887 he has been a delegate and has exer- 
cised considerable influence in the deliberations 
of the party. While serving as sheriff he had the 
disagreeable duty of inflicting capital punishment 
in the case of Melvin E. Garlitz, who shot his 
wife, and for that crime was hung August 30, 
1889. i : 

The members of the bar, in speaking of Mr. 
Hohing during his term as a county officer, gave 
this testimony: ‘‘He is a courteous, obliging 
and efficient sheriff aud goes out of ofhce com- 
manding the respect of the citizens of the county, 
irrespective of party. Fraternally he is identi- 
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ped with the Lonaconing Lodge of Masonry; 
seorge Creek Valley No. 161, A. F. & A. M.; 
Garfield Chapter No. 130, R. A. M.; Cumber- 
land Antioch Commandery No. 6; Maryland 
Consistory at Cumberland; and Boumi Temple, 
Nobles ofthe Mystic Shrine, at Baltimore. Heis 
also a member of the Junior Order United Ameri- 
can Mechanics; the German Odd Fellows; and 
Rising Sun Lodge No 86, K. of P., at Lonacon- 
ing. In religious connection he is identified with 
the German Lutheran Church. 

March 4, 1880, occurred the marriage of Mr. 
Hohing to Elizabeth Hartig, daughter of Philip 
Hartig, who was a native of Germany, and emi- 
grated to this country, settling at Frostburg. 
Three sons and two daughters were born of the 
union of Mr. and Mrs. Hohing, all of whom are 
at home, namely: Emma, Conrad, Nellie, Otto 
and Philip. 


HORGE C. DAWSON ex-register of wills 
for Montgomery County, is now engaged in 
agricultural pursuits, and resides on the old 

homestead, situated just at the limits of Rock- 
ville. He is a descendant of English ancestry. 
The family was founded in Maryland by three 
brothers, one of whom settled in New England, 
another (James) in Maryland, and the third fur- 
ther south. James, who settled in Prince George 
County, was a land owner and planter and a 
man of considerable note in his locality. From 
him the subject of thisssketch is descended. 
Lawrence A., father of George C. Dawson, was 
born near Dawsonville, Montgomery County, in 
1813. He received his education in the public 
schools and at the age of sixteen commenced to 
teach, several of his pupils being older than he. 
After teaching two years at the old Bethel school- 
house, he came to Rockville to study law with 
Benjamin Forrest, then one of the most noted 
lawyers of the state. On completing his studies 
he was admitted to the bar and engaged in active 
practice, in addition to which he superintended 
his farm, About 1840 he purchased the farm 
25 


now occupied by our subject. When the war 
broke out he gave up the practice of law, as his 
position as auditor of the court required almost 
his entire time. In politics he was first a Whig 
and later a Republican. He was stanch in his ad- 
vocacy of the Union. He was a member of the 
state legislature and served as commissioner of 
the draft during the war, when that position was 
far from asinecure. In his younger years he at- 
tendéd the Baptist Church, but later became a 
member of the Episcopal denomination. 

In 1842 he married Mary Elizabeth, daughter 
of George W. Kiger, of Winchester, Va., and 
granddaughter of George R. Kiger, a soldier in 
the Revolution. George W. Kiger married Mary 
Elizabeth Rice, and their children were Daniel, 
William, Edward, John P. and Rice, who served 
in the Mexican war; and Mary Elizabeth. John 
P. Kiger went to Texas with his older brother, 
Edward, and when the war broke out he became 
a meniber of the Texas Rangers, remaining with 
them until Texas gained her freedom. Soon 
after the war with Mexico commenced he en- 
listed, as did his brothers, William, Edward and 
Rice, the three latter being officers. At the close 
of the war John P. returned to Parkersburg and 
married Minnie Shanklin, after which he followed 
the tradeofa tailor. At the breaking out of the 
Civil war he raised Company K, of the Eighth 
Virginia Regiment United States Volunteers, and 
commanded it until his discharge in 1864, partic- 
ipating in many of the hard-fought battles of 
the war. During a part of the time he was an 
aide to General Rosecrans. He continued vigor- 
ous and active until December, 1897, when he 
was stricken with paralysis. He has a son, 
John William, whois a reporter on the Baltimore 
Sun. 

The son of Lawrence A. and Mary Elizabeth 
(Kiger) Dawson, our subject was born at Rock- 
ville, Montgomery County, November 18, 1847. 
He was educated in Rockville Academy under 
Capt. James Anderson. Until nineteen years of 
age he followed farming here, but then removed 
to Prince George County, Md., and engaged in 
agricultural pursuits near the old family home- 
stead. In December, 1871, he returned to Mont- 
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gomery County and settled on the old farm here, 
but at the time of his marriage, in 1883, he pur- 
chased and removed to a farm near Bethesda, 
which he still owns. 

March 11, 1890, Mr. Dawson was appointed 
deputy register of wills to Robert W. Carter, 
whose death occurred in August. He was then 
appointed to fill the unexpired term. In Novem- 
ber, 1891, he was elected to the position, which 
he filled for a term of six years. In politics he 
is a Democrat, having been an active worker in 
that party since the campaign when McClellan 
and Lincoln were pitted against each other; in 
fact, he has aided in campaign work ever since 
he was fourteen years of age. He has attended 
many conventions and his advice is sought by the 
party leaders in this locality. Fraternally he is 
a member of Montgomery Lodge No. 195, A. F. 
& A. M., Montgomery Chapter No. 33 and 
Council No. 13; also the Junior Order United 
American Mechanics. In religion he is a mem- 
ber of the Episcopal Church. 

January 4, 1883, Mr. Dawson married Sarah 
Louise, daughter of William Van Wycke and 
Sarah Catharine (Harlie) Weaver. Her father 
was a son of Captain Weaver, of the United 
States navy, and his brother, Aaron W., now re- 
tired, was an admiral in the navy. Mr. and Mrs. 
Dawson have an only child, James Weaver 
Dawson, who was born on Christmas Day of 
1884. 

The subject of this sketch was one of seven 
children, the others being as follows: James, an 
attorney in Spokane, Wash.; John L>, a farmer 
of Montgomery County; Mary, who married 
George P. Comer and resides in South Dakota; 
Henry A., a merchant and ranchman of South 
Dakota; Anne Elizabeth, now Mrs. William M. 
Wilson, of Prince George County; and Thomas. 
The last-named was born in Rockville, October 
6, 1857, followed farming when a young man, but 
afterward engaged in the mercantile businéss in 
Rockville for some years. Under President Har- 
rison he was appointed postmaster of Rockville. 
When he resigned that position he engaged in 
the real-estate business and inthe practice of law, 
having been admitted to the bar June 7, 1894. 


In 1895 he was a candidate for state’s attorney, 
In 1897 he was a candidate for clerk of courts and 
after a close contest was elected by a majority of 
over two hundred votes. Politically he is a Re- 
publican. January 3, 1889, he married Mary A., 
daughter of Senator George Peter, of Rockville. 
and they have four children. 
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INFIELD SCOTT FRIEND, who has been 

a resident of Selbysport, Garrett County, 

for the past fourteen years, is a veteran of 

the Civil war, in which he served gallantly for 
three years and three months, until the close of 
the conflict. He enlisted in Company D, Third 
Maryland Volunteer Infantry, as a private in the 
ranks. It so happened that he was the man who 
fired the first shot at the battle in Frederick City, 
after the previous two days of skirmishing. At 
the disastrous engagement at Harper’s Ferry he, 
with many of his comrades, was captured by the 
Confederate forces, and was sent to Annapolis 
to be paroled. His conduct throughout the 
long three years and more of his service was 
marked by the strict attention which he paid to 
every duty and he was never placed in the guard- 
house nor seriously reprimanded for neglect of 
duty or insubordination. In days of peace and 
prosperity he has maintained the same ,good 
citizenship and loyalty to the government and 
justly enjoys the respect of ail who know him. 
A native of Friendsvilte, Garrett.County, Mr. 
Friend comes from one of the oldest pioncer 
families of this part of the state. (See family 
history in the sketch ~f his brother, Benjamin F. 
Friend, which appears elsewhere in this volume. ) 
Born in 1844, our subject was but eighteen years 
of age when he shouldered arms and went forth 
from the quiet farm house which had _ sheltered 
him in his boyhood to defend that flag which he 
had been trained to devotedly love. He had 
gained a good general education in the common 
schools, and learned his father’s trade, that of 
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blacksmithing. Subsequently he took charge 0! 
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his father’s shop in Friendsville, and there he 

mntinued to work at his trade until 1885, when 
se removed to this town. He is a thorough and 
practical blacksmith and mechanic and is consci- 
cntious and painstaking in the execution of all 
work entrusted to him. He has been a life-long 
kepublican, and has always taken an active and 
interested part in local affairs. For many years 
he has been a member of Sherman Post No. ri, 
G. A. R., and it is needless to say that the boys 
who wore the blue and were his comrades in the 
dark days of the war hold a warm place in his 
heart. 

In 1870 Mr. Friend married Miss Phcebe L. 
Lauchrey, a daughter of John Lauchrey. Three 
sons and three daughters have blessed the union 
of this worthy couple, namely: William W.; 
Alice; wife of Albert Frazee; Lucy, Nezzie, 
Arthur L. and Archibald. Mr. and Mrs. Friend 
ind their children are all members of the Meth- 
ocist E/piscopal Church. Mr. Friend has been 
juite active in religious enterprises and has been 

steward and trustee of the congregation at 
sclbysport for some time. He possesses the re- 
spect and love of a large circle of friends and 
acquaintances and justly so, for he is a man of 
sterling integrity and uprightness in every par- 
ticular. 





TLLIAM MOODY, the leading merchant 
and-business man of Bloomington, Garrett 
County, was born in the city of Baltimore 

1 1835, and is the son of John B. and Annie M. 
I}. (Ward) Moody, natives respectively of Balti- 
more City and Calvert County, Md. His father, 
who was born in 1800, spent his entire life in his 
native city, where he was engaged in the manu- 
facture of tobacco and snuffs, being proprietor of 
the Baltimore snuff factory, at that time the only 
suuffmill in Baltimore. In politics he adhered 
‘o Democratic principles. His death occurred 
When he was fifty-six years of age. Hewasa 
“on of William Moody, who was born in Prince- 
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ton, N. J., in 1773, and in young manhood re- 
moved to Baltimore, where he engaged in the 
manufacture ct stone aid earthenware, dying in 
that city at the age of thirty-five. 

The marriage of John B. Moody united him 
With a daughter cf W. H. and Catherine Ward. 
They became the parents of nine children, six of 
whont are now living, William being the eldest 
of the family. The wife and mother died in Bal- 
timore in 1849, when forty-two years of age. 
Our subject was reared in Baltimore and received 
his education in the Baltimore City College and 
in an acaderny at Strasburg, Pa. When starting 
out for himself he went to Chicago and secured 
employment as clerk in the railroad and steam- 
boat business, remaining for three years. In 
1856, on his return to Baltimore, he was em- 
ployed by the Cromwell Steamship Line at ILo- 
cust Point until 1858, when he became book- 
keeper and cashier for a wholesale shoe house, 
after which, until 1870, he was connected with a 
wholesale tobacco house. 

Since 1870 Mr. Moody has made his home in 
Bloomington. On coming to this village he pur- 
chased a mercantile business, the management of 
which he has since personally superintended, 
with the exception of two years, 1880-81, when 
he was United States storekeeper at Piers Nos. 
8 and 9g; 31 and 32, Baltimore. In his store will 
be found a full line of general merchandise 
adapted to the wants of the people of this section 
and sold at prices so reasonable as to secure for 
him a good trade. All who enter the store are 
given ‘a cordial welcome, the genial manner of 
the proprietor contributing not a little to his pop- 
ularity. The money earned in business has toa 
large extent been invested in real estate in 
Bloomington, where the family own and occupy 
a commiodious and attractive residence, one of the 
finestin the town. 

The Republican party has the allegiance of Mr. 
Moody. In 1862, on his party ticket, he was 
elected a member of the second branch of the 
city council, of Baltimore City, representing the 
seventeenth and eighteenth wards.

ing to Bloomington he became 


local politics here. During the Urner congress- 
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ional campaign, in 1878, he was acting secretary 
of the state central committee. In 1888 Governor 
Jackson appointed him magistrate at Blooming- 
ton, and he held the position for nearly six years, 
resigning in November, 1893. In 1856 he mar- 
ried Mary E., daughter of Michael Faucett, of 
Baltimore, and one son blesses their union, 
Charles C. 

In 1863 Mr. Moody became a member of the 
Masonic fraternity, in which for twenty-five years 
he was an active member in high standing, but 
in 1888 he was given, at his request, a withdrawal 
card from his lodge and was placéd upon the list 
of Masons-at-large. He has also been actively 
connected with the Odd Fellows and has served 
as past grand of the local lodge. He and his 
wife attend the Baptist Church and contribute 
to its maintenance. 


HARLES -G. PORTER, who for the past 

fourteen years has been president of the 

Sandy Springs Savings Bank, of Montgom- 
ery County, is one of the representative men of 
his community. He was born October 9, 1819, 
on a farm within a mile of his present home at 
Ashton. He was educated in the common 
schools of this section and when he was, about 
twenty-three years old he took charge of a school 
in the same old log building in which he had 
learned the rudiments of knowledge. He it was 
who laid out the village of Ashton and in 1860 
erected the building in which he and Caleb Stab- 
ler carried on a mercantile enterprise for a short 
time. He took a very active part in organizing 
the bank, was present when the first meeting of 
directors of the institution was held, and from 
that time until he was elected president of the 
saine, served on the board. 

The parents of our subject were Edward and 
Elizabeth (Gassaway) Porter, natives of Howard 
County, Md. The former was a cooper by trade, 
and followed this vocation in connection with 
farming. Of his fourteen children eleven lived 


to maturity. Only two, Charles G. and Eliza- 
beth G., Mrs. S. P. Thomas, of Ashton, survive. 
Grandfather Nathaniel Porter was a native of 
Maryland, and lived to a good old age, his home 
being in the neighborhood of Ashton. 

When Mr. Porter of this sketch started on 
his pedagogic career he received about Stoo 
a year, and at the time he was married he 
had but nineteen cents in cash. The lady of his 
choice was Miss Jane Thomas, daughter of Will- 
iam and Martha (Patrick) Thomas. They were 
married October 6, 1842, and for fifty-four years 
pursued the journey of life together. Mrs. Por- 
ter was called to her reward December 8, 1806, 
leaving many friends to mourn her loss. She 
had been a true helpmate to her husband, was a 
faithful worker in the church, and was never so 
happy as when she was carrying out some labor 
of love and helpfulness to those less fortunately 
situated than herself. 

After his marriage Mr. Porter settled on the 
farm which had belonged to his wife. It was 
located near Ashton, and was in a run-down con- 
dition, the land being considered very poor and 
unproductive. Under his good management and 
unceasing toil it became in time a valuable home- 
stead, and it was finally sold by him at Sgo 
per acre. Shortly after the close of the war 
he built his present house on the forty-acre 
tract which he still owns and cultivates. In 
early days he was prominently connected with 
the building of the Washington, Colesville and 
Ashton pike as a director, and for twelve years 
as president. He then sold his stock and severed 
his business relations with the company. When 
he assumed control of the board there was a debt 
of several thousand dollars on the pike, and this 
amount he met from his own personal funds, sav- 
ing the road from bankruptcy, as it had been ad- 
vertised for sale. Hecertainly deserves great credit 
for the public spirit which he manifested in restor- 
ing the road toa safe basis, thus benefiting the 
country at large. For over twenty years he has 
been a director in the Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company of Montgomery County, and when the 
telephone company was selling stock he assisted 
materially in that enterprise. In early life he 
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was allied with the Whig party, later espoused 
rye cause of the Republicans, and for some time 
has given his ballot to the Prohibitionists. In 
his youth he attended the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, but subsequently united with the Society 
of Friends. His life has been an unusually busy 
and useful one, and his friends are numbered by 
the hundreds here, where he has always lived. 
Mr. Porter attributes his good health and long 
life (he is now nearly seventy-nine) to certain 
facts. First, he has been a hard worker on the 
farm from his youth up. Very recently, when 
the thermometer stood in the nineties, he worked 
for a week in the harvest field, mowing and fork- 
iny hay, without feeling any bad effects there- 
from. Second, he has never taken a drink of 
intoxicating liquor up to this time and has never 
To 


these, in part, he attributes his success in life, but 


made use of a penny’s worth of tobacco. 


above all, to the good management and wise 

counsel of his beloved wife, for whom he formed 
i attachment at eight years of age while going 
i» school at the log house before named. 


HARLES A. ECCLESTON, a rising at- 

torney of Washington, D. C., resides in 

Wheaton (formerly Berry) District, Mont- 
yomery County, upon the farm where he was 
born in 1868. His father, whose name was the 
same as his own, was born in England, a de- 
scendant of a prominent landed family of that 
country. When a young man he came to the 
United States and at the outbreak of the Civil 
War he entered the army, being commissioned 
captain and Jater colonel, and taking part in the 
principal battles of the war. He was present at 
Seven Pines, Antietam, South Mountain and the 
storming of Maryland Heights. After the close 
of the war he was with General Newton in the 
engineering department as colonel of the same 
and assisted in the blasting of Hell Gate, New 
York, remaining with the general until his death, 
Which occurred in 1874 in Murope, where he had 
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gone on account of ill health. He established 
one of the first postofhces in his part of Mont- 
gomery County and named it Wheaton, in honor 
of his intimate friend and associate in army life, 
Gen. Frank Wheaton. From this the thirteenth 
election district of the county takes the name of 
Wheaton. 

In 1863 Mr. Eccleston married Miss Martha 
Brown, daughter of Robert Brown, one of the 
leadiig farmers of his day and the owner of two 
thousand acres in Montgomery County. Among 
his possessions was all the land from Seventh 
Street pike to Rock Creek, including the present 
home of our subject and his mother, which is a 
valuable estate, with an elegant residence set 
back from the pike about a quarter of a mile and 
surrounded by many large and beautiful trees. 
Robert Brown, who was a native of Montgomery 
County, took an influential part in Democratic 
councils.and participated in the War of 1812. 
Mrs. Eccleston has two sons and one daughter: 
Charles A.; George Malcolm, who is studying 
law and also assists in carrying on the home- 
stead; and Elizabeth M., an accomplished and 
talented young lady. 

The home farm where the subject of this sketch 
spent his boyhood days is called Balamona, hav- 
ing been so named by the original owners, the 
Carroll family, after one of their places in Ireland. 
It is an exceptionally fine farm, occupying a high 
and dry location and situated within a very short 
distance of Washington, which enhances its value. 
On this place Mr. Eccleston passed his youthful 


years. When he was five years of age his father 
died. He attended the parochial schools near 


his home and also spent seven years in George- 
town College, leaving, however, before his grad- 
uation. His first business position was in the 
real-estate office of Thomas J. Fisher & Co., one 
of the largest firms of the kind in Washington, 
and with them he was employed for six years. 
After graduating and taking a post-graduate 
course in the law department of Georgetown Mr. 
Eccleston opened a law office in Washington. 
This he still conducts, although he spends a part 
In the fall of 1897

Both in Washington and in 
his home neighborhood he is respected as an able 
attorney and progressive citizen. 
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ERMON G. WEIMER, a citizen of Cum- 

berland, has been examiner for the schools 

of Allegany County for the past fourteen 
years, having been appointed to this responsible 
position in 1884. He has given his entire life to 
educational work, and is an able and efficient 
teacher, one who thoroughly understands the 
needs of the rising generation in the field of 
knowledge. Moreover, he is a keen judge of 
human nature, and his wide experience enables 
him to decide very accurately as to the qualifica- 
tions of candidates for the responsible task of 
teaching. His whole mind and heart are in edu- 
cational work, and he believes that there can be 
no nobler or more effective power for good than 
education, influencing, as it does, future genera- 
tions and aiding in the development of our 
country. 

H. G. Weimer was born in Somerset County, 
Pa., in 1839. His boyhood days were quietly 
spent upon his father’s farm. He attended the 
district schools until he had mastered the ele- 
mentary branches. Afterward he entered the 
state normal school at Millersville, Pa., where 
he remained for several years. <A portion of this 
time he spent in teaching. He was engaged as 
principal of the graded school in Berlin, Pa., 
serving in that capacity for nearly two years. In 
1866 he came to Cumberland, where he was 


principal of the Centre street public school. 
From 1866 io 186g he held a similar position in 
the Bedford Union Schools of Bedford, Pa. He 
returned to Curaberland in 1879, and took charge 
of the Union street public school, continuing in 
that capacity until 1884, when he was chosen 
exaininer for the schcols. He has served as chair- 
raan of the executive committee, vice-president 
aud president of the Maryland State Teachers’ 
Association, served two years as president of the 
State School Commissions and Examiners’ meet- 
ings. 

Fraternally he is a member of Potomac Lodge, 

. , & A. M., and he has served as past master; 
also Helongs to Salem Chapter No. 1, R. A. M., 
of Cuinberland. In the Odd Fellows’ order, he is 
identified with Chosen Friends Lodge No. 202, 
of Bedford, Pa., in which he is past grand. He 
is also connected with the Royal Arcanum and 
the Knights of Honor. He takes great pleasure 
in the study of literature, and few private libra- 
ries in this section of the state eclipse his in excel- 
lence and variety, comprising, as it does, the 
works of the best novelists and modern writers, 
scientific men, etc. 
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IRAM M. FRAZEE is the owner and 
manager of the largest mercantile establish- 
ment in Selbysport, Garrett County. Under 

the firm name of the Yough Store Company, a 
large business is carried on and a fuil line of gen- 
eral dry goods and other supplies kept in stock. 
Mr. Frazee is a very progressive citizen, always 
giving his assistance to all worthy industries and 
institutions by which the community will be 
permanently benefited. He has made_ invest- 
ments in numerous local concerns and has aided 
deserving enterprises. 

Mr. Frazee was born in this vicinity February 
16, 1839, and is a son of Isaae and Christiana 
(Wolf) Frazee. His father, who was born here in 
1803, devoted his active life to agriculture and 
was one of the successful farmers of his day, 
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owning large tracts of land. In the ranks of the 
Whig party he was influential locally. He diedin 
S81, aged seventy-nine years. Seven of his nine 
children grew to mature years, namely: Hliza- 
beth, wife of George F. Lowdermilk; Melinda,the 
widow of H. B. Demmit; Hiram M.; William 
Henry; Martha, now deceased; Sarah J., wife of 
Prof. A. W. DeWitt, and George W. The 
mother died in 1872, at the age of sixty-seven. 

The grandfather of our subject, Jeremiah 
Frazee, succeeded to the old Frazee homestead, 
originally owned by Elisha Frazee, his father, 
who came to Selbysport from New Jersey. Elisha 
had two sons, Jeremiah and Jonathan, and from 
them have descended all who bear the name of 
Frazee in this county. Jeremiah became rich 
and prominent, and died in 1850, aged eighty- 
four years. Our subject has spent his entire life 
in the neighborhood where he now lives. In 
boyhood he attended the local schools. From 
his youth he has been more or less closely asso- 
ciated with agricultural pursuits and is now the 
owner of several hundred acres of fine farm land. 

sesides attending to his large general store, he 
owns a steam sawmill, with which he cuts about 
seven thousand feet of timber per day for railroad 
purposes and other lumber. In 1872 he was 
made a member of the first board of commission- 
ers of Garrett County. He has always been 
stanch in his allegiance to the Republican party. 
The cause of temperance finds in him a sincere 
friend, and he is a member of the Order of Good 
Templars. For many years he has been identi- 
fied with the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
has acted as steward, trustee, class-leader and 
superintendent of the Sunday-school.

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OHN T. MITCHELL is one of the leading 
members of the Garrett County bar and has 
made his home in this section for the past 

twenty years. He has been engaged in the general 
practice of

In the

name has frequently been brought before the 
public as a candidate for positions of responsi- 
bility and trust.

Much of 
the land formerly in his possession is still in the 
hands of his descendants. His death occurred 
when he was in his sixty-fourth vear. He was 
the fourth son of James and Rebecca (Jennings) 
Mitchell. James Mitchell, father of the above, 
married Elizabeth McElheney, who, like himself, 
was a native of thenorth of Ireland. He became 
a resident of Pennsylvania prior to the war of 
the Revolution, settling in that portion of the 
state which, in March, 1771, was organized into 
Bedford County. Some time afterwards he re- 
moved with his family to Addison Township, 
Somerset County, where he passed the remainder 
of his life, his death occurring March 15, 1793. 
James, his son, served in the struggle of the colo- 
nies for independence and freedom, asa member of 
a company commanded by Captain Maun, and sub- 
sequently he was an influential member of the 
Pennsylvania legislature. 

The gentleman whose name stands at the be- 
ginning of this sketch is a native of Somerset 
County, Pa., born September 21,1852. His boy- 
hood was spent ina quiet manner onthe old home 
farm, his education being acquired in the district 
schools of the neighborhood. After he had com- 
pleted his elementary studies he went to Randolph 
Macon College in Ashland, Va., and to Mount 
Union College in Ohio. Then, for a number of 
years he engaged in teaching in his native county 
and in Illinois. In 1878 he came to this county 


and taught in the public schools for a few terms. 
Having concluded to enter the legal profession he 
commenced the study of law under the super- 
vision of Col. J. W. Veitch, of this city, and in 
due course of time was admitted to the local bar, 
in 1882. He is now a member of the Garrett 
County Bar Association, and has a large and 
paying practice. 

In 1882 Mr. Mitchell married Miss Kansas, 
daughter of our well-known citizen, Patrick 
Hamill. The six children who grace this mar- 
riage are named as follows: Mary A., Paul E., 
Rose F,., Henry Stanley, Anna Lucile and Clara.

HARLES A. BENDER, of Grantsville, was 
born near this place in 1872 and has been a 
resident of this vicinity all of his life. For 

a short time he carried on a mercantile business 
at Tub, Somerset County, Pa., and in 1897 
opened a general store at Grantsville, the follow- 
ing year taking into partnership his brother, 
Jacob J., under the firm name of C. A. Bender & 
Bro. In the spring of 1898 he purchased the 
old Farmers’ Hotel, one of the landmarks on the 
National pike, and now carries on the hotel in 
addition tothe store. He married in 1897, tak- 
ing as his wife Miss Emma Yutzy, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The brother of our subject, who is also his 
partner in business, was fer some time engaged 
in carpentering and building, but gave up that 
work on entering the mercantile business with 
his brother. In 1898 he married Miss Carrie 
Fogle, daughter of Adam Fogle, of Pennsylvania. 
Like his brother he is an enterprising young man 
and stands well in the business community. 

John Bender, Sr., our subject’s father, was 
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born in Germany and came to this country at 
twenty-one years of age, settling upon a farm in 
Somerset County, Pa., near the Maryland state 
tine. There he made his home for a number of 
years. After his marriage he settled on a farm 
near Grantsville and, in addition to being ene of 
the leading agriculturists of that section, he also 
carried ou a brewery in Grantsville for twenty- 
four years anda distillery five miles from ihe 
town for a number of years. Hes the proprie- 
tor of a patent medicine known as Bender's tonic 
elixir vitae, tobe used for stomach complaint 
and as a general stimulant. The manufacture of 
this medicine he has carried on quite extensively. 

While he has been in the main quite success- 
ful, yet he has also had his share of losses and 1e- 
Now at the age of sixty-nine years, he 
is making his home with his children.

The mother of our subject, Elizabeth, was a 
daughter of Jacob Otto.. At the time of her death 
she was forty-one years of age. In the family 
there were nine children, named as follows: Bar- 
bara, who is the wife of Eli Lohr; Jacob J., our 
subject’s partner; Rev. Daniel H., who is a 
minister in the Mennonite Church; George L., 
engaged in the publishing business in Indiana; 
Frederick W., a merchant engaged in business in 
Pennsylvania; John H., a farmer living in Som- 
erset County; Charles A., of this sketch; Samuel 
O., who lives in Grantsville; and Christian, also 
a resident of Grantsville and a teacher by occu- 
pation. 
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HORGE WILLIAM SMITH, president of 
the Frederick & Middletown Railway, and 
for years one of the leading spirits in that 
splendid enterprise, is an esteemed citizen of 
Hrederick. In numerous public industries iu 
this locality he has taken an active part, using 
not only his influence but his means to further 
anything that he believed would accrue to the 


lasting benefit of the city. He was one of the 


organizers of the Marvland State Grange and is 
now a director in the Citizens’ National Bank. 
He has his business office in the Citizens’ 
National Bank buiiding and is kept occupied in 
looking after his various investments and property 
interests. 

The cicest son of George Smith, our subject 
was borncn the parental homestead, three miles 
west of Frederick City, in April, 1832. Inthe 
usual raanner of country boys he passed his 
early years, gaining such education as was 
afforded by private schools. Later, however, 
it was his privilege to attend Frederick College, 
and Pennsylvania College, at Gettysburg, where 
he pursued the higher branches. Returning 
home, he resumed the agricultural duties with 
which he had been familar since his childhood, and 
from tnat time forward he gave his chief attention 
to the management of the different farms which 
came into his possession. The place on which he 
made his home for the longest period is a beauti- 
ful country estate situated about two and a-half 
niles from thiscity. As an agriculturist he has 
been adistinct success, and by his well-directed 
efforts he has accumulated a goodly fortune. He 
owns several hundred acres of the finest farming 
land in this county, it being divided into a number 
of farms. Among the many enterprises with 
which he is connected, in addition to those already 
named, are the Maryland Hedge and Wire Com- 
pany, of which he has been the president and 
general manager since it was organized, and the 
Hygeia Ice Company, which has added greatly 
to the comfort of our citizens. 

Of his many investments Mr. Smith has the 
most reason to be proud of the success which 
the Frederick & Middletown Street Railway 
Company has attained. It is now recognized as 
one of the greatest boons to the farmers of the 
fertile Middletown Valley and outlying districts 
on the west side of Braddock Heights and the 
equally lovely Monocacy Valley on the east side 
of the range of interlying Blue Ridge Mountains. 
The idea was, or seemed to be, to most of the 
people of this region, impracticable, as the great 
expense of building and equipping the road over 
the mountains was an immense undertaking, and 
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the results, from a financial point of view, very 
uncertain. But Mr. Smith was confident of the 
feasibility of the plan from the start, and in 1896, 
while the state legislature was in session, he ob- 
tained a charter for the railroad, was one of the 
incorporators of the company and _ has since that 
time been its president. The line, being both a 
freight and passenger road, is about ten miles 
long, tapping the rich farm-lands of the valleys 
above mentioned, and crossing the Heights at an 
elevation of over one thousand feet. From the 
summit a most charming view is to be obtained 
of hills, valleys, mountain, towns, rivers and 
plains. From some poiuts can be had glimpses 
into four states and South Mountain, where one 
of the great battles of the Civil war was fought 
and Antietam, also celebrated for the same reason. 
This railroad is the only one of the kind inthe 
state that handles freight; the twenty cars belong- 
ing to the company are loaded to their utmost ca- 
pacity every day. A new power-house has been 
built at Middletown, and the line is to be extended 
about five miles to Myersville. Employment is 
furnished to many hands and in every way the 
road has resulted to the benefit of this section. 
Mr. Smith is treasurer of the Frederick City 
Suburban Road, which was commenced and within 
twelve days was in running operation. He has 
been an ardent politician, but has been too busy 
with his financial undertaking to accept office, 
even had he wished to enter public life. Hehas 
discharged his duties as a citizen and voter, his 
preference being for the Democratic party. 

In 1853 Mr. Smith married Virginia Howard, 
daughter of Itdward Howard, a_ well-to-do 
farmer of this county. George E., eldest son of 
this estimable couple, married a Miss Simpson, of 
this county. William L. is a clerk in Frederick 
City. Charles Arthur, who was engaged in farm- 
ing in this locality, died in May, 1898; Luther 
Howard is also a farmer; Ida E. isthe wife of Dr. 
Hunichen, of Baltimore; Mary is the wife of 
Lewis Markell, of Frederick; Virginia married 
Wood P. Johnson, of Norfolk, Va.; Eliza and 
Kstelle are at home. With the exception of three 
of the sons, who received additional advantages 
in the business college in Baltimore, the children 


were educated mostly in Mr. Smith’s own private 
school. Mrs. Smith is amember of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The family removed from 
the old homestead to their pleasant home on West 
Patrick street about six years ago. 
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LLEN J. MASON, M. D. About nine years 

ago the well-known physician whose name 

begins this article located permanently in 
the thriving town of Friendsville, Garrett Coun- 
ty, and ere many years had passed had succeeded 
in building upa large and remunerative practice 
among the families of this community. He 
now stands very high in the esteem of all who 
enjoy his acquaintance, and ranks well with his 
professional brethren as a practitioner. He 
served as health officer in Frostburg, Md., be- 
fore coming here and for the past eight vears 
has been a pension examiner and secretary of 
the board having such matters in charge. 

The grandfather of the doctor, Joseph Mason, 
was a local preacher in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church; had several charges in his native 
county, Chester, Pa., and for years was a suc- 
cessful teacher in private schools in Allegany 
County, Md. He was of English descent, his 
ancestors having come to this country at an 
early day, to found homes, and from that time on 
were identified with Chester County, Pa. For 
thirty years Joseph Mason was a resident of 
Frostburg, Md., and was noted for the part 
which he took in the establishment of mission 
churches in that region. His son, R. Wharton 
Mason, father of the doctor, was born near the 
city of Philadelphia, Pa. For a long time he 
was payinaster for the Borden Mining Company, 
with his home in Frostburg. In the Republican 
party he was a zealous worker, and the only pub- 
lic position which he ever held was that of judge of 
elections. He was prominent in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and active in all charitable 
enterprises. His useful career was brought to a 
close in 1895, when he was seventy-two years of 

His widow, whose niaiden name was Sarah 
Mf. Gahagen, did not long survive him, as she 
syssed to her reward December 14, 1896, when 
” her seventy-second year. She was a native of 
somerset County, Pa., and of her six children 
the doctor is next to the youngest. The others 
are Elizabeth G., wife of Thomas Hill; Robert 
i.: Ida I.; Howard and Agnes. 

Dr. A. J. Mason was born in Frostburg, Alle- 
zany County, in 1858, and in his youth was 
given excellent educational advantages. He at- 
tended the public schools of his home place and 
Williamsport, and subsequently entered Dicken- 
son Seminary. Later he received the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine from Jefferson Medical Col- 
lee in 1884, and at once took up his initial work 
as a physician in his native town. At the ex- 
piration of five years he removed to his present 
home and, as previously stated, is doing well, in 
every sense of the word. He uses his ballot in 
tavor of the Republican party nominees and 
mrinciples, and fraternally is a member of 
Youghiogheny Lodge No. 134, K. P., and has 
passed all the chairs. June 30, 1886, he married 
Miss TSheresa B. Connor, whose father, Rey. 
George J. Connor, is a minister of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, belonging to the Baltimore 
Conference. Mrs. Mason is a member of the 
same denomination, and is identified with the 
local church. The doctor and wife have two

EV. PRESTON A. CAVE, pastor of the 
First Christian Church of Hagerstown, is a 
young man, full of zeal in the cause of 

Christ and possesses genuine ability and love for 
the noble work which he has undertaken. Un- 
der his earnest efforts the church has materially 
increased in numbers and influence in this com- 
munity in comparatively a short period and is 
kiving yet greater promise for the future. 

The father of the young pastor, Rev. Lindsay 
Wallace Cave, is a native of Orange County, Va., 


and has been a very successful minister of the 
Gospel. He has carriedon this work in connect- 
ion with agriculture and has charge of three 
churches in the neighborhood of his home in Vir- 
ginia. During the late war he served on the 
staff of ‘‘Stonewall’’ Jackson, and his army life 
altogether covered some three years. At the 
battle of Petersburg he was shot in the right 
temple. The ball was extracted from the left side 
of the neck three years after the war. He lost 
one of his eyes by this wound. His brother, R. 
C. Cave, now a minister in St. Louis, Mo., was 
likewise shot in the neck and another brother, 
R. Lin Cave, now the president of the Kentucky 
University, and a minister of much celebrity, 
was wounded seven times. For several years he 
was located in Missouri, as president of the 
Christian College, and then for sixteen years he 
was a resident of Nashville, Tenn., and pastor 
of the Vine Street Christian Church. In 1894, 
upon the occasion of the unveiling of the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Monument in Richmond, Va., R. C. 
Cave wasthe orator of the day. Their only sis- 
ter, Mary, married E. T. Powell, of Norfolk, 
Va. The wife of Rev. Lindsay W. Cave was 
Miss Ella S. Andrews, who was born in Orange 
County, Va. They were the parents of twelve 
children, all but one of whom are still living. 
Rev. Preston A. Cave, born in Louisa County, 
Va., August 28, 1866, is next to the eldest in 
his father’s large family. He received an ex- 
cellent education and graduated from Bethany 
College, W. Va., in 1893. He spent his boy- 
hood on the old homestead and was a pupil in 
the local schools. Two years were profitably 
passed in an academy at Louisa Courthouse, 
prior to his entering Bethany College. For a 
year and a-half he was occupied in evangelistic 
work under the auspices of the Tide Water Evan- 
gelizing Board of Missions, and in this manner 
gained the experience of vears of a more settled 
and quiet life. While carrying on his college 
work he served as pastor of an Ohio church from 
June, 1892, to June, 1893. Hethen received a 
call to his present charge and at once entered 
upon his duties. The enrolled members of the 
church are four hundred and four, and the flour- 
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ishing Sunday-school comprises about two hun- 
dred and eighty, while the Endeavor Society has 
eighty-two active and five associate members. 
During the pastorate of our subject there have 
been two hundred and twenty-two additions to 
the church, the majority of them upon confession 
of faith. The church has been remodeled and 
enlarged at a cost of $5,000 and was rededicated 
January 17, 1897.

OHN J. STAPLETON, attorney-at-law, of 

Cumberland, was born at Vale Summit, 

Allegany County, Md., August 29, 1859, 
and is a son of John and Margaret (May) Staple- 
ton. His father, who was born in the county of 
Roscommon, Ireland, settled in Cumberland in 
1858 aud remained there until 1884, removing 
thence to Bedford County, Pa., where he now 
resides. While a resident of Cumberland he was 
engaged in mining, and since going to Penn- 
sylvania he has resided on a farm, retired from 
active business cares. Politically he has always 
affliated with the Democrats. He and his wife 
had eight children, named as follows: James, 
Thomas, John (deceased), Patrick, John J., Mary

:t, and afterward adopted Republican principles, 
continuing in the latter party until his death. 
lor four years he held the office of postmaster at 
Upper Turkey Foot, Pa. His death occurred 
when he was seventy-four years of age. 

The grandfather of our subject was John Mc- 
Mullen, a native of Somerset County, where he 
was a large land owner and extensive agricult- 
usist. In religious connections he was promi-

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EORGE L. BOSLEY is otie of the represent- 
ative business men and progressive citizens 
of Oakland, Garrett County. 

thirty-three years he has been the owner and 
manager of the Bosley House, which is finely 
situated upon the heights overlooking the Little 
Yaw River. The hotel is exclusively used as a 
summer resort, and among its regular patrons 
are numbered many of the leading citizens and 
families of this county, as well as people from 
more distant cities and states. The proprietor 
thoroughly understands his business and always

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enjoys doing everything in his power to add to 
the pleasure of his guests. He invariably makes 
warm friends of them, and they look back -with 
happy memories to the days that passed so 
quickly during their stay under his hospitable 
roof. 

The birth of George L. Bosley occurred in Alle- 
gany (now Garrett) County, October 27, 1835, 
he being a son of Thomas and Catherine Char- 
lotte (Rinehart) Bosley. The Bosleys are of 
English-Irish ancestry, the founders of the family 
in the United States having settled in Baltiniore 
County, Md., in its pioneer days. Our subject's 
father was born in Baltimore County in 1810, 


and was left au orphan in his infaney. When he 
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was about nine years old he was brought to this 
county, and here spent the remainder of his life. 
He was actively engaged in farming, his home 
being within a few miles of Oakland until about 
1860, when he came tolive in thetown. He was 
retired from active life from that time until his 
death, at the ripe age of eighty-five years, in 
1895. His wife, who was a daughter of George 
Rinehart, of Hagerstown, Md., died in 1879, 
when in her seventy-third year. She was the 
mother of two children, the daughter, Louisa, 
being the wife of Daniel M. Staup, of Illinois. 

G. LL. Bosley led the usual life of a farmer’s 
boy, attending the district schools of his neigh- 
borhood, and aiding his father in the general 
work of the homestead until he attained his ma- 
jority. In 1859 he went to Iowa City, Iowa, 
where he remained about two years, returning 
home just before the outbreak of the war. He 
was an ardent young patriot, and his love for his 
fair country was manifested when he enlisted in 
the Union army as a private in Company O, 
Sixth West Virginia Volunteers, on the first call 
for defenders of the Stars and Stripes. Upon the 
expiration of his term of enlistment he returned 
home fora short time and then re-enlisted as a 
member of the samie company for three years, 
receiving an honorable discharge June 10, 1865. 
Much of his service was scouting duty, but he 
also participated in several very important bat- 
tles, besides numerous skirmishes. He took part 
in the engagement at Winchester and that of Port 
Republic, and was taken prisioner by the Con- 
federates when in Oakland in 1862, though he 
was §o00n released. He was always faithful to 
his duties and was never absent from his post on 
account of illness during his long service. 

In June, 1865, soon after his return from the 
army, Mr. Bosley conceived the idea of opening 
a summer hotelin the vicinity of Oakland. Hav- 
ing looked around for a suitable location he se- 
lected the one he has since occupied and, in a 
small way, he Commenced his new venture. 
From time to time he has been obliged to build 
additions to his hotel, until he can now accomio- 
date about fifty persons. His hotel contains 


about forty rooms, which are large, light and 


airy, and entirely suitable for the summer season. 
Among his guests there may be found each year 
people from all parts of the country, and many 
who have spent one summer here look forward 
to a future visit with liveliest expectation. 

Mr. Bosley has always taken an active part in 
local affairs and has occupied various offices of 
importance in this community. He has been an 
earnest Republican since the war, and has served 
as a member of the town council of Oakland for 
three terms of two years each, and at present is 
one of the board of trustees. For several years 
he has been the steward inthe Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, with which congregation his wife and 
two daughters are also identified as active workers 
and members. In 1870 Mr. Bosley and Miss 
Hattie Ridenour were united in marriage. She 
is a daughter of Daniel and Sarah (Wheeler) 
Ridenour, of Aurora, Preston County, W. Va. 
Eight sons and daughters bless the union of our 
subject and wife, and death has not yet invaded 
the family circle, which comprises the following:

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ACOB W. BOYER, who is probably the old- 
est surviving resident of Accident, Garrett 
County, has resided at the family homestead 

in this place for fifty-eight years. He was born 
in Somerset County, Pa., June 1g, 1826, and is 
the descendant of German ancestors who were 
among the earliest settlers of Somerset County. 
His grandfather, George Boyer, was a shoe- 
maker by trade, in connection with which he also 
followed farm pursuits; he remained a resident of 
Somerset County throughout his entire life. In 
politics he was in warm sympathy with Whig 
principles, 

The father of our subject, Michael Boyer, was

horn in Somerset County, and removed from 
there to Maryland, settling April 1, 1840, in the 
forest Where Accident now stands. Purchasing 
a tract of land, he began to clear a farm, bring- 
ing the land to a high state of cultivation and in- 
creasing its value by improvements. He owned 
the property now occupied by his son. in ad- 
dition to agricultural pursuits he followed the 
tanner’s trade. His death occurred when he 
was seventy-three years of age. He married 
Mary, daughter of Jacob Ringler, who was a fifer 
in the War of 1812. She died at the age of 
eighty-seven years, and is survived by four of 
her six children, Jacob W., Solomon, Aaron 


“and Caroline. 


At the time of removing to Maryland, the 
subject of this sketch was a lad of fourteen. He 
grew to manhood in the forest, assisting in hew- 
ing timber, ‘‘grubbing’’ and improving the land. 
IIe had few educational advantages, attending 
for a short time only a school taught ina log 
cabin, containing few conveniences or facilities 
tor instruction. At the age of eighteen he se- 
cured employment in the general store of John 
R. Brook, in Accident, but after a short time 
left that place and went into the store of Richard 
Farall. In 1860 he opened a general store in an 
old house that is still standing, and here he 
carried on a profitable business for thirty years, 
having his son as partner after 1883. The firm 
of S. E. Boyer & Co., of which Samuel E. 
Boyer was the active member, opened a store at 
Oakland, carrying on the two establishments for 
some time. For sixteen years Mr. Boyer was 


postmaster at Accident, holding the office under 


the administrations of Presidents Lincoln, John- 
son and Grant. In politics he isa stanch Repub- 
lican. During the war he was enrolling officer 
for the eleventh district and one of the first 
registers under the new constitution of Mary- 
land, . : 
In 1847 Mr. Boyer was united in marriage 
with Sarah A., daughter of Benjamin Keller. 
This estimable lady died in 1883, leaving two 
children: Samuel E., a successful merchant; and 
Sarah Ann, wife of John Shartzer. 
20, 1895, Mr. Boyer was again married, taking

as his wife Wilhe Riley, daughter of John Riley, 
of Oakland. Ina religicus belief he has been con- 
nected with the Lutheran Church for many years. 
In additicn to his property at Accident he is the 
owner of a nunber of farms in the county and has 
an inceme sufficient to provide for allof his wants.

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ANIEL A. CARL, of Hancock, and a well- 
known citizen of Washington County, was 
born near Gettysburg, Adams County, Pa., 

and is a son of George and Catherine (Trone) 
Cari. His father, a native of Adams County, 
spent his entire life there and engaged in general 
farming, being considered one of the most suc- 
cessful agriculturists of his neighborhood. He 
died in 1849, when he was fifty-two years of age, 
aud his wife was sixty-nine at the time of her 
death. Of their twelve children eight are living, 
namely: John; Elizabeth, widow of John May: 
Susan, widow of Gideon Price, who died in 
Andersonville prison; Catherine; Mrs. Jeremiah 
Goulden; George, Martin L., Daniel A. and 
Henry T. 

At an early age our subject left home and went 
to Hanover, Pa., where he learned the trade of 
harness-maker and saddler, completing his trade 
in 1857 with John Culp, of Gettysburg. For a 
short time he followed his chosen occupation in 
Hanover, after which he went to Warfordsburg, 
Pa., and engaged in business for two years. 
Juiy 15, 1861, he enlisted in Company A, Third 
Maryland Infantry, under Captain Kennedy, and 
served for sixteen months with the volunteers. 
When the call was made by Secretary-of- War 
Stanton to recruit the regular army to its full 
standard, in October, 1862, he enlisted in the 
Sixth United States-Cavalry, as a private, and 
served for twenty months. He particivated in 
the battles of Cedar Mountain (Va.), Antietam 
(Md.) and Gettysburg (Pa.), being slightly 
wounded at Antietam. 
famous raiding party of ten men under Captain 
Dahlgren, that formed at Middleburg, Pa., July 
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1, 1863, and rode to Greencastle, Pa., where 
they captured two mounted mail carriers, guarded 
by twenty-two infantrymen. The mail contained 
important dispatches from Jefferson Davis to 
General Lee, which Captain Dahlgren promptly 
delivered to General Meade at Gettysburg, thus 
turning the tide of the third day’s fight. 

At the close of the war in 1865, Mr. Carl went 
to Washington, D. C., where he followed his 
trade in the employ of the United States govern- 
ment for one year. From there he went back to 
Hanover, and continued the saddlery business 
fora few years. In 1869 he came to Hancock 


‘and bought the saddlery business of Bartlett & 


Heller, which he has since carried on successful- 
ly. In connection with it, he has also con- 
ducted a livery, dry-goods and butchering busi- 
ness. He owns property in town and farming 
land near by. 

Politically a Republican, Mr. Carl was post- 
master of Hancock under President Harrison's 
administration. In the Odd Fellows’ lodge he 
has passed all the chairs and is a member of the 
grand lodge. He is also connected with Lincoln 
Rost No. 1, Gx A. R., at. Martinsburg; W. Va., 
and the Patriotic Order Sons of America in Han- 
cock. In September, 1867, he married Annie E. 
Sprenkel, in Fountaindale, Adams County, Pa. 
In his family there are six children living, name- 
ly: Charles E., principal of the male high school 
at Hagerstown; Francis L., a reporter on the 
staff of the Cumberland News, Edith J.; Urner 
Garfield, who graduated from the high school of 
Hagerstown in 1898; Daniel McComas and Ben- 
jamin Harrison, at home.

AMES D. HAMILL, proprietor aud editor 
of the Garrett Journal at Oakland, was born 
on Cranberry Glade farm, seven miles north 

of Oakland, May 8, 1861. When he was a child 
of eight years of age his parents came to Oak- 


land, where he has since resided. The founda- 
tion of his education was laid in the public 
schools. In 1882 he entered Randolph Macon 
College at Ashland, Va., an institution of whose 
board of trustees his father wasa member. Af- 
ter one year there he entered St. John’s College 
at Annapolis, Md., and for two years carried on 
his studies in that famous institution. 

Returning home August 8, 1884, Mr. Hamill 
assuined the duties of assistant postmaster, his 
father holding the position of postmaster at that 
time, and he remained practically in entire charge 
of the office for four years. In 1888 he became 
associated with his brother, G. S. Hamill, in the 
capacity of clerk, where he remained until 1891; 
then in the spring of the year just named he 
formed a co-partnership with Thomas Little in 
the mercantile business, the firm being Hamill 
& Little. In the spring of 1897 he embarked 
in the newspaper business and established the 
Garrett Journal, an independent weekly news- 
paper, devoted to the interests of the county 
whose name it bears. It has become one of the 
leading papers of the county, being recognized 
not only as a bright and newsy sheet, but alsu as 
a splendid medium between advertisers and the 
people. It has received recognition from the 
well-known newspaper directory of George P. 
Rowell, of New York. While the editor is a 
Democrat the paper displays no partisanship, but 
is fair, just and impartial, both in its estimate of 
public men and in its comments upon public 
affairs. 

For two years Mr. Hamill served as president 
of the county school board, to which position he 
was appointed by Gov. Frank Brown. In 1892 
he married Miss Rose C., daughter of John Cor- 
nelius, of Ohio. They havean only child, Frances 
C. The family are identified with the Presby- 
terian Church and take an active part in its work. 
Fraternally Mr. Hamill is connected with Gar- 
rett Lodge No. 113, K. of P., and has passed to 
the highest chair in the lodge. 

The father of our subject, Patrick, was a grand- 
son of Patrick Hamill, Sr., who served asa sol- 
dier under that historic character, Robert Emmet, 
the patriot who suffered exile from Ireland owing 
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to his connection with the revolution. Further 
reference to the history of the Hamill family ap- 
pears in the sketch of our subject’s brother, G.

AMES G. CASHELL is the owner of Ash- 
land, one of the most beautiful homesteads 
in the sixth congressional district. The 

farm is situated about five miles northeast of 
Rockville, thecounty-seat of Montgomery County, 
and comprises some five hundred and thirty-two 
acres of productive land, well improved with sub- 
stantial fences and buildings. The owner takes 
justifiable pride in his valuable farm, and keeps 
everything about the place in a neat and thrifty 
manner, which speaks volumes for his business 
ability, forethought and excellent judgment. 
He has followed general farming and stock-rais- 
ing, making the latter business a specialty. In 
all his ventures he has met with deserved suc- 
cess, and particularly as a feeder of cattle for the 
city markets has he been prospered. To his 
original farm of two hundred and seventy-odd 
acres he added adjacent land until the place con- 
tains the number of acres above mentioned. 
James Cashell, great-grandfather of our sub- 
ject, was a native of Ireland, and settled in Mont- 
gomery County, where his descendants have lived 
ever since. His two children were George and 
Mary. The latter married a Mr. Wheatley, 
grandfather of Samuel and the late Charles 
Wheatley, well-known lumber merchants of Wash- 
ington. George Cashell, the grandfather of our 
subject, was born September 3, 1776, in this 
county, and married Elizabeth, daughter of Hazel 
Butt, June 17, 1804. He died in. 1861, having 
spent his entire life as a farmer near Layhill. 
His children were: George W., born July 4, 1807; 
Hazel B., born November 5, 1808; Richard H., 
born June 2, 1811, and died June 28, 1886; Sam- 
uel S., born April 26, 1813; James W., born 
September 9, 1814; Andrew Jackson, born April 
11, 1817, and died in 1887; Thomas F., born 
December 26, 1818, and died September 11, 1889; 
Elizabeth, born April 30, 1820, married Hanson 
26 
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Groomes, and died November 21, 1893; Emily 
M., born January 25, 1824, married Jacob Miller 
and died November 1, 1891; and Malvina D., 
born March 27, 1829, and died July 19, 1833. 

Hon. Hazel B. Cashell, father of our subject, 
was a very prominent man in his day and gener- 
ation. He was one of the most successful farmers 
in this county, and was always ready to lend a 
helping hand to those less fortunately situated 
than himself. He dealt extensively in real estate, 
both city and country property, and owned con- 
siderable land in Washington. At the time of 
his death he left about fifteen hundred acres of 
valuable improved land, this estate representing 
his fine business management, as he had started 
out upon his career as a tenant, without an acre 
of land. In 1847 he was elected county com- 
missioner on the Democratic ticket, and served 
in that capacity until 1851. In 1854 he was 
chosen judge of the orphans’ court, to fill out the 
unexpired term of Judge Magruder, and ajfter- 
wards continued in the office for four terms of 
four years each. During the war, owing to his 
strongly expressed sympathies for the south, he 
was arrested upon a charge of treason, and was 
tried by a military court and acquitted, but the 
secretary of war, disapproving of the decision, 
remanded thecase tothe civil court. The matter 
was brought up in the United States court at 
Baltimore, and the judge was released on parole, 
and the case was finally abandoned. 
earnest member of the Methodist

The first marriage of Judge H. B. Cashell was 
with Caroline, daughter of James Groomes, of 
Montgomery County. Their married life con- 
tinued from 1832 to 1859, and in 1870 the judge. 
wedded Harriet Jones. Her parents were Thomas 
and Mary Jones, of an old Virginia family. The 
judge was the father of the following-named chil- 
dren: Amanda E., wife of William Metzer, a 
farmer near Poolesville, Md.; James G.; Thomas, 
a farmer of the vicinity of Redland; William T., 
also a farmer; Hazel and Edgar H., the two last- 
mentioned living on farms near our subject’s 
home. They are the children of the second mar- 
riage.

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James G. Cashell was born March 9g, 1839, on 
the old White farm near Mechanicsville, then 
rented by his father. His education was acquired 
in the district schools and academy at Brookeville, 
and before he was twenty he was thoroughly 
comipetent to manage a farm. The homestead 
he now owns, formerly the property of his father, 
was a poor and unproductive piece of land, as 
everyone believed, when it came into his posses- 
sion, but by diligence and careful management 
he has brought the place into its present high 
state of fertility and beauty. For years he has 
been a director in the Washington & Brookeville 
Pike Company and was a stockholder for a long 
time. In 1876 he was appointed assessor for the 
road by Governor Carroll. He is also a stock- 
holder in the Washington & Norfolk Steamboat 
Company. Politically he is affiliated with the 
Democratic party. In all his joys and sorrows 
since he reached the prime of life he has been 
aided and strengthened by his devoted wife, who 
prior to their marriage, June 4, 1875, was Miss 
Amanda J. Bell. Her parents were Adam and 
Eleanor (Fife) Bell, the former a prominent agri- 
culturist of Laytonsville. Mrs. Cashell is a 
member of the St. John’s Episcopal Church, of 
Olney. 
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SAAC D. NEWMAN, M. D., has been a 

resident of the town of Oakland, Garrett 

County, for the past decade, and is con- 
sidered one of our public-spirited citizens, as he 
has deeply at heart all local enterprises calcu- 
lated to advance our interests. He is a true 
patriot, firm in his allegiance to his loved 
country, loyal to the best principles of govern- 
ment and ever ready to make sacrifices for her 
prosperity. In his political belief he is a Repub- 
lican, as he finds in the principles of that party 
the secret of the growth and development of our 
nation since the days of the Civil war. Relig- 
iously he is a devout Methodist, and was for 
several years a member of the official board of 
the church in West Virginia. 


The doctor’s father, Jacob Newman, was a 
native of Fayette County, Pa., and spent his 
early manhood in that section. He was a farmer 
by occupation and was very successful in his 
business transactions. When in his prime he con- 
cluded to try his fortunes in Virginia, and from 
that time until his death he continued to reside 
there. His farm was situated in Monongalia 
County, which has since become part of West 
Virginia. Prior to the. Civil war Mr. Newman 
was affiliated with the Democratic party, but sub- 
sequently he renounced it and thenceforth was an 
earnest advocate of the Republican platform. His 
death occurred when he was in his seventys-fourth 
year. To himself and wife, Mary (Guseman) 
Newman, nine children were born, namely: Abra- 
ham, Samuel, John, Isaac D., Jacob, Nancy, 
Sarah, Mary and Elizabeth. The mother lived 
to be sixty-five years of age. 

Dr. I. D. Newman was. born in Monongalia 
County, Va. (now West Virginia), in 1838. He 
early became his father’s right hand upon the 
old homestead, as he relieved him of many duties 
and took upon himself numerous responsibilities. 
He became a thorough and practical agricult- 
urist, and when, at an age when most young 
men start out to make a home and fortune for 
themselves, he saw that his fast-aging parents 
needed him at home, he gave up his personal 
wishes and continued to carry on the farm until 
he was thirty-three years old. One of his long- 
cherished desires had been that he might enter 
the medical profession, and when the matter was 
no longer necessarily laid upon a shelf he com- 
menced the study of his favorite science. Later 
he attended lectures in the Physio- Medical Insti- 
tute in Cincinnati, Ohio, and graduated from 
there in 1884. One of the chief points in the 
medical system that he prefers 1s that all diseases 
are treated in a natural manner, without the use 
of strong poisons of a mineral character. He 
makes a specialty of chronic cases, in the treat- 
ment of which he has been particularly fortunate. 
He practiced for a few years after his graduation 
in his native state, and in the spring of 1888 be- 
came a permanent resident of Oakland. 

January 15, 1862, Dr. Newman married Miss 
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Sarah P. Stewart, of West Virginia, and their 
two sons are William H., an enterprising mer- 
chant of this city; and Charles J., who is the 
business manager of the Garrett County Journal. 
A short time after his arrival in Oakland the 
doctor purchased a pleasant house on Water 
street, and has since invested in other real estate 
in this locality. 
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ILLIAM P. LEE, sheriff of Garrett County, 
has been quite prominent in the Republican 
party in this locality of late years and has 

served his fellow-citizens in various capacities with 
credit to himself and to his constituents. Hewas 
coustable of the Eighth District for four years and 
was elected to his present position in the fali of 
1897. Ina number oflocal fraternities he is very 
well known and popular likewise. He has passed 
all the chairs in Arbutus Lodge No. 12, Knights 
of the Mystic Chain; has held offices in the 
Knights of Pythias, and belongs to Acme 
Lodge No. 8, I. O. O. F., of Mountain Lake 
Park, and to the Knights of Honor of Oakland. 
The paternal grandfather of our subject was 
Jacob Lee, who was born, lived and died in Alle- 
gany County, Md. His son, Robert Lee, father 
of our subject, was also a life-long resident of 
Allegany County, with the exception of a period 
of eight years, when he was absent in the west, 
engaged in carrying on a farm in Knox County, 
Mo. He is still living, his home being upon a 
fine farm near Oakland. He is hale and hearty, 
though now in his seventy-fifth year. For his 
companion and helpmate along life’s journey he 
chose Miss Crissie Ellen Waltz, and four children 
came to bless their hearthstone, namely: William 
P., George D., Andrew Jackson and Yantz. 
William P. Lee was born in what was then 
Allegany (now Garrett) County, in 1852. He 
grew up on his father’s farm, where he early 
learned to handle the plow and to engage in all 
the occupations of the country lad. He received 
practical training in agricultural pursuits from 


his father, who has always been a thorough aman 
of business, understanding how to manage a 
farm with the best possible results. When he 
had reached his majority the young man con- 
cluded that he wouid follow in the footsteps of his 
father in the choice of an occupation, and has 
given his main attention to the cultivation of his 
farin ever since. He has been very successful, 
and has imade a substantial livelihood for his 
family. 

In 1872 Mr. Lee married Miss Sarah More- 
land, daughter of Isaac Moreland, ofthis county. 
Their union has been blessed with six children, 
icur sons and two daughters, who in order of 
birth are as follows: Floyd, Laura, John, George, 
Ernest and Lucretia. Laura is now the wife of

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EORGE G. SOLLIDAY, an honored old 

resident of Hagerstown, was an efficient 

public officer here for fourteen years alto- 
gether, and has been a witness of the progress 
and growth of the town from a straggling hamlet 
to the thriving place that it is to-day. He bears 
a well-merited reputation for integrity and up- 
rightness, for his life has been characterized by 
singular devotion to the rights of his fellow-men 
and an earnest regard for high principles. He 
cast his first presidental ballot for Stephen A. 
Douglas, and has since given his zealous suppcrt 
to the Kepublican party. 

In a family of seven children born to George 
and Hannah (Getman) Solliday, our subject is 
next to the youngest. The parents were both 
natives of the vicinity of Sellersville, Bucks 
County, Pa., the father having been born March 
20, 1797, and the mother February 15 of the same 
year. He departed this life August 21, 1871, 
having survived his wife a great many years, as 
she had died September 2, 1836. Her father, 
George Getman, who lived to the advanced age 
of ninety-three years, was a citizen of Bucks 
County, and was imprisoned on account of his 
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too freely expressed opinions during the adminis- 
tration of President Adams. George Solliday 
was a farmer, and was also a manufacturer of 
clocks of the old-fashioned kind that stood in the 
angle of the room and reached from the floor 
almost to the low ceiling. Later in life he de- 
voted himself to the silversmith’s craft. Elected 
by the people, among whom he was very popular, 
he served as a justice of the peace for several 
years, and was one of the old Jackson Demo- 
crats. He held membership with the Reformed 
Church, his wife with the Lutheran. Benjamin 
Solliday, his father, was a pioneer in the clock- 
making business. He too was born and reared 
in Bucks County, where his ancestors had set- 
tled some generations ago upon their arrival 
from Germany. He died at the ripe age of 
eighty odd years. 

George G. Solliday was born in Montgomery 
County, Pa., September 30, 1832, and is the only 
survivor of his parents’ family. His youth was 
passed upon a farm, and during his early life he 
learned the trade of a mason. Later he worked 
as a jeweler, serving a five years’ apprenticeship, 
but during this period he determined to become 
a teacher, and spent all his spare time in study 
and preparation. He was about twenty-five 
when he commenced in this field of effort, and 
coming to this county in 1857 taught his first 
term of school. Several years were spent in this 
manner, and then being offered a good position 
with a banking firm, now known as Eadey, 
Lane & Co., he accepted the same, and gave the 
following two years to this work. He returned 
to teaching at the end of that period, but was 
soon appointed deputy sheriff. He held this 
office for twelve years, under six administrations, 
ably meeting the responsibilities and duties de- 
volving upon him. The four years succeeding he 
was tax collector. Later he was for five years a 
clerk in the office of the MiddleStates Building and 
Loan Association, which had its headquarters-in 
Hagerstown. He then resigned and has been 
variously engaged since. 

December 28, 1862, Mr. Solliday, married 
Rebecca, daughter of the late David Miller, a 
native of Pennsylvania. Of the six children 


born to this union, the eldest, Alice, died at the 
age of fourteen months. David M. is an attorney 
in Seattle, on the Pacific Coast. Maggie S. mar- 
ried S. Finley Ankeney, a farmer of this county, 
and they have one child, Josephine. Benjamin 
H. is a teacher, and during the summier vacation 
runs a livery. Sallie, who has been a student in 
the Western Maryland College, is a teacher of 
experience and ability. Samuel is a baker and 
confectioner. In religious belief Mr. Solliday is 
an adherent of his father’s faith, the German 
Reformed, but his wife is a member of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal denomination. Their children 
are identified with the first-named church. 








LARENCE M. RATHBUN, amember of the 
firmof C. M. Rathbun & Co., of Loch Lynn 
Heights, Garrett County, is a very proimi- 

nent business man of this charming village in the 
mountains, and in 1896 was elected mayor of 
the place. He is still acting in that capacity 
and has been responsible for many changes for 
the better in local affairs. He is greatly inter- 
ested in the welfare of the Republican party, 
and has often been chosen as a delegate to the 
state conventions of this political body. In short, 
he is a representative man in the commercial 
world, in society, in the fraternities and in 
church work, and possesses the energy and gen- 
eral executive ability which would make him 2 
most valuable addition to any community. 

A native of Pittsburg, Pa., born in 1849, our 
subject isa son of Erastus and Alice (Ward) 
Rathbun. The father was born in New York 
state, but for the main part of his life resided in 
Pittsburg and Wheeling, W. Va. In the early 
boyhood of our subject, the father conducted a 
planing miil in the ‘‘Smoky’’ city, and in 1852 
settledin Wheeling, where he continued in the 
same line of business for thirty-three years. In 
1886 he retired from active cares and took up his 
abode in Mountain Lake Park, where he is still 
living, in the enjoyment of his pleasant home and 
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the society of his numerous friends. His devoted 
wile, who was a native of Ohio, died in 1874, at 
the age of forty-seven years. Her ancestors were 
among the original settlers of the town of Havre 
de Grace, Md. She was the mother of five chil- 
dren, three of whom are deceased. Mary, the 
only sister of our subject, is the wife of Lewis 
I. Hanson. Grandfather Russell Rathbun was a 
native of Rhode Island and when a young man 
he went to Chautauqua County, N. Y., becom- 
ing one of the first settlers of the locality. His 
last years were passed at the home of one of his 
sons, in Illinois. He died in 1855, at the age of 
sixty-six years. 

C. M. Rathbun was educated in the public 
schools of Wheeling, W. Va., in which city he 
continued to dwell until about twelve years ago. 
IIe was a lad of but twelve years when he began 
to be employed in his father’s planing mill, and 
having thoroughly mastered the details of the 
business he concluded that he would seek no 
other field of labor. In 1886 he removed to 
Mountain Lake Park, where he took a position 
as foreman for the firm of Alderson & Robinson 
in their planing mill. He continued in theem- 
ploy of that firm until the spring of 1891, when 
he went to New Martinsville, W. Va. The fol- 
lowing fall, however, he returned to Mountain 
Lake Park and in partnership with P. T. 
Garthwright, purchased the mill of his former 
employers, Alderson & Robinson, the new firm 
becoming, as at present, C. M. Rathbun & Co. 
The business has since been greatly increased by 
the judicious management of the firm anda full 
stock of builders’ materials has been added. 
Our subject is assisted in his business by his two 
sons, Clarence J. and Warren. 

In 1870 Mr. Rathbun married Miss Mary 
Virgin, daughter of Noah Virgin, of Greene 
County, Pa. They are the parents of five manly 
sons, of whom they have reason to be proud, 
their names being as follows in the order of 
birth, Clarence, Warren, Frank E., Edward and 
William. Frank E. is the manager ofthe Moun- 
tain Lake Mews. Mr. and Mrs. Rathbun are mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the 
former having been a steward and class-leader in 


the same for several years: The sons also at- 
tend the services ef the church and are actively 
identified with var:ous worthy enterprises. Mr. 
Rathbun is a memberof Oakland Lodge No. 192, 
A. F. & A. M., and is also connected with the 
Knights of Pythias, being past chancellor of the 
lodge, and has been 2 representative to the grand 
ledge of the state. In i876 he passed all the chairs 
of Virginius Lodge No. 2,1. O. O. F., of Wheel- 
ing, and is past grand. 


AJ. JAMES A. HAYDEN has made his 
’ home in Mountain Lake Park, Garrett 
County, for severai years, and is at present 
the treasurer of the community. He was engaged 
in merchandising here for six years, and has but 
recently retired from the firm. He isa veteran 
of the Civil war, in which he did effective service 
for the Stars and Stripes, and was promoted from 
the rauks to be captain of his company ere he 
had reached his twenty-first birthday anniversary. 
He endured all the hardships common to the 
soldier’s lot, participated in numerous important 
campaigns and battles, and was twice taken 
prisoner by the enemy. The first time was at 
the battle of Gaines Mills, and the second when 
he was in the battle of the Wilderness. Alto- 
gether he was a captive for thirteen months. His 
bravery and distinguished gallantry in the above- 
named engagements won for him substantial 
honors from his superiors. At the time of his 
enlistment in 1861, for three years, he was a 
member of Company F, Eleventh Pennsylvania; 
in October, 1862, he was commissioned captain 
of the company and was brevetted major after 
the battle of the Wilderness. Among other en- 
gagements in which he was active were Fred- 
ericksburg, Gettysburg, etc. 

The great-grandfather of the major, John 
Hayden, was a native of Wales, and after he 
camie to this country was known as the ‘‘Iron 
King.’’ He established the Haydentown Iron 
Works in Pennsylvania, the first works of the 
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kind located west of the Allegany Mountains. 
The celebrated Fairchance Iron Works are now 
situated on the site of the original tract of land 
taken up by John Hayden. His gon, John Hayden, 
Jr., was born and spent his whole life in Fayette 
County, Pa., being occupied in the same business 
as was the senior man. His son, in turn, Jacob 
Hayden, was the father of our subject. He was 
engaged in blacksmithing and merchandising 
and was quite successful. In his political faith 
he was a Democrat, and was quite active in the 
party. He lived to be seventy-eight years of age, 
and was respected by all who knew him. His 
wife, Ruth, was a daughter of John and Martha 
Fowler. The marriage of Jacob and Ruth Hay- 
den was blessed by twelve children, of whom 
but five are living: John, of Montana; Frank C., 
of West Virginia; J. A.; Henry M., of West 
Virginia; and A. Judson, of Pennsylvania. The 
mother departed this life at the ripe age of eighty 
years. 

Major Hayden was born in Fayette County, 
Pa., in 1842, and passed his boyhood and youth 
in an uneventful manner. He attended the pub- 
lic schools and acquired an excellent general 
education. When he was about sixteen he entered 
the printing office of the Uniontown Standard, 
and served an apprenticeship of three years. Then 
followed his loyal service in the Union army, 
from 1861 to March, 1865. He then returned to 
his native state and his interrupted work. He 
was employed in various printing offices in Pitts- 
burg for five years, after which he followed his 
trade in other towns and cities up to 1873. At 
that time he came to this county, and for four 
years was foreman of the Garrett County Herald 
in Oakland. In 1877 he established the Oakland 
Republican, which soon became one of the lead- 
ing newspapers of this portion of Maryland. He 
conducted the journal very successfully for thir- 
teen years, then selling out to B. H. Sincell, of 
Oakland. In 1891 the major removed to Moun- 
tain Lake Park, and is now living retired from 
active business life in this beautiful and pic- 
turesque spot, surrounded by nature's 
charming handiwork. 

Since the formation of the Republican party 
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the major has been interested in its success. 
During the administration of President Harrison 
he held an appointment as state statistician for 
the government bureau of agriculture. At the 
close of his four years’ term he retired from the 
office, but in 1898 was reappointed by the secre- 
tary of agriculture, and is still acting in this im- 
portant position. For six years he was the 
chairman of the state Republican central com- 
mittee for this county. Fraternally he is con- 
nected with the Grand Army of the Republic, 
being vice-commander of Crook Post of Oak- 
land. For several years he has been a member 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church and an officer 
in the congregation. He has been a class-leader, 
a steward and assistant superintendent of the 
Sunday-school. 

In 1875 Major Hayden married Miss Letitia 
V. Savage, daughter of Nelson Savage. Of the 
seven children who came to bless their hearts 
and home two have been called to the better land. 
The five who remain are named as follows: 
Ellen B., James Grant, Lee N., John D. and 
Gay W. 
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OHN E. GNAGEY. Prominent among the 
industries of Garrett County is the mercantile 
store at Accident, owned and conducted by 

the subject of this sketch. From the establish- 
ment of the business in 1871, to the present time, 
he has had a large and profitable trade, extend- 
ing among the citizens of Accident, and the 
farmers of the surrounding country. Inthestore 
may be found a full supply of all articles suitable 
to the trade, and as the quality of the stock is su- 
perior, and the prices reasonable, it is not strange 
that the house is popular among the people. 

Mr. Gnagey was born at Grantsville, Garrett 
County, in 1847. He is a son of Emanuel 
Gnagey, a native of Pennsylvania, who removed 
to Grantsville (then in Allegany County), in 
1846. The remainder of his life, with the excep- 
tion of eight years in Bittinger and Cove, Garrett 
County, was spent in Grantsville, where he fol- 
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towed farm pursuits. He was quite successful 
and became one of the prominent farmers of this 
locality. In politics he was a Republican, and 
in religion adhered to the Dunkard faith. He 
died in 18go, at the age of seventy years. 

The grandfather of our subject, Christian 
Gnagey, was born in Pennsylvania and carried 
on farm pursuits in Somerset County. He wasa 
man of retiring, unobtrusive disposition, shrink- 
ing from publicity, and by preference devoting 
himself exclusively to the cultivation of his land, 
without desire to mingle in public affairs.- His 
marriage took place in 1813, and united him with 
Barbara Blocher. He died in 1880, at the age of 
ninety years. His father, John, a native of Penn- 
sylvania, was a son of Christian and Elizabeth 
Gnagey, who came from Switzerland about 1750, 
and settled in Somerset County, Pa., but after a 
few years went west to Harrison County, Ohio, 
where he died in 1812. 

The marriage of Emanuel Gnagey united him 
with Eliza, daughter of John C. Livengood, of 
Somerset County, Pa. They becamethe parents 
of twelve children, seven of whom are now liv- 
ing, namely: John E.; Jonas E.; Mary; Sarah; 
Elizabeth, widow of Benjamin Schrock; Abra- 
ham L.; and Fannie, who is the wife of Jonas S. 
Hershberger. The mother of these children is 
living in California, and is now seventy years of 
age. A life-long resident of Allegany and Gar- 
rett Counties, our subject received his education 
in the common schools of Grantsville. He re- 
mained at home until twenty-one years of age, 
coming in 1871 to Accident, his present home. 
In addition to the mercantile business here, he 
carries on a farm that he owns near town. 

Of Republican belief, Mr. Gnagey has been 
active in public affairs. In 1875 he was a com- 
missioner of Garrett County. Under the admin- 
istration of President Arthur, and again under 
Benjamin Harrison, he served as postmaster. 
Governor Lowndes appointed him fish commis- 
sioner for western Maryland, which position he 
held for two years. In 1882 he was appointed 
school commissioner by Judge Hoffman, but he 
declined the appointment. In 1870 he married 
Miss Susan, daughter of Jonas Beeghley, by 
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whom he has eight children, namely: Clara V., 
wife of John H. Fike, living in Milledgeville, 
Ill.; William. H., Mary. M., Ada M., A. L,, J. 
Milton, Samuel C. and Effe F. The family are 
identified with the German Baptist Brethren 
Church, more familiarly known as the Dunkard 
Church. 
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ESHACK MATTINGLY. Farming and 
stock-raising have formed the chief occupa- 
tion of this gentleman, and by his energy 

and perseverance he has become the possessor of 
a well-improved property. Heis the owner of a 
farm comprising three hundred and twenty-five 
acres and situated near Hoyes, Garrett County, 
where he raises the usual cereals as well asa large 
number of stock. The land has been subdivided 
into pastures and fields of convenient size by an 
excellent system of fencing, and modern machin- 
ery and other improvements have been introduced. 

Having spent his entire life in Allegany and 
Garrett Counties, Mr. Mattingly is well known 
throughout this part of the state. He was born 
at Sang Run, Garrett County, in 1837, the 
descendant of Italian ancestors, who many gen- 
erations gone by, emigrated to America and 
became pioneer settlers of Allegany County. His 
grandfather, Henry, was born at Mount Savage, 
that county, from which place he removed to 
Pennsylvania and later went west to Missourt, 
where he followed -farming pursuits until his 
death, at sixty-five years of age. 

The father of our subject, Dominick Mattingly, 
was born in Somerset County, Pa., but in early 
manhood returned to the home of his forefathers, 
in Allegany County, Md., settling at Sang Run, 
where he resided for years. However, in 1852 
he made a change of residence, removing to 
Hoyes, where he bought a farm. 
land owner and prominent citizen of his commun- 
ity; a Democrat in politics, and in religion a 
devoted member of the Catholic Church. His 
death occurred in 1854, when he was forty-two 


He was a large 
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years of age. By his marriage to Annie, daugh- 
ter of Meshack Browning, he had six children, 
namely: Mary, widow of Frank Sebold; Annie, 
who is the wife of William DeWitt; Meshack, 
William, Elizabeth E. and Dominick, the three 
last named being deceased. The mother resides 
at Hoyes, and though now eighty-six years of 
age, is still in good health and mental condition. 

Being the oldest son, our subject succeeded to 
the management of the home place on the death 
of his father. He has since resided on this farm, 
having purchased the interest of the other heirs. 
He has brought the soil to a high state of culti- 
vation and has erected buildings needed in farm 
work. He served for one term as county com- 
missioner and is a Democrat in political belief. 


In the year 1873 he was united in marriage with 


Miss Mary, daughter of George W. Griffith, of 
Fayette County, Pa. Three children bless 
theirunion. William, Olia and Bernadett. The 
family are identified with the Catholic Church. 
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AMES MONROE TURNER, justice of the 
peace in Cumberland, is a stalwart Republi- 
can. He is counted upon as one of the most 

reliable and effective workers in the party and 
during presidential. campaigns frequently makes- 
speeches in.support of the principles and nomi- 
nees of the party. _In 1894 he was elected tothe 
position of clerk of the board of commissioners 
of Allegany County for a term of two years and 
at the close of this period received the appoint- 
ment to his present office from Governor 
Lowndes. 

Hon. Benjamin Turner, father of our subject, 
Was a native of Connecticut, but removing to the 
stateof New York, spent the rest of his life 
there. He became one of the foremost citizens 
of the Empire state, a leading lawyer of his 
section and known far and wide as a statesman. 
He was an important factor in the ranks of the 
Republican party, was a justice of the peace for 
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several yearsand was a member of the New York 
legislature. He wasa man of extensive general 
information, well read in standard works and 
thoroughly posted in statesmanship. After he 
returned home from the state assembly he was 
given a position as pension and bounty agent 
for his own locality. He lived to a good old age, 
dying when about seventy-six years ofage. His 
father, Benjamin, Sr., was a native of Connecti- 
cut, and-was a lineal descendant of the old Puri- 
tans. He wasa leading farmer of Ulster County, 
N. Y., in his later years. He also attained a 
ripe age, his death occurring when he was in his 
eighty-fifth year. 

The mother of our subject was Annie Laura 
Morton, daughter of James Morton, of Wellesley, 
Mass. Her family were honored and respected 
in their community and her brother, Dr. W. T. 
G. Morton, was the discoverer of ether, which 
has since been a most valuable auxiliary in the 
medical world. Of the children who came to 
bless the marriage of Benjamin and Annie L. 
Turner but four lived to maturity, namely: 
Benjamin L., of Baltimore, ex-member of the 
Maryland legislature; Elizabeth, wife of Rev. 
John Keogan, of New York; Mary Caroline, Mrs. 
Darias Hoover, of New York; and James M. 
The mother lived the allotted age of mankind, 
threescore and ten. 

James M. Turner was born near Shokan, N. Y., 
September 3, 1848, and spent his boyhood and 
youth in Ulster County. He was educated in 
the public schools and when he was about 
eighteen years old he left home and went to Flint- 
stone, Md., where he was chief clerk in a large 
mercantile firm for several years. Then he em- 
barked in business for himself, opening a general 
store in Paw Paw, W. Va., and conducted the 
enterprise successfully for a few years. He then 
returned to Flintstone and, after a time, was en- 
gaged with his brother, who had established a 
cannery at that place. This concern was oper- 
ated with success for a number of years, James 
M. Turner acting as superintendent of the works. 
The firm made a specialty of fine brands of 
corn and tomatoes and built up a very extensive 


and profitable trade. In 1889 our subject came 
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to Cumberland and took a position as city editor 
with the daily Vezs. He was but twenty-four 
years old when Gov. John L. Carroll appointed 
him to the position of magistrate of Flintstone, 
Md., and his duties were especially responsible, 
as the county was then in a very unstable con- 
dition, it being just at the close of the Civil war. 
He is a member of the Junior Order American 
Mechanics, and has passed all the chairs in the 
home lodge, besides having been sent as a repre- 
sentative to the state lodge. 

In 1869 Mr. Turner married Miss Annie M. 
McElfish, daughter of Joseph McElfish, of Flint- 
stone. Eight children were born of their union, 
and all are living save twoof thenumber. They 
are named as follows: Bonnie Annie Laura, 
Maude E., Edith C., Henry Benjamin, Bowditch 
Morton and Joseph P. The parents are members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church and are gen- 
erous contributors to all worthy religious and 
charitable enterprises. 


ON. GEORGE PETER. From 1856 to 


1893 one of the most notable citizens of this 

section of Maryland was George Peter. 
Mr, Peter was a descendant of an ancient and 
honorable Scotch family. His grandfather, Rob- 
ert Peter, came to this country about the middle 
of the last century, and died at his residence in 
Georgetown, D. C., in 1806. Robert Peter was 
one of Georgetown’s most influential citizens— 
its first mayor, serving assuch from 1789 to 17908. 
He was one of the younger sons of Thomas Peter, 
Msq., Laird of Crossbasket (by which name his 
castle was also known), Lanarkshire, Scotland. 
Thomas Peter’s wife was Jane Dunlop, daughter 
of James Dunlop, Laird of Garnkirke, a cadet 
of a distinguished family, Dunlop of Dunlop. 
James Dunlop’s wife was a Campbell of Blythes- 
wood, and a descendant of Lord Napier. Thomas 
Peter was a younger son of Walter Peter, Esq., 
of Chapel Hall, in Mearnshire, in the northeast 
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of Scotland, which estate has been in possession 
of the Peter (formerly Petrie) family from the 
Norman conquest. 

After settling in this country Robert Peter 
married Elizabeth Scott, daughter of George 
Scott, deputy commissary-general of Lord Balti- 
nore. George Scott was a son of Sir Thomas 
Scott of Malenie, in Midlothianshire, a cousin 
of Sir Walter Scott, and a descendant of the 
Dukes of Buccleugh. Sir Thomas Scott’s wife 
was Elizabeth, daughter of Lord Fountainhall. 
Crossbasket Castle continued in possession of the 
Peter family until the death of Gen. Thomas 
Peter of the British army, a nephew of Robert 
Peter. On the death of the former, it descended 
to his only child, a daughter, who married Gen- 
eral Dirom of Mount Annan, in Dumfriesshire. 

Maj. George Peter, son of Robert Peter, was 
born at Georgetown, now in the District of Co- 
lumbia, on the 28th of September, 1779. When 
only fifteen years of age he joined the Maryland 
troop inthe campaign of 1794, against the whisky 
instirrectionists, but his parents sent a messen- 
ger to the camp and General Washington hearing 
of the matter ordered him to be sent home. His 
youthful ardor, however, was gratified four years 
later, July, 1799, by his appointment as second 
lieutenant of the Ninth Infantry, United States 
army, by President Adams, and he enjoyed the 
distinction of receiving his commission from the 
hands of General Washington at Mount Vernon, 
Mrs. Washington’s granddaughter having mar- 
ried his brother. In February, 1801, he was 
promoted to a lieutenancy of artillery and engin- 
eers, and in November, 1807, to captaincy of 
artillery. In May, 1808, he was transferred to 
the light artillery, in which he became a major. 
President Madison tendered him a brigadier-gen- 
eralship, but having inherited quite a fortune 
after the death of his father, he resigned his com- 
mission, but in 1813 he volunteered his services 
and commanded with distinction a battalion of 
flying artillery during the war then in progress. 
While Major Peter was captain President Jeffer- 
son specially designated him to form the first 
light horse battery in the service of the United 
States. 
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Major Peter was in 1805 appointed to accom- 
pany General Wilkinson to St. Louis to assist in 
the organization of the territorial government of 
Missouri. In 1815 he was elected to congress 
from this the sixth congressional district, being 
the first Democrat to represent the same. He 
was re-elected in 1817 and again in 1828. In 
1855 he was elected commissioner of public 
works for the state of Maryland. He was mar- 
ried three times; his first wife was Ann Plater, 
of Maryland, lis second Agnes Freeland, and his 
third Sarah Norfleet Freeland, of Petersburg, Va. 
He was one of the largest land owners in Mont- 
gomery County, and died June 22, 1861, at his 
country place, Montanverd, near Darnestown. 

George Peter, the subject of this sketch, was 
the eldest son of Maj. George Peter by his third 
wife. He was born on the 28th of Novem- 
ber, 1829, at Montanverd; studied law in Rock- 
ville with John Brewer, with whom he subse- 
quently formed a partnership, continuing until 
Mr. Brewer’s death. Mr. Peter then took into 
partnership with him James B. Henderson, now 
judge of the circuit court, who studied law in his 
office. This connection continued until the time 
of Mr. Peter’s death, which occurred on the oth 
of August, 1893. As a trial lawyer he ranked 
among the first in western Maryland. Broad 
minded and naturally sympathetic, he had ob- 
tained a position in the regard and confidence of 
the people of this county which, coupled with 
oratorical skill and ability of high order, made 
him an almost invincible adversary in the trial of 
causes within its courts. Enjoying one of the 
most lucrative practices -in this section of the 
state, the conduct thereof frequently carried him 
to the court of appeals of Maryland, where, by 
his earnestness, fearlessness and the possession 
of a mind naturally adapted to the pursuit of 
law, he achieved success. In politics he was a 
Democrat, and his voice and advice were fre- 
quently heard and sought in the councils of that 
party in this state. Easy to approach, fraternal 
with all classes and kinds, generous to a fault, 
straightforward and open in character, and a 
pleasing conversationalist, he secured a place in 
the regard and esteem of the people of Mont- 


gomery County, especially among the poorer 
class, which has been unequaled in the annals 
of this county. He was a member of the consti- 
tutional convention of 1864, and was state’s at- 
torney from 1868 to 1872. Twice he was elected 
to the state senate, and during his last term be- 
came president of that body. He was nominated 
by his party for congress against Milton CG. 
Urner, but the district at that time being largely 
Republican, he was defeated. He was also nom- 
inated for associate judge, but was again defeated 
by a small majority. 

He married Eliza Lavinia Gassaway, daughter 
of John Gassaway, a large land owner in this 
county. The Gassaways were of English de- 
scent; the first of that name to settle in this 
country was Judge Nicholas Gassaway. In 1689 
he was named by the assembly of the state of 
Maryland one of the committee to regulate the 
affairs of that province. In 1690 he was made 
major of the troops then stationed in Anne 
Arundel County, atid in 1691 one of the judges 
of the Province of Maryland. John Gassaway 
was a son of Lieut. Nicholas Gassaway, an off- 
cer in the Revolutionary war, and a member of 
the Maryland regiment, which with signal brav- 
ery and great loss prevented the destruction of 
General Washington’s army at the battle of 
Long Island. Lieut. Nicholas Gassaway was a 
grandson of Judge Nicholas Gassaway. 

Of the children of George Peter and Eliza 
Levinia, his wife, seven reached maturity. 
John F., a lawyer of considerable promise, died 
in 1878, at the age of twenty-five. Sarah Nor- 
fleet married William L. Dunlop, Esq., a lawyer 
of Washington, D. C., and a son of the late 
James Dunlop, chief judge of the United States 
circuit court of the District of Columbia. Mary 
Alice married Thomas Dawson, Esq., a lawyer, 
now clerk of the circuit court for Montgomery 
County. Edward C.,a lawyer residing at Rock- 
ville, received his education in the Rockville 
Academy, and read law with his father and 
Judge Henderson. When twenty-one years of 
age he was adimitted to the bar. In 1887 he was 
elected state’s attorney, and was re-elected in 
1Sot. He has inherited his father’s ability as 
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an advocate, has met with pronounced success as 
a trial lawyer, and is now one of the leading at- 
torneys at the Montgomery County bar. He is 
a Democrat in politics, and has succeeded his 
father as trustee of the Rockville Academy. 
June 27, 1888, he married Mary G. Vinson, 
daughter of Judge John T. Vinson. Robert 
Brewer Peter, also a lawyer residing in Rockville, 
was educated at the Rockville Academy and 
Hampden Sidney College, Virginia. After reach- 
ing manhood he spent several years teaching in 
the Indian schools on the frontier. When he 
left the Indian service he was appointed deputy 
clerk of the circuit court for Montgomery, which 
position he held for two years, studying law in 
the meantime and attending lectures at night at 
the National University of Washington, D. C. 
Hie received the degree of B. L. from that institu- 
tion in 1893, graduating second in his class, and 
has since been engaged in practicing his profes- 
sion in Rockville. He is possessed of leval 
acumen to a marked degree, and, while young at 
the bar, has met with considerable success and 
given proof of admirable reasoning faculties. In 
1896 he married Helen Olivia Lowry, youngest 
daughter of Maj. Horatio B. Lowry, of the 
United States marine corps. Katharine Gassa- 
way married Hugh Nelson, a lawyer of New 
York City. Arthur, the youngest son, was born 
in November, 1873. He received his education 
at the Rittenhouse Academy of Washington and 
the Rockville Academy. At the age of seven- 
teen he left school and commenced the study of 
law in the office of his father and Judge Hender- 
son. At the age of twenty he was graduated in 
law from the National University of Washington, 
I. C., leading his class and securing a mark of 
one hundred per vent, which was unequaled in 
the history of the university. He at once passed 
the examination for admittance to the bar, and 
removed to Washington, where he entered the 
office of Arthur A. Birney, United States’ attor- 
ney for the District of Columbia. Two years 
after, in 1896, he was offered a partnership by 
Mr. Birney which he accepted, but owing to ill 
health was compelled the following year to give 
up the practice of law. In 1898 he returned to 
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his profession and entered into a partnership with 
Hon. J. J. Hemphill, M.C. He has been en- 
gaged in some of the most important trials in the 
courts of the district, and has had considerable 
success therein, He is considered one of the 
most promising metubers of that bar.

OHN H. WILLIAMS, a farmer residing 
within one mile west of Poolesville, Mont- 
gomery County, was born near this village 

May 2, 1842, on a farm now occupied by his sis- 
te, Emma, Mrs. Horace M. Davis. This was the 
homestead once cccupied by his parents, John 
T. and Ann M. (Talbot) Williams, the former 
having been the owner of about four hundred 
acres, on which he engaged in farming until his 
death, at middle age. He had three sonsand one 
daughter: John H.; Francis T., who occupies a 
farra adjoining his sider eects s; Arthur, who 
cultivates land near Dawsonville; and Emma, 
Mrs. Davis. 

The grandfather of our subject, John M. 
Williams, was a resident of Montgomery County 
from early years and engaged in farming within 
one mile of where his grandson and namesake 
now lives. From this place, in middle life, he 
removed to Georgetown, where, having acquired 
a competency, he lived in retirement from active 
business cares. His wife was Priscilla, a native 
of this county and a daughter’ of’ Dr. Lyles. 
They were the parents of several children, of 
whom the sole survivor is Mortimer, who has 
been engaged in the mercantile business in 
Georgetown for years. 

The subject of this sketch received his education 
in free schools and Poolesville Academy. His 
father having died, he assumed the supervision 
of the home farm and also established a grain 
and produce business at Edwards’ Ferry, naking 
shipments on the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, 
For a short time he also carried on a general mer- 
cantile business at Edwards’ Ferry, in partnership 
with Capt. John T. Fletcher. In 1867 he retired 
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from business, and since then has devoted himself 


entirely to agricultural pursuits. In 1870 he 


bought his present farm of one hundred and fifty- 
five acres, to which he has added until it is now 
three hundred acres, and besides he has bought 
two farms, one of two hundred acres, and the 
other a tract on Sugar Loaf Mountain. He has 
followed general farming and stock-raising, hav- 
ing large pastures for the grazing of cattle. 

Politically Mr. Williams favors the Democratic 
party. In 1892 he served as collector of taxes, 
also held the same position the three following 
years. February 4, 1865, he married Sarah, 
daughter of Dr. S. N. C. White, of this county, 
and Elizabeth (Chiswell) White. They are the 
parents of eleven children, viz.: Stephen N. C., 
named for his grandfather White, and now in the 
west; Harry M., who farms a place adjoining 
the homestead; Elizabeth, Carrie, Otis, Mary, 
William W., Emma, Sarah, Norah and Frank. 
In all matters pertaining toschools Mr. Williams 
is interested, for he isa stanch friend of the public- 
school system. For fifteen years he held the 
position of president of the board of school 
trustees of Poolesville District, and in other ways 
he has shown his interest in whatever pertains to 
the advancenient and training of the young. 


EORGE TRUOG, proprietor of the Mary- 
land Glass Etching Works, of Cumberland, 
is a native of that world-famed city, Verona, 

Italy, and possesses the artistic temperament and 
talent which are a peculiar inheritance of the 
higher classes “f the citizens of Italy. He has 
been a traveler in many climes, has visited some 
of the chief cities of the world, and is a man of 
wide general information. After having lived in 
various countries in Europe, he concluded that 
he would seek a home in America. Accordingly 
in December, 1883, he sailed from the far-away 
shores of the new world. He proceeded direct 
to Wheeling, W. Va., where he spent four years. 
During that period he was in the employ of the 


Central Glass Works, and thoroughly learned 
the extremely difficult art of etching on glass. 
In 1887 he came to Cumberland, and for five 
years was connected with the Cumberland Glass 
Company. 

After working for others, in 1892 Mr. Truog 
organized the Seneca Glass Company, which has 
its works located in Morgantown, W. Va., at 
this time, and was the secretary of this concern 
for one year. In 1893 he built his factory and 
started the business now known as the Maryland 
Glass Etching Works, himself being the sole 
owner and manager. He employs agents in all 
of the chief cities of the United States, and is 
gradually building up a large and remunerative 
trade. 

Mr. Trutog is a young man in the prime of life 
and energy, and was born in 1861. His parents 
were George and Mary (G’Frey) Truog, natives 
of Switzerland. The father was a confectioner by 
trade, and followed that occupation during his 
residence in the city of Verona until he was com- 
pelled to flee for safety in the Austrian-Italian 
war of 1866. He went to Switzerland and ob- 
tained a position as postal clerk for that govern- 
ment. He continued in the employ of the Swiss 
government as long as he lived, and was assist- 
ant comptroller in the postoffice of St. Gallen for 
twenty-one years. He died at the age of fifty- 
nine years. He was the father of six children, 
of whom our subject is now the only survivor. 
The mother departed this life when about thirty- 
eight vears of age. 

When his parents left Italy for Switzerland Mr. 
Truog of this sketch was a child of but four 
years. He was reared in the latter country and re- 
ceived an excellent education, finishing his higher 
studies inthe University of Zurich. When in his 
twentieth year he went to Paris, France, and was 
for eighteen months _a designer for a watch-key 
manufacturer. Subsequently he was tendered a 
better position in the eastern part of France, as 
manager of his uncle's cotton factory, and as such 
he continued for about a year. He then returned 
to his home in Switzerland, and after a short time 
spent in visiting his relatives, he embarked in 
the embroidery business. In 1883 he went back 
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to Paris, and toward the close of that year he 
made preparations tocome to America. Here he 
has prospered and has never found reason to 
really regret his decision that his future home 
should be made in the land of freedom. His 
business ability is undoubted, and his natural 
talent for his chosen work cannot be calied in 
question by any one who has seen specimens of 
the beautiful ware which he engraves. He is 
certainly an artist in his line, and the visitor to 
his establishment becomes positively envious as 
he is shown the dainty and lovely handiwork of 
Mr. Truog. He married Miss Barbara Wegman 
of this city in 1888, and they have one daughter, 
Roselia. Mr. Truog is identified with the Cath- 
olic Church, and his wife attends the services. 


HARLES J. FAZENBAKER: SMe Ds, \of 

Swanton, Garrett County, was born in 

Allegany County in 1867, and is a member 
of a family that has long been intimately identi- 
fied with the history of this section. The first of 
the name in this country was George Fazen- 
baker, a native of Hesse-Cassel, who came to 
America, a Hessian soldier, in the service of 
King George, to fight the colonists. Becoming 
himself intbued with the spirit of liberty and 
freedom, he became a permanent resident of 
America, settling on a tract of land in Allegany 
County. 

Next in line of descent was Marcus Fazen- 
baker, our subject’s grandfather, who devoted 
his entire life to farm pursuits. He had a 
brother, Godfrey, who served as commissioner of 
Allegany County for a number of years, and his 
son now occupies the old homestead, known as 
Fort Necessity, at Cherry Tree Meadows, the site 
of the battle fought by Braddock and Washing- 
ton against the French. Marcus Fazenbaker 
died at the age of eighty-one years. His son, 
Marcus M., a native of Allegany County, resides 
ona farm near Firm Rock, in Garrett County, 
and is the leading agriculturist and land owner 
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in the Fourth District. Politically a Democrat, 
he was appointed justice of the peace in 1882 
and has since fied the position, receiving his ap- 
pointment the last time from Governor Lowndes, 
a Republican. We married Elizabeth E. Broad- 
water, daughter of Charles C. Broadwater, Jr., 
and twelve children were born of their union, all 
still living: Harriet L., wife of James Grove; 
Patrick S.; Charles J.; Dorcas E., who married 
David Warnack: Manala, Mrs. W. W. Green; 
Henry H., who is physically a giant, being six 
feet and four inchesin height; Marcus A., Samuel 
E., john W., Oliver C., Maurice Van Buren and 
Annie Cleveland. 

After Allegany County was reduced in size by 
the formation of Garrett County, the subject of 
this sketch was born in the latter division, May 
If, 1867. He received his education in the 
public schools, after which he engaged in teach- 
ing iu this locality, being for one term principal 
of the Bloomington school, and also teaching in 
other schools in the same neighborhood. In 1892 
he began the study of medicine with Z. T. Kal- 
baugh, M. D., of Piedmont, W. Va., and a few 
months afterward entered the Baltimore Medical 
College, where he carried on his studies for two 
terms. He then matriculated in the medical de- 
partment of the National Normal University, of 
Lebanon, Ohio, from which he graduated in 
1896, with the degree of M. D. He began the 
practice of his profession at Western Port, Md., 
but remained there only one year, coming to 
Swanton in 1897. Here he has built up a good 
practice and a reputation as a skillful, successful 
physician. Politically he afhiliates with 
Republican party, in whose campaigns he takes

a warm interest. 

In 1889 Dr. Fazenbaker was united in marriage 
with Miss Elizabeth H. Johnson, daughter of 
James Johnson, who served in the Union army, 
endured the hardships of Andersonville prison 
and was formerly a resident of Rockingham 
County, Va. The doctor and his wife have three 
children, Edena F., Ethel F. and Anderson J. 
In religion he holds to the faith of the United 
Brethren, and for one year he was a licensed 
preacher in that denomination, holding a pasto- 
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rate in Washington County, Md. His life is 
now devoted entirely to professional work, for 
when not actively practicing, he is engaged in the 
study of current medical literature, believing it 
to be a physician’s duty to keep abreast with 
every advance made in the science. 








ILLIAM FE. GEORGE, of Deer Park, has 
carried on farm pursuits in Garrett County 
for many years, and has also done much 

effective work as a local preacher in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He is of English birth and 
Welsh descent, and was born in Worcestershire, 
England, in 1820. His father, William George, 
was a native of the same shire and there spent 
his entire life, taking an active part in local 
matters and in the work of the Episcopal 
Church, to which he belonged. He died when 
sixty-six years of age. Seven children had been 
born of his union with Hannah Rogers, an estim- 
able lady, whose death occurred when she was 
seventy-six years of age. 

The fifth of the seven children was William E., 
of this sketeh. He attended the schools of his 
shire in boyhood. At the age of fourteen he was 
bound out as apprentice to the shoemaker’s trade 
and this occupation he followed in England until 
1853, when hecame to America and settled in 
Philadelphia, following his trade in that city for 
a short time. After a short visit among his old 
friends in England, he again came to America 
and in 1857 located in Barton, Allegany County, 
Md., wh -e he remained until the outbreak of 
the war. In 1861 his was the first name en- 
rolled as a member of Company A, Third Mary- 
land Infantry, P. H. B., in which he refused the 
place of first lieutenant, entering as a private. 
During the latter part of his term of service he 
Was assistant quartermaster of his company. At 
Morefield, Va., he was captured by the Confeder- 
ates, but was paroied on June 29. Honorably 
discharged September 12, 1864, he went back to 
Barton, where he resumed the pursuits of peace. 


In 1871 he removed from Barton to Swanton and 
there engaged in farming until 1878, the year of 
his removal to Deer Park. 

Always a stanch advocate of Republican princi- 
ples, Mr. George was appointed postmaster of Deer 
Park under the administration of President Har- 
rison and served in that capacity for four years and 
three months, until a change of administration 
caused his removal. Fraternally he is connected 
with Ledge No. 94, I. O. O. F., in Barton, 
Allegany County. In 1843 he married Miss 
Jane E. Gamson, daughter of Thomas and Jane 
Gamson. Four children were born of their 
union, namely: Theophilus, of Barton; Hephzi- 
bah, wife of John Fitzwaters; A. F., who is fish 
commissioner; and A. C., who livesin Deer Park. 

While still living in England, in 1844, Mr. 
George was converted and became a Christian, 
holding membership in the Primitive Methodist 
Church. After coming to the United States he 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and in 1872, while in Barton, he was ordaineda 
deacon by Bishop Simpson. He has officiated as 
a local preacher since coming to Deer Park, and 
through his tireless labors he has accomplished 
much for the advanceient of the cause of Christ 
in his community. In the temperance movement 
he is deeply interested, and both by precept and 
example he strives to promote this worthy cause. 
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DWARD H. SINCELN, a prominent young 
Republican of Garrett County, has been 
very active in the advancement of the in- 

terests of the party and is always to be found 
upon the side of all progressive movements and 
plans which have as their object the development 
of the resources of the government, state and the 
courity During the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison he was deputy 
collector of internal revenue and for the past ten 


in which he dwells. 


years he has been attorney for the board of 
county commissioners and auditor of the circuit 


court of Garrett County. Since he was admitted 
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to the bar of this county, some fourteen years 
ayo, he has “been Occupied in the practice of his 
protession in Oakland and now has an extensive 
and lucrative patronage. 

The birth of our subject occurred in Fred- 
erick City, Md., in 1862, and he was but twelve 
years of age when he came with the other mem- 
bers of his family to Oakland. He is the eldest 
of the eight living children of Charles and Leah 
(Richardson) Sincell, and grandson of Henry 
Sincell, a native of Germany, who came to the 
United States in 1810, and thenceforth made his 
home in Frederick, Md. The maternal grand- 
father was John Richardson, of Baltimore Coun- 
tv, Md. Charles H. Sincell was born in Fred- 
crick and continued to reside there until 1874, 
when hecame to Oakland. His death occurred 
in this city about ten years later, he being then 
in his forty-fifth year. He carried on a general 
wagon and carriage manufactory in this place, 
and had built up a large trade, as he was the 
only one inthe business in this county. He gave 
cimployment toa number of hands and was on 
the high road to a fortune when his career was 
brought to an untimely close by the angel of 
death. He was a loyal Republican and when 
he was a young man he was a member of a 
military company. With this same company of 
Vrederick’s soldier-boys he went to Harper's 
Ferry at the time of John Brown’s raid, according 
to orders, and, when they had found the place in 
which Brown was in hiding, he was the only 
volunteer to step forward in response to the call 
for volunteers to batter down the door. Mrs. 
Leah Sincel. is living in Oakland with her chil- 
dren. Three of her family are deceased, and 
the others are named as follows: Edward H., 
John T. (justice of the peace), Benjamin H. (an 
editor), Henry C., James A., Margaret, Gertrude 
and George L. 

After he had mastered the elementary branches 
of learning in the public schools, Edward H. 
Sincell of this sketch was privileged to attend 
St. John’s College in Annapolis, Md., graduat- 
ing therefrom in 1883. He then took up legal 
studies under the direction of Col. J. W. Veitch, 
of this city,and was admitted to the bar of Garrett 


County in 1885. In1886 he married Miss Sallie 
Wells Button, daughter of Dr. FE. J. M. Button, 
U.S. N., of Annapolis, Md., and they have two 
sons, Charles Milton and Edward H., Jr. Mr. 
Sincell is a Knight of Pythias, and has held 
some of the officesin the lodge. Heis a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church and is a 
liberal contributor to the work of the denomina- 
tion. Both he and his wife are popular among 
the best people of Oakland and their pleasant 
home is always hospitably open for the entertain- 
ment of their numerous friends. 
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ILSON ROWE. In the life of this gentle- 
man may be found an example worthy of 
emulation by young men who start out for 

themselves without capital. In early life he en- 
joyed but little advantages, nor had he wealth or 
position to aid him. He relied solely upon his 
own efforts to win success, and through his un- 
aided exertions he attained in a large degree, 
prosperity. When he began in business he had 
only $25, but he has worked energetically and 
persistently, and is now the owner of one of the 
most important business enterprises in Hagers- 
town. Nor has his success been merely in the 
sense of accumulating a competence; he has also 
succeeded in winning and retaining the friendship 
of many of the best people of the place, and has 
made for himself a reputation as a reliable, hon- 
orable business man. 

Mr. Rowe was born in Perry County, Pa., in 
1848, andisa son of Joshua and Sarah (Shib- 
ley) Rowe. His father was a native of Perry 
County and during active life was engaged in 
agricultural pursuits. At the age of seventeen 
our subject entered a-tinshop as an apprentice 
and served for four years at the trade, after which 
he opened a small shop of his own in German- 
town, Pa., remaining in that place for six years. 
He then went to Huntingdon County, Pa., and 
opened a tin shop there, afterward adding a stock 
of furniture and carrying on both lines of busi- 
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ness successfully. He next opened a store in 
Bellefonte, Centre County, Pa., where he was 
successful in building up a large and profitable 
business. Later he sold out the business to his 
brother. In rS8gr1 he came to Maryland and set- 
tled in Hagerstown, where he now carries on a 
large furniture and stove establishment under the 
firm name of Wilson Rowe & Son. In 1896 he 
erected his present store building, which is one 
of the best of the kind to be seen in western 
Maryland and is thoroughly modern. His stock 
is complete and would be considered suitable fora 
large city. He is recognized as one of the most 
progressive and enterprising merchants of the 
city, and is held in high esteem by all. 

The marriage of Mr. Rowe united him with 
Miss Mary Book, of Huntingdon County, Pa. 
They are the parents of two children, a son, 
Samuel, and a daughter, Lottie M. The former 
is in partnership with his father and is of the 
greatest assistance in the management of the 
business. The family are connected with the 
Presbyterian Church. 





ORMAN B. SCOTT, Sr., M. D., came to 
Hagerstown May 8, 1844, and began in 
the practice of his profession, which he car- 

ried on continuously for a period of fifty years, 
retiring in 1894. During this long time he built 
up an enviable reputation for skill in his pro- 
fession and for success in the treatment of disease. 
He continued to be a student, thus keeping in 
touch with the latest discoveries in the science of 
medicine, and in his practice he carried out mod- 
ern ideas in so far as they seemed to him an 
improvement upon the old. His retirement from 
practice did not mean a cessation of interest in 
the profession; on the contrary, he is still a close 
reader and observer, and a student of the pro- 
fession in which he was for so long a prominent 
figure. , 

In Bruceville, Carroll (then Frederick ) County, 
Md., the subject of this sketch was born May 8, 


1819. Hewas a son of John Scott, a native of 
Belfast, Ireland, who came to America in 1841 
aud soon afterwards married a wealthy young lady 
of Bruceville. He spent the remainder of his life 
in that place, maintaining an oversight of her 
large property interests. Politically he was an 
active Whig. He died at the age of seventy-one. 
His wife, Elizabeth T., was a daughter of Nor- 
man Bruce, a native of Scotland and a direct 
descendant of the far-famed Robert Bruce. He 
was reared and educated in Scotland and in youth 
came to the United States, taking up a large 
tract of land in Carroll County and devoting 
himself to farm pursuits. The town of Bruce- 
ville was named in his honor. For several years 
he was sheriff of Frederick County and also 
served as its judge, being one of its leading men 
for years. 

His daughter, Mrs. Scott, died at the age of 
eighty-three, in the faith of the Episcopal Church, 
to which she had long adhered. Of her four chil- 
dren all are deceased except the subject of this 
sketch. He received his education in Brook’s 
Academy, Frederick Seminary and St. John’s 
College in Annapolis, where he finished at the 
age of twenty-one. The next four years were 
spent on the home farm, after which he began to 
read medicine in the office of Prof. David Gil- 
bert, who was professor of surgery in the Penn- 
sylvania Medical Coilege at Philadelphia, and 
made his home at Gettysburg, Pa. He spent one 
year in the Univers‘ty of Pennsylvania, after 
which he entered the University of the City of 
New York and was graduated from that institution 
in 1844 with the degree of M. D. Immediately 
afterwards he began to practice in Hagerstown. 

The marriage of Dr. Scott united him with 
Miss Kate, daughter of John B. McPherson, who 
for many years was cashier of the Gettysburg 
Bank and long was numbered among the most 
prominent citizens of Gettysburg, Pa. Three 
children were born to their union, namely: John 
McP., a prominent physician of Hagerstown; 
Lillie Key, wife of Alexander Armstrong, also 
of this city; and Norman B., Jr., chairman of 
the Republican state central committee and a 
prominent attorney of Hagerstown. Dr. Scott 
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;. not identified with any denomination, but assists 
i) the maintenance of the Presbyterian Church, 
to which his wife belongs. He isa man of firm 
convictions on the subject of politics and is 
4 decided Republican, believing that the platform 
of this party, if fully carried out in our country’s 
history, would conduce to the highest develop- 
mient and material prosperity of our people.

ENRY MAURICE TALBOTT. Admitted 

to the bar in 1872, Mr. Talbott began in 

practice at Rockville ten years later, and 
has since engaged in professional practice before 
the supreme court of Maryland and the District 
of Columbia. He possesses much natural apti- 
tude for the law, being a concise and logical rea- 
soner, Who always has his cases well in hand. 
.\s a speaker he is earnest and at times eloquent, 
and his services are always in demand during 
campaigns, where his influence promotes the 
Democratic cause.

In Shepherdstown, W. Va., the subject of this 
sketch was born January 22,1851, to Benson and 
Maria (Hyde) Talbott.

The paternal grandfather, Henry Warren Tal- 
bott, was a son of Nathan, whose father, John 
Talbott, was bornin Anne Arundel County, Md., 
and removed to Montgomery County about 1750, 
settling upon a plantation there. He had two 
sous, John and Nathan, the latter of whom be- 
came a planter of Montgomery County. By his 
marriage to Valinda Stone, he had three sons, 
Henry W., John O. and Thomas. John O. died 
from lock-jaw. He left one daughter and one 
son. The former, Mary, became the wife of 
Perry Neal, who represented the sixth congres- 
sional district of Ohio in congress, and their son, 
Lawrence T. Neal, also a prominent public man, 
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was nominated for governor by the Democratic 
party of Ohio and ran fifteen thousand ahead of 
his ticket. ‘heson, John, is engaged in business 
as a shipping merchant in St. Louis and has 
gained great wealth. 

Thomas, the younger brother of John O. Tal- 
bott, went to Missouri and all. trace of him was 
lost. Henry Warren, the oldest of the three 
sons, followed the planter’s occupation near 
Poolesville; where he was born and reared. In 
his plantation there were about six hundred 
acres of land, now owned by Edward J. Chiswell. 
For forty years he served as justice of the peace, 
which was an important position in those days.

Benson eight children were born, 
Nathan T., who married Paulina, 
daughter of Leonard Hayes and resides at Barnes- 
ville; Benson, father of our subject; Ann, Mrs. 
John Williams, who resided near Poolesville, but 
is now deceased; Emeline, who is the wife of 
Col. Otis T. Bradford, of Parkersburg; Henrietta 
and Sarah; John, who married Mary Walter and 
settled in Frederick County; and Henry O., who 
married Sarah Clagett and makes his home in 
Charlestown, W. Va. 

Near Poolesville Benson Talbott was born in 
October, 1821. He engaged in the mercantile 
business in Washington from 1845 to 1851, when 
failing health forced him to seek an occupation 
that would. give him outdoor exercise. He 
turned his attention to farming, which he fol- 
lowed until 1865, and from that time until 1872 
carried on a mercantile store in Washington. He 
then went back to his farm, where he remained 
until retiring from active life in 1885. He now 
resides in Gaithersburg, Montgomery County. 
Until the war he supported Whig doctrines, but 
since then has been a Democrat. 

January 1, 1848, Benson Talbott married 
Maria, daughter of Thomas W. Hyde. This 
family has been represented in America for some 
generations. Capt. John Wailes, the maternal 
ancestor of Maria Hyde, came from England 
prior to the War of 1812 and purchased two thou- 
sand acres in Montgomery County, near German- 


town. He was a man of undaunted bravery and 
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commanded a privateer under letters of maruue 11 
the War of 1812. His five daughters were: Emily, 
Mrs. Thomas Hyde; Evelina, Mrs. Nathan 5S. 
White; Attilia, Mrs. Horatio Wilcoxon; Adelia, 
Mrs. Leonard Trail; and Valeria, wife of Dr. 
John Perry. Unto Thomas and Emily Hyde were 
born two daughters, Evelina W., who married 
Dr. Thomas Poole, and Maria. The children of 
Benson and Maria (Hyde) Talbott were: Dr. 
Thomas M. Talbott, of Falls Church, Va., whos¢ 
first wife was Ella Febrey and his second Kath- 
leen Nourse; Henry Maurice; Lillie, wife of Dr. 
William O. Eversfield, of Prince George County, 
Md.; Charles L.; and William Hyde, who mar- 
ried Bertha C. Hall and is in partnersbip with 
our subject, the firm being Talbott & Taibott. 

In 1872 our subject graduated at the Colum- 
bian University, of Washington, D.C. At the 
age of twenty-one he embarked in the grain busi- 
ness at Georgetown, and this he followed for ten 
years, then turned his attention to the law. He 
is one of the four oldest lawyers in Montgomery 
County, where he has built up a large and proft- 
able general practice. In religious belief he is a 
Methodist. He is connected with Montgomery 
Lodge No. 195, A. F. & A. M., Columbia 
Chapter No. 4, R. A. M., and DeMolay Com- 
mandery No. 3, K. T., at Washington. January 
14, 1875, he married Cora E. Wilson, of George- 
town. Four children comprise their family, 
namely: Estelle Hyde; Thomas M., a student in 
Cornell University, Helen Wilson and Evelyn 
Wailes. 

William Hyde Talbott, our subject's brother, 
was born near Poolesville, this county, July 5, 
1861, and was educated in the public schools and 
Columbian College at Washington. For three 
years he followed the grain commission business 
in Georgetown, after which, his father’s health 
having failed, he returned home to assist in the 
management of the estate. At the same time he 
read law under the direction of his brother, H. 
Maurice, and was admitted to the bar. After- 
wards he practiced the profession in Hagerstown 
from 1887 to 1891, when he formed a partnership 
with his brother in Rockville. He gives his at- 
tention principally to real-estate matters and con- 


veyancing. Politically he is a Democrat, and 
fraternally is connected with the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows and the Junior Order United 
American Mechanics. By his marriage to Miss 
Hall he has two cnildren, Sadie Marie and Will- 
iam: Randolph.

DWARD C. McSHERRY, D.D.S., of Fred- 
erick, is a member of one of the oldest 
Catholic families resident in America. 

About the middle of the eighteenth century 
Patrick McSherry, who was born in Ireland in 
1725, emigrated to this country, accompanied by 
his wife, formerly Catherine Gartland, of County 
Armagh. He settled in Pennsylvania, where he 
continued to reside until his death, in 1795. Of 
his twelve children, James, who was next to the 
youngest, rose to a position of prominence in 
Pennsylvania. A native of that state, he was 
born in Adams County, July 28,1776. In 1807 
he was elected to represent Adams County in the 
legislature and was subsequently re-elected for 
five years, or until 1813, when he was chosen to 
represent Adams and York Counties in the state 
senate. During his term of service, which con- 
tinued to 1817, Baltimore was threatened by the 
British forces and, although he as a senator was 
exempt from military service, he enlisted as a 
private in Captain McClavis’ Company of Horse 
at Gettysburg and continued with them until the 
company was disbanded. Inthe year 13821 he was 
elected to congress, where he remained six suc- 
cessive years. Again, from 1834 to 1837 in- 
clusive, he was a member of the state legislature 
and during that time he was elected to the con- 
stitutional convention. He died in February, 
1849, only a few weeks before the birth of his 
grandson, who forms the subject of this article. 

James McSherry, son of the distinguished 
statesman just mentioned, was born in Liberty- 
town, Frederick County, July 29, 181g, and de- 
parted this life in Frederick, July 13, 1869. In- 
heriting talents of a superior order, these gifts 
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ne cultivated diligently, becoming a man of broad 
knowledge, especially in all matters relating to 
Maryland, her settlement, growth and political 
history. He is the author of the History of 
Maryland, a very comprehensive and valuable 
work. The editions have been exhausted, and 
the book cannot be secured to-day at any price, 
but occasionally the student finds it in some li- 
brary of old, rare and cherished volumes. He 
was a man of great learning and _ research, 
an intelligent patriot and progressive citizen. 
His wife, who bore the maiden name of Eliza 
Spurrier, was a native of Anne Arundel County, 
where her father, William Spurrier, was a 
wealthy planter. Her paternal grandfather was 
of Hnglish descent and served in the American 
army during the war of the Revolution. One of 
the sons of James and Eliza McSherry is Judge 
James McSherry, who, in company with his 
brother, Edward C., organized Company A, of 
the First Maryland Regiment of the National 
Guard. 

The birth of Dr. McSherry occurred in Fred- 
erick March 5, 1849. He compieted his edu- 
cation in Mount St. Mary’s College near Emmits- 
burg, a noted Catholic institution of learning, 
and was still a student there when the Civil 
war broke out. At once enlisting in the First 
Maryland Confederate Cavalry, he continued in 
the army until the close of the war, meantime 
participating in many important battles. At the 
close of the war he returned to his home in 
Frederick and soon afterward entered the Balti- 
more Coliege of Dental Surgery. He graduated 
With high honors in 1868, and was president 
and valedictorian of his class. For several years 
he engaged in practice in Scranton, Pa., but 
later located permanently in Frederick. For 
three decades and more he has been one of the 
most prosperous and successful dentists in this 
part of the state. He has invested in various 
local enterprises, among them the Franklin 
Savings Bank of Frederick, in which he is a 
director. For twenty years be has been a mem- 
her of the county central committee of the 
Democratic party and his services in behalf of his 
party are well known. He has been president of 


the board of aldermen of Frederick, president of 
the board of health and correction, and has con- 
stantly manifested the deep interest which he feels 
in everything conducive to the material develop- 
ment of Frederick. He was on the staff of Gov- 
ernors Mclean and Lloyd, as colonel and aide; 
later served as brigadier-general and chief-of- 
ordnance during the administration of Governor 
Jackson. 

In October, 1872, Dr. McSherry married Al- 
berta S., daughter of Rev. T. M. Cann, LL.D., 
a minister of the Presbyterian denomination 
and at one time the head of the Frederick City 
Female Seminary, but for twenty-five years past 
a resident of Scranton, where he is at the head 
of the Lackawanna school. He has founded a 
number of schools and seminaries and is an able 
educator. Dr. and Mrs. McSherry reside at No. 
77 East Second street, Frederick. They have 
four daughters: Mary, wife of Richard Sewell 
Slingluff, an attorney in Baltimore; Elizabeth, 
Helen and Margaret, ail of whom were educated 
in the convent and seminary in this city. 
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ANIELC. GILBERT, who is an attorney-at- 
law at Hagerstown, is one of the enterprising 
young attorneys of this place. He has won 

the high regard of all with whom he has come 
in contact, whether in a business or social man- 
ner, by his manly, straightforward characteris- 
tics, and his genial, cheerful disposition. Though 
this is his native county and he has been genu- 
inely interested in everything relating to its de- 
velopment and prosperity since he can remember, 
he has been a resident of the county-seat but a 
few years. This period, however, has been 
amply sufficient to win for him a place of high 
standing in the community, and no one of our 
citizens is more loyal to the welfare of the place 
than he. 

The parents of our subject, John Lemuel and 
Mary A. (Strite) Gilbert, were both natives of 
Washington County. The father was a well-to- 
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do farmer, owning a large tract of land in his 
younger days, but later settled down upon a small 
farm, where he resided up to the time of his 
death, February 5, 1895, at the age of fifty-seven 
years. He was nota politician or office-seeker, 
but used his ballot in behalf of the Democratic 
party. Religiously he was identified with the 
German Reformed Church, His wife was a 
daughter of John and Elizabeth (Summer) 
Strite, who were natives of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, respectively. Mr. Strite was born 
and reared in Franklin County, and owned 
several extensive farms there. He came to 
Maryland later, dying here in 1854, when about 
fifty-seven years old. Both he and his wife were 
members of the old Mennonite Church. She de- 
parted this life in 1864, when in her sixty-eighth 
year, and of her eight children but two survive, 
our subject’s mother and her brother Samuel. 
The latter has been engagedin both agricultural 
pursuits and milling and has lived in this city 
since 1893. Heis avery prominent figure in the 
history of this county, as he served as a member 
of the board of commissioners for one term, was 
a member of the county school board for ten years; 
was judge of the orphans’ court four years, and is 
now a justice of the peace, having been appointed 
by the governor in 1896. Louis D., brother of our 
subject, is employed by the Frick Manufacturing 
Company, of Waynesboro, Pa., with whom he has 
been for eighteen years. David A., the younger 
brother, has been a successful teacher of this 
county. Myrtle, the only sister, is living with 
her widowed mother. 

D. C. Gilbert was born September 8, 1866, 
on his father’s homestead in this county, and was 
there reared to manhood. He attended the local 
schools and, having gained a good education, en- 
gaged in teaching for several years, a portion of 
each year being devoted to agriculture. In the 
spring of 1887 he went to Bloomfield, Iowa, 
and attended the state’ normal school located 
there. The same year he returned home and 
continued successfully as a teacher in this, his 
native county, until the spring of- 1893, in the 
meantime reading law with Alexander Neill. At 
that time he entered the National Normal, of 


Lebanon, Ohio, where he pursued a course of 
legal studies. He was adinitted to the bar of 
Washington County, April 21, 1894, by motion 
of Mr. Neill, Judge Stake presiding judge of the 
circuit court. He has a general practice, as he 
does not confine himself to any special field of 
the law. He is a member of the Knights of 
Pythias. In his political views he is a Democrat 
and during the last campaign was an ardent ad- 
herent of Hon. William J. Bryan. 

November 11, 1893, Mr. Gilbert married Miss 
Etta Pamphlin, with whom he had become ac- 
quainted while he was attending the normal in 
Lebanon, Ohio, where she was a fellow-student. 
At the time of their marriage she was a resident 
of Fayetteville, Tenn. She isa lady of delight- 
ful social qualities, is a charming housekeeper 
and hostess, and isa member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of this city. 


EV. JOSEPH SPANGLER. KIEFFER, 
D. D., has been for thirty years the pastor of 
Zion Reformed Church of Hagerstown. 
This church is remarkable as being one of the 
oldest of the denomination in this state, and, 
indeed, in the country, as it was founded in 1766 
and the church was built in 1774, and the present 
congregation worship in the same sacred edifice 
as did their forefathers for generations—a _ period 
of about a century and a-quarter. Mr. Kieffer is 
the eleventh pastor in the line ofsuccession. The 
present church membership shows an enrollment 
of about four hundred and twenty souls, while 
the thriving Sunday-school, with W. H. McCar- 
dellas as superintendent, numbers some two hun- 
dred and seventy-five persons. 

Dr. Kieffer’s parents, Rev. E. and Eleanor 
(Spangler) Kieffer, were natives, respectively, of 
Virginia and York, Pa. The former was of old 
French-Huguenot stock, and was a son of Joseph 
Kieffer, who lived in three states, Virginia, 
Maryland and Pennsylvania, following agricult- 
ural pursuits while in his prime. He was born 
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January 22, 1789, and died October 5, 1849, in 
Hanover, Pa. His father, Abraham, was a 
soldier of the Revolutionary war, and on his 
tombstone is inscribed his name and the simple 
words: ‘‘A Revolutionary soldier.’’ He died at 
the extreme age of ninety-six years, and was 
buried at Kieffer’s Church, in Franklin County, 
Pa. Rev. E. Kieffer was born in January, 1812, 
and died in May, 1871. He prepared for the 
ministry in a classical school and in the theolog- 
ical seminary in York, Pa., and from 1836 to 
1871 was very active in ministerial labors. He 
founded the Reformed Church of Bellefonte, Pa., 
where he remained for four years; then served in 
the church at Miffiinburg for seventeen years; 
later occupied pulpits in Dauphin County, Pa., 
and in the vicinity of Carlisle, Pa., being in 
the last-named charge at the time of his death. 
His faithful wife, Eleanor, was a daughter of 
Martin and Lydia Spangler, of York, Pa., and 
had among her ancestors soldiers of the Revolu- 
tionary war. The oldest brother of our subject 
is Prof. John B. Kieffer, who is professor of 
Greek in Franklin and Marshall College, Lan- 
caster, Pa.; and a younger brother, Rev. Henry 
M., is pastor of the Reformed Church at Easton, 
Pa. The oldest sister, Hannah M., is the widow 
of John R. Cornelius, and is a resident of Balti- 
more, Md.; while another sister, Lydia J., is the 
wife of Luther C. First, of Cedar Springs, Pa. 

J. S. Kieffer was born in Miffinburg, February 
3, 1842, and after leaving the elementary schools 
prepared for college in the academy of his native 
town. In 1860 he graduated from Franklin and 
Marshall College, after which he taught school 
for two years in Aaronsburg, Pa., and Middle- 
town, Md. In 1862 he entered the Mercersburg 
(Pa.) Theological Seminary, and completed his 
course in 1866, in the meantime having been ab- 
sent from the seminary for about a year. In 
May, 1866, he was licensed to preach, and ac- 
cepted a call to the charge of the Reformed 
Church in Huntingdon, Pa., where he was or- 
dained in September, 1866. At the close of some 
sixteen months he became pastor of his present 
congregation, with whom he has continued un- 
interruptedly. This church belongs to the 


Potomac synod, of which he has been the honored 
president. He is also an associate editor of the 
Reformed Church Messenger, published in Phila- 
delphia; is a member of the Board of Foreign 
Missions, and one of the Board of Visitors of the 
Theological Seminary in Lancaster, Pa. 

November 11, 1869, Rev. Mr. Kieffer married 
Miss Mary M. Clark, daughter of James and 
Elizabeth Clark, of Pennsylvania: Mr: Clark 
was the editor and proprietor of the Huntingdon 
Journal, published in Huntingdon, Pa., for several 
years. Sydney, sisterof Mrs. Kieffer, is the wife 
of W. H. Knisely, of Harrisburg, Pa. The 
marriage of Mr. and Mrs. Kieffer has been blessed 
by seven children, namely: Elizabeth Buffington, 
Mrs. William A. Lewis, of Rutherford, N.J.; John 
Brainerd, James Clark, Eleanor Spangler, Henri 
Louis Grandlienard, Paul and Richard Fulton. 
The children are all identified with the Reformed 
Church, and are active in the good work which 
it, as a denomination, is carrying on. 





OHN B. G. ROBERTS, who has been a 
prominent resident of Cumberland since 1884 
is now retired from the arduous and very 

active life which he formerly led for years, and is 
quietly passing his days in his pleasant home at 
No. 49 Decatur street. For twelve years subse- 
quent to his coming to this city he was the presi- 
dent of the Electric Light Company here, and 
resigned on account of bis health, though he is 
still a director in the concern. 

The Roberts family was founded in the United 
States several generations ago, and originally its 
representatives were identified with the Society 
of Friends. The father of our subject was W. 
Millner Roberts, who was born in Philadelphia, 
Pa., in 1810. He became one of the best-known 
civil engineers of his day, both in this country 
and in other lands. He was associated with Mr. 
Eads in the coustruction of the St. Louis bridge 
over the Mississippi River, and built the old 
Portage Railroad over the Allegany Mountains. 
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For about five years he held a responsible posi- 
tion as consulting engineer of the Brazilian gov- 
ernment, and while he was still acting in that 
capacity his death took place, when in his seventy- 
second year. His opinion was considered invai- 
uable in his particular department, and in 1882 
he was one of the board of civil engineers who 
were sent to Europe by the congress of the 
United States for the purpose of making investi- 
gations into the improvements of the outlets of 
various rivers. He was the president of the 
American Association of Civil Engineers at one 
time and was chief engineer of a construction 
corps under whose supervision the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad was built. His father, Thomas 
P., was a well-to-do and progressive business man 
of Philadelphia. 

The mother of J. B. G. Roberts was Miss 
Annie Gibson in her girlhood, her father having 
been Judge J. B. Gibson, of the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania, and celebrated for his superior 
scholarship and accurate knowledge of Amer- 
ican jurisprudence. To the marriage of W. 
Millner Roberts and wife seven children were 
born, only four of whom survive, namely: Will- 
iam, J. B. G., Thomas P. and Richard A. Annie 
G. married Capt. George W. Yates, of the 
United States Army. He was a gallant and dis- 
tinguished officer in the command of General 
Custer, and perished at the side of that unfor- 
tunate hero in the massacre of our troops by the 
Indians in 1876. Mrs. Annie Gibson Roberts 
departed this life in 1857, at the age of forty 
years. 

John B. G. Roberts was born in Carlisle Pa., 
in 1841, and spent his early years in that town. 
He received a liberal education, graduating from 
Dickinson College in 1861. He then joined 
his father in South America, the latter having 
been there for some three years. The younger 
man was initiated into the same calling, and 
worked under his senior’s superintendence on 
the construction of railroads for the succeeding 
four years. Returning to America in 1865, at 
the close of the war, Mr. Roberts went to Wis- 
consin, becoming civil engineer for the famous 
railroad builder, Jacob Humbird. He continued 


to be very actively employed in the Badger state 
until 1878, when he went to Texas, and for the 
succeeding four years was a construction engi- 
neer on the International & Great Northern 
Railway. After he had been president and gen- 
eral manager of the Cumberland Electric Light 
Company for twelve years, he concluded that he 
would retire from such a busy, active life as he 
had led hitherto, and enjoy the quiet and rest 
that he richly deserves. For two years he wasa 
member of the board of waterworks of this city, 
and has been connected with various local enter- 
prises. Fraternally he is a member of the Ma- 
sonic order, being affiliated with Potomac Lodge 
No. 100, A. F. & A. M.; Salem Chapter No. 18, 
R. A. M., and Antioch Commandery No. 6., 
K. T. Heisa man of much general information 
and knowledge, his travels in South America and 
Mexico (where he has made four separate trips 
of several months’ duration each) having widened 
his mental horizon and made him a better judge 
of men and affairs. 

December 27, 1871, Mr. Roberts married 
Miss Jane Humbird, daughter of Jacob Humbird, 
previously mentioned in this sketch, and one son 
has been born to them, Bayse A. 


EV. LEWIS A. RUDISILL,. manager: of 

the Mountain Lake Park Association, is a 

man eminently well qualified for this re- 
sponsible position, as he possesses unusual busi- 
ness talent and executive ability and has also 
much valuable experience in the organization of 
summer resorts of the Chautauqua plan. He 
was recommended by Bishop Ninde and was 
unanimously elected by the board of directors of 
the above-mentioned association in 1890 to the 
position, which he has since ably filled.

cottages upon the grounds, whereas now there 
are over two hundred. Marked improvements 
» ave been inaugurated under his supervision, as 
say be deduced from the fact that the receipis 
‘rom taxes have advanced more than one hundred 
per cent. Everyone who has visited the park is 
an enthusiastic admirer of its many beauties, sit- 
sated as it is in the mountains, with all of the 
advantages afforded by nature here in her hap- 
picst and kindest mood. 

In tracing the history of the gentleman whose 
name stands at the beginning of this article, we 
find that he is the eldest son of Napoleon J. and 
Nancy C.(Case) Rudisill. The father was a native 
of Hanover, Pa., though his parents were of Ger- 
man birth and were early settlers of York Coun- 
'y, Pa. Napoleon J. Rudisill learned the trade 
at manufacturing hats when he was a young man 
and followed that occupation during his whole 
iusiness life. He was engaged in business in 
Icwistown, Pa., for years. He was influential 
in the ranks of the Democratic party, which he 
trongly favored, and for a long period he was a 
He died at Altoona in May, 
iSyS. His wife, who died at the age of seventy- 
two years, was born in Connecticut and reared in 
Kansas City, Mo., then a frontier town. Her 
parents had removed with their family to the 
west before the Indians had departed from Mis- 
souri and had settled in Kansas City when there 
were but a few log cabins in the place. 

Lewis A. Rudisill, one of eight children, was 
born in Hanover, Pa., in 1847, and passed his 
boyhood years in Lewistown, Pa. He obtained 
his education in the public schools and seminary 
of that place, and when about seventeen years of 
age commenced to learn the printer’s trade in 
the office of the Lewistown Gaze/fe. Next he 
went to Washington, D. C., where he held a po- 
sition in the government printing office for two 
years, In 1868 he entered the Methodist Episcopal 
ministry and was appointed to the Martinsburg 
circuit in Pennsylvania. In 1869 he was ap- 
pointed junior preacher on the McConnellsburg 
circuit, where he and his colleague built a new 
brick church; at the close of two years was trans- 
ferred to the Tennessee conference of the Meth- 


odist Episcopal Church, He occupied the pulpit 
of a church in Shelbyville, Tenn., for two years, 
where a church debt of $1,000 was paid, and of 
churches in Tuliatoma, Memphis and Nashville; 
at each of these places a church was dedicated 
during his pasterate. For several years Mr. 
Rudisiil was secretary of the Tennessee confer- 
ence. pon the formation of the Central Ten- 
nessee Conference he became its secretary and 
served for a number of years. He was appointed 
agent of the Methodist book store at New Or- 
leans, but a great revival breaking out in his 
church at Nashville be decided not to accept the 
position. After a three years’ pastorate in Nash- 
ville he was appointed pastor of the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church at Salt Lake City, Utah, 
and acting superintendent of missions in Utah 
and Idaho. Later he was business manager of 
the Methodist Book Concern in Topeka, Kan., 
and editor of the Kansas A/cthodist, a weekly 
journal. 

The Chautauqua work appealing to him strong- 
ly, Mr. Rudisill assisted in organizing the Kansas 
Chautauqua, of which he was secretary for sev- 
eral years. Subsequently he organized the Chau- 
tauqua at Beatrice, Neb., and prepared its pro- 
grams for two years. Thus specially fitted for 
the work it is not surprising that he was cordially 
recommended as a suitable manager for the Moun- 
tain Jake Park Association. During his minis- 
try he was acting agent for the West Tennessee 
Seminary and purchased and held for two years 
the property now occupied by the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society in Salt Lake City. In 
his political views he is a Republican.

ROF. J. H. APPLE, Jr., was called to the 

presidency of the Woman's College in Fred- 

erick in 1893, since which time he has de- 
voted his entire time and energy to the perfecting 
of all departments of instruction and the general 
affairs of the institution. It would be a difficult 
matter to find anyone better fitted than he to 
stand at the head of the college, for he holds his 
own personal interests entirely in subordination 
to those of the institution and sacrifices himself. 
He is a firm believer in the great and promising 
future of the college, which had sadly deterior- 
ated at the time that he became connected with 
it, and this confidence has communicated itself to 
the minds of others. In the past five years the 
enrolled membership has more than trebled and 
larger quarters for the accommodation of students 
became an imperative necessity. Fortunately a 
large endowment was bestowed upon the institu- 
tion a short time ago and thirty acres of land, 
pleasantly located near Frederick, have been pur- 
chased for the new buildings, which, it is hoped, 
will soon be erected. 

Prof. J. H. Apple was born in Pennsylvania 
August 4, 1865, and is the youngest son of Rev. 
J. H. Apple, D. D., for many years a zealous and 
successful minister in the Reformed Church in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. The father was born in 
Easton, Pa., and received his higher education 
in Marshall College. During the years of early 
manhood he devoted some time to teaching and 
was principal of Clarion Collegiate Institute at 
Rimersburg, Pa., for a long period. The re- 
mainder of his life was consecrated exclusively 
to the Christian ministry, and it was net be- 
fore 1891 that he retired from active work. 
His life has been a noble one and all who have 
come under his influence have been uplifted and 


made better. His father, Andrew Apple, was a 
miler by trade and was mainly self-educated. He 
felt the desire for broader opportunities of culture 
and determined that his sons should be thus 
blessed, even though he had not been thus fa- 
vored. Asa result of his ambition one son, Rev. 
Thomas G., is now Professor of Church History 
in the Theological Seminary at Lancaster, Pa., 
and was formerly President of Franklin and Mar- 
shall College; another son, Rev. Theodore Apple, 
D. D., was professor of mathematics in Franklin 
and Marshall College; and a third, as above re- 
lated, ‘is Rev. J..H.’ Apple, Sr. “Several of the 
sons followed the father's occupation, that of 
milling, and one, Capt. Alfred Apple, was a cap- 
tain in the Civil war, and was wounded at the 
battle of Antietam. The mother of these boys 
was Elizabeth Gilmore before her marriage, and 
was of Scotch descent. Her father was a soldier 
of the Revolutionary war, and was one of the 
heroes who crossed the Delaware with Washing- 
ton that memorably severe winter. 

The mother of our subject was Elizabeth, 
daughter of the Rev. Jacob Geiger, who for near- 
ly forty years was a pastor in the Reformed 
Church in Maryland. He had also made a study 
of medicine in his early life, and was the first to 
introduce homeopathic treatment into Maryland. 
His ancestors came to this country from Switzer- 
land, and an old.clock that was brought over by 
one of them is in the possession of the family. It 
is over acentury old and is indeed a wonderful 
example of the art of clock-making, in which the 
Swiss excel tothisday. At intervals this strange 
piece of mechanism, which keeps perfect time, 
plays eight different tunes. One of the profes- 
sor’s brothers, Rev. A. T. G. Apple, is pastor of 
the Reformed Church on Fifteenth street, Wash- 
ington, D.C... Another, Charles A., is in the 
insurance business in Mauch Chunk, Pa. Jacob 
Geiger has taken up the work of his ancestors 
and is a watch and clock-maker in Saegerstown, 
Pa. The only sister died about a year ago. 

The boyhood of Professor Apple was quietly 
passed with his parents, and from his early youth 


he manifested unusual fondness for his books. 


He attended Allegany College, Meadville, Pa., 
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and then at Palatinate College, Myerstown, Pal 
snd finally graduated at the head of his class 
from Franklin and Marshall College. The fol- 
towing two years he was the principal of the 
high school of St. Petersburg, Pa., after which 
he accepted the chair of mathematics in the state 
sormal school at Clarion, Pa., remaining jn that 
position four years. Next we find him elected 
to the chair of mathematics in the Pittsburg Cen- 
tral High School, being chosen from twenty-nine 
applicants for the place. Since 1893, as pre- 
viously stated, he has been the efficient and pop- 
ular president of the Woman’s College at Fred- 
erick. It is one of the finest institutions for the 
education of young women in the state, and stu- 
dents come here from the north as well as from 
he south, east and west. The professor spends 
iis vacations in lecturing in various states with 
iview to interesting the people in the higher 
education of women, and has met with gratifying 

sults. He is a Republican in politics but takes 
no active part in public affairs. He was married 
2 1892 to Miss Mary, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. A. Rankin, of Clarion, Pa. She died in 1896, 
leaving two children.

OHN W. WALKER, county commissioner 
of Montgomery County, is very well and 
favorably known throughout this region,and 
has officiated in various local positions of trust 
and-honor to the entire. satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. He was honored by being elected to his 
present post of duty in 1897, on the Democratic 
ticket, to which party he has always given his 
support. Previously he served four terms in the 
city council of Gaithersburg. 

The father of the above, Nathan J. Walker, 
and the mother, formerly Miss Eveline King, are 
both natives of Montgomery County. Nathan J. 
Walker is a very prosperous agriculturist, and 
owns over five hundred acres of improved land 
near Gaithersburg.

He learned the various duties of an agri- 
cultural life on the old homestead and in connec- 
tion with farming operated a steam thresher for 
several years. However, he used the old- 
fashioned horse-power thresher prior to the 
modern style one, but was among the first to in- 
vest in the steam-thresher, which is so much 
more effective. Altogether he followed this busi- 
ness for more than fifteen seasons, and reaped a 
comfortable income from his enterprise. In 1876 
he purchased the farm which he still owns and 
operates. It was then wholly unimproved and 
bore little resemblance to the fine and productive 
property of to-day. Mr. Walker erected several 
substantial buildings and keeps everything in 
excellent repair. The farm is a model of neat- 
ness and thrift, speaking well for the progressive- 
ness of the owner.

DWARD Z. TOWER. Ever since Garrett

ANIEL H. STALEY is the business man- 
ager of the Building and Loan Construction 
Company, of Hagerstown, and has his office 

and headquarters at No. 12 Jonathan street. 
He possesses energy, executive ability and good 
general qualifications and is making a success of 
the concern with which he is now connected. 
Personally he merits the friendship of those with 
whom his fortune is cast, as he is a man of up- 
right and honorable principle, generous and pub- 
lic-spirited disposition and patriotic love of his 
country and community. 

Qur subject is a native of this state, his birth 
having occurred in Frederick County, Decembe 
23, 1852. His parents were David Levi and 
Margaret (McDevitt) Staley, both natives of the 
same county. Thefather was a farmer by occu- 
pation and was fairly well off in this world's 
goods. Healwaysused his ballot on behalf of the 
Democratic party, but would never accept official 
positions, as he wasofa quietand unassuming ma- 
ture, and one who greatly preferred to keep to 


private life. For many years he was a most 
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highly valued member of the Reformed Church, 
and held the office of an elder in the same. He 
departed this life January 5, 1882, aged sixty- 
seven years. His wife, a devout member of the 
Lutheran Church, was noted for her sweet, 
womanly qualities, which endeared her to all 
who enjoyed her acquaintanceship. She was 
summoned to her reward in October, 1878, when 
in her sixty-fifth year. Her father was a patriot 
and a soldier, fighting for his country in the 
battle of Bladensburg and others in defense of this 
land of freedom. 

Peter Staley, the paternal grandfather of our 
subject, was a well-to-do farmer of Frederick 
County. His wife, Margaret Albaugh, came 
from an old family of the same county and of the 
two sons and three daughters born to them but 
two of the daughters survive: Ann, the wife of 
Urias Remsburg; and Margaret, wife of William 
Pearl, both living on farms in Frederick County. 

I). H. Staley was reared upon his father’s farm 
in Frederick County, with his eleven brothers 
and sisters, all but two of whom are still living. 
With the exception of David, a farmer of Wash- 
ington County, they are all residents of the 
county in which they were born and brought up. 
D. H. is the fifth in order of birth in the family.

OHN W. CABLE, who is now tax collector 
for Washington County, has a record of 
service for the public of which he has reason 

to be proud. Inthe dark days of the Civil war 
he nobly did his whole duty as a citizen and 
patriot and since the echoes of that dreadful con- 
flict have died away he has been occupied in the 
more quiet avocations of life. He has been one 
of the representative business men of this county 
for nearly thirty years and no one has a higher 
place in the estimation of the general public than 
he. He is a director in the Western Maryland 
Railroad Company; holds a similar position in 
the Hagerstown Bank and the Fair Association 
of this place and is always to be found on the 
side of progress and enterprise. In all the re- 
lations of life he has been loyal, true to the 
highest principles of duty and honor and is 
worthy of the confidence which is bestowed upon 
him in generous measure. 

The parents of the above-named gentleman 
were Benjamin and Susan (Welty) Cable, both 
natives of Ohio. The father was a farmer of 
Tuscarawas County; was a township trustee for 
years and was an ardent Union man during the 
war and a Republican in politics.

He 
had enlisted for just three years and, as it turned 
out, served just nine months. His wounds were 
long in healing and trouble him even to this late 
day at times.

ILLARD F. SMITH, clerk of the board 

of commissioners of Washington County, 

was appointed to his present position in 
December, 1895, and is efficiently meeting all of 
the -iuties devolving upon lim in this capacity. 
He has made his own way in life and has de- 
veloped into a well-rounded character, command- 
ing the respect of everyone who knows him. He 
comes from good old county families, and has 
kept untarnished the name which was bequeathed 
to him. He uses his franchise in favor of the 
Republican platform and nominees, and takes 
great interest in politics or in anything that 
materially affects the public good. 

A son of David and Mary A, (Keedy) Smith, 
both natives of this county, our subject was born 
in Sharpsburg, Md., November 26, 1852. His 
father was a shoemaker by trade, and quietly 
and industriously plied his calling, providing as 
well as was in his power for his family, and 
meriting the love and esteem in which he was 
held by all. He was loyal to the Union during 
the war; was very pronounced in his hatred of 
slavery, and when the Confederate forces came 
into his neighborhood, he found it necessary to 
absent himself from home. He was peace-loving 
by nature and followed the principles of his faith, 
for he was a Dunkard in religion. His wife, 
however, was a member of the Christian Church. 
He departed this life in June, 1892, when about 
seventy-four years ofage. Hiswifehaddied many 
years previously, in December, 1872, at the age 
of fifty-two years. Of their children all survive 
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wave one little girl, who died young. Drusilla 
, the wife of Jacob Barkdoll, of Milwaukee, 
\Wis.: Frisby is engaged in raising peaches in 
the vicinity of Sharpsburg; M. F. is the next 
cinld: Anna M. married Joseph Snavely, a farmer 
of the section of the county near Sharpsburg; 
wud Virginia is the wife of Josiah Rohr, of Sharps- 
burg. 

In his boyhood M. F. Smith was a student in 
the public schools of Sharpsburg. He learned 
the same trade as that of his father, and was oc- 
cupied in this direction for a number of years. 
later he engaged very successfully in teaching 
school for nearly six years in the county. Then 
he obtained a position in the house of represent- 
atives, in the fifty-first session of congress. Next 
he was employed on the census enumeration of 
1580, in the Department of the Interior, until the 
census business was entirely finished.

The visitor to the spot to-day 
inay see the exact location of the forces of both 
armies (even to corps, divisions and brigades) in 
that fearful battle which has been characterized 
by the historian, R. M. Devens, as ‘‘the bloodiest 
day that America ever saw.’’ The date of this 
fearful conflict between the north and south is 
September 17, 1862. The manner in which the 
laying out of the roads and the designating of the 
locations of the two armies was accomplished, 
reflects great credit upon those who were engaged 
in this work. ; 

In 1874 Mr. Smith married Miss Fannie C. 
Kretzer, daughter of B. F. Kretzer, of Sharps- 
burg, Md. She was a devoted wife and mother, 
and when death took her from the happy home 
in June, 1896, as the result. of an accident, the 
Whole community joined with her loved ones in 
heartfelt griefand sympathy. She wasa faithful 
member of the Reformed Church and was but 
forty-two years of age when she received her 
summons tothe silent land. She left six children, 
viz.: Myrta C., Claude, Idella, Lester, Norman 
and Carlysle. 

Vraternally Mr. Smith isa member of Eureka 
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Lodge No. 105, A. F. & A. M.; Mount Vernon 
Chapter No. 3, R. A. M., of Washington, D. C., 
and has passed all the chairs in Magnolia Lodge 
No. 64, Knights of Pythias, of Sharpsburg. 
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ERVEY W. SHUCK, deputy register of 
wills for Allegany County, has been a life- 
long resident of Cumberland and is one of

He 
continued to follow this calling for many years 
after his arrival upon these shores and was the 
maker of the first locomotive built in New Jersey 
in 1832. He owned a large factory in South 
Paterson, N. J., and manufactured heavy cast- 
ings for railroads, etc. He met with a great loss 
later in life, when his plant was entirely destroyed 
by fire, and there was no insurance upon it at 
the time. He was quite a prominent member of 
the community, being familiarly called ‘‘Sandy 
Paul,’’ and was noted for his sterling honesty, 
one of the characteristics of his nation, and for the 
shrewd business ability also, typical of the Scotch. 
He was a Whig and an ardent admirer of Henry 
Clay. In 1838 he went to Baltimore, where he 
continued in business in connection with Andrew 
and Eben T. Ellicott. His death took place in 
that city when he had reached his sixty-second 
year, in 1851. His children were nine in num- 
ber, but only two survive: Thomas H., of Balti- 
more, and our subject. Mrs. Agnes Paul, who 
lived to attain the extreme age of ninety-four 
years, was a very remarkable old lady, and was 
in the enjoyment of all of her faculties until just 
before her death. 

Robert C. Paul was born in Paterson, N. J., 
and was but ten years of age when the family 
settled in Baltimore. There he received-an ex- 
cellent education, completing the high school 
course. In 1843 he began learning the machinist’s 
trade, and in time became past master of the 
craft. In 1854 he went to Frostburg, Allegany 
County, where, in partnership with his brother, 
Thomas H., he established a machine shop and 
foundry. ‘The brothers were very successful and 
continued in business together until 1861, when 
Robert C. retired from the firm. Thomas H. Paul, 
however, carried on the plant for eleven years 
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longer, selling out in 1872. His next venture in 
the business world was at Staunton, Va., where 
le was occupied as formerly, in foundry work. 
At the end of five years he withdrew from his 
undertaking in that place and in 1886 came to 
Cumberland. Here he has been quite prosperous 
from a financial point of view, and has some- 
times taken city contracts. Politically he is in- 
dependent. Since his youth he has held mem- 
bership with the Lutheran Church and when liv- 
ing in Frostburg served in the council of the local 
church for several years. 

In 1852 Mr. Paul married Miss Annie Miller, 
of Baltimore, Seven children came to bless their 
hearthstone, but three of the number were sumi- 
moned by the angel of death. Annie is the wife 
of Wiliam Kirby. Mary is the wife of H. Perry. 
Addie is at home with her parents. George C. 
is a promising young business man and is a mem- 
ber of the firm of R. C. Paul & Son. 
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AHLON C. HINEBAUGH, M. D., is one 
of the rising young physicians of Garrett 
County, and though he has been located in 

the town of Oakland but six years, he has already 
built up an enviable reputation for skill and 
ability in his chosen profession. He is progress- 
ive and enterprising in his methods, and while he 
is sufficiently conservative to stand by all of the 
thoroughly-tested and reliable systems of the 
older generation of practitioners, he possesses the 
spirit of the age and seeks for improvement and 
advancement along all lines of thought. He 
studies the leading medical journals published 
and is an earnest and constant searcher after 
truth. 

The paternal grandfather of the doctor, Daniel 
Hinebaugh, was a native of Pennsylvania, and 
later became one of the early settlers of this por- 
tion of Maryland. He lived in what was then 
known as Allegany County, but has since been 
formed into Garrett County. He was a success- 
ful farmer, owning a valuable tract of land, on 


which he was sttil living when the summons to 
the silent land came to him in his eightieth year. 
His son, William, the doctor's father, was like- 
wise a native of Pennusy!vania, but when a child 
he came to this section, where he continued to 
reside during the rest of his busy and successful 
life. Ue not only carried on a large and desirable 
farta but also managed a tannery for many years. 
His home was in the town of Accident for sev- 
eral years, and from 1886 until his death, in June, 
1897, at the age of sixty-one, he was a citizen of 
Oakland. When in his prime he was quite a 
prominent man in his own community, and was, 
in fact, favorably known throughout the county. 
Freguently he was called upon by his appreciat- 
ive friends and neighbors to occupy positions of 
honor and trust, and he never failed to give per- 
fect satisfaction as to the manuer in which he dis- 
chargec these public duties. For over twenty 
years he was a justice of the peace and for eight 
years he was secretary of the county school board. 
He was afhiiated with the Democratic party from 
his early years. His widow, now living in Oak- 
land, was formerly Elizabeth Glotfelty, daughter 
of William and sister of Mahlon Glotfelty, the 
present county treasurer. The children of Will- 
iam and Elizabeth Hinebaugh are as follows:

Dr. M. C. Hinebaugh is a native of this to- 
cality, then called Allegany County, his birth 
having taken place June 14, 1868. He received 
an excellent education in the public schools of 
Accident and in Susquehanna College, which he 
afterwards attended. As he had determined to 
enter the medical profession, towards which all 
his tastes and sympathies inclined, he next en- 
rolled himself as a student in the medical depart- 
ment of the University of Maryland, from which 
he was graduated in 1892 with the degree of 
M. D. Soon afterwards he located in Oakland. 
He has won for himself a prominent place among 
the physicians of the county, as well as a large 
and increasing practice.

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country. He never neglects his duty as a citizen 
and voter, and isa supporter of the principles of 
Democracy.

OVELACE MORTIMER GORSUCH. «It 
would be impossible to write an accurate his- 
tory of Frostburg and omit mention of Mr. 

Gorsuch, for his connection with local enterprises 
was close and extended over a long period of 
years. Few men who have lived in the town 
have won the unqualified esteem and warin friend- 
ship of others to so great a degree as did he. 
Coupled with his acknowledged ability as a busi- 
ness man and financier were qualities of manhood 
that endeared him to acquaintances and won the 
affection of his more intimate associates. 

The Gorsuch family emigrated from England 
to America at the time of the persecution of 
Quakers, to which society they belonged. Set- 
tling in Maryland they engaged in agricultural 
pursuits in what was then Baltimore (now Car- 
roll) County, and succeeding generations resided 
in the same locality. There, in 1818, occurred 
the birth of the subject of this memoir. He was 
left an orphan at the age of three years and was 
reared by his grandparents. His opportunities 
were few but his aspirations great. Determined 
to obtain an education, when he was ten years of 
age he walked six miles each day to the nearest 
school. Afterwards he was a pupil in an acad- 
emy, and the education acquired in this way was 
afterwards supplemented by a course of reading. 
He was especially interested in geology and his 
favorite studies were in that 
science, 


connection with 
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In 1848 he came to Frostburg, where he was 
for a time interested in coal mining, but in this 
venture he was unfortunate. During the early 
‘60s he organized the Savage Mountain firebrick 
works, which he conducted successfully until his 
death, making a large fortune in the business. 
Since his death his widow has been manager of 
the plant. The fire brick turned out is of a 
superior quality, especially adapted to the fur- 
naces and glass works. It finds ready sale and 
exclusive use in the furnaces at Pittsburg and 
other points that require a kind of brick able to 
withstand the most excessive heat. The estab- 
lishment is large and furnishes employment to 
fifty hands. It would seem, to one not acquainted 
with Mr. Gorsuch, that the demands of this busi- 
ness would prevent him from identifying himself 
with other affairs, but not so. He wasso method- 
ical in habits, so systematic in the conduct of 
business, that he could successfully manage large 
aud varied interests. In 1890 he organized the 
First National Bank, of which he continued to 
be the president until his death. 

A man of much public spirit, Mr. Gorsuch was 
deeply interested in all matters pertaining to the 
advancement of Frostburg materially, morally, 
educationally and commercially. He was a man 
of unblemished character, upright and honest in 
every transaction. While desirous of avoiding 
anything that appeared to be ostentation, he was 
benevolent, and more than one poor faimily in 
Frostburg lost a good friend when he passed 
None knew the extent of his kindness 
but God and himself, for he believed in following 
literally the Scripture injunction not to let one 
hand know what the other hand doeth. In the 
Methodist Episcopal Church he served asa trustee. 
He worked actively against the liquor traffic, and 
when told that the bank would lose through his 
action, he offered to replace every dollar that was 
drawn out on that account. In politics he was a 
stanch Republican in national issues, but in local 
matters voted for the best men. While he held 
some positions of minor importance, he was too 
busy to care for office, and declined to serve as 
county commissioner when urged to accept the 
position by his friends.

He passed from earth 
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November 28, 1891, mourned by the people of 
his community, who realized that in his death 
one of their most progressive and honorable men 
was gone. 





HARLES W. PRETTYMAN. One of the 
representative citizens and leading members 
of the bar of Montgomery County is this 

gentleman, whose home isin Rockville. He is 
much esteemed and respected by all who have the 
pleasure of his acquaintance, is public-spirited and 
energetic in all matters tending to promote the 
general welfare and strongly in favor of the best 
possible educational advantages for the rising 
veneration. In brief, he is a true patriot and 
loyal citizen, standing stanchly by the law and 
ood government, progress and improvement 
Jong all lines of development. 

The father of the above, Elijah B. Prettyman. 
is known far and wideas an educator of advanced 
ideas, and for his long and active career in the 
public service. Hewas born in Pennsylvania, but 
passed almost the whole of his life in Maryland. 
He received an excellent education and is emi- 
neutly fitted for pedagogic work. Coming to 
Montgomery County in his early manhood he en- 
gaged in teaching at Brookeville for several years 
and was the principal of Brookeville Academy. 
In 1863 he was elected clerk of the court of 
Montgomery County, which office he held to the

Charles W. Prettyman was born in the village 
of Brookeville, Montgomery County, April 1, 
1857, and was achild of about six years when 
his family returned to Rockville to live. After 
completing his elementary studies in private 
schools he attended Rockville Academy and Em- 
erson {ustitute, in Washington, D. C., there pre- 
pariug himself for college. Lat.- he was enrolled 
as a student in Randolph Macon College at Ash- 
land, Va., and finished his education in those 
classic halls in 1876. Returning home he be- 
caine deputy to his father, then county clerk of 
this county, and continued to hold that position 
for two years, during which time he pursued 
legal studies. In 1878 he matriculated in the 
legal department of the University of Maryland 
at Baltimore, and upon his graduation the follow- 
ing year he was admitted to practice at the bar of 
Montgomery County. He at once established 
himself in practice here and continued alone in 
business for about fourteen years. In March, 
1893, he became associated with Hon. H. W. 
Talbott, under the name of Talbott & Prettyman, 
which is regarded as one of the strong legal firms 
of western Maryland. 

With the exception of two years when he was 
counsel for the board of county cominissioners, 
Mr. Prettyman has never held any kind of pub- 
lic position, though he has often been urged to 
accept such honors.

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AMUEL S. HAYS was born April 2, 1826, 
upon a farm within two miles of the village 
of Barnesville, Montgomery County, and 

here he now resides, having purchased the prop- 
erty in 1883. His father, Samuel S., Sr., a son 
of Leonard Hays, was for many years a resident 
of this place, where he died September 7, 1857. 
He married Anna, daughter of Thomas Rawlins, 
who owned nearly twelve hundred acres of land 
near Gaithersburg, where she was born. Her 
death occurred in March, 1855. Of their nine 
children all but one attained years of maturity. 
In order of birth they were as follows: John 
H. T., who died in Washington County; Thomas 
L., who moved to Frederick County late in life 
and there died in 1873; Elizabeth E., Mrs. 
John A. Trundle, deceased; Sarah A., who died 
in young womanhood; SamuelS., of this sketch; 
George R., who was a resident of Frederick 
County for years before his death and who left 
seven children, born of his marriage to Sarah, 
daughter of Capt. Otho Thomas, of Buckeystown 
District, Frederick County; Harriet A., widow 
of Edward Baker, of Frederick County, and now 
living in our subject’s home; William N., who is 
a retired merchant of Poolesville; and William 
Zachariah, who died in boyhood. 

In public and private schools the subject of 
this sketch obtained an excellent education. 
When twenty-three years of age he began to 
teach the Sugar Loaf School in Montgomery 
County, and later taught four years in the Barnes- 
ville school, after which he rented a farm near 
Gaithersburg for one year. From 1861 to 1880 
he resided upon a farm he purchased, consisting 
of three hundred and twenty-five acres, lying 
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within one and one-half miles of Barnesville and 
called Mountain View. Upon selling it he bought 
a farm of four hundred acres in Frederick County. 
Since 1883 he has resided upon the old family 
homestead. 

First as a Whig, later as a Democrat, Mr. 
Hays has been active in politics. In1859 he was 
elected magistrate, which office he held until 
1896, making a continuous service of thirty-seven 
years. During that time he had three thousand 
cases on his docket. After an interval of two 
years, in May, 1898, he was again appointed 
magistrate, and his services in this capacity are 
most satisfactory. He assisted in establishing the 
First National Bank of Gaithersburg, and is one 
of its directors. For many years he has been a 
member of the town board, and for some time 
served as its president. He was one of the 
charter members of the Barnesville Grange. In 
religious matters he is connected with Christ 
Episcopal Church, at Barnesvilie. He has never 
married. 

The Hays family is among the oldest in western 
Maryland. The great-grandfather of our subject, 
Jeremiah Hays, was a pioneer of this part of the 
state and owned a large tract ofland, doing much 
to assist in the development of the agricultural 
resources of this section. An uncle of our sub- 
ject, Abraham S. Hays, was one of the coim- 
missioners under whose supervision the village 
of Barnesville was platted, and he remained here 
for some time, but in 1849 removed to Lexington, 
Mo., and there died in 1863. 


HARLES B. JONES, postmaster of Rock- 
ville, was appointed to this position by 
President McKinley, May 14, 1898, and at 

once entered upon the duties of his office. He is 
an earnest advocate of the Republican party plat- 
form and stands loyally by its nominees, but has 
never beena politician in the usual acceptation of 
the term, and has heretofore never occupied a 
public position. 
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Mr. Jones comes from good old patriotic stock. 
His paternal great-grandfather, Rev. David 
Jones, of Revolutionary fame, was styled the 
“fighting preacher,’’ and a price was set upon 
his head by the British, so valorous and formid- 
able was he to theircause. Hesurvived the war, 
however, and was again ready for the defense of 
his beloved country when her peace was threat- 
ened in the War of 1812. His son, Benedict 
Jones, grandfather of our subject, was alsoa hero 
of that war. He was a native of Newcastle 
County, Del., and removed from that state to 
Cecil County, Md., where he engaged in farm- 
ing.- He chose for his wife Miss Hester Price. 
Their son, Thomas P., father of the subject of 
this article, was born in Cecil County, and 
owned a farm adjoining the town of Cecilton. 
He was a member of the constitutional conven- 
tion held in this state, which voted that Mary- 
land should be on the side of the Union. He 
was a stanch defender of the Union and was an 
ardent supporter of the Republican party. His 
wife was Ann C., daughter of Dr. William Mace, 
of Baltimore County, Md. Two sons and four 
daughters were born to them: Charles B.; Hester, 
wife of H. E. Ellison, of Newcastle County, Del.; 
Thomas P., Jr., who is inthe hotel business in 
Cecilton, his native town; Catherine, deceased, 
formerly wife of R. H. Shallcross, of Kent Coun- 
ty, Md.; Margaret, wife of George D. Morgan, 
of the custom-house department in Baltimore; 
and Virginia, Mrs. Harry S. Price, of Kent 
County, Md. 


The birth of Charles B. Jones took place De-~ 


cember 3, 1842, upon his father’s farm near Ce- 
cilton. He continued to dwell there until he 
was twenty-six years of age, but after he reached 
his majority he engaged in merchandising in the 
town near by, and later he opened a general 
agency for tools and implements, being the local 
salesman for the firm of C. Aultman & Co., 
of Canton, Ohio. He traveled considerably, in 
Various parts of his own state, andin New Jersey, 
Delaware, Virginia, Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia. In 1882 he came to Rockville, and con- 
tinued his connection with the old firm up to the 
time of their business failure. In 1887 he be- 


came a member ofthe firm of S. B. Lyddane & 
Co., who built the Derwood Flouring Mills of 
this county. Later he was employed by the Wy- 
choff Implement Company for several years. He 
has been very successful in his business enter- 
prises; has won the esteem and respect of all 
with whom he has had dealings and by his uni- 
form fairness, justice and integrity of word and 
deed has gained an enviable reputation in the 
commercial world. 

The first marriage of Mr. Jones was solemnized 
in 1869, when Miss Emma G. Beaston became 
his wife. She was a daughter of George Beas- 
ton, a commission merchant of Baltimore. By 
this marriage Mr. Jones has two sons: Charles, 
justice of the peace and practicing attorney of 
Rockville, and Ralph E., who is employed by 
Parker, Budget & Co., of Washington. January 
31, 1883, Mr. Jones married Lavina Lyddane, 
daughter of James E. Lyddane, of an old family 
of this state. To our subject and wife three chil- 
dren have been born: Hattie, Marie and Edmund. 
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AMES S. WINDSOR. The progressive spirit 
and ‘business ability of Mr. Windsor have 
placed him among the most prominent citi- 

zens of Montgomery County. He is a native of 
this county, born near Clarksburg, July 20, 
1839, and is a descendant of English ancestors. 
The'first of the name in this country was his 
grandfather, who crossed the ocean in colonial 
days and engaged in farming, purchasing the 
property where his grandson was born many 
years afterwards. Henry, father of our subject, 
was born and reared in this county, and was a 
life-long farmer, carrying on a farm in this lo- 
cality. He was not an office holder and took no 
part in politics aside from doing his duty as a 
voter in behalf of the Whig party. He was a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
contributed both of his time and means to relig- 
ious enterprises.

By his marriage to Mary Sim- 
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ters, who attained mature years. They aye as 
follows: John H., deceased, who was a success- 
ful merchant, first of this county, later in Baiti- 
more, and died in Georgia, where he had gone in 
the hope that a change of climate might bevefit 
his health; Corilla P., Mrs. King, deceased, for- 
merly a resident of Baltimore; Keturah, Mrs. 
Jackson Waters, of Montgomery County; Wili- 
iam R., who resides on the old family homestead 
near Clarksburg; Mary A. E., Mrs. Hodges, who 
lives near Barnesville, this county; and James S. 

The education of our subject was acquired in 
the local public schools. In1859 he secured em- 
ployment as clerk in a store at Laytonsviile, 
where he remained until 1866, and then came to 
his present location, Darnestown. For a time he 
was a member of the firm of Griffith & Windsor, 
and on the death of Mr. Griffith, after three years 
of business, Mr. Windsor purchased his partner’s 
interest and has since carried on the store alone. 
His personal attention is given to the manage- 
ment of the concern, the success of which is due 
to his soundjudgment. He has exhibited ability 
as a merchant and has gained a place among 
the most prosperous business men of his town 
and county. In addition to the management of 
the store he is also interested in farming, owning 
five hundred acres, which he personally superin- 
tends, though-necessarily he gives more time and 
thought to his store than his farm. 

Like all citizens of public spirit, Mr. Windsor 
maintains an interest in the prosperity of his 
county, state and nation, and keeps himself posted 
concerning all public affairs of importance. He 
is an adherent to the principles of the Republican 
party. He has never sought nomination for any 
political position, but accepted appointment as 
postmaster at Darnestown, which office he held 
for more than twenty years, and his son, James, 
is now holding the same position. In religious 
belief he is a Presbyterian and has served his 
church as trustee and treasurer for twenty-five 
years and as an elder for a number of years. 

In October, 1865, Mr. Windsor married Sarah 
R., daughter of Jolin W. Darby, one of the in- 
fluential farmers of this community. Of their 
six children four are living, viz.: Efhe A., who 
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married Hatton Waters, a farmer and merchant 
at Travilah; Ijulu M.; James, who is with his 
father in tie store and now holds the office of 
postmaster; and Alice. 

All enterprises for the benefit of the com- 
mercial interests of the county receive Mr. Wind- 
sors support. He ts interested in the Gaithers- 
durg Milling and Manufacturing Company and is 
also a director of the First National Bank of 
Gaithersburg, in the incorporation of which he 
bore an active part. fducational matters receive 
his warm syinpathy and hearty support. At this 
writing he is treasurer of the board of trustees 
ot the Andrew Smali Academy, in which he has 
served asa trustee from a time very shortly after 
the organization of the school. Personally he is 
rather reserved in disposition, but his friendship 
once won is firm andstanch; and those who know 
nimi best have the keenest appreciation of the 
qualities of mind and heart that have made his 
citizenship a potent influence in the welfare of his 
community. 
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EORGE R. RICE, a prosperous farmer of 
Darnestown District, Montgomery County, 
is one of the most respected citizens of this 

section. He is a native of this district, his birth 
having occurred here October 8, 1842, upon his 
father’s homestead, near the village of Darnes- 
town. With the exception of a short time when 
he was engaged in teaching in western Pennsyl- 
vania and the time he spent upon southern 
battlefields, he has always lived in this vicinity 
and has been closely associated with its welfare 
since his early years. 

The Rice family is of Scotch-Irish origin, and 
of sturdy old Presbyterian stock. They have 
been represented in Virginia and in this county 
since a date prior to the Revolutionary war, and 
have been noted for good citizenship and indus- 
trious, upright traits of character. William H. 
Rice, father of our subject, was reared and edu- 
cated in Loudoun County, Va., where he became 
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a well-to-do planter and owned many slaves. He 
came to Montgomery County about 1840, four 
years after his marriage to Jane Rhodes, of his 
native place. Here he also followed agricultural 
pursuits, and won the love and respect of all who 
knew him. Politically he was an old-line Whig. 
and later a Democrat. Religiously he adhered 
to the tenets of the Presbyterian Church, the 
church of his forefathers. The father of his wife 
was George Rhodes, of English descent. His 
ancestors were among the early residents of the 
city of Philadelphia. Mr. Rhodes served in the 
War of 1812, enlisting as a private and being 
promoted to a captaincy toward the close of the 
war. He was a wealthy planter and slave-hoider 
of Loudoun County, Va. William and jane 
Rice were the parents of nine children, seven of 
whom are living. Jane is the wife of Edgar L. 
T’schiffely and resides near Hunting Hill, Md. 
Charles A. is a merchant of Frederick County. 
Mary V., whose home is in this district, is the 
wife of Edgar D. Vinson. Lacey married Clark 
Galleher, of this county. Willie Ellen is the 
next in order of birth; and Millard L., the young- 
est, is engaged in farming in this county. 

The education of George R. Rice was chiefly 
obtained in the academy of Leesburg, Va., and 
the academy of Darnestown, of which he was 
subsequently secretary of the board of trustees 
for a number of years. When the Civil war 
broke out he returned home from Pennsylvania, 
where he had been occupied in teaching, and 
joined Company A, First Maryland Cavalry, 
Confederate service. He continued fighting for 
the southern cause from the date of his enlist- 
ment in August, 1862, until the close of the war, 
taking part in many important campaigns and 
battles. Shortly after the destruction of Cham- 
bersburg he was captured and for seven months 
was kept a prisoner in Ohio, then being ex- 
changed. During the battle of Gettysburg he 
was detailed as a courier for General Ewell. 
Since the war Mr. Rice has been engaged in gen- 
eral farming and has been very successful. He 
is benevolent and public-spirited, and loves to do 
whatever he can to promote the general welfare. 
In his political convictions he is a believer in the 
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principles of the Democracy. For four terms he 
has been supervisor cf elections, but otherwise 
has held no official pesitions. A member of the 
Masonic erder, ne belongs to Montgomery Lodge 
LOS AG Guise gee MM. Kor more than a 
quarier of 2 century he has been an elder in the 
Presbyterian Church. 

The marriage of Mr. Rice to Elberta M., 
daughter of the late F. A. Tschiffely, of this dis- 
trict, was sclemnized Jenuary 2, 1866. Of the 
eleven children born to this worthy couple, three 
died in infancy. Those who survive are as fol- 
lows: Jennie Tongstreet; Lizzie; Frederick M., 
who married Jennie Vinson and is engaged in 
farming in this county; Lacey B., Elberta T., 
Newton Campbell, George R. and Louise C. 
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ISS; MARGARET. J, BEALL is the only 
living representative of the old Beall family, 
who were prominently identified with the 
early history and development of Rockville and 
vicinity. Her paternal grandfather, Brook Beall, 
was the first county clerk of this county, offici- 
ating in that position fora number -of years most 
creditabiy. He was a man of wealth and high 
standing in this section of the state, and was the 
owne; of a fine plantation comprising about fifteen 
hundred acres, it being still styled, asin his time, 
Beallmont. Brook Beall was a native of Mary- 
land, three miles above Great Falls, now owned 
by. Samuel Wade McGruder.” He spent the 
greater part of his life in this county and was 
thoroughly interested and concerned in its growth 
and improvement. 

For his companion and helpmate in life’s 
journey Brook Beall chose Miss Margaret Johns, 
and to their marriage the following children were 
born: Upton, father of our subject; Aquilla, who 
married Miss Grace Holliday, of Prince George 
County, Md.; Harriet, wife of Edward Williams, 
of Georgetown; Christina, who married Benjamin 
McCall, of Georgetown; Catherine, wife of Leon- 
ard McCall; Helen, who married William Stewart; 
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and Lewis, whose wife, Eliza Wooden, was from 
Montgomery County. The only son of the last- 
named couple was Samuel, an attorney, who 
married Elizabeth Fenimore Cooper, a niece of 
James Fenimore Cooper, the well-known author. 

Upton Beall was born upon the old homestead, 
Beallmont, which is beautifully situated on the 
bank of the Potomac River. The place is now 
owned by the subject of this article, and though 
she has disposed of four farms since it came into 
her possession the place still contains twenty-five 
hundred acres. Upton Beall was reared to man- 
hood on the old farm, learning everything per- 
taining to the proper management of sucha large 
and valuable place. He wasa polished gentle- 
man, of the old school of southerners, hospitable 
and courteous, and benevolent toward those less 
fortunately situated than himself. He enjoyed 
the love and respect of a large circle of friends and 
acquaintances, and his spacious old home was the 
scene of many a merry gathering of neighbors and 
relatives. Inearly manhood he entered the legal 
profession, and practiced law with much success 
for many years. In order to be near the courts 
he took up his residence in Rockville, his first 
home here being the old Miles Inn, now owned 
by Mrs. Mary Russell. In 1812 he commenced 
the erection of the fine old mansion in which 
his daughter, Miss Margaret J., was born, and 
which is still her home. The war with England 
then coming on, his plans were interrupted and 
some of the lumber needed in the construction of 
the house was burned by the enemy. Finally, 
. however, the building was completed, in 1815, 
andis still ina good state of preservation, and 
is an interesting landmark in the town. 

Mr. Beall was very active in the interests of the 
Whig party and was always noted for his patriot- 
ism and public spirit. His home was the head- 
quarters of the American forces during the War 
of 1812, at times when they were in this neighbor- 
hood, and in many ways, material and otherwise, 
he gave substantial encouragement to the conti- 
nental troops. He was an intimate and valued 
friend of John Quincy Adams, and many other 
noted men of that period. He succeeded his 
honored father in the office of county clerk of 
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a 
Montgomery County, and retained that position 


for years. He was an earnest member of the 
Episcopal Church, was a vestryman in the local 
congregation and was one of the founders of the 
old church which has since been supplanted by 
the present edifice. His death occurred January 
27, 1827, when he lacked but thirteen days of 
being fifty-seven years of age. 

The first marriage of Upton Beall occurred 
December 29, 1796, Miss Matilda B. Price of Cum- 
berland being the lady of his choice. Their 
only child died when young. The second mar- 
riage took place December 6, 1810, when Miss 
Jane Neil Robb, a daughter of Adam Robb, be- 
came Mrs. Beall. Her father was a native of Ayr, 
Scotland, and her mother, whose girlhood name 
was Jane Neil, was also of Scottish birth. Of 
the seven children born to Upton and Jane Beall 
but three lived to maturity, namely: Matilda B. 
L., Jane EH. and Margaret J. The latter was born 
May 30, 1817, and has always lived in this town 
and vicinity. With her lives Mrs. Dawson, widow 
of John Dawson, and daughter of Priscilla ( Beall) 
Somerville, who was a child of Aquilla Beall, 
previously mentioned. The father of Mrs. Daw- 
son, James Somerville, was a wealthy land owner 
of Prince George County, Md. She hasa brother, 
James A., and her two sisters were Amelia Holli- 
day and Margaret, the latter of whom died at the 
age of twenty-one years. 


RANK HIGGINS, a well-known attorney- 

at-law of Rockville, has been very aggress- 

ive in the cause of temperance, law and 
order, and is a very public-spirited citizen. In 
1896 he took an active part in the organization of 
the county anti-saloon league and is at present a 
member of the committee having it in charge. 
He was the first county chairman of the Pro- 
hibition party, and has done all within his power 
to suppress the great evil of open saloons and 
uurestricted sale of liquor. In his profession he 
ranks deservedly high, and since 1892 he has 
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been examiner in chancery. Prior to the year 
mehitioned he held the office of notary public for 
four years, being the first one appointed to this 
position in his town or county. 

The parents of our subject are John H. and 
Sophia D. (Barnard) Higgins. The mother, 
who is still living, and is now in her seventy- 
fourth year, is a daughter of Robert Barnard, 
who was a native of Boston, England, but in 
early life settled at Normanstone, D. C., and be- 
came prominently connected with the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Canal Company, being secretary of the 
same for many years. J. H. Higgins was born 
on the old Higgins homestead, near Rockville, 
this noted place originally containing upwerds of 
one thousand acres. A portion of this tract is 
now comprised in beautiful Springlake Park. On 
the farm is the old family cemetery, in which are 
buried many of our subject’s relatives, including 
his father and his grandfather. For thirty years 
J. H. Higgins conducted a mercantile establish- 
ment in Rockville, and no one was more thor- 
oughly esteemed and respected among the citi- 
zens of that period. He occupied numerous 
public offices and was mayor of the city for some 
time. He departed this life in 1870. His father, 
James B. Higgins, owned large estates and many 
slaves. His father, in turn (James also), was the 
first one of the family to settle in this county, he 
having come here from his native land, Holland. 
The grandfather of our subject married Mary E. 
Wilcoxen, June 10, 1801, and after her death 
married her sister Ruth. 

The union of John H. and Sophia Higgins was 
blessed with eight children. Dora L. married 
Dr. Charles G. Stone; John J. Higgins married 
Laura C. Muncaster, daughter of Otho Z. Mun- 
caster, a well-known citizen of Georgetown, D.C.; 
John J. was for eight years county examiner and 
secretary and treasurer of the schocl board of this 
county. The others are Mary E., who is taking 
care of her mother; Amelia P.; Margaret C., 
wife of William W. Welsh, a leading merchant 
of Rockville; Sophia C., Frank and Robert. B. 
The latter is a graduate of the Annapolis Naval 
Academy, and is chief engineer in the United 
States navy and is now on the double-turretted 
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monitor Amphritite, which 1s with the blockading 
squadron at Cuba, and under command of Ad- 
miral Sampson. iis wife was formerly Alice P. 
Johnson, daughter of Capt. M. L. Johnson. 

Frank Higgins was born May 22, 1861, and 
wes brought up in ihe neighborhood of Rock- 
ville. His educational advantages were excellent, 
as, after completing the grammar and high school 
curriculum here, he entered the National Uni- 
versity of Washington, D. C., and was graduated 
with the degree of Bachelor of Laws, in 18g. 
He had previously pursued legal studies under 
the guidance of H. M. Talbott and was well 
grounded in the fundamental principles of law at 
the time he became a student in the university. 
Keturning home in June, 1891, he opened an 
office, and from that time until the present has 
devoted his whoie attention to his professional 
work, nieeting with success. 

October 21, 1885, Mr. Higgins married Roberta 
Baker, daughter of Reuben Baker, of this place. 
She isa descendant of Samuel Ogle, ex-governor 
of Maryland. To the marriage of Mr. and Mrs. 
Higgins six children have been born, namely: 
Roberta P., Laura Mildred, Frank H., Margaret 
Taylor, and Lawrence Augustus and Cornelia 
Florence, twins. 


UGUSTUS C. FILACK, a successful farmer 
of Berry District, Montgomery County, was 
born on the family homestead near Garrett 

Park, this county, July 29, 1839: His father, 
Francis Flack, a native of Wurtemberg, Ger- 
many, emigrated to the United States when a 
young man, and followed the trade of a stone- 
mason, together with farm pursuits, during his 
entire active life. His farm near Garrett Park is 
now owned by his son, Joseph. In politics he 
afhliated with the Democrats and in religion was 
identified with the Catholic Church. His death 
occurred when he was fifty-five years of age. 

By the marriage of Francis Flack to Elizabeth 
Sherren, who was born in Darmstadt, Germany, 
but came to America in girlhood, there were

born four sons and six daughters: John Philip, 
who was a stonemason by trade, accidentally fell 
from a bridge and was killed; Joseph owns the 
old home place, which he farms; William was 
proprietor of a hotel in Rockville until his death; 
Catherine married Anthony Kleindienst, of Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Lizzie is the wife of John G. 
Killen, of Washington; Caroline, deceased, was 
the wife of John Sheppach; Sarah married Rob- 
ert Franck, of Washington; Mary, Mrs. Jaccb 
Bool, also resides in Washington; and Philomena 
married Thomas Hannon, of Kansas City, Kan. 

The education of our subject was acquired in 
the district schools. At the age of eighteen he 
began to learn the blacksmith’s trade, and after 
serving his apprenticeship in Washington, he 
opened a shopin Bethesda, where he remained 
for three years. He then moved just above his 
present home on the Brookeville and Washington 
pike, where he conducted business for seven 
years and also had a general store. In 1874 he 
purchased his present farm, then all in timber. 
He cleared the land and made all the improve- 
ments now to be seen, placing almost all the land 
under cultivation, building good fences, a neat 
residence and substantial barn. The land runs 
along the pike a distance of one and one-quarter 
miles. The location is ideal, being twelve miles 
from Washington and only four miles from the 
electric cars running into the city. It is an ideal 
home, and best of all, the owner does not owe a 
dollar on it. 

In 1864 Mr. Flack married Annie, daughter 
of George Wolfe, who was born in Frederick 
County, Md., and followed the carpenter’s trade. 
Two sons and one daughter blessed their union: 
Bruce, who is a real-estate dealer in California; 
Lawrence, who is conducting a hotel in Rock- 
ville; and Valerie, who has traveled extensively 
and is an accomplished young lady. In politics 
Mr. Flack is a Democrat, but does not tie himself 
to his party, voting in local elections for the man 
best qualified to hold office. Though urged to 
accept local positions, he believes it best to de- 
vote himself wholly to his farm work. He and 
his family attend the Episcopal Church. Though 
in the main successful, he has met with his share 
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of reverses. In i894 his barn burned to the 
ground, with ail the horses and grain he had, 
causing a loss cf about $7,000. The excitement 
incident te the fire affected his wife to such a de- 
gtee that she was taken sick and after a year's 
illness died. Mr. Flack is a genial, pleasant 
man and kelds a high position among his fellow- 
citizens. who respect him for his worth of char- 
acter and uprightness of life.

HOMAS O. WHITE, who is engaged in 
raising stock and general farm products in 
Barnesviile District, Montgomery County, 
was born in this district August 20, 1862, a son 
of Richard G. and Huldah A. (Pyles) White. 
His father, who was a native of this county, 
engaged in farming and took an active part in 
public affairs, serving as county commissioner for 
some years and until his death, in January, 
1879, at the age of fifty-two. His only child, 
cur subject, was reared on the home farm and 
received his education in the common schools and 
Emerson Institute of Washington. When only 
seventeen years of age he was left fatherless, 
at which time he assumed charge of the home 
place of five hundred and fifty acres. Since then 
he has purchased another tract of similar acreage. 
In politics a Democrat, Mr. White was his 
party’s nominee for the legislature in the fall of 
1897, but was defeated with the remainder of the 
ticket, which he led ina number of votes. He 
was reared in the Baptist faith, but is not actively 
identified with any church. December 5, 1883, 
he married Anna E. Pyles, daughter of Richard 
T. and Laura V. (Hawkins) Pyles, of Montgom- 
ery County. They have two daughters, Mary 
and Laura H. = 
Our subject's father was a contractor when the 
branch of the Metropolitan Railroad was built) 
and constructed a considerable portion of the road 
in his locality. Healsotook contracts for store 
buildings and bridges. His father, J. C. White, 
was born in this county and resided upon a farm 
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now owned by J. Collison White, near Buck 
Lodge. By his marriage to Mary C. Gott, he 
had the following-named children: Richard G., 
father of our subject; Susan, Mrs. Alexander 
Dade; Thomas H., of Hagerstown; John C., who 
lives on the homestead; and Sallie, who married 
Dr. Olin Ruhey, an oculist and aurist of Wash- 
ington. Of this family all are dead excepting 
John and Thomas.

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UGENE L. DERR. No one is more highly 
honored among the citizens of Frederick 
County than is this gentleman, who has 

been thoroughly progressive and public spirited, 
doing all in his power at all times to promote the 
prosperity of his fellows. For a number of years 
he has been the president and a member of the 
board of managers of the County Agricultural 
Society,and was very prominent in the reorganiza- 
tion of the Agricultura! Society after the war had 
closed. A disastrous flood in the Monocacy 
River swept away eight large bridges in 1889, at 
the time that he was serving in the responsible ca- 
pacity of county commissioner, and while he 
was yet in office new ones were erected. He isa 
stockholder and director in two turnpikes. The 
substantial stone mansion in which he was born 
and is still living was built by his great-grand- 
father during the war of the Revolution and is 
well preserved. It was constructed of stone 
found on this land and appears as though it 
would stand for centuries. Near by is another 
stone house of smaller dimensions, which was 
put up previous to this, being the first house put 
up on the place. It also is as good as ever. 

The father of our subject, John Derr, was born 
on this farm in 1798 and few men of his genera- 
tion took more lively interest in the upbuilding 
and success of Frederick City and County than he 
did and no one was held in higher honor by his 
neighbors and contemporaries.

rich man. 


He was very 
in his business career, and died a 
He was one of the first citizens 
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who were interested and directly concerned in 
the building of the fine Frederick and Woods- 
boro pike, and for years he was a director 
in the company which had the matter in charge. 
Then for a long period he was a director in the 
Farmers’ and Mechanics’ National Bank of Fred- 
erick. He was an officer in a cavalry company 
at the time that General LaFayette made his trip 
to Frederick, and was one of the guard of honor. 
He was very influential in the Reformed Church, 
being an elder. At the timeofhis death, in 1866, 
his property included several valuable farms, 
among them the one owned by our subject. Dur- 
ing the war he was a strong sympathizer with 
the south. 

Our subject’s grandfather, John Derr, Sr., was 
born on the old farm. He was one of the found- 
ers of the Frederick and Woodsboro pike and 
was an official member of the company for vears. 
He was also identified with the Reformed Church. 
He married Catherine Steiner, whose father, 
Captain Steiner, was an extensive land owner in 
this county, where his ancestors were among the 
first pioneers. He won his title in the wars with 
the Indians, and in the Revolution he wasa mem- 
ber of the Home Guards. His father, Jacob, 
built the first brick house on the site of Frederick, 
and the history of the family is traced back to 
the thirteenth century. Being of the Reformed 
faith, they were induced to seek a refuge from 
religious persecution in the New World. The 
three daughters of John and Catherine Derr were 
Catherine, Mrs. Jacob Reese, of Frederick; Eliz- 
abeth, wife of Jonathan’Getzendatner; and Mary, 
who married Daniel, a brother of Jonathan Get- 
zendanner. John Derr, Sr., was a son of Sebas- 
tian Derr, who was descended from an old Bava- 
rian family. He was the original owner of the 
homestead which has been handed down to our 
subject, having settled upon it in 1755. The 
farm, called Dear Bought, was a part of the 
Dulaney tract. 

The maternal ancestors of Eugene Derr were 
from Holland and France. His mother, Eliza- 
beth, was a daughter of Peter Lugenbeel, who 
was a farmer in the vicinity of Unionville, this 
county. His wife was Elizabeth Worman, a de- 
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scendant of the old Keyser and Penapacker 
families, Philadelphia, Pa., and at her ancestral 
home at Pennybacker’s Mills Washington had 
his headquarters before the battle of Germantown. 
The Lugenbeels first settled in New York. 
The grandfather of Mrs. Jolin Derr caine to 
Maryland about 1750, and settled on the nhome- 
stead where she was born. One of her ances- 
tors was Leonard Keyser, of Bavaria, who was 
a friend and co-worker of Martin Luther. For 
his Protestant faith he suffered martyrdom in 
1527, and afterward Luther published a history 
of his lifeand death. Our subject had the follow- 
ing sisters: Margaret, who was the wife of Ed- 
ward A. Shriner; Mary and Alice V., who reside 
with their brother. A brother, John Peter, who 
was a cotton merchant in Baltimore, engaged in 
trade with the south, died at the age of thirty- 
four years. Thomas, alsoa merchant, was located 
in New York City and on a trip to San Domingo 
he died of the yellow fever, aged but twenty- 
three years. William lives in Baltimore. Charles, 
who died in early manhood, was a lawyer of 
promise and ability. Dr. Ezra Z., who graduated 
from the University of Virginia, has been a sur- 
geon in the United States navy since 1870. He 
was in the terrible Samoan disaster, when five 
brave ships went down in the gale and was one 
of the few that-were saved. He ran a free hos- 
pital for the poor natives on the islands for some 
time and was highly honored by them. He was 
also tendered an earnest vote of thanks for his 
generous work on behalf of the American navy 
and also received similar notice from the London 
Missionary Society. He is the author of a vol- 
ume entitled ‘‘ Evolution vs. Involution,’’ which 
has been published and highly commended. The 
mother of these children died in 1883 and was 
buried in Mount Olivet Cemetery. 

After leaving the district schools Eugene Derr 
entered Frederick College and was still a mere 
youth when he began the study of iaw in the 
office of Judge Palmer, of this city. He was 
only twenty-two years of age at the time of his 
father’s death, in 1866, and he was compelled to 
take charge of his large estate, so it turned out 
that he never actually engaged in practice. The 
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family are the fortunate possessors of three of the 
finest farms inthe county, they comprising about 
six hundred acies. He has made a success of his 
financial undertakings and stands high in the 
estiination of his neighbors and associates. He 
has alwavs giver. his ballot to the support of 
Democratic measures and candidates, and, in re- 
ligion, foliows in the footsteps of his forefathers, 
being connected with the Reformed Church. In 
1876 he married Fannie Groverman, who died 
about ten years ago. She was a daughter of a 
prominent business man of Baltimore. 
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(j ONATHAN C. WILLIAMS is one of the 
progressive and successiul business men of 
Olney, Montgomery County, active and in- 

terested in all local improvements and enterprises, 
and thoroughly public spirited at all times. He 
is the proprietor of a general store, in which may 
be found a well-selected stock of dry goods, no- 
tions, drugs and everything usually comprised 
within the term. In manner he is ever courteous, 
and his customers are always numbered among 
his friends, for he endeavors to please them and 
to this fact much of his success is due. 

A native of Cedar Grove, Montgomery County, 
born March 16, 1844, the subject of this article 
is the son of William and Priscilla (Lewis) Will- 
iams, who, as their names indicate, are of Welsh 
extraction. The paternal grandfather of our sub- 
ject also bore the name of William Williams. His 
wife was a Miss Holland, of the old Holland family 
in this county. J. C. Williams is one of the five 
children who grew to maturity upon the old 
homestead in this county. He remained under 
the parental roof until he was twenty-two years 
of age, having in the meantime received good 
educational privileges in the public schools. 

In starting out in the world, Mr. Williams ob- 
tained a position asaclerk in the store of John 
H. Gibson, and continued with him for two 
years, thoroughly mastering the details of the 
business. Then going to Damascus, Md., he 
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established a general store, dealing in all kinds 
of merchandise, and during the five years of his 
stay there achieving a distinct success. In 1874 
he accepted a remunerative position as a receiv- 
ing clerk in the state department of the tobacco 
warehouse in Baltimore and held the office for 
four years, to the entire satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. Since then he has been a resident of 
Olney, and has given his time and attention to 
the management of his flourishing business here. 
He is a stockholder in the Uniontown Pike Com- 
pany, and has aided local industries and improve- 
ments in material ways. In his political views 
he is a Democrat, and though he takes great 
interest in the success of his party, he is not an 
office-seeker. 

November 15, 1882, Mr. Williams married 
Georgiana Umstead, daughter of Alfred Um- 
stead. She was born at Boyd Station, Mont- 
gomery County, and has spent her whole life in 
this region. Mr. and Mrs. Williams have one 
son, Harry. G., who was born November 14, 
1883, and is now a student in Sherwood Acad- 
emy. He is a very promising youth, and isa 
son of whom his parents have just cause to be 
proud. 





GNATIUS THOMAS FULKS, president of 
the Gaithersburg Milling and Manufacturing 
Conipany, is a native of Virginia, born July 

7, 1832. The Fulks family is of German origin, 
but has been represented in America for several 
successive generations. William, grandfather of 
our subject, was born in what is now Montgom- 
ery County, Md., and here carried on farm pur- 
suits, but during the War of 1812 he removed to 
Virginia. He had three sons and two daughters. 
James, one of the sons, served in the War of 
1S12 and participated in the battle of Bladens- 
burg, where he was taken prisoner and after- 
wards paroled. 

Tgnatius Fulks, our subject’s father, was born 

in Maryland, and was about eighteen years old 


when the family removed to the Old Dominion. He 
engaged in agricultural pursuits there, but upon 
the death of his father he returned to Montgom- 
ery County, where he continued farming. He 
took an active part in elections and was a stanch 
Whig. His wife, Henrietta, was a native of 
Anne Arundel County and a daughter of Capt. 
James Saunders, who took part in the second war 
with England, and defended Baltimore when that 
city was threatened by the British forces; his 
name is engraved on the soldiers’ monument in 
Baltimore. 

The four children of Ignatius and Henrietta 
Fulks were: Dr. James S., deceased; William R., 
a farmer residing in Gaithersburg District; Ig- 
natius Thomas and Mary Elizabeth. Our sub- 
ject, the youngest of the sons, was educated in 
the public schools and Rockville Academy. For 
about ten years he taught in the schools of Mont- 
gomery County, after which he embarked in the 
mercantile business at Gaithersburg as a member 
of the firm of Ward & Fulks. The partnership 
lasted for twenty-five years, until the death of 
Mr. Ward, and afterwards Mr. Fulks carried on 
the business alone for two years. The firm car- 
ried a stock of general merchandise, hardware, 
groceries, etc. They did much to give a start to 
the building enterprises of the town, as they 
erected many houses, thus furnishing work for 
carpenters, masons, etc. 

Upon selling out his store Mr. Fulks bought 
the establishment of J. Sprigg Poole, at the de- 
pot, and engaged as a dealer in grain, fertilizer, 
machinery, etc., with Henry C. Miller as man- 
ager. Five years later the business was merged 
in the Gaithersburg Milling and Manufacturing 
Company, in which he is still a large stockholder 
and the president of the company. While con- 
ducting the business, before the incorporation of 
the company, the necessity of having a bank in 
Gaithersburg was broached, and Mr. Fulks fa- 
vored the establishment of such an institution. 
On its incorporation he was made a director, in 
which capacity he has since acted. For six years 
he was a director in the Standard Lime and Stone 
Company, of Frederick County. For several 
years he has been a member of the city council, 
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and has served as its president. He was one of 
the incorporators of the town. While in the mer- 
cantile business he purchased a tract of one hun- 
dred and six acres on the Frederick road and 
fifty-four acres from Captain O'Toole, which he 
has since superintended, in addition to managing 
his other interests. Later he bought the place 
known as Summit Hall, comprising one hundred 
and seventy-three acres, where he now resides 
and carries on farming. 

Prior to the war Mr. Fulks was a Whig, but 
since then he has been independent in politics, 
preferring to cast his vote for the best man, 
though leaning toward Republican principles. 
Since thirteen years of age he has been identified 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, in which 
he has long been trustee and steward. For many 
years, when a younger man, he served as Sunday- 
school superintendent. In 1869 he married Eliza- 
beth M., daughter of the late Samuel Gloyd, of 
Montgomery County. Seven children were born 
of their union, and of these five are living, 
namely: Thomas Irenius, who is assistant man- 
ager of the mill; Edgar; Oscar F., who is en- 
gaged in the mercantile business at Washington 
Grove; Charles Algernon and Rosa Blanche. 


ATTHEW FIELDS, deceased, came of an 
old and honored family of Montgomery 
County and here his career, from the cradle 

to the grave, was almost wholly enacted. Dur- 
ing his life, an unusually active and useful one, 
he was frequently honored by his neighbors and 
friends in being chosen to occupy high positions 
of public trust and responsibility and never did 
he in the slightest degree abuse such trust. 
Loved and looked up to in life, he was deeply 
mourned when death put an end to his labors 
and in recognition of the warm place he occupied 
in the hearts of his fellow-citizens, business was 
entirely suspended on the day of his obsequies in 
Rockville, an honor that has been accorded to no 
other man in the county. 


Matthew Fields, editor and public official, was 
born in 1813 near the county seat of Montgomery 
County, and was reared in this vicinity. Upon 
attaining his majority he went to Washington, 
D. C.; Wheeling, W. Va.; Cincinnati and St. 
Louis, spending several years in these various 
cities engaged in business. In August, 1855, he 
established the J/ontgomery County Sentinel, 
which for nearly a half-century has been one of 
the representative newspapers of western Mary- 
land. Under his able management the journal 
speedily found its way into public favor, gaining 
a well-deserved place, which it holds to the pres- 
ent day. Prior to and during the Civil war Mr. 
Fields was an ardent sympathizer with the 
southern cause, and his paper was an apt expo- 
nent of his views, and a stanch supporter of 
Democratic principles as long as he lived. Owing 
to his open and avowed sentiments he was twice 
arrested by the military authorities of the United 
States and was confined in the old Capitol and 
Carroll prisons. His newspaper was also sup- 
pressed fora brief period. Since his demise the 
Sentinel has been owned by his widow and ably 
conducted by their sons, Charles W. and Henry C. 

Among the local offices which Mr. Fields filled 
with great credit to himself and constituents were 
those of mayor of Rockville and sheriff of Mont- 
gomery County. His bond for the last-named 
position was the largest ever given by any sheriff 
of this county, a fact which plainly evinced the 
thorough confidence which was reposed in him 
by his associates and contemporaries. 

The marriage of Mr. Fields and Miss Rebecca 
Georgiana Beckwith was solemnized December 
30, 1850. Mrs. Fields is the youngest daughter 
of the late Charles Beckwith, of Montgomery 
County, whose ancestors were numbered among 
the earliest settlers of Maryland. By special 
warrant, dated London, England, September 8, 
1641, they were granfed one thousand acres of 
land lying along the banks of the Patuxent 
River. The Beckwiths are allied with some of 
the noblest houses of England. 

Two daughters, the elder unmarried and the 
younger the wife of David H. Warfield, a de- 
scendant of one of the oldest Maryland families, 
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and four sons survive their honored father, 
Matthew Fields. Three of the sons are unmar- 
ried and the other chose for his wife Miss Marian 
Virginia Rabbitt. The sons are enterprising 
business men, worthy scions of a noble father. 
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OHN B. DIAMOND, secretary and treasurer 
of the Gaithersburg Milling & Manufactur- 
ing Company, of Gaithersburg, Montgomery 

County, is known far and wide as one of the most 
progressive and enterprising business men of the 
county. Public-spirited to a marked degree, he 
advocates all improvements and institutions cal- 
culated to benefit the community and is largely 
interested in many of the leading concerns of this 
section. 

The Diamond family is of English origin. The 
paternal grandfather of the above-named gentle- 
man was John Diamond, who emigrated from 
England to Philadelphia, Pa., in early life and 
there engaged in mercantile pursuits. His son, 
William C., father of our subject, was born in the 
Quaker city and became a resident of Montgom- 
ery County when he was a young man. He was 
successful and energetic, and accumulated a large 
property, something over one thousand acres. 
He died, at the close of a long and useful career, 
at his home in this county in 1873. To himself 
and wife, Josephine Jenkins, daughter of John 
Jenkins and°a native of the city of Baltimore, 
four children were born, but three of the number 
are deceased. 

John B. Diamond, the only survivor of his 
father’s family, was born on the old homestead 
in this county, March 25, 1857. He grew up in 
the neighborhood of Gaithersburg and was edu- 
cated in the local schools and in Rock Hill 
College, Ellicott City, Md., from which he was 
graduated in 1873. He has been prospered in 
his numerous investments in land and business 
enterprises, and asa promoter and organizer of 
the same. In 1892 he was one of the founders of 
the First National Bank of this place and has 


since served as its vice-president. In 1896 he 
became the secretary and treasurer of the Gaith- 
ersburg Milling & Manufacturing Company. The 
mills of this important concern are located at 
Derwood and Gaithersburg, the latter one having 
a capacity of one hundred and fifty barrels per 
day and the former one hundred barrels per day. 
Besides the regular milling business the company 
di a very extensive business in all kinds of mill 
products, and bandie a line of agricultural sup- 
plies, fertilizers, implements, seeds, etc., as well 
as wagons, buggies, iime, lumber, etc. The estab- 
lishment of this plant here has made Gaithersburg 
the most important grain market in the county. 
Mr. Diamond was one of the organizers of the 
Perpetual Building and Loan Association, and 
the Gaithersburg Seminary and Improvement 
Company, and is a director in these corporations. 
In political matters he takes an active interest 
and is a member of the Democratic party. Re- 
Jigiously he is a Catholic. 

November 7, 1877, Mr. Diamond married Miss 
Grace Ranney, daughter of Judge Israel Ranney, 
of Delaware, Delaware County, Ohio. Their 
family comprises four promising sons: William 
Carroll, John B., Herbert and Douglas. 
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OHN T. WHITE, A. M., principal of ‘the 

Allegany County High School No. 1, was 

born in Middletown, Frederick County, Md., 
June 13, 1856. His father, John W. White, a 
native of Montgomery County, Md., was for 
many years a merchant of Middletown, and for 
some time served as president of the board of 
school commissioners of Frederick County. He 
died March 31, 1882, at the age of sixty-three. 
His marriage united him with Sarah J., daughter 
of Peter Young, anda native of Frederick County. 
She is living at the old homestead and is now 
seventy-eight years of age. ‘hey were the 
parents of six children, viz.: Charles E., cashier 
of the National Bank of Washington; George C., 
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of Bloomington, Ill.; Charlotte, widow of M. C. 
Davis; Sarah F. McBride; William H., also a 
resident of Bloomington, and John T. 

The education of our subject was obtained in 
the public and private schools of Middletown and 
in Mercersburg (Pa.) College, from which he 
graduated June 26, 1878. From September of 
the same year until June, 1879, he served asa 
tutor in Latin and Greek at Mercersburg College, 
after which he was principal of the grammar 
school at Mauch Chunk, Pa., for two years, 
principal of the high school -in the same place 
for four years, principal of Union street school, 
Cumberland, from September, 1885, to June, 
1888, and principal of Allegany County High 
School No. 1, at Cumberland, from 1888 to the 
present time (1898). He also has the distinction 
of being president of the Maryland State Teachers’ 
Association. 

August 27, 1879, Mr. White married Miss 
Alice A., daughter of Dr. Henry N. Eberly, of 
Mercersburg. They are members of St. Mark’s 
Reformed Church, and are popular in the best 
social circles of Cumberland. Fraternally Mr. 
White is connected with the Ancient Order 
United Workmen; Maryland Council, National 
Union; Ohr Lodge No. 131, A. F. & A. M.; and 
Chosen Friends’ Lodge, I. O. O. F. 

Not only has Mr. White gained prominence as 
an educator, ranking among the best in the city 
of Cumberland, and, indeed, as one of the most 
successful in the entire state, but he is also gifted 
in other lines of mental activity. As a poet he 
is known throughout the state. Heis also fond 
of poetry of the great men of all ages, and has 
collected his information pertaining to them in a 
lecture entitled ‘‘Immortelles in Poetry,’’ which 
he has delivered at various places, to the delight 
of every audience before whom it has been given. 
One of his well-known poems is ‘‘ The Birth of 
Christ,’’ which he published, as a gift book, in a 
neat booklet form, attractively bound, tastily 
printed and fastened with ribbon. Another of 
his poems is ‘‘Maryland, My Maryland,’’ which 
is sung by his school to the tune of the favorite 
state song of Maryland. It is such a beautiful 
tribute to the state every Marylander loves that 


we give it here entire, only regretting the im- 
possibility of also presenting his ‘‘ Gettysburg ’’ 
and other poems in this permanent form.

OHN G. ENGLAND. No citizen is more 
highly esteemed and honored in the town of 
Rockville than the gentleman whose name 

has just been given. His friends and neighbors, 
appreciating his true worth and public spirit, have 
called upon him, time and again, to occupy of- 
fices within their gift, and he has invariably won 
their appreciation and praise for the able and 
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painstaking manner with which he has carried 
out their wishes in the administration of said 
positions. Among other offices that he has ca- 
pably filled in this place are that of mayor, 
councilman, postmaster and commissioner of 
schools; he is now president of the board. 

The birthplace of John G. England is on the 
old family homestead, about one mile from Rock- 
ville, and the year of his birth 1847. His boy- 
hood was passed on the farm, his education being 
obtained in Rockville Academy. When about 
fifteen years of age he left home, and going to 
Washington, D. C., he took a position asa sales- 
man in the dry-goods house of R. W. Carter, in 
whose employ he continued some three years. 
He then became an employe of the firm of Barnes 
& Mitchell, of the same city, and thoroughly 
learned the details ofthe business. Immediately 
after his marriage, April 23, 1867, to Miss Annie 
I. Griffith, he came to Rockville and established 
a mercantile house of his own, and for thirty-one 
years has successfully managed the enterprise. 

Notwithstanding his busy and energetic com- 
mercial life, Mr. England has found time for 
matters of public moment, and has been very ag- 
gressive in everything tending to promote the 
good of his fellow-citizens. In 1869 he was ap- 
pointed postmaster of Rockville by President 
Grant, and continued to occupy this office until 
the summer after Cleveland was inaugurated, a 
period of sixteen years. In 1894 he was elected 
mayor of the place, and was then tendered the 
office for a second term, but owing to the fact 
that he had accepted an appointment from Gov- 
ernor Lowndes on the board of public education, 
he was rendered ineligible for the other position. 
He is now serving in the last-named office, his 
term being for a period of six years. A few 
years ago he was madea life trustee of Rockville 
Academy, and no one better qualified for this im- 
portant place could be found, nor one who takes 
more interest in the cause of education. In pol- 
itics, it is needless to say, he is a true and stanch 
Republican. In the election of 1898 he was 
Once more honored by his neighbors, who elected 
him to serve asa member of the city council. 

“here are thirteen children in the family of 


John G. and Annie England, namely: Rev. 
Howard G., a minister of the Episcopal Church, 
now pastor of charges in Wickliffe, Va., and 
Ripon, West Va. (just over the state line); 
Henrietta W.; Emily Howard, who is named in 
honor of her grandmother; Edward W., deputy 
in the county clerk’s office in Rockville; Eliza- 
beth, a teacher in the Rockville high school; 
Annie L., Elsie M., Lillian C., John A., Ma- 
tilda O., Carrie C., Harrison L. and Maude R. 
Mrs. England is a daughter of Uriah H. Griffith, 
a prosperous farmer of Laytonsville, Md. Dur- 
ing the war he held a position as deputy collector 
of internal revenue and later occupied a place 
in the Baltimore custom house. Mr. and Mrs. 
England are members of the Episcopal Church, 
the former having been a vestryman in the same 
for twenty years. ; 

John G. England is the youngest of the six 
children of Maj. John G. and Emily (Howard) 
England. The father wasa native of Frederick 
County, Md., but from the time that he arrived 
at mature years he made his home in the vicinity 
of Rockville. Soon after coming here, March 30, 
1830, he was admitted to the bar, and within a 
few years he had succeeded in building upa very 
extensive practice and had earned a most enviable 
reputation in his profession. Asa public speaker 
and orator he had few equals, and upon various 
questions of national and local moment his voice 
was heard with no uncertain sound. He was a 
strong Union man, and an earnest advocate of 
the principles of the Republican party. In early 
life he was a Whig, and was elected to the Mary- 
land legislature in 1839, having among his col- 
leagues, William Ligion Gaither, Richard R. 
Waters and Robert T. Dade. He was re-elected 
at the expiration of his term, and served upon 
several important committees. At one time he 
was nominated for the state senate, but was de- 
feated by a few votes, his opponent being Gen. 
W. L. Gaither. Afterward Mr. England was 
twice tendered the nomination to the senate, but 
declined to run for the position. For many 
years prior to his death he was a valued mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of Rockville Acad- 
emy, and one of his marked characteristics was 
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his friendship for young people and his constant 
desire to be of practical assistance tothem. After 
nearly half a century of brilliant political and 
professional success, he was summoned to his re- 
ward, February 30, 1881, having reached his 
seventy-sixth year. His wife, Emily, was a 
daughter of Thomas Worthington Howard, ana 
granddaughter of Gen. Jeremiah Crabb, or well- 
known Revolutionary war fame. The Howards 
are among the best-known families of Maryiand, 
and have been represented in several countics 
with highly patriotic and honored branches of 
the original parent-stock. Major England’s chil- 
dren were named as follows: Susan R., Thomas 
H., Harriet V., Henry C., Mary and John G. 
Thomas H. resides on the old homestead, and 
Henry C., who was a promising member of the 
bar, was accidentally killed by the electric cars at 
Kensington. 
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DWARD ANDERSON, M. D., a represent- 
ative physician of Montgomery County, is 
of the third generation of Andersons who 

have been engaged in the practice of the healing 
art in this immediate section of Maryland, cover- 
ing a period of about one hundred and ten years. 
He enjoys a wide general practice and keeps 
abreast of all modern discoveries in the line of his 
professional work, by the perusal of the leading 
medical magazines and journals, and by being 
identified with prominent medical associations. 
Personally he is well liked by ail who have the 
pleasure of his acquaintance, for he possesses 
those sterling qualities of heart and mind that in- 
spire respect and genuine esteem in one’s neigh- 
bors and associates. 

A son of James W. and Mary (Minor) Ander- 
son, whose history is given at some length in the 
biography of the doctor’s brother, Capt. James 
Anderson, elsewhere printed in this volume, Ed- 
ward Anderson was born within a mile of Rock- 
ville on a farm, May 3, 1841.

He was graduated from the medical department 
of that celebrated institution of learning with the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine in 1875. He at 
once located in the town of Norbeck, this county, 
and practiced there for two years. He then came 
back to Rockville, opened an office, and has 
siuce found bis time amply occupied in attending 
to the needs of his numerous patients. He is a 
member of the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty of 
Maryland, whick organization his grandfather, 
Dr. James Anderson, assisted in founding one 
hundred years ago, in 1799. He also belongs to 
the American Medical Association and others of 
a local nature. For the past ten years he has 
heid the position of house physician to the Mont- 
gomery County Almshouse. His articles for 
publication are eagerly looked for, as he isa man 
of wide experience, and has the faculty of ex- 
pressiug his idea in a clear, convincing and forct- 
ble manner.

Courthouse, N. C., and was distinguished for 
his bravery and gallantry in several hard-fought 
engagements and important battles. His com- 
mission as captain bears the signature of John 
Jay, afterwards chief-justice of the United States 
supreme court. August 16, 1780, Captain Ander- 
son was severely wounded at the battle of Cow- 
pens, about two miles from Camden; January 17, 
1781,he covered himself with honor at the encoun- 
ter with the enemy at the Cowpens and the 15th 
of the following March had his left arm shattered 
by a bullet at the battle of Guilford Courthouse.

He enters into their joys and 
sorrows, striving ever to direct their minds to 
higher things and to impress upon them the fact 
that life is short, that ‘‘these light afflictions’’ 
endure but a moment, and if borne in the right 
spirit may ‘‘work out for us a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory.’’ 

Father Rosensteel is a worthy representative of 
an old and honored family of Baltimore. His an- 
cestors came to the United States prior to the 
Revolutionary war, and in that conflict his pater- 
nal great-grandfather, Capt. George Rosensteel, 
rendered service and lost a vessel at sea. Mrs. 
Rosenstecl’s father, Capt. Joseph White, had two

ships sunk by the British, of which he was the 
owner. The father of our subject sought a home 
in what was then the wilds of western Penn- 
sylvania, with the other members of his family, 
when he wasa youth. Near the little town of 
Loretto (Pa.), which was founded by Rev. Deme- 
trius Augustine Gallitzin, prince and priest, the 
early years of Father Rosensteel were passed. 
He was born across the state line in Emmitsburg, 
Frederick County, Md., May 13, 1855. Brought 
up under the influence of the Catholic religion, 
he early formed the earnest desire to devote his 
life to the priesthood, and studied hard and un- 
wearyingly with that end in view. 

Having pursued one year’s course of studies 
in St. Francis College, at Loretto, he entered 
Mount St. Mary’s College, near the town of his 
birth, and gave his attention to the mastery of 
the classics and philosophy. Later he took up 
theological studies at St. Mary's Seminary, in 
Baltimore, Md., and after completing the cur- 
riculum was ordained by His Eminence Cardinal 
James Gibbons, December 20, 1884. From that 
time until the present he has labored unceasingly 
for the good of those in his charge, and by his 
earnestness and strong personality has made 
numerous converts to the Catholic faith. His 
pleasant and affable manners have won for him 
the esteem of other denominations at the same 
time, wherever he has been located. 

January 1, 1885, Father Rosensteel entered 
upon his new duties as* assistant priest at St. 
Ann’s Church, in Baltimore, and the following 
autumn became pastor of St. Mary’s Church, in 
Newport, Charles County, Md., and of the church 
of the Holy Ghost at Cob Neck, Charles County. 
In these two imissions he continued until No- 
vember 5, 1889, when he was appointed to the 
three parishes mentioned at the beginning of this 
article. He has succeeded in getting the Rock- 
ville Church remodeled and otherwise materially 
improved, and at Forest Glen the enterprise of 
the pastor and people has resulted in a new house 
of worship—-a brown stone structure with stained 
glass memorial windows and a memorial altar 
of marble. It was erected to the memory of 
Rev. John Carroll, D. D., the first pastor of the 
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congregation, and first arch-bishop of Baltimore. 
The cornerstone was laid, with imposing cere- 
monies, by Cardinal Gibbons, May 11, 1893, and 
less than a year later, April 29, 1894, he dedicat- 
ed the structure; Rt.-Rev. John J. Keane, of the 
Catholic University, preaching the sermon. A 
large concourse of people and many priests were 
present on the occasion, and the church, which is 
one of the finest in the county, stands as a monu- 
ment to the zeal and devotion of the parish. In 
April, 1898, Cardinal Gibbons appointed Father 
Rosensteel to make preparations for building a 
new church at Brightwood, D. C., and another 
one at Olney, to take the place of the old one, 
known as St. Peter’s, at Mount Zion. 


HARLES B. PEIRCE is a wealthy and pro- 
gressive farmer of Rockville District, Mont- 
gomery County, and enjoys the honor of 

having one of the best homesteads in this section 
of the state. Indeed, it would be hard to find a 
better-equipped and more comfortable and well- 
kept country home anywhere, and for years it 
has been the pride and pleasure of the owner to 
spare no work or expense in its improvement. 
In tracing the history of our subject it is found 
that he is of English descent. A family of six 
menibers, bearing the name of Peirce, and be- 
longing to the Society of Friends, sailed for Amer- 
ica soon after William Penn had made a settle- 
ment in the state called in his honor. In the 
line of descent from them was Joshua Peirce, the 
grandfather of Charles B. He lived in Phila- 
delphia in early life, but came to Maryland in 
1820. Here he began farming upon the land 
known as the ‘‘black meadows,’ in this county. 
He was the originator of the Montgomery Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Company, the plan of the as- 
sociation resulting from his own sad experience 
in having his fine barns burned just after he had 
placed within them the year’s harvests. His wife 
was Miss Hannah Chandlee before their mar- 
riage, and of their foursons and two daughters 


George, father of our subject, was born in 1814. 
He was educated in a Friends’ school on his fa- 
ther’s farm. When starting out to fight life’s 
battles he was employed for a period on the con- 
struction of the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal and 
the main line of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
Afterwards he went to Ohio and, having mas- 
tered the trade of brick and stone masonry, fol- 
lowed that calling for some time. Upon his re- 
turn to his native state he taught school for a 
few terms, and in 1847 went to Washington, 
where he conducted a mercantile business for 
two or three years. Then locating in Howard 
County, Md., he operated a farm and was quite 
successfully engaged in building lime-kilns, as _ 
the art of burning lime for various purposes was 
just then coming into vogue. For thirty-five 
years prior to his death he was troubled with 
epileptic fits, and consequently was unable to 
engage in active work. From 1851 until his 
death, in June, 1887, he lived in this county. 
He was a member of the Society of Friends and 
was loved and honored by all who knew him. 
In 1840 he married Margaret Cissel, daughter of 
Samuel and Isabella Cissel, of Howard County. 
Of their four children, Hannah is married and 
resides in southern California; Joshua is employed 
in the Arlington Mills in Lawrence, Mass., and 
Samuel is a resident of Salinas, Cal. 

C. B. Peirce was born in Howard County, 
Md., September 13, 1850, and it so happened that 
he had but meager chances for obtaining an educa- 
tionin his youth. However, as he has always been 
eager for knowledge he has made up forthis by 
persistent study and reading and as he has trav- 
eled considerably in later years, is much better 
informed than the average man. When he was 
in his twelfth year he went to live with an uncle 
in Montgomery County, and worked for him for 
his board and small wages for about three years. 
He then returned home, and worked at whatever 
he could find to do, running a market wagon for 
two or three years, among other things. He 
next livedin Cincinnati, and then in Washington; 
in the last-mentioned city being in a mercantile 
business. From 1878 to 1888 he was similarly 
occupied in Bethesda, Md., thence removing to 
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Tennallytown, and finally back to Washington, 
where he turned his attention to real-estate busi- 
ness. While at Bethesda he was an indefatigable 
worker, carried on his regular business; operated 
a stage route; was the postmaster and alse the 
proprietor of a blacksmith shop. His varied con- 
cerns kept him busy from eighteen to twenty-two 
hours a day, frequently, and he cut his hours of 
rest and sleep down to the last endurable Iimit. 

Having been appointed co-administrator ot the 
estate of Joseph T. Bailey, and desiring to close 
up the business, he purchased the property where 
he now lives, a place of four hundred and eight- 
een acres. Since coming here he has exnended 
about $17,000 in improvements and has devcted 
all his energies to bringing it into the condition 
itis in to-day. Most thoroughly systematic im 
all his affairs, he keeps a detailed account of 
every expense connected with his farm, and 
knows, toacent, just what is the cost of each crop 
and the proceeds from the sale of the same, each 
year. A thirty-five hundred gallon tank of water 
operated by a wind-mill pump provides water for 
the modern bath room, which is furnished with 
improved sanitary plumbing and hot and cold 
water. Three large barns, in which can be stored 
three hundred tons of hay; a well-constructed, 
roomy stable, with accommodation for a score of 
horses, and most of the stalls filled, farm build- 
ings for all purposes; harness shop, blacksmith 
shop, ice house and machinery, etc., and all of 
these kept in fine condition and repair, give 
ample evidence that the owner is fully abreast of 
the times as an agriculturist. He employs five 
or six men all of the time to attend to the work of 
the farm, and at certain times of the year hires 
additional hands. In politics a Democrat, Mr. 
Peirce is unusually liberal and somewhat inde- 
pendent of party ties, and has never yet been 
persuaded to accept official honors. 

October 25, 1877, the marriage of Mr. Peirce 
and Calista Bailey was solemnized in this county. 
Her father, Joseph Bailey, was a pioneer circus- 
man, and was associated with P. T. Barnum at 
the time that he started out in the business which 
fave them both more than national fame. 
Kleven children have been born to our subject 


aud wife. The eight mentioned below are liv- 
ing: Frank, Bessie, Robert, Charles B., Jr., 
Nannie, foun Barry, Edward Lee and Lillian. 
The eldest son is now living in Washington. 
Once or twice a year Mr. and Mrs. Peirce leave 
home and take a pleasure trip to some portion of 
this country. He has traveled in thirty-four of 
the states and territories, as well as in Mexico 
aud Ciba, aud his accounts of such pilgrimages 
are very entertaining to the many friends and 
acquaintatices of the family. 





epARe. JAMES ANDERSON, a prominent 
€ citizen of Rockville, has led a very active 

life until recently, his services having been 
mainly given to the public in various capacities. 
He has ever held his personal interests secondary 
to the general welfare and has endeavored, in 
every possible manner, to promote the march of 
progress and civilization. He comes from one of 
the oldest and most honored families of this 
region, and for more than a century his name has 
been closely associated with the development of 
the county. 

The paternal grandfather of the captain, for 
whom he was named, was Dr. James Anderson, 
whose life was passed in Rockville. He was 
considered a very successful physician in those 
days and was actively engaged in practice here- 
abouts from 179t to 1835.. He was a patriot and 
enlisted in the colonial struggle for independence, 
though but sixteen years of age at the time, and 
fought bravely for the cause. One of his chil- 
dren, Col. James W. Anderson, was the father of 
our subject. He was born in Rockville and was 
long one of her ablest citizens and lawyers. In 
1852 he was a member of the state constitutional 
convention and for years he occupied a very 
notable position in the public affairs of this sec- 
tion of the state. He served as register of wills; 
was judge of the orphans’ court; president of the 
board of trustees of Rockville Academy and 
colonel of a regiment of state militia. For a 
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number of years he was a vestryman in the Epis- 
copal Church. His death took place at his resi- 
dence near Rockville when he was in his eighty- 
sixth year. He chose for his wife Miss Mary 
Minor, a native of Fairfax County, Va., and to 
their union ten children were born. In order of 
birth they are as follows: James; Mary E., wife 
of Charles B. Rozer, of Montgomery County; 
Thomas, of the law firm of Anderson & Bouic, 
of Rockville; Frances V., wife of Francis W. 
Rozer, of Washington, D. C.; Richard, who died 
at the age of eighteen years; Dr. Edward, a suc- 
cessful physician of Rockville; George and Lil- 
lian, who died in early childhood; Lillian, who 
died at the age of eighteen years; and Hon. 
George M., an attorney and member of the Mary- 
land legislature. 

Capt. James Anderson was born June g, 1831, 
in Rockville, and was reared under the paternal 
roof tree. He was given good educational ad- 
vantages. After graduating from Rockville Acad- 
emy he turned his attention to teaching for sev- 
eral years, and was one of the faculty of the 
academy mentioned for some time. Then he was 
brought forward asa candidate for the position 
of county surveyor and was duly elected to that 
office, and served as such for four years. When 
the Civil war came on he enlisted in the Con- 
federate army as a soldier of the Thirty-fifth 
Battalion of Virginia Cavalry, with the rank of 
first lieutenant. His meritorious service on the 
field of battle and in many hardly-fought cam- 
paigns was rewarded by promotion, and up to 
the close of the war he held the commission of a 
captain. Upon his return home from the south 
his fellow-citizens elected him treasurer and ex- 
aminer for the schools of Montgomery County, 
and in this responsible position he served for 
eleven years, to the satisfaction of the people. 
In 1885 he was further honored by being elected 
clerk of the circuit court of this county, in which 
capacity he served this community most accept- 
ably for twelve years. His term of office expir- 
ing the end of 1897, he has since lived somewhat 
retired, in the full enjoyment of rest and quiet 
that he has earned by long and arduous public 


service, He has always been loyal in his allegi- 


arce to the Democratic party since he arrived at 
his majority. During the past four years he has 
been a director in the National Bank of Gaithers- 
burg, Md. Fraternally he is a Mason, and is 
treasurer of Montgomery Lodge No. 195, A. F. 
& A. M. 

While in Virginia during the war the captain 
made the acquaintance of Miss Sally R. M. 
Thrift, daughter of Dr. George N. Thrift, of 
Madison Courthouse. They were married No- 
vember 12; 1868. Mrs. Anderson’s mother was 
Miss Eliza Early, of the old Virginia family of 
that name. To the captain and wife six children 
were born, namely: Mary; George T., who died 
at the age of ten years; Sally M., who died in 
her twenty-fifth year, March 20, 1898; Eliza E., 
James and John W. The family are identified 
with the Episcopal Church. 
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EONIDAS RICKETTS was appointed to 
the position he now holds as superintendent 
of the county almshouse of Montgomery 

County, in 1891, and that he has given entire 
satisfaction to all concerned is shown by the fact 
that he has been re-appointed to this responsible 
post every year since he assumed the manage- 
ment. He is business-like and enterprising, and 
personally looks after every department of the 
institution and farm. 

The Ricketts family is of English descent, and 
has been represented in this county for many 
generations. John T. Ricketts, father of our 
subject, was born in this county and has been 
occupied in agricultural pursuits during his en- 
tire mature life. He married Martha Jane Ray, 
a daughter of Nicholas Ray, of this county, and 
their children are Leonidas and Minerva. The 
latter is the wife of L. Selby, of Rockville. 

The birth of Leonidas Ricketts took place 
upon the parental homestead in this county, May 
8, 1857. He received a general education in the 
public schools, and early learned the various de- 
tails of farming from his father, a practical man 
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of business. His experience well qualified him 
for the duties and responsibilities now resting 
upon his shoulders. In the county farm there 
are one hundred and fifty-five acres of land under 
cultivation, and each year large quantities of hay, 
corn, potatoes and vegetables are raised here. 
From four to five thousand pounds of pork are pro- 
duced yearly on the farm, and much of this is 
disposed of to outside buyers. At present there 
are about thirty inmates of the household, and 
every provision within reason is made for their 
comfort. Many improvements have been made 
since. Mr. Ricketts has had charge of the place, 
among others, that of steam heating. He follows 
his father’s example in politics, voting the Demo- 
cratic ticket. In religion he is a Catholic. 

August 6, 1878, Mr. Ricketts married Geneva, 
daughter of Jacob Ricketts, also of this county. 
Of the five children born to this worthy couple, 
two daughters, M. Victoria and Lottie are de- 
ceased, Three sons remain to them, namely: 
Raymond J., who is employed in a drug store in 
Rockville and is a most promising young man; 
and Emory and Alvah, who assist their father in 
the work of the farm.

HARLES E. SMITH, ex-sheriff of Wash- 
ington County, was elected to the office in 
1895 on the Republican ticket and made a 

record that was gratifying to all concerned. He 


received a majority of five hundred and fifty — 


votes, his competitor being Mr. Colliflower, a 
very popular man with the opposition. 

Samuel Smith, father of our subject, was a 
native of Frederick County, Md., while the 
mother, Rebecca (Wachtel) Smith, was born in 
this county. He was a farmer by occupation, 
attended strictly to his own affairs and left to his 
children a spotless name and an_ honorable 
record. In 1868 he removed with his family to 
this county and continued to be interested in 
agricultural matters until the time of his death, 
August 19, 1884, at the age of sixty-nine years. 


He was an influential member and an elder in 
the Lutheran Church of Boonsboro and was well 
and favorably known in a large portion of the 
two counties in which his career was enacted. 
His widow, who arrived at the age of seventy-six 
years, died November 3, 1897. She was identi- 
fied with the same church as her husband. Of 
the nine children born to their marriage, five are 
yet living. Jacob S., whose home is near Indiana- 
polis, Ind., is employed on the Vandalia line of 
railway. The eldest son, Daniel W., D. D., 
who was a graduate of Wurtemberg College, 
Springfield, Ohio, and a minister for twenty-five 
years in that city and elsewhere,died May 4,1894, 
when in his fifty-fifth year. Jonas, who was 
very anxious to join the Federal forces during 
the war, was unable to carry out his intentions 
on account of poor health, and died before the 
close of hostilities. Charlotte died in infancy and 
Sarah when eight years of age. Arbela and 
Carrie C. are still at home. Mary. is the wife of 
H. F. Cost, a mechanic of Beaver Creek District, 
this county. 

C.E. Smith, the youngest in his parents’ fam- 
ily, was born in Middletown, Frederick County, 
May 9, 1861, and was reared on a farm. He 
came to this county in 1868, and alternated his 
time between school and farm work until the 
death of his father, when he took charge of the 
farm for his mother. With the other families 
that lived along the border of the Confederacy, 
his father’s family suffered greatly at the hands 
of the contending factions during the stommy war 
period and in the last raid of General Early, the 
senior Smith lost about all of his possessions. 
Our subject learned all of the practical details of 
work pertaining to the management of a farm 
while he was yet a mere boy, and developed into 
a first-class agriculturist. He was still engaged 
in agriculture at the time that he was elected 
three years ago, and has always been noted in 
his community for the excellence of his crops and 
the thrift that he has manifested. He has given 
his loyal support to the Republican party since 
he became of age, but has never before occupied 
an official position of any particular importance. 

February 25, 1886, Mr. Smith was united in 
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marriage with Nannie C. Cost, a daughter of 
Elder Andrew Cost, a minister of the Pro- 
gressive Brethren Church. He is a native of 
Germany, and came to this country with his 
mother when he was about fourteen years of age. 
Two bright boys, Clarence Wellington and 
Dwight L., aged respectively ten and eight 
years, comprise the family of our worthy subject 
and wife. Mrs. Smith adheres to the faith in 
which she was reared, and is a member of the 


Progressive Brethren Church. 


AWRENCE A. DARBY, judge of the or- 

phans’ court, resides upon a farm near Daw- 

sonville, Montgomery County, where he 
owns six hundred acres of well-improved land. 
He was born January 1, 1829, upon the farm 
where he still lives, and where his father and 
grandfather lived before him. His father, George 
Darby, was also born here and here spent his 
eutire life, dying at the age of sixty-six years. 
An industrious farmer, he gave himself actively 
to the cultivation of the three hundred and nine 
acres, of which the farm then consisted. Since 
then the judge has added to the place by the 
purchase of two hundred and twenty acres. 

In the family of George and Valinda Darby 
there were five children, namely: Basil, who 
died in early manhood; Thomas D., who mar- 
ried Elizabeth Dawson and resided in this 
vicinity; Lawrence A.; Susan E., who married 
Benjamin C. Gott; and Rose M., who became 
the wife of John A. Jones, of this locality. Of 
this family the judge is the sole survivor. His 
grandfather, Basil Darby, was the first of the 
family who owned this place and was a farmer 
by occupation, devoting himself through life to 
the cultivation and improvement of land. 

In the old log schoolhouse which still stands 
near his home, the subject of this sketch ob- 
tained his education.

Active in public affairs, in 1882 our subject 
was elected a member of the board of county 
commissioners and at the expiration of his term 
he was re-elected. In 1891 he was elected judge 
of the orphans’ court for aterm of four years, 
at the expiration of which, in 1895, he was re- 
elected, upon the Democratic ticket. Three 
times 2s candidate for comimissioner and twice 
as candidate for judge he has been before the 
public, and at each of these elections he won by 
a good majority. The last time he was elected 
he led his ticket, which speaks well for his stand- 
ingin hiscommunity. He is aman of excellent 
business judgment and upright, forceful char- 
acter, and deserves the high position he holds in 
the estimation of others. In 1891 his residence 
was destroyed by fire. He was building a barn 
at the time, and was of necessity obliged to build 
a new house also. He hasa comfortable and at- 
tractive home and a hospitable welcome for all 
who enter its portals. For five years he was a 
member of the Darnestown Grange, of which he 
was master until its dissolution.

OHN E. EDWARDS, A. M., principal of 
the Allegany County Academy, of Cumber- 
land, Md., and now school examiner of Alle- 

gany County, is a young man of exceptional 
ability, both as an educator and as a financier. 
His scholarship is of a high order and he is 
building up the reputation of the academy to a 
degree that is most gratifying to those who have 
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watched over this justly honored old institution, 
and who were much concerned in the few years 
prior to the coming of Mr. Edwards, as the school 
seemed steadily deteriorating. He has been en- 
abled to change the current, which is now drifting 
toward old-time prosperity. 

The father of the professor is Edward Edwards, 
president of the Slatington Rolling Mill Company, 
of Slatington, Pa., and for nearly thirty years 
closely identified with the iron industry of Lehigh 
County. He is a native of Wales. His wife, 
Mary Miller Edwards, is. a native of Lehigh 
County, Pa. 

John FE. Edwards was born May 8, 1869, in 
Catasauqua, Lehigh County, Pa., and was reared 
in that town. His preliminary education was 
obtained in the grammar and high schools of the 
place, after which he entered Lafayette College, 
of Easton, Pa. He was then only fifteen years 
of age, and graduated in due course of time, 
in the class of 1888, with the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts. As a teacher, his initial work was in 
the Pennsylvania State Normal school, at Mans- 
field, Pa., where he had full charge of the Latin 
and Greek department. This important position 
he occupied during the following four years, at 
the end of which period he took a post-graduate 
course, covering two years, at Lafayette College, 
paying special attention to philology and psy- 
chology. In 1894 he accepted his present posi- 
tion, and under his jurisdiction the enrollment of 
pupils has increased more than double what it 
was four years ago. Mr. Edwards is a member 


of the Masonic Order, the Elks and the Essenic 


Order, and is still connected with the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon Society of Lafayette College. In July, 
1897, he married Miss Mary Lamar Read, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Nelson Clark Read, 
of Cumberland. 

The Allegany County Academy was estab- 
lished by the act of the General Assembly of 
Maryland in the last year of last century. The 
first school building was erected on the present 
site of the German Catholic Church, but by 1849 
this structure was declared too small for the ac- 
commodation of the pupils. The citizens came 
to the rescue and contributed liberally toward a 


new building, while the county donated the 
ground. The site is in the prettiest residence 
district of the city, and upon the other half of the 
square of which it occupies a part, a fine court- 
house has recently been erected. A special 
feature of the academic department is that the 
boys receive instructions in military tactics and 
this discipline is of incalculable benefit to every 
youth. The teacher in this line is a thorough, 
practical man, who has had excellent military 
training -himself, and he is meeting with marked 
success. Pupils are prepared for college here 
and the standard of education is kept up with the 
best institutions of learning of the period. No 
better place could be found in all the associations 
and environments for young peopie who must go 
away from home to school, and the terms of 
tuition and other expenses are very low, in view 
of all the facts. 
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ENJAMIN F. FRIEND, who is now pfac- 
tically retired from active farming, to which 
vocation he has hitherto devoted his whole 

life, is one of the leading citizens in the vicinity 
of Friendsville, Garrett County. His ancestors 
were among the early pioneers of this locality and 
the town was named in their honor. Indians 
were then quite troublesome and, for protection 
in case of attack, the settlers built forts, in which 
they sometimes took refuge. Bears and other 
wild game were to be found in abundance and 
the pioneer Friends were noted, far and wide, for 
their skill as hunters and trappers. John, the 
great-grandfather of our subject, and his sons 
upon one occasion captured seven bears, taking 
them from their cave near the stream which has 
ever since been known as Bear’s Creek. 

William E., father of B. F. Friend, was born 
near the site of Friendsville in 1807, and spent 
most of his life in that neighborhood. He wasa 
son of Joseph Friend, who had accompanied his 
parents from Oldtown (near Cumberland) to this 
district in his boyhood, and here was reared to 
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man’s estate. William E. Friend learned the 
trade of a blacksmith, and was also well versed 
in the manufacture of guns and articles of silver. 
For that early day he was considered a skilled 
workman, and thoroughly master of his chosen 
trade. During the Civil war, though his health 
was not of the best, he enlisted and served in the 
capacity of armorer for several months, but at 
length was obliged to be discharged on the 
grounds of general disability. He was an old- 
time Whig and a devoted patriot, bringing up his 
son to high principles of action, and when the 


tine came was ready to give him up to the serv- 


ice of his country. He died in 1872, aged about 
sixty-five years. His wife, the mother of our 
subject, was Miss Harriet Wilt before her mar- 
riage, and her death took place when she was 
about fifty years of age. 

Benjamin F. Friend was born in Somerset 
County, Pa., in 1847, and removed with his par- 
ents to this section when he was a mere child. 
Here he grew to maturity, and such education as 
fell to his share was that afforded by the common 
schools. January 4, 1864, he enlisted in Com- 
pany D, Third Maryland Volunteer Infantry, as 
private, and served until May 29, 1865. He par- 
ticipated in the two days’ fight at Frederick City, 
Md., and in the battle of Monocacy and other 
engagements, and was so fortunate as to escape 
injury from the bullets of the enemy, but con- 
tracted chronic diarrhea at Bolivar Heights, Va., 
and from this he has ever since suffered. When 
his services on behalf of the Union were no 
longer needed, he returned home, and turning his 
energies into a business channel, engaged in farm- 
ing and lumbering until about eight years ago. 
At that time he opened a general store at Friends- 
ville, and carried it on successfully until 1898, 
when he sold out his interest in the concern. He 
has dealt in live-stock, hides and wool, and has 
been prospered in most of his financial ventures. 

Beginning his career without capital or re- 
sources of any kind, Mr. Friend became well-to-do 
by industry and perseverance in whatever he un- 
dertook, and has for years enjoyed the esteem and 
high regard of all who know him. Though he has 
met with reverses, he has borne them with a 


brave spirit and has quietly pursued the path he 
had marked out for himself in youth. He has 
been an active member of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, and for the past eight years has been 
anexhorter in his congregation. Fraternally he 
is connected with Sherman Post No. 11, G.A.R., 
and is now acting in the capacity of senior vice- 
conunander of the same. In politics he is a Re- 
publican, and for two terms he officiated as con- 
stable, but with this exception has not been much 
in public life. December 24, 1872, he married 
Mary C., daughter of Joshua N. Friend. She is 
an earnest Christian lady, loved and respected by 
a large circle of friends and neighbors. 
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OUIS R. MOBLEY is one of the sterling 
business men of Hagerstown. Asa busi- 

ness man he is noted for lis strict integrity 
of word and deed and his general reliability. The 
well-equipped drug store which he owns and 
carries on is finely situated in the commercial 
center of the town, and commands a large and 
lucrative trade. The business is conducted under 
the name of the proprietor, L. R. Mobley. 

The parents of the above-named gentleman are 
Col. E.M. and Ellen C. (Carver) Mobley, na- 
tives of Frederick City, Md., and Hagerstown, 
respectively. (See sketch of Colonel Mobley.) 
He and his faithful companion and helpmate, to 
whom he was married in the fall of 1843, are liv- 
ing with their son, L. R , of this article. 

Of the ten sons who were born to Col. E. M. 
Mobley and wife, our subject is the seventh. He 
was born in Hagerstown January 13, 1860, and 
was educated in the public schools of this place. 
He was but fourteen years of age when he entered 
into the world of business by taking a position as 
a clerk in a drug store. He was an apt pupil, 
soon mastering the details of the trade, and as 
soon as possible he invested his earnings in an es- 
tablishment of his own. Politically he is a Re- 
publican, doing his duty as a citizen and voter, 
but he has never been an aspirant to public office, 
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preferring to attend solely to his business anc 
personal affairs. Socially he is a member of the 
Roval Arcanum.

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EORGE WASHINGTON SPANGLER. 
The family represented by this well-known 
citizen of Westernport is of German extrac- 

tion. The first of the name to achieve distinc- 
tion was George Spengler (as the name was then 
spelled), who was cup-bearer to the prince-bishop 
of the ecclesiastical principality of Wurtzburg, 
Godfrey of Piesenburg, who was also chancellor 
to the Emperor Frederick Barbarossa. He accom- 
panied his bishop and emperor on the crusade to 
the holy land, where the emperor was drowned 
in the Syrian River in 1190. George died the 
same year of the plague, being then about forty 
years of age. One of the descendants of this 
George Spengler (eleventh in line of descent from 
hin) was Lazarus Spengler, a reformer, who acted 
with Martin Luther, and was present with that 


distinguished divine at the celebrated Diet of 


Worms. 

From George the descent is traced direct to 
Henry Spengler, who was a son of Hans Rudolph 
Spengler. He was born June 8, 1704, and mar- 
ried Susanne Mueller January 17, 1730. In 
1732, accompanied by his wife, he sailed to 
America on the ship Pleasant. Settling in 
York County, Pa., he engaged in farming there, 
also followed the trade of a linen weaver, until 
his death July 6, 1776, two days after the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence. They had 
five children, of whom the eldest, Henry, was a 
member of York County militia, Third Battalion, 
during the Revolution. 


The youngest son, Ru-

September 4, 1817, George Spangler. married 
Mary, the beautiful daughter of William and 
Elizabeth Fields, of Martinsburg, W. Va. Seven 
children were born of their union, the eldest of 
whom, William Henry, died in boyhood. The 
second, Rev. Joseph Norris Spangler, who was 
born March 12, 1823, entered the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and continued to 
preach the doctrines of that denomination until 
his death, in Baltimore, in 1887. The third son, 
John Franklin, was born March 6, 1825, and at 
the opening of the war, while a resident of Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn., he enlisted in the Union army; 
he died, while in active service, at Clear Spring, 
Washington County, Md., February 8, 1864. 
The fourth son, George Washington Spangler, 
was born in Williamsport, Washington County, 
Md., October 25, 1827, and forms the subject of 
this sketch. Elizabeth, the eldest daughter, 
married Frederick W. Schmidt and resides in 
Williamsport, Md.; the second daughter, Mary 
Susan, is the wife of Joseph Paxton, of Baltimore. 
Luther Richard, the youngest member of the 
family, was born September 13, 1839, and during 
the war rendered valuable service as a member of 
the Union secret service; he is now engaged in 
the mercantile business at Williamsport, Md. 

The education of the subject of this sketch was 
acquired mainly by self-culture. He has always 
been fond of reading, which he has carried on in 
a systematic manner. His library is well sup- 
plied with all works relating to the history of 
Maryland, in which line of reading he takes a 
special interest. When a youth he started west, 
in 1847, but stopping at Frostburg, here met an 
acquaintance who prevailed upon him to stop. 
However, a year later he went to Grantsville, 
Garrett County. In 1848 the favorable reports con- 
cerning Westernport induced him to come here. 
The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad was then build- 


ing, and he assisted in forming a militia company 
for the purpose of protecting the town from the 
rowdies working on the road. The company 
was hired by the railroad company and was used 
in different places. After having been in charge 
of a squad for eighteen months, he engaged with 
the railroad company, in whose employ he con- 
tinued for twenty-five years. In1858 he became 
the resident agent for the vast Hammond prop- 
erty and estate at Westernport and this he 
managed until the land was sold, he himself be- 
coming the purchaser, after a time, of all that 
remained unsold of the lots, coal mines and 
interests. 

In the building up of Westernport Mr. Spang- 
ler was a pioneer. At the time he settled here 
there was not a house in what is now Piedmont, 
nor a clear space of ground on what is now the 
Hill. It is largely due to his instrumentality 
that local interests have been promoted and the 
welfare of the town advanced. From his home 
on the Hill may be obtained a magnificent view 
of Westernport and the river, with Piedmont 
lying on the other side, as well as the ranges of 
mountains in the distance. Here, surrounded by 
every comfort, the twilight of his useful life is 
being happily passed, secure in the affection of 
family and friends. In spite of his seventy-one 
active years, he is hale and robust, apparently 
as vigorous as most men of fifty. 

Mr. Spangler has served several terms as a 
member of the board of commissioners and has 
occupied the honorable position of president of 
the board. For many years-he served as school 
trustee. He was one of the incorporators of the 
Piedmont & Cumberland Railroad, in which he 
later served as a director. In former years he 
adhered to the Democracy, but now gives his iu- 
fluence and vote to Prohibition candidates. At 
the outbreak of the war he was opposed to co- 
ercion in the liberation of slaves, though not a 
believer in secession. 
he had the courage to voice his opinions and was 
seriously threatened for so doing, but was never 
arrested. Hewasnot the kind of man to become 
frightened through threats, however, as those

knew who had seen him in dangerous positions 
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alule working onthe railroad. In the Lutheran 
Church he has served for some time as an elder. 
November 15, 1853, he married Catherine, 
‘aughter of David Koontz, of York County, Pa. 
They became the parents of four children, 
namely: Charles M., deceased; Parker M., who is 
with the West Virginia Central Railroad as agent 
at Keyser, W. Va.; William H., a dentist at No. 
s1g North Eutaw street, Baltimore; and Susan 
Virginia, the only daughter, residing with her 
parents. 

For some years past Mr. Spangler has engaged 
in the real-estate business, but has on saie ro 
property except that belonging to himself. He 
is a man whose life has been eminently success- 
ful, and whose success has been gained, not by 
luck, but by energy, perseverance and shrewd 
business qualities. He is recognized as a man of 
sound and careful judgment, one whose opinion 
in business matters carries weight, and whose 
lusiness transactions have always been conducted 
with such a regard for fairness, honesty and in- 
tegrity that not a stain rests upon his reputation. 
While his opportunities for success were, in the 
start, no greater than most men enjoy, yet, while 
many failed, he, guided by an indomitable will, 
advanced littie by little until he attained financial 
success and a position of influence among his 
fellow-men. :

ON. SOMERSET O. JONES, ex-member 
of the Maryland house of representatives, 
is an old and honored citizen of Montgomery 
County. Hewas born and reared to manhood 
upon the old family estate, where his whole life, 
in fact, has been passed. The bulk of the land 
Which belonged to his ancestors is still in the 
Possession of the family. The farm owaed by 
him is situated near the village of Goshen, in the 
first district. The property now under his super- 
Vision comprises almost four hundred acres of 
finely improved land. 
Kvan Jones, the paternal grandfather of the 
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above, was of remote Welsh descent, it is sup- 
posed. He was a native of Montgomery County, 
bern about the middle of the last century, and, 
in company with his brother Nathan, he took up 
ane settled upon the land styled Jones’ Inherit- 


ance. He married a Miss O’ Neil, a descendant 
of Lord O'Neil of Ireland. Oue of their children, 


Jchn of E., was the father of our subject. He was 
born ii 1788 in Reckville District, thiscounty, 
aud was reared to maturity upon the parental 
farm, early learning the various duties of an agri- 
cultural life. He became a successful and prac- 
tical fariner, and brought up a large family to be 
good and usetul citizens of the several communi- 
ties in which they afterwards dwelt. Politically 
he was a Whig. For his wife he chose a Miss 
Aun §. Waters, whose father, Dr. Richard 
Waters, was a pioneer physician of this county. 
Mr. Jones departed this life in 18147, loved and 
respected by all. 

Hon. S. O, Jones is the eighth in order of birth 
in a family numbering ten children, the others 
being as follows: Mary E., Mrs. Lloyd W. Lin- 
thicum, of Howard County; Margaret A., who 
lived to be fifty-five years of age; Priscilla, un- 
married: Evan, of Howard County; Richard W., 
who died in 1895; Elizabeth R., wife of William 
T. Jones, of Kensington; William J., who died 
in 1853, aged twenty years; Eugene W., a Balti- 
more merchant, who died in 1892 and left one 
daughter, Nannie E.; and Emma, wife of Reuben 
Riggs. 

The birth of Hon. S. O. Jones occurred De- 
cember 9, 1834, on the homestead where he is 
still living. His father died when the lad was 
but thirteen years old, and from that time he was 
more cr less actively engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, gradually assuming charge of the various 
departmients of farm work. He has been quite 
successful in business and has taken an active 
part in politics in this vicinity. He assisted in 
nominating Governor Hamilton for the Demo- 
cratic candidate before the election of 1875 in 
which Governor Carroll was the victorious man. 
In his early manhood he was a Whig, but subse- 
quently became an ally of the Democratic party. 
In 1875 he was elected on the Democratic ticket 
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and represented his district in the house ‘of dele- 
gates for one term, his colleagues being Howard 
Griffith and William M. Canby. In 1883 he was 
again honored by being elected to the house, and 
served in that body for another term. While the 
incumbent of this position he served on the agri- 
culture and insolvency committees. He is a 
director and was one of the organizers of the First 
National Bank of Gaithersburg. He has never 
married, and makes his home with his sister, 
Mrs. Riggs, on the old homestead. Religiously 
he is connected with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, of Goshen. At the time the 
church building was erected he served as a trustee 
and on the finance committee. 


ILLIAM F. RABBITT is the manager of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
and operator for the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad at Rockville. This position he has 
held since August, 1893, and is recognized as 
one of the most efficient employes of the railroad 
in his special department. He is fond of athletics 
and has been a recognized authority in several 
kinds of sports. In the spring of 1895 he or- 
ganized and brought into prominence one of the 
best amateur base-ball teams in the country, it 
being known as the ‘‘Rockville Athletics.’’ He 
is at present agent for the famous ‘‘ Rambler’’ 
and ‘‘Ideal’’ wheels, and has sold more bicycles 
than any other representative in the county. ~ 
The paternal ancestor of our subject came to 
Maryland about the time of its first settlement by 
the Calverts. The family name, which was 
originally Cony, was changed by an act of legis- 
lature to Rabbitt, several generations ago. The 
grandfather of W. F. Rabbitt bore the Christian 
name of Thomas. He was for years the pro- 
prietor of the old Ball Inn, on the Georgetown 
Pike, eight miles from Georgetown. This fam- 
ous tavern was founded by his wife’s father (she 
was a Miss Catherine Ball prior to her marriage) 
at the present site of Montrose, where the only 


perpetuator of the name, Frank Ball, lives to- 
day. His two sisters are Mrs. Osborne Wilson, of 
Montrose, and Mrs. Cephas Hardy, of Wheaton, 
Montgomery County. Thomas and Catherine 
Rabbitt had six children: Thomas T., who was 
in the government employ and as chief lineman 
for the Western Union put in the first electric 
light plant in Washington, D. C.; William H.; 
James R., agent for the Humane Society for the 
District of Columbia; Mary, wife of Lieut. R. B. 
Boyle, who for thirty-five years has been con- 
nected with the police force of Washington; Jen- 
nie, Mrs. C. W. Fields, of this vicinity; and Ida, 
unmarried. 

The parents of our subject are William H. 
and Lucy J. (Davis) Rabbitt, both natives of 
Montgomery County. The father was born and 
reared in the neighborhood of Rockville and now 
resides on a farm near Derwood, Md. He owns 
considerable property and is a much-respected 
citizen of the community in which he dwells. 
His wife is a daughter of Joshua and Lucy (Mc- 
Donatd) Davis, and sister of William A. A.,a 
carpenter of Rockville; Charles, a farmer near 
Potomac; and Mrs. S. A. Matlack, whose hus- 
band is a special correspondent of the S/ay and 
Sentinel, Joshua Davis was for years the only 
blacksmith in Rockville, and was an expert in 
the craft. W. H. Rabbitt and wife had the fol- 
lowing-named children: William F., Albert S., 
Irvin E.,.M. Pauline, NoraJ., Walter, Ella, Har- 
vey, Maurice, Murray, Avis and Davis. .The 
two last-mentioned are twins. 

The birthplace of William F. Rabbitt, of this 
sketch, is the Corcoran Hotel (formerly the Union 
House) and the date of the event May 12, 1868. 
For several years his father was engaged in the 
livery business here and the youth received a 
good education, finishing his studiesin Rockville 
Academy. He was about seventeen when he 
entered the office of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road at Rockville, M. D. Knight being agent for 
the company at that time. He stayed here for 
two years, and then, for a similar period, acted 
as a supply operator at various points along the 
road between Wheeling and Philadelphia. His 
first permanent position was at Bay Ridge, in 
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:8S8q, when he was the Baltimore & Ohio oper: 
stor for one season, and from there he went to 
Cumberland, where for a short time he was in 
the despatcher’s office. He next was placed in 
charge of the newly-established office of Hobbs, 
at the top of the nine-mile grade, and his first 
messave was sent from the top of a post and rail 
tence, for the station had not yet been built. 1! 
was erected on the historic spot where Colone 
Mosby and his men captured and robbed the pay- 
car of the Baltimore & Ohio during the Civil 
war. 

After spending two or three years there the 
young man was sent to Halpine, another new of- 
fice, where he put in the first block system used 
on the line and since that time there has not 
been an accident on the road. In 1891 he was 
transferred.-to Derwood, on account of extra 
traffic on the road owing to the Grand Army en- 
campment at Washington.

RLINGTON GROVE HORINE, M. D., is 
one of the progressive young physicians of 
Frederick County, his home being in Bruns- 

He is surgeon for the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company, having been appointed to 
this important position some seven years ago. 
in many ways he has been of substantial help in 
the upbuilding and development of the resources of 
Brunswick. When the project of establishing 
the Brunswick Savings Bank was being agitated

he used his means and influence in favor of the 
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plan and upon its becoming an assured fact he 
was honored by beiug elected president of the 
new institution, and has since acted in this ca- 
pacity --some three years or more. In 1897 he 
was elected city physician, and is at the head of 
the board of health. 

John Horine, the cicctor’s father, was born in 
Burkitisville, Frederick County, and has been 
engaged in agricultural pursuits since his early 
years. He is now retired from the more arduous 
duties pertaining to a farm and is enjoying a 
well-earned rest. He has always used his fran- 
chise in favor of the nominees of the Democratic 
party, andreligiously is a Lutheran. His father, 
Tobias Horine, was likewise a well-to-do farmer 
of the same locality. The mother of our subject 
was Miss Frances Grove in her girlhood days. 
Her tather was George W. Grove and one of her 
brothers is the Hon. Manasses J. Grove, of Lime 
Kiln.

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MAREES “HENRY THRIFT, who,owtis ;a 
valuable farm in Darnestown District, Mont- 
gomery County, is one of the energetic, per- 

severing and successful farmers of his district. 
Starting with nothing (for his father had been 
unfortunate in endorsing notes for others) and 
operating a rented farm for seventeen years, he 
saved a little each year and finally bought a tract 
of two hundred and seventy-nine acres on the 
Potomac River. He remained there from 1877 
to 1885, when he bought one hundred acres 
where he now resides. The land he cleared and 
iniproved and has made of it a finely improved 
farm. His health is not good, so that he can no 
longer work as incessantly as he did in former 
years, yet he still maintains a general supervision 
of his interests and keeps his land under good 
cultivation and his buildings in excellent repair. 

In the county where he still resides Mr. Thrift 
was born October 11, 1836. His maternal grand- 
father, John Rabbitt, came to this country from 
England in youth and engaged in farming in 
Montgomery County, where he acquired con- 
siderable property.

Absalom Thrift, who was of Welsh descent, was 
reared in Virginia and was by occupation a far- 
mer, later a school teacher.

In early life 
he was a Methodist, but later became connected 
with the Catholic Church. By his marriage to 
Ellen, daughter of John Rabbitt, three sons and 
three daughters were born, of whom four are 
living: Elizabeth Jane, who married Washing- 
ton Case and makes her home near Potomac; 
Charles Henry; Anna America, widow of Richard 
Waters, and now living near Darnestown; and 
Laura Rebecca, wife of J. Walter Carroll, living 
near Potomac. ; 

On account of trouble with his eves when a 
boy, our subject could not attend school regularly, 
nor could he pursue a systematic course of read- 
ing. His father died when he was about twenty- 
two years of age, and afterward he removed to 
Darnestown District, where he rented land for 
several years. In 1877 he purchased a farm on 
the Potomac, and later bought the land which he 
has since cultivated. In politics he is a Demo- 
crat and in religion a member of the Catholic 
Church. April 7, 1874, he married Mary Aun 
McCrossin, of Howard County. Five children 
were born of their union, ‘One of whom, Mary 
Catherine, died at the age of four years. The 
others are: Mary Ellen, Agnes Eugenia, Sylves- 
ter Grifin and Charles Mackin. 
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ORACE WATERS is one of the most suc- 
cessful farmers of Montgomery County. He 
was born May 25, 1823, on the farm in 

Clarksburg District where he still resides, and 
is a son of Horace and Charity (Boyd) Waters. 
His grandfather, William Waters, came to this 
county from Prince George County, and took up 
a tract of seven hundred acres, which he devoted 
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to the raising of tobacco. He had two sons, 
Nathaniel and Horace, the latter of whom re- 
ceived an excellent education and became an 
agriculturist, successfully carrying on the culti- 
vation of his farm until his death, which occurred 
in the prime of manhood. By his marriage to 
Miss Boyd, of Richmond, Va., he had three chil- 
dren: Franklin, deceased, formerly a physician 
near Darnestown; Horace; and Mary Elizabeth, 
Mrs. John H. Hilleary, of Frederick County, de- 
ceased. 

In the public schools and the academy at 
Rockville the subject of this sketch received a 
practical education. On completing his studies 
he began the management of the home place, 
which he conducted for his mother until he at- 
tained his maturity. He then worked the farm 
on shares until he acquired it by purchase from 
the other heirs. He has carried on general 
farming and stock-raising, and has also engaged 
extensively in the dairy business, shipping about 
fiity gallons of milk a day. By purchase at dif- 
furent times he has added to the estate until he 
now has seven hundred acres under an excellent 
state of cultivation. A large portion of the place 
he has cleared through his own efforts, and has 
made it fertile by putting thirty thousand bushels 
ot lime on it. 

Politically Mr. Waters has always had the 
welfare of the Democratic party at heart and has 
worked in its interests. His time has been so 
engrossed with personal matters that he has had 
no time for public office, even had he the desire 
to occupy positions of responsibility in the gift of 
his fellow-citizens. She only office he has held 
Was that of county commissioner, which he filled 
for one term, and then declined to run again. 
When twenty-seven years of age he married 
Mary Jane, daughter of Remus Dorsey. Three 
children blessed their union, the youngest of 
Whom died in infancy. The son, Horace D., is 
a merchant in Old Germantown, and the daugh- 
ter, Nettie, is the wife of Dr. E. C. Etchison, of 
Gaithersburg. The second marriage of Mr. 
Waters united him with Mary, daughter of Perry 
Etchison. Six sons were born of their union, 
namely: Perry E., who is engaged in the mer- 
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cantile business at Germantown Station; Bowie 
Franklin, an attorney at Rockville; William A., 
who is a farmer in Clarksburg District; Clinton 
C., deceased; Julian B., who assists his father on 
the home farm; and Eugene H. 

Since the ineorperation of the Montgomery 
County National Bank at Rockville, Mr. Waters 
has been one of its directors. He is well-to-do 
financially, having by his sound judgment and 
perseverance accumulated a competence. In his 
dealings with ali he is honest and upright. In 
his declining days he may have the satisfaction 
of knowing that he has wronged no man and 
that he has the respect and esteem of ail who 


know hin. 


APT. ROSS R. SANNER, principal of the 
public schools of Oakland, Garrett County, 
is a gentleman of wide experience in educa- 

tional work, as he has devoted his life to this 
field of endeavor, and has met with unqualified 
success Curing the thirty-four years of his active 
career in this direction. He is a patriot and 
loyal citizen before everything, and during the 
late war offered his life and services to his be- 
loved land, enlisting in the defense of the dear 
old stars and stripes when they were in peril. 
In times of peace as well as of war he has stood 
by the dest principles of government, and his in- 
fluence over the minds of his pupils and those 
coming within his sphere has always been exerted 
for good. 

The paternal grandfather of the captain was a 
native of Somerset County, Pa., amd was en- 
gaged there in agricultural pursuits. His par- 
ents were Germans by birth, and upon coming to 
America, took up their permanent abode in Som- 
erset County. This was prior to the war of the 
Revolution, and several generations of their de- 
scendants have since lived in the locality in which 
they originally settled. The parents of our sub- 
ject were Lewis F. and Sarah (King) Sanner, 
the latter a daughter of John King. Lewis F. 
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was a life-long resident of Somerset County, and 
was numbered among her representative farmers 
and business men. He was very successful in 
his various undertakings ‘and possessed the 
respect of all with whom he had dealings. He 
died when nearly the age which the psalmist al- 
lotted to mankind in general, as he was approach- 
ing his seventieth birthday anniversary. His 
family comprised the following children: William 
H.; Ross R.; Katie, wife of Joseph Hyatt; Asby 
J.; Ryan and Mrs. Jennie Grimes. The mother 
is still living in her old home in the Keystone 
state, and has reached the advanced age of 
eighty-three years. 

Captain Sanner was born in Somerset County, 
Pa., in 1843, and his boyhood was not unlike 
that of the other farmer lads of his day. He 
gave what assistance he could to his father in the 
general work of the homestead, and for a portion 
of each year was a pupil in the public schoois of 
the district. Later .he attended~ the county 
normal. About this time the war of the Rebel- 
lion broke out and the young man, then but eight- 
een years old, was enthusiastic in his desire to 
enlist in the Union army. In October, 1861, he 
became a private in Company H, Eighty-fifth 
Pennsylvania Infantry, and during the Peninsu- 
lar Campaign, in which he was soon engaged, he 
was repeatedly promoted for gallantry and devo- 
tion to duty. First made second sergeant, he 
then became second lieutenant, then first lieuten- 
ant and in 1863 captain of his company. He par- 
ticipated in the seven days’ campaign under Mc- 
Clellan, was active in the siege of Charleston, 
S. C., and Petersburg. At Morris Island he:was 
wounded and was in the hospital for two months; 
again, at Beaufort, in front of Petersburg, he 
was injured, and on account of this was honora- 
bly discharged, September 27, 1864. 

After he had recovered something of his ac- 
customed health Captain Sanner returned to his 
interrupted task of obtaining a thorough educa- 
tion, He took a course of instruction in the Iron 
City Business College, after which he attended 
Mount Union College, in Mount Union, Ohio. 
In 1866 he commenced his active work as a 
teacher, and for many years has held very re- 


sponsible positions as principal of schools in Som- 
erset, Confluence and Union, Pa., in Cumberland 
and Frostburg, Md. In 1897 he was urged to 
accept the position of principal of the Garrett 
County Normal, and in 1898 was elected by the 
board of education to the principalship of the 
public schools of Oakland. Politically he is a 
Republican. 

In 1866 Captain Sanner married Miss Alice C. 
Fuller. Seven of the eight children who blessed 
their union are still living and are named as fol- 
lows: J. Howard; Maud S., wife of Lucius C. 
Thompson; Oscar W.; Norman R.; Lloyd F.; 
Ethel P. and Walter R. The captain is one of 
the leading members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and for some time has been superintend- 
ent of the Sunday-school. His wife and family 
also attend the church and are interested work- 
ers in its various departments of activity. 











OHN E. WEST, a prominent citizen ot 
Bethesda, Montgomery County, was born in 
this county in 1836. He is a member of one 

of the oldest families of western Maryland, a 
family that has been identified with local agri- 
cultural interests and has ever been characterized 
by integrity and uprightness. His grandfather, 
Norman West, was a native of this county and 
followed farming here, as did also the father, 
Tilghman West, who was born in this county 
and died here prior to the war. In_ politics he 
always voted the Democratic ticket. 

The marriage of Tilghman West united him 
with Miss Mary Harper, daughter of John Har- 
per, who was a native of this county and engaged , 
in farm pursuits here. They became the parents 
of two sons and three daughters, namely: John 
E., of this sketch; Amos, who is a farmer and 
cultivates the old homestead; Elizabeth, who 
married Judson G. Fields, of this county; Eliza, 
widow of Gary Fisher; and Sarah V., who ts the 
wife of George McCormick. 

The boyhood days of our subject were un- 
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eventfully passed on the home farm, and in at- 
tendance upon the district schools of the neigh- 
torhood. He has been twice married. In 1360 
he was united in marriage with Miss Eliza Bur- 
nett, by whom he had one daughter, Eliza, now 
the wife of Elvin Hisey, and living in Ohio. In 
January, 1893, he married Miss Ella Kidwell, 
daughter of George Kidwell, of Washington, 
and a lady whose education and character fit her 
for the best society of the community. 

In political affiliations Mr. West is a stanch 
Democrat. From 1886 to 1892 he served as tax 
collector, and in 1896 he was appointed assessor- 
at-large by Governor Lowndes. In 1892 hecame 
to Bethesda, where he built his present residence, 
a comfortable home, situated near the cer line 
leading to Washington, D. C. 


OHN W. STONEBRAKER. In reviewing 

the history of any community there are 

always a few names that stand out pre-emi- 
nently among others because those who bear 
them are men of superior ability, sound judg- 
ment and philanthropic spirit. Such names and 
such men add to the prosperity of a place, elevat- 
ing its moral tone and increasing its commercial 
importance. Their wealth, put into circulation 
in the home neighborhood, becomes a factor in 
the prosperity of every citizen. Their probity 
and intelligence are a power which cannot be 
lightly estimated. 

As that of a man who has risen from a humble 
position to one of importance and influence, the 
life of John W. Stonebraker is well worthy of 
emulation by the youth of the rising generation. 
He is one of the representative citizens of Hagers- 
town, and has been identified with the history of 
this locality throughout his entire life. He there- 
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fore feels ait interest in the community that a 
stranger could net have. Its prosperity is one of 
the chief objects of his existence, and to its prog- 
ress he uas largely contributed. 

We need but to mention some of the business 
connections of Mr. Stonebraker to show his close 
connection with the interests of his town and 
county. He is the owner and proprietor of the 
Antietam Paper Mill Company, one of the large 
and itaportant concerns of this place. In addi- 
tion, he holds the position of president of the 
Windsor Knitting Mills, of Hagerstown, another 
important industry, and one whose success has 
been secured through his energetic efforts. He 
has large farming interests and is proprietor of 
the large flour mills owned by the Antietam 
Milling Company. He took an active part in the 
organization of the Middle States Buiiding and 
Loar Association, of Hagerstown, with the sub- 
sequent history of which he has been intimately 
identified. For a number of years he has served 
as president of the Tri-States Agricultural Fair 
Association, whose annual fairs have been held 
in Hagerstown and have drawn large crowds 
from adjoining towns. 

Born September 28, 1828, near Funkstown, 
Washington County, Mr. Stonebraker has passed 
his entire life either in or near Hagerstown. He 
is a son of Gerard and Catherine Stonebraker, 
natives of Maryland. In bovhood he attended 
the public schoois of his district, where he was 
given fair educational privileges. 

In politics a Republican, Mr. Stonebraker has 
borne an active part in the political history of his 
town. His fitness for ofhce has been recognized 
by his appointment or election to numerous posts 
of trustand responsibility. In 1884 he was re- 
elected county commissioner, making his fourth 
term in the office. Under the administration of 
Governor Brown he was first appointed county 
school commissioner,-an office which he still fills 
with efficiency. In religious belief he and his 
family are connected with the Presbyterian 
Church, and here, as in other organizations, he 
has been called to responsible duties, being presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the church. 
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OHN T. EDWARDS, of Cumberland, is a 

descendant of Welsh and English ancestors, 

who were represented among the earliest 
settlers of America. It is known that Robert 
Edwards, along with Hayden Edwards and 
another brother whose name cannot be learned, 
caine to this country from Wales prior to 1740. 
Hayden settled in Virginia, the other brother 
settled in Connecticut, Robert remained in New 
York and became a real-estate owner and pur- 
chased the property in New York City which 
now forms the basis of the great Edwards’ estate, 
which lays claim to the title of sixty acres in 
New York City, embracing a section lying on 
Broadway and Wall street and including the land 
on which stands the Trinity Church property. 
The estate also claims title to all that land on 
which the city of Troy, N. Y., stands. Robert 
was a bachelor and is supposed to have been 
killed in the war for independence; Hayden Ed- 
wards had a family, and one of his sons, Benja- 
min, went to Mongomery County, Md.,where he 
founded the family of which our subject is a lineal 
descendant. 

Emory Edwards, the grandfather of our sub- 
ject, was a planter in Kent County and owned 
a large number of slaves. During the War 
of 1812 he organized a company and as its 
captain was actively engaged in fighting the 
British. He was identified with the Demo- 
cratic party and bore an important part in the 
political problems of his day. In religious 
belief he was an Episcopalian. He married a 
Miss Comegys and of their children, Benjamin 
R., father of our subject, was the third eldest 
son. ' 

Born in Kent County on July 31, 1817, Ben- 
jamin R. Edwards received his early education 
at Chestertown and later was a pupil in an acad- 
emy. When nearly twenty years of age he came 
to Cumberland and embarked in business with 
his cousin, John T. Edwards (one of Allegany 
County’s foremost and most influential citizens). 
Mr. Edwards was early identified with mercantile 
life and was engaged in the commission and for- 
warding business. Healso helped to construct 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, having contracts 
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for masonry, for which this waterway is so noted. 
Later on he kept a hotel in Frostburg, where his 
hostelry was frequently the home of many noted 
men of the day, who had to reach Washington 
by the old National pike. This fact gave him 
the friendship and acquaintance of scores of the 
brightest public men of those days. In 1854 he 
was appointed superintendent of the National 
pike, a position of prominence in those days and 
which he held for four years. In later years he be- 
came a farmer, moving to his farm above Grants- 
ville, in Garrett County, and during the war of 
the Rebellion lived ona fine farm on the Potomac 
River, about nine miles above Cumberland. In 
1872 he moved to Cumberland and associated 
himself with his son-in-law, E. J. Russell, and 
formed the firm of FE. J. Russell & Co., exten- 
sive carriage manufacturers, and carried on the 
business for some years after the demise of his 
son-in-law, Mr. Russell. Retiring from business 
he was appointed trustee of the Dilley estate, 
which he handled with great executive ability 
until his death, on May 7, 1889. He was a firm 
friend of the public schools, believing that every 
child should have an opportunity to obtain a 
good education. For fifteen years, and until 
his death, he was chairman of the board of 
public school trustees for the city of Cumberland, 
in which capacity he was an active factor in pro- 
moting local educational interests. He also took 
a prominent part in all matters looking to the ad- 
vancement of the section of the state in which he 
lived, and was identified with many public and 
private enterprises. In politics he was an ardent 


. Democrat and an active worker and counselor in 


conventions of his party, but of retiring dis- 
position. He never sought office at the hands of 
his party, but was once nominated for registrar of 
wills; owing to the large minority of his party 
he was defeated by John Rhind, the candidate 
of the Republican party, but succeeded in polling 
the largest vote of any candidate on his ticket in 
the county. In early life he was actively iden- 
tified with the Masons and Odd Fellows, but in 
late years did not keep up his membership in 
these organizations, Of a deeply religious na- 
ture, he lived a conscientious Christian life and

did all in his power to advance the kingdom of 
Christ upon earth. During his long life he main- 
tained his integrity, and built for himself a char- 
acter for truth, justice and righteousness. A\l- 
ways of a genial disposition and beloved for his 
many sterling qualities of heart and hand, when 
he approached the evening of his existence he 
could truthfully say that he had done his duty as 
best he could toward God and preserved his faith 
in Him to be his staff in the final journey. With 
nothing to cause him remorse for the past and 
nothing to give him fear for the future, he passed 
from this world to the next on May 7, 1889, 
leaving to his children a legacy of love and a 
respected name. 

The marriage of Benjamin R. Edwards united 
him with Margaret Dilley, daughter of Joseph 
Dilley, a wealthy and extensive real estate owner 
residing in Allegany County. The marriage took 
place in the year 1840. They had ten children, 
of whom five are now living. They are: Mary 
Ilizabeth, widow of EF. J. Russell, who founded 
the carriage manufacturing firm of E. J. Russell 
& Co.; Emory J., who married Mary, daughter 
of ex-Mayor James B. Walton; Benjamin Owen, 
who married Emma Dawson; John T., who lives 
in Cumberland; and Annie Lee, wife of Prof. 
Benjamin W. Mitchell, of Philadelphia, Pa. The 
mother of this family died on May 20, 1885, in 
her sixty-sixth year. The subject of this sketch 
was born in the house of the superintendent of 
the National pike, above Frostburg, August 11, 
1857. He gained an academic education in Alle- 
gany County and took a preparatory course for 
Princeton College, but before attaining his ma- 
jority accepted a position with the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Canal Company. Later he became collector 
of the canal and superintendent of the basin 
Wharf at Cumberland. For eleven years he re- 
mained an employe of the company and also ship- 
ping agent of the West Virginia Central Railroad 
for their coal shipments by canal, severing his 
connection with the canal after the great flood in 
May, 1889, which washed away the bed of the 
canal, After this he accepted a position in the 
First National Bank of Piedmont, W. Va., and 
after a year’s service there was tendered the posi- 


tion of cashier, which he declined, and became 
supreme secretary of a national {nsurance com- 
pany, chartered in West Virginia, with head 
offices in Piedmont, W. Va. His marriage tock 
piace on November 8, 1888, and united him 
with Eife M., daughter of Jacob S. Jamesson, 
president of the First National Bank of Piedmont, 
W.Va. They became the parents of two chil- 
drea, Elizabeth Jarmesson and Louise Estelle, born 
December 1, 1889, and January 19, I8gr, re- 
spectively. Mr. aud Mrs. Edwards resided in 
Cumberland, at Mr. Edwards’ homestead, Maple 
Arch. Owing to the illness of Mrs. Edwards our 
subject was not engaged permanently in any busi- 
ness for some time, but travelled in the hope that 
his wife’s health might be benefited. With his 
famtiy he spent ten months at Pasadena, Southern 
Catifurnia, in the years of 1894-95, but returned 
te Western Port, Md., in June, 1895, where Mrs. 
Edwards died August 24, 1895. In the fall 
of 1895 our subject opened up the Central coal 
yard, in Cumberland, as manager for the Davis 
Coal and Coke Company, and built up a good busi- 
ness for the company anda reputation for himself. 
In May, 1898, he accepted the pesition of man- 
ager of the Washington office, and coal yard of the 
Davis Coal and Coke Company, but still claims 
residence in Cumberland, where his family reside. 

Poiitically Mr. Edwards has been a life-long 
Democrat and took an active part in the affairs 
of his party, and always had a strong personal 
following. He never aspired to office, but was 
once the candidate of his party for city clerk: In 
his younger days he often represented his county 
in conventions, and wielded an influence in 
naming candidates, but of late years has turned 
his attention exclusively to business, and has 
been successful in providing a substantial com- 
petence. Mr. Edwards takes an active interest 
in affairs of his city and county, and is a mem- 
ber of the board of trade of his city. He is 
identified with the Ancient Essenic Order of 
Cumberland, in which he held the office of secre- 
tary. In religious connections he is a member 
of the Presbyterian Church. He is ayoung man 
of fine character, of whom all speak well, and 
who has many friends among the people of his 
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city and county, and is esteemed for his hospi- 
table manners and genial disposition, as well as 
business qualifications. 





OHN E. WILLSON, who is an agriculturist 
of Rockville District, Montgomery County, 
is a native of this district and was born May 

19, 1833, on a farm adjoining his present place 
of residence. The family is of English descent, 
but has been identified with the history of Amer- 
ica since a period prior to the Revolution. The 
early home of the family was in Charles County. 
Our subject’s great-grandfather, Joseph Willson, 
(son of John Willson, who died in Charles 
County in 1750) came to Montgomery County 
when it was a part of Frederick County, and 
our subject has in his possession a survey made 
for this ancestor in 1764. Buying a tract of 
about two thousand acres, he gave his attention 
to its cultivation and improvement, and there 
spent his remaining years. His son, William, 
was a large tobacco raiser, and shipped the 
greater part of his crops to England. His chil- 
dren were: Martha, William, Samuel (our sub- 
ject’s father), John, Susannah, Margaret, Char- 
ity and Martha. 

On the old family homestead occurred the 
birth of Samuel Willson, and there he spent his 
life, attending to the cultivation of the estate. 
Politically he was an old-line Whig. He was an 


~ ardent supporter of the Methodist Church, to 


which he gave of his time and means. He as- 
sisted in erecting the old Methodist edifice now 
occupied by the colored people in Rockville. 
Religious work was his delight, and through his 
kindness of heart and generosity of disposition 
he was enabled to assist many of the poor and 
needy. By his marriage to Margaret Shull, of 
Clarksburg, four children were born, namely: 
Catherine, who died in girlhood; Mary, who 
married Charles Slemmer and resides in Norris- 
town, Pa.; Samuel, deceased; and John E., of 
this sketch. 


After completing the studies of the Rockville 
Academy, our subject took up work on his part 
of the old home place where he now resides. 
When he was eighteen months old his father 
died, and when he attained his majority the es- 
tate was divided, his brother Samuel falling 
heir to the old home place, while he took this 
part. He erected the buildings here and has 
made allof the improvements. Desiring to build 
his house back from the road, he selected a suit- 
able site and planted a large number of fine shade 
trees, which now make his yard a beautiful one. 
To the original tract he has added until he now 
has three hundred and sixty acres. In addition 
to raising general farm products, he gives some 
attention to stock-raising and has fine stock, 
sheep, cattle and horses. He has conducted his 
farm on business principles and has had success 
in his undertakings. In politics he was first a 
Whig and later a Democrat. Although often 
solicited to become a candidate for office he has 
uniformly declined, having no taste for politics 
and also having enough to engross his attention 
on his farm. In the Methodist Church he has 
been a steward for more than twenty years and 
for a long time was a teacher in the Sunday- 
school, but his increasing deafness caused him to 
give up much of his work in the church and 
Sunday-school. 

October 19, 1865, Mr. Willson married Ella, 
daughter of J. C. Gilpin, a farmer of Sandy 
Spring, who for a time worked in theeustom 
house in Baltimore and was also connected with 
an Indian agency. Mrs. Willson is a. member of 
an old English family that traced its ancestry to 
Richard de Gylpyn, who was granted the manor 
of Kentmere in the time of King John. Her fa- 
ther was a son of Bernard Gilpin, who had the 
old family name of Bernard, after Bernard, the 
‘‘Apostle of the North,’’ 1517-1583. The first 
of the name in this country was Joseph, of Dor- 
chester, county of Oxford, England, who settled 
in Chester County, Pa., in the year 1696. Mrs. 
Willson has a picture of Scaleby castle in the 
county of Cumberland, England, which is yet 
in possession of one of the members of the fam- 
ily. Mr. and Mrs. Willson are the parents of 
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the following-named children: Margaret, who 
married Irving Underhill and lives near her par- 
ents; Gilpin, who married Annie B. Liggett and 
is a druggist in Staunton, Va.; Percy H., who 
married Hattie A. Waters and follows the drug 
business in Staunton; Sallie, the wife of Hervey 
Brown, a bookkeeper in Wilkesborough, Wilkes 
County, N. C.; Samuel J., who is with his oider 
brothers in Staunton; and Barrett P., who is at- 
tending school in Washington. Appreciating 
the advantages to be derived from a gocd educa- 
tion, Mr. Willson has given all his children ex- 
cellent opportunities, and all but one were sent 
away to school or college. 
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ASIL B. CRAWFORD, M. D., is one of the 
oldest physicians engaged in active practice 
in Montgomery County, in years of actual 

professional work, as forty-seven summers and 
winters have come and gone since he first opened 
an office at Laytonsville. Few practitioners are 
better known or more favorably esteemed in a com- 
munity than he, and his labors have not been 
confined to this district, for he has often been 
called into consultation with his brothers in the 
profession in adjoining counties, and in former 
years, especially, his services were called for, 
from far and near. Forty-two years ago he 
erected the comfortable house which has since 
sheltered him and his, and in 1872 he remodeled 
it. 

Born August 3, 1832, the doctor is a son of 
Basil and Arabella (Cross) Crawford. The 
mother was a sister of three illustrious men: 
Col. Trueman Cross, of the United States army, 
killed just previous to the battle of Palo Alto, inthe 
Mexican war; Gen. Osborne Cross, also of the 
government forces, and Capt. Joseph Cross, of the 
navy department. The first two were graduates of 
West Point. The last-mentioned was voted a 
magnificent sword (by the state of Maryland) for 
gallantand meritorious service and it is now owned 
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by his daughter, Elizabeth Cross, of Baltimore, 
who has deposited it in the hands of John Latrobe, 
presidezt ot the Maryland Historical Society. 
Basii and Arabella Crawford were both natives 
of Prince George County, Md., and later lived 
in Heward County. The father was a successful 
farmer, and his property was situated at Elk 
Ridge. Of his family two died in childhood; 
Marv, deceased, was the wife of W. W. Welling, 
of Howard County; Sophia married Upton 
Dorsey; Elizabetn was Mrs. Thaddeus S. Clark; 
Letitia OQ. was the wife of James Morris, of How- 
ard County; Frances Maria is Mrs. John H. 
Windsor, of Montgomery County; William H. 
married Hiizabeth, daughter of Nicholas Hardy, 
a farmer of Howard County; and Samuel C. 
trarried his cousin, Maria Cross. 

Dr. Crawford was born on the old home place 
at Etk Ridge, Howard County, subsequent to the 
death of his father, and there passed his boyhood. 
He received a good education in the public and 
private schools and when he was in his sixteenth 
year he entered the office of Dr. William W. 
Watkins, an old friend and neighbor of the fami- 
ly. After finishing his preliminary studies he 
entered the medical department of the University 
of Maryland, and was graduated March 1, 1851, 
with the degree of M. D. He was only eighteen 
and a-half years of age when he established an 
office and began practicing in Laytonsville and vi- 
cinity, and here nearly a half-century of earnest 
labor on behalf of humanity has been spent by 
him. For forty-two years he has been affiliated 
with the Democratic party, but has never been a 
politician in the ordinary sense of the term. 
Among the practitioners of this county he ranks 
with the first and is well and favorably known 
throughout the western section of the state. 

November, 26, 1856, the doctor married Jemi- 
ma E., daughter of Lebbeus and Mary (Grif- 
fith) Griffith, who were cousins. Of the eleven 
children born to the doctor and wife but two are 
living. Mary Arabella first married Thomas O. 
Banks and after his death she became the wife of 
his brother, William O., of Howard County. 
Anna Blanche is the wife of John M. S. Bowie, 
of Washington, D.C. Howell G. died when in 
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his twenty-sixth year. Varina, born June 11, 
1860, lived to be three years of age and died 
September 16, 1863. 


OHN W. BROWN resides upon a farm ad- 
joining the village of Barnesville, Montgom- 
ery County. In his place there were, at the 

time of purchase, seventy-seven acres, for which 
he paid $200 in cash, assuming an indebtedness 
for the balance. Since then he has paid off the 
debt and added one hundred acres to the farm, 
which is under a good state of cultivation. While 
he rents the lands, he has maintained its personal 
supervision, and has engaged in raising stock 
and general farm produce. 

In the village of Clarksburg, Montgomery 
County, Mr. Brown was born November 28, 
1826, a son of Hatton and Deborah (Shanks) 
Brown. His father, who was born in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., January 28, 1801, spent his entire life 
in this county, first as a farmer, later as a shoe- 
maker. He died in Barnesville, where for many 
years he had resided, December 28, 1870. Four 
sons and one daughter comprised his family: John 
W., of this sketch; Albertius E., who engaged 
in mercantile pursuits in Baltimore until his 
death, January 26, 1897; Alexander M., who 
died in early manhood; Sarah E., who died at 
the age of sixteen years; and Edward H., who 
resides in Georgetown, D. C., and is engaged in 
the mercantile business. The grandfather of 
this family, Robert Brown, M. D., was born in 
the city of Philadelphia, was a surgeon and 
served as a member of the medical force during 
the war with England, soon after which he lo- 
cated in Clarksburg, and there spent his remain- 
ing years. Deborah Shanks was a daughter of 
Edward Shanks, of Georgetown, and a grand- 
daughter, dn her mother’s side, of Dr. Richard 
Waters, a surgeon in the Warof 1812. She was 
born in Georgetown in 1798 and died in Mont- 
gomery County, January 15, 1865. 

When a boy our subject learned the shoe- 


maker’s trade. November 25, 1852, he married 
Mary E. Shaw, daughter of William and Eliza- 
beth (Fish) Shaw, all of Clarksburg District, the 
father being an exemplary citizen and successful 
farmer, who died in 1881. After his marriage 
Mr. Brown settled on his present farm, adjoining 
Barnesville. He and his wife had two children: 
William C. and Sarah E. The son married 
Mary G. Darby, daughter of John W. Darby of 
G., and afterward carried on farm pursuits, culti- 
vating land that adjoined his father’s place; 
there he died January 30, 1894, leaving a wife 
and four children, who continue to reside on the 
same farm. The daughter resides with her 
parents. 

In politics Mr. Brown was first a Whig, later a 
Republican. In the census of 1890 he acted as 
assistant enumerator, and in 1896 served as 
assistant assessor-at-largeof the county. In 1894 
he was the Republican nominee for commissioner, 
but the usual’ Democratic majority prevailed. 
For twenty years he has served as a steward of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church at Barnesville. 
He is connected with the Barnesville Grange. 
For more than thirty years he has been a mem- 
ber of the Masonic fraternity, having formerly 
been connected with Mizpah Lodge No. 143, at 
Rockville, and when it was dissolved he became 
a charter member of Pentalpha Lodge No. 194 
at Gaithersburg.

OL. GEORGE A. PEARRKE, the able state’s 
attorney of Cumberland, ranks high among 
the members of the legal profession of west- 

ern Maryland and possesses the esteem of the 
bench and bar. Hestands equally high as acam- 
paign speaker, being an-orator of no small talent, 
and his services have frequently been in demand 
not only in this state, but in West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. He has twice been a candidate for 
the congressional nomination on the Republican 
ticket, and after very heated campaigns was de- 
feated by his opponent, Hon. George I. Welling- 
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ton, whose majority, however, was small. In No- 
vember, 1895, he was elected state’s attorney for 
thus county fora four years’ term, his majority be- 
ing fourteen hundred votes. He is well qualified to 
hold this position and is meeting the demands 
upon him in a manner that has won for him the 
full commendation of all who are, in any wise, 
concerned in the adniinistration of law and just- 
ice. 

The birth of George A. Pearre occurred July 
16, 1860, in Cumberland, his parents being Hon. 
George A. and Mary (Worthington) Pearre. 
The father was one of the leading members of 
the Maryland bar for a long period and served 
with distinction in the capacity of judge of the 
fourth judicial circuit. He was a polished scholar 
as well as an able lawyer. The mother came 
from one of the old and honored families of this 
state. The junior Pearre gained his higher edu- 
cation in the old Allegany County Academy, 
St. James’ College, the University of West Vir- 
ginia and Princeton College. He graduated in 
1880. Having determined to follow his father’s 
example in the matter of a vocation in life, he 
entered his senior’s office, and after pursuing 
legal studies there for a time he matriculated 
in the law department ofthe University of Mary- 
land, and was admitted to the bar subsequent to 
an examination held before the supreme bench of 
Baltimore, in May, 1882. 

The initial practice of the colonel was begun 
in this, his native city, which has since been the 
Witness of his success. From the time that he 


reached his majority he has taken an active in- 
_terest in political affairs, and has attended con- 


ventions of his party in his home district, county 
and state. In November, 1889, he was elected 
to the Maryland senate from Allegany County 
by a good majority and served in the sessions of 
1890-92. He was very aggressive in the advocacy 
of the (then) new Australian ballot law, the mat- 
ter of the maintenance of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canalas a waterway; the reassessment of the 
property of the state, with the feature of annual 
listing and many other important measures havy- 
ing for their aim the benefit of the people of 
Maryland. Asa lawyer, politician and private 


citizen, Colonel Pearre is fully awake to the re- 
sponsibilities which rest upon him, and endeavors 
to do his duty by others to the utmost extent of 
his ability. 

For several years the colonel was connected 
with the Maryland National Guard, rising from 
the ranks to the position of lieutenant-colonel of 
the Second Battalion. In that capacity he took 
his command to Camp Jackson, at Frederick, and 
Camp Douglas, at Loreley. In contests of skill 
his men ranked among the best in the state, and 
were first in the matter of marksmanship, above 
all other military organizations of Maryland. On 
account of the increasing duties of his profession 
the colonel was reluctantly obliged to resign his 
place and retire from the service December 21, 
1891.

ICHARD THOMAS GOTT, M. D. The 
Gott family was established in this country 
in an early day, its first representatives here 

coming from Scotland and settling in Ann Arun- 
del County, Md. In 1792 a brother and sister, 
Richard and Mary, came to Montgomery County. 
The latter married Charles Spencer and migrated 
to Kentucky. The former, prior to coming here, 
had married Ellen Norris, by whom he had five 
children: John, Elizabeth, Richard, Eleanor 
and Sybella. John went to Kentucky, Elizabeth 
married Thomas Allnutt; Eleanor became the 
wife of William Harris, whom she accompanied 
to Missouri, they running away from home on 
account of the opposition of her parents to the 
marriage. Some years later her father, hearing 
of her death in Missouri, rode there on horseback 
and found that she had left two children, a son 
and daughter, the latter only three years of age. 
This child he brought back to Maryland with 
him, riding the entire distance on horseback, and 
ever afterward cared for her as for his own chil- 
dren. She married William Fisher, of Mont- 
gomery County, and they had one daughter, 
Sarah A., wife of Thomas H. Poole, of Pooles- 
ville. 
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The younger son, Richard, the doctor’s grand- 
father, was bornin Anne Arundel County, March 
25, 1776, and in 1792 accompanied his father, 
Richard, to Montgomery County. In the War of 
1812 he served asa lieutenant. He was a far- 
mer and extensive land owner, His first wife 
was Sarah Collinson, and after her death he mar- 
ried the widow of Captain Mackenzie, U.S. N. 
He died in December, 1858. Bett 

The children by his first wife were as follows: 
John Collinson, born February 14, 1803, who 
served as commissioner and also represented his 
county in ‘the legislature; Mary Collinson, born 
June 14, 1804, who married Joseph C. White, of 
Montgomery County; Susannah, born November 
9, 1805, who married Benjamin White, a brother 
of her sister’s husband and settled in Missouri; 
Richard, born October 24, 1807, who married 
Mary Elizabeth, daughter of John A. Trundle; 
Edward Collinson, born March 5, 1809, who 
married Rosetta, daughter of Pierre A. T. Bouic, 
of D’Ocqueville, France; Elizabeth Anne, born 
May 16, 1810; Elinor, born September 10, 1811; 
Jane, born February 26, 1813; Benjamin Collin- 
son, born May 28, 1814, first married Susan E., 
daughter of George Darby, and for his second 
wife chose M. Rebecca, daughter of William 
Cecil; William Collinson, born February 10, 
1816, the only one of the sons who chose an- 
other occupation than farming; Thomas Norris, 
born April 1, 1818, who married Elinor White, 
daughter of Capt. William Chiswell; Sarah 
Ellen, born July 29, 1821; and Nathan White, 
born March 20, 1824. 

The subject of this sketch was reared on the 
old home farm adjoining Poolesville and received 
his early education in the local schools. At the 
age of nineteen he entered Columbia College of 
Washington, where he was a student for two 
years. For one year he read medicine in the 
office of Dr. A. R. Mott, of Leesburg, after 
which he completed his studies in the medical 
department of the University of Maryland at 
Baltimore, taking his degree there. From that 
time until 1874 he practiced in Poolesville, after 
which he residedin Eutaw, Greene County, Ala., 
until 1879 and then returned to his former field 


of work, where he has since carried on a general 
practice, extending into the country surrounding 
the village. 

November 12, 1873, Dr. Gott married Alice, 
daughter of Thomas and Evaline W. (Hyde) 
Poole. She was born June 29, 1846, and is a 
member of an old family of Georgetown. In 
religion the doctor ts connected with St. Peter’s 
of Poolesville, one of the oldest parishes in the 
state. In politics he has always been a Demo- 
crat. Fraternally he is identified with the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd Feilows, being a charter 
member of the local lodge, in which he has filled 
all of the chairs. 


OSEPH,.. H..STONESTREET , “M.D.,' of 
Barnesville, was born in Charles County, 
Md., May 17, 1862, a son of Benjamin G. 

and Mary E. (Sellman) Stonestreet, natives re- 
spectively of Charles and Anne Arundel Coun- 
ties. His father has for eighteen years served as 
clerk of the circuit court of Charles County, and 
is now an incumbent of that position. He was 
admitted to the bar, but has never practiced, al- 
though his knowledge of the law has been of 
great assistance to him in his work. In his fam- 
ily were the following-named children: Richard 
S., who was for years connected with the clerk's 
office of Charles County and died in 1885; Jen- 
nie F., deceased wife of William. Fowke, for- 
merly of Charles, now of Baltimore County; Nel- 
lie, deceased; Joseph H., and Julia, widow of 
Walter M. Muschette, formerly an attorney of 
Charles County. The grandfather of this fam- 
ily was Nicholas Stonestreet, a prominent law- 
yer of Charles County, who married a sister of 
Benjamin G. Harris. ~ 

At the age of sixteen, after having completed 
the studies of the common schools, our subject 
entered the Agricultural College of Maryland, 
from which he graduated in 1882 with the degree 
of A. B. Inthe fall of the same year he entered 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons in Balti- 
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more, and graduated with the class of 1885, re- 
ceiving the degreeof M. D. He began the prac- 
tice of his profession at Dagus Mines, Elk Coun- 
ty, Pa., but after less than a year there, in June, 
1836, he removed to Boyds. Three and one- 
half years were spent there, after which he lo- 
cated at Barnesville, on the death of Dr. Woods, 
and has since carried-on a general practice in both 
Montgomery and Frederick Counties. He is a 
member of the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty 
of Maryland and is recognized as one of the rising 
physicians of his locality. 

In political faith a Republican, Dr. Stonestreet 
keeps himself posted concerning allthe questions 
before the nation to-day. In local matters, too, 
he is deeply interested and every deserving en- 
terprise receives his co-operation. He inclines 
toward the Episcopal belief, having been reared 
by parents who were members of that church. 
Fraternally a Knight of Pythias, he is a charter 
member of Monocacy Lodge No. 126, of Dicker- 
son. 


ON. HATTERSLY WORTHINGTON 
TALBOTT. Among the foremost in the 
legal fraternity of western Maryland and 

numbered among the representative citizens of 
Rockville, ranks the gentleman of whom this 
sketch is penned. He is a worthy scion of a fam- 
ily lorf& resident in this state, seven or eight gen- 
erations of Talbotts having come and gone since 
the founder of the name in this fair land first 
took up his abode in Anne Arundel County, 
about 1648. 

Richard Talbott, of English birth, and a mem- 
ber of the Society of Friends, as were also sev- 
eral generations of his descendants, was the an- 
cestor referred to as the first of the family in 
Maryland, his home being on West River. Fol- 
lowing him in the line of descent to our subject, 
were Edward, Edward, Jr., Richard, John L,., 
Richard and Edward A. A peculiar fact in con- 
nection with the family is that every generation 


has had either an Edward or a Richard, generally 
both. After the Talbotts had been in America 
for some time they changed their religious faith 
and becaine Episcopalians; later some of them 
became connected with the Methodist Church. 

Born in Howard County, Md., August 26, 
1842, Hon. H.W. Talbott is a son of Edward A. 
and Mary J. (Wareham) Talbott, and grandson 
of Richard and Sarah A. (Fairall) Talbott. He 
acquired his elementary educational training in 
the schools-of his native county, chiefly at an in- 
stitution known as the Howard Latin School. 
Among his teachers there was Hon. A. Leo 
Knott, now of Baltimore. The youth was also a 
student at a private school kept by Rev. Cyrus 
Huntington, pastor of the Presbyterian Church 
in Ellicott City, Md. In 1859 Mr. Talbott en- 
tered St. John’s College, and continued there 
until May, 1861, when the war disrupted the 
school. He proceeded then to teach school, in 
the meantime reading law. 

Admitted to the bar in 1866, he shortly after- 
wards located in Rockville, where he soon won 
an enviable reputation in his profession. He has 
been actively engaged in practice here since, and 
has not only attained prominence as a lawyer, 
but has also been an important factor in politics. 
For three terms he was mayor of Rockville, and 
was elected on the Democratic ticket in 1888 
as presidential elector for the sixth congressional 
district of Maryland. For the years 1894,1895 and 
1896 he was chairman of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, and in the year 1884 was a dele- 
gate to the national convention of his party, which 
convened in Chicago and nominated Grover 
Cleveland. He was further honored by being 
elected to the Maryland Senate, and represented 
this district in the sessions of 1894-96. Since 
1881 he has been a member of the board of trus- 
tees of Rockville Academy, and for several years 
has been president of that honorable body. In 
his practice he was associated for years with 
Joseph H. Bradley and since 1893 has been a 
partner of Charles W. Prettyman, under the firm 
name of Talbott & Prettyman. He was one of 
the directors of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
from 1886 to 1890, and since its organization in 
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1884 has been a director in the Montgomery 
County National Bank of Rockville, and for the 
past three years its vice-president. 

In 1891 Mr. Talbott erected his beautiful resi- 
dence in Rockville. The lady who is the charm- 
ing mistress of this cultured and attractive home 
was formerly Miss Laura Williams Holland, a 
native of Hagerstown, Washington County, Md., 
though she has lived nearly all her life in Mont- 
gomery County. Her parents were Lieut. Zacha- 
riah and Laura W. (Williams) Holland. The 
former was a lieutenant in the navy and a partici- 
pant in the Mexican war. The marriage of Mr. 
Talbott and Miss Holland was solemnized Febru- 
ary 10,1874. They have two sons, Otho H. W., 
first lieutenant of Company K, First Regiment 
Maryland Volunteers, U. S. A., and Hattersly 
W., Jr., now taking a course in electrical engin- 
eering in Cornell University. For a quarter ofa 
century Mr. Talbott, Sr., has been a member and 
vestryman of Christ Episcopal Church of Rock- 
ville. He is a member of the Society of the War 
of 1812, his grandfather, Richard Talbott, having 
been a commissioned officer with the rank of en- 
sign in that struggle with the mother country. 
He served in the command of Capt. John W. 
Dorsey, of Caleb, in the Thirty-second Regiment 
of Maryland Infantry. 


ILLIAM B. MOBLEY is one of the lead- 
ing citizens of Laytonsville, Montgomery 
County, and one of the largest land holders 
in the county. He has taken an active part in 
public affairs and is always to be found on the 
side of advancement and progress. In 1895 he 
was appointed to serve as a member of the school 
board and for two years acted as president of the 
same. Heis one of the charter members of the 
Montgomery County National Bank of Rockville; 
is a director in the Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of this county and is also an original mem- 
ber and now a director in the Gaithersburg Mill- 
ing and Manufacturing Company. 


PORTRAIT AND BIOGRAPHICAL RECORD. 


The birth of W. B. Mobley occurred February 
28, 1843, in Clarksburg, Md., his parents being 
George W. and Mary A. (Brown) Mobley, na- 
tives of this county. The father was a merchant 
of Clarksburg for seven years, after which he re- 
moved to Laytonsville. Here he made his home 
for thirty-four years, dying in 1881, loved and re- 
spected by all who knew him. His only son is 
the subject of this article. Mary A. Mobley was 
the daughter of William Brown, and a descend- 
ant of Robert Brown, of Dumfries, Scotland, who 
was the progenitor of a number of illustrious 
Marylanders. The grandfather of our subject on 
the paternal side was Basil Mobley, who was 
born about 1786, and died in early manhood, 
leaving but one son, George W. His father, 
Archibald, was the founder of the Mobley family 
in this state, and was an extensive land owner. 

W. B. Mobley was but a child when his father 
brought the family to Laytonsville, and here he 
was reared to maturity. He was educated inthe 
local schools and Stanmore Academy at Sandy 
Springs, Francis Miller being then at the head 
of the institution. Later the young man was a 
student in the John W. Loch Academy, of Norris- 
town, Pa. In his father’s store he learned the 
principles of business, and when he was in his 
twenty-fifth year he engaged in merchandising 
at Brookeville. He built a store and for fifteen 
years was very successfully occupied in manag- 
ing the same. When his father died he sold his 
interest in the store and has since devoted his at- 
tention to the management of his large property 
interests. He owns over eight Hundred acres of 
land and has extensive investments in various 
industries in this county. His place of residence 
has been in Laytonsville for the past seventeen 
years. In politics he is affliated with the Demo- 
cratic party. For several years he has been iden- 
tified with the Episcopal Church and has been a 
member of the vestry. He has been sent as a 
delegate to numerous conventions of the church, 
and has contributed generously of his means to 
the support of the work. 

April 30, 1868, Mr. Mobley married Miss 
Louisa H. Griffith, daughter of Walter and Mary 
W. (Riggs) Griffith. They have three children, 
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family were James and Samuel Thomas. 
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namely: Walter W., who is a prosperous farmer 
af Derwood; Edith M., wife of Daniel H. Gaither, 
of Glenwood, Howard County, Md. ; and George 
\W., a student in Warfield school, at Sykesville, 
Mad. The eldest son married Bessie, daughter of 
Judge David Griffith. 
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RS. REBECCA T: VEIRS! ‘From’ the 

wnost reliable sources of information possi- 

ble, Mrs. Veirs has obtained the following 
facts regarding her ancestors. The names of 
those on her mother’s side are Thomas, Hanson, 
Contee, Alexander and Magruder, while those 
on her father’s side are Biays and Jackson. The 
Thomas family are the most ancient of these, as 
Sir Rhys. Ap. Thomas, in the reign of Henry 
VII. and Henry VIII. of England, according to 
the Welsh antiquarians and historians, had an 
extant pedigree, going back to Adam, but the 
historical part probably begins with Urien Rhe- 
ged, a British prince, living, according to the 
best authorities, in the sixth century after Christ. 
Possibly the links that connect him with Sir 
Rhys may not be all of equal certainty, but that 
the latter was descended from Urien is the uni- 
form judgment upon Welsh history and geneal- 
ogy. This information Mrs. Veirs has gained 
from the Thomas Book of Genealogies, written 
by Laurence Buckly Thomas, D. D. 

The first. settlers in this vicinity of the direct 
They 
were from Wales, and emigrated during the reign 
of Queen Anne, settling in Kent County, Md, 
The records in the family’s possession show them 
to have been men of wealth and high standing. 
Samuel died unmarried. James was twice mar- 
ried, his first wife, who was of English parentage, 
emigrating to this country with him. His sec- 
oud wife had several children, among them being 
James, who married Miss Elizabeth Bellican, 
whose ancestors were from Holland. The chil- 
dren of James and Elizabeth Thomas. were: 
Philip, William, Sarah and Rebecca. William 


is mentioned as having been a great Latin, Greek 
and Hebrew scholar. Sarah and Rebecca died 
young. 

Philip Thomas was born in Chestertown, Kent 
County, Md., June 11, 1747. He was married 
February 18, 1773, to Miss Jane Contee Hanson 
by Rev. D. M..McKenon, of the Episcopal 
Church, Frederick Town. He was one of the 
state’s most prominent citizens. He studied 
medicine under Dr. Van Dyke, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., and practiced at Frederick Town. During 
the Revolution he was chairman of the commit- 
tee of safety. He was one of the electors of 
General Washington to the first presidency, and 
was likewise the first president of the Medical 
Society of Maryland, besides filling numerous 
other positions of trust. He died April 25, 1815, 
and is buried in Frederick Town. His wife, 
Jane Contee Hanson Thomas, died June 17, 1781, 
at the age of thirty-four years. Their children 
were Catharine, Rebecca Bellican and John Han- 
son. Catharine married Dr. Ashton Alexander, 
of Baltimore, Md., and they had three children: 
Elizabeth, wife of John Marshall, eldest son of 
the late chief justice; George and Ashton. Re- 
becca Bellican married Alexander Contee Magru- 
der, of Annapolis, Md., the eminent lawyer and 
judge of the ccurt of appeals of Maryland; they 
had four children, the eldest being Philip Alex- 
ander Magruder, who died unmarried. John Han- 
son Thomas Magruder was state librarian for many 
years; he married Eliza Hoxton. Jane Cathe- 
rine Thomas Magruder married Philip Grable 
Biays, of Baltimore, and they had ten children. 
For some years they resided on their handsome 
estate, Mount Jefferson, in Baltimore County, but 
afterward, in 1833, removed to Montgomery 
County, where they purchased Springfield farm, 
three miles west cf Rockville. Rebecca Thomas 
Magruder married Maj. John B. Scott, United 
States army. They had three children: Philip 
and Frank, who died in infancy, and Fanny Ma- 
gruder, who lives unmarried in Baltimore. 

Dr. John Hanson Thomas married Miss Mary 
Isham Colston, of Virginia. Their son, John 
Hanson, Jr., married Miss Annie Campbell Gor- 


don, of Virginia They had seven children:

Basil, John, Raleigh, Dougias, Annie, Mary and 
John Marshall. Dr. John Hanson Thomas, Jr., 
was president of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank of Baltimore for thirty-four years, and 
filled many other positions of trust. His son, 
Douglas Thomas, since his father’s death has oc- 
cupied the position of president of that bank. 
The Contee silver service, bearing the manufact- 
urer’s date of 1620, is at the date of this writing 
owned by Douglas Thomas of Baltimore. The 
large punch bowl is owned by Charles S. Contee 
of Prince George County, Md. The Thomas 
silver, consisting of coffee pot, cream jug, sugar 
bowl and salvers, is owned by Dr. Philip Thomas’ 
great-grandchildren, James Philip Biays, Re- 
becca Thomas Biays Veirs and Maria Biays 
Turner. The Thomas coat-of-arms consists of 
an ‘‘arm-sable, a cheor on ermine, a canton of 
last. Crest, a demiunicorn armed and crined or 
supporting a shield of sable. Motto, Virtus in- 
victa gloriosa.’’ 

One of the Hansons, while taking a tour 
through Sweden, married a Swedish lady, who 
was closely connected by friendship, at least, 
with the royal family. She died in 1594, after 
giving birth toason. Her family assumed the 
care of the infant, who in consequence grew up 
in familiar intimacy with Gustavus Adolphus. 
Gustavus Adolphus was slain in the battle of 
Lutzen, November 16, 1632, and by his side fell 
Colonel Hanson, leaving four sons, Andrew, 
Randolph, William and John, who were taken 
under the immediate protection of the royal 
family. In 1764 Queen Christina placed them 
in the special care of Lieut.-Col. John Peintz, 
governor of New Sweden, with whom they came 
to the Delaware when a colony was formed oc- 
cupying the present state of Delaware, and 
thus it happened that the Hanson family, though 
of English origin, came to this country from 
Sweden. After the fall of the colonial govern- 
ment, several of the Swedes took refuge and set- 
tled in the neighborhood colony of Lord Balti- 
more, this in the year 1753. Among the refugees 
were the four Hansons. Samuel, son of John 
Hanson, Sr., is the father of John Hanson, Jr., 
who married Miss Jane Contee, daughter of 


Alexander Contee. He was a member of the 
house of delegates of Maryland for a number of 
years, and member of the continental congress 
1781-82, and on the 5th of November following 
was elected president, which position he filled 
with distinguished credit to himself and marked 
satisfaction to congress, receiving the thanks of 
congress for his services March 1, 1781. General 
Washington was received by congress November 
28, 1781, and was given a graceful welcome by 
President Hanson in a speech remarkable for 
dignity, modesty, heartiness and terseness. The 
speech and General Washington’s reply, together 
with sundry letters from the same, will be found 
in Sparks’ Life of Washington. 

Alexander Contee Hanson, son of John, was 
assistant private secretary to General Washing- 
ton. In 1789 he was made chancellor. The 
coat-of-arms of the Hanson family: ‘‘Azure, a 
cross battonee (or cross trizzles) or cantoned by 
four fleur de lis argent. Crest, a martlett proper. 
Motto, Sola virtus invicta.’’ 

The first Contees of whom we have ancestral 
record are Peter Contee and his wife, Catharine 
Contee, who lived in Barnstable, Devonshire, 
England. Alexander Contee, who emigrated to 
America with his uncle, John Contee, and set- 
tled in Prince George County, Md., married 
Miss Jane Brook, and they had eight children. 
Barbara, their youngest daughter, married John 
Reid Magruder. John and Barbara were the 
parents. of Judge Alexander Contee Magruder, 
consequently Judge Magruder and his wife, Re- 
becca B. Thomas, were cousins... In Alexander 
Contee’s will, dated 1730, he bequeaths a very 
extensive real and personal estate, also mourning 
rings of one guinea value, with the inscription 
‘‘Remember a Contee,’’ to Daniel Dulany and 
Edward Jennings, eminent lawyers of the pro- 
vincial bar; alsoto Philip Key, ancestor of Francis 
Scott Key, author of ‘‘The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,’’ and other intimate friends. Contee coat- 
of-arms: ‘‘Gules and azure, a chevron ermine 
between three wolves passant.’’ 

Mrs. Veirs has little information concerning 
the history of the Biays family, as the family 
Bible is in the possession of a cousin who resides 
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-. Paris. John and James Biays were ationg 
iialtimore’s oldest and most useful citizens. They 
acre shipping merchants and ran vessels between 
she United States and France. They resided on 
rell's Point, Baltimore. James married Miss 
Mary Jackson, of that city, and they had one 
wo and five daughters: Philip Grable, Mrs. 
Sarah Stump, Mrs. Elizabeth Bowerman, Mrs. 
Fanny Hammond, Mrs. Anna Hoke and Mrs, 
sane Allender. James Biays served in the War 
of 1812 when Baltimore was termed the ‘‘doomed 
city.’’ (Thomas Scarf’s History of Maryland, 
Vol. III, page 105.) The fifth regiment of cav- 
alry was commanded by Lieut.-Col. James Biays, 
and contained the independent light dragoons. 
Ife was a man of stately worth, and in that hour 
when men’s souls were tried, came forth to do his 
duty. In the midst of this critical state of affairs, 
the citizens of Baltimore assembled at the Central 
Market House, January 30, 1808, to show their 
ictermination to resist with every energy all at- 
tempt to violate the majesty of the law. James 
liiays was one of the fifteen citizens chosen by 
that assembly to draft resolutions expressive of 
the views of the citizens of Baltimore upon that 
subject, which was then agitating the whole 
country. Mrs. Veirs’ father, who at that period 
was a lad of sixteen years, was the only son of 
Colonel Biays, and insisting upon going with his 
father; his father warned him, ‘‘Now, Phil, if 
you run I will shoot you.’’ This was the salutation 


‘he received upon entering his duties as a soldier. 


lhis son, Philip G. Biays, was born in Baltimore, 


-., jw August, 1797, and died in Rockville, Md,, in 


1845. His wife, Jane Catharine Magruder, was 
born in Annapolis, Md., April 14, 1810, and died 
in Rockville, Md., January BL, 1979: 

Philip Grable Biays and Jane Catharine 
Thomas Magruder were married in May, 1825. 
They resided on their estate, Mount Jefferson, in 
Baltimore County, Md., until 1832, when they 
removed to Montgomery County, and purchased 
a farm of two hundred and sixty-one acres west 
of Rockville, called Springfield, the farm which 
'S now the property of Charles Veirs. Their ten 
children were named as follows: Magruder Alex- 
ander, who died in South America; John Hanson 


Thomas, who died in the gold fields of Califor- 
nia; Sarah Stump, who died in infancy; James 
Philip, who was first married to Rebecca Hodges, 
by whom he had three children, Kate, Jane and 
Benjamin; Rebecca Thomas, who married Will- 
iam A. Veirs, a merchant of Rockville, Md.; 
Philip Alexander Magruder, who died unmarried 
at Bay St. Louis, La.; Maria A. G., who mar- 
ried Joseph H. Turner, a large slave and land 
owner of Prince George County, Md., and they 
had six children (Mary and James, who died 
youug, Joseph, William, Blanche and Morton) ; 
Henry Hammond, who died young; William 
Jackson, who died in Sidney, Neb.; and Frank 
Scott, a resident of Denver, Colo. The most 
prominent relative of the Biays family is Hon. 
Herman Stump, an eminent lawyer, member of 
congress in 1884, and afterwards commissioner 
of immigration under President Cleveland. 

Judge Alexander Magruder and his wife, Re- 
becca Bellican Thomas, were the grandfather and 
grandmother of our subject, Mrs. Veirs. Dr. 
Philip Thomas and his wife, Jane Contee Han- 
son, were her great-grandfather and mother. 
John Hanson and his wife, Jane Contee, were her 
great-great-grandfather and mother. 

May 3, 1853, Rebecca Thomas Biays was mar- 
ried in the Church of the Epiphany in Washing- 
ton, D. C., to William A. Veirs, of Maryland. 
On the same day they went south and took up 
their residence in Madison, middle Florida, 
where Mr. Veirs engaged in the mercantile busi- 
ness eight years. At the outbreak of the war 
they returned to Maryland and settled on their 
farm, Springfield, three miles west of Rockville. 
They had six children. Kate Marbury, who was 
celebrated for her beauty, was born in Madison, 
Fla., January 20, 1855, and married William 
Kennon Whiting, of Baltimore, in 1881, dying 
August 16, 1889, and is buried in the family lot 
in Rockville Cemetery? She had two children, 
Aline, who died in infancy, and Julian Wythe, 
whose home is with his grandmother at Rock- 
ville, and who was born November g, 1885. 
Charles Veirs married Rose Lyddane, and they 
reside on and own Springfield farm, being the 
third generation to own and occupy that farm, 
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the Biays homestead, three miles west of Rock- 
ville. They had four children, Clifton, Florence, 
Magruder and Fanny Scott. Francis Scott 
Veirs resides in Rockville, and is unmarried. 
Jane Biays Veirs married S. Cluskey Cromwell, 
of Washington, D. C., who is on the editorial 
staff of the Zvexing Star. They have a son, 
S. C. Cromwell, Jr. James Philip Biays Veirs is 
a lawyer in Rockville. 

William A. Veirs was the son of Samuel 
Clark Veirs, and his wife, Juliana ( Diffendaffer) 
Veirs, of Rockville. He was educated in Rock- 
ville Academy. The genealogy of the family 
will be found in the record of Hon. W. V. Bouic 
in this work.

HARLES J. MADDOX, M..D., who -for- 
merly was a successful physician and is now 
living retired on his farm near Rockville, rep- 

resents the fifth generation of the Maddox family 
in America. The first of the name to establish a 
home in this country was John Maddox, a native 
of Wales, who settled in Charles County and en- 
gaged in the cultivation of a plantation. He 
brought with him bricks made in England, and 
with these he constructed a house that is still 
standing, occupying a location overlooking the 
Potomac River. The family intermarried with 
the Harris family, who came from Wales at the 
same time withthem. The oldest son of John and 
Mary Maddox was John, Jr., who married Eliza- 
beth Jenifer, and their eldest son, also named 
John, married Martha Harris. They followed 
the family custom and named their oldest son 
John, but he died. Their second son was Will- 
iain T., the doctor’s father, who was a man of 
local prominence and served for thirty years as 
clerk of courts, having been appointed to the po- 
sition by the governor. In religious belief he 
was an Episcopalian. 

In 1818 William T. Maddox married Anna 
Maria King, daughter of Charles King, who was 
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a lumber merchant of Georgetown. They be- 
came the parents of ten children, of whom four 
are living, namely: Charles J., who was born in 
Georgetown, D. C., December 31, 1819; Martha 
M., who married George Hayden, editor ofthe St. 
Mary’s Beacon; S. Kate, wife of John W. Nixon, 
who was a member of the United States navy at 
the outbreak of the war, but resigned then and 
entered army service; and Anna Franklin, who 
married James Polk and resides in Washington, 
D. G. 

The education of our subject, begun in the 
common school of Leonardtown, was continued 
in Georgetown College, where he was a student 
for four years. In March, 1843, he graduated 
from the University of Maryland, at Baltimore. 
Opening an office at Leonardtown, St. Mary 
County, he engaged in practice there for ten 
years. Theclimate, however, did not agree with 
him, and owing to the regular recurrence of 
chills, he deemed it best to seek another location. 
In 1853 he came to Montgomery County and 
settled on a farm five miles above Rockville, and 
carried on a general practice there until 1865, 
when he moved to Rockville. In May, 1891, he 
was permanently injured, and afterward his at- 
tention was confined to office practice. 

Politicaliy Dr. Maddox isa Democrat. In 1891 
he was made chairman of the building commniittee 
of the new court house and while attending to 
the duties incident to that position, he had a fall 
which confined him to his bed from May 21 un- 
til November 5. Simultaneously with the fall he 
had a severe attack of typhoid fever. Owing to 


the severe illness, his leg did not receive proper at- 


tention and for some time it was not known that it 
had been broken; consequently the bones were not 
set and he has never recovered the use of the limb, 
but otherwise he has the appearance of being a 
very healthy man. 

For a number of years he has been trustee of 
the almshouse, and for fifteen years served as 
physician to the jail. 
in farming, being the proprietor of an estate of 
seven hundred acres, but owing to troubles inci- 
dent to the war, he sold all but three hundred 
and forty acres. He erected a brick drug store 


Prior to 1865 he engaged 
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in Rockville and has also laid out an addition to 
the town, known as Janeta. In religion he is a 
Catholic. ’ 

The first marriage of Dr. Maddox united him 
with Mary L., daughter of Joseph King, of 
Georgetown. The seven children born to them 
are named as follows: John, who is engaged in 
the insurance business in Washington, and mar- 
ried Addie C. Gough, of St. Mary County; Anna, 
Catherine and Mary, deceased; Mary L., at 
home; Charles Joseph, county surveyor; and An- 
na M., who resides at home, but is employed asa 
stenographer in Washington. Mrs. Mary L. 
Maddox passed away the day after Christmas in 
1865. October 2, 1866, the doctor was united in 
marriage with Catherine Jane Harding, daughter 
of Henry and Catherine (Robb) Harding. She 
was the youngest of five children, named as fol- 
lows: Mary E., wife of Robert W. Carter, who 
served as register of wills for many years; Anna, 
who died unmarried; William R., who was killed 
on the streets of Augusta, Ga.; Dr. Charles A., 
deceased, who went south and fought throughout 
the war, afterward settling in Prince George 
County, Md.; and Catherine Jane, Mrs. Maddox, 
who died June 26,1897. Mr. Harding was a 
man of prominence, and first as a Henry Clay 
Whig and later as a Democrat, was closely identi- 
fied with the political history of Montgomery 
County. For atime he filled the office of sheriff, 
afterward became a member of the state legislat- 
ure and still later served as register of wills.. He 
married a daughter of Adam Robb, who was born 
in Scotland, but emigrated to America in youth 
aud settled in Montgomery County, where he 
married and spent his remaining years. 
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EONARD I. HAYS, a farmer residing near 
Barnesville, Montgomery County, was born 
September 8, 1838, on the homestead where 

he now resides. His father, whose name was the 
same as his own, was born in this county in 1793 
and died here in 1864, having devoted the active 


intervening years to farm pursuits and merchan- 
dising. He opened a store opposite the family 
residence and there he carried on business until 
his death, and also served as postinaster for many 
years, having the postofice in his store. His 
wife, Eliza Poole, was born June 28, 1807, and 
died July 21, 1874; she was a daughter of John 
and Priscilla (Sprigg) Poole. 

The family of Leonard and Eliza (Poole) Hays 
consisted of eight children who attained maturity 
in years: Sarah P., born February 21, 1829, 
married Nathan T. Talbot; Eleanor L., born 
November 19, 1831, married W. T. Poole; Pris- 
cilla I., born February 9, 1835, married Regi- 
nald Poole; Eliza, born February 11, 1836, died 
unmarried; Leonard was fifth in order of birth; 
Richard P., born December 18, 1840, succeeded 
his father in the management of the store; Fred- 
erick P., born March 18, 1846, is a farmer in 
Barnesville District; and Mary P., born Febru- 
ary 19, 1849, married John Jones, also of this 
county. 

Our subject’s grandfather, Leonard Hays, Sr., 
was aresident of this county, where he owned 
large tracts of land. By his marriage to Eleanor 
Simmons he had the following-named children: 
Abraham §., born in 1773; Sarah, 1785; Samuel, 
1787; Abigail, 1789; Eleanor, 1791; Leonard, 
1793; and William S., 1797. The grandfather 
died in 1821. 

When our subject began in life for himself it 
was on the home place. He has followed general 
farming and stock-raising, and ships general 
farm products. His place consists of five hun- 
dred acres of well-improved land, upon which he 
has made valuable improvements. In 1894 he 
removed the old house in which his father had 
lived for so many years, and erected the modern 
residence that he now occupies. October 24, 
1888, he married Mary E. W. White, daughter 
of Richard T. and Mary E. (Waters) White. 
Three children bless their union: Leonard, Rich- 
ard S. and Frederick S. 

Mr. Hays has never sought office for himself 
and aside from voting the Democratic ticket does 
not take any part in politics. For ten years he 
has officiated as a vestryman in Christ Episcopal 
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Church of Barnesville. He was one of the origin- 
ators of the Barnesville Grange, in which he 
has since been an active worker. He took a 
prominent part in the organization of the First 
National Bank of Rockville, with which he has 
since been identified as a director.

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ILLIAM H. VINSON has been actively 

engaged in farming pursuits, but in 1886 

he gave up the management of his estate 
and has since lived practically retired, his son-in- 
law cultivating the home farm. He is a member 
of an old English family that settled in America 
in an early day and was afterward identified with 
the development of the agricultural resources of 
this country. His grandfather, Benjamin Vin- 
son, who was born in Montgomery County, par- 
ticipated in the second war with England. Of 
his children, Thomas, father of our subject, was 
the second-born. He took up the trade of a mil- 
ler and millwright, which occupation he followed 
in this and Frederick counties. Politically he 
was a Republican. By his marriage to Mahala 
Johns, of Virginia, five children were born, of 
whom two are living, William H. and John T., 
of McClellandtown, Fayette County, Pa. 

In the county of Montgomery William H. 
Vinson was born April 28, 1821. In youth he 
learned the tailor’s trade, but never followed the 
occupation. For a time he clerked for a mer- 
cHant in Darnestown, but shortly after -his mar- 
riage he turned his attention to farming, in which 
occupation he continued to engage until his re- 
tirement from active work. He bought one hun- 
dred and eighty-one acres, not one acre of which 
had been cleared. He hewed down some timber 
and on the spot thus cleared he built a house. 
He was full of energy and determinaticn, and by 
hard work managed in time to get his place 
cleared and in fine condition; all this by his own 
exertions and without any assistance from others. 
In early life he wasa Whig and after the war 
voted the Democratic ticket. 
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In 1848 Mr. Vinson was united in marriage 
with Miss Elizabeth Cecelia Beall, daughter of 
the late Dr. Richard D. Beall, of Darnestown, 
Montgomery County. They were co-workers 
for forty-seven years, until her death in the fall 
of 1895. They were the parents of eight chil- 
dren, of whom six are living, namely: Edgar 
D., who resides in Germantown; Jeanette, who 
married Oscar Filmore Vinson and livesin Wash- 
ington; Benjamin Franklin, who makes his home 
in Darnestown; Cecelia, whose husband, Stephen 
W. Smoot, conducts the home farm; James, who 
resides in Washington; and Bertha. 


ICHAEL J. BROWN, who is engaged in 

farming in Wheaton (formerly Berry) Dis- 

trict, Montgomery County, was born on 
Capitol View in 1836, being next to the youngest 
son of Robert and Mary F. (Sardin) Brown, the 
former a native of Ireland, the latter born on the 
ocean while her parents were coming to this 
country. The grandfather, Robert Brown, was 
an architect, and among his contracts was that 
for the dome of the capitol] building. A success- 
ful man, at his death he left a large amount of 
property. 

At the time of coming to America Robert 
Brown, Jr., was a boy. When he became of age 
he settled on the White House farm, and in time 
became oneof the largest property owners of his sec- 
tion, owning, before the Civil war, about eighteen 
hundred acres of land extending from the Seventh 
street pike to Rock Creek, including Kensington, 
Forest Glen and Chevy Chase. He was alsoa 
large slave owner. During the War of 1812 he 
rendered service in the American army. For 
many years he served as magistrate, a position 
similar to that of judge at the present time. In 
religion he was identified with the Catholic 
Church. He had several sons, of whom three are 
now living: Thomas, who is a farmer, near 
Gaithersburg; Daniel and Michael J., who have 
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ziways worked together; and two sisters are living, 
Mrs. Charles A. Eccleston and Mrs. Mary A. 
tones, of Washington, D. C. 

‘The early education of our subject was obtained 
under the supervision of private tutors, and after- 
wards he attended Columbia College. In 1863 
his father gave each of the children a farm, and 
since then our subject and his brother Daniel 
have engaged together in agricultural pursuits, 
neither of the two having married. They have 
a well-improved farm on the Seventh street pike, 
near Kensington, and have built a comfortable 
residence on the place; also eight other houses, 
including a store. In politics both are Demo- 
crats, and for many years Michael J. has served 
as magistrate, also held the position of clerk in 
the general postoffice at Washington, D.C., under 
General Grant’s administration. In religious 
faith both are Catholics and are identified with 
the church of that denomination. 





ENRY WHEELER McCOMAS, M..-D., 
one of the most prominent physicians of 
Garrett County, was born in Oakland, 
February 12, 1865, and is a son of Dr. J. Lee 
and Ellen (Wheeler) McComas. The McComas 
family are of Scotch ancestry and were among 
the early residents of Maryland, settling here 
about the year 1700. Josiah McComas, great- 
grandfather of our subject, was a resident, of 
Harford County and married Charity Onion. 
Their son, Lee McComas, was born in that coun- 
ty July 25, 1809. Later he removed to Balti- 
more and became a pattern maker. He mar- 
tied Sarah, daughter of James and Sarah Millias, 
both of whom were of Irish descent. Of the 
cleven children born of that union only two are 
living, J. Lee, M. D., the father of our subject, 
and Elizabeth, wife of George Elliott, of Balti- 
more, 
J. Lee McComas acquired his early education 
In the public schools of Baltimore and graduated 
from the high school, after which he attended

Newton University. In 1853 he entered upon 
the study of medicine under the supervision of 
Prof. J. R. W. Dunbar, M. D., of Baltimore, and 
later completed the course of the medical depart- 
ment of the University of Maryland, graduating 
with the degree of M. D. in 1858. Subsequent 
to his graduation he was appointed resident 
physician to the Baltimore city and county alms- 
house, where he remained until 1859, and then 
was compelled to resign, on account of ill health. 
He then removed to Oakland and established 
himself in the general practice of his profession. 
In 1861 he offered his services to the United 
States government and was appointed an assistant 
surgeon of the army, being assigned to duty at 
Oakland, where he was given charge of the Port 
hospital. The following year he was transferred 
to the charge of the hospital at New Creek, W. 
Va., where he remained until the fall of 1862, 
and then returned to his former post at Oakland, 
continuing there until the close of the war. In 
1861 he was ordered by General Fremont to take 
charge of the United States stores at Oakland 
and to guard the same with his convalescent 
sick, martial law existing here at that time. 

On the conclusion of hostilities Dr. McComas 
resumed his interrupted practice, in which he 
has since continued. He has attained national 
prominence in his profession and is recognized 
as an authority on many subjects pertaining to 
his calling, notably diseases of children. Heisa 
gentleman of high culture and has traveled ex- 
tensively in the United States and foreign lands, 
The popularity of Oakland and Deer Park as 
health resorts is due in a great measure to his 
wide range of practice, many of his patients 
having found here a speedy climatic cure for their 
ailments. He is a member of the Medical and 
Chirurgical Faculty of Maryland, the American 
Medical Association, the New York State Medi- 
cal Society, the T'ri-State Medical Society, and 
numerous other organizations of a like nature. 
He is also one of the vice-presidents of the 
World’s Congress of Medico-Climatologists and 
amember of the American Public Health As- 
sociation. At the first Pan-American Congress 


he represented the Medical and Chirurgical 
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Faculty of Maryland, and he wasa member of 
the Ninth International Medical Congress. He 
is also a graduate of the School of Design of 
Maryland Institute of Baltimore. In 1858 he 
married Ellen M., daughter of Maj. Matthew 
Wheeler, a merchant of New York City. Three 
children were born of their union, two of whoin 
are living: Henry Wheeler, of this sketch; and 
J. Lee, Jr.,. now a member of the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment New York Volunteers. 

Henry Wheeler McComas received his early 
education in the public schools of his native 
county; subsequently attended the University of 
West Virginia and later Penlucy School at Balti- 
more, at that time under the direction of Col- 
onel Johnson. As his desires led to the medical 
profession, he shortly afterward entered the 
medical department of the University of Mary- 
land and was graduated therefrom with the de- 
gree of M. D. in 1888. On the completion of 
his professional education he returned to Oak- 
land, where he established himself in his present 
practice. A close and thorough student, and 
possessing an inherent love of his profession, he 
has attained toa high standing among the physi- 
cians of the county, and is recognized by all as 
one of the most able practitioners in this section 
of the state. Although his leisure hours are few, 
he still finds time for much study, and possesses 
one of the most comprehensive medical libraries 
in the state. 

Politically he is a Republican and is actively 
identified with his party. He has served two terms 
asa member of the city council and as mayor 
during 1896 and 1897. He is a progressive, 
energetic citizen, thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of Americanism, and has ever been ready 
to assist, with time and means, the establishment 
of any enterprise calculated to promote the 
growth and welfare of the city. Personally he is 
a genial, kindly gentleman, whois held in high 
esteem by all with whom he meets. Heis a 
member of the Junior Order American Mechan- 
ics, Legion of Honor and Garrett Lodge No. 33, 
K. of P., and for two years served as captain of 
the Uniform Rank of the latter order. Novem- 
ber 16, 1884, he married Annie, daughter of 


Richard J. West, a prominent citizen of Oakland. 
To them have been born four children, Harry 
Lee, Jesiah, Carlton and Annie. Dr. and Mrs. 
McComas are memibers of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church of Oakland and are leaders in the 
seciai circles of the city. 


ON. CHARLES H.. GRIFFITH, chief 

a} judge of the orphans’ court of Montgomery 

County, lives on the old homestead where 
he was born and passed his childhood and later 
years. This beautiful farm, comprising three 
hutidred acres, is known as Woodland, and was 
owned by his father and grandfather before him. 
In location it could scarcely be excelled, as a fine 
view of the surrounding country is afforded, and 
it is convenient to the town of Laytonsville, 
Montgomery County. 

Mr. Grifhth has taken an aggressive part in 
politics, and is a recognized factor in the local 
Democracy. He served faithfully and creditably 
in numerous official positions in his own com- 
muuity, such as tax collector, etc., and from 
1883 to 1887 was a member of the board of county 
commissioners. In 1891 he was honored by be- 
ing made associate judge of the orphans’ court 
and was subsequently elected to the chief judge- 
ship. Frequently he has represented his party 
in conventions and has been sent as a delegate to 
the state conventions. At present he is a mem- 
ber of the Democratic state central committee. 

The father of the judge was Elisha R. Griffith, 
boru at Woodland, June 21, 1805. He married, 
October 9, 1834, Elizabeth, daughter of Frederick 
and jane (Gartrill) Gaither. She was born near 
Unity, Montgomery County, May 8, 1805, and 
was a granddaughter of William Gaither, whose 
brother, Col. Henry Chew Gaither, was a most 
distinguished officer in the Revolutionary war. 
Mrs. Griffith had five uncles: William Beal, 
Henry Chew, Jared, Daniel and Benjamin. 
Elisha Griffith departed this life October 18, 
1885, and is survived by his venerable widow, 
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sow in her ninety-fourth year, but remarkably 
bright and active, in mind and body. Their 
children were: Martha J., wife of Fletcher D. 
Magruder; Maria J., Mrs. Israel G. Warfield; 
Cc. H.; Washington; Elizabeth, who died at the 
aye. of nineteen; and Clarence, who died in in- 
fancy. The only ones living are the judge and 
his sister Maria. 

The first marriage of Elisha Griffith was with 
Martha J. Ober, who bore him two children, 
Mary C., Mrs. Thomas Carroll; and Henry C. 
They are both deceased, the son having died 
when he was but twenty-four years old. ‘The 
yrandfather of the judge was Henry Griffith, 
born December 31, 1767, and his wife, Mary. 
daughter of Samuel Riggs, was born August 21, 
He was summoned to his reward October 
27, 1837, and his wife, after living a few years 
longer, died January 21, 1846. Their daughter 
Sarah was born December 12, 1790; Henry, the 
next child, September 22, 1793; Amelia, October 
18,1795; Ann R., September 3, 1797; Eleanor, 
11 November, 1799; Allen, May 7, 1801; Romulus 
R., June 5, 1803; Uriah, July 5, 1808, and 
Ulysses, September 28, 1810. The father of 
Judge Griffith devoted his whole life to agricult- 
ure, and was a successful business man and loyal 
citizen. Unlike many of his relatives, he was a 
stanch supporter of the Union cause during the 
dark days of the war. 

After completing his education in Brookeville 
Academy, Judge Griffith returned home and for 
several years worked with his father on the old 
farm, gradually assuming more.and more of the 
burdens and responsibilities pertaining thereto, 
and becoming proficient in every department of 
farm labor. He has followed general farming 
and stock-raising since he came into possession 
of the estate, from which the father retired late 
in life, and thenceforth resided in a small house 
on a portion of the Woodland property. 

November 24, 1864, the marriage of the judge 
and Hester Dorsey, daughter of Stephen Boone 
Dorsey, of Roxbury, Howard County, Md., was 
solemnized. They have become the parents of 
cight children, named as follows: Margaret B., 
Frank, Lillian, Mary C., Greenbury G., Charles,

LIAS H. ETCHISON, M. D., a well-known 

and successful physician of Gaithersburg, 

Montgomery County, was honored by being 
elected to serve as a member of the city council 
in 1887, and officiated as president of the board 
for some time. He is greatly interested in what- 
ever promises to be of material advantage to this 
place, and uses his means and influence in the 
support of all worthy enterprises. He enjoys a 
large and growing practice in the town and sur- 
rounding country, and is kept very busy in at- 
tending to the needs of his numerous patrons. 

Greenbury S. and Rachel (Wood) Etchison, 
the parents of the doctor, were both natives of 
Marylaud, and resided for many years upon a 
farm in Montgomery County. They reared a 
famiiy of nine children to maturity, and all but 
one of the number are still living. In order of 
birth they are as follows: Ruth, wife of Oliver 
Watkins, of Damascus, Md.; Virginia, wife of 
John H. Claggett, of Claggettsville; Dr. Elisha 
C., a prosperous physician of this place (see his 
sketeb, containing ancestral history of the family, 
printed eisewhere in this volume); Marcellus, a 
retired merchant of Claggettsville; John G., 
deceased; Lorenzo B., state inspector of tobacco 
for Maryland, in Baltimore, since 1876; Elias H.;

Dr. E. H. Etchison was born May 12, 1856, 
near the town of Damascus, Montgomery County. 
He passed his youthful days on the parental 
farm, and received his elementary education in 
the district schools. While his father was officiat- 
ing as public inspector of tobacco for Maryland, 
the young man took charge of the farm and suc- 
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cessfully carried it on for six years. tthe’ age 
of twenty-three years he entered the Western 
Maryland College, where he pursued a special

-and instructor. He made good progress, and in 
1883 became enrolled as a pupil in the medical 
department of the University of Vermont. 
1885 he graduated with the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine, taking a prize for special excellence in 
physical diagnosis. One of his preceptors was 
the celebrated Dr. Asahel P. Grinnell. Return- 
ing home the young doctor commenced his pro- 
fessional career in company with his brcether, 
Dr. E. C., previously mentioned. Their business 
connections continued until 1888, when our sub- 
ject opened a separate ofhce and started on his 
independent practice. He has been very success- 
ful and has made an enviable reputation for skill 
and correct methods of dealing with disease.

AMUEL H. JONES, who has been deputy 
sheriff of Montgomery County for the past 
twenty-five vears, has resided in Berry Dis- 

trict since 1865, owning and occupying a home on 
the Brookeville and Washington pike, eleven 
miles from the city of Washington. In addition 
to his work as deputy, he was also for a time 
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proprietor of a store, and has also engaged to 
some extent in agricultural pursuits. He takes 
an interest in educational matters and as a trus- 
tee of the schoo! board he has been instrumental 
in promoting the welfare of the schools of his dis- 
trict. 

Near Oakland, Howard County, Md., the sub- 
ject of this sketch was born July 4, 1836, a son 
of Lloyd and Catherine E. (Hopkins) Jones. 
His grandfather, David jones, came from Wales 
to America and settled in the city of Baltimore, 
where he was employed as a blacksmith and 
woodworker. During the War of 1812 he served 
asaprtivate. By his marriage to Miss Evans he 
had several sous, among them being Lloyd, our 
subject’s father, who was born on the York road 
in Baltimore and follcwed the trade of a black- 
smith, which he learned in his youth. In poli- 
tics he voted the old-line Whig ticket, and in re- 
ligion he adhered to the Methodist faith.

AMES MADISON GINGELL, who for nearly 

fifty years has lived at Woodinont, a well- 

improved farm lying in Bethesda District, 
Montgomery County, was born near the village 
ot Bethesda February 28, 1819. He is of direct 
Iinglish descent. His grandfather, George Gin- 
gell, a native of England, settled in Maryland 
when a young man and secured employment in 
the Newport mills, following the occupation of a 
miller until his death, which occurred when our 
subject was a boy. Joseph Gingell, father of our 
subject, was born in this county, where he fol- 
lowed the trade of a shoemaker until his death 
when an old man, seventy-eight years of age. 
In political belief he was a Democrat and in re- 
ligion he held membership with the Presby- 
terians. His wife, who was the daughter of a 
sea captain, bore the maiden name of Mary John- 
son and died at the age of eighty-four years. 
She had three sons and five daughters. Joseph, 
who was a farmer, died in 1895, at the age, of 
seventy years; Henry was also a farmer; all the 
sisters are dead but Lucy, who married Chris- 
topher Olson and lives in Washington. 

In the country schools of Bethesda District the 
subject of this sketch received his education. At 
the age of twenty-one he began for himself, in 
farming and trucking, and in time became the 
owner of large tracts of land, but during the 
boom of 1890 sold the larger part of his property, 
retaining, however, the ownership of Woodmont, 
where he has long made his home. About fifteen 
years ago he built the residence where he and his 
family have since had a pleasant and comfortable 


home. About 1890 he retired from active busi- 
ness cares, though he still retains the supervision 
of his large and valuable interests.

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ILLIAM B. WELLER is the owner of a 
part of the Hermitage, a finely improved 
farm lying in Berry District, Montgomery 

County.. When he purchased the place, in 1871, 
the land was covered with pine trees and not an 
acre was under cultivation, nor was there a 
semblance of a building except an old shanty 
that he at once tore down. He cleared the land, 
cutting down the timber, and selling over six 
thousand cords of wood; when cleared, he pro- 
ceeded to place the land under cultivation, plant- 
ing the various cereals to which the soil is 
adapted. He now has large fields of timothy, 
corn and wheat, with substantial fences between 
the various fields. Fruit trees have been planted, 
good barns erected and a comfortable residence 
built. Allin all, the place is one of the finest in 
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the district. Its location, too, 1s desirable, being 
near the Brookeville and Washington pike, twelve 
miles from the city of Washington. 

Near Belvidere, Warren County, N. J., the 
subject of this sketch was born, in 1832. His 
father, Jacob Weller, also a native of Warren 
County, followed farm pursuits in early life and 
during his latterdays. But for nine vears he car- 
ried onthelumber businessin Lackawanna Conaty, 
Pa., near Scranton. From there he moved te 
Montgomery County and purchased the farm in 
Berry District now owned by Joseph Moore. On 
selling that place he purchased the farm adjcin- 
ing our subject’s property and now owned by 
Colonel Thompson. Here his earth life was 
ended in 1880, when he was seventy-four years 
of age. In politics he was first a Deinocrat and 
afterwards a Republican. His father, William. 
who was a native of New Jersey and a life-long 
farmer of Warren County, had a brother who 
served in the War of 1812, andthey were the sons 
of a German, who settled in New Jersey in an 
early day. 

The mother of our subject was Sarah, daughter 
of William Banghart, both natives of Warren 
County. Her father, who was of German de- 
scent, was a large land owner and at his death 
willed each of his children a valuable farm. Our 
subject had four brothers and two sisters. Morris, 
deceased, formerly cultivated a farm near that 
owned by our subject; Jerome is a merchant at 
Cedar Point, Va.; Jacob, who was for a long time 
a wholesale merchant at Norfolk, Va., is now in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, in the wholesale dried fruit 
business with his younger brother, James K. 
Polk; Margaret married William Bailer and re- 
sides in Lackawanna County, Pa.; and Angeline 
is the widow of Clay Simpson and resides in 
Washington, D. C. 

When a boy our subject resided near Belvidere, 
where he attended the public schools. For nine 
years he engaged in the lumber business with his 
father near Scranton, Pa., after which he came to 
Maryland and in 1871 purchased the farm he 
now owns. [11856 he married Melissa, daughter 
of Daniel Van Fleet, who was a native of Lack- 
awanna County, Pa., and a farmer by occupa- 


tion. Seven children were born to their union. 
Eme, the oldest, is the wife of Augustus Graves, 
a brick mason of Washington, D. C.; Giles is 
with an architect and builder in Baker City, Ore.; 
Ervyn is in Glathe, Kan.; Rena married Henry 
Hiney; Biauche, Parker and William are at 
home. There are also nine grandchildren. 

In early lire Mr. Weller was a Democrat, but 
owing to a change in his tariff views he became 
a Republican some yearsago. Inthe fall of 1897 
he was a neminee for county commissioner, and 
was defeated by only a small majority. He and 
his wife attend the Episcopal Church. He is a 
man of temperate habits and upright life, one 
who deserves and receives the respect of his ac- 
quaintances. He is a firm believer in the virtues 
of lime and has his entire farm, except one small 
field, covered with it. As a farmer he is enter- 
prising, capabie and efficient, and solely through 
his own efforts has become the owner of one of 
the best farms in the county. 
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HARLES M. MILLER. Among the more 

progressive farmers of Garrett County is 

C. M. Miller, who by the exercise of close 
attention and perseverance is clearing and im- 
proving a farm of virgin soil to a state of 
remuneration and excellent culture. His planta- 
tion is situated less than a mile from the town of 
Swanton, near the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, in 
one of the most fertile and salubrious sections of 
this mountain county. 

Charles McIlvaine Miller was born near the 
James River in Goochland County, Va., on the 
31st of December, 1845. His grandfather, Will- 
iam Miller, the clerk of that county, died in 
the year 1846 and was succeeded in office by his 
son and deputy, Narcissus W. Miller, the father 
of Charles M. Miller. Inthe year 1868 Narcissus 
W. Miller died, and was succeeded in office by 
his son and deputy, William Miller, who is at 
the time of this publication the clerk of the county 
of Goochland, with ason as his deputy, and so 
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that office has continued without a break from 
father to son in the same family for about one 
hundred years. 

Narcissus W. Miller, father of the subject of 
this notice, while clerk of his county, was also 
an extensive planter in the brightest days of Vir- 
ginia’s prosperity. He was a gentleman of 
culture and wide popularity; an old-line Whig, 
and a warm admirer and supporter of Henry 
Clay. The mother of C. M. Miller was formerly 
Miss Kitty E. Anderson, a daughter of Col. 
Benjamin Anderson, of Goochland County, who 
was a cousin of the Col. Robert Anderson, con- 
spicuous in the Fort Sumter episode at the 
beginning of the Civil war. In the seventeenth 
year of his age Charles M. Miller joined the Sec- 
ond Company of Richmond Howitzers, First 
Regiment of Virginia Artillery, Ewell’s Corps, 
Army of Northern Virginia. He was in all of 
the battles of the campaign of 1864, in front of 
General Grant from the Wilderness to Richmond; 
with General Early in the late summerand fallin 
the Valley of Virginia; back again to the breast- 
works between Richmond and Petersburg; in the 
retreat of the army in the closing scenes of 1865, 
and was one of the forty-four of the survivors of 
the Second Howitzers in the capitulation of Lee 
at Appomattox Sunday morning, April 9, 1865. 
He was at the Taylors Creek Academy in 1866 
and 1867; with Gen. Charles P. Stone, late of 
the Union army, in his large coal producing en- 
terprise at Dover Mines, Va., from 1868 until 
General Stone was chosen commander of the 
army in Egypt; raised cotton in Houston County, 
Ga., in the years 1871 and 1872; came to Swan- 
ton, Garrett County, Md., May 9, 1873, as the 
personal representative of the late Gen. Joseph R. 
Anderson, of Richmond, Va., to survey and sell 
his vast estate of about fifty thousand acres of land 
in Garrett County; completed that undertaking 
just before the death of General Anderson in 
1892, and since that time has been settling up 
unmatured contracts with land purchasers, and 
farming, as above stated. 

In the year 1875 he was married to Miss Lizzie 
Lansdale, of Baltimore, Md., and they are the 
parents of six daughters: Jennie Lansdale Miller,

Bessie Anderson Miller, Nannie Lewis Miller, 
Mary Ella Miller, Emily Caralene Miller and 
Elizabeth McIlvaine Miller. 

Mr. Miller has been president of the board of 
county school commissioners and in 1894 was 
nominated by his party as a Democrat for the 
legislature, but was defeated in the general re- 
verse met by the Democracy in the campaign of 
that year. 

C. M. Miller descends from a long established 
family of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
Virginia, and for about twenty-five years has 
served as a vestryman of that church in the dio- 
cese of Maryland, for the parish of St. Matthews, 
covering the county of Garrett. 


OHN W. BEALL owns a valuable farm 
comprising one hundred and fifty-four acres, 
situated in Wheaton District, Montgomery 
County. Upon a farm adjoining his present 
home he was born on New Year’s day of 1834, 
a son of Thomas and Mary Kk. (Headly) Beall. 
His father was a son of Daniel Beall, who, it is 
thought, was born on the same farm; at least, his 
entire active life was spent here, and he owned 
large tracts of landand many slaves. The family 
of which he was a member came to America from 
Scotland, and in an early day settled in Mont- 
gomery County. He died when his grandson 
was a small boy. Thomas Beall was born on 
the same farm and spent his entire life there, 
carrying on general farm pursuits. In politics 
he was an old-line Whig, and in religion sup- 
ported the Methodist Episcopal Church. He 
died at the age of sixty-nine years, about the 
time the war closed. His wife, who was born 
in Pennsylvania, and the daughter of a farmer, 
died in 1881 on the place now owned by her son. 
She was a lady of gentle disposition and Christian 
character, and was a faithful member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Of the children comprising the family, the 
oldest, Isaiah F., was a farmer and is now de- 
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ceased; he has sons who live in this neighbor- 
hood. Our subject was second in order of birth. 
Maria, Mrs. John R. Champaign, died a number 
of years ago; Mary J. married Charles W. Brady, 
a brother of Samuel and John Brady; she is now 
deceased; Louisa is the wife of George Casheli, 
a prominent farmer of this district; Ann E., who 
is unmarried, resides with oursubject. The bov- 
hood days of our subject were spent in Maryland 
and Ohio, to which state his parents moved when 
he was small. Returning soon to Montgomery 
County, he attended the district schools for a 
short time; but his educational advantages were 
limited to such studies as were taught in local 
schools. The enlarged information that he pos- 
sesses is the result of observation and reading. 

At the age of twenty-nine years Mr. Beall com- 
menced for himself on the place he has since 
owned. The farm, which is called ‘‘Enster,”’ 
extends about one-quarter of a mile along the 
Washington and Brookeville pike. Its acreage 
is under good cultivation, and the buildings are 
substantial and appropriate. In 1864 he married 
Emily C. Cashell, a sister of Hazel Washington 
Cashell, to whose sketch upon another page the 
reader is referred for the history of the Cashell 
family. The family attends the Episcopal Church. 
While Mr. Beall has never been active in politics 
and has never sought official honors, he never- 
theless keeps well informed concerning all matters 
of public and political interest, and gives his sup- 
port to the Democratic party. 
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ILLIAM E. MANNAKEE, dealer in 

grain, flour and feed at Silver Spring, 

Montgomery County, on the Metropolitan 
branch of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, also 
the owner and proprietor of the Burnt Mills, 
where he manufactures different brands of fine 
flour, was born at Brookeville, this county, in 
1852. His father, Reuben, who was born at 
the same p!ace as himself, made farming his life 
occupation, but died in carly manhood, when his 


only sou was a small boy. In politics he was a 
Democrat. is wife, Sarah, was a daughter of 
Eaven Jones, a native of Rockville, this county, 
aud a farmer by occupation. 

The subject of this sketch was one of eight 
children. He has the following-named sisters: 
Saran, who married Charles Sanford, an employe 
in the patent cfhce in Washington; Isabella, wife 
of John Henderson, who is special inspector for 
the Underwriters’ Insurance Company; Sophia, 
wifé of Thomas Alnutt, of Laytonsville; Lizzie, 
whose husband, John Sparrow, is a successful 
farmer in Obio; Clara, who lives with our subject 
and is stenographer at the Labor station; and 
Alice, a teacher of shorthand and typewriting, 
aud at present stenographer for the Southern 
Railroad Company. 

Soon after the death of his father our subject 
was taken into the home of Allen B. Davis, a 
wealthy farmer, who owned a large mill in 
Howard County. He attended the district 
schools and Brookeville Academy, and learned 
the miller’s trade in the mill owned by Mr. 
Davis, which occupation he followed in Wash- 
ington, D. C., for some time. Fourteen years 
ago he purchased a half interest in the Burnt 
Mills of his father-in-law, James L. Bond, and 
they ran it together for a number of years, after 
which S. D. Waters became a partner, and the 
firm was changed to Mannakee & Waters. Later 
Mr. Mannakee purchased Mr. Waters’ interest 
and since then has operated the mill alone. In 
1893. he established his grain, flour and feed 
business at Silver Spring, where he sells at retail 
and also does a large shipping business. 

In 1878 Mr. Mannakee married Carria Bond, 
daughter of James L. Bond. They have one son 
and two daughters, namely: Chester, who assists 
his father in the store; Alma, wife of Theodore 
Jones, a clerk in a wholesale grocery in Phila- 
delphia; and Leifa, who is in school. Politically 
a Democrat, Mr. Mannakee was school commis- 
sioner for six years, and for a long time has been 
secretary, treasurer and a director of the Wash- 
ington and Colesville turnpike. In religion he 
and his family are identified with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. In his store and mill he 
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rd 
vives employment toa number of hands. He is 
a prosperous business man, owns a comfortable 
home and is surrounded by the comforts ac- 
cumulated by his energy and perseverance. 
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LODOARDO HOWARD, M. D., deceased, 
was regarded as an authority in his profes- 
sion, not only in Rockville, where many of 

the best years of his life were passed, but in 
Washington, where he attained great prominence. 
He was a most exemplary citizen, and in his 
death the community lost one of its ablest and 
most public-spirited men. His life and character 
were above reproach and his name was associated 
with innumerable philanthropic and religious 
works, while his private charities were constant 
and unending. 

A native of Virginia, the doctor was born near 
Falmouth March 11, 1811. When he was about 
eleven years of age he removed with his father 
to Rural Retreat, near Brookeville, Md., and for 
three years attended the academy at that place. 
He then began the study of medicine with his 
uncle, Dr. Henry Howard, but in September, 
1829, moved to Washington, D. C., where he 
entered the drug store of Joel Wright. In 1832 
he became associated in the same business with 
Dr. Little, of Georgetown, and a few years later 
purchased the business of Mr. Wright in Wash- 
ington. This enterprise he conducted success- 
fully until 1841, at which time he resumed his 
medical practice. 

In 1856, onaccount of poor health, Dr. Howard 
settled upon a farm near Brookeville and practiced 
his profession in connection with his agricultural 
duties for the next seven years. At the expira- 
tion of that period he went back to Washington 
and became prominent as a physician. For con- 
siderably more than a quarter of a century he was 
a member of the faculty of the medical depart- 
ment of the University of Georgetown, of which 
institution he was one of the founders, and during 
the last years of his connection with the same 


was emeritiis professor. Altogether he was as- 
sociated with the institution for over thirty-seven 
years. Whilea resident of Washington he served 
as a member of the common council and on the 
board of health. In 1878 he began to spend his 
summers in Rockville and in September, 1885, 
became a permanent resident of the place. Here 
his death occurred January 17, 1888, when he 
was seventy-seven years of age. He was for 
vears a devoted member of the Methodist Church 
and was one of tie originators of the Washington 
Grove camp-meeting. He died as he had lived, 
strong in the Christian faith. In his politics he 
was a Republican, though inclined to be inde- 
pendent. During the war he was a Union man. 

By Dr. Howard's marriage to Miss Lydia Rob- 
ertson, who died in 1883, he had three sons and 
one daughter. he eldest, Flodoardo H., is de- 
ceased. Robertson is an attorney-at-law in St. 
Paul, Minn. Edwin, the third son, is engaged 
in the practice of dentistry in Washington. 
Laura R., deceased, was the wife of George Her- 
bert, then of Rockville, but now a resident of 
Washington. In July, 1885, Dr. Howard mar- 
ried Helen A. Newlin, daughter of Artemus and 
Mary (Orme) Newlin, of Brookeville, Md. Mrs. 
Howard’s father was a farmer and miller and was 
a member of the Society of Friends. During the 
war he was a stanch Union man and prior to that 
was identified with the Whig party. 
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ON. FRANK C. NORWOOD, a prominent 
attorney of Frederick, and president of the 
First National Bank, was born in Liberty, 

Frederick County, Md., September 12, 1855, and 
is a son of R. Nelson and Rachel (Wagner) Nor- 
wood. He is of English ancestry. His great- 
great-grandfather, James Norwood, settled in the 
vicinity of Kemptown, on the border of Frederick 
and Montgomery Counties, about 1772. His 
son, Belt Norwood, resided on the homestead 
there. Joshua, his son, removed in early life to 
Liberty village, and there the father of our sub- 
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ject passed the greater part of his life. He fol- 
lowed agricultural pursuits during his lifetime, 
and was prominently identified with the growth 
and development of that section. He was a firm 
supporter of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and highly esteemed asacitizen. Politically he 
was a Republican, becoming a member of that 
party on its formation. His death occurred in 
1891. 

Frank C. Norwood received his early education 
in the public schools of Frederick County, later 
attending the Maryland Agricultural College, 
from which he was graduated in 1874. Sub- 
sequently he began the study of law in the office 
of Bernard Carter, of Baltimore, and later entered 
the law department of the University of Mary- 
land, being graduated therefrom in June, 1879. 
On completion of his legal education he located 
in Frederick City, where he established himself 
in practice. He has been eminently successful 
in his profession, and has attained a prominent 
position among the practitioners of his county. 
He has always been a Republican and ever con- 
cerned in the advancement of his party’s interests. 
In 1883 he was nominated by his party for the 
office of state’s attorney, and was elected by a 
large majority over his Democratic opponent, 
leading the entire state and county ticket. This 
position he filled for four years. In 1889 he was 
nominated and elected on the Republican ticket 
for the house of delegates, and again led his 
party ticket by a large vote. While serving in 
this capacity he was a member of the committee 
on judiciary and on inspections. 

In 1895 he was nominated and elected to the 
state senate, and during the session of 1896 
served as a member of the committees on judicial 
proceedings, on militia, on contingent expenses 
of the senate, on public buildings in Annapolis 
and on roads and highways. During the session 
of 1898 he was chairman of the committees on 
corporations and on militia, and served on those’ 
of federal relations, railways and canals, public 
buildings in Annapolis and library. During his 
incumbency of these several offices, he has per- 
formed his dutics with marked ability, and has 
won the esteem and good will of his constituents. 


He is an easy, logical and graceful speaker. As 
a lawyer he is thoroughly trained and cultured in 
the law, and is recognized as one of the ablest 
practitioners at the bar of western Maryland. 
While filling the office of state’s attorney he was a 
strong and able prosecutor. He presents his cases 
with marked ability both before court and jury. 
Aside from his professional interests he is identi- 
fied with many of Frederick’s most important 
industries, and is at present serving as president 
of tlie First National Bank, and also as its 
counsel,

OHN BUCHANAN BREWER, assistant 
postmaster of Rockville, has occupied this 
position for a number of years and is one of 

the leading citizens of the town. He is a native 
of this place, his birth having occurred here De- 
cember 4, 1850. Politically he gives his support 
to the Democratic party, and though interested 
in its success, has never been an office seeker. 
Mr. Brewer is a grandson of Dr. William 
Brewer, who was born in Anne Arundel County, 
Md., in 1778. He was an exceptionally bright 
student, and by the time he was twenty years of 
age he graduated from the University of Penn- 
sylvania with the degree of Doctor of Medicine, 
and was made professor of obstetrics in the in- 
stitution. He resigned this position, however, 
on account of poor health and located at Medleys 
Hill, Montgomery County, Md., where he fol- 
lowed the practice of his profession for years. 
In time he became very well-to-do, and owned 
slaves and large tracts of land, some of his prop- 
erty being in New York state, and a portion of 
it being the site of the present city of Buffalo. 
The last-mentioned land he willed to his son 
William, who unitéd with the Quaker sect at that 
place. Dr. Brewer married Miss Mary Chiswell, 
of an old Maryland family, and fifteen children 
were born to them. Of these William, Jr., as 
already said, lived in Buffalo; John was the father 
of the subject of this narrative; Joseph remained 
in the neighborhood of Dawsonville, Md.; James, 
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a very successful attorney, was secretary of the 
United States mint, and was a sheriff and judge 
in New Orleans; Dr. Nicholas took up his 
father’s practice, and twice represented his county 
in the state senate, and was also a member of the 
constitutional convention of 1867; George, the 
only survivor of the family, is now living on the 
old homestead and has devoted his life to agri- 
culture; Mary became the wife of A. M. Moore, 
of Clarke County, Va., and their son, A. M., Jr., 
is a successful lawyer of that locality; Eleanor 
married James Birch, of Prince George County, 
Md., and her son is living in Anne Arundel 
County, Md. 

The parents of our subject were John and 
Elizabeth (Stewart) Brewer, whose family num- 
bered five children. Two died in infancy, and 
the others are Ellen, wife of Spencer C. Jones; 
William, deceased, formerly an attorney and 
editor of the Montgomery dvocate, and for several 
years chairman of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, and John B., of this sketch. The 
father was born in this county, September 12, 
1804, near Poolesville, and read law in Frederick 
with William Ross. Then he commenced prac- 
tice in Rockville and was associated with George 
Peter for some years. He was active in the legal 
profession until his death, July 7, 1866, and was 
a citizen of high standing in every respect. In 
1850 he was a member of the Maryland constitu- 
tional committee, being the first Democrat to 
carry this county. During the war he was kept 
in prison at General Bank’s camp, at Darnestown, 
Md., for twenty-two days, on account of his 
political opinions. In 1856 he was counsel for 
the government on the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, 
and continued to serve in that capacity up to the 
outbreak of the war. 

John Buchanan Brewer was reared in the 
town of Rockville, and received his higher 
education in the academy here and in Washing- 
ton (now the Washington and Lee) University. 
At the end of three years of collegiate work his 
health failed, and he was compelled to return 
home, In 1871, when he had recovered, he took 
up the study of law with the firm of Brown & 


Brune, in Baltimore. Mr. Brown was mayor of 
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the city at one time, and was made a judge by 
acclamation. in i873 Mr. Brewer graduated 
from the iaw department of the University of 
Marviand, and the jollowing year was married. 
Soon after that everit he removed to St. Louis, 
Mc., and began the practice of his profession. 
Vhe ciimate did not suit his wife’s constitution 
and they accordingly returned to this state, 
where Mr. Brewer commenced farming and finally 
spent about twelve years in that occupation. 
Since the expiration of that period he has been 
assistant postmaster, and has given entire satis- 
faction to aii concerned. He has filled many 
official positions in Montgomery Lodge No. 
195, A. F. & A. M., and is one of its valued 
memibets. 

In 1874 Mr. Brewer married Virginia F., 
daughter of W. W. Russell, a major in the 
United States marine corps, and a resident of 
Alexaadria, Va. Mrs. Brewer’s mother was a 
Miss Virginia Fletcher in her girlhood. The 
ten children who biess the union of our subject 
and wife are named as follows: Virginia R., 
Ellen. Sohn, William R., Mary M., Lloyd A., 
Nicholas, George, Elizabeth S. and Lucy B. 


SAAC S. HENDRY, of Bethesda District, 

Montgomery County, resides upon a farm 

that lies near the electric car line running 
from Washington. He was born near Urbana, 
Frederick County, in 1845. His father, Charles 
Hendry, was born near Berryville, Va., and re- 
moved from there to Ohio, but later settled in 
Frederick County, Md. While in Ohio he en- 
gaged in the mercantile business and also operated 
a large mill that he owned. He laid out the 
town of Hendrysburg, in that state. Until sixty 
years of age he made merchandising his principal 
business, but after that he turned his attention 
to farming. He owned over one thousand acres, 
seven hundred of which were in Montgomery 
County, and the remainder in Urbana Dis- 
trict, Frederick County. His mother also owned 
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large tracts of land, all of which still remain in 
the possession of the family. He and his mother 
owned over one hundred slaves at the time they 
were set free, but, although they had so many, 
he would never consent to sell one. In politics 
he was originally an old-line Whig, and later an 
adherent of the Democratic party. In religion 
he was identified with the Methodist Church. 
At the time of his death he was sixty-five years 
of age. 

The mother of our subject was Eleanor Bur- 
gee, a daughter of Singleton and Jane (Ijams) 
Burgee, natives of Maryland. IJjamsville, in 
Frederick County, was named after the Ijams 
family, whose members have long been promi- 
nent in that section. Mr. Burgee was a large 
land owner, having one thousand acres in Ur- 
bana District. Mrs. Eleanor Hendry died at 
seventy years of age, a few years after the death 
of her husband. They were the parents of three 
sons and six daughters. 

Educated primarily in the district schools, our 
subject later attended St. Timothy Hall, at 
Catonsville, near Baltimore, where he completed 
his studies. At the age of twenty he secured 
employment as a clerk in Riggsville, but after 
one year went to Virginia and opened a sash 
factory and a shoe factory in partnership with 
his brother, Burwell. They carried on a large 
business and employed many hands, continuing 
together ten years, when our subject sold cut to 
his brother and went to Baltimore, there engag- 
ing in the manufacture of brushes. He continued 
in that business until 1888, when he purchased 
his country home near Bethesda, and has since 
resided here. 

In 1872 Mr. Hendry married Annie, daugh- 
ter of Hon. Moses Walton, a prominent lawyer 
of Virginia and a member of the state legislature 
and of the Confederate congress during the Civil 
war. She has a brother, L. M. Walton, who was 
a member of the state senate of Virginia for sev- 
eral terms, and author of the Walton election law; 
he is a very prominent officer in the Knights of 
Pythias. For many years he was president of the 
Sunday-school convention of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South, of which he is a prominent 


oficial member. Another brother, Samuel Wal- 
ton, is practicing law in Luray, Va., and David is 
a merchant of Woodstock, Va.; her sister Mary 
married Judge EK. D. Newman, of Virginia; and 
another sister, Alice, is the widow of Charles 
Haslett, of Pennsylvania. 

Four sons and two daughters blessed the union 
of Mr. and Mrs. Hendry, four of whom are now 
living, viz.: Alma L., who graduated from the 
Western high school of Washington, D. C., 
class of 1896, and two years later graduated from 
the Washington normal school; Moses Walton, 
who graduated from the Western high school of 
Washington, D. C., class of 1898; Ernest S., who 
is now a member of the graduating class of 1900 
of the same school; and Leland M. Hendry. 

Politically Mr. Hendry votes the Democratic 
ticket in national issues, but in local matters 
supports the best man. While in Baltimore he 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
still holds his membership with a congregation 
in that city. 
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INFIELD SCOTT MAGRUDER, who is 

a well-known resident of Darnestown Dis- 

trict, Montgomery County, is a member of 

an old Scotch family, whose first representative 
in this country was his great-grandfather.... War- 
ren, the grandfather, was born in Bethesda Dis- 
trict and engaged in farm pursuits. .Of, his five 
children only two are living, Williain, who lives 
in Bethesda District, and Mrs. H. Lyddane, 
living near Rockville, The second in order ot 
birth was Samuel Wade Magruder, bornin 1812, 
and father of our subject. He received his edu- 
cation in the public schools and Rockville Acad- 
emy, and studied “with a view to taking up the 
practice of medicine, but decided finally to follow 
farm pursuits. As an agriculturist he was suc- 
cessful. In early life he was a Whig, but after 
the war he took am active interest in the success 
of the Democratic party. For many years he 
served as a magistrate, and has the remarkable 
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-ecord of never having had acaseappealed. He 

.asa man of excellent judgment and succeeded 
4 settling many cases by his good advice and 
.,endly interest. Religious enterprises secured 
‘;5 support; and especially the work of the Pres- 
»yterian Church. 

“The marriage of Samuel Wade Magruder 
united him with Martha Riley, daughter of Isaac 
tiley, of the same neighborhood. Eight chii- 
‘ren were born of their union, all still living, viz.: 
Virginia, who married Riley Landon and resides 
‘4; Somerset County; America, Mrs. John Fontaine, 
a!xo of Somerset County; Winfield Scott; Amos 
William, who is engaged in farming near Bethesda; 
Samuel Wade, Jr., a merchant and farmer at 
Travilah; Rosa, Mrs. Mayhew Ruark, of Somer- 
set County; Julia; and Elmer Ellsworth, who is 
a merchant at Hunting Hill. The father cf this 
‘imily was an energetic and capable man. He 
started for himself without assistance, and by his 
perseverance and good management became the 
cawner of a good farm comprising more than two 
luundred acres. To the cultivation of this prop- 
erty he devoted his entire time. 

In Montgomery County the subject of this 
sketch was born July 16, 1848. Early in life he 
was obliged to begin to assist in the cultivation of 
the home farm, for which reason his education 
was limited. In fact, his knowledge of men and 
things has been acquired more by observation 
than by study of text-books. When twenty- 
seven years of age he married and started out for 
himself. He rented his father-in-law’s place for 
three years, after which he and his brother, 
Wade, purchased the place, which was sold in the 
setUement of the estate. It is one of the finest 
firms for miles around and comprises two 
hundred and eighty-five acres, ina fine state of 
cultivation. He and his brother, who were then 
in partnership, bought one hundred and thirteen 
acres adjoining, and in 1882 put up the stone 
‘uilding at Travilah, conducting a mercantile 
business for seven years. In this they were 
quite successful, but our subject finally retired 
'rom the business. He is a man of high standing, 
His health, however, is not good enough to per- 
wut him to do active manual work, the necessity

for which, fortunately, doesnot exist. Politically 
he is a Democrat, and in religion a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, in which he 
served asa steward for a number of years. No- 
vember, 26, t&74, he married Eleanor, daughter 
of Wesley I. Magruder, of this district.

EV. JOHN SCOTT NELSON. To the 
ministry of the Presbyterian Church and to 
educational work, the active years of Mr. 

Neison were devoted; and though his life was cut 
short when he was scarcely in his prime, yet he 
had aiready accomplished much good among his 
fellow-mnen. When twenty-nine years of agehe 
accepted his first charge, becoming pastor of a 
Presbyterian Church near Danville, Pa., and at 
the sanie time he and his wife taught in an acad- 
emy in that place. On leaving Danville he set- 
tled in Lancaster, Ohio, where he filled the posi- 
tion of principal of the public schools and also 
engaged in ministerial work. Two years later 
he accepted an urgent call to Kentucky, given 
him by the father of Senator Breckenridge and 
others living in the village of Union, sixteen 
miles from Cincinnati. While there he supplied 
the church in Richmond, Boone County, and 
atso built a large seminary on thirty acres of land 
bought: by his wife. Scarcely was this work 
completed when he was called from earth. His 
thirty-six years were years of activity and intel- 
lectual effort. His salary, which was between 
$3,000 and $4,000, was largely spent in travel, 
by which means he became the possessor of a 
broad culture and extensive information. He 
was of noble lineage, his father, Joseph Nelson, 
of England, having been a direct descendant of 
Lord Nelson. He was born in New York in 
1823 and graduated from Williams College in 
but the information 


Massachusetts, gained in 


college was of less value to him than the knowl- 
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edge he acquired through self-culture. He wasa 
successful teacher, both financially, and as to re- 
sults with the children placed under his care. 
His death was, therefore, not only a deep be- 
reavement to his wife, but was a severe loss to 
the professions of educator and minister which he 
had honored. 

August 2, 1852, Rev. Mr. Eckard, of Wash- 
ington, performed the ceremony which united 
in marriage John Scott Nelson and Martha Anna 
Carrington Belt, daughter of Addison and Eliza- 
beth A. (Carrington) Belt, of Prince George 
County, Md. Mrs. Nelsonisa member of a fam- 
ily prominent for generations in the history of 
the Old Dominion. Col. George Carrington, 
the founder of the name in the state, was ap- 
pointed lieutenant of his county (Cumberland), 
the highest military position held in any of the 
Virginian Counties before the Revolution and for 
many years thereafter: He had six sons, Paul, 
George, Jr., Joseph, Nathaniel, Edward and 
Mayo, all of whom took part in the Revolution. 
In the organization of the committee of safety, 
for Cumberland County, Va., Col. George Car- 
rington was chosen chairman and served as such 
as long as the organization lasted. All of his sons 
were members of this committee except his oldest, 
Paul, who served in the Virginia conventions 
during the Revolution, also in the Virginia com- 
mittee of safety’ for the state and the house of 
burgesses fora number of years. Col. George 
Carrington served in the house of burgesses for 
some years, also in the house of delegates, 1779, 
1780 and 1783. Hissons, Edward, as lieutenant- 
colonel in artillery, and Mayo as captain, served 
in the continental army for the seven years anda 
little over of the Revolution. Joseph raised a 
large company of minute-men (assisted by his 
father) for North Carolina, and they, with him 
as captain, served in that state. After the dis- 
banding of the company he was sent to the 
legislature, in which he served for the years 
07775 17798; 1783 and 1793. 

George Carrington, Jr., who was Mrs. Nel- 
son’s ancestor, was born March 15, 1737, and 
died November 9, 1784. October 20, 1764, he 
married Margaret, daughter of William Ber- 


nard, of Gloucester County, Va.; she died in 
1820. Their children were: George, Jr., Cod- 
rington, Elizabeth, Ann, Robertand John. Cod- 
rington, who was born August 23, 1766, and 
died July 3, 1815, was united in marriage Feb- 
ruary 26, 1789, with Miss Mary Ann (born Oc- 
tober 19, 1772, died July 29, 1809), daughter of 
Capt. Joseph Carrington, of Cumberland County, 
Va. Codrington’s children were Elizabeth Ann, 
Alexander H., Judith, Bernard L., William, A1- 
bert R., Codrington, Jr., and Samuel Wilson. 
Elizabeth Ann (born March 22, 1790, died Feb- 
ruary 27, 1870) was married March 17, 1817, to 
Addison Belt, of Prince George County, Md. 
Their children were Thomas L., Mary E., Susan 
M; John ‘A),"Edward’C.; Martha A. -C.,’ Dr. 
Bayard C., Julia B., Virginia L. and Maria L. 
Martha A. C. became the wife of Rev. John S. 
Nelson, who died February 5, 1859. She was 
educated in Rockville Seminary and received 
special instruction from Prof. Theodore Apple, of 
Smithtown, Md. Early in life she began to 
teach, which she continued until many years 
after her husband’s death. When he passed 
away she returned to her native home and now 
carries on the home farm of one hundred and 
fifty acres, besides looking after three hundred 
acres, which she and her two sisters inherited. 

Addison Belt, father of Mrs. Nelson, was a 
member of an honored family of Maryland, whose 
ancestors early came here from England. He 
was educated at Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pa.; 
and was valedictorian of his class on graduating. 
He was a man of culture, refinement and great 
ability. After his marriage to Elizabeth Ann 
Carrington, he inherited, through her, large es- 
tates in land, slaves and money, and_ subse- 
quently bought a farm of one thousand acres 
near Rockville, a portion of which 1s comprised in 
the present home of Mrs. Nelson, while her sis- 
ter, Miss Susan Belt, lives on the old homestead 
of her father. From early childhood the latter 
has been devoted to her father’s family and her 
principal work in life has been to affectionately 
care for them. 

Two sons came to bless the union of Mr. and 
Mrs. Nelson. One, Addison Lee, died at the 
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sge of nine years, and the other, Carrington 
Scott, passed away when thirty-four years of age. 
lie was educated in Rockville Academy and 
Georgetown College, and studied law in the of- 
fice of Peter & Henderson, being adinitted to the 
bar November 14, 1874. He practiced with 
marked success in the courts of the District of 
Columbia, having his office in Washington. 
However, owing to the fact that his mother was 
alone, he spent much of his time on the home- 
stead. He was a young man possessing im- 
pulses of a most noble order, and with intel- 
lectual ability capable of fine results. By study 
in college and by self-culture he had gained a 
knowledge far above the ordinary. He was firm 
in his viervs upon all questions of public interest; 
prudent in the formation of friendships, which 
when once made were lasting; courteous in bear- 
ing, honest in convictions and refined in manner. 
Ife conimanded the respect of all who formed his 
acquaintance. His death, October 10, 1887, at 
such an interesting period of life and-when so 
much might have been predicted of his future, 
proved a heavy loss to his mother and cast a 
yloom over the community where he was so well 


known. 


LYSSES GRANT PALMER, county ex- 
aminer for the public schools of Garrett 
County, has been a succcessful educator for 

. many years, and stands high in the profession, 
He is a man of scholarly ability, practical ex- 

perience and native talent for the work, and is, 

moreover, thoroughly interested in the subject of 
providing for the rising generation better facilities 
and advantages than they have hitherto enjoyed. 

He is a patriotic citizen, and as one of his deepest 

Principles holds that in education lies the best 

remedy for the ills that exist and yet greater evils 

that threaten our beloved land. 

Mr. Palmer comes from sturdy Vermont stock, 
for in the Green Mountain state several gener- 
ations of his ancestors resided. His paternal 
srandfather, Jared Palmer, who lived and died in

Rutland, Vt., was one of the heroes of the War 
of 1812. The father of our subject, Nathan 
Palmer, left his home in Vermont when he was a 
lad of about thirteen years, and later became one 
of the substantial and prosperous farmers of Tioga 
County, Pa. He passed the rest of his life in 
that section, and for many years was the treasurer 
of Union Township, in which he resided. He 
lived to the ripe age of fourscore years, and died 
regretted by a large circle of loving friends and 
old acquaintances. His widow, who is now an 
inmate of our subject’s home, was formerly Miss 
Elizabeth Gray, daughter of Hiram Gray, of 
Delaware County, N. Y. She had but two chil- 
dren, the other, Miss Jessie, being deceased. 

Ulysses Grant Palmer was born in Union Town- 
ship, Tioga County, Pa., July 3, 1863. He 
was reared ona farm and attended the county 
schools until he was fifteen years of age, when he 
entered the state normal school at Mansfield, Pa., 
graduating therefrom in June, 1880, up to that 
date the youngest student ever graduated from that 
institution. After teaching two years he was 
elected principal of the public schools of Bloss- 
burg, Pa., where he remained two years; occupy- 
ing a like position in Mansfield, Pa., the next 
year, and in 1885 he was elected principal of the 
high school at Canton, Pa., one of the foremost 
borough schools in northern Pennsylvania, in 
which position he served eight years. In 1890 
Lafayette College, Easton, Pa., conferred upon 
him the degree of Bachelor of Science. 

In 1893, in company with several other ener- 
getic Pennsylvanians, My. Palmer came to this 
state and established the Enterprise Tanning 
Company, in the town of Hutton, Garrett County. 
Mr. Palmer was chosen to act as secretary and 
treasurer of the corporation. He still serves in 
those capacities and is a director and stockhoider 
in the concern, which is now in a prosperous con- 
dition. In 1896 he was elected by the board of 
school commissioners to the place of county school 
examiner, and has given general satisfaction to 
all concerned. He uses his ballot in behalf of the 
principles and nominees of the Republican party. 

Since coming to this state Mr. Palimer has been 
a resident of Hutton. Huis pleasant home is pre- 
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sided over by his amiable and cultured wife, 
formerly Miss Carrie A. Jennings, of Canton. 
She is a daughter of E. A. Jennings, a well- 
known citizen of Canton, and for several years 
she was engaged in teaching in the public schools. 
Mr. and Mrs. Palmer, who were married in 1896, 
still hold their membership with the Christian 
Church of Canton, where they formerly attended. 
They have two bright little sons: Frank and 
Ulysses Grant, Jr. Fraternally Mr. Palmer is a 
member of the Masonic order, having joined the 
lodge in Canton. 
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ILLIAM THOMAS LEWIS owns and oc- 
cupies a fine farm of one hundred and fifty 
acres in Darnestown District, Montgomery 

County, which he has under the best of cultiva- 
tion. Hehas always led avery active life and 
although he is comfortably situated and beyond 
the need of hard work, yet he continues to live up 
to his motto, that ‘‘it is better to wear out than 
rust out’’; soeven now he is still actively engaged 
inconducting his farm. He has been a success- 
ful agriculturist, having had great experience 
and the ability to apply all information to the ad- 
vancement of his work. He keeps abreast with 
the times and takes great pleasure in recalling the 
old methods in vogue when he started out, at the 
age of sixteen years, toassume control of his 
father’s place. Machinery then .was the crudest; 
almost all work was done by hand. | He was en- 
ergetic and prided himself on doing more work 
than others could accomplish. These habits of 
industry and energy have contributed to his suc- 
cess in life and have brought him the competency 
he now enjoys. 

In the district where he now resides Mr. Lewis 
was born February 9, 1826. The first of the 
name to settle in this country was Absalom 
Lewis, who came from England prior to the 
Revolution, and in that conflict he served from 
start to close. He settled near Darnestown and 
engaged in farming. Hemarried a Miss Dud- 


ley, who was a descendant of Lord Dudley, of 
England. They were the parents of three 
sons and five daughters. Of these John H. F., 
father of our subject, was second in order of 
birth. He was born in this county, received his 
education in the early schools and took up work 
on a farm, following agricultural pursuits until 
he died. He owned one hundred and fifty-three 
acres north of Darnestown and makes a specialty 
of raising tobacco. Politically he was a Whig 
and in religion held membership in the old-school 
Baptist Church. He married Lucinda, daughter 
of Thomas Pennifield, of this county, who came 
from England and served through the entire 
period of the Revolution, being severely wounded 
in the battle of the Cowpens. The children of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewis were named as follows: 
Catherine, Mrs. William Colwell, deceased; Will- 
iam Thomas; Absalom, who died in 1850, while 
in the army, crossing the plains to New Mexico; 
Lucinda, wifeof Martin Thompson, of Darnes- 
town District; and Susan, who married Charles 
Higdon and resides in Washington. 

Being obliged to work almost constantly, our 
subject had few opportunities to attend school, 
six weeks out of the year being the most that he 
ever was inschool. MHiseducation, therefore, has 
been acquired mainly through self-culture and 
his personal efforts, and he is a man possessed of 
good general information. At the age of sixteen 
he assumed charge of his father’s farm and con- 
tinued to manage the property until 1855, when 
he started out for himself. He took a small 
place which he cultivated until 1867, when he 
sold and went to Minnesota. The climate, how- 
ever, was too severe, and he returned to Mary- 
land, purchasing the place where he has since 
made hishome. Mr. Lewis has a second farm of 
one hundred and sixty acres located near the 
village of Darnestown, where his son Joseph re- 
sides. In early life he was an old-line Whig 
and stanch admirer of Henry Clav, but he its 
now free from all party ties, and casts his vote for 
the men he considers best fitted for office. For 
forty years he has been an elder in the Presbyte- 
rian Church and a generous contributor to its en- 
terprises. At one time he was actively connected

UDGE JAMES B. HENDERSON. The 
| bench and bar of western Maryland numbers 
among its distinguished members this gentle- 
man, who has made his home in Rockville, Mont- 
gomery County, for nearly thirty years. His 
personal popularity is undoubted, and’ his high 
standing in the legal profession is equally be- 
yond question, as was abundantly shown in the 
fall election of 1895, when he received a most 
flattering majority of votes for the judgeship 
which he now holds, though but few nominees on 
the Democratic ticket in this congressional dis- 
trict were elected. 

The Henderson family has been influential in 
the annals of this portion of Maryland for almost 
a century. The paternal grandfather of Judge 
Henderson was James, a native of Pennsylvania. 
He died in early manhood, soon after removing 
to this county, about 1815. Hisson, JamesS. H., 
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father of our subject, was then but an infant. 
The latter entered the Presbyterian ministry and 
devoted his whcle life to the noble work he had 
chosen in preference to worldly honor, riches and 
position. In the course of his pastoral work he 
lived in various states, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. Returning to this 
county, he passed his last years here in quiet 
restfulness, dying in 1882. To himself and wife, 
Rosanna, daughter of Joseph Neel, of an old and 
respected family of this county, the following 
children were born: James B.; Joseph, who is a 
farmer of this county; Thomas N., an employe 
of the treasury department at Washington; Will- 
iam C., with the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Company, at Camden Street station, Baltimore; 
Rev. John R., pastor of the Presbyterian Church 
at Abingdon, Pa.; Theodore W., a farmer of this 
county; and Sarah I., wife of Dr. J. E. Deets, 
of Clarksburg, Md. 

Judge Henderson was born March 23, 1845, at 
Neelsville, Montgomery County, at the home of 
his maternal grandfather. The father was then 
in Kentucky, but in a few years returned to this 
section with his family, and here our subject was 
reared and educated. He received excellent ad- 
vantages in academies and normal schoois, was 
well grounded in the sciences and classics, and 
was about to enter college when the troublous 
days of the war interfered with his plans. Ob- 
taining a school he engaged in conducting the 
same with great success until January, 1866, 
when he entered the law office of Brewer & 
Peter, of Rockville... In due time he was. ad- 
mitted to the bar of this county, in February, 
1868, and within a few weeks he “‘hung out his 
shingle’ in the town of Berkeley Springs, W. 
Va. He did not remain there long, however, 
and in the fall of 1869 returned to Rockville, 
where he has since dwelt. Here he formed a 
partnership with one of his former preceptors, 
George Peter, and this pleasant and profitable 
connection continued in existence up to the death 
of Mr. Peter, in August, 1893. 

In 1879 the high place which the judge had 
already won in the legal profession was publicly 
acknowledged by his being made a candidate on 
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the Democratic ticket for the responsible position 
of state’s attorney. He was elected for a term of 
four years, and entered upon his new duties on 
the 1st of January, 1880. He was re-elected 
upon the expiration of his term for another four 
years. January 21, 1895, Gov. Frank Brown 
honored him by appointing him as a judgeof the 
sixth judicial circuit to fill a vacancy, and in the 
fall of the same year he was elected tothe office, 
according to the constitutional provisions, for a 
term of fifteen years, as associate judge. He is 
making a fine record, and is fully justifying the 
confidence which has been reposed in him. 
Since the Montgomery County National Bank 
was organized in 1883 he has been one of its 
directors. Among other institutions in which he 
has been actively interested arethe Rockville Cem- 
etery Association, of which he is a director; and 
the Rockville Academy, of which he is a trustee 
and the present treasurer. He has been the legal 
advisor of many of the leading firms and corpora- 
tions of this section for years and from a small 
beginning built up a very large and paying prac- 
tice. 

The marriage of Judge Henderson and Clara 
S. Adamson, daughter of Walter H. Adamson, 
of Rockville, was solemnized August 11, 1870. 
Her father was a prominent citizen of this place, 
and at the time of his death was register of wills 
of this county. Eight children were born to our 
subject and wife. One of the number is de- 
ceased, and the others are named as follows: 
James A., Rose M., Margaret, George P., Fred- 
erick N., Sarah I. and Walter. H. The eldest 
son is a promising young lawyer of Rockville, a 
graduate of Lafayette College, Pennsylvania, and 
is a member of the firm of Peter & Hender- 
son. The Hendersons attend the Presbyterian 
Church, some of the family being identified with 
the same as members. 
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LLAN McLANE ABERT resides upon a 
farm of four hundred and twenty-five acres, 
situated in Berry District, Montgomery 
County. This property is owned by himself and 





his youngest sister, Constantia, who presides over 
his corafortabie aud attractive home and assists 
him in hospitably entertaining their many friends. 
For severai years he traveled in the interests of 
Raltiniore firms, but since 1892 he has engaged in 
farming, giving personal supervision to the culti- 
vation of his place, though himself too frail to do 
much manual labor. 

Wpo: the farm where he still resides, Mr. 
Abert was born March 27, 1865. His father, 
Charles Abert, was a native of Mount Holly, 
Westmoreland County, N. J., and graduated 
from Princeton University, then made his home 
with his parents, who owned and occupied the 
residence recently occupied by Secretary Whit- 
ney in Washington, D. C. In that city he 
carried on the study of law and was admitted to 
practice before the supreme and district courts 
and the court of claims. Continuing in the pro- 
fession until his death, he meanwhile attained 
eminence at the bar. Bothin Rockville and Mount 
Holly he officiated as a lay reader in the Episco- 
pal Church. His death occurred in August, 
1897, and twenty-three hours later his older 
brother, Col. James W. Abert, an officer in the 
Civil war, passed away. The third brother, 
William, who was a successful civil engineer, is 
now retired. Their father, Maj. John Abert, 
was an officer in the second war with England. 
In 1850 Charles Abert purchased the land now 
owned by our subject and the following year he 
built the house that still stands in a good state of 
preservation. He was a Democrat and took an 
active part in public affairs. 

Our subject’s mother, Henrietta Constantia, 
was a daughter of Richard Bache, a native of 
Pennsylvania, and owner of an estate called 
Homewood. Shewas a granddaughter, on her 
mother’s side, of Benjamin Franklin, the noted 
printer and statesman. Our subject was the 
youngest child, and has two brothers and four 
sisters. Robert Walker graduated in law in 
Washington; Ellen married John S. Blair, an at- 
torney in Washington; Sophia B. is the wife of 
James S. Mallory, of North Carolina; Dr. Charles, 
who married a daughter of Dr. Stonestreet, is 
employed in the postoflice department in Wash- 
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jagton; Maria B. is the wife of William D. Bald- 
win, member of the firm of Baldwin, Davis & 
Waite, prominent attorneys in Washington; and 
Constantia, the youngest of the family, resides 
with her brother. 

In private schools, Rockville Academy and 
Emerson Institute, Washington, D. C., where he 
spent two years, the subject of this sketch re- 
ceived an excellent education. With the excep- 
tion of the time spent as a commercial traveler, 
he has resided continuously in Montgomery 
County, where he is a well-known citizen. He 
and his sister are identified with the Episcopal 
Church, to the maintenance of which they are 
generous contributors.

ICHARD W. TRAPNELL, M. D. The 

progenitor of the Trapnell family was Sir 

Osbert Tropenell, knight and lord of Sop- 
worth and Lawday before the Norman conquest. 
Consequently the family did not come in with 
the Conqueror. lLater,in Norman times, Neston 
Park, Corsham, was one of the seats of the family. 
From very remote and ancient times Corsham 
was a residence of the Saxon kings, in which 
was held their court, and afterward the residence 
of the Earls of Cornwall. Neston House is close 
to the line of the Roman road, more anciently 
the Wansdyke or Wodensdyke, which is sup- 
posed to mark the extent of the last Belgic con- 
quest prior to the coming of Julius Caesar. Nes- 
ton Church, Corsham, and the North or Trope- 
nell Chapel contain arms of King Edward the 
Confessor, King of Wessex and King Athelstan. 
The first is in the church proper and the two others 
in the chapel, where are many other shields of 
arms. Thischapel also contains two altar tombs, 
one of great size and richness, on which are 
three coats of arms (1) Ludlowe single (2) Trope- 
nell impaling Ludlowe, and (3) Tropenell. 
About the edge of the tomb is an ox yoke, then 
this writing: ‘‘Ihs, Chs, Nazarenus filius Dei, 
filius David, filius Marie Virginis, salvet nos!’ 
Under the writing in the next moulding is a yoke 


.1260, gave her share to the Priory. 


—tira bellement—a yoke-tyra, etc., i. e., ‘‘he 
will draw well.’’ Under this noble tomb is a 
little freestone vault in which his and his wife’s 
bones lie, Sir Thomas Tropenell and Agnes or 
Margaret Ludlowe, his wife, 1490. The other 
smaller altar tomb has a shield Tropenell impal- 
ing Carew. 

From before the Norman Conquest, 1066, until 
early in 1200 the head of the House was a 
Sir Osbert and possessed large landed estates; 
there may have been and probably were collateral 
lines. They were owners of twenty manors, 
eighteen in Wilts, one in Gloucester and one in 
Somersetshire. This Sir Osbert Tropenell, 
knight, divided his estate between his two sons, 
Sir James and Walter. Sir James’ two daughters 
subdivided their share. Margaret married Hugh 
Parans and by deed 1206 gave her portion at 
Sopworth to Monkton Farleigh Priory. Lucy 
married Leonard Mautravers and their son John 
‘who had the keeping of King Edward until his 
death’’ gave part of his land to the same religious 
house. Walter Tropenell gave his portion to his 
daughter Galiena, and she, about the same time, 
Sir James 
had nosons. Walter Tropenell, about 1240, mar- 
ried Catherine, daughter of Sir William and 
sister of Sir Harry Percy, both knights and lords 
of Much, otherwise East or Great Chalfield and 
West or Little Chalfield, and they were scions of 
the great Norman house of Percy, ultimately the 
most powerful of the English border families. 
These manors were diverted from their legitimate 
course by a Lady Constance Percy, who had ac- 
quired a life estate in them by a marriage with 
Sir Henry Percy. After his death she took for her 
third husband Sir Philip Fitswarren; by him she 
had a daughter, Isold, and she retained these 
manors. She married John Rouse and their son 
Sir William sold Great Chalfield to Lord Salisbury. 
Sir Thomas Tropenell, fifth in descent from Wal- 
ter, who married Catherine Percy, determined to 
secure the manor of his ancestors and after infinite 
litigation, in 1446 succeeded, except the constable- 
ship of Trowbridge Castle, which his son after- 
ward secured; the pedigree makes it plain how 
Sir Thomas Tropenell proved his title to it. 
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Great Chalfield Manor House was erected by 
Sir Thomas Tropenell about 1460. Elyard says: 
Equidistant from the towns of Melksham and 
Bradford on Avon ina sequestered situation re- 
mote from the high road, stands this magnificent 
example of mediaeval building. 
house has been one of quite excepticnal beauty. 
The north front is nearly perfect, with the hallin 
the center, flanked by a gable building at either 
end, both ornamented with oriel windows of great 
beauty. The gabled porch projects to the right 
of the hall and has the usual chamber over the 
entrance archway. To the west cf the entrance 
in the right wing is an octagonal oriel with 
panelled corbelling, which springs out from just 
above the label of the square-headed wisdow of 
the room below; it is finished off at the top by 
the arms and supporters of the Tropenells. 
The corresponding gable at the eastern end of 
the building has a semi-circular oriel of rare 
beauty. This oriel is corbelled out from both 
sides of a strong stone prop that supports the 
window, and elaborately decorated with panel- 
ing, foliated pateras and head; it is crowned by a 
battlement composed of the elegant ornament 
known as the Tudor flower. The finials to the 


gable are all most admirably carved; two of them 


represent griffons, the badge of the Tropenells, 
presenting the arms of the house to each other; 
the others, men in armor. One of the stone 
effigies has been removed from the apex of the 
gable and placed on the lawn in front of the 
house. It is a spirited representation of an 
armed man of the time of Henry VI. On the 
western side stands the gate house, now much 
altered and incorporated in the farm buildings, 
but still retaining evidence of its former charac- 
ter. The outer walls of inclosure remain in 
part, together with ivyclad ruins of two bastian 
towers, probably demolished during the civil 
wars and never rebuilt, still washed at their base 
by the waters of the moat, which i.npart an air 
of remote antiquity to the whole. Drawings of 
the interior of the hall in its original condition 
have been preserved in Pugin’s works on the 
architecture of the middle ages. And these ex- 
hibit, amongst other characteristics, three curious

iwnasks of stone, with perforated eyes and mouth, 
which were formerly fixed to the northeast and 
west walls for the purpose of enabling persons in 
the adjoining chambers to obtain a view of the 
bangueting hail without themselves being seen. 
This banqueting hail used toextend the length of 
a preat part of the front and all the width and 
beight of the building. The motto, ‘‘Le jong tyra 
bellerient,’’ is introduced in various places in the 
ceiling of the great hall, always with the repre- 
sentation of a yoke such as was used with oxen. 
The principat sources to obtain information of the 
family are Murry’s Guide to Wilts, pages 21 and 
51; Walker’s History of Chalfieid; Aubrey and 
Jackson’s Wiltshire Collections; Some Old Wilt- 
shire Homes, illustrated by Elyard and SirR. C. 
Hoare; and History of North Wilts. Walker de- 
rived his account from the Tropenell manuscript, 
@ curious document on vellum, which has disap- 
peared. Aubrey refers toit frequently. John Au- 
brey was bornin Wilts, 1625,died 1696. The Book 
of Tropenell commenced Allhallewyn Day 4 Ed- 
ward IV, 1464,and related the pedigree and estates 
of Sir Thomas Tropenell, reciting, however, many 
charters and grants long before his time, con- 
cerning other lordships, towns and estates. This 
book, which Aubrey often alludes to, was in the 
custody of Mr. Dickenson of Monks, in Corsham 
parish, 1744, and is supposed to have passed 
from that gentleman into the possession of either 
the Mordaunts or the Neals. After Sir Thomas 
Tropenell’s succession to the estate in 1446, he 
appears to have always resided at Chalfield; it is 
a Saxon word and means: ‘‘A seat or post on 
the line of passage to the heights.’’ Later on in 
life, when his splendid home was completed, he 
turned his attention to the little All Saints 
Church that stands quite close beside the eastern 
gable of the manor house and added the west 
vindow in which_his arms and badge appear, the 
porch and the bell turret, and the Tropenell 
Chantry Chapel, and at the same time adorning 
the interior with the elegant stone screen where- 
on is recorded so much of his own lineage (it also 
divided the chapel from the church) on which 
are shields of arms. ‘The center shield has only 
the Tropenell arms; then on one side of this are 
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two shiclds—to the extreme heraldic dexter 
Tropenell impaling Percy. This is to signify 
the marriage of Walter Tropenell and Margaret 
Percy. Next shield, Tropenell impaling Rouse; 
this is to signify the marriage of Robert Trope- 
nell and Christian Rouse. On the other side are 
two shields, Tropenell impaling Ludlowe; this is 
to signify the marriage of Sir Thomas Tropenell 
with Agnes or Margaret Ludlowe, daughter of 
Sir William Ludlowe, butler to Kings Henry V, 
VI and VII. The last or fifth shield has Trope- 
nell impaling Roche, to signify the marriage of 
Henry Tropenell with Edith Roche. So three of 
the shields on the screen celebrate three steps in 
the pedigree by which Sir Thomas Tropenell 
proved his right to the manor; another shield is 
because of his own marriage. This same shield 
of Tropenell and Ludlowe is found repeatedly in 
the decoration of the roof of the banqueting hall. 
It is an established fact that the Tropenells were 
churchmen of the old British type, for though the 
church of Rome made encroachments more and 
more till at last you could not distinguish the Eng- 
lish church planted in the first and second century 
from the church of Rome and planted by Augus- 
tine, there were always Englishmen who ob- 
jected to the encroachmentsof Rome. We know 
the Tropenells were churchmen. Most likely 
the first Sir Osbert Tropenell was and his descend- 
ants. Certainly Sir Thomas Tropenell was, who 
built the Great Chalfield manor house, for he 
built the Chantry Chapel onto the church on pur- 
pose for his family to worship apart. He died 
after a long and busy life, in 1490, and with 
Agnes, his wife, lies buried under a rich altar 
tomb in the Tropenell Chapel, St. Bartholomew 
or Neston Church, Corsham, and less than a cent- 
ury later his estate passed with an heiress to the 
family of Eyre, of Little Chalfield. 
‘“*As leafs from trees, mankind do drop away, 
So sonnes of mortals flourish and decay; 


What mortals build, time does as rubbish lay, 
As fate’s decree ye destinies obey.’ 


The roof of Great Chalfield manor house and 
the roof of Chantry Chapel are the same placed 
there by Sir Thomas Tropenell, 1450 and 1460, 
respectively. They are of stone, eighteen inches 


square and one inch thick; the rafters of the house 
seemingly in as good condition as when placed 
there. 

The property of the Tropenell family in 1519 
was as follows: The manor and advowson of 
Great Chalfield, together with the office of con- 
stable of Trowbridge Castle, and lands in Great 
Atworth, Little (alias Cottle’s) Atworth, Lyn- 
ford Holt, and Boughton Gifford, the Manor of 
Maiden Bradley, and lands at East and West 
Codford. The Manors of Chicklade (with the 
advowson), and Hindon, and lands in Knoyle 
Episcopi and Milton, the Manor of East Harn- 
ham and land in Homington, the Manor of Little 
Durnford and lands at Old Sarum and Fisherton 
Ancher, the Manor of Neston, with the Chapel of 
St. John the Baptist there and an enclosure ad- 
joining it in the ridge and lands at Upton, Strat- 
ford, sub Castro, Hartham and Cosham land 
with divers messuagers in Chippenham and 
Pewsham, Allington, Longdean, Great and Little 
Sherston, Castle Combe, Lockridge, Kington, 
St. Michaels, Tollard and New Sarum. Also 
the advowson of Chevenell and lands at Bourton 
County, Gloucester, Kilinersdore and Hassage, 
near Littleton County, Somerset. In the year 
last named, 1519, Sir Edward Hungerford, 
Philip Baynard and John Earnley were trustees 
of these estates for some minors. of the Trope- 
nell family. (See Add. MSS. 6,363, p. 175. 
Brit. Mus.) Great Chalfield and Neston Park 
is now owned by J. B. Fuller, Esq: The Trope- 
nells sold Longdean in 1640 to Thomas Wilde, a 
Bristol merchant, Burke’s Landed Gentry, -sup-+ 
plement, page 49. The estate of Broadfield near 
Hereford, passed by grant, dated August 8, 
1266, at Kenelworth, to John Tropenell. By a 
survey book of the Manor of Tisbury, made in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, it appears that 
Christopher Trapnell, Esq., held a moiety of the 
Manor of Chicklade by the military service of 
half a knight fee. In the catalogue of Cam- 
bridge, England, Graduates 1659 to 1800, 
page 425, Thomas Trapnell Cain's A. B. 1777. 
John Tropenell (1518) suffered death at the 
stake for denial of the Roman dogma of tran- 
substantiation. Bradford on Avon—the same is 
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found in the register of Bishop Audley, which 
will soon be in print. The blood of the martyrs 
is the seed of the church. 

In the Herald’s College there are four coats of 
arms of the Tropenell or Trapnell family or 
house. (1) Trapnell of Wiltshire, blazon of 
arms; Gulesa_ fesse engrailed, ermine between 
three griffon’s heads erased argent. (2) Trepe- 
nell, blazon of arms; ermine on two chevronells, 
three leopards’ faces. (3) ‘Tropenell, of Corn- 
wall, blazon; chevrony of six ermine and sable, 
three leopards’ faces sable. (4) Tropenell, 
blazon; chevrony of six ermine and sable, three 
roses argent. Our subject is satisfied that the 
first is the oldest; it is the same shield which is 
on the Manor house at this time, in three places, 
cut into the stone over four hundred years ago. 
The shield on the noble altar tomb of Sir Thomas 
is the same. Sir Thomas adopted the ox yoke 
device, the supporters and the motto of old Nor- 
man French ‘‘Le jong tyra bellement.’’ Burke's 
General Armory gives Trapnell the same shield, 
but the crest is a griffon’s head couped azure 
beaked or, the motto adopted by the line of 
our subject is ‘“‘Ora et Labora,’’ which is 
traced to 1602. The crést in all instances is 
more recent than the shield and the coat of 
arms of Sir Thomas’ time was that of his an- 
cestry without his adoption of motto, badge 
and supporters. Of the sons of Dr. Philip Trap- 
nall, of Baltimore County, Md., who moved to 
Harrodsburg, Ky., early in this century, John, 
the second son, was one of the early adventurers 
_ to Texas previous to the revolution in that coun- 
try; he was captured by the Mexicans and confined 
in the Castle of Perote, where he died. Frederick 
William, the eldest, married Martha Francis 
Cocke, niece of Governor Pope, of Arkansas. He 
was a vestryman thirteen years of Christ Church, 
Little Rock, Ark. He died at Monticello, July 
4, 1853, while running for congress. His last 
words were the Lord’s prayer. He lived just 
back of the church in a fine old place now, which 
he built. There is a monument to him in the 
cemetery. He dieda very wealthy man for the 
times. His brother Philip, the youngest son, 
married the daughter of Col. Sandy Faulkner, 
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the ‘‘Arkansas Traveler.’’ In the old days of 
Arkansas aristocracy, when the rich planters 
and men of note gathered at the Ashley mansion, 
Miss Faulkner was the belle, petted and admired 
by everyone. Her wardrobe came from Paris 
and her admirers from everywhere. Philip T. is 
also interred with his brother at Little Rock. 
Andrew married a Mrs. Roane, granddaughter 
of Patrick Henry. George, a banker and attorney- 
at-law, married his cousin, Miss Finnie Thomas. 
T. William Vincent and Benjamin Casey, also 
attorneys-at-law, did not marry, and with their 
parents, Dr. Philip and wife, are buried at 
Harrodsburg. Judge Benjamin Casey Trapnall 
placed the memorial mindow in St. Philip's: 
Church to his father and mother. The family is 
now extinct. Daniel Casey, who was the treas- 
urer of the United States during the administra- 
tion of President Pierce, was a brother of Mrs. 
Dr. Philip T. and Gen. James Casey, of the 
Federal army during the war of 1861-1865: 
was a nephew, also brother-in-law of General 
Grant. There was a life of Dr. Philip T. pub- 
lished a good many years ago; it was very inter- 
esting, telling of his ancestry. 

The birthplace of Rev. Joseph Trapnell, D. D., 
our subject’s father, was Bemerton, Wiltshire, 
the historic residence of George Herbert. His 
mother was Harriet Wildes. Her ancestry in the 
male line had been clerks of Bemerton Church for 
many generations to and after the time of the swee 
poet, George Herbert, who is buried beneath the 
chancel. Joseph Trapnell married Emily Green, 
second daughter of Nicholas John Watkins, of 
Annapolis, born May to, 1817, died at the rectory 
of St. Mark’s Parish, Petersville, Frederick Coun- 
ty, Md., March 11, 1862, and is interred at Mount 
Olivet Cemetery, Frederick City, Md. Her an- 
cestry were of Welsh descent. Our subject mar- 
ried Edmonia Smith, sixth daughter of George W. 
Marlowe, Esq., an attorney-at-law and a large 
landed proprietor near Leesburg, Loudoun County, 
Va. The rite was solemnized in St. James 
Church, Leesburg, Va., January 6, 1876, by 
Dr. Joseph Trapnell, assisted by Rev. Richard 
Davis, rector of the parish, and Rev. William I. 
Braddock, assistant at St. Paul Parish, Frederick 
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County, Md., where Dr. Joseph Trapneli was 
rector. The family is of English descent. Her 
great-grandfather was a captain in the Continenta! 
army from Maryland. The poet, Christopher or 
Kil-Marlowe, was an ancestor, as was also the 
Lord Mayor of London, 1409-1417. There are 
two coats of arms in Burke’s General Arinory, 
Marlowe, Quarterly, Gules and Azure, an orle 
of Martlets or Marlowe argenta a fesse raitre or 
and gules, between three billetts of the last. 
She had two brothers, the elder, Richard C., 
a lieutenant in the Confederate States Army 
with Stuart, 1861-1865. Our subject’s brother, 
Joseph Trapnell, Esq., of Charlestown, W. Va., 
was also a member of the Seventh Virginia 
Cavalry, under Rossers’ Brigade, Confederate 
States Army, 1862-1865. 

Our subject, who is a prominent physician at 
Point of Rocks, Frederick County, was born in 
the city of Annapolis, Md., October 27, 1844. 

Dr. Joseph Trapnell, the doctor’s father, was 
born in England, June 19, 1814, and at the age 
of five years was brought by his parents to this 
country, landing in Baltimore, where they lived 
in that vicinity for a number of years. From 
there they removed to Urbana in Frederick 
County, and after two years settled in Frederick 
City, where he was educated until sixteen years 
of age. Later he entered St. John’s College, 
Annapolis, from which he graduated in 1837 
with the honors of the class. From his alma 
mater he received the degrees of A. B. and A. M., 
and in 1875, the degree of D. D. ‘He studied 
theology with the president of the same institu- 
tion, Rev. Hector Humphrey, D. D., and at the 
same time was assistant professor of English 
literature in the college, October 31, 1838, he was 
ordained to the diaconate by Bishop Moore at 
Richmond, Va., and was made priest by Bishop 
Doane in Annapolis, February 3, 1840. Hecame 
to his first charge, Trinity Church, Prince 
George’s County, Md., December 1, 1838, and 
in 1844 became rector of St. Andrew’s Church 
in Baltimore. He entered upon the pastorate of 
St. Michael’s Church in Bristol, R. I., Decem- 
ber 1, 1851, and on the 1st of October, 1857, he 
accepted the position as rector of St. John’s 


Church in Keokuk, Iowa. Exactly four years 
later he became rector of St. Mark's parish, in 
Frederick County, Md., and St. Paul’s, at which 
place he remained until January 9, 1883, and then, 
ctiriug from active work in the ministry, he set- 
tied in Middletown, where he made his home with 
his son-in-iaw, Dr. J. E. Beatty, until his death, 
October 3, 1887, at seventy-three years of age. 
The grandfather cf our subject, Rev. Joseph 
Trapneil, was born in Ottery, St. Mary, Devon- 
shire, Englavd, November 8, 1775, and married 
Harriet Wildes, of Bemerton, Wiltshire, Eng- 
tand, in 1808. Coming to America, he was 
made rector of St. Peter’s parish, in what is now 
Poolesville, Montgomery County. He died at 
St. Mark’s rectory September 6, 1870, and was 
buried in Mount Olivet Cemetery, Frederick, 
where his son, Joseph, also lies. The grand- 
father was a schoolmate and intimate friend of 
the famous poet, Coleridge, a son of the vicar 
of Ottery, St. Mary, Devonshire, and was baptized 
by the poet’s father. ; 
Rev. William Trapnell, eldest son of Rev. 
Joseph Trapnell, was born at Bemerton, Wilts, 
December 12, 1811; and died rector of Trinity 
Parish, Prince George County, Md., May 25, 
1872. He wasa graduate from the theological 
seminary at Alexandria, Va., andan A. B. of 
St. John’s College, Annapolis, Md. He was 
ordained deacon in St. Paul’s Church, Alex- 
andria, Va., July 11, 1839, by Richard C. Moore, 
Bishop of Virginia, and was ordained priest in 
Trinity Church, Wilmington, Del., February 3, 
1840, by Rt.-Rev. H. N. Underdonk. He was 
rector of Trinity Church, Wilmington, Del., St. 
Ann’s Church, Amsterdam, N. Y. (where he is 
interred), St. Peter's, Poolesville, Md., Christ 
Church, Rockville, Md., and Trinity Church, 
Upper Marlborough, Md., which was his last 
parish and the first parish of his brother, Rev. 
Joseph Trapnell. Hissplendid theological library 
of fifteen hundred volumes he bequeathed to the 
theological seminary, Alexandria, Va. Descrip- 
tion of pulpit in St. Anne’s Church, Amsterdam, 
N. Y., a memorial by his widow, M. Annie 
Trapnell: The pulpit is of brass and carved oak. 
The design of the main part consists of three 
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panels of open work, the top and bottom decorated 
with beautiful twining vines. The symbols on 
the side panels are the Alpha and Omega, em- 
braced by the two emblems of perfection, the 
square and the circle. The symbolism of the 
middle panel is expressed by the two great cir- 
cles of time and eternity, intersected by the wide- 
stretched arms of the sacrificial cross. The in- 
scription is: ‘To the Glory of God and in Mem- 
ory of Rev. William Trapnell, 1811-1872. Be- 
hold I bring you good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people. Luke ii:10.”’ 

The mother of our subject was a daughter of 
Nicholas J. Watkins, of Annapolis, whose ances- 
tors went from Wales to England and from there 
to America. She died at St. Mark’s rectory 
March 11, 1862. In her family there were four 
sons and four daughters. Joseph, an attorney-at- 
law, lives in Charlestown, Jefferson County, W. 
Va.; William died August 18, 1874, aged twenty- 
six years, and is buried in Mount Olivet Cemetery. 
Emily is the wife of Dr. J. E. Beatty, of Middle- 
town; Fannie and Ella, who are unmarried, reside 
in Middletown. During boyhood our subject at- 
tended the schools of Baltimore, Bristol, R. I., and 
Keokuk, Iowa. January 29, 1863, he commenced 
to read medicine with Dr. George W. West, of 
Frederick County, and afterward he was with Dr. 
J. E. Beatty, then of Frederick. He graduated from 
the University of Maryland March 3, 1866, and 
afterward practiced for one year in Jefferson, 
a similar period at Leitersburg, and for one 
year at Waterford, Va., from which place he 
came to Point of Rocks, April 6, 1874, and was 
here associated with Dr. L. T. Duvall. | 

In politics the doctor votes the Democratic 
ticket and in fraternal relations isa Mason. He 
is a member of the Medical and Chirurgical 
Faculty of Maryland. Like others of his family, 
Dr. Trapnell is deeply interested in church 
work. He was largely instrumental in building 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Chapel here; the edifice 
contains a memorial window which was placed 
there by the family and guild of the two parishes, 
SS. Mark’s and Paul's. Theinscription.is: ‘To 
the glory of God and in loving memory of Dr. 
Joseph Trapnell, many years rector of this parish,

18g0,’’ and another memorial, a lectern on an 
inlaid brass cross, ‘‘To the Rev. Joseph Trap- 
nell, D. D., from members of his former parish, 
St. Michael, Bristol, R. I., 1851 and 1857.’’ 


HE family of Dr. Philip Trapnall, in Mary- 
land, descended from English ancestors, 
long established at Staffordshire, England. 

The male portion of the family have generally 
been, and still are, ministers of the Established 
Church. Quite a number of the Vincent family, 
from which the doctor was a lineal descendant, 
through his grandmother, were also distinguished 
ministers of the Established Church. William 
Vincent, Bishop of London, a distinguished critic 
and divine, Philip Vincent, Bishop of Durham, 
and Admiral Vincent, a distinguished naval com- 
mander, were second cousins of the doctor. His 
grandfather emigrated to this country from Staf- 
fordshire during colonial days. 

Vincent Trapnall, his father, was a farmer in 
Baltimore County, Md., where the doctor was 
born on the 4th of January, 1773. It may be 
said with truth, therefore, that he was nursed in 
the lap of the revolution, and received all of his 
early impressions during that stormy period. 
After having received all the mental training 
which parental care and good neighborhood 
schools could impart, he was sent to school at the 
age of fourteen, at Annapolis, where he completed 
his preliminary education, which was ofa very 
high order. He graduated in the medical depart- 
ment of the University of Pennsylvania in the 
spring of 1796, at the age of twenty-three. He 
practiced medicine at Hagerstown with flatter- 
ing success the two succeeding years, as the con- 
temporary and intimate professional associate of 
Dr. Frederick Dorsey. He was one of the in- 
corporators of the Medical and Chirurgical Society 
or Faculty of Maryland, which was passed at the 
state assembly January 20, 1799. He now re- 
solved to gratify a wish he had long indulged, 
that of emigrating west, which he effected in 
the fall of 1800, by locating in Harrodsburg, 
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where he remained until his death, a period of 
fifty-three years. He had not been long an oc- 
cupant of his new field of labor before he found 
himself in the midst of an overwhelming practice. 
His masculine vigor of intellect and superior 
literary and professional attainments at once 
placed him in the foremost rank of the profession. 
He acquired an exceeding wide range of practice, 
often going to Danville, Lancester, Versatiles, 
Lexington, and occasionally Louisville, on pro- 
fessional duty. It is said by those intimately ac- 
quainted with his practice that he possessed re- 
markable insight into the nature and character cf 
diseases, was exceedingly accurate in his diag- 
nosis and rarely ever mistaken in the judgment 
he formed. So scrupulously cautious was he, 
that in obscure, complicated cases he not in- 
frequently deferred his prescription untila second 
visit, and a more thorough exploration of the 
case. Such caution, though highly commendable, 
is not apt to meet a just appreciation from the 
non-medical public, who not infrequently construe 
it into either indifference or ignorance. 

Of anatomy and surgery Dr. Trapnall was fond, 
and he performed a great number of surgical 
operations. He had no hobby. His energies 
seem to have been alike devoted to the interests 
of every department; and although practicing in 
a period when hobby riding was fashionable, he 
was remarkably conservative in his- views and 
cautious in practice. In a word, he may with 
much truth be styled a medical philosopher. He 
accumulated a large and well-selected library, 
with the contents of which, by close application 
to study, he kept himself familiarly acquainted; 
which, however, he generously divided with his 
young friends, after he retired from active pro- 
fessional life. Having established himself upon 
a farm, he retired from the active duties of pro- 
fessional life about the year 1818, twenty-two 
years from the time he had entered upon them, 
a brief, but rather brilliant professional life. 

There was something remarkably striking in 
his person and manner. He was full six feet 
two inches high and remarkably straight, had an 
air of dignity and independence, often construed 
into haughtiness, rendering him rather repulsive 
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to strangers, It is said of Admiral Vincent, his 
kinsman, that he was so tall and commanding 
in person, and passessed such an air of majesty, 
his very appearance excited a feeling of awe in 
his friends aud struck terror to his enemies. A 
large physical stature and majestical air seem to 
have been characteristic of the Vincent family; 
ana tne doctor inherited his full share of it. He 
possessed remarkable firmuess and decision of 
character, -bonesty and purity of life, was ardent 
in his attachments, laved his friends with a devo- 
tion bordering on idolatry, would make almost 
any sacrifice for their convenience. Of this re- 
niarkable devotion to the interests of his friends 
there are still a sumber of living witnesses. But 
towards his enemies he was implacable, almost 
bitter. Dr. Trapnali was a member of the legis- 
lature from the county of Mercer in 1806-7-8-9, 
and a reference to the journals of that period will 
show iis efficiency and prominence as a member 
of that body. In 1812 he was defeated for con- 
gress by Samuel McKee, of Lancaster. In politics 
he was a warm partisan even after he had retired 
from active life; an uncompromising Whig, al- 
ways prompt and early at the polls on election 
day, a duty, which, as a good citizen he felt in 
conscience bound to discharge. He was a mem- 
ber of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and a 
very warm churchman; a zealous stickler for the 
succession and one of the ablest champions of 
episcopacy in this country. He was exceedingly 
well posted in the history of his church. In 
1828-9 he wrote many articles in defense of the 
doctrine of his church, which were published and 
replied to by Dr. C. Calland. 
was a protracted one and attracted mucli atten- 
tion in the religious world. 

In 1806 the doctor married Miss Nancy Casey, 
daughter of Peter Casey, at Fountain Blue, Mercer 
County, Ky., a lady of highly cultivated intellect 
and great prudence, who was truly a helpmate 
to him, with whom he lived forty-five years, 
raising a large and highly respected family. 
In 1818 he retired from active duties of the pro- 
fession, and established himself upon a farm ad- 
joining Harrodsburg, devoting the remainder ot 
his life to agricultural pursuits. In this position, 
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more congenial to his taste and inclination, he 
entertained a large number of visitors, for which 
his fine conversational powers and open hospital- 
ity so eminently fitted him. In ‘‘Camden,’’ a 
novel written many years ago by John A. Mc- 
Clung, the doctor figured conspicuously under 
the title of General Lethbridge. On the 31st 
of January, 1853, in the eighty-first year of his 
age, he died, as he had lived, in humble trust 
and unshaken confidence in Him who is ‘‘the 
resurrection and the life.’’ Thus lived and died 
one whose friends were numerous and devoted, 
whose history, however, is too prominent, and 
whose character too marked and decided never to 
have met opposition or encountered malice, which, 
however, were disarmed of their power to hurt 
by his acknowledged honesty of purpose and 
purity of life. 

During the ’50s the members of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church at Harrodsburg erected a very 
nice brick church on the northeast corner of 
Office and Chiles streets. The Trapnalls, espe- 
cially Benjamin Casey, took an active part and 
contributed largely to the building. The church 
is named St. Philips, in honor of Dr. Philip 
Trapnall, and has a memorial window, donated 
by his son, Benjamin Casey, and placed in the 
west side in honor of the old doctor. There 
are two lancet-shaped windows, side by side, in 
one double frame. One of these is marked with 
the Greek letter Alpha at thetop. It also contains 
the emblem of a broken column and the sun 
setting behind an expanse of water, and also an 
anchor. There are the words: 
Christ anda Lover of His Church;’’ and in an- 
other part of the window: ‘‘A good man, bold and 
strong, yet gentle as a little child.’’ Then, in 
the lowest portion of the window, we read: ‘‘Dr. 
Philip Trapnell, born January 4, 1773; died Jan- 
uary 31, 1853; aged 80.’’ The companion window 
has the Greek letter Omega at the top, emblems 
of rose hanging from bent and broken stem, and 
of lamb, reclining, supporting banner on which 
is traced across. Then, besides the words: ‘‘A 
mother in Israel,’’ we read: ‘‘Nancy Trapnall, 
his wife, born July 4, 1786; died July 3, 1851; 
aged 65.”’ 
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OL. WILLIAM KILGOUR, for many years 
one of the prominent public men of Mary- 
land, and a life-long resident of Rockville, 

was born in this place July 24, 1833, and is the 
descendant of Scotch ancestors. The first of the 
nametocometo America was his great-great-grand- 
father, Bishop William Kilgour, who crossed the 
ocean for the purpose ofordaining Bishop Seabury, 
of Connecticut, the first Episcopal bishop in this 
country. Shortly after that ceremony had been 
performed, he returned to Scotland, where he 
held a bishopric. His son, also named William, 
came to this country about 1730 and settled in St. 
Mary’s County, Md., which was the home of 
many of his descendants. 

Next in line of descent was William, grand- 
father of our subject, who was a planter on the 
Patuxent River, and a prominent man in crystal- 
izing public sentiment, aiding in forming political 
movements. In 1812 his residence and crops 
were destroyed by the British naval fleet that 
made the attack on Washington. He had four 
sons, namely: Charles I., who was associate 
judge of the District of Columbia; John A. T., 
who was a prominent forensic advocate; Alex- 
ander and James, who remained on the old 
honiestead. 

Alexander, father of our subject, was born in 
St. Mary’s County and received his education at 
Charlotte Halland Union College, from which he 
graduated in 1819. He then took up the prac- 
tice of law in Leonardtown, St. Mary’s County, 
and shortly afterward was elected to the state 
legislature.. In 1822 he removed to Rockville 
and from here was also elected to the legislature, 
serving as a member of that body for many years. 
Politically he was an old-line Whig, prominent 
in public affairs. Following the religious belief 
of his ancestors, he held membership in the 
Episcopal Church. 

November 17, 1832, Alexander Kilgour mar- 
ried Miss Margaret Ann Stribling, daughter of 
Capt. Francis Stribling, of the United States 
army, aud niece of Commodore Stribling, of the 
navy, and of Dr. Stribling, who originated and 
presided over the insane asylum at Staunton, Va. 
Mrs. Kilgour was born in Clarke County, Va., 
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and was educated in the seminary at Leesburg. 
Her family consisted of seven children, as fol- 
lows: William, of this sketch, who was the 
eldest of the children; Cecelia McIlhaney, widow 
of Samuel Jones and residing near Rockville; 
Francis Stribling, who is a farmer and owns 
property near Rockville; Martha Matilda, widow 
of the late Judge Alex W. Chilton, of Virginia; 
Sarah; Alexander, Jr., whose sketch appears on 
another page and who is the present state's at- 
torney for Montgomery County; and Virginia, 
deceased, who married Charles Vandevender, 
chief engineer for the Western Maryland Railroad. 

The subject of this sketch graduated from St. 
John’s College, Annapolis, Md.,in 1855. InJanu- 
ary, 1856, he went to Cumberland, Md., and began 
to read law with the late Judge Pearre, continuing 
until he was admitted to the bar in October, 
1857. Inthe same month he was elected to the 
legislature as the candidate of the Democratic 
party. Subsequently he was appointed assistant 
state’s attorney, and later clerk and attorney for 
the board of county commissioners of Allegany 
County. In 1860 he was elected secretary of the 
Maryland state senate and continued as such un- 
til the legislature was arrested by order of the 
secretary of war. In 1862 he moved to Wash- 
ington, D. C., and began the practice of law, 
remaining there until 1869. Then going to Al- 
exandria, Va., he formed a partnership with his 
brother-in-law, Judge Chilton. In 1872 he was 
elected commonwealth attorney for that city and 
county and held the office for six years. In1878 
he returned to Rockville, his old home, where he 
has since been in politics and journalistic work. 
In 1890 he was elected to the legislature from 
Montgomery County. During Mr. Cleveland’s 
last administration he served four years in the 
United States’ internal revenue service. His po- 
litical tutelage was under the late Hon. Charles 
Faulkner, minister to France during the admin- 
istration of President Buchanan, and also for 
many years a member of congress. 

That Mr. Kilgour was considered a valuable 
public officer may be judged from the following, 
quoted from the Baltimore Hfevald: ‘‘While no 
doubt there are many unique statesmen among 
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those now gathered at Annapolis, there is miss- 
ing at least one colossal and picturesque figure 
whose absence from any legislative session, as an 
active and aggressive member, can be considered 
in no other light than as both a political loss and 
a public calamity. We refer to the Hon. Will- 
iam Kilgour, whose dulcet and yet stentorian 
voice has been a familiar sound to every man, 
woman and child within the confines of Mary- 
land for at least one generation, if not more.’ 

In October, 1858, Mr. Kilgour married Miss 
Rose Ellen Queen, adopted daughter of her uncle, 
the late Henry Harding, one of the early and 
prominent men of Montgomery County. Tothis 
union were born two children: Annie Stribling 
Kilgour, who graduated from Mount De Sales, 
Baltimore County, and died a few years after her 
graduation, and Mary C., at home with her 
father. Mrs. Kilgour died in September, 1886. 
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OHN THOMAS KELLEY, justice of the 
peace, and for many years one of the active 
farmers of Darnestown District, Montgomery 

County, was born in Baltimore County, this 
state, March 22, 1829. He is a descendant of 
ancestors who settled in Maryland prior to the 
Revolutionary war and have since been identified 
with the history of thestate. His father, Joseph, 
who was born and reared in Baltimore County, 
had an older brother, Thomas, who served in the 
War of 1812 and participated in the engagement 
in which General Ross was killed. Their father 
was one of the eight men who paid for the erec- 
tion of a schoolhouse and employed a teacher for 
their children; so that the sons were given better 
advantages than most boys of their day. 

When eighteen years of age Joseph Kelley be- 
gan on his own account, and with his brother, 
Thomas, cultivated a farm for two years, after 
which his brother withdrew and he continued 
alone. The farm belonged toa widow and he 
superintended its management for forty years, 
until failing health obliged him to discontinue 
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active work. So well did he manage the prop- 
erty that the widow, who had no other means of 
support than this land, was enabled to keep her 
family of eight children together, clothe them 
neatly and educate them well. In the meantime 
Mr. Kelley often purchased adjacent land, until 
he finally owned three hundred acres, which he 
cultivated, in addition to managing the other 
place. Hewasa hard-working man and a success- 
fal farmer. Politically he was a Democrat. In 
religion he was a Baptist. He was interested in 
educational work and served as trustee of a 
school that afterward became an academy. His 
death occurred when he was eighty-two. 

The first wife of Joseph Kelley was Mary 
Parks, by whom he had two children, John 
Thomas and Mary Elizabeth, widow of Aquilla 
Galloway and a resident of Baltimore. After the 
death of Mrs. Mary Kelley, he married her sister, 
Ann, and four children were born of that union: 
Elisha F., deceased; Amanda R., wife of Dr. J. 
F. R. Appleby, of Georgetown; Joanna, who 
married J. Nelson Wisner, of Martinsburg, W. 
Va.; and Laura V., wife of John Tabb Snodgrass, 
also living in Martinsburg. 

At the age of eighteen the subject of this 
sketch secured employment in a cotton factory. 
The superintendent of this (the Warren) factory 
resigned his position one year later, in order to 
accept the management of. the Union factory at 
Ellicott City, and our subject accompanied him, 
remaining in the latter place for five years. In 
order to better his circumstances he resigned his 
position and went to Franklin, Tenn., where he 
took charge-of a factory and machine shop. After 
two years in that place he was offered a more lu- 
crative position at Sparta, where he removed 
and remainedtwo years. Then, with two others, 
he undertook the opening of a factory at Law- 
renceburg, Lawrence County, Tenn., and went 
there, clearing the land and aiding in the con- 
struction of the dam. He continued in business 
at that place for eight years. However, failing 
health forced him to sell his interest and seek oc- 
cupation elsewhere. He removed to Georgetown, 
D. C., in 1858 and for ten years engaged in 
the mercantile business, after which he purchased 


his present farm of two hundred and seventy-two 
acres. January 1, 1897, he retired from active 
work, turning the management of a large part of 
his property over to a son-in-law, while he de- 
votes himself to the raising of small fruits and 
the charge of his apiary. 

Politically Mr. Kelley is independent, prefer- 
ring to vote for the man best fitted for the position 
rather than adhere strictly to party lines. Inthe 
spriug of 1896 he was appointed justice of the 
peace and two years later was again chosen to oc- 
cupy this position. Fraternally he is a demitted 
Mason and has been a member of the Odd Fel- 
lows and Sons of Temperance. For thirty years 
he has been identified with the Presbyterian 
Church, as one of its elders, and to its work he is 
a generous contributor. His marriage January 
13, 1853, united him with Susan Appleby, 
daughter of William Appleby, and an estimable 
lady, whose death, September 28, 1892, wasa 
heavy blow to her family. They were the par- 
ents of five children, namely: Joseph, who is en- 
gaged in farming in the southeastern part of Vir- 
ginia; Mary Elizabeth, who married John Lynch, 
a clerk in the treasury department; Nellie, wite 
of Millard Rice, who conducts. the home farm: 
John Thomas, M. D., who married Virginia Og- 
den, of St. Paul, Minn., and is a physician in 
Washington; and Susan Darby, who married 
William Nelson, principal of the Andrew Small 
Academy. 


DORSEY TRUNDLE, a representative 

citizen of Montgomery County, and a promi- 

nent member of the bar, lives in a beautiful 
home known as Rock Hill Villa. Among the 
numerous elegant residences of Gaithersburg and 
vicinity, this is one of the handsomest, and is 
especially favored in location, standing, as it 
does, upon an elevation and overlooking the 
town and surrounding country. The owner is 
constantly making improvements and additions 
to the place, thus increasing its attractiveness, 
and making of it an ideal home. 
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The old homestead, Potomac View,where were 
-n our subject and his father before him, has 
ecu in the possession of their family for several 
--nerations. The senior Trundle, James O., was 
., agriculturist by occupation and was eminently 
cessful, both as a farmer and as a financier. 
-¢ owned a number of finely improved farms and 
«asa man of influence in Montgomery County. 
it~ was a faithful member of the Methodist Epis- 
pal Church and in politics was a Democrat. In 
, family of five children he was the eldest, and 
jierited the old homestead, Potomac View. His 
‘dest sister, Annie V., is the wife of Edward 
‘Nichols, whose farm is near Licksville, Frederick 
County, Md. Fannie, deceased, was the wife of 
Charles W. Paxson, of Loudoun County, Va. 
Wilham, the only brother, was a merchant in 
\{onocacy, Md., up to the time of the war, when 
entered the Confederate army and sacrificed 

s life in the cause. Susan E., the youngest of 

family, is unmarried, and makes her home 
<ith our subject. James O. Trundle married for 

tirst wife a distant relative, Hleanor A. Trun- 
Jc, and their only child, James E., is the paying 
teller of the First National Bank of Gaithersburg. 
The mother of our subject was a Miss Annie E, 
Dorsey in her girlhood. 

R. Dorsey Trundle was born May 20, 186s, at 
Potomac View, and passed his youth there. His 
education was gained in Rockville Academy and 
in the Columbia University, Washington, D. C., 
where he pursued a scientific course and gradu- 
sted from the law department in the class of 1891 
with the degree:of LL.*M. He was.at. once 
almitted to the bar and established an office in 
Washington, where he remained for three years. 
He then returned to this, his native county, and 
has since been engaged in practice in Gaithers- 
‘urg. Since establishing his present practice in 
‘his place, by close attention and correct business 
ticthods he has succeeded in building up a large 
ud remunerative practice, and is recognized as 
‘mong the most prominent of the younger mem- 
‘ers of his profession in the county. 

In 1896 he was honored by being elected to 
‘he city council here and has served as such since 
‘hat time. For two years previous he was at- 


torney of the board. In pclitical affairs he has 
taken an active part, being identified with the 
Democracy. Fraternally he is a Mason of the 
Scottish rite degree, and is secretary of Pentalpha 
Lodge No. 194, A. F. & A.M. The various 
business interests of this town have received the 
material encouragement of Mr. Trundle, who has 
investinents in the Gaithersburg Milling Com- 
panv and bank. as weil as in other local enter- 
prises. Hes the owner of two farms comprising 
about seven hundred acres, the management of 
which he personally supervises, and one of which 
is the old Dorsey homestead, long kept in the 
family. Religiously he is a Methodist, belonging 
to the church of that denomination in this town. 
November 20, 1896, the marriage of Mr. Trun- 
dle and Miss Margaretta Clarke was solemnized 
in Howard County. She is a daughter of George 
D. and Alice (Linthicum) Clarke, natives of 
Howard and Montgomery Counties, respectively. 
To Mr. and Mrs. Trundle two children, a son 
and daughter, have been born. They are named 
respectively Otho Clarke and Alice Dorsey. 








EORGE A. CRESSLER, for years a pros- 
perous and enterprising farmer of the Ninth 
District, Washington County, is a native of 

Pennsylvania, his birth having occurred upon 
the homestead belonging to his father, 
Shippensburg, Pa., in 1833. From his boyhood 
he has given his entire attention to agricultural 
affairs and has long been numbered among the 
thrifty and wealthy farmers of this locality. 
Just thirty years ago he came to this county and 
became the purchaser of Paradise farm, which 
is justly considered one of the most fertile and 
valuable tracts of land in this section ofthe state. 
He has made a great many of the substantial 
improvements upon the property, but the fine 
old house was built over a century ago, in 1787, 
and is one of the landmarks of the county, and 
well worthy of a visit from the traveler. It was 
constructed of brick brought from England by 
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General Sprigg, and is still in a good state of 
preservation and is now being rebuilt and mod- 
ernized by our subject’s son, D. W. Cressler. 
The farm comprises two hundred acres, on which 
is raised a variety of grains and other crops com- 
mon to thisregion, and in return for the care be- 
stowed upon these fertile fields a goodly harvest 
is garnered each year. 

The great-grandfather of our subject was a na- 
tive of Germany, and when he came to America, 
took up his residencein Pennsylvania. His son, 
the grandfather of G. A. Cressler, Adam by 
name, was a stone mason by trade and in later 
years attended solely to his farm near Shippens- 
burg, Pa. He wasa soldier in the War of 1812, 
and was within twenty miles of Baltimore the 
night that Lord Baltimore was shot. He was a 
faithful member ofthe Lutheran Church and was 
loved and respected by all who knew him. He 
died in 1858, at the age of eighty-four years. 
Joseph G. Cressler, father of our subject, was 
born and passed nearly his whole life in the 
neighborhood of Shippensburg, Pa. He was a 
farmer and owned a large and valuable tract of 
land. He was aman of influence in his com- 
munity and was county commissioner of Cum- 
berland County during the few years he lived in 
that locality, having been elected on the Repub- 
lican ticket. From the time that he was twenty- 
five years of age he was an active and represent- 
ative member of the Lutheran Church up to the 
time of his death in 1875, at the age of sixty-six 
years. He was twice married, the first time to 
Sophia Cleppinger, by whom he had seven chit 


dren, three now deceased. Those surviving are 


G. A., William T.; Joseph B., of Virginia; and 
Adeline, wife of Reynolds Wallace, of Norfolk, 
Va. The second wife bore the maiden name of 
Catherine Heck, and of their union four children 
were born: John A., deceased; Lydia, Steward 
and Bertha, Mrs. John Plasterer. Our subject’s 
mother, who died in 1849, at the age of thirty- 
six, was a most estimable Christian lady, beloved 
by all who came within her influence. Both she 
and the second wife were members of the Lu- 
theran Church. 

Up to 1868 Mr. Cressler continued to dwell in 


his native county and in Cumberland. He thor- 
oughly mastered every department of farm work 
and received a good general education in the pub- 
lic schools of his own neighborhood. Later it 
was his privilege to attend the Shippensburg 
Academy, where he pursued the higher branches 
and became very well informed. In1859 he took 
a very important step in life, as he then married 
the lady who has since shared the joys and sor- 
rows that fell to his lot in the years that followed. 
She was Miss Mary C. Clever, a daughter of 
David Clever, of Cumberland County, Pa. 
Seven children have come to bless their mar- 
riage, namely: David W.; Joseph A.; Mary E., 
a teacher; George W.; Minnie F.; I. Maude, 
also a teacher; and Alberta B., who is a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Illinois Normal School, 
at Macomb, Ill. In his political tendencies Mr. 
Cressler has always been uncompromisingly Re- 
publican, and loyal to the best interests of the 
community in which he lives, as well as to the 
general government. Heand his wife and daugh- 
ters are members of the Reformed Church and 
are active in all good works.

OSIAH HARDING, M. D., deceased, for- 
merly one of the most prominent and suc- 
cessful physicians of Montgomery County, 
was born in this county, about four miles from 


Rockville, in 1817. He was a member of one of 


the old and highly respected families of Maryland. 
His father, Edward Harding, who was a native 
of this county, owned and operated a large tract 
of land in the vicinity of Rockville and was 
prominent in public life, as well as in agri- 
cultural circles. He married a widow, Mrs. 
Perry, and their only child was the subject of 
this sketch. Mr. Harding, by his first mar- 
riage, had a daughter, Mrs. Caroline Frances 
Noland, of Rockville, and a son Henry, who 
for many years was registrar of wills for Mont- 
gomery County; also a son Edward, who for 
years was a major in the Regular army. 
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When our subject was an infant his mother 
died and when he was nine his father passed 
away. He was reared under the care of his 
brother, Henry, and was given excellent educa- 
tional advantages, attending school in Rock viile 
and afterward graduating from Georgetown Co!- 
lege. He began the study of medicine under 
Dr. John Wootton, an eminent physician of that 


day, and afterward took a course of lectures m 


the University of Pennsylvania, where he graqa- 
uated. After having practiced for a time in 
Rockville he moved to Carroll Cottage, a beautiful 
residence now owned by Dr. George H. Wright 
and a description of which appears in the sketch 
of Dr. Wright. There he remained from 1840 
to 1864, meantime practicing in the vicinity, and 


-he continued in active practice until his death, in 


1894. : 
In 1846 Dr. Harding married Mary Virginia 


Valdenar, daughter of Francis and Elizabeth 
Valdenar, and great-granddaughter of a French- 
man. Her father, who was a farmer, spent his 
entire life in this section and one of his farms is 
now owned by Mrs. Bradley. At one time he 
was county commissioner and for many years 
served as tobacco inspector in Baltimore. He 
was a prominent member of the Episcopal 
Church and a man of consistent Christian char- 
acter. He had two sons, but both of them died 
many years ago. Mrs. Harding was born about 
six miles from her present place of residence 
and was educated in Patapsco Institute at Elli- 
cott City, Md. Of her ten children, all died in 
infancy or When quite young, extept one son and 
two daughters. Theson, Franklin, was engaged 
in business in Kentucky for thirty-four years, but 
is at present at homme. Marion Sands married 
W. W. Riley, of Washington, and the other 
daughter, Henrietta, is unmarried and resides 
with her mother. The family residence is a 
comfortable house, near Grace Church, on the 
street car line which runs from Washington to 
Forest Glen. 

In politics Mr. Harding was first an old-line 
Whig and afterward an adherent of Democratic 
principles. Inthe Ipiscopal Church he officiated 
as avestryman for many years. He had a prac- 


tice that extended for many miles in every direc- 
tion from his home. His reputation was that of 
a skiliful, painstaking physician, who was ac- 
curate in diagnosis and successful in treatment. 
As 4 Citizen he favored all measures for the 
benefit of the people of his community and the 
advancement of the resources of the county, 
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67” HOMAS E. NOLAND was born upon the 
farm adjoining the one he now owns, in 
Berry District, Montgomery County. His 

entire life, covering a span of more than seventy 
years, has been spent in the neighborhood where 
he vow lives, and he is well known among the 
ole residents of his commanity. Owing to his 
advanced years, he can not take the active part 
in public affairs manifested by younger men, nor 
can he manage his farm as actively as in the 
past, for he is no longer able to engage in manual 
labor. However, he is quite hearty for one of 
his years. 

The father of our subject, Dade P. Noland, 
was born and reared ona farm in Virginia. and 
remained in that state until after his marriage, 
when he removed to Maryland, settling in Mont- 
gomery County. In Virginia he had engaged in 
merchandising, but after coming to Maryland he 
turned his attention to farming. Im politics he 
was a Whig, and in religion a member of the 
Catholic Church. His death occurred in-1835, 
when he was fifty-eight years-of age. During 
the War of 1812 he served in the Americanarmy, 
having inherited a patriotic spirit from his father, 
Thomas, a Virginian, who served in the Revolu- 
tion. The family came to this country from 
Ireland in an early day. 

Our subject’s mother, Caroline Frances Hard- 
ing, was a daughter of Ndward Harding, a farmer 
of Montgomery County, and a granddaughter of 
Thomas Butler, who came to this country at the 
same time with the Carroll family and owned 
about nine thousand acres of land in this section. 
Our subject’s father and mother were married in 
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1816, and she died in 1863, twenty-five years 
after his death. - Their family was composed of 
three sons and five daughters, Thomas being the 
oldest; Samuel S. is deceased; James C. is with 
our subject; Mary Ellen died when sixteen; Jane 
Elizabeth married Joseph T. Bailey; Anna But- 
ler died at twenty years; Agnes M. resides with 
our subject; and Mary Caroline is the wife of 
Sylvester C. Jones, a farmer, whose sketch ap- 
pears in this work. James and Agnes spent 
twenty-one years in Rockville, but came to make 
their home with our subject some years ago. 

The subject of this sketch was born in 1826. 
He has spent his entire life close to his present 
home, and was educated in the schools of the 
district and Rockville Academy. In 1867 he 
married Maria Peerce, a native of this county, 
where she died in 1885. Since 1871 he has re- 
sided upon his present farm, which he cleared 
and placed under cultivation. In politics a 
Democrat and active in the party, he served as 
judge of elections, as member of important com- 
mittees, and in 1876 was clerk of the house of 
representatives. Prior to the war he owned 
slaves. In religious belief he is a Catholic, to 
the support of which religion he has been a reg- 
ular contributor for years. 
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EN. G...W.e, GETTY uretired,.U. S.\Aceavas 
born in Georgetown, D. C., in 1819. His 
father, Robert Getty, was born in Ireland but 


came to the United States at eight years ofage, and 


received his education in Philadelphia. In early 
life he engaged in the mercantile business in 
Georgetown, together with his cousin, Amber 
Ross. For many years, and until his death, in 
1843, at the age of sixty-four years, he was an 
employe in the treasury department of the United 
States. In religion he was a Presbyterian and a 
prominent member of his church. 
supported old-line Whig principles. He married 
Margaret, daughter of John Wilmot, of Annap- 
olis. Mrs. Margaret Getty died in Georgetown 


Politically he 


when eighty-six years of age. In her family 
there were ten sons and three-daughters, of whom 
the following survive: G. W., of this sketch: 
Robert; and J. H. C., of Western Port, Allegany 
County, Md. 

At the age of sixteen the subject of this sketch 
entered the United States Military Academy at 
West Point, from which he graduated in 1840. 
He rendered active service during the war with 
Mexico and also the war with the Seminole In- 
dians and the conflict with the Sioux Indians on 
the plains of the west. Under General McClellan 
he took part in the battle of South Mountain. 
He also participated in the battles of Antietam 
and Fredericksburg, the Siege of Suffolk, Va., 
and the skirmishes around Richmond, the battles 
of the Wilderness, Fisher’s Hill, Cedar Creek, 
Petersburg and the surrender of General Lee’s 
army at Appomattox. He was severely wounded 
in the battle of the Wilderness, was also wounded 
at Fredericks and Petersburg, and had three 
horses shot under him. At South Mountain he 
was chief of the artillery, and in 1862, soon after 
the battle of Antietam, he was commissioned 
a general. 

At the close of the Civil war General Getty was 
ordered to New Mexico, from thereto Charleston, 
S.C., and various points on the Atlantic coast. 
In 1883 he retired from active service and since 
then has resided in Berry District, where he owns 
a mansion erected in 1857 by an Englishman. He 
is a member of the Military Order of the Loyal . 
Legion of the United States and is also identified 
with other fraternal organizations. In 1848 he 
married Elizabeth G. Stevenson, of Staunton, 
Va., whose father was postmaster of that city 
during the war. One of her brothers, John D. 
Stevenson, was a soldier in the Federal army. 

The family of General and Mrs. Getty consists 
of three sons and three daughters. Wilmot, the 
eldest son, is in business in St. Paul and married 
a lady residing in that city; Robert Nelson, who 
is captain of the T'wenty-second United States 
Infantry, in the war with Spain, married Cornelia 
Colgate, of Washington, D. C.; George, who 
manages the home farm, married Louise Stratton 
Burr, daughter of Joseph F. Burr, of Colesville, 
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Md.; Annie is the wife of Maj. Charles McClure, 
paymaster, U. S. A., now on the way to the 
Philippine Islands for service in the war with 
Spain; Caroline married Washington E. Pageand 
they reside near New York; Maude is the wife of 
Vernon Walsh, a farmer of Red Banks, Miss. 
The general has eighteen grandchildren.

ON. JOHN C. MOTTER, associate judge of 

the Sixth Judicial Circuit, and one of the 

leading citizens of Frederick County, was 
born in Emmitsburg, this county, December 4, 
1844, and is a son of Jacob and Jemima (Troxell) 
Motter. He isa member of a family that was 
identified with the history of Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the early days of its settlement, later genera- 
tions removing to Maryland. Of the genealogi- 
cal history, however, but little is known defi- 
nitely, except that the members of the family 
have been upright and honorable in every cir- 
cumstance of life, showing little taste for public 
affairs and preferring to give their attention to 
private business matters. His grandfather, John, 
died when the grandson was a small child. 

The father of our subject was for years a 
prominent tanner of Emmitsburg, in which place 
he passed the principal part of his life, owning a 
fine home there. He was a Republican in poli- 
tics, but never sought public office. A zealous 
member of the Methodist Episcopal denomination 


-. and an officer of the local church, his home be- 


came the headquarters for ministers in the days 
when churches were not as numerous as now. 
He assisted in the erection of a number of edi- 
fices, and in other ways promoted the cause of 
Methodism in his community. Honored and 


-respected by all, he was an ideal type of the 


Christian gentleman. At the time of his death, 
in 1870, he was fifty-eight years of age. 

The maternal grandfather of our subject, 
George Troxell, was a farmer and large land 
owner living on Toms Creek. He was connected 
with the Reformed Church and assisted in the

erection of a house of worship for that denomina- 
tion at Mechanicstown. His wife was a Miss 
Crabbs, a native of Pennsylvania. He died when 
our subject was quite small. Judge Motter was 
one of four children, his brother being George T. 
Motter, M. D., who stands at the head of the 
medical profession in Taneytown, while his sur- 
viving sister is the wife of Ezra Zimmerman, 
president of the school board of this county. 
Anna died a short time after her graduation at 


‘Dickinson Seminary, Williamsport, Pa. 


The early education of our subject was obtained 
at Emmitsburg, after which he attended school 
at Dickinson Seminary, Williamsport, Pa. He 
began the study of law in the office of Grayson 
Hichelberger, of Frederick, one of the leading 
attorneys of that time. In 1868 he was admitted 
to the bar, and during the same year opened an 
office in the city of Frederick, where he was suc- 
cessful from the first. It is said that he has won 
more cases at court than any other member of 
the bar of Frederick, aud he is recognized as one 
of the leading attorneys of western Maryland. 
In early manhood he took an active part in poli- 
tics and this deep interest has not abated through 
the succeeding years. In 1875 he was elected by 
a large majority to the office of state’s attorney, 
which position he filled with ability, serving so 
satisfactorily that he was re-elected, holding the 
office for eight years. In 1881 he was the choice 
of his party for associate judge of his district, 
and carried Frederick County by a majority of 
over six hundred, but was defeated by the oppos- 
ing vote in Montgomery County. An 
Republican, his advice is often sought in the local 
councils of the party and he has also been a 
prominent figure in county, state and national 
conventions. In the fall of 1897 he was again 
his party’s choice for associate judge of the dis- 
trict. The contest was close and he had strong 
men to battle against, but he won by a large ma- 
jority. 

In addition to his work at the bar and on the 
bench, Judge Motter has other important in- 
terests. Hewasattorney for and is now a direc- 
tor of the Citizens’ National Bank, director of the 
Frederick & Middletown Railroad and the Hygiea 
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Ice Company, and is connected with other im- 
portant enterprises. A man of strong and un- 
tiring energy and will power, he has worked his 
way to success by the force of a determined 
character and ambitious spirit. Since his elec- 
tion many important and intricate cases have 
come up, and in these he has rendered his deci- 
sion to the satisfaction of the unprejudiced and 
impartial. His broad knowledge of the law and 
accurate judgment of human nature have en- 
abled him to fill his responsible position credit- 
ably to himself and satisfactorily to others. 

The marriage of Judge Motter, in 1875, united 
him with Effie B., daughter of Josiah Merklin, 
of Frederick, who is a successful business man. 
Judge and Mrs. Motter have three sons and five 
daughters, in whose intelligence and refinement 
they may justly take a deep pride. Some years 
ago he purchased a beautiful place adjoining 
Frederick, on the Frederick and Opossumtown 
turnpike, and here they have established a happy 
home, with every comfort that can enhance the 
pleasure of existence. 


HARLES H. WATERS, M. D., was the 
founder of the Fairview Seminary, formerly 
located in Dawsonville, but for the past three 

years situated in Gaithersburg, Montgomery 
County. He has attained prominence, not only 
in the medical profession, but in-the educational 
field, and his genuine love for children and inher- 
ent understanding of their needs and gradually 
expanding minds make him specially qualified 
to guide them in the paths of knowledge. The 
institution which he succeeded in starting has rap- 
idly risen in importance as a factor in the educa- 
tion of the young people of thiscommunity, and 
now, Within its beautiful environment each year 
about one hundred pupils, from numerous states 
in the Union, gather to do homage to the goddess 
of wisdom. Recently, the doctor commenced to 
build a private school of his own on Monument 
View Hill, about one and a-half miles from 


Gaithersburg. Thisschool, which is charmingly 
situated as to location, is exclusively for girls. 
The doctor personally supervises everything, giv- 
ing lectures on mathematics and scientific sub- 
jects, and employs four other teachers. 

Born July 1, 1849, Dr. C. H. Waters is a son 
of Samuel and Mary Waters. He is anative of 
Howard County, but his father was born within 
three miles of Gaithersburg. The latter was a 
son of. Ignatius Waters, whoin turn was a son 
of Dr. Richard Waters. Both were natives of 
Montgomery County, and R. Waters was at one 
time the owner of large estates (several thou- 
sand acres) in Montgomery County. He was a 
nephew of General Williams, who founded 
Williamstown, Md., and served on the staff of 
General Washington. Samuel Waters, father of 
our subject, was a prosperous farmer, and for 
many years occupied a prominent place before 
the public in official positions. He sympathized 
with the south in most things during the stormy ~ 
days of the ’60s, but was not in favor of seces- 
sion. He wasan ardent Democrat in later life 
and was elected to act: as judge of the orphans’ 
court—a post which he filled for years with credit. 
Religiously he was a Baptist. ‘He died in 1883, 
aged sixty-five years. Of his family four sons 
survive.- Thomas-is a retired farmer, living in 
Tacoma. He has represented his county in 
the state legislature several terms and has 
been very active in political life. Richard isa 
successful agriculturist of Burnt, Mills, Montgom- 
ery County. Samuel D. has been engaged in 
merchandising in Tacoma for years and has held 
numerous appointive offices. 

Until he was about twelve years old Dr. 
Waters lived on the old homestead, but at that 
age he accepted a place as a clerk in the store of 
John Windsor, of Clarksville, Howard County. 
At the end of four years the youth entered the 
Phrenakosonian Academy of his native county, 
and was but seventeen when he began his peda- 
gogic career. He continued to teach for three 
years, at the same time reading medicine with 
Dr. William A. Waters, of Montgomery County. 
In 1871 he graduated with the degree of Doctor 
of Medicine from the medical department of the 
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University of Maryland. Heimmediately opened 
an office in Spencerville, Montgomery County, 
and gave his whole attention to his profession. 
In 1885 he removed to Dawsonville, and there 
continued the practice of the healing art, which 
he has not abandoned entirely, though of late 
years he has devoted himself chiefly ta educa- 
tional work. Heis still called into consultation 
‘with his brother-physicians, who greatly value 
his opinion and experience. He is quite ince- 
pendent in his political ideas, and while he usu- 
ally votes the Democratic ticket, he does not feel 
bound to the party. He is an associate editor cf 
Zion's Advocate, published in Virginia, in the in- 
terests of the Baptist denomination. In 1880 
the doctor was ordained a minister of the Baptist 
church, and at present hascharge of four congre- 
gations, though he has never accepted a salary, 
and discharges these duties through genuine love 
for the work. 

December 21, 1871, Dr. Waters married Ella 
©. . Vates,..daughterwof, Hider Paul: W. Yates, 
a Baptist minister of Rappahannock, Va. The 
eldest child of this worthy.couple, Alice May, 
a gifted and beautiful girl, died when about 
twenty years old. Their living children are as 
follows: Mary Lee, Paul Y., Charles L., Anna 
T., Bessie B., Lucy G., William C., Samuel D. 
and Eleanor. Mary is an associate teacher in 
the academy. 
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JABIN JOHN: BRIDGE HOTEL. . Near 
the bridge whose name it bears, this well- 
known hotel occupies a picturesque location, 

in Potomac District, Montgomery County, and 
seven miles from the city of Washington. It has 
recently been rebuilt and enlarged to twice its 
former capacity, and contains a number of dining 
rooms for parties; broad verandas affording a 
beautiful outlook, and a pavilion where every 
evening a fine orchestra furnishes music. A con- 
cert is also given every afternoon during the sea- 
son. Every modern convenience is to be found 
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in the hotel---hot and cold water, electric bells, 
electric lights, electric fans, gas, steam heat and 
every accommodation for the convenience and com- 
fort of the guests. It has been madea League 
hotel and special attention is paid to cyclists. 
Among the patrous, who drive or ride over from 
Washington, are celebrated members of congress, 
statesmen and diplomats. The hotel isconducted 
by the Bobinger Brothers. The elder of these, 
Willian H., was born in Montgomery County, 
February 2, 1863, a son of Joseph and Rosa 
Bobinger. He was educated in the local schools 
and from an early age was interested in the hotel 
established here by his father. His father died 
in May, 1881, and afterward he and his brother, 
George, assisted their mother in the business. 
On the latter’s:death,.. December 31, 1893, they 
succeeded to the management of the place. 
During the past eight years they have made con- 
stent improvements, investing large sums an- 
The hotel is surrounded 
with beautiful grounds, laid out.by. landscape 
gardeners, sloping down to the banks of the 
Potomac River, and here families visit and resort 
for many months of the year. This part of the 
noble river furnishes excellent fishing and the 
angler may rely upon excellent sport during the 
entire fishing season. The younger brother, 
George, was born November 9, 1865, and has 
spent his entire life here. Both brothers are in- 
terested in the work of the Presbyterian Church 
and the older one is a Mason, belonging to Mont- 
gomery Lodge No. 195, A. F. & A. M., at Rock-

Cabin John bridge, from which the hotel takes 
its name, is the largest stone arch bridge in the 
world. Itis built of granite, with a Seneca stone 
coping along the roadway. 
fourhundred and fifty feet; in height, one hun- 
dred and five feet. It cost $250,000 and stands 
unsurpassed in the history of bridge building. 
The arch has a clear spring of two hundred and 
twenty feet and is twenty feet longer than the 
arch of the Grosvenor bridge, which spans the 
River Dee and is next in length. It is on the 
line of the conduit road, extending from the 
capital to the Great Falls of the Potomac, and 


In length it measures 
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was built by the government, across Cabin John 
Creek, which rises at Rockville and flows into 
the Potomac a few hundred feet below the bridge. 
The erection of the bridge was commenced in the 
early part of 1857. From May, 1861, until July, 
1862, active work on the bridge ceased by reason 
of the Civil war. December 5, 1863, water was 
turned into the conduit, but the bridge itseif was 


not completed until 1864. The parapet walls 


were built in 1872-73, prior to which time there 
was only alog guard for protection. The engineer 
in charge of the aqueduct was Capt. Montgomery 
C. Meigs, United States corps of engineers. 

The following inscription appears upon the 
tablet: 


Washington Aqueduct. 
Begun A. D. 1853. President of the United States, 
Franklin Pierce. 
Secretary of War, 
Building A. D., 1861. 
President of the U. S., Abraham Lincoln. 
Secretary of War, Simon Cameron. 


When the tablet was first put up the name of 
Jefferson Davis appeared as secretary of war, but 
this was afterward erased at the command of the 
secretary of the interior. 

Cabin John, from whom the bridge and hotel 
take their name, was a picturesque character of 
early days. Little is known about him. His 
life was shrouded in mystery. He had no other 
name than that of Cabin John by which he was 
known to others. In his rude cabin he had no 
companions save fierce dogs. He passed his 
time in hunting and fishing, and clothed himself 
almost entirely from the skins of wild animals, 
and his principal food was their flesh: While his 
life was wild and lonely, he was cheerful and 
kind. As suddenly as he had appeared at his 
lonely home, he disappeared one day, no one 
knew whither. His dogs deserted their rocky 
kennelin the mountain side, his cabin crumbled 
and fell, and the only thing left to recall his 
memory was the creek that borehisname. Dur- 
ing the days of slavery superstitious negroes 
claimed they often saw the ghost of the lonely 
man haunting the neighborhood of his de- 


serted cabin. Jn 1825 the following verses were 
fouud usder ¢ grain-bin in an old mill on the 
the Cabin John Creek. ‘ 


“John of the cabin,--a curious wight, 

Sprang out of che river one dark stormy night; 
He built a warm hut in a lonely retreat, 

And lived many years upon fishes and meat. 


“When the last ione raccoon on the creek he had slain, 
It is ssid he jumped into the river again, 

As ny name to the creek by the ancients was given, 

It was called Cabin John aiter John went to heaven.”’ 
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ILLIAM THOMPSON, deceased, was born 
in Montreal, Canada. When he was very 
small his parents died; and when he was 

e:even years of age he and his brother went to 
Burlington, Vt., where their grandfather lived. 
There, near the blue waters of that beautiful 
Jake, Champlain, they spent three years, then 
went to Washington, D.C. A few years later 
they started in the gas-fitting and plumbing busi- 
ness, in which they were very successful and 
made a fortune. 

On retiring from business Mr. ahodibstn pur- 
chased a valuable homestead near Silver Spring. 
This property, which was formerly owned by the 
banker, George Riggs, contains seventy acres of 
choice land, embellished by an elegant residence 
attractively located in the center of the place, and 
containing fine forests, beautiful drives and 
lawns. After the war he settled here, where he 
resided until his death. For many years he 
was vice-president of the Metropolitan National 
Bank, of which his brother, John W., was the 
president for many years. 

Near the beginning of the war Mr. Thompson 
married Miss Helen L. Nourse, daughter of John 
R. Nourse, who was born in Washington, D. C., 
and spent his active life as chief of a division in 
the treasury department. Politically he was a 
strong Republican and in religion was identified 
with the Presbyterian Church. He was a de- 
scendant of Joseph Nourse, who emigrated from 
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England and was the first treasurer of the United 
States. Mrs. Thompson’s mother was a Miss 
Skinner and was born in Connecticut. In her 
family there were four daughters, those besides 
Mrs. Thompson being Mrs. Pratt, of Washington, 
Mrs. McCaffery and Mrs. Richard H. Hall. Mr. 
and Mrs. Thompson had no children. Since his 
death she has continued to reside on the home- 
stead, which is near the electric car line from 
Washington to Forest Glen and only a few min- 
utes’ walk from the Metropolitan branch of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. She is a lady of 
charming manners and genial disposition, and 
received splendid educational advantages in 
Washington, where she resided until her removal 
to her present home. 

With no desire for public office and no taste 
for the excitement of public life, Mr. Thompson 
was nevertheless a man of strong convictions and 
held firmly to the principles of the Republican 
party... He was a man of Christian character, a 
member of the Presbyterian Church, and an active 
worker in that denomination. In addition to his 
other business affairs, he was for some time con- 
nected with the steamship line between Washing- 
ton and Norfolk, this, however, being but a side 
issue. He was aman of progressive disposition, 
great energy and upright character, and his 
death, which occurred July 23, 1896, was a loss 
to the community where he made his home.

HE DADE FAMILY. One of the most 

beautiful homes in Montgomery County is 

Walldene, located midway between Boyds 
and Poolesville, and only two miles from the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. This handsome 
property, now owned by William E. Wall, was 
the ancestral home of the well-known Dade fam- 
ily, of Montgomery County, who are direct de- 
scendants of Robert Dade, a pioneer settler of 
Virginia during the early part of the seventeenth 
century, and are also closely allied with nearly 
all the old settlers of Virginia. Townshend and 


i 


Francis Dade, brothers of the aforesaid Robert 
Dade, were large property holders in Loudoun 
County, and most prominently identified with 
the growth and development of that part of Vir- 
ginia, which was but sparingly settled up to 
17°30) 

Townshend Dade, a son of Robert Dade, edu- 
cated in England and ordained by the Bishop 
of London in 1765, was the first rector of old 
Christ Church in Alexandria, Va., which num- 
bered General Washington among its members. 
He remained in charge of that parish until 1778, 
when he removed to Montgomery County, Md., 
and here he settled upon a tract of land that he 
called Friend’s Advice, four miles from Pooles- 
ville, but now known as Walldene. 

Rev. Townshend Dade had but one son, Col. 
Robert Townshend Dade, who as a captain of 
militia marched to the defense of Baltimore in 
the War of 1812. Colonel Dade was several times 
a member of the state senate. He died in 1873, 
aged eighty-four years. His son, Robert, who 
inherited the old homestead in his turn, received 
his education in the schools of his native neigh- 
borhood, and later removed to Mount Airy, Car- 
roll County, and for some years was extensively 
engaged in agricultural pursuits. On the con- 
clusion of the Civil war he located in Baltimore 
and engaged in the commission business, dealing 
principally in tobacco. He retired in 1875 to his 
country estate, where he remained until his 
death, in 1881. For several terms he served as a 
member of the state legislature. 

William E. Wall, the present owner of the 
property, married in 1870 Miss Mary Catherine, 
a daughter of the said Robert Dade and a great- 
granddaughter of Rev. Townshend Dade. Mr. 
Wall is a son of the late Jacob Wall, a prominent 
architect of Baltimore, who was born in that city 
in 1800 and died there in 1854, and he was the 
grandson of Jacob Wall, who was born in 1765 and 
died in Baltimore in 1820. The great-grandfather 
was born in York, Pa., in the early part of the 
eighteenth century. On the maternal side, his 
great-grandfather, Frederick Deems, served in 
the American army during the entire war of 
independence. The grandfather, Capt. Jacob 
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Deems, was wounded in the battle of North 
Point in 1814, whileleading his company against 
the British. Mr. Wall is at present engaged in 
the dry-goods commission business in New York 
City.. To Mr. and Mrs. Wall have been born 
six children: Katharine, Mrs. Jaquelin P. Taylor, 
of Henderson, N. C.; William Guy, who is a 
graduate of the Boston School of Technology; 
Ethel, Lawrence, Stanley and Robert Earle. 


AHLON T. LEWIS, who is engaged in 

the mercantile business at Boyds, Mont- 

gomery County, was born near Clarksburg, 
Md., August 24, 1834, a son of Edward and 
Mary A. (King) Lewis, and grandson of John 
D. and Jemima (Miles) King. His father, who 
spent his entire active life as a farmer in Clarks- 
burg District, Montgomery County, took an 
active part in local affairs and held a nuimber of 
offices, among them that of school commissioner. 
During the existence of the Whig party he was 
identified with it and later became a Democrat. 
As a class-leader, and in other ways, he assisted 
in the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
He was born November 1g, 1808, and died Au- 
gust 30, 1884; while his wife, whose birth oc- 
curred in 1813, passed away May 25, 1894, at 
the age of eighty-one years, two months and five 
days. In their family were four children who 
attained years of maturity. Of these, John A., 
who remained on a farm adjoining the homestead 
until his death, married Julia, daughter of Will- 
iam Shaw, of Clarksburg District; like his father, 
he maintained a warm interest in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, of which he was a member. 
He died April 27, 1886, at the age of fifty-four 
years, two months and fourteen days. The sub- 
ject of this sketch was second in order of birth. 
Elizabeth A., who is unmarried, resides at the 
old home farm, which our subject personally 
superintends for her. Mary C., the youngest of 
the family, was born April 25, 1839, and died 
January 8, 1896. 


The paternal grandfather of our subject, Jere- 
miah Lewis, was born in this county and engaged 
in farm pursuits in Clarksburg District. In re- 
ligion he was connected with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and in politics was a Whig. 
By his marriage to Mary Windsor, a native of 
this county, twelve children were born, all of 
whom attained years of maturity, namely: Mrs. 
Elisha Beall; Edward; Jane, the first wife of 
Singleton King, of Frederick County; Arnold T., 
who was a farmer; Catherine, Mrs. Samuel Will- 
iams, of this county; John R., who married Mary 
Browning; William, who married Mrs. Gibbons, 
a meniber of the Browning family; Caroline, Mrs. 
Warfield, who is the sole survivor of the family; 
Jeremiah, who moved to Virginia and from there 
went to Kentucky, dying in the latter state; 
Alexander H., who married Emeline Burdette; 
Angeline, Mrs. Asbury Warfield; and Mary A., 
who, after the death of her sister Jane, be- 
came the second wife of Singleton King. The 
Lewis family has been represented in Maryland 
for many generations. 

After completing his studies, our subject taught 
school in the western part of Montgomery County. 
In 1856 he entered the store of Claggett, Newton, 
May & Co., corner of Ninth street and Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, Washington, D. C., but on ac- 
count of illness was forced to return home. He 
remained on the farm from that time until 1860, 
when he secured a clerkship in Clarksburg, where 
he remained for seven years as a clerk, and then, 
in partnership with William J. Neil, under the 
firm name of Lewis & Neil, bought the business 
from his employer. This connection continued 
for six years, when Mr. Lewis sold his interest to 
Alonzo Sellman in the fall of 1872. In the spring 
of 1873 he formed a partnership with James E. 
Williams at Boyds, under the title of Williams & 
Lewis, which existed until 1878. Upon the 
death of Mr. Sellman at Clarksburg, Williams & 
Lewis bought the business, which Mr. Lewis 
conducted under the firm name of Lewis & Will- 
iams, while the business at Boyds was under the 
supervision of Mr. Williams, with the firm title 
Williams & Lewis. The partnership was con- 
tinued in this way from 1878 to 1887, when Mr. 
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Lewis disposed of the business at Boyds, con- 
tinuing at Clarksburg until November 1, 1893, 
when he returned to Boyds. In April, 1894, he 
bought out Mr. Williams and has since carried 
on the business alone. 

A Democrat in politics, Mr. Lewis has used 
his influence in behalf of his party rather than 
himself. For the past twenty-one years he has 
been a member of the Presbyterian Cnurch, and 
since the organization of the Boyds church he has 
been one of itselders. Fraternally he was identi- 
fied with the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
and was past grand of his lodge, but upon remov- 
ing from Clarksburg allowed his membership to 
lapse. December 12, 1876, he married Mrs. 
Georgiana Moriarty, who was a daughter of 
William and Mary (Hamill) Milstead, and was 
born in Prince George County, Md., of Virginian 
parentage. The twochildren of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lewis are: J. Frank, who assists his father in 
the store, and Georgiana. By her former mar- 
riage, Mrs. Lewis has one son, Pearre, who is 
connected with the Maryland Steel Company at 
Sparrows Point. In 1875 Mr. Lewis built the 
elegant residence where he has since made his 
home; it is one of the most commodious and best 
arranged houses in the village and indicates good 
taste in its arrangement. 


SA M. STABLER has spent his entire life 
upon a finely improved farm in Berry Dis- 
trict, Montgomery County, where he engages 

in raising cereals, and also has horses and cattle. 
He was barn here July 2, 1837, and is of remote 
English descent, belonging to a family that was 
established in Maryland in an early day. Refer- 
ence to the genealogy of the Stabler family occurs 
in the sketch of Warwick Price Miller; presented 
upon another page. His father, the late Caleb 
Stabler, was born at Sandy Spring, and was one 
of five brothers born on the farm from which 
Sandy Spring village took its name. During a 
part of his life he engaged in the mercantile busi- 


ness at Ashton, Montgomery County, but most 
of his time was spent in farm pursuits. A man 
of progressive spirit he favored every scheme for 
the benefit of the people and the development of 
the county. He was among the first to introduce 
fertilizer, which he sold for fifteen years. In 
the organization of the Sandy Spring Savings 
institution he was a prime factor, and for many 
years he officiated as its president. He was 
greatly interested in securing good roads for the 
county, and gave much of his time and energy 
gratuitously to this end. He inclined toward 


.the Democratic party, but was conservative in 


his opinions and refrained from entrance into 
public life. Forty-three years of his life were 
spent on the farm now owned by his son, our 
subject. A Quaker by birthright, he always 
maintained an interest in that society, and his 
generosity was of the utmost value to it in laying 
a foundation for work in this locality. For years 
he was president of the Washington and Coles- 
ville pike. He led a very active life and was a 
leader among his fellow-citizens. Hewas among 
‘the first to introduce Peruvian guano in this sec- 
tion, and along many lines he was prominent in 
introducing plans for the development of the land 
and the advancement of the people. At his death, 
which occurred when he was eighty-four, he left 
five hundred acres of land to be divided among 
his sons. This land, at the time of its purchase, 
when he was young, was poor and unimproved, 
considered in fact worthless, but by his cnergy 
and industry it was brought under a fine state of 
cultivation. 

On the homestead which he now owns, the 
early years of our subject’s life were spent. He 
was educated in the schools of this county and of 
Virginia. At the age of twenty-two he assumed 
management of the place he has since owned, 
and in addition he owns another fine farm in this 
section. In 1866 he married Albina, daughter 
of Mortimer and Mary Osburn, of T,oudoun 
County, Va., where they spent their early years, 
afterward removing to Baltimore, where Mr. 
Osburn engaged in the mercantile business from 
1850 to the time of his death, in 1875. He 
was a Friend in principle, and a warm admirer 
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of Henry Clay, whose political principles he 
supported. His wife, Mary (Sumers) Osburn, 
was the daughter of a builder of mills. Mrs. 
Stabler was finely educated in girlhood, and is a 
lady of refinement and the highest culture. She 
is identified with the Society of Friends, and in 
that faith her sons were reared. She was the 
mother of four-sons and one daughter, but the 
daughter died in 1882, at the age of nine years. 
The sons are Newton, who married Miss May 
S. Hallowell; Mortimer, who carries on the 
home farm; Llewellyn, who is connected with a 
lifeinsurance company in Baltimore; and Herbert, 
at home. Mr. Stabler is liberal in politics, but 
favors the Republican party and usually supports 
its tickets. Fortwo years he was an assessor- 
at-large. At one time he was a candidate for the 
legislature, but was defeated, as the Democrats 
have a majority usually and carried the ticket 
that time by’seven hundred majority. 


ON. HORACE FRANCIS PAGE, deceased, 
formerly an influential resident of Berry Dis- 
trict, Montgomery County, was born in 

Orleans County, N. Y., in 1834. His father, 
Jacob Page, a native of Mifflin County, Pa., born 
in 1805, moved from his native place to Lycoming 
County, where he remained until 1826, then going 
to Orleans County, N. Y., where the remaining 
years of his life were spent. His first wife, whose 
maiden name was Eliza Nash, died in 1840, leav- 
ing three children. His second wife bore the 
maiden name of Mary Field. He was honored 
and respected by all who knew him, and, in fol- 
lowing the occupation of a farmer he accumu- 
lated a competence. 

Of the children of Jacob Page we note the fol- 
lowing: A. J., the eldest, resides in Reading, 
Mich., and is employed by a Chicago firm; Cath- 
arine is the widow of the late John C. Parsons, 
and, with her two daughters, lives in Oakfield, 
N. Y.; Mrs. Alonzo Crane resides near the old 
homestead: Mrs. Mark Clark resides in Pittsburg, 


Pa.; George F. holds a position in the postoffice 
department in Washington, D. C.; and Oscar is 
engaged in farming in New York. 

The fact that his mother died when he was 
young and that he was one of a large family 
made the subject of this sketch more self-reliant 
than boys usually are. At an early age he went - 
to California and operated a sawmill near Colfax, 
in which line of work he was successful. After 
a time he went to Placerville, where he staked a 
claim and also built a large network of stage lines, 
connecting El Dorado and Sacramento. After 
he had been in Placerville a few years he married 
Miss Jane Waters, an accomplished young lady, 
whose affability made her very popular in society. 
She was a daughter of Col. James Waters, a 
colonel in the Indian wars and a native of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., born February 22, 1794. Whena 
youth of eighteen he served in the War of 1812. 
In 1819 he moved to Missouri, and in 1823 he 
was united in marriage with May Wills. He served 
with distinction in the Indian wars in Florida in 
1834, bearing the rank of colonel. 

At the close of the Indian troubles Colonel 
Waters resumed farm work, in which he con- 
tinued until 1843, and then went west witha train 
of emigrants, of which he was captain, and which 
consisted of men of brave, hardy spirits like him- 
self. The wagons of his trains were the first to 
cross the plains, and finally reached the Wil- 
amette Valley. In 1849, accompanied by a large 
number.of men, he hastened to California im- 
mediately upon learning of the discovery of gold 
in that state... After a year there the Indian out- 
break of 1857 occurred, and he offered his serv- 
ices to his country, serving from the first of the 
war to the close. His life was largely identified 
with the history of California, its growth and de- 
velopment, and he was to that state what Daniel 
Boone was to Kentucky—a sturdy pioneer, brave, 
hardy and energetic, whose work was a necessity 
to the opening of civilization. In religion he was 
identified with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and that faith brightened the ninety-five years of 
his life and rendered peaceful his death, which 
occurred September 27, 1889. 

Actively interested in politics, the subject of

this sketch was a power in behalf of the Repub- 
lican party. He contested with Judges Porter, 
Cavis and Tuttle for nomination for congress and 
was successful. His nomination was a surprise 
to the Sacramento Dazl) Union, the most influen- 
tial newspaper in the district. 
elected and served ten years, introducing many 
bills in congress and opposing some that he be- 
lieved prejudicial to the welfare of the people. In 
his support of bills it was always noticeable that 
he was a friend to the laboring classes and the 
poor. In 1882 he established his home at El 
Dorado, in Montgomery County, which place he 
named after his old home in California. His 
death occurred in 1890, in California. Frater- 
nally he was a Mason. During his last years he 
engaged in the practice of law, in which he was 
strikingly successful, often taking cases where he 
had for his opponent Colonel Ingersoll and other 
men equally gifted. Heand his wife had three 
sons and one daughter: Frank Marion, who is 
married and has two children; George, who is 
employed in the government printing office; Fred 
and Pearl, who are at home. The family are 
identified with the Episcopal Church. 








PENCER WATKINS, who makes his home 
in Bethesda District, Montgomery County, 
was born in 1845 upon a farm adjoining his 

present home. His father, Greenbury M. Wat- 
kins, who was also a native of this county, en- 
gaged in agricultural pursuits and held a position 
of prominence among the people of his neighbor- 
hood, being influential in public affairs and 
highly respected as a man. From his father, 
who was a Scotchman, he inherited qualities of 
thrift and energy, as well as an unflinching in- 
tegrity of character. He was devoted to his 
native county and, while three of his brothers 
removed to Tennessee, he was content to remain 
here throughout his entire life, and until he 
passed away at sixty-two years of age. He pur- 
chased a tract of six hundred acres adjoining 


He was duly. 
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Chevy Chase, and to the cultivation of this prop- 
erty much of lis active life was given. In religion 
he was connected with the Presbyterian Church. 
Twice he was elected to represent his district in 
the state legislature, and while a member of that 
body he served as chairman of the committee on 
ways and means. He was a delegate to the con- 
stitutional convention of 1867. 

The mother of our subject was Helen, daugh- 
ter of Zachariah Gatton, a native of this county 
and a farmer by occupation. Little is known of 
the lineage of the Gatton family, save that they 
originated in Holland. Our subject has one 
sister, Kate, who married Thomas Skiles and re- 
sides in Washington, D. C.; anda younger sister, 


‘Alice, who is the wife of Judge McDow Venable; 


also a brother, Edgar P., who is retired and 
makes his home in Washington. In the public 
schools of Brookeville, Montgomery County, our 
subject gained the rudiments of his education, 
and afterward he was a student in Columbia 
College, Washington. In 1867 he went to Mis- 
sissippi, but after three years returned to Mary- 
land, and, in connection with his father, built 
three miles of the Metropolitan branch of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. Later, with his 
brother, he built the railroad from Hagerstown to 
Williamsport, also the transportation lock at 
Georgetown and other short lines. He owned a 
large tract of land in Bethesda District, and in 1Sgo 
sold a portion of the property to the Chevy Chase 
Land Company, reserving six acres in Bethesda, 
near the street car line, where he spends much 
of his time. He also has a city residence in 
Washington; where he and his family spend a part 
of each year. Both of these places he has im- 


. proved by planting trees, adding necessary build- 


ings and keeping the houses in excellent repair. 
Since 1890 he has lived practically retired. 

At one time Mr. Watkins was a director of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Canal, and he was also its 
secretary and treasurer for some eight years. 
He served as chairman of the county central 
Democratic committee for a number of years, was 
secretary for six years, and secretary and treasurer 
of the state Democratic central committee, of which 
he is now treasurer, during which time he had

his headquarters in Baltimore. He has aiways 
been a stanch friend of the Democratic party and 
has done all within his power to promote its pres- 
perity and secure its success. In 1896 he was 
one of the delegates to the Democratic conveution 
at Chicago. In 1870 he married a daughter of 
Col. E. H. Brook, paymaster of the regular 
army. They have two daughters, Helen ana 
Ann, both of whom were educated in Washing- 
ton. The family usually attend the Episcopal 
Church, of which Mrs. Watkins is a member, his 
membership being in the Presbyterian Church. 
They have many friends among the best people 
of the county, as well as in the city of Washirg- 
ton, and are highly respected for their many 
noble qualities of character.

ENRY C. CHANEY purchased a tract of 

one hundred and forty acres in Berry Dis- 

trict, Montgomery County, in 1878, and has 
since engaged in clearing, improving and culti- 
vating the place, in which endeavor he has been 
so successful that he now has one of the finest 
farms of his section. At the time of purchase, 
the land was unimproved, without buiidings of 
any kind and destitute of fences and the other 
necessities of a good farm. He has tilled the soil, 
divided the fields from one another by substantial 
fencing, erected good buildings and made the 
place valuable financially and desirable as a 
home. 

Near Millersville, Anne Arundel County, Md., 
the subject of this sketch was born in 1846, being 
a son of Sainuel and Catherine (Warfield) 
Chaney, natives of the same county as himself. 
His father, who was a farmer by occupation, was 
especially interested in educational matters and 
served efficiently as a school trustee for some 
years. He was a member of one of the old fami- 
lies of his county. His death occurred when he 
was forty and when his son, our subject, was a 
small boy. The mother also passed away some 
years ago. Of their four sons and two daughters, 


all are living but Joel W., who died in 1866. 
Audrey is a farmer in Anne Arundel County; 
Frank FP. iives at Burtonsville, Montgomery 
County; Hester A. married Francis Bell, of Anne 
Arundei County; and Julia A. is the wife of 


_ Richard Phelps, of Georgetown. 


At the age of sixteen our subject began to earn 
his cwn livelihood. He followed clerking until 
he was twenty-one, when he embarked in the 
mercantile business, opening a store at Patuxent, 
where he remained for five years. Later he en- 
gaged in business at Larell for a similar period, 
and from there went to Spencerville. In 1878 
he removed to the farm where he has since re- 
sided. In 1868, at the age of twenty-two, he 
married Annie Griffith, who was born in Howard 
County and died therein 1872. His second mar- 
riage united him with Leona M., daughter of 
John S. and Melissa G. Poler, of western New 
York; she died in 1889. He was again married 
in 1895, his wife being Elizabeth B. Yerkes, 
of Philadelphia; they have one son, John 
Kendrick. In politics he is a Republican, and 
while engaged in the mercantile business he 
served as postmaster, the office being in his store. 
He has been his party’s nominee for the state 
legislature, received a large number of votes, but 
owing to the Democratic majority he was defeated. 
In religious connections he is identified with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, 


ACOB POSS, ex-mayor of Rockville and for 
four years a member of the town council, 
has been engaged in the livery business in 

that place for a quarter ofa century. Since 1880 
he has handled a_full line of carriages, wagons, 
harness, etc., in addition to managing his livery, 
and has enjoyed a large and lucrative trade 
throughout this section of Montgomery County. 
He isa self-made man, and by energy and well- 
directed business methods, has become well-to-do 
and influential among the people of this com- 
munity.

In starting out upon his commercial career 
Mr. Poss was handicapped by the fact that he 
was almost a stranger to the English language 
and customs. He was born in Prussia near the 
castled Rhine, August 1, 1839, being a son of 
Henry Jacob and Apolonia (Emrich) Poss, who 
were farmers by occupation. Our subject at- 
tended the public schools of his native land until 
he was about twelve years old, when, with an 
aunt, he came to America. For several years 
he lived in Washington, Md., giving his assist- 
ance to his uncle until his twenty-third year. 
The young man then opened a hotel at Bright- 
wood, D. C., and conducted it during 1362, 1863 
and 1864, but the war proved disastrous to him, 
as time and again his goods and effects were ap- 
propriated by soldiers, and for much of what was 
thus confiscated he has never received any com- 
pensation. He had dealt to some extent in live 
stock and in 1864 became exclusively interested 
in farming. At first he carried on a homestead 
in the District of Columbia and then, for one 
year was a resident of Prince George County, 
Md. In1867 hecame to this county and cultivated 
a farm here up to 1874, when, on account of 
rheumatism he gave itup. During this time he 
was very successfully engaged in buying, selling 
and shipping live stock, cattle and horses. He 
continued to deal in stock for six years after com- 
ing to Rockville, but has since had all the other 
business he could conveniently manage.  Start- 
ing with a small equipment he now has an aver- 
age of eighteen or twenty horses in his stables 
and also boards and takes care of horses for their 
owners. Politically he is a Democrat, and re- 
ligiously he is a Lutheran and an active mem- 
ber of the church. Honest and straightforward 
in all his dealings, he justly enjoys the esteem of 
a large circle of friends and neighbors. 

In February, 1862, Mr. Poss married Mary 
Ellen Dobson, of Washington, D. C. She was 
summoned to the silent land February 21, 1887, at 
the age of forty years, ten months and sixteen 
days. Of thetwelve children born to our subject 

and wife all but two are living, their names being 
as follows: Apolonia Estelle; Lillian, wife of Curtis 
Robertson, a carpenter of Rockville; Marion, 
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wife of Albert Felka, a confectioner in Frederick, 
Md.; Harry G., who is assisting his father in the 
livery business; Bernard, who married Mary 
Tall, of Frederick County, and is a blacksmith 
of this town; William S., a plumber by trade, 
and a member of Company K, First Regiment of 
Maryland Militia; Rhoda, Claude J., [Ethel and 
Clyde. 


LEXANDER KILGOUR, state’s attorney 

for Montgomery County and an influential 

citizen of Rockville, was born near this city 
April 8, 1858, and is a son of Alexander Kilgour, 
Sr., and a brother of Col. William Kilgour, to 
whose sketch upon another page the reader is re- 
ferred for the family history. He was educated 
in the schools of Montgomery County and at 
Alexandria, Va. From school he went to Balti- 
more and entered upon commercial life. Atter 
two years he returned to Alexandria, where he 
read law with Judge A. W. Chilton. 

Returning to Rockville, Mr. Kilgour began to 
practice his profession in 1885. In 1895 he be- 
came a candidate for state’s attorney and was 
elected. In the canvass all candidates ran very 
close to one another, and smajorities were small. 
The criminal docket has never been so large as 
since he was elected state’s attorney and this of 
course has given him a large amount of work, 
His conduct of the office has been exceptionally 
satisfactory and in the difficult position he nils he 
has been remarkably successful. His experience 
at the bar has been almost entirely confined to 
Maryland, although he was admitted to the bar 
in Virginia in 1884 and practiced there for six 
months before coming back to Rockville. He 
practices before all. courts in the state and is a 
member of the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia and the United States. 

Having given his attention closely to profes- 
sional and official duties, Mr. Kilgour has had little 
time for participation in matters of a fraternal, 
However, he 


social or public nature. keeps 


himself posted upon every change in the political 
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horizon and is informed concerning the issues of 
the age. In religious belief he is an Episco- 
palian. He is identified with the Elks and Great 
Falls Lodge No. 89, K. of P., in which he has 
served as prelate. 





OHN L. RENN, a well-to-do citizen ot 
Frederick, has been living retired from the 
active duties and labors to which he devoted 

his prime, for the past four years. His home is 
a comfortable modern residence, located at No. 
174 West Patrick street, this place having come 
into his possession by purchase in 1894. At all 
times he has given his influence to the support of 
worthy public enterprises and is liberal and pro- 
gressive in his ideas. 

Mr. Renn is a native of this county, his birth 
having occurred upon the fine old family home- 
stead, Brook Lawn, in Buckeystown District, 
October 15, 1844. His father, John H. Renn, 
was born on the same farm in 1811, and spent his 


_ whole life there, engaged in the cultivation and 


management of the place. The property, or the 
nucleus of the present large farm, was formerly 
in the possession of the father of John H. Renn, 
he having bought it some time in the eighteenth 
century, since which it has remained in the hands 
of his descendants. The family of John H. 
Renn and Sarah, his wife, comprised ten chil- 
dren. (See sketch of E. C. Renn for further de- 
tails of family history. ) 

Before he was of age John L. Renn had mas- 
tered all of the varied departments of farm work 
and had gained a reputation for business ability, 
which his later career has thoroughly justified. 
From his twenty-fifth year he has been entirely 
independent, and as a result of the well-applied 
energy of years past he is now in the possession 
of an assured competence for the remainder of his 
days. For twelve years he carried on the old 
home place, after which he removed to a farm in 
the neighborhood of Mount Zion, and was occu- 
pied in its cultivation for twenty years. Having 


amassed a goodly fortune, and being the owner 
of several hundred acres of excellent land, situ- 
ated in different farms, he wisely concluded to re- 
tire and devote his leisure to the supervision of 
his investments. Politically he is a Democrat 
and in religion is a Lutheran. 

March 12, 1867, Mr. Renn married Miss Char- 
lotte Smith, daughter of Jacob Smith, of Fred- 
erick District, and at one time the owner of one 
of the farms now in the possession of Mr. Renn. 
Three sons and two daughters came to bless the 
union of our subject and wife: John S., who mar- 
ried Miss Elmira Coblentz, of the vicinity of 
Mount Zion Church, and has one child; Charles 
L., whose wife was Miss Nanny Phleeger; George 
Acey, who married Miss Charlotte Long and has 
one child; Florence V., widow of William Har- 
gett, a farmer, by whom she became the mother 
of two children, Russell and Lottie May; and 
May, wife of Amos Ramsburg, a farmer of 
Middletown District. The last-mentioned couple 
are the parents of two children, Charlotte aid 
Mary. ‘The first wife of our subject died in 1876 
and April 23, 1878, he married Miss Charlotte 
Shaffer, whose father, Randolph Shaffer, was a 
well-to-do farmer of Middletown District. 


EORGE. O. B. CISSEL embarked in the 
mercantile business in 1883, when he opened 

a store in the basement of. what is now his 
residence, in Wheaton, Montgomery County. 
One not familiar with his disposition might have 
predicted failure for the undertaking, for he had 
never had a day’s experience in the business and 
he borrowed $400 as capital to start with. But 
those familiar with his determined spirit and 
energetic disposition could safely predict success 
for him, even though he started under adverse 
circumstances. In 1889 he built his present 
store building, which is, in its main part, 70x22 
feet in dimensions and two stories in height, be- 
sides which he has three warehouses, all packed 


with general merchandise. In addition to dry 
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goods he handles farm machinery, fertilizer, etc., 
and gives employment to two hands. The store 
is situated on the Brookeville and Washington 
pike, about six miles from Washington, and is 
one of the best country stores in the county. 

Near Sandy Spring, Montgomery County, Mr. 
Cissel was born in 1856. His father, Richard, 
was born in Howard County, just across the iine 
from Montgomery County, and in fullsight of the 
house where his son was born. A farmer by 
occupation, he spent forty-four years of his life 
upon a farm in Montgomery County, where he 
also served as county commissioner. Fora tinie, 
when a young man, he engaged in merchandis- 
ing. Politically he was a Democrat. He was a 
Catholic in later life and had one brother who 
was a minister in the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Born in 1818, he was sixty-four years of age at 
the time of his death, in 1882. His father, 
Samuel, was a native of Howard County. “The 
family originally came from England with Lord 
Baltimore in one of the first ships that crossed 
and settled in Howard County, where they 
bought large tracts of land. 

Our subject’s mother was Margaret Elizabeth 
Walters, whose father, Capt. James Walters, was 
asea captain and followed the water during all 
his life. He was a descendant of an English 
family, who were among the first settlers on the 
Eastern Shore, three brothers having come across 
the ocean together, one of whom, Benjamin, 
settled on Kent Island, and from him this branch 
of the family springs. Benjamin, of the next 
generation, was one of three brothers and eleven 
sisters. James Walters was, as already stated, a 
sea captain; he married Margaret Hardy, and 
their daughter, Margaret Elizabeth, is still living 
in Howard County and is now seventy-six years 
ofage. In her family there were seven sons and 
three daughters. Samuel is engaged in the to- 
bacco business in California; William B. has a 
large ranch in Montana; John P. is a farmer in 
Prince George County, Md.; Theodore V. is 
superintendent of a mining company in Nevada; 
Richard E. resides upon and cultivates the old 
home place; Elizabeth is the widow of Morris 
Weller; Corrie married Dr. William Cissel, of 


Howard Couuty; and Ada is the wife of Prof. 
Byron Cissel, who is connected with St. John’s 
College in Annapolis. 

In the district schools and Rockhill College, 
our subject obtained a fair education, which he 
utilized in teaching in this section for a year. 
He then turned his attention to farming, which 
he followed until 1883, and then embarked in the 
mercantile business. Politically he is a Demo- 
crat. For nine veers he has served as postmaster 
of Wheaton, the postoffice being in his store. In 
1882 he married Catherine, daugher of William 
f£. and Catherine Stubbs, her father for many 
years connected with the state department. They 
are the parents of four sous and three daughters, 
all of whom are at home, viz.: Hardy Stubbs, 
Hiida Ridgley, John Floyd, Dores, K. Delos, 
FBiric Burke and Edward Carroll.

OHN THOMAS HIGDON is one of the in- 
fluential and prominent farmers of Darnes- 
e town District, Montgomery County, where 
he is engaged in stock-raising and general farm 
pursuits. He began as an agriculturist in 1868 
and has since then added to his possessions until 
at the present time he is the owner of four hun- 
dred and forty acres, of which all but seventy- 
five acres is under cultivation. A large portion 
of the property is land that he himself has 
cleared, this representing much work. Heisone 
of the progressive farmers of the locality. His 
property has been accumulated by hard work, 
seconded by intelligent management. 
Near Poolesville, this county, Mr. 
was born September 18, 1848, the son of John T. 
and Actia (Case) Higdon. His father was born 
and reared in this county and in early life took 
up work as a farmer, this occupation engaging 
his attention throughout life. He took an active 
part in political affairs and was a Democrat in 
By his marriage to Actia, daugh-

party matters. 
ter of a Revolutionary soldier, Jolin Case, of this 
county, there were born six children, all but one 
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of whom are living, namely: Charles L., a car- 
penter in Washington, D. C.; Mary, who married 
Nathan Page and resides near Germantown; 
John Thomas; Ruth, who keeps house for our 
subject; and Sarah, who married William E. 
Selvy and resides at Rockville. 

After completing a public-school education, 
our subject began to work at the carpenter’s 
trade. However, his attention throughout life 
has been given principally to farming. He con- 
ducts his farm in an intelligent manner and has 
the reputation of being a practical farmer. A 
Democrat in political belief, he has served for 
some time as road supervisor of his section of the 
district. However, he has never sought office, 
preferring to give his attention to the manage- 
ment of his land. He has never joined any 
denomination, but attends the different churches 
and renders substantial aid to all of them. Asa 
citizen he favors measures for the benefit of the 
district and county. He is highly regarded by 
his neighbors, who esteem him as an exception- 
ally upright and conscientious man. 
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EORGE BONIFANT has managed the farm 

Which he now owns ever since he was a 

youth of fifteen years. After the death of 
his father he purchased the property, and has 
since added one hundred acres, making the total 
extent of the estate six hundred acres. When 
he began its cultivation the land was largely wild 
prairie, and through his energy it has been 
brought to its present state of cultivation. In 
1871 he built the residence where he has since 
made his home. The farm is situated in Berry 
District, Montgomery County. 

In this district Mr. Bonifant was born in 1826, 
being next to the youngest son of John Bonifant, 
a native of St. Mary County, Md., but a resident 
of Montgomery County from early boyhood, hav- 
ing come here with his parents. Almost his 
entire life was spent on the place now owned by 
his son. He was a successful farmer and a large 


slave owner, but set all of his slaves free. Politt- 
cally a Whig and active in party affairs, he was 
elected magistrate on that ticket and served in 
that capacity for many years. In religion he 
was an Episcopalian, and died in that faith when 
he was seventy-six years of age. 

The grandfather of our subject, Samuel Boni- 
fant, was born in St. Mary County, and during 
the Revolution served as a private. On coming 
to Montgomery County he bought the place now 
owned by his grandson. His original purchase 
comprised three hundred acres, to which his son 
added two hundred and his grandson one hundred, 
making the total acreage of the place six hundred. 
The farm is known as ‘‘Wolf’s Den.’’ His death 
occurred when he was eighty-six years of age. 
He was the son of a French-Huguenot, who fled 
from his native land on account of religious per- 
secutions and was among the earliest settlers of 
St. Mary County. 

Our subject’s mother, Mary A. Tucker, had 
several sisters, all of whom lived in Washington. 
Her father was a native of Georgetown and died 
when she was young. She was the mother of 
five sons and seven daughters, of whom the eldest 
born, Washington, is now eighty-five years of 
age. He was fora long time a member of the 
legislature, and for eight years, under President 
Lincoln, served as United States marshal. He 
was one of the first Republicans in Montgomery 
County and cast the first vote here for Abraham 
Lincoln. The second son, Dr. Benjamin Bonifaunt, 
moved to Missouri and died there. John, who 
lived on the homestead, is deceased. James, who 
was a farmer in this section, finally sold his place 
and moved to Virginia, where he died. Mary 
Ann married Thomas O. Wilson, of Prince 
George County; Louisa died when young; Eliza- 
beth died unmarried, when advanced in years; 
Sarah married her brother-in-law, after the death 
of her sister; Margaret died in girlhood; Caroline 
married Dr. Peters, of Missouri, and now makes 
her home with our subject; and Virginia died 
when young. 

Upon the farm he now owns our subject passed 
his boyhood days, receiving his education in the 
commion schools. From boyhood he was inter 
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ested in farming and agriculture has been his 
chosen life work. In 1875 he married Helen 
Green, daughter of Lloyd Green, a native and 
farmer of this county, and member of an old 
family here. Mr. and Mrs. Bonifant became the 
parents of three daughters and twosons, namely: 
Polly, deceased; John, at home; George, Jr., 
Margaret and Sallie, also at home. During the 
war the sympathies of Mr. Bonifant were with 
the south, and since then he has frequently voted 
the Democratic ticket, though inclined to be in- 
dependent in his views and voting for the best 
men, irrespective of political ties. For years he 
has been a steward in the Methodist Church st 
Layhill. Heis a man whose wide range of in- 
formation and fluency in writing make hii an 
acceptable writer, and he has done considerable 
literary work for newspapers and magazities, 
which has made his name familiar to many who 
do not know him personally. 


ILLIAM A. DAILEY, who has been a 

member of the Garrett County bar since 

1878, has made his home in Oakland for 
twenty-seven years and is thoroughly identified 
with the advancement of this now thriving place. 
He was born in Hampshire County, W. Va., in 
1842, and wasreared to maturity in that locality. 
When the Civil war broke out he enlisted as a 
private in Company A, Thirty-third Virginia 
Volunteers, Stonewall Brigade, commanded by 
that noted general, Stonewall Jackson. He par- 
ticipated in many of the most memorable and 
fateful campaigns of the war and was wounded 
seven times, In 1863 he was placed on the de- 
tached service as a recruiting officer, and the fol- 
lowing year was detailed to act es a courier, 
serving as such until the close of the war. He 
took part in many of the fiercest battles fought, 
among them the first and second Bull Run, Get- 
tysburg, seven days’ fight at Richmond, Kerns- 
town, Slaughter Mountain, Port Republic, Win- 


ster and a score of others. His faithfulness 


ches 
at his post, his gallantry and daring received 
frequent praise and commendation from his supe- 


rior Gfficers. 

Upon returnicg to the peaceful walks of life 
Mr. Dailey renioved from his native state to Bar- 
ton, Atlegany County, Md., and there embarked 
in a mercantile business. This he carried on 
afterwards alsoin Western Port until 1871. In 
the year last mentioned he came to Oakland, and 
for a few years was similarly occupied in trade as 
a merchant. In 7874 he entered the office of Col. 
J. W. Veitch, and after thoroughly mastering the 
intricacies of law, was admitted to the bar of this 
county in 1873. He has since been actively en- 
gaged in practice and has also been actively inter- 
ested in the lumber business for a portion of the 
intervening time. He is a member of the Masonic 
fraternity and belongs tothe Presbyterian Church. 
Politically he is a Democrat. 

In 1868 Mr. Dailey married Miss Jean K. James- 
son, a lady of Scotch descent and of an old and 
honored family of Virginia. She was born and 
reared in Fairfax County, was a daughter of 
Malcolm and a niece of Commodore Jamesson. 
She was a faithful and loving wife and mother, 
and the family circle has sadly missed her pres- 
ence since she was taken from it by the angel of 
death, in 1892, when she was in her fifty-third 
year. Three sons are left who will never cease 
to tenderly cherish her memory: John, Jacob and 
Paul. 

The parents of our subject were Jacob H. and 
Jane (Patterson) Dailey. The father wasanative 
of Berkeley County, Va., but passed the greater 
share of his life in Hampshire County, W. Va. 
He was a blacksmith by trade and followed that 
calling in his early manhood, but subsequently 
gave his attention to merchandising in the town 
of Springfield, W. Va. In that place his death 
occurred in 1860,-when he was in his sixty-third 
year. To himself and wife, Jane, who was of 
Scottish parentage, were born nine children. Six 
of the number survive, namely: Dr. John, of 
Piedmont, W. Va.; Catherine, wife of Joseph 
Patterson; Susan E., widow of William Wall; 
Elizabeth; William A., of this sketch; and Jacob, 
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a resident of Montana. Mrs. Dailey died in her 
home at Springfield at the age of seventy-seven 
years. 

John Dailey, the grandfather of our subject, 
was born in Berkeley County, Va., in 1760. He 
was a soldier in the war of the Revolution, serv- 
ing under Captain Shipley and Colonel Posey, of 
the colonial army, and received an honorable dis- 
charge in 1784. He died in 1824, at the age of 
sixty-four years. His father, Haviland Dailey, 
was born on ship-board when his parents were 
crossing the Atlantic Ocean, they having been 
exiled from Ireland at the time of one of the last 
century persecutions of the people of that island. 
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HILEMON M. SMITH, a retired business 
man residing in Gaithersburg, was born in 
Frederick County, about two miles from 

Hyattstown, November 9, 1819. He is a mein- 
ber of a family that was identified with the his- 
tory of Frederick County from a very early day, 
coming from Calvert County shortly after the 
war of independence. John H. Smith, grand- 
father of our subject, was born in Calvert County 
and accompanied his mother to Frederick County 
when he was a boy. Some years later he married 
Rachael McElfresh, by whom he had three chil- 
dren, John H., Jr., Philemon M. and Ann. 

The father of our subject, whose name was the 
same as his own, received his education under 


the tutelage of teachers employed by the people 


of the neighborhood. He made agriculture his 
life work and in it met with success. He was a 
stanch Whig in politics and served as postmaster 
and magistrate. In the Methodist Church he 
was a class-leader and exhorter. His first mar- 
riage united him with Elizabeth Waters, daughter 
of Nacey Waters, of Montgomery County, mem- 
ber of an old English family that settled here 
prior to the Revolution. By this union five chil- 
dren were born: John, deceased; Nacey, formerly 
a manufacturer of machinery in Baltimore, but 
now living retired im Frederick County; Phile- 


non M., Jr.; Rachel, deceased, and Louisa, de- 
ceased. After the death of his first wife Mr. 
Smith married Mrs. Gaither, of Montgomery 
County, by whom he had seven children: Thomas 
A., William H., Charles C., Corrilla and Mary, 
all deceased; Ann Elizabeth, widow of Charles 
A. Ramsey; and Joseph, a carpenter at Mont 
Clare, in the employ of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. 

When a boy our subject had meagre opportuni- 
ties for acquiring an education. At the age of 
twenty-one he began to clerk for George W. 
Mobley, at Clarksburg, and four years later went 
to Tennessee, where he was employed in a store 
at Clarksville. After three years he returned to 
Maryland and opened a store at Kemptown, Fred- 
erick County. This establishment he conducted 
for three years and then removed to Urbana, the 
same county, where he was engaged in business 
for five years. His next move was to Mont- 
gomery County, where he bought a farm on the 
Seneca, about six miles from Gaithersburg. 
After about six years he again resumed mercan- 
tile pursuits, opening a store at Damascus, where 
he engaged in business about twenty years. In 
1880 he purchased his present home place comi- 
prising twenty-two acres, which is conveniently 
situated within the town limits. Here he has a 
pleasant home. The house stands back almost 
two hundred yards from the road, thus giving 
privacy and comfort, at the same time affording 
an opportunity for the improvement of the 
grounds. 

Since coming to Gaithersburg Mr. Smith has 
not been actively engaged in business, but is 
leading a retired life, enjoying the fruits of for- 
mer years of toil. Heis one of the directors of 
the Gaithersburg Milling and Manufacturing 
Company, a director in the National Bank of 
Gaithersburg and in the Perpetual Building and 
Loan Association of this place; from which it may 
be seen that, while practically retired, he has not 
withdrawn his connection with local enterprises. 
Politically he was a Whig prior to the organiza- 
tion of the Republican party. While at Damas- 
cus he acted as postmaster and since coming here 
he has been a member of the board of county 
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commissioners of Montgomery County. Heisa 
member of Pentalpha Lodge No. 194, A. F. & 
A. M., at Gaithersburg, of which he has been 
treasurer since its organization. For several 
years he has been a trustee of the Methodist 
Church, of which he is an active member. 
November 5, 1850, Mr. Smith married Henri- 
etta M., daughter of James Connor, of Frederick 
County, who died February 1, 1870. They had 
three children: Emma, wife of Dr. B. F. Lans- 
dale, and a resident of Damascus, this county; 
Walter, who died young; and Philemon J., de- 
ceased. January 11, 1871, Mr. Smith married 
Ann E., daughter of Horace Wilson, of Clarks- 
burg, this county; she died January 29, 1875. 
On the 6th of June, 1876, he was united with 
Mrs. Eliza A. Magruder, daughter of Samuel 
White, of Mechanicsville, this county; she passed 
away. May 5,.1893. His. .—present wife, with 
whom he was united January 23, 1897, was 
Helen R. Connor, daughter of Benjamin O. 
Connor, of Montgomery County. They have 
one child, a daughter, Edith. Mr. Smith is aman 
of excellent executive ability, with the power to 
plan and the ability to execute to a successful 
issue. He retains his shrewdness as a financier, 
notwithstanding the fact that he is approaching 
his eightieth year. In the welfare of the town 
he takes a warm interest and any measure for its 
upbuilding meets with his approbation. 





LAIR LEE, the only child of Rear-Admiral 

Samuel Phillips Lee, was born in Silver 

Spring, Md., August 9, 1857, his birth- 
place being the farm inthe southern portion of 
Montgomery County, where he now resides. He 
was educated at Emerson Institute and at Prince- 
ton College, from which he graduated in 18So; 
entered the Columbia Law School, Washington, 
in 1880, and two years later graduated, after 
Which he pursued a post-graduate course, and 
Was admitted to the bar at Rockville, Md., and 
in Washington in 1883. Shortly afterward he

opened an office in Washington for the practice 
of law and has since become known asa well- 
informed and successful attorney. 

In October, 1891, Mr., Lee was united in mar- 
riage with Miss Anne Clymer Brooke, daughter 
of Edward Brooke and Anne Clymer, of Birds- 
borough, Berks County, Pa. They have two 
sons. In religion Mr. Lee is identified with the 
Episcopal Church. While necessarily much of 
his time is spent in Washington, in connection 
with his practice, yet he still finds time for the 
enjoyment of his attractive homestead, and his 
happiest hours of vacation are spent in farm and 
garden work there. Vhe place was purchased in 
1842 by Francis P. Blair and has been in the 
possession of the family since, a period of more 
than half a century. 

The Globe was General Jackson's organ, and 
edited by Mr. Blair, Sr., was a paper of the great- 
est national infiuence, creating and largely main- 
taining the Democratic opinion which sustained 
President Jackson in his fight to prevent the 
Bank of the United States, a corporation, froin 
controlling the money of the country and voicing 
his policy on all other issues of that day. The 
motto of the Globe was ‘‘The world is too 
much governed’? and by what they believed was 
atrue sympathy with the popular form of govern- 
ment of ourcountry, Mr. Blair and his descend- 
ants strove to rule their political conduct. 

Admiral Lee was an earnest supporter of the 
Chicago platform of 1896,regarding it as a revival 
of the Democratic faith. In that vear Blair Lee 
received the Democratic nomination for Congress 
in the Sixth Maryland District. He made a 
vigorous and earnest fight and this district, the 
strongest Republican one 1n the state, showed no 
substantial change, when all else was a Republi- 
can landslide. 

Mr. Lee accepts heartily his father’s opinion 
of the Chicago platform, estimating it almost a 
second declaration of American independence, 
and considers the campaign of ‘96 as ending all 
questions from the Civil war period and renewing 
popular interest in questions of finance and taxa- 
tion. Tle regards an income tax as the fairest 
form of taxation and believes that, after the set- 
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tlement of the trouble with Spain, bimetallic 
money issued by the people will surely triumph 
over paper money controlled by the banks. 
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OHN G. WILSON, A. M., attorney-at-law 
| and local counsel for the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company, at Cumberland, is one 
of the most brilliant and promising young mem- 
bers of the legal profession in Allegany County. 
Reared, as he has been, with many of the advan- 
tages, of wealth and culture, he chose no royal 
highway, and neglected no work nor effort in ob- 
taining a superior education. Then, though it 
has been his privilege to cross the ocean several 
times, and to travel in Europe quite extensively, 
he always desired knowledge of foreign lands and 
customs rather than idle pleasure. He possesses 
a refined and elevated taste, and takes particular 
delight in literature and literary matters. 

Born June 6, 1871, Mr. Wilson is a son of 
John Wilson, a member of the firm of Black, 
Sheridan, Wilson Coal Company, of Baltimore. 
The first nine years in the life of our subject were 
spent in his native town, Barton, Allegany 
County, and from there he removed with his 
parents to Picdmont and thence to Baltimore. 
After completing his studies in the schools of that 
city he entered Princeton College, and graduated 
with the class of 1892. He carried off the first 
honors of his class, delivered the Latin salutatory, 
and received the degree of Bachelor of Arts. 
Later, in 1895, his alma mater bestowed upon 
him the degree of Masterof Arts. Subsequent to 
his graduation, for relaxation and recreation he 
went abroad for a short period, and, upon his 
return in the fall of 1892 commenced the study of 
law in the office of John K. Cowen, who at that 
time was attorney for the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road. Later we find him diligently at work in 
the law department of the University of Mary- 
land. Here he was elected president of his class, 
and duly graduated in 1894. After being ad- 
mitted to the bar he came to Cumberland, to suc- 


ceed Judge Boyd as counsel for the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, and soon built up a large genera 
practice besides. 

In political affairs Mr. Wilson is a Republican. 
The cause of education always finds in him a 
spirited champion, and he is now a member of 
the board of Allegany County school commis- 
sioners. He is a frequent contributor to the 
columns of the newspapers, and is a clear, inter- 
esting and forcible writer. Here he is known as 
one of the young men who established the ‘‘Hour 
Book,’’ a purely literary magazine, which had a 
bright, though too-brief existence. In his re- 
ligious proclivities he is a Presbyterian. Hehas 
the happy faculty of making friends readily 
wherever he goes and is of that cheerful, genial 
disposition that sheds sunshine upon the path- 
way of all with whom he comes in contact, 
even in the most casual manner, and thus others 
are uplifted and unconsciously helped. 
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LISHA' C. ‘ ETCHISON, M.D: ’: Not ‘only 
in professional matters, but in business en- 
terprises as well, Dr. Etchison has proved 

himself to be one of the progressive and valuable 
citizens of Gaithersburg. Several times he has 
been chosen to serve as mayor, in which position 
he has contributed to the progress of the town 
aud the promotion of its interests. In the incor- 
poration of the Gaithersburg Bank he took an 
active part and is one of its stockholders. He is 
also a stockholder and director in the seminary, 
and was one of the prime movers in the organiza- 
tion of the Waverly Club, to which he has con- 
tributed liberally. 

Dr. Etchison was born in the northern part of 
Montgomery County, near the Frederick County 
line, March 12, 1848. He is a descendant of 
English ancestors, who were early settlers of 
Maryland. Elisha, his grandfather, was born 111 
this county; his father is supposed to have re 
moved hither from Prince George County. He 
became a planter, and made a specialty of the 
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raising of tobacco. His family consisted of nine 
children, namely: Green S., father of the doctor; 
Hepsy, Mrs. Kinley; Sarah, wife of Jacob Young; 
Mrs. Madison Etchison; Lorenzo; Cornelius; 
Mrs. Purdam; Elizabeth S., Mrs. Leonard C. 
Mullinnix; and Ruth, wife of Joseph Kemp. 

Throughout life Green S. Etchison was en- 
gaged as a tobacco planter and for some time he 
was tobacco inspector at Baltimore. Politically 
he was a Democrat, and for years he served as 
justice of the peace. He was active in the 
Methodist Protestant Church, in which for years 
he was steward and class-leader. His first mar- 
riage united him with Miss Alden, of Prince 
George County, who died leaving two children. 
The older daughter, Celestia, married Joseph Spur- 
rier and resides in Howard County. The younger 
daughter, Sylvesta, married Hamilton Beall and 
removed to Kansas, where her death occurred. 
The second wife of Green S. Etchison was Rachel 
Wood, daughter of John Wood, living near New 
Market, Frederick County. They became the 
parents of nine children, namely: Ruth, who 
married Oliver Watkins and resides near Damas- 
cus; Jennie, wife of John Clagett, of Clagettsville; 
Elisha C.; Marcellus, a retired business man, 
living at Clagettsville; John Green, at one time 
county commissioner, who died February 28, 
1889; Lorenzo Bates, who succeeded his father as 
tobacco inspector; Elias H., M. D., of Gaithers- 
burg; Joseph M., who is engaged in farming 
near Clagettsville and has been county commis- 
sioner several terms; and Addie, Mrs. William 
Kinsey. The father died November 18, 1876, 
at the age of sixty-nine years, nine months and 
eighteen days. 

After attending the public schools for several 
terms, our subject carried on his studies in 
Frederick Academy, and afterward taught four 
years in Montgomery County. During this time 
he studied medicine in leisure hours. Later he 
entered the medical department of the University 
of Maryland at Baltimore, from which he was 
graduated in March, 1874, with the degree of 
M.D. In April of the same year he came to 
Gaithersburg, where he has since engaged in 
professional practice, giving his attention es- 


pecially to treatment of diseases of women and 
children. He is a member of the Medical and 
Chirurgical Faculty of Baltimore. Fraternally 
he is connected with the Masons. In religion 
a Methodist, he serves his church as steward. 
He has been interested in the success of the 
Democratic party, and upon that ticket was 
elected to the state legislature in 1894 and 1896. 

April 19, 1876, he married Nettie, daughter of 
Horace Waters, who lives near Germantown and 
isa member of an old family of the county. The 
doctor’s four children were named as follows: 
Mamie, who died in infancy; Garnett W.; Au- 
brey Dorsey, who died at the age of two years 
and nine months; and Carlton, born August 26, 
1886. 


ILLIAM H. MANNAKEE, a prominent 
retired farmer of Kensington, Wheaton 
(formerly Berry) District, Montgomery 
County, was born in this district in 1835, and is 
ason of John S. and Elizabeth A. Mannakce. 
His father, a native of Howard County, removed 
to Montgomery County, where he was success- 
fully engaged in agricultural pursuits and also, 


for many years, served as collector of this dis- 


trict. Politically he was stanch in his adherence 
to the Democratic party. He never cared for 
official position and the only offices he held were 
of an appointive nature. A man of generous dis- 
position, he was kind to the poor and often paid 
the taxes of farmers who had been unfortunate, 
waiting upon them until their fortunes changed, 
or dropping the matter altogether if they con- 
tinued in adverse circumstances. His land was 
situated near Sandy Spring and through his en- 
ergy and industry was greatly increased in value. 
His membership in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church was but the outward token of a consistent 
Christian life, that in every respect was modeled 
after the life of our Lord. Little is known of the 
ancestry of his father, William Mannakee. 

The mother of our subject was Elizabeth I. 
Orme, daughter of Nathaniel Orme, a farmer in 
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Montgomery County. She had six sons and five 
daughters. Richard J., the oldest son, is very 
wealthy and resides in Illinois; John P. died at 
twenty-four and Reuben when twenty-five years 
old; Elisha is a physician in Washington, D. C., 
and married Miss Haines, of Carroll County; 
Francis H. is a dentist in this county; Delila is 
unmarried and resides at the old homestead; May 
E. is the wife of Charles Nichols; Rebecca mar- 
ried Judge Charles R. Murphey; Octavia J., de- 
ceased, was the wife of John O. Williams; Cath- 
erine O., who is single, resides at home. 

Educated in the district schools, the subject of 
this sketch remained at home until twenty-seven 
years of age, when he rented a farm. In 1865 he 
purchased a farm about one mile from the town 
of Kensington, where he continued to raise gen- 
eral farm products until a few years ago. His 
place he sold for a large sum and since then he 
has lived practically retired from business cares. 
In 1866 he married Georgia A. Knowles, daugh- 
ter of George Knowles, who was a prominent 
man in this locality and owned large tracts of 
land, including the present site of Kensington. 
He was not only successful financially, but very 
popular socially and numbered a host of friends 
in his home neighborhood. His wife was a Miss 
Higgins. Mr. and Mrs. Mannakee have three 
daughters and one son. The latter, Harry K., 
is the leading grocer of Kensington, and has a 
fine store room, filled with a complete assortment 
of groceries and provisions; he is also the pro- 
prietor of a livery stable here. The daughters 
are: Edna, wife of John A. Jones, of Illinois; 
and Clare and Luraner E., who are refined and 
accomplished young ladies. 

In politics Mr. Mannakee has always adhered 
to Democratic principles. For years he served 
as judge of elections. He was elected county 
commissioner three times and served for two 
terms. In all matters relating to the party he 
has always taken an active interest. He is a 
stockholder and director in the street railway 
running from Kensington to Chevy Chase, and 
has other financial interests of an important na- 
ture. In religion he was reared in the Methodist 
faith, but inclines to the Episcopal Church, with 


which his family are identified. The home 
which he occupies is an elegant residence, built 
under his supervision in 1888, and is furnished in 
a manner indicative of the refined tastes and cult- 
ure of the family. 


OHN HENRY HARRIS, a farmer residing 
in Rockville District, Montgomery County, 
is a native of this county, born at Travilah, 

and isa sonof Madison F. and Nancy (Granger) 
Harris. Madison F., who was born and reared 
in this county, learned the trade of a shoemaker 
in youth and fora time was employed on the 
canal. Starting without capital, by industry and 
energy he succeeded in accumulating some capi- 
tal, which he invested in the purchase of a farm, 
and during the remainder of his life he engaged 
in agricultural pursuits. As a farmer he was 
quite successful and accumulated a competency. 
A prominent Democrat of his county, he took 
an active part in matters pertaining to the party. 
For about ten years he served as a justice of the 
peace. He was interested in educationa! affairs 
and a stanch friend of the public school system: 
and he had the distinction of establishing the 
first school in the country, a school that was long 
known as the Harris school. He attended the 
Baptist Church, but was not a member of that or 
any denomination. By his marriage to the 
daughter. of Jonathan Granger seven sons and 
seven daughters were born, ten of whom are liv- 
ing, namely: Matilda, the widow of James Mills: 
Thomas, a farmer of this county; Elizabeth, who 
married John Thompson; Margaret, widow of 
Richard Bean; John Henry; Susan R., wife ot 
Thomas Duley; Alexander, who is engaged in 
the mill business; Victoria, wife of Jacob Trevy: 
Nannie, Mrs. E. Holland; and Charles Richard, 
a farmer. 

In the common schools and the academy at 
Darnestown the subject of this sketch obtained 
his education. Early in life he began to aid im 
the cultivation of the land, assisting his father 
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until he was about twenty-five years of age. He 
then came to his present place of residence, 
where he owns and conducts two hundred and 
seventy acres, having bought one hundred and 
twenty acres since he came here. Politically he 
votes the Democratic ticket. In 1895 he erected 
a comfortable residence, in which he and his 
family have established their home and where 
they hospitably entertain their many friends. 
In 1875 he married Eliza V., daughter of James 
and Eliza (Thompson) Shaw, of this county; 
and they are the parents of four sons: Eugene, 
Montgomery, Corbinand Raymond. ‘The family 
attend the Baptist Church. 
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REDERICK AUGUSTUS THAYER. state’s 
attorney for Garrett County and a well- 
known citizen of Oakland, comes from one 

of the representative famulies of this region, one 
that hasalso been well known in the annals of 
the United States from the early days of its 
history. The first of the name in the United 
States came from England with two brothers and 
became one of the pioneers of the Pilgrim colony 
in Massachusetts. The great-great-grandfather 
of our subject, Abel Thayer, took part in the 
French war and also fought for this country’s in- 
dependence in the war of the Revolution, partici- 
pating in the battles of Ticonderoga, Crown 
Point, Frontenac, Lexington, Concord and other 
engagements. He witnessed the fall of young 
Lord Howe at Ticonderoga. During the war for 
independence, he served as captain, distinguish- 
ing himself by his personal bravery, and received 
complimentary notice from his superiors. Ste- 
phen, son of Captain Thayer, left his home in 
New England and drove across the country to 
Maryland in 1818, bringing his family and house- 
hold goods. He purchased a tract of land near 
the present town of Oakland, and prospered, be- 
coming in time one of the leading men of the 
locality. He died when about sixty-six years of 
age. 
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‘The father of Frederick A. Thayer was Ralph 
Thayer, a native of Williamsburg, Mass. When 
he was thiiteen years of age he made the (to him) 
ever-memorabie journey across the intervening 
territory to this section of the country, accom- 
panying the other members of the family. From 
that time he was thoreughly identified with the 
development and increasing prosperity of this 
country. For several years he was employed in 
merchandising in the towns of Selbysport, Md., 
and Addison, Pa., but later much of his time 
was given to agriculture. 

in the session of 1841 he was a delegate to the 
general assembly of Maryland. He rendered 
important service in establishing the public school 
system in that portion of Allegany County which 
is now embraced within Garrett, and was com- 
inissioner of pubiic schools from 1865 to 1867, 
during which time he established thirty-three new 
sciools in the various districts of the county. 
Ye was appointed deputy marshal, and took the 
ninth census in the western portion of Allegany 
County in 1870, under Marshal BE. Y. Golds- 
borough. He was appointed postmaster in 
Oakland in 1875 by President Grant, filling said 
office acceptably for ten years, Healso served as 
an enrolling oficer during the Civil war. He 
was a Republican of the old Jeffersonian princi- 
ples, was loyal to its principles and a firm believer 
in its superiority; he was an ardent admirer of 
Henry Clay, and was identified with the old-line 
Whig party from its birth to its demise. 

The marriage of Ralph Thayer united him 
with Mary Mitchell, daughter of John Mitchell, of 
Somerset County, Pa. She died at the age of 
sixty-nine years. Of ker nine children, the fol- 
lowing survive: Charles H.; Lucretia A., wife of 
George Waters, of Clarksburg, W. Va.; Mary 
Virginia, wife of Bowie Johnson, who was a son 
of the late Reverdy Johnson, of Baltimore; 
Walter E., of New Mexico; Frederick A.; and 
Richard H., a resident of Thomas, W. Va. 

Frederick A. Thayer was born in Garrett 
(then Allegany) County, August 1, 1854, and 
acquired his early education in the public and 
private schools of this county, and from private 
tutors. When he attained his majority he took

up the study of law under the tutelage of Thomas 
J. Peddicord and was admitted tothe bar in May, 
1883. He immediately opened an office in Oak- 
land and successfully carried on his practice for 
seven years, when he gave it up in order to accept 
the position of postmaster, having been appoint- 
ed to that office in 1890 by President Harrison. 
After four years of service in this position he 
resumed his interrupted practice. In 1895 he 
was nominated on the Republican ticket for the 
office of state’s attorney and was elected by a 
flattering majority, which office he now fills. 
For five years he was clerk to the board of county 
commissioners and for a similar period served as 
deputy clerk of the circuit court. In these 
several positions he has acquitted himself with 
credit. Heisthoroughly posted in the intricacies 
of the law, is an able exponent of its tenets, and by 
close application to his profession and fidelity to 
his clients, has succeeded in building up a large 
and lucrative practice. 

October 1, 1884, Mr. Thayer married Maggie 
Peddicord, daughter of his former preceptor. 
Four children came to bless their home; but one 
of these died in infancy. The others are: Mary 
Rebecea, Ralph Thomas and Frederick A., Jr. 
Mr. Thayer has been an active member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church for years and has 
been the assistant superintendent of the Sunday- 
school and steward for some ten or twelve years. 
He is a man of sterling integrity and uprightness 
of character, and is respected by all who know him. 
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EKORGE H. WRIGHT, M. D., physician in 
charge of Carroll Springs Sanitarium, situ- 
ated at Forest Glen, Montgomery County, 

founded this hygienic institution in 1887, since 
which time he has been its head. The place 
takes its name from the Carroll family, who 
formerly owned the land, and a portion of the 
residence is more than one hundred years old. 
The rooms of the sanitarium are large, well 
lighted and ventilated, each one containing an 


open fireplace. By limiting the number of 
patients to twenty-five, quiet and individual at- 
tention from the physician in charge is insured. 
The location is admirable for a health resort. 
The country is rolling, well watered and well 
drained, and as the land has an elevation of four 
hundred feet above Washington, the summers 
are far more pleasant than in that city. Large 
walnut, maple and oak trees afford shade, and 
add to the attractive appearance of the park. 
There are six springs on the place, whose waters 
have been tested, and it has been found that each 
contains different medicinal properties, rendering 
them valuable in the treatment of chronic diseases. 
The waters of the springs flow into a beautiful 
lake, which adds much to the picturesqueness of 
the place. The sanitarium and its surroundings 
are conducive to cheerfulness. There are pleas- 
ant walks, delightful drives, and games of ail 
kinds for those able to participate in them. From 
Washington the sanitariuim may be easily reached 
by the Metropolitan branch of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad in twenty minutes; by carriages 
on the Seventh street pike in an hour, and by the 
Washington, Woodside & Forest Glen Electric 
Railroad that runs within one minute’s walk of 
the buildings. 

The proprietor of the sanitarium was born in 
Cleveland, Ohio, in 1858. His father, William 
W. Wright, a native of Massachusetts, was for 
many yearsa banker and broker in Cleveland 
and Buffalo, but about twenty years ago he set- 
tled in Washington, D. C., where he remained 
for ten years.. He is now living retired in Lin- 
den. Politically he is a stanch Republican, tak- 
ing an active interest in presidential campaigns. 
His grandfather was a soldier in the Revolution 
and he holds membership with the Sons of the 
American Revolution. The family, on coming 
to America, settled in Massachusetts. The doc- 
tor's mother was Eleanor, daughter of John 
Herdman, a native of Belfast, Ireland, who came 
to this country in boyhood and was reared in 
New York City. His father was a graduate of 
Belfast College. William W. and Eleanor 
Wright had five sons and one daughter. Ot 
these Frederick William died in childhood; 
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Stephen Prescott is proprietor of a summer resort 
at Brookside, W. Va.; Walter T. died when a 
young man, having previously been in the bank- 
ing business with his father; William W. is a 
patent lawyer in Washington; and Sarah Louise 
is the wife of Hon. Frank Perkins, an attorney 
of Buffalo, N. Y., and a prominent politician. 
When a boy our subject attended the public 
schools of Buffalo. After graduating from Cor- 
nell College in 1882, he began the study of medi- 
cine at Columbia College, Washington, and after 
graduating in 1884, he was for one year resident 
physician in Emergency hospital. In 1886 he 
graduated from Hahnemann’s Medical College in 
Chicago, after which he practiced for a year in 
Indiana, locating at Forest Glen in 1887. In 
1885 he married Jessie Waite, daughter of Judge 
C. B. Waite, of Chicago, an attorney in that city 
for more than forty years and territorial judge of 
Utah under President Lincoln. Having practiced 
before the United States supreme court at Wash- 
ington, he is also well known inthis city. His 
wife, Catherine B. Waite, studied law with him, 
was admitted to the bar and has been promi- 
nently identified with the changing of the laws 
relative to property rights of women in the state 
of Illinois. She is a graduate of Oberlin College 
and a woman of splendid education and attain- 
ments, maintaining an especial interest in all 
questions pertaining to the rights and improve- 
ment of women. In her family there are two 
sons and two daughters. Charles L. owns a 
large ranch near Denver; Joseph V. is a stenog- 
rapher in Chicago; and Lucy, who graduated 
from the University of Chicago, has for years 
been the head physician of the Mary Thompson 
Hospital in Chicago. She is a woman of great 
brilliancy of intellect, with a thorough knowledge 
of the medical profession, which she has studied 
not only in the United States, but in Paris and 
for two years in Germany. She married Byron 
Robinson, M. D., an eminent physician and sur- 
geon of Chicago, but retains her maiden name 
and is known in society and her profession as 
Dr. Waite. Mrs. Wright received splendid ad- 
vantages when a girl and was one of the first 
ladies to graduate from Chicago University,

where she took the regular course. She is the 
mother of five children: Wallace Waite, George 
Van, Lucy Eleanor, Marcia Catherine and Fred- 
erick William. 

The most of his time Dr. Wright gives to the 
management of the sanitarium. To assist him, 
in his work here, he has Miss Marcia Moore, an 
excellent trained nurse, who was formerly asso- 
ciated with Dr. Waite in Chicago. Politically 
Dr. Wright is independent. He is a member of 
the Masonic fraternity and a number of promi- 
nent medical societies in Maryland, and has fre- 
quently been invited to contribute articles to the 
leading medical journals of the country. With 
his wife, he holds membership in the People’s 
Church of Washington. 


MEORGE H. ZIMMERMAN. The eldest 
child of William H. Zimmerman, our sub- 
ject was born in the vicinity of Walkers- 

ville, Frederick County, Md., May 11, 1850. 

His father, a native of the same locality, was a 

miller in his early manhood, but since 1870 has 

been profitably engaged in the grocery business 
in this city. His wife, Sarah A., is a daughter 
of Henry C. Donsife, who was a blacksmith in 

Woodsboro, Md. David E., our subject's only 

brother, is in partnership with his father in the 

grocery business. There are three sisters living, 
namely: Annie M., wife of Henry A. Hahn, 
who is a tanner and resides in Frederick; and 

Amanda D. and Clara E., who are unmarried 

and at home. 

When he had gained a general education and 
was thereby well qualified for his future life, Mr. 
Zimmerman left his old home near Walkersville, 
and became a clerk in the store of Zimmerman & 
Schultz, at Sykesville, Md.; he remained for 
about three years. He was then about twenty, 
and coming to this city he worked for his father 
in his grocery for several years; then followed his 
long and faithful service, extending over fifteen 
years, in the First National Bank of Frederick, 
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Md. He then resigned his position in order to 
accept that of assistant cashier of the Frederick 
County National Bank, and continued to act in 
that capacity for about two years. 

In 1873 Mr. Zimmerman married Miss Flor- 
ence V. Frazier, the eldest daughter of David 
Frazier, of Frederick, Md. Their union has 
been blessed with five children, viz.: William 
D., now a bookkeeper in the Frederick County 
National Bank; Thomas L., head bookkeeper in 
the office of the Union Manufacturing Company; 
Bertha L., Grace E. and George C., all studeuts 
at school. The family are identified with the 
Lutheran Church of this city, and are always 
foremost in the support of worthy charities and 
public enterprises. 

In 1889 Mr. Zimmerman, in company with 
other influential citizens, organized the Union 
Manufacturing Company, and being desirous to 
assure its success, he resigned his position as as- 
sistant cashier to accept the treasurership and ¢gen- 
eral management ofthecompany. This company 
is now one of the leading industries in the city, 
and gives employment to hundreds of persons 
all the year round. The building is 40x210, a 
three-story brick structure, with all the modern 
and improved machinery and appliances for 
carrying on the business and meeting the needs 
of those employed beneath its roof. 

Mr. Zimmerman is numbered among the most 
substantial business men of this city; his experi- 
ence in commercial affairs extends over some 
thirty years, during which period he has risen 
from the lower rounds of the ladder to a position 
of respect and influence in the county and city in 
which his lot is cast. 

His franchise he uses in favor of the platform 
of the Republican party. He never sought or 
held any position at the gift of the party, until 
in 1898, when he was prevailed upon to accept 
the nomination for one of the representatives of 
this city, and was elected by a hardsome ma- 
jority. In his election the city has secured a 
representative whose judgment and business 
qualifications will with the hearty co-operation of 
his associates give wise legislation to its affairs.

GiIULIAM C. DWYER, who has resided 
ipen a well-improved farm in Wheaton 
(formerly Berry) District, Montgomery 

County, since 1880, was born near Unity, in this 
county, in 1843. He is a member of a family 
long established in this section of the state, his 
great-grandfather being the first of the name to 
settle here. Huis grandfather, James Dwyer, was 
born in this county, where he spent his entire 
life, engaged in farm pursuits. The father, Jolin, 
also a native of this county, learned the trade of 
a stonemason and plastererin his youth under the 
iustruction of his father, who followed these oceu- 
pations for some time. He married Jane Elins, 
who was born in this county, and died here at 
sixty years of age. She was a daughter of Joseph 
Elms, who was a native of Charles County, this 
state, but spent almost his entire active life in 
Montgomery County. In her family there were 
five sons and five daughters. Charles E. and 
Joseph Rudolph died at the ages of twenty-three 
and nineteen years respectively. John Davidis a 
dentist in Unity, this county; Elmer E. resides 
in. Washington, where he holds a_ clerkship, 
Annie married Edward Houck, of Laytons- 
ville, this county; Alice is the wife of Richard I. 
Harris, also of this county; Laura married Hod- 
son Waddey, who lives in Washington; Adelaide 
is the wife of Fletcher Irving, a resident of Howard 
County; and Ida is unmarried. 

The early vears of our subject’s life were 
passed on the home farm, near Unity, this county, 
and he received a fair education in 
schools. When seventeen years of age he en- 
listed in the army, at the outbreak of the Civil 
war, 
land Infantry, joining a company of which Charies 
Baker was the captain. Among the engagements 
in which he participated were those at Wincheste! 
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He was made a member of the First Mary- 
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and Shiloh, also the memorable battle of Gettys- 
burg. He remained in the army from the open- 
ing of the war until its close, and then joined the 
construction corps of the government, Where he 
remained for some time.

of the city of Frederick no name has been 

more closely identified with her best inter- 
ests or more honored by all than that of Cline, 
a family of Scotch-Irish descent. In every- 
thing retating to the commercial and religious 
affairs of this community they have taken a rep- 
resentative part, and have been material factors 
in the development of our local industries and 
various enterprises that have acerued to the prog- 
ress and benefit of the place. 

Capt. Casper Cline, father of our subject, was 
highly honored and his name is cherished in the 
hearts of scores of his former associates. Hewas 
a native of York County, Pa., and remained 
there until twenty-one years of age, after which 
he spent several years in Baltimore. There he 
married Catherine, daughter of Col. Robert 
Evans. In 1822 he removed to Frederick, and, 
having become thoroughly familiar with the de- 
tails of carriage manufacturing while in Balti- 
more, he established a business of the kind here. 
Soon he succeeded in building up a large and re- 
munerative trade that increased in proportions 
from year to year, until it was one of the most 
extensive and profitable industries in Frederick. 
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At the height of his prosperity he was obliged to 
keep eight forges in full blast and employed a 
large number of men in the several departments 
of his factory. Carriages, coaches, wagons and 
other vehicles manufactured here were sold in 
this and adjoining states and commanded the 
highest prices in the trade, as the workmanship 
was known to be of the best and most reliable 
kind. During that time Casper Cline did all the 
coach work for Stockton & Stockes, proprietors 
of the stage lines which carried the United States 
mail from Baltimore to Wheeling, on the National 
pike, through Frederick. Over thirty years ago 
the factory was sold to Brengle & Swaller, who 
conducted the business for a long time, but finally 
sold. 

Mr. Cline owned a number of valuable farms 
in the vicinity of Frederick and these he carried 
on until his death, April 18, 1871, at his home- 
stead, Locust Level, about one and one-half miles 
from the city. For more than thirty years he 
was a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Frederick, and much of his time and means 
was given to religious work. He was a kindly- 
dispositioned man, always willing to lend a help- 
ing hand to any less fortunate than he; yet he 
was unostentatious in his charities. Loved and 
respected as he was by all with whom he had 
any business or social relations, it was, however, 
in his home that his finest qualities shone forth 
undimmed. To them he left a heritage much 
greater than wealth, the heritage of a name 
which is unblemished and a life of unusual up- 
rightness and nobleness. He was one of the 
brave soldiers of the War of 1812, in which he 
served with the rank of captain, and as long as 
any of the ‘‘old defenders’’ were left, he marched 
with them every twelfth of September. His 
father, Alexander Cline, was a native of Water- 
ford, Ireland, and at anearly day came to Amer- 
ica, settling in Chester County, Pa., where he 
bought a farm. Later he purchased another 
homestead in York County, Pa., and there passed 
the remainder of his life. He was a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Aspreviously mentioned, the first wife of Captain 
Cline was a Miss Catherine Evans. Her father 
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was a native of Wales, England, and was a son 
of Job Evans, who with his family came to Amer- 
ica and located in Baltimore County, Md., near 
Owings Mills, and there engaged in farming. 
Col. Robert Evans became concerned in specuia- 
tions in land, and owned large tracts in Baltimore 
County. <A portion of this property, known as 
Howard’s Woods,a tract of ‘one thousand acres, 
was near what is now Druid Hill Park, in Balti- 
more city, and is now well settled. He was a 
relative of the Stansbury, Wilson, Perregoy, 
Stevenson, Owings, Govens, Dye, Gillingham. 
Baxter, Gorsuch, Tenent, Dorsey and other 
early families of Baltimore County. Col. John 
Evans, an uncle of Mrs. Casper Cline, married 
Miranda, daughter of Edward Owings, cf Foun- 
tain Rock, Frederick County, and became a 
permanent resident of Chillicothe, Ohio, in 181s. 
The second wife of Captain Cline was Miss 
Corilla Evans, sister of the first wife. Of the 
children born to the captain Harriet was the 
eldest. She married Stephen B. Crum, who 
owned a farm three miles from Frederick. Will- 
iam, the next, was a captain in the Confederate 
army, and died at Norfolk, Va. John, who re- 
sided in Frederick for thirty years, and married 
a Scotch lady, a Miss Nevans, at Melbourne, 
Australia, died in Los Angeles, Cal., in July, 
1896. Mary Louisa is the widow of William 
Yeakle, father of the former mayor of this city; 
and N. O. Clire is a farmer near Frederick. 

The birth of George T. Cline occurred upon 
his father’s farm near Frederick, March 4, 1835. 
He attended St. John’s College, where among his 
classmates were Hon. F. J. Nelson, Sylvester 
Jimeson, John Jarboe and others since become 
famous in some line of business or profession. 
After completing his education George T. Cline 
lived upon his father’s farm on the Harper’s 
Ferry Road until the spring of 1858, when he 
went to visit his cousin, D. Gorsuch Evans, in 
Ohio, where he stayed about a year. Then he 
proceeded to Cincinnati, and thence to Chicago. 
In that rising young city he made his home for a 
quarter of a century, embarking in the real- 
estate business there in 1859. He laid out 
numerous additions to Chicago, and still owns 
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extensive tracts in and near thecity, particularly 
in the manutacturing districts. He lost $40,000 
in the great fire of 1871, in insurance, which 
Was never paid. 

In. the year 1383, having acquired a fortune, 
Coionei Ciine returried to his native city, and 
purchased the fine mansion built by the late 
Benjamin Rutherford and known as Lawndale. 
This place, situated near the fair-ground, consists 
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of sixty acres, upon which is a very handsome 
solid brick residence of twenty rooms, built in 
1835, then being one of the most substantial 
structures and one of the finest private homes in 
this portion of the country. His dwelling is 
beautifully furnished and everything bespeaks 
the culture and refinement of the inmates. To 
friends of the family among the most notable 
articles-of use or adornment are five exceHent 
oil paintings, executed by the best artists to be 
had. These consist of portraits ofthe late Capt. 
Casper Cline and his two wives, our subject and 
his uncle, Col. John Evans, of Ohio. 

Politically Colonel Cline has always favored 
the Democracy, in the faith of which party he 
was reared, but has voted the opposition ticket 
ona few occasions in municipal affairs, in Chi- 
cago, when he considered that it was best. He 
has often been solicited to accept public office 
for himself, but has steadily declined the honor. 
Though he was brought up under the influence 
of parents who were deeply religious and ardent 
church members, he has never identified himselt 
with any denomination, but is a contributor to 
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various worthy church and benevolent enter- 
prises. His title is not merely a courtesy title, 
as is so frequently the case, particularly in the 
southern states, as he won it while a member of 
the Chicago Home Guards, during the war. He 
served on the Union side in 1863, being in the 
division commanded by General Shirley during 
the time when Camp Douglas contained some ten 
thousand Rebel prisoners, who were ready to 
pillage and burn the city at any time. Besides 
being the possessor of considerable property in 
Chicago and in East Chicago he is the fortunate 
owner of several fine farms near Frederick, and is 
estimated to be one of the wealthiest men of Fred- 
erick County. The most of his property he made 
by successful investments in real estate in Chi- 
cago, during the twenty-five years of his business 
dealings there, he always having faith in the 
destiny of Chicago as the greatest city in the 
northwest. 

Personally Colonel Cline is a man of genial 
disposition, affable and approachable. Asa busi- 
ness man he is known for his careful and sound 
judgment, and for the enterprise that has made 
him willing to undertake ventures that promise 
a successful termination. His business ability, 
united with his courtesy, has secured for him the 
esteem of his acquaintances. While others whose 
advantages in youth were greater than his own 
failed to secure success, he, through energy and 
perseverance, attained prosperity, and aside from 
achieving success in estate, he gained that which 
is more to be valued, the respect and confidence 
of his fellow-men. 
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ILLIAM T. LYNCH became the owner of 
the homestead which he now cultivates 
about eleven years ago, and during the in- 

tervening period has instituted such changes in 
the place that one can hardly realize that it is the 
same. Formerly it was but a tract of wilderness, 
but year by year the owner has brought more and 
more of the land under the plow, until each fall a 
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bountiful harvest is reaped to reward him as he 
deserves. His comfortable home was erected by 
him in 1888, and ever since that time he has 
taken increasing pride in having everything about 
the place kept up in a neat and thrifty manner. 

The birth of William T. Lynch occurred in 
Potomac District, Montgomery County, Md., 
where he may be found to-day. The date of the 
event was March 22, 1835. His parents were 
William and Melinda(Spates) Lynch, bothnatives 
of Montgomery County, Md. In his early man- 
hood the father followed the shoemaker’s trade in 
Rockville, but subsequently was a prosperous and 
respected farmer of this district for years. He 
rented a valuable farm comprising three hundred 
acres, and reared his boys to be thorough and 
practical tillers of the soil. In his political faith 
he was a Democrat, and religiously was a Catholic. 
Of his twelve children only three are now living. 
John resides in Virginia, and Martin VanBuren 
is a carpenter of Potomac District. 

Our subject received but limited advantages in 
an educational way, as when he was a niere child 
he was obliged to give the greater share of his 
time to his father, who needed his assistance upon 
the farm. When he had passed his majority he 
started out to earn his own livelihood, and though 
he received the best wages which were then paid 
anyone in this portion of the country, he was paid 
but $11 a month. For five years he industriously 
worked for neighboring farmers, saving nearly all 
of his small earnings and carefully laying the 
growing amount away, intending to invest it 
when the proper time came. At last he pur- 
chased a farm which he operated for a number of 
years prior to removing to his present home. 
Here he owns ninety-four acres of land which is 
well adapted for raising a general line of crops. 
On the place there is a blacksmith shop, where 
Mr. Lynch, who is quite a mechanic, 
his own horse-shoeing and repairing of im- 
plements, etc. 

Asa citizen our subject strives to do his whole 
duty and is peaceful and For 
twenty-five years he was a Democrat, but now 
uses his ballot in favor of the nominees and plat- 
form of the Republican party. 
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up in the faith of the Catholic Church and is an 
adherent to its teachings. November 13, 1860, 
he married Mary A. Towman, daughter of John 
Towman, of this county. Eleven children graced 
their union, and all but three of the number are 
living. Margaret is the wife of Lewis Morgal, 
of Georgetown, D. C; John is a blacksmith and 
wheelwright; Joseph is a resident of Washing- 
ton; and the younger members of the household 
are Ruth A., Maud M., Eddie, Frank and Ella. 





HILIP STONE, the proprietor of a store in 
Potomac, Montgomery County, is a native 

of Potomac District, born February 18, 1849, 

and is a son of Philip and Olivia D. (Magruder) 
Stone. His father, who was trained in youth to 
farm work, began to clear a tract of six hundred 
acres when he was twenty-one years of age, hav- 
ing as partners in the undertaking his brothers, 
Frank and John. He commenced to work with 
energy, and soon he had the land under a good 
state of cultivation. Upon the farm thus im- 


‘proved he spent the remaining forty years of his 


life. By his perseverance and industry he suc- 
ceeded in transforming the place into a very fine 
farm, the management of which he successfully 
superintended. Politically a Democrat, he took 
an active part in advancing the interests of the 
party. At one time he served as captain of a 
militia company. He was identified with the 
early movement for the establishment of public 
schools in his iocality. The place that through 
his ability and perseverance was converted into a 
valuable farm was called Stonington, in his 
honor. In religious belief he was connected 
with the Methodist Church. 

The marriage of Philip Stone, Sr., united him 
with Olivia D., daughter of Lloyd Magruder, of 
this county. They became the parents of five 
sons and three daughters, all but one of whom 
are stillliving. They are: Henry P., who served 
in the Confederate army and is now living in 
Tennessee; John A, Carter, who enlisted in the 
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southern service and afterward joined the regular 
army and was killed by the Indians on the 
frontier; Frank P., who farms a place adjoining 
the old homestead; Ida, who married Mont- 
gomery Claggett, of Potomac District; Philip, 
Jr.; Nannie, who lives in Mexico with her younger 
sister; John G., a merchant in Potomac; and 
Kate, Mrs. Henry C. Harrison, of Mexico. 

The education of our subject was obtained in 
the local schools. He remained at home until 
1884, having charge of the farm and acting as 
agent for a fertilizer company of Baltimore. In 
1886 he bought his present residence and storein 
Potomac and embarked in the mercantile busi- 
ness, which he has since conducted, at the same 
time carrying on the fertilizer business, for which 
he has been agent for more than twenty-five 
years. Politically he has been very active in the 
ranks of the Democracy. For twelve years he 
served as register of voters. He is a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, in which 
he has been steward and trustee for many years. 
Fraternally he is identified with Cromelin Lodge 
No. 89, K. of P. February 18, 1885, he mar- 
ried Kate, daughter of Frederick Tschiffely, of 
Darnestown District. 


HARLES HOWARD NOURSE, M. D., who 
has been engaged in practice in Darnestown, 
Montgomery County, during a period ex- 

tending over nearly thirty years, has been very 
successful as a physician and stands well in his 
profession. He possesses an excellent education 
and has always been an earnest student, as he 
deems it but his simple duty to keep abreast of 
the times in research and discovery of better 
methods in the treatment of disease, and takes 
pride in keeping posted on general affairs of 
moment to the nation, 

An old family Bible in the possession of the 
doctor contains the following records among 
others: ‘‘Walter Nourse, of Weston, County of 
Hereford, England, born in 1609. His son, John, 
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born in 1629. His son, John, born in 1679, died, 
and the next son, born in 1683, was also named 
John, and upon the death of that son the next, born 
in 1695, was called John. His son, John, was 
born in 1721. His son, James, married Sarah 
Fouace; came to America and settled in Virginia 
in 1764 and died in 1784.’’ The James men- 
tioned was the great-grandfather of the doctor, 
who has a photograph of an old oil painting, made 
in Hugland in 1754, of James and Sarah Nourse. 
Their son, Michael, occupied a prominent posi- 
tion in the treasury department for many years, 
subsequent to the removal of the national capital 
from Philadelphia to Washington. In fact, he 
continued in the treasury until President Pierce 
became the chief executive, and was prominent 
in the affairs of the Whig party. In religious 
work he was much interested, and fer years was 
an elder in the F Street Presbyterian Church 
(now Willard Hall). Several of his ten children 
became noted for faithful and efficient work done 
for the government in one capacity or another. 
John Rittenhouse was in the treasury department 
for years, and it is a singular fact that some 
member of this direct line of Nourses has been 
connected with that branch of the United States 
government ever since it was inaugurated. An- 
other son, Prof. Joseph E., was for a long time in 
the navy, and later was employed in the naval 
observatory. He was sent to France to gather data 
of work done by DeLesseps, on the Suez Canal 
for the information of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, and his ‘‘American Explorations in the Ice- 
zones’ is a standard work, edited from official 
sources. 

Rev. Charles H. Nourse, father of the doctor, 
was born December 1, 1816, and was reared in 
Washington. He graduated from Jefferson College 
and engaged in teaching toa greater or less extent 
until late in life, when his health failed. Helived 
in Culpeper, Va.; Washington, Rockville, Seneca, 
Leesburg (Va.), West River (Md.) and George- 
town, teaching almost continuously, and much of 
the time also having charge of Presbyterian 
Churches. While a member of the faculty of 
Rockville Academy, he was also pastor of the 
church of his denomination here, and when living 


on a farm in the neighborhood of Poolesville, 
Md., the church structure was built; and again 
at Middlebrook a new house of worship was 
erected during his ministry. His zealous labors 
resulted in the undermining of his health, and at 
last his mind gave way. He was twice married, 
his first union, October 14, 1841, having been 
with Maria Robertson (daughter of William 
Robertson, of this county), and his brother, Rev. 
James Nourse, performed the ceremony. Mrs. 
Nourse died November 11, 1847, and of her two 
children, only the doctor survives. March s5, 
1849, Mr. Nourse married Mrs. Elizabeth J. 
Peter (zee Henderson), of Williamsburg, Va. 
Of the two children born of this marriage Mary 
Rittenhouse, wife of Dr. Otho M. Muncaster, of 
Washington, alone survives. 

Dr. C. H. Nourse was born in Washington, 
D. C., July 26, 1844, and received the best of 
educational advantages. He was preparing for 
Princeton College when the war broke out, and 
though but seventeen years of age he enlisted in 
White’s Battalion of Cavalry, in Company A. 
He was detailed to the signal service under Capt. 
Lewis Randolph (son of Thomas Jefferson Ran- 
dolph), and continued in the Confederate army 
as long as the war lasted. He then came to 
Rockville and studied medicine with Dr. Maddox. 
In the spring of 1869 he was graduated from the 
medical department of Georgetown University 
and at first located for practice in Washington, 
but came to Darnestown in 1870. In 1875 he re- 
turned to Washington, mainly upon account of 
his father’s failing health. There he embarked 
in a drug business and continued to reside until 
1882. He had never given up his home nor his 
intention of coming back to Darnestown, and for 
the past sixteen years has been steadily occupied 
in attending to the demands of his practice in 
this locality. He has been a member of the board 
of health, but has otherwise refrained from ac- 
cepting public offices. Politically he is a Demo- 
crat. A member of the Masonic order, he belongs 
to Pentalpha Lodge, A. F. & A. M., of Gaithers- 
burg. Religiously he is a Presbyterian, 

Upon the 15th of June, 1871, the doctor mar- 
ried Alice Darley, of Seneca, Montgomery County, 
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daughter of Upton Darley. Three children were 
born to the doctor and his wife, but one is 
deceased. Upton D. isa most promising young 
man, now taking a medical course in Georgetown 
University. Mary Helen is a student in Steven- 
son Institute, Charleston, W. Va.

OWN 1... COST.-.Thissterling® citizen of 
Hagerstown is in the railway mail service on 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. He is a 
veteran of the Civil war, one who was always at 
his post of duty during the period of his service 
in the Rebellion and who is highly esteemed in 
military circles. No one has a warmer place in 
their hearts for the boys that wore the blue than 
he. For years he has been identified with the 
Grand Army of the Republic. He is a charter 
member of Reno Post No. 4, of Hagerstown, of 
Which he is the oldest past commander. During 
1897 he was on the staff of General Clarkson. 
He is one of the officials of the Tri-State Fair 
held in this city and is always foremost in all 
local enterprises calculated to accrue to the good 
of the people of the community. 

Mr. Cost was born in Washington County, 
Md., June 20, 1843, andisason of Samuel W. 
and Catherine (Stine) Cost, both of whom are 
likewise natives of this county, and still reside 
on a farm just outside the city limits of Hagers- 
town. The father is now in his eighty-third 
year and his wife is about seventy-four. He has 
given his entire attention to agriculture and has 
never been a politician or an ofhce-seeker. Of 
his children our subject is the sole survivor. 
John L. was occupied in farming in his youth 
and was also a clerk for a short time prior to the 
outbreak of the war. 

May 15, 1863, Mr. Cost enlisted in the army, 
as a member of Company B, Eleventh Maryland 
Infantry, and was assigned to the Army of the 
Potomac. He took part in the battle of Monoc- 
acy Junction. He was in Tyler’s Third Separate 
Division of the Third Separate Brigade, whose 


duty it was to guard the Potomac and keep in 
check the guerrilla forces under the noted Colonel 
Mosby and others. He had enlisted as a 
drummer-boy and was later promoted to be sec- 
ond lieutenant, thenceforth acting as such until 
the close of the war. In April, 1864, he received 
an honorable discharge from the army and re- 
turned to private life. Hewas always faithful to 
every duty, a man upon whom his superiors 
could safely rely, and one who displayed unusual 
ability for one of his youth, as he was in his mi- 
nority at the time of his enlistment and promotion 
to the lieutenancy of hiscompany. He has never 
lost his interest in army affairs, and after the 
war he was for three years second lieutenant of 
Company B, First Regiment of Maryland National 
Guards, under Colonel Douglas. In his early 
manhood he affiliated with the Republican party, 
as did most of his relatives (sixty-two of them at 
one time casting their votes for the candidates of 
the party) and he has never seen cause to change 
his political creed. 

At the close of the war Mr. Cost was a clerk 
for an uncle in Rohrersville, this county, for a 
time, after which he went into the hat and shoe 
business in Hagerstown, the firm name being 
Rowzer & Cost. At the end of about nine 
months he sold out to his partner and commenced 
traveling for A. F. Roberts, with whom he con- 
tinued up to 1867. He then embarked in the 
grocery business with Thomas Baker. Fornearly 
thirty years he has been connected with the mail 
service, though not continuously, as for six 
years, while the Democrats were in power, he was 


“occupied in carrying on a grocery opposite the 


public square in this city. With this exception, 
however, he has been in the government employ, 
at first running between Hagerstown and Harris- 
burg, Pa., then for three years between Balti- 
more and Cumberland; and for twelve years from 
Baltimore to Hagerstown. He resigned in 1885 
and subsequently returned to the service in 1891, 
since which time he has gone back and forth be- 
tween thiscity and Weverton. Heisan accurate, 
punctual and thoroughly trustworthy employe and 
the friends he has along the route are legion. 
In manner he is pleasant and genial, and every- 
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one has a good word and best wishes for him. 
He holds an office in the lodge of the Benevolent 
Protective Order of Elks. 

Mr. Cost is a great lover of fancy fowls and has 
bred light Brahmas for twenty years, during 
which time he has taken many premiumis at the 
principal poultry shows in this county; he is also 
superintendent of the poultry exhibit of the 
Hagerstown Fair and is perhaps the most widely 
known poultry fancier in the United States. 

In 1874 Mr. Cost married Miss Isadore Shipley, 
of Baltimore, and after ten happy years spent 
together she was called to the home beyond. 
She was a lady of sweet and lovable disposition 
and possessed the affection of all who knew her. 
She was the last of seven brothers and sisters 
with whom she had grown to maturity in the 
city of her birth, Frederick. She was a member 
of the Lutheran Church and was a loyal worker 
in its various departments of activity. Two chil- 
dren blessed the union of Mr. and Mrs. Cost, but 
both have been summoned to the silent land. 
The little daughter died when but three years old 
and the son, a bright, manly young fellow who 
had just arrived at his majority, died in 1895. 
He was a great student and had a most promising 
career opening before him. Hehad been a pupil 
in the Polytechnic School of Troy, N. Y., and 
was a general favorite with his classmates and 
teachers. 


AMES A. WINDHAM, a successful farmer 
of Berry District, Montgomery County, was 
born February 20, 1829, on his father’s farm 

between Bethesda and Rockville. He isof direct 
English descent, his paternal grandfather, Will- 
iam Windham, having come from England to 
this country at the time of the Revolutionary 
war and engaging in farm pursuits in Maryland. 
One of his sons took part in the War of 1812. 
Another son, James F., who was born in Mary- 
land, inherited a large tract of land and upon it 
conducted farm pursuits. In politics he was an 
old-line Whig. Just and honest in every trans- 


action, he won the esteem of those with whom he 
associated. His death occurred in 1869, when he 
was sixty-four years of age. 

The wife of James F. Windham was Mary 
Ray Riley, who died when she was still a young 
woman. She was a daughter of Camden C. 
Riley, who served as a captain in the War of 1812 
and owned many slaves and large tracts of land, 
being at one time the largest tax-payer in the 
county. Much of his land was situated near 
Rockville. He was a descendant of Scotch-Irish 
ancestry. Inthe family of James F. and Mary 
Ray Windham there were two sons and two 
daughters, namely: James A.; William, who was 
a successful farmer and blacksmith and died 
twenty-five years ago, leaving a small fortune; 
Ellen, who lives with her brother, James A.; and 
Elizabeth, the widow of George Hilton. 

After receiving such advantages as district 
schools afforded, our subject started out for him- 
self at the age of eighteen years. For fourteen 
years he worked at the carpenter's trade, and 
during that time, for three years or more, he was 
also interested in the grocery business. Later he 
purchased his present farm on the Seventh street 
pike, about nine miles from Washington. At 
the time of purchase the land was heavily tim- 
bered and swampy, but he cleared it, planted 
orchards, raised grain, and finally transformed 
the land into one of the finest farms in the vi- 
cinity. In 1897 he erected a comfortable farm 
residence of twelve rooms, which ‘sets back from 
the pike about a quarter of a mile and occupies 
high ground, surrounded by all kinds of forest 
and fruit trees. 

In addition to the management of his farm, 
for more than thirty-four years Mr. Windham has 
been general superintendent of the Washington 
and Brookeville pike, having over twenty-six 
miles under his jurisdiction. Besides this he 
carried on a number of farms adjoining his home 
place. November 6, 1867, he married Eveline 
Nicholson, a native of Montgomery County. 
They have two sons and five daughters, namely: 
James Frederick, Richard Clayton, Elizabeth, 
Corinne, Nora Ellen, Nettie B. and Emma Glad- 
dus, allat home. The oldest son is a college 
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graduate and a young man of fine attainments. 
The family are identified with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. In politics Mr. Windham is 
a Democrat, and for anumber of years he served 
as deputy collector and constable. 


AGRUDER WILLSON OFFUTT, an in- 
fluential citizen of Bethesda and the former 
president of the Georgetown & Tennally- 

town Railroad Company, was born in 1863 in the 
locality where he now resides. His father, 
Hilleary ],. Offutt, who was born in this county, 
Montgomery, went to Washington, D. C., at 
the age of fourteen, and secured employment ina 
store. His earnings were carefully saved, until 
finally he was able to embark in business for him- 
self. For more than thirty years he had a large 
trade, both in wholesale and retail groceries. He 
was regarded as one of the representative gro- 
cers of the city. In national issues he favored 
the Democratic ticket, but in local elections gave 
his influence in support of the men best qualified 
torepresent the people. He assisted in founding 
St. John’s Episcopal Church, of which he was a 
trustee and vestryman for many years. In dis- 
position he was exceedingly charitable and gave 
to those in need even more liberally than -might 
have been expected of a man of histmeans. For 
years he was connected with the Grange. He 
was a man of fine physique and weighed about 
one hundred and eighty pounds. 

The mother of our subject was Anna Maria 
Fisher, whose mother wasa member of the Ma- 
gruder family and a descendant of one of two 
brothers who made settlement in Montgomery 
County in an early day. One of these brothers 
had twelve sons and six daughters. Mrs. Anna 
M. Offutt is still living and makes her home in 
Montgomery County. Oneof her sons, Hilleary 
L., is engaged in farming, while her daughter, 
Anna L,, is the wife of J. H[. Miller, vice-presi- 
dent ofthe Georgetown & Tennallytown Railroad. 

In this county our subject received a public 
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school and academical education. Since attain- 
ing manhood he has been engaged in farming and 
the real-estate business. Two children, Edward 
Winsor and Magruder Willson, were born of his 
union with Dixie E., daughter of Edward Winsor, 
who was born and reared in Rockville, and for a 
time engaged in the mercantile business in Balti- 
more, but removed from that city to Lexington, 
Mo., engaging there in the real-estate and 
loan business. His wife was a Miss Willson. 
In national issues Mr. Offutt is a supporter oi 
Democratic principles, but in local matters he is 
inclined to be liberal in his views, favoring the 
men whom he believes will best represent the peo- 
ple. In 1893-94 he held the office of president of 
the Georgetown & Tennallytown Railroad Com- 
pany, of which he was a director and the treas- 
urer for years. In religious connections he is 
identified with the Episcopal Church.

OHN BREADY. Few of the farmers of 
Montgomery County have met with greater 
success than has the subject of this sketch, 

who is the owner of a finely improved and val- 
uable farm in Berry District, He was born at 
Carroll’s Manor, near Buckeystown, Frederick 
County, Md., in October, 1827, and is a son 
of David Bready, a native of that county also. 
For the family history, reference may be made to 
the sketch of Samuel K. Bready, presented eise- 
where in this volume. 

Reared on a farm and educated in the country 
schools, at the age of twenty-two our subject 
started out for himself, beginning to cultivate the 
land owned by his father. In 1849 he moved to 
Montgomery County and for two years resided in 
Brookeville, after which he rented a farm for 
seven years. In 1860 he purchased the farm 
where he has since resided. This place comprises 
two hundred and seventy-nine acres and is situ- 
ated in Berry District, along the Norwood turn- 
pike about fifteen miles from Washington. It ts 
improved with a fine residence, substantial and 
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commodious barns, and outbuildings of all kinds, 
and the entire place is under fence. It is reeng- 
nized as one of the most valuable places in this 
section. In addition to this farm, Mr. Bready 
owns a farm of two hundred and thirty-eight 
acres, Situated near Redland, Montgomery 
County; also a fine place of nve hundred and 
thirty acres, situated about one and one-half 
miles from Mechanicsville, and now divided inte 
two farms, having two separate tenants. Al! of 
these tracts have been improved by fences, barns, 
houses and fruitand ornamental trees. The farm 
upon which he resides did not have a building 
onit at the time of purchase, and its present con- 
dition and improvements speak volumes for the 
energy of the owner. 

In 1850 Mr. Bready was united in marriage

County and is a daughter of Jacob Bear, a farmer 
ofthat county. }-The anton. ‘or Mrivand” Mis. 
ready was blessed by the birth of three sons 
and one daughter, who are still hving, while

This was perhaps 
the hardest blow that ever struck the family. 
These four young people, ranging in age from 
nineteen to thirty-one, died within five days of 
one another, and their succen death was a severe 
loss, not only to the family. but totheir hosts of 
friends as well. They were named Charles P., 
Kdward A., Thomas Join and Marv J. The 
surviving children are: Eli. at home; George W., 
a veterinary surgeon who sractices in this local- 


ity and resides with his parents; Morris and 


“Annie E., also at home. 


Politically Mr. Bready st:pports the Democratic 
party. For six years he was a meniber of the 
live stock sanitary boaré. and for many years 
has served as president cf the Brookeville and 
Washington turnpike. His success proves that 
he is a man of thrift and good judgment. When 
he started out for himseiZ he rented land, not 
having the money with which to buy, and on 
making his first purchase e was obliged to bor- 
row money with which tc purchase his team. 
Now he has plenty of horses and cattle and all of

ond time. Through his judicious management 
he has become the owner cf large landed estates, 
which represent his industry, perseverance and 
determination of wiil. 


WILSON HUMBIRD, one of the most en- 

terprising aud progressive business men of 

Cumberland, is financially concerned in 
many of the leading industries of this city and 
imimediate locality. By his influence and ma- 
terial aid he has been an important factor in the 
Gevelopment of our resources and has always had 
deeply at heart the welfare of this, his native 
plaze, around which many of the pleasantest 
recoljections of his life cling. He is a man of 
wide and exhaustive information, the result of 
extensive travel, study, observation and expe- 
rience, and is an able financier and is clear-headed 
and far-seeing in his business affairs. 

Jacob Humbird, the father of the above-named 
gentleman, was born in Westmoreland County, 
Pa., and died in May, 1893, when about eighty- 
two years of age. In his day he was one of the 
greatest civil engineers and railroad-builders of 
this country. He contracted for and constructed 
railroads in various parts of Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Wisconsin. But perhaps his great- 
est work was the building of the Dom Pedro 
Secundo Railroad in Brazil, from the sea-coast 
capital, Rio Janeiro, to points in the interior. 
This was the first road of any length built in the 
vast empire of Brazil, and few, if any, persons 
can form the slightest idea of what such an un- 
dertaking means in that tropical climate, with 
its deadly fevers and malaria, its treacherous na- 
tives and unreliable officials, in addition to ail 
the more than ordinary disadvantages of natural 
topography which had to be overcome. It was 
truly a giant enterprise, and kind Providence, and 
courage and strong will power on the part of Mr. 
Humbird, were needed to carry the work to the 
successful completion. It was ultimately accom- 
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plished, however, and that in but seven years 
from the time that the initial steps were taken, in 
1859. Mrs. Humbird died January 3, 1898, then 
in her eighty-third year. In her girlhood she 
bore the name of Eleanor McKee, and her birth- 
place was in Westmoreland County, Pa. 

J. Wilson Humbird was born December 25, 
1850, in Cumberland. He received his early ed- 
ucation in the schools here; and was but eleven 
years of age when he accompanied his parents to 
South America. The next four years of his life 
were passed in the strange and interesting city of 
Rio Janeiro, and in 1865 he was sent to Paris, 
there to complete his education. In 1867 he re- 
turned to this city and has since been engaged 
in business here. Among the many enterprises 
in which he is now concerned are the following: 
The Kanawha & Coal River Railway, of which 
he is president; the Black Bear Mining & Manu- 
facturing Company; the Cumberland Steel & 
Tin-plate Company; the Baltimore & Cumber- 
land Valley Railroad (a branch of the Western 
Maryland road), the Third National Bank of this 
city, in which he is a director, and the Humbird 
Land & Improvement Company, of which he is 
president. The last-mentioned company owns a 
tract of one hundred and seventy acres, twenty- 
three acres of this being north of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad tracks, and the remainder lying on 
the southern side of the same. This property 
is of easy access, as it is on the. line of the electric 
street cars and is very desirable either for fac- 
tories orhomes. The land slopes slightly toward 
the Potomac River and Canal, thus solving the 
question of drainage, and it is near the Cum- 
berland Steel Works, the Queen City Glass Works 
and the new Baltimore & Ohio shops and yard. 

The beautiful residence of Mr. Humbird and 
family is pleasantly situated on Washington 
street, and is one of the best appointed homes 
in this portion of Maryland. ‘The rooms are 
spacious and light and furnished in excellent 
taste, and everything bespeaks the presence of 
refined and artisticinmates. Mr. Humbird mar- 
ried Miss Fannie Elder, one of the accomplished 


young ladies of Chambersburg, in 1880, and she 


is an ideal hostess, wife and mother. They have 
two bright and promising children, J. Elder and 
Mary Eleanor. 


ILLIAM REUBEN PUMPHREY, who is 

engaged in the furniture and undertaking 

‘business in Rockville, was born in this 
place December 8, 1846. He represents the 
third generation of the family that has resided in 
Maryland. The first to locate in this state was 
his grandfather, John Henry Pumphrey, a native 
of New York state, whence he removed to 
Prince George County, Md., and engaged in 
farming. ‘The oldest son of John Henry was 
William Elkin Pumphrey, our subject’s father, 
who was born and reared in Prince George 
County and after completing his education in 
private schools he learned the trade of a carpenter 
in Washington. This occupation he followed for 
a short time in Prince George County and then 
came to Montgomery County, where he acquired 
the ownership of large tracts of lands and a num- 
ber of slaves, and on his plantation raised large 
quantities of tobacco. In connection with car- 
pentering he took up the undertaker’s business 
and manufactured cofins. In his community he 
was a man of prominence and influence, an active 
worker in the Methodist Church and a stanch 
Democrat. By his marriage to Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter_of Robert Connell, of Montgomery County, 
he had eight children, namely: Robert, deceased; 
John B., a farmer residing near Derwood; Annie 
E., who married Isaac V. Warner and lives in 
Loudoun County, Va.; William Reuben; Mary 
Lavinia, Mrs. Israel Warner, who resides 1 
Washington; Oliver Livingston, deceased; Sidomta, 
Mrs. John Hagey, of Rockville; and Wallace, de- 
ceased. 

The education of our subject was acquired in 
private schools. In 1871 he bought out his father = 
undertaking business, which he has since con- 
ducted. In 1879 he added a stock of furmture, 
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and has since carried on both lines of business. 
He is thorough and conscientious in his work and 
has a reputation that extends into the surround- 
ing country, to some distance from hisown home. 
Not only has he kept abreast with the times, but 
he has also always been on the lookout for im- 
proved methods of conducting the business. His 
vehicles are exceptionally fine and are of every 
variety. He was the first man in the county to 
take up the practice of embalming; he went to 
Philadelphia and posted himself on the subject. 
In 1892 he received a certificate from Clarke’s 
school of embalming at Baltimore, and in 1895 
was given a similar certificate from the Oriental 
school of embalming at Washington. He is well 
fitted for the difficult business, being careful and 
considerate in conducting al! funerals entrusted 
to his care. To show how his services are 
valued, it need only be said that he has con- 
ducted as many as seven funerals in one day. 
He carries a large stock of caskets on hand, hav- 
ing from one hundred to one hundred and fifty. 

Fraternally Mr. Pumphrey is connected with 
Montgomery Lodge No. 165, A. Fv. & A. M., 
Knights of Pythias, and the Junior Order United 
American Mechanics. He is a member of the 
Methodist Church, and in politics is a Democrat, 
and has served as a member of the city board. 
April 13, 1882, he married Hattie A. Sheckel, 
daughter of Alexander Sheckel, of Rockville. 
They are the parents of nine children, namely: 
William R., Jr., Elizabeth, LeRoy (deceased), 
Charlotte, Mary, Amy, Bertie, Warner and 
Willie.

AMUEL K. BREADY, commissioner of 
Montgomery County and a_ well-known 
farmer of Rockville District, was born Janu- 

ary 13, 1846, about nine miles from Frederick 
City. He represents a family that came to this 
county from Switzerland, where George Bready, 
our subject’s grandfather, was born and reared. 
About 1775 he came to this country, settling in 


Frederick County and engaging in farm pursuits. 


Of his five children who attained years of ma- 
turity David, our subject’s father, was the 
youngest, and he was born in Frederick County 
New Year’s day of 1796. His education was ob- 
tained in the subscription schools of the neigh- 
borhood, and at anearly age he became interested 
in farming. Upon attaining eighteen years of age 
he entered the army for service in the War of 
1812 and participated in the battle of Bladensburg. 
Afterward he followed the carpenter's trade and 
assisted in the cultivation of the home farm. 
Some of the buildings in Frederick County that 
he helped to erect are still standing. After at- 
taining his majority he began farming for hiniself 
and also had a large six-horse wagon that he 
kept on the road, hauling supplies to Baltimore, 
and bringing back goods for merchants. For 
two years he was engaged in the milling business, 


‘In 1849. he came to Montgomery County and 


bought a farm near Sandy Spring, purchasing five 
hundred acres or more, which he cultivated and 
improved. Politically adhered to 
Democratic principles. 
ous disposition, upright character, and, while not 
a member of any denomination, was an attendant 
at the Presbyterian Church. He died November 
19, 1869. ‘

Price and resides near Laytonsville; David Frank- 
lin, deceased; Sarah Ellen, wife of A. L. Kees, 
residing in Washington, D. C.; Daniel Edward, 
deceased, formerly a resident of Virginia; and 
Samuel K., of this sketch,

twelve years, being located at Redland. 
he sold out there and purchased his present farm

In 1895 he was solicited 
by some of his friends to run for county com- 
missioner and he consented to become a candi- 
date. He was agreeably surprised at the flatter- 
ing vote he received, which was much larger 
than he had anticipated. He has filled the office 
to the satisfaction of the public, the result of an 
honest and earnest endeavor to conduct affairs 
entrusted to his care as commissioner to the best 
of his ability. 

November 27, 1873, Mr. Bready married Annie 
L., daughter of the late William J. and Eliza 
(Kemp) Rabbitt, who lived near Redland. They 
have had seven children. The oldest, David J., 
resides in Rockville, and is tax collector for the 
fourth collection district of Montgomery County; 
he married Ollie Hardy, of Kensington. The 
other children are: Bessie I,., Berenice L., Eliza 
Ellen (who died in childhood), Alpha, and Mary 
Elizabeth and Laura Virginia (twins). 
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DWARD RABBITT. Among the farmers 

of Berry District, Montgomery County, few 

are as well known as the subject of this 
sketch. Both by training and tastes he is 
adapted for the life of a farmer. When twenty- 
eight years of age he purchased from his father 
a small tract included in the homestead. To 
this he from time to time added by the purchase 
of .adjoining property and now he owns three 
hundred and fifty-five acres. His land lies along 
the Brookeville and Washington pike for a mile. 
At the time of purchase it was poor, with few in- 
dications of rewarding care and cultivation. But 
he has been a constant user of lime and has 
worked indefatigably to bring the land under 
cultivation, and the result is he has one of the 
finest farms in this section. Three years ago he 
built an elegant residence that stands back from 
the pike about eighty rods. He has also built 
windmills and barns, set out fruit trees, built 
substantial fences and in other ways improved 
the place. With the assistance of his hands, of 
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whom he has many, he raises wheat, oats, corn, 
rye and other farm products, from the sale of 
which he receives a good income. 

On a farm adjoining the one he now occupies, 
the subject of this sketch was born May 14, 1828, 
His father, John Rabbitt, who was born on the 
same place, followed agricultural pursuits and 
for some years served as a tax collector. For a 
time he was also deputy sheriff. In early life he 
took ati active part in the Whig party. He was 
a member of the Catholic Church and a constant 
contributor to its maintenance until his death, in 
1862, at eighty-four years of age. During the 
War of 1812 he served in the American army. 
His father, John, crossed the ocean from England 
and settled in Prince George County, Md., but 
later removed to Montgomery County, where his 
remaining years were passed. 

Our subject’s mother, Rebecca Rabbitt, was a 
daughter of Alexander Barrett, a farmer of 
Charles County, Md., who died in middle life. 
The family of which our subject and his sister 
Jane are the sole survivors, consisted of six sons 
and six daughters, the others being: James, a 
farmer; John, formerly of Washington; William 
Jackson, who was a farmer; Thomas, a farmer; 
Samuel, a carpenter; Lucinda, Mrs. Lloyd Burss; 
Mary, Mrs. Reuben Mullican; Jane, who is the 
wife of Allen Hiddens; Rebecca, Mrs. John 
Baker; Catherine, who married Joseph Carroll; 
and Ann, who was the wife of Jacob Kemp. 

In the schools of the district our subject ob- 
tained a fair education. He remained at home 
until twenty-eight years of age, when he pur- 
chased land and began farming in his own 
interests. In 1855 he married Miss Christena, 
daughter of Alexander Lethinham, who came 
from Scotland to America and settled in the city 
of Washington. Seven children came to bless 
the union of Mr. and Mrs. Rabbitt, namely: Al- 
exander, who lives near the home farm; Edward 
Palmer, John, Charles and Clayton, all at home, 
Annie B., Mrs..E. Garrett, who died in 1893, at 
the age of thirty-eight; and Bessie May, who !s 
at home. The family are identified with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Rabbitt has always favored the principles of the

acter, With the sound common sense necessary to 
success in any occupation, and with the genial 
disposition that wins and retains friends.

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ICHARD THOMAS RAY, commissicner of 
Montgomery County, and chairman of the 
board, was born near Bethesda, this county, 

December 5, 1843. He is a member of 2 family 
that has long been identified with the history of 
Maryland. His grandtather, Launcelot Ray, 
who was born in Anne Arundel County, and 
followed agricultural pursuits, served in the War 
of 1812 and died when little less than one hun- 
dred years ofage. Twoof his half-brothers were 
captured and scalped by the Indians and twa 
were killed in the Revolution. 

The father of our subject, William Ray, was 
born in Montgomery County and died here when 
he was in the prime of manhood, in 1849. By 
occupation he was a farmer, industrious, ener- 
getic and painstaking in his work. In religion 
he was a Presbyterian. He married Jane Love- 
less, a daughter of Basil and Charlotte Loveless, 
of Prince George County. Basil Loveless, who 
served in the militia during the War of 1812, 
engaged in farm pursuits in the District of 
Columbia aud owned a farm located two miles 
from the present home of our subject. Mrs. 
Jane Ray died at the age of fifty-nine years, 
leaving one son and two daughters, Martha V. 
and Mary E., both of whom make their home 
with their brother. 

Reared to manhood on the home farm in 
Bethesda District (now Wheaton District, No. 
13), Mr. Ray received his education in the public 
schools of the county. He was a child when his 
father died and was then taken into the home of 
an uncle, with whom he remained until sixteen 
years of age. He then started out for himself 
and has since been independent. Hecommenced 
farming on the place he now owns. Here he has 
brought the land under good cultivation, remod- 
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eled the buildings and made many improvements. 
In addition to raising corn and wheat, he engages 
in the stock business, and has on his farm horses, 
cattle and hogs. 

In 1875 Mr. Ray married Miss Mary R. 
Cashell, a daughter of Washington Cashell, one 
of the old residents of this section of the county. 
They are the parents of six sons and four daugh- 
ters, uamely: Wilham Edwin, Richard Thomas, 
Tr., Roland C., Francis Alexander, Thendall 
Irving, Robert Yewell; Georgia V., wife of Ran- 
dolph Fell, of Georgia; Laura E., Mary Aleen 
and Annie Virginia. Politically a Democrat, 
Mr. Ray has been registrar for six years. When 
the postofice at Linden, now removed, was lo- 
cated on his place, he served as postmaster for 
two years. As trustee of the school he rendered 
efficient service for fifteen years. Under Gov- 
ernor Jackson he was appointed judge of the 
orphans’ court. In 1893 he was elected county 
comimissioner and at the expiration of his term, 
in 1897, he was elected for another term of four 
years. For twenty years he has been actively 
identified with the [Episcopal Church, in which 
he has held the positions of warden, vestryman 
and treasurer. 


HOMAS RENSHAW, whose farm, known 
as ‘‘Friendship,’’ is situated in 
District, Montgomery County, was born in 

the neighborhood where he now resides. He is 
a member of a family that was long identified 
with the history of Pennsylvania. His father, 
William Renshaw, who was born in that state, 
removed to Maryland in early life and settled in 
Montgomery County, where he bought a farm 
and entered actively upon agricultural pursuits. 
The remaining years of his life were spent here, 
and he was recognized as one of the successful 
agriculturists of his locality. During the War 
of 1812 he enlisted in the American service and 
remained a soldier until the need for his assistance 
disappeared.

In politics he was stanch in adher- 
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ence to Democratic principles. At the time of 
his death he was sixty-five years of age. He 
married Mary Tumbleson, daughter of Henry 
Tumbleson, who owned large tracts of land in 
Montgomery County and engaged extensively in 
farm pursuits. 

Our subject was one of a family of three sons 
and two daughters, the others being as follows: 
William, who occupies the old homestead; Sam- 
uel, a farmer living near Rockville; Elizabeth, 
who married John G. Bohra, a farmer; and 
Martha, wife of William Harvester, a farmer 
near Colesville. Thomas spent his early life on 
the farm, where he was born in November, 1823. 
He attended the district schools and by study and 
observation obtained a fair education. At the 
age of thirty-two he married and settled on the 
farm where he has since resided, a period of thirty 
years, on the same place. His wife is Annie, 
daughter of Samuel Spates, a farmer, who for- 
merly owned ‘‘ Friendship.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Renshaw have two daughters: 
Eliza Ellen, who married Clayton Williams, a 
farmer near Chevy Chase; and Martha, who is 


the wife of Eugene Magruder, both living with 


her parents. In politics Mr. Renshaw is a Demo- 
crat, and in religious connections is identified 
with the Presbyterian Church.

EONARD WEER, Jr., of Brookeville, Mont- 
gomery County, was a.magistrate from 1890 
to 1898, and in 1896 was appointed assessor 

of the eighth election district. He has been an 
able and efficient officer, winning the commenda- 
tion of his fellow-citizens and all concerned in 
the management of local affairs. He has been a 
zealous worker in the Democratic party, and fra- 
ternally is a member of Montgomery Lodge No. 
195, A. F. & A. M., of Rockville. 

The parents of our subject were Leonard and 
Margaret (Connell) Weer, natives of Carroll 
County. The father came from an honored old 
Maryland family, and several of his ancestors 
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were patriots of the early wars in this country. 
His grandfather was a hero of the war of the 
Revolution, and his own father fought in the 
War of 1812. Leonard Weer, Sr., was a mill- 
wright by trade, and when a young man settled 
in Montgomery County. Here he followed his 
trade, and erected numerous mills in various 
parts of the valleys. About 1850 he remodeled 
the mill which is now operated by the subject of 
this article, it having been built about 1794. Of 
his family six children survive. Agnes E. is the 
wife of T. C. Groomes, of Rockville. James R. 
is a resident of Sykesville, Carroll County, Md. 
Janet M. married H. R. Titlow and she died in 
Las Vegas, N. M. Their four children returned 
to Maryland, and are living with Mrs. Margaret 
Weer, in Baltimore. Mary J. isthe wife of James 
Rannie, of Baltimore. Letitia E. is a teacher in 
the Baltimore public schools. 

The birth of Leonard Weer occurred June 11, 
1852, in Brookeville, Md., and, with the excep- 
tion of perhaps six years, his whole life has been 
passed in this vicinity. His father was incapac- 
itated for business when the boy was but eleven 
years old, and as he was next to the eldest in the 
family, the burdens and responsibilities of life 
fell upon his shoulders at an early age. The 
mill property which had belonged to the father 
was willed to the wife and mother, and this was 
rented. The initial step in the business world 
was taken by our subject when he was in his 
fifteenth year. He then became a clerk of Levi 
T. Young, of Sligo, and remained in his employ 
for about a year, - He had made the most of his 
opportunities of gaining an education, and had 
been a student at Brookeville for some time. 
Having learned the milling trade by frequently 
hiring out to the tenants of the home mill, he 
went to Burnt Mills and for two and a-half vears 
was in charge of the mills there. Later he went 
to Baltimore, where he spent a year in a flour, 
feed and commission business, the proprietors of 
which were Emmart & Co. 
wards he returned to Burnt Mills, and within

another two years he assumed the management 
of the old mill which had been rebuilt by his 


father so long before. This mill he continued to 
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operate successfully for thirteen years, or until 
i8gt, When his numerous public duties required 
his entire time and attention. Commencing at 
the foot of the ladder leading to prosperity, he has 
bravely surmounted the many obstacles in his 
way, and has won a respected position anda 
competence. 


IXON C. WALKER, of Urbana District, 
Frederick County, was born near Pikesville, 
Baltimore County, Md., January 7, 1864. 

In youth he was given excellent educational ad- 
vantages, and after concluding the studies of the 
grammar schools he entered St. James College in 
Hagerstown, where he carried on his studies for 
some time. To the opportunities afforded by 
travel in his native land were added the advan- 
tages derived from visiting foreign countries and 
from contact with people of many lands, the basis 
of a true cosmopolitan culture. He has made 
several trips across the ocean. In 1890 he and 
his wife took a pleasure trip to Europe, visiting 
points of interest in England, France, Germany 
and Switzerland. 

In 1896 Mr. Walker purchased the farm in 
Frederick County, which he has since occupied. 
The property embraces two hundred acres of 
land, situated about five miles from the city of 
Frederick, on the pike running from that place 
to Urbana. The improvements upon the land 
are all of a modern type and show the possession 
of good taste and ample means on the part of the 
owner. He is a cultured gentleman, fond of 
country life, and proud of his elegant home. At 
no time is he happier than when entertaining one 
or more of his friends at his hospitable home. 
He is a manof genial, companionable disposition, 
and therefore easily wins and steadfastly retains 
friends. His home is gracefully presided over by 
his wife, whom he married in 1889, and who was 
formerly Miss Georgia Hooper, of Baltimore. 
Politically he favors Democratic principles. 

If Mr. Walker may be said to have a hobby, 
itis his fondness for horses. Much of his time 


is devoted to the breeding of imported coach and 
trotting horses. This he does, not for the sake 
of the money to be derived therefrom, but for the 
pleasure he has in the work. He keeps no 
horses save those of the finest breed, not caring 
for the ordinary stock. He has engaged exten- 
sively in the buying of horses and their shipment 
to England, and in one season shipped several 
hundred to fill contracts made with both the 
English and French governments for army pur- 
poses. In every sense of the word he is a thor- 
ough horseman, an excellent judge of animals, 
keen to detect their weak as well as their good 
points, and able to give at a glance an accurate 
estimate of their value. 

While he has lived in Frederick County for a 
short time only, Mr..Walker is already well 
known throughout this locality. He is one of 
the directors of the Frederick County Fair Asso- 
ciation, to the growth of which he has materially 
contributed. He has been identified with the 
humanitarian and material interests of the coun- 
ty. and by his recognized public spirit has con- 
tributed to the promotion of many enterprises 
calculated to benefit the people. 





EAR-ADMIRAL SAMUEL PHILLIPS 
LEH, the eldest son of Francis Lightfoot 
and Jane (Fitzgerald) Lee, was born in 
Sully, Fairfax County, Va., February 13, 1812. 


_At an early age he entered the navy, and alinost 


his entire life was spent in the service of his 
country. He was appointed midshipman from 
Virginia November 22, 1825, and was ordered to 
the sloop-of-war Hornet, stationed in the West 
Indies. February 7, 1827, he was ordered to 
the battleship Delaware, and transferred to the 
Mediterranean as captain’s aid to the frigate 
Java August 24, 1827. He was ordered to Nor- 
folk School, Va., October 16, 1830; promoted to 
past midshipman June 4, 1831; ordered to the 
navy yard in Boston July 28, 1831; thence to the 
frigate Brandywine, Pacific squadron, as second 
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mate and transferred to the Vincennes as acting 
lieutenant and additional navigator April 17, 
1834; promoted to the rank of lieutenant Febru- 
ary 9, 1837; ordered to exploring expedition 
July 19, 1837; ordered to the West India squad- 
ron December 13, 1839; from there to the receiv- 
ing ship at Alexandria, Va., December 8, i841; 
to coast survey April ro, 1842; and to the com- 
mand of the coast survey schooner, Vanderbiit, 
August 4, 1844. On the rith of Novenzber of 
that year he went to the navy yard at Pensacola, 
Fla., thence was ordered to command the coast 
survey schooner Nautilus, March 9, 1846; to the 
command of the Washington December 29, 1846. 

On his own application to participate in the 
Mexican war he was present at the capture of 
Tobasco, and subsequently assumed command of 
the coast survey steamer Legare. In his epimion 
coast survey was an excellent school of naval 
practice, and he favored its return to the admin- 
istration of the navy department as the best schcol 
of practice for naval officers. He commanded 
the brig Dolphin on special service, making deep 
sea soundings, ete., report of which was pub- 
lished by congress in 1854. He was detached 
and ordered to duty on wind and current charts 
July 7, 1852. He was promoted to be commander 
September 14, 1855; made a member of the ex- 
amining board March 12, 1858; ordered to com- 
mand sloop-of-war Vandalia, with orders to the 
East Indies November 1, 1860. 

While at the Cape of Good Hope he learned of 
the outbreak of the Civil war. He brought his 
ship back to the United States without orders, 
and was at once assigned to blockade off Charles- 
ton, S.C. January 20, 1862, he was ordered to 
command the sloop-of-war Oneida, and to report 
to Admiral Farragut. In the expedition against 
New Orleans he commanded the advance division 
below the forts, Jackson and St. Philip. When 
the gunboats took part in the bombardment to 
draw the fire from the bomb vessels, the Oneida 
was at one time engaged alone with the forts. 
In the action of the passage of the forts, being 
piloted by her captain from the forecastle, the 
Oneida was one of the three ships first to en- 
counter the enemy’s fleet, and relieved the Varuna 
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by driving off the two rams, capturing the com- 
mand of Governor Moore. The Oneida partici- 
pated in the capture of the ‘‘Chalmette’’ batteries 

-below New Orleans. Fora time he commanded 
the advance division to Vicksburg and was second 
in iine in the fleet fights there. 

July 16, 1862, he was promoted to be captain: 
September 2, 1862, was madeacting rear-adimiral 
and ordered to the conimand of the North Atlan- 
tic blockading squadron, engaged in blockading 
the coasts of Virginia and North Carolina, and 
co-operating with the armies to protect Norfolk 
and Washington and support army operations on 
the inland waters of North Carolina and Virginia 
against Richmond. New Orleans, Mobile, Port 
Royal and Charleston were subject to inside 
blockade and attack; Wilmington was not, with 
its two dificult entrances forty miles apart, pro- 
tected by Cape Fear shoals and convenient to the 
depots of Confederate supplies—Bermuda, Nas- 
sau and Halifax. Lee’s system of steam block- 
ade, original with him, was adopted by his suc- 
cessor, and will continue to prove effective. The 
blockade was the primary cause of the subjection 
of the south and made its defeat only a question 
of time. There were ninety-one expeditions, and 
fifty-four steamers were captured or destroyed 
during his command. His arduous duties in 
blockade command were discharged with intelli- 
gence and fidelity. 

October 21, 1864, Admiral Lee was ordered to 
command the Mississippi squadron. When he 
took command Hood’s army was moving to at- 
tack Thomas before the latter, could concentrate. 
He at once stationed the ships on the Mississippi 
to prevent Kirby Smith’s forces from joining 
Hood. He sent two ironclads to Nashville to 
support Thomas and followed in the Cincinnati, 
but was stopped by low water on Harpeth Shoals. 
When the river was passable, three days later, 
Lee hurried up the Tennessee to cut off Hood's 
escape at Duck River. Squadron operations 
forced Hood to cross six miles up, at the head o! 
Little Muscle Shoals. Thomas telegraphed Lev. 
“Your efficient co-operation on the Tennessee 
Kiver has contributed largely to the demoraliza- 


tion of Hood's army. It gives me great pleasure 
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vw tender to you, your officers and men, my 
earty thanks for your cordial co-operation dur- 
ing the operations of the last thirty days.’? The 
defeat of Hood’s army virtually ended the war, 
and Grant, on learning of the battle, promptly 
arranged with Sherman at Savannah not to ship 
his army north by sea, but to operate from his 
‘ocation. Savannah was soon evacuated. Charles- 
ton was also evacuated, as was Fort Fisher after a 
slight resistance. Secretary Wells wrote of Rear- 
Admiral Lee that he ‘‘is so correct and accurate 
a business man that I know he would wish him- 
self to close up the final affairs of the squadron 
he has commanded with so much ability and with 
such indefatigable industry.’’ This work was 
siven to him and was nobly accomplished. He 
was detached from the Mississippi squadron Au- 
gust 14, 1865, the vessels were laid up or sent to 
other squadrons, and officers and men discharged 
or transferred. 

July 25, 1866, Admiral Lee was made a com- 
modore in rank. As president of the examining 
Saard, he met with other members of the board 
in Philadelphia August 7, 1866, and April 17, 
1868. He was president of the court-martial 
board in New York May 29, 1868, and president 
of the board of examiners February 13, 1869. 
He was ordered to examine Atlantic navy yards, 
and was author of the report suggesting their 
improvement. October 13, 1869, he was ordered 
in charge of the signal service board at Washing- 
ton, and was promoted to be rear-admiral April 
12, 1870; ordered to special duty at the navy 
department June 27, 1870; ordered to command 
of the North Atlantic squadron August 9, 13870; 
detached August 15, 1872; and retired February 
13, 1873. 

The marriage of Admiral Lee, April 27, 1843, 
united him with Elizabeth, daughter of Francis 
Preston Blair and Eliza Violet (Gist) Blair, the 
latter a daughter of Col. Nathaniel Gist. Fran- 
Cis Preston Blair, editor of the G/ode during Jack- 
son’s administration, was born at Arlington, Va., 
April 12, 1791, and died at Silver Spring, Md., 
October 18, 1876, having had a long and honor- 
able career as lawyer, politician and statesman. 


His oldest son, Montgomery Blair, was born in’ 


/ 


Franklin County, Ky., May ro, 1813, and died 
at Silver Spring, Md., July 27, 1883. Hewasa 
graduate of West Point, served in the Seminole 
war and resigned in 1836, after which he studied 
law, was admitted to the bar and settled in St. 
Louis. He was mayor of that city in 1842, and 
judge of the court of common pleas in 1843. In 
1852 he removed to Maryland, where he at once 
became a prominent public man. In 1861 he 
was chosen postmaster-general and occupied that 
position during much of the Civil war. The 
second son, Francis Preston, Jr., was born in 
Lexington, Ky., February 19, 1821, and died in 
St. Louis, Mo., July 8, 1875. During the Civil 
war he enlisted as a volunteer and rose to the 
rank of brigadier-general. In the year 1871 he 
was United States senator from Missouri. Ad- 
miral Lee died at Silver Spring June 5, 1897: his 
wife, who is still living, at the age of eighty, is 
blind, but otherwise in good health. Admiral 
Tree was the only grandson of Richard Henry 
Lee, the mover of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, who supported the Union. 
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LBERT B. CASTLE has been a life-long 
resident of Frederick County, and is one of 
the most highly respected farmers of Jeffer- 

son District. His beautiful homestead, known as 
Mount Pleasant, is situated upon both sides of 
the Frederick and Jefferson Pike, about five miles 
from the county seat. The commodious and 
comfortable house was erected in 1815, and has 
been kept in fine condition by those who have 
lived within its hospitable walls. 
formerly belonged to the maternal grandfather of 
our subject, John Hargett, who was a wealthy 
He 
started out in the battle of life without money and 
with no friends to aid him, and by his own in- 
dustry and good business management accumu- 
lated a fortune, at the time of his death being 
estimated to be worth in the neighborhood of 
$50,000. ‘To each of his five children he lett a 
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and influential man in his day hereabouts. 
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valuable farm, and this Mount Pleasant farni was 
bequeathed to the mother of the present owner. 

George B. Castle, father of Albert B., was born 
in Jefferson District in 1819. He received an 
excellent education for the times, as after leaving 
the district schools he went to Gettysburg Col- 
lege. Upon settling down to the cares of life he 
engaged in agricultural pursuits, as his fore- 
fathers with few exceptions had done. His whole 
life was spent in this locality and in 1866 he was 
called to the silent land. Inthe Reformed Church 
he was a very active member and served asa 
deacon and elder for years. He was one of a 
family of four sons and one daughter, several of 
whom went out west and in that section passed 
their entire lives. The wife of George B. Castle 
was Catherine B. Hargett, daughter of the John 
Hargett mentioned above. Her mother bore the 
maiden name of Barbara Shaffer and she was 
twice married, her second husband being John 
Hargett. Their family comprised five children, 
of whom Catherine B. is the youngest. The 
others were: Samuel, formerly a farmer of this 
district, who died about five years ago; William, 
who married a Miss Thomas, and died, leaving 
eight children; Julia Ann; and Ann Maria, who 
married Daniel Culler, and died a few years ago, 
leaving nine children. The Hargett family 
originally came from Germany and settled in 
Pennsylvania, whence they drifted to this state. 

To the union of George B. and Catherine B. 
Castle four children were born: Abram P. is a 
progressive young farmer of this locality, his 
home being near that carried on by our subject; 
“Annie is married and lives in Urbana District; 
Barbara E. is unmarried and lives at home with 
her aged mother; and our subject, who has never 
married. 

Albert B. Castle was born in Buckeystown Dis- 
trict, Frederick County, in 1847. His boyhood 
was quietly passed upon his father’s farm, his 
education being gained in the common schools of 
Feagaville. From early years he has been a 
practical agriculturist, understanding thoroughly 
how a farm should be managed, and his home- 
stead bears evidence of his care and attention to 
every detail of work. He has never been an 
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aspirant to public office and has always voted for 
the nominees of the Republican party. For the 
past twelve years he has been connected with the 
Frederick & Jefferson Pike Company, and for 
five years of this period he has been the treasurer 
of the same. With the exception of one year 
Mr. Castle has been one of the official board of 
the Feagaville Reformed Church since 1880. The 
friendship and high regard of all who know him 
are the portion of this sterling citizen, who is 
justly deserving of the confidence which is reposed 
in him. 


AMUEL DAVID MARTIN, a member ot 

the firm of Martin & Stover, dealers in 

stoves and hardware, etc., in Hagerstown, 
Washington County, is a native of this place, 
his birth having occurred here May 2,1842. He 
is one of four children, whose parents were David 
C. and Priscilla A. (Watts) Martin, both natives 
of Maryland, the former of Frederick and the 
latter of St. Mary County. The father, whois stil! 
living and is in the possession of all his faculties, 
though now in his eighty-fourth year, was one 
of the old California ’49ers and was a merchant in 
his active live. His first wife died in 1857, aged 
thirty-three years, and he subsequently married 
Mary Marshall, of Adams County, Pa. To them 
were born three sons, Luther E. being the only 
survivor. Mr. Martin isa member of the Lutheran 
Church, but the mother of our subject was an 
Episcopalian in religious belief. Of their chil- 
dren John A., the eldest, is a tinner by trade and 
is a resident of this place. Two children died in 
infancy. 

S. D. Martin was reared in Hagerstown, and 
after leaving school learned the printer’s trade, 
which he followed about three years or until the 
breaking out of the war. He was one of the very 
first to respond to the President’s call for troops, 
as he enlisted April 28, 1861. He was stationed 
in western Maryland until he re-enlisted for three 
years or during the war, at Harrisburg, Pa., 
July 28, 1861. He became a member of Com- 
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pany A, First Fennsylvania Light ArtiHiery. 
H{e participated in the seven days’ fightin front of 
Richmond, second battle of Bull Run, Antietam, 
J'redericksburg, the sixty days’ siege of Peters- 
burg, and numerous other important encounters 
with the Confederates. He then crossed the James 
River and helped in taking the line of works at 
fort Harrison, and in the following winter was 
in the fight at Seven Pines, remaining in the 
works until Richmond capitulated. He was a 
member of the first battery that entered the city, 
right upon the heels of the skirmish line. He 
then spent three months on detail duty in gather- 
ing the arms and munitions of war to ship to 
Boston. He was in Richmond at the time of 
the grand review of the Army of the Potomac, 
and had the satisfaction of being one of the 
escorts of President Lincoln from the boat to 
the house of Jefferson Davis, and later shock 
hands with the great and noble man, and had an 
interesting conversation with him. Mr. Martin 
seemed to lead a charmed life, for though he was 
often in the thickest of the conflict, he was never 
wounded in the long four years and three months 
of his service. He had enlisted as a private and 
was gradually promoted, untilabout three months 
after his second enlistment he was made first 
lieutenant of Company A, First Pennsylvania 
Light Artillery, the same one in which he had 
enlisted, and with which he continued through- 
out the rest of the war. 

Upon entering into a peaceful business career 
Mr. Martin concluded that he would open astove 
and tinware store in Williamsport, Md., and two 
years later he sold out and went to Lancaster 
County, Pa., there carrying on a general mer- 
chandising three years. At the end of this period 
he returned to Williamsport, and once more be- 
came a merchant of that place. Three years 
afterwards, in March, 1873, he came to Hagers- 
town, and has since resided here. He has thus 
been in business, as at present, for a quarter of 
a century here and has been prospered. Last 
year, 1897, his sales amounted to over $14,000. 
He is genial and courteous, readily making 
friends, and hisupright, manly course in life has 
won for him the approval and confidence of all.

For the past thirty years he has been a member 
ot the Masonic order; is quartermaster of the 
local post in the Grand Army of the Republic;

December 12, 1866, he 
married Susan, daughter of Jacob Price, of 
Franklin Couniy, Pa. Their only child, Clifford

He 
assumed this charge in the autumn of 1897, and 
though but a few months have since elapsed he 
has endeared himself greatly to the people among 
whom he labors. Unsparing of himself, 
strives in every possible manner to uplift and 
elevate their souls, while giving them that help- 
ful sympathy in their trials and sorrows that they 
need. He realizes to the fullest extent the- re- 
sponsibilities that rest upon his shoulders and 
possesses the requisite strength of character and 
courage to meet all difficulties in his pathway. 
Father Wunnenberg, as his name indicates, is 
of German ancestry. He was born in the city of 
Baltiinore, Md., May 18, 1870, and spent the 
days of his boyhood and youth there. 
a pupil in the parochial schools up to the time 
that he entered Loyola College, from which well- 
known institution of learning he graduated in the 
summer of 1889. Having fully made up his 
mind to renounce the world and to devote his 
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future life to the priesthood, he entered St. 
Mary’s Theological Seminary in the fall of 1889, 
and industriously spent the next five years in 
mastering the tenets of the Catholic Church, the 
teachings of the ecclesiastics and in other 
scholarly research. He graduated from the col- 
lege in 1894 and was formally ordained to the 
priesthood by Cardinal Gibbons in the following 
November. His first pastorate was an assistant 
priest in St. Mary’s German Church in Washing- 
ton, D.C. At the end ofa year he was sent to 
Hancock, Md., where for sixteen months he had 
charge of St. Peter’s Church. He was then 
transferred to his present pastorate, where he is 
beloved by his people. He is a member of the 
Catholic Mutual Benevolent Legion ofthe church, 
and constantly strives to inculcate in his hearers 
a genuine and helpful spirit towards one another 
in all the walks of life. 





OHN M. LOWDERMILLK is one of the pros- 
perous farmers and upright, respected citi- 
zens of the Fifth District of Garrett County. 

He is a native of what was then known as Alle- 
gany County, but has since 1873 been comprised 
within the boundaries of this county. With the 
exception of five years which he spent in Virginia 
in his early manhood, he has always made his 
home in this section and has been earnestly in- 
terested in the upbuilding and developing-of the 
resources of the locality. 

John P. Lowdermilk, father of our subject, 
was born in Cumberland, Md., in 1805, and lived 
there until he had arrived at man’sestate. After 
his marriage to Miss Elizabeth Fear, daughter of 
George Fear, he settled upon a farm near Selbys- 
port, Garrett County, and there passed the re- 
mainder of his life. He was a carpenter and 
cabinetmaker by trade, and followed the calling 
more or less throughout life. He served as 
magistrate for a number of years and was gen- 
erally known as Squire Lowdermilk. He died 
in 188g, at the ripe age of eighty-four years. 
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His widow is still living, and is making her home 
with our subject, who is a devoted and loving 
son. Of her ten children, the following survive 
John M., George, Thomas, James and Williain, 
The birth of John M. Lowdermilk occurred in 
1842, and when he reached a suitable age he was 
sent to the district school, where he gained a 
practical knowledge of the three ‘‘Rs”’ and 
kindred studies. When he was about twenty- 
three years of age he commenced the carpenter's 
trade and worked at that calling for several 
years, exclusively. In 1875 he purchased part 
of the old Gleanings tract of land, and has re- 
sided here ever since. He has made a specialty 
of raising live-stock; has done considerable dray- 
ing and transferring of property from one point 
to another and has each year gardened good har- 
vests from his fertile fields. He uses his fran- 
chise in favor of the platform and nominees of 
the Republican party. Religiously 
Methodist, and is an active worker in the church 
here. In 1863 he enlisted as a private in Com- 
pany K, Sixth Regiment of Pennsylvania Heavy 
Artillery, and served for one year in the conflict 
between the north and south. - He is now the 
senior vice-commander of Sherman Post, G. A. R. 
and has always had a warm place in his heart 
for his late comrades-in-arms. 

In 1875 Mr. Lowdermilk married Miss Ella 
Koontz, daughter of David Koontz. Nine chil- 
dren came to bless their home, seven sons and 
two daughters, of whom six survive; naniely: 
Mary L,., Percy, Alvin, Burns, Harry and Jessie. 
The eldest daughter is now the wife of Thomas 
Bishoff. 
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OLGER McKINSY, former editor of the 
Frederick City Dazly and Weekly News, but 
now a member of the editorial staff of the 

Baltimore City Daily News, was born in Elkton, 
Cecil County, Md., August 29, 1866. His father 
James, who was a son of a native of Scotland, 
was himself born in Maryland, and for many 
years he carried on a mercantile business in Cecil 
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County, being one of the most prominent busi- 
ness men of Elkton. During the administration 
of President Lincoln he was appointed postmaster 
(the first to hold the office), and for a long time 
he served in that capacity. Originally an advo- 
cate of the Free Soil party, he later became a 
Whig, and finally, on the organization of the 
Republican party, became a supporter of its plat- 
form. In 1879 he removed with his family to 
Philadelphia and there continued to reside until 
his death, in 1894. His wife, Catherine, was a 
representative of one of the pioneer German fam- 
ilies of Maryland; she is still living in Philadel- 
phia, where she has an enviable reputation as the 
author of a number of literary works. In her 
family there are two sons and five daughters. 

The early years of our subject’s life were passed 
in Elkton, on the Eastern Shore of Maryland, 
where his education was begun in the public 
schools. After going to Philadelphia with his 
parents he entered the Reading Railroad office, 
where he remained an employe until 1884. He 
then went to Ocean Beach, N. Y., and became 
the editor of the Shore Gazette, a weekly paper. 
Returning to Philadelphia in the early part of 
1885 he soon went from there back to his old home 
in Elkton and began to edit the Cecil IVAig, suc- 
ceeding Henry R. Torbert. In 1886 he came to 
Frederick and assumed charge of the Frederick 
City Daily and Weekly News, which under his 
eficient oversight and capable editorial manage- 
ment increased in circulation and usefuiness. 

In April, 1898, having been for some time 
urged to accept a position on the editorial staff of 
the Baltimore City Daly News, Mr. McKinsy 
finally consented, and since then he has devoted 
his attention to the work connected with this 
responsible position. While editor of the Fred- 
erick City News, he introduced and succeeded in 
Carrying through a great many local improve- 
ments that have been wonderfully helpful to the 
place. The influence which he wielded as the 
editor of a popular paper was utilized for the 
advancement of local enterprises, for the growth 
of the city and the development of its industries. 
Largely through his efforts the wall was removed 
that enclosed the courthouse, giving the building 
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the appearance of a prison. He succeeded in 
having electric lights introduced and also organ- 
ized the Francis Scott Key Monument Society, 
which has been a success, the monument having 
been unveiled in August, 1898, with appropriate 
ceremonies. He fought the “pig pen’’ element, 
agitated the paving of streets, and in many other 
ways was a power for the upbuilding of his town. 
Politically Mr. McKinsy is a firm Republican. 
He is identified with a number of fraternal soci- 
eties, and in religious belief is an Episcopalian. 
From his mother he inherits a talent for litera- 
ture, a keenness of thought and fluency of ex- 
pression that make his writings interesting and 
forceful. He is married and has two sons and 
three daughters. 
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ON. A. FREDERICK GEORGE, fish com- 
missioner for the western shore of Marvland, 
was born in Staffordshire, England, Sun- 

day, January 27,1856. He is the son of Rey. 
William EF. and Jane E. George. His father, 
when a young man, took a prominent part in the 
great ‘“‘Chartist movement’? in England. In 
1859 he came to the United States and settled in 
Barton, Allegany County, Md., and at the out- 
break of the Civil war, though he was still a 
British subject, he was among the first in the 
George’s Creek coal regions to enlist in response 
to the call for volunteers. He became a member 
of Company A, Third Regiment, Potomac Homic 
Brigade of Volunteers, and was made a prisoner 
of war at Moorefield, Va., but was soon ex- 
changed, and at the expiration of his term re- 
turned to the pursuits of civic life. In 1870 
he removed to the western part of Allegany (now 
Garrett) County and 
Swanton, where he afterward engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits. 

At the time the family came to America the

subject of this sketch was three years of age, and 
he was fourteen at the time of removal to Garrett 
County. He was educated in the public schools 
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of Allegany and Garrett Counties. Always very 
fond of reading, he possesses one of the finest 
libraries in the county and spends much. of his 
leisure among his books. From early boyhood 
he has taken a great interest in politics. or a 
number of years he has been one cf the Repub- 
lican leaders in western Maryland. He has 
probably attended more political conventions than 
any other man in Garrett County. 

In 1892 he was chairman of the Garrett dele- 
gation to the congressional convention at Cum- 
berland which nominated Hon. George L. Well- 
ington as candidate of the sixth district of con- 
gress for the first time, and was at the head ofthe 
Garrett delegation in 1894 at Frederick City, at 
which convention Mr. George cast the vote that 
made Mr. Wellington the nominee, thus opening 
the way by which that statesman reached the 
United States senate. Mr. George was one of 
the secretaries of the judicial convention at Oak- 
land, which nominated Hon. David W. Sloan for 
judge of the fourth judicial circuit. Aschairman 
of his county delegation in 1896, he led a gailant 
but unsuccessful fight for the nomination of 
State Senator Robert A. Ravenscroft, of Garrett 
County, for congress. 

In 1893 Mr. George was elected a member of 
the house of delegates by the Republicans of 
Garrett County. In the session of the following 
vear he made a splendid record by close attention 
to his duties; he was one of the fourteen out of 
ninety-one members who were present at every 
session, and he worked and voted for all bills for 
the advancement of morality and reform. He 
also worked indefatigably in the interests of the 
public schools. 

Appointed assistant fish commissioner of the 
western shore in 1896, Mr. George performed 
these duties so efficiently that in 1898 Governor 
Lowndes made him commissioner. In 1897 he 
was a delegate to the famous Ocean City conven- 
tion and stood loyally by Senator Wellington in 
the battle waged there. During the senatorial 
contest of 1898 at Annapolis, he worked tirelessly 
for the election of Judge McComas to the United 
States senate as the successor of Hon. A. P. 
Gorman and did some good work there for the 


judge. In 1897 he was a candidate for nomina- 
tion in the state senate from Garrett County 
against fohin Shartzer, Esq., and Hon. Robert A. 
Ravenscrott, After one of the fiercest contests 
the Republicans of the county ever had, Senator 
Ravenscroft received the nomination upon the 
twenty-ninth ballot, Mr. George’s friends getting 
most of the other places upon the ticket. 

Mr. George is a stanch temperance advocate. 
He is a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in which he is a local preacher and has 
been Sunday-school superintendent for fifteen 
years. Fora number of years he has been dis- 
trict vice-president of the Garrett County Sunday- 
Schooi Association. His home, Oak Dale, is 
near Swanton. In 1878 he married Miss Mary 
Elizabeth Brady, and they have two sons and 
four daughters living, and one son deceased. 
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ONTGOMERY CLAGETT, who owns and 
operates a farm in Potomac District, Mout- 
gomery County, is a native of this district 

and was born December 24, 1841, in a house that 
stood about one hundred yards from where he 
now lives. His father, Oratio, who was also born 
in this county, was deeply interested in the up- 
building of this section, and did much for the 
redemption of the land from its original state as a 
wilderness. While he labored tirelessly and ener- 
getically, his labors were not without their re- 
ward, for he met with success in his work of cul- 
tivation and improvement. Politically he was a 
Democrat, but politics absorbed little of his atten- 
tion, his time being given principally to farming 
and church work. He was a zealous Methodist, 
and with his wife, Margaret E., daughter ot 
Thomas Scott, he started the first meetings ot 
that denomination in this locality. For some time 
services were held in private houses, but he felt 
that a house of worship should be erected, and 
labored with that end in view. He was rewarded 
by seeing a church built and the denomination 
firmly established in the neighborhood. The 
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Clagett family is of remote English descent, but 
has been identified with Montgomery County for 
generations. 

The subject of this sketch was the fifth of eight 
children, of whom the others are as follows: 
Thomas William, deceased; Elizabeth, wife of 
Nathaniel Clagett; Darius, a farmer of this 
county; John Wesley, a resident of Georgetown; 
Margaret E., wife of John G. Stone; Luther 
Scott, M. D., a successful physician at Blairs- 
ville, Pa.; and Adelaide, wife of Nathan W. 
Saunders. Our subject was educated in the pub- 
lic schools. At the age of twenty-four he em- 
barked in farming for himself and has since 
followed this occupation. Politically a Democrat, 
he is interested in public matters and for four 
years served as tax collector. Much of his time 
has been devoted to church work. He is one of 
the prominent members of the Methodist Church, 
in Which he has been steward and for over thirty 
years superintendent of the Sunday-school. In 
1861 he married Eliza Lloyd Stone, daughter of 
Philip Stone, a man of literary attainments and 
considerable prominence. They are the parents 
of three sons: Herbert M., whois in Mexico en- 
gaged in mining; Philip D., M. D., a graduate 
of Lebanon College, Ohio, and practicing medi- 
cine at Waynesville, Ohio; and Carter, at home. 


AMES. E. DEETS, M. D., of Clarksburg, 

Montgomery County, was born in Jarretts- 

ville, Harford County, Md., December 13, 
1856, and is a son of Samuel Deets, a farmer of 
that county. The first of the family to settle in 
Maryland was his great-grandtfather, a native of 
Chester County, Pa. The grandfather, Fred- 
erick Deets, followed farm pursuits in Harford 
County, where his death occurred. By his mar- 
riage to Miss Poley, who was a member of a 
Norristown (Pa.) family, he had seven children, 
of whom Samuel was the fourth. The latter was 
born and reared in Baltimore County and when a 
young man removed to Harford County, where 


he took up work on a farm, remaining his 
father’s assistant until the senior died, when the 
son came into possession of the estate. He con- 
tinues to make his home in Harford County. In 
politics he is a Democrat, but he does not give 
special attention to political matters. He is a 
member of the Bethel Presbyterian Church and 
for years has been one of its trustees. His mar- 
riage united him with Louisa, daughter of Will- 
iam Cairnes and of Scotch-Irish descent. The 
family of which she was a member consisted of 
five daughters and one son. 

The subject of this sketch was one of eight 
children, six of whom are living, namely: Mary 
E., who married C. C. Burton, of Howard 
County; William F., a farmer living near Jarretts- 
ville, Harford County; James E.; Hannah E., 
wife of William Ramphley, living near Jarretts- 
ville; Laura V., wife of Charles Lamb, of Upper 
Cross. Roads; and Charles F., who is with his 
father. Our subject was primarily educated in 
the Jarrettsville schools and afterward attended 
Bethel Academy, then taught schooi for one 
year. With the money thus earned he continued 
his studies, entering the Western Maryland Col- 
lege. Later he taught for two years, and in the 
meantime studied medicine under Dr. Jarrett. 
His medical studies were completed in the medi- 
cal department of the University of Maryland, 
from which he graduated in 1882, with the degree 
of M. D. Immediately after graduating he 
located in Clarksburg and embarked in the gen- 
eral practice of his profession. Since coming to 
this county he has built up a large and success- 
ful practice, and has attained toa prominent posi- 
tion among the local practitioners. He erected 
a fine residence on his five-acre lot, which runs 
back into a farm of one hundred acres purchased 
by him in 1892 and since conducted under lis 
personal supervision. At the time of its pur- 
chase there were noimprovements on the land, 
and he has spent both time and money in bring- 
ing the place to its present complete state. The 
residence is pleasantly situated on the main road, 
but far enough back to avoid the dust. 

In politics Dr. Deets takes much interest, vot- 
ing the Democratic ticket. He is a member of 
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the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty of Mary- 
land. He is president of the Boyd Telephone 
Company, which is of great value and conven- 
ience to the people of this locality and which 
covers Montgomery, Carroll and a part of Fred- 
erick Counties. November 11, 1886, he married 
Sarah I., daughter of Rev. J. S. H. Henderson, 
who was pastor of the Neelsville Presbyterian 
Church for seventeen years prior to his death. 
Dr. and Mrs. Deets have two sons, Edward H. 
and Samuel Russell. In religious connections 
they are identified with the Neelsville Presbyter- 
ian Church, to which the doctor has given time 
and financial assistance and of which he has been 
an elder since 1883. 
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OHN E. SWALLOW, D.D.S., whose office 
is located on North Potomac street, Hagers- 
town, has few equals in his profession in 

this part of the state. He is an old resident of 
this city and enjoys a regular patronage from 
numerous leading families of the vicinity. His 
dental work gives satisfaction, as he is not only 
thorough and conscientious in regard to the least 
detail, but keeps posted on the latest improve- 
ments and discoveries in his profession. He has 
devised and patented several appliances useful to 
dentists, for he is of a practical turn of mind, and 
possesses considerable inventive and mechanical 
genius. 

Dr. Swallow is a son of Joshua and Parthenia 
(Young) Swallow, natives respectively of Dela- 
ware and Pennsylvania. The father was a min- 
ute man in the War of 1812, being stationed at 
Clifton’s High Roads, in his native state. In 
his early manhood he moved to Ohio, where he 
resided some time; thence went to Indiana, where 
he taught schools and in 1838 settled in Van 
Buren County, Iowa. There he taught, and car- 
ried on a farm at the same time until 1843, when 
he returned as far east as Indiana... He settled in 
Fayette County, and, his sous taking upon them- 
selves the more arduous duties of the farm, he 


passed in leisure the remainder of his days. His 
death took place in Brownsville, Ind., during the 
50s. His wife had died a few years before, in 
1846. Of their children Alpheus J. is a car- 
penter in Dallas, Ill.; Agnes, widow of Jackson 
Morrow, lives upon a farm in the neighborhood 
of Crawfordsville, Ind.; Frances A., of Newton, 
Kan., is the widow of Jackson Honeyman. 

Dr. J. E. Swallow was born in Chillicothe. 
Ohio, June 6, 1837, and after he had completed 
his education in the common schools and had 
managed a farm fora year or more, he decided to 
take up the study of dentistry, and accordingly 
did so in the winter of 1859, in Brownsville, Ind. 
For a short time he practiced in Anderson, Ind., 
and next went to Indianapolis. During the war 
he held the office of camp sutler in the state 
capital for three years and in 1866 he removed 
from that city to Hagerstown. For eleven years 
he made his home upon a farm three miles dis- 
tant, and drove to and from his office each day. 
Then he sold his property and has given most of 
his time since to his practice. From his father 
he doubtless inherited the love of fine horses and 
high-grade stock, which is one of his character- 
istics, and for several years he has been interested 
in breeding Hambletonian horses and Jersey 
cattle, and owns as fine a lot as may be found in 
the state. Hehas given little attention to poli- 
tics, merely doing his duty as a citizen and voter. 
He is not bound to any party, as he prefers to be 
entirely independent to use-his ballot for the 
candidate or measure which he deems best for the 
people at large. He is the inventor of the 
‘Swallow Adjustable Wheeled Plow,’ which has 
been a distinct success, and is used in many farm- 
ing communities. He has also invented several 
other things from the sale of which he has made 
more or lessofan income. One of these, an im- 
provement on a dental machine, he sold to a 
Philadelphia manufacturer, and the revolving 
movement of a dental chair, which he originated, 
he offered to two firms in the Quaker city, but 
they regarded it as too expensive a thing to be 
practicable. However, it is now in general use, 
though it has never been patented. 

In 1863 Dr. Swallow married Miss Mary Sni- 
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der, daughter’of Jolin Snider, of Funkstown, Md. 
The seven children who came to grace their 
union are all still living and are as follows: Al- 
fred, unmarried, and now practicing dentistry in 
Baltimore; Oliver, a railway conductor, and also 
4 resident of Baltimore; Mabel and Effie, both of 
whom are at home; John E., a student in the 
dental collegein Baltimore, and his elder brother’s 
assistant; Pinkney, a clerk with Cline Brothers, 
in Baltimore; and Alonzo M., in the office of his 
eldest brother. The doctor and wife are members 
of the Episcopal Church. 
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ENRY CHEW MILLER, whose beautiiul 
hoine is in Gaithersburg, 
County, has been engaged in merchandising 

in the village of Washington Grove, a place about 
two miles distant, for the past two years. He 
possesses marked business talent, is thoroughly 
progressive and enterprising and in favor of every- 
thing along the lines of improvement. Closely 
associated with all local affairs, he has deeply at 
heart the upbuilding and prosperity of this section, 
and is always assuredly counted upon to do all 
that lies within his power to advance the interests 
of our people. 

The parents of our subject were Thomas C. 
and Anne (Bamber) Miller. The father was a 
native of Harford County, Md., and by occupa- 
tion was a manufacturer of cotton goods. At 
one time he ran the Savage factory, later had 
charge of one at Laurel, Md., and in the town of 
Triadelphia, Md. Still later he exchanged his 
factory there for an interest in the granite factory 
at Ellicott City, but this building was washed 
away in the great flood which carried Johnstown, 
Pa., before it. In politics he wasa Whig. In 
religion an Episcopalian, for years he served as 
vestryman in St. Bartholomew’s Church at Haw- 
lings River, Montgomery County, and was after- 
wards a member of St. Timothy's Church, at 
Catonsville. His wife was a native of England, 
and when she was about sixteen years old she 
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made the voyage to the United States. Her 
grandfather established the first calico factory in 
this country, if being located in Philadelphia. 

Mr. and Mrs. Miller became the parents of 
tweive chifdren, four of whom died in infancy. 
Addie married Leninel A. Warfield, of Anne Arun- 
del County, Md.; Fannie is the wife of John W. 
Botetar, of Washington, D. C,; Maggie S. mar- 
ried Oliver M. Warfield, of Howard County; 
Susie L. is Mrs. William T. Hough, of Balti- 
more, Md.; Sallie S. is Mrs. Arthur S. Sherwood, 
of New York; Henry C. is the next in order of 
birth; E. L. married El’a Scott, of Elkton, Md.; 
and Mary T. is Mrs. David E. Price, of Harford 
County. 

H. C. Miller was born in Triadelphia, Md., 
October 15, 1848, and completed his education in 
the public schools of Ellicott City. He then 
entered a store in Darlington, Md., and was em- 
ploved as a clerk for three or four years, after 
which he went to Washington, D. C., and for a 
period of twelve years was engaged in the mer- 
cautile business there. The next four vears he 
was similarly occupied in Harford County, and 
in October, 1880, he came to Gaithersburg and 
entered the employ of J. Sprigg Poole. In 18s6, 
in company with I. T. Fulks, he purchased the 
business of Mr. Poole, the firm name becoming 
I. V. Fulks & Co. Their operations became 
very extended, branch after branch of business 
was added to their original line, and they event- 
ually sold out to the present Gaithersburg Mill- 
ing and Manufacturing Company, one of the 
largest establishments in the county. 

Mr. Miller was one of the active organizers of 
the First National Bank of Gaithersburg, and 
for. five years, or until 1896, was the secretary 
and manager of the milling company above men- 
tioned.

studied everything else but the veterinary art. 
It would have taken him at least five years before 
he could have passed the necessary examination. 
His means not being sufficient to pay for an eight 
years’ course, and his brother, who had promised 
to furnish the necessary means after his own had 
been exhausted, being taken sick with consump- 
tion, he was forced to give up his plans. He 
then decided he would emigrate to this country, 
and at the age of twenty embarked for the United 
States, landing in Philadelphia. He had much 
more than an average education, being conver- 
sant with several languages, mathematics, sciences, 
etc., but all this did not seem to avail him much 
when he, a stranger, reached the Quaker city 
with but $12 in his pockets. After fruitlessly 
looking for employment of various kinds, he went 
to Baltimore, and was there obliged to resume 
his old trade of blacksmith, as all other lines of 
work seemed closed to him. After three months 
of hard work he was paid but $4.50, and went to 
another shop where he earned $4 a month for 
several months. Then, going to Stemmer’s Run, 
he was paid $10 a month, but at the end of a few 
months became so ill with the chills and fever 
that he had to leave. Returning to Baltimore, 
run down in health and with little money, he had 
a very hard time to get along, and the German 
association came to his aid with needed funds. 
He went to work, however, as soon as he possi- 
bly could, but sickness overcame his 
brave spirit again, and things looked very gloomy 
with him that winter. Towards the last of Feb- 
ruary, 1850, he started for the country in searcl 
of work, and was recommended to come to this 
county. With but fifteen cents in the world he 
left Baltimore bound for Germantown, and ar- 
rived at the town of Unity at nightfall at the 
close of the first day’s journey. He paid twelve 
cents for a lodging, and this leaving him with 
but three cents, he started onward without break- 
fast. He was so hungry and faint by the time 
that he came to the outskirts of Laytonsville that, 
though sorely against his principles, he stopped 
at a humble dwelling and asked for some food. 
It was refused and he was peremptorily ordered 
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to ‘‘get out.’? Hurt to the quick he left and pur- 
sued his journey, eating snow along the roadside, 
oping thereby to appease his hunger sufficiently 
to enable him to reach his destination, some ten 
or twelve miles away. Before reaching Goshen 
he became so weak and exhausted that it was 
impossible for him to proceed much further, and 
he was compelled to seek assistance at the first 
house he came to, which happened to be occu- 
pied by two old colored people. Stating his 
needs, he was invited in and the old colored 
woman soon had a breakfast prepared, consisting 
of hot johnny-cake, milk and butter, of which 
he ate heartily, and which he claims to-day was 
the best meal he ever had in his life. 

Refreshed, he pursued his way to his destina- 
tion. He was fortunate, as he thought, in secur- 
ing employment with Dominick Stang, the black- 
smith, at $5 a month, but after working for two 
and a-half months without receiving any pay- 
ment he left and for a few months did whatever 
he could find to do whereby he might earn an 
honest dollar. In June he went to Poolesville 
and hired out to Richard Spates for S8 a month, 
after which he worked in Farmers’ shops for a 
year or two. 

In 1853 Mr. Monday rented a little blacksmith 
shop on the road to Frederick, and carried it on 
for about three years. Having married and re- 
moved to Rockville the tide of fortune at last 
changed with him. He bought a good house 
(in which Capt. James Anderson now resides) 
and opened what was known as Braddock’s shop, 
and continued to prosper financially. Then he 
lost his wife and child and the Civil war came on. 
He was a man of strong Union sentiments and 
much pressure was brought to bear upon him to 
induce him to alter his views or leave the place. 
He was not the kind of a man to yield to unjust 
coercion, however, and continued at his post 
until 1873, when he removed to the farm where 
he has since dwelt and which he had bought in 
1867. His resolute adherence to the Union ata 
time when it was a risky matter to express one’s 
Sentiments in that direction in this locality was 
acknowledged when he was given a position as 
government storekeeper at King’s distillery, a 


post he held for six or seven years. During 
Harrison’s administration he was gauger at 
Washington for four years. He has beena loyal 
adherent to the Republican party and has been a 
candidate on that ticket for register of wills, del- 
egate and several times for sheriff. While the 
county is strongly Democratic, his personal pop- 
ularity is such that he came within sixty-eight 
votes of being elected on one occasion. Though 
on the losing side he has nevertheless kept up 
his interest in his party and has aided it what he 
could. Every one speaks well of him, and by 
absolute merit and worth he has won the good 
will and respect of all. 

The first marriage of Mr. Monday was with 
Catherine Dove. Of their three children two 
survive, namely: Thomas Franklin, a blacksmith; 
and John M., a clerk in a Washington store. 
June 6, 1861, Mr. Monday married Mary, daugh- 
ter of John T. Bevans, of Rockville District. 
Marian, their eldest child, is the wife of Jesse 
Klopfer, of Washington; Clara Ogle, the next of 
the family, is Mrs. George Fry, of Rockville Dis- 
trict; Emma, deceased, was the wife of Edward 
Ward; Edwin Walter is teaching school at Lay- 
tonsville, Md.; and Bernard assists his father in 
the management of the farm.

LEXANDER KING, one of Cumberland’s 
well-known citizens, was born April r4, 
1845, in the second briek house erected in 

Allegany County, and which was situated six 
miles north of Cumberland, on the state line. 
This house was built in 1795, by Benjamin Tom- 
linson, great-grandfather of our subject, who 
came from England to America and took up a 
strip of land over six miles long, on the east side 
of Wills Creek. The house was put up near the 
state line and is still in a good state of preserva- 
tion, and in possession of the members of the 
family. Benjamin Tomlinson was a prominent 
man of his day and served in the state legis- 
lature for several terms. 
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Col. Alexander King, our subiect’s grand- 
father, came to this country at an early age and 
settled in Virginia, where for many years he 
engaged in farm pursuits. He long held the 
office of magistrate, and at the time he moved 
away was the oldest man serving in that capacity 
in Hampshire County. Upon “setiring from 
active life he came to Cumberland, where two of 
his daughters were teaching and his son was 
engaged in business. Here he died at the age 
of seventy-four years. By his marriage to a 
Miss McCallister he had seven children, all now 
deceased. 

The father of our subject, Capt. Alexander 
King, was born in Virginia February 11, 1810, 
and in youth learned the tanner’s trade, also en- 
gaged in farming. At the age of twenty he 
came to Cumberland, where he clerked for Rich- 
ard IT. Lowndes, a merchant, and the father of 
Governor Lloyd Lowndes. In 1834 he formed 
a partnership with William O. Sprigg, and the 
two carried on business together for some time. 
During the early part of the ’4os he went to the 
home farm and there engaged in agricultural 
pursuits until 1853, when he again turned his 
attention to merchandising, continuing the two 
occupations until the outbreak of the war. He 
was captain of an infantry and cavalry volunteer 
company, and at the time of the riots during the 
construction of the canal he was called out to re- 
strain the rioters. In politics he was an old-line 
Whig. In1856 the Know-Nothing party nom- 
inated him for the office of judge of the orphans’ 
court, and he received the election, although at 
the time there wasa Democratic majority of eight 
hundred in the county. In 1859 he was re- 
elected. It was largely through his instrumen- 
tality and work of his two sisters that the Pres- 
byterian Church was erected, and in it he served 
as a trustee. 

March 28, 1839, Captain King married Lavinia 
Martha Collins, daughter of Thomas and Eliza- 
beth (Tomlinson) Collins. They became the 
parents of twelve children, of whom nine are liv- 
ing. The children were named as follows: Mary 
Tomlinson, who married James W. Wilson and 
died in November, 1890; Sarah Jane, who mar- 


ried John B. Lownsburg, of Toledo, Ohio, and 
Cied in May, 1886; Lavinia McCallister, who 
lives in Toledo; Alexander; Ella Lynn, wife of 
James Tavuer, of Parkersburg, W. Va.; Clarence 
McCatlister, ex-sheriff and now superintendent of 
the Marylard House of Correction; Abram Baker 
Kinzie, who died in 1882; James Carr Baker, an 
attorney at Clifton Forge, Va.; Emma Marshall, 
who married Joseph R. Frost, of Allegany 
Touuty; Harry Eldridge, a leading attorney of 
Toledo; Bessie Collins and Louisa Ormsley, of 
Toledo. j 

In 1855 the subject of this sketch entered Alle- 
gauy County Academy, where he studied fora 
year. He had just gone to Romney when the 
celebrated raid of John Brown occurred, October 
15, 1859, but it was several days afterward before 
he learned the particulars of the trouble. In 
April, 1860, he finished at Romney and returned 
home, where he remained until 1870. Since that 
year he has resided in Cumberland. In 1878 
Governor John Lee Carroll appointed him justice 
of the peace, and two years later he was appointed 
by Governor Hamilton, serving until 1882. When 
the number of justices was reduced, he, being a 
junior, was dropped. In 1882 the city council 
appointed him tax and water collector, and as a 
collector the record he made has never been sur- 
passed. His work was so satisfactory that in 
1883 he was again chosen to occupy the position. 
In the fall of 1884, hoping that outdoor work 
would enable him to regain his health which had 
failed, he engaged in droving. In 1885 Governor 
Lloyd Lowndes appointed him justice of the 
peace, to filla vacancy. He was again appointed 
in 1886, 1888, 1890, 1892 and 1894, serving 
eleven successive years, and fifteen years alto- 
gether, but suffering defeat in the landslide of 
1896. He has always been a strong advocate of 
Democratic principles and has been unswerving 
in his allegiance to his party and its candidates. 
At this writing he gives his attention to the 
real-estate business and the making out of legal 
papers. He owns several valuable propertics, 
among them one of the best corners in Cumber- 
land. 

Fraternally Mr. King is a member of Potomac 
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Lodge No. 100, A. F. & A. M., of Cumberland, 
in which he has filled every chair and is now 
serving as past master. For many years he has 
been a trustee in the Presbyterian Church. 
March 12, 1872, he married Matilda, daughter 
of Abram Russell, of Cumberland. Six children 
were born of their union, but Robert and Eloise 
alone survive, and the wife and mother passed 
away in October, 1892. The present wife of Mr. 
King, whom he married February 14, 1894, and 
who was then a widow, bore the maiden name 
of Louisa Rawlings. 


ACHARIAH PUMPHREY, a well-known 
business man of Potomac District, Mont- 
gomery County, has various and important 
interests, and is one of the most enterprising 
residents of his community. Since 1892 he has 
acted as postmaster of Glen. In addition to this 
he has extensive milling and farming interests. 
When he was nearly fifty years of age he came 
to his present location and began to clear up 
the land, at the same time starting in the flour 
and sawmill business. He now has eighty 
acres under a good state of cultivation, all of 
which has been accomplished through his per- 
severing efforts. The flour mill has good water 
power and has a capacity of twenty-five barrels 
per day, while the saw mill, also operated by 
water power, is a twenty horse-power mill. Both 
are operated constantly at their full capacity. 
The Pumphrey family was founded in America 
by three brothers who came from England and 
settled in Prince George County, Md. One 
of them was oursubject’s great-grandfather. The 
latter had a son, William, who was born in Prince 
George County, became the owner of a planta- 
tion there and also served in the War of 1812. 
He had two daughters and three sons, one of 
whom, Henry A., was next to the youngest. 
The last-named removed to Montgomery County 
and settled at Germantown, where he now re- 
sides. He has successfully followed farming, and 
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has a highly cultivated farm of two hundred and 
twenty-five acres. In politics he is a Democrat 
and has taken an active part in public affairs. 
He is now, and has been for thirty years, a trustee 
of the county almshouse. His marriage united 
him with Rebecca O’ Connell, daughter of Robert 
G. O'Connell, of Potomac District, a farmer and 
a soldier in the War of 1812. They became the 
parents of five children now living, two having 
died. Of these our subject is the eldest. The 
others are: Valeria, who married Horace Waters 
and resides in Germantown; Robert H., a mer- 
chant at Germantown; William Franklin, a farmer 
near Germantown; and Elizabeth, who is at home 
with her father. 

The education of our subject was obtained in 
the subscription schools of the district. He re- 
mained on the home farm until he was nearly fifty 
years of age and then came to his present location, 
where he began to clear up the land and also em- 
barked in the milling business. Physically he is 
sturdy and robust, capable of enduring hard work; 
while he also has the willingness to work and the 
determination of character necessary to success. 
His business enterprises have been rewarded by 
the attainment of a competency. In politics he 
votes the Democratic ticket and in religion is 
identified with the Methodist Church. April 12, 
1892, he married Mrs. Lucy J. Peters, daughter 
of Peter Bell, of Virginia. They have two chil-. 
dren: Ruth Rebecca and Mildred Lee. 
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LBERT S. HUNICHEN, D.D.S., is one of 
the representative citizens of Buckeystown 
District, Frederick County, his home being 

situated on the Frederick and Jefferson pike, 
about two miles from the city of Frederick. He 
has resided here only a few years, having given 
up a large practice in the last-named place on 
account of his health, and acting upon the advice 
of his physican, he concluded to spend some time 
in the pure air of the country. 
in his home, however, and not only retains a 


He has an office 
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large number of his former clients, but has also 
gained many in this immediate region. He is 
master of his profession, being posted on ail the 
modern methods of treatment and artistic me- 
chanical work. 

The doctor has the honor of being the grand- 
son of a German count, his father’s father having 
held that rank in his native land. The father of 
the doctor was Edward Gavehart Hunicher, 
whose birth occurred in Germany and who psssed 
his youth in that country. He received an ex- 
cellent education in the schools of the Father- 
land, and when he had arrived at man’s estate, 
he determined to seek his fortune and found a 
home in the new world. Crossing the Atlantic, 
he located in Baltimore. He affiliated with the 
old-line’ Whig party politically. He died in 
1852, when the doctor was so young as to scarcely 
remember him. 

The wife and mother bore the maiden name of 
Mary I. Griffith. She was a daughter of the 
famous contractor Grifth, who put up the fine 
monument to Washington, in the city of Balti- 
more, and the vistor may see his name carved on 
the base of the pedestal. He livea for many 
years in that city and died there, when well 
along in years. After the death of Edward G. 
Hunichen, his widow became the wife of Dr. F. 
Gill, a dentist of Baltimore. She lived to be 
eighty years of age, dying in 1898 at the home 
of our subject. By her first marriage she had 
three sons and two daughters, but only the doctor 
survives. His sister, Kate E., married Dr. 
Charles M. Gill, a dentist of Baltimore, and son 
of her step-father. Elizabeth E., the other sister, 
became the wife of a brother of the foregoing 
Dr. C. M. Gill, his name being Ely A., and his 
profession also that of dentistry. This sister 
died in 1873. 

The birth of Dr. Albert S. Hunichen took 
place in Baltimore October 18, 1848, and he was, 
consequently, only four years of age at the time of 


his father’s death. His early life was spent in. 


his native city, and his education was obtained 
in the public schools and in Morgan & Harmon’s 
Institute. He was only twelve or thereabout 
when he first became interested in the subject of 


dentistry and aided his step-father what he could 
1 the hours that he spared from his studies. In 
time he entered Baltimore College, where he pur- 
sued a thorcugh course in dentistry, after which 
he joined Dr. Gill as a partner, remaining with 
him until 1877. The young man then started an 
ofhee on his own account in Baltimore, and for a 
few years was associated with a Mr. Huck, on 
Pennsyivania Avenue, In 1881 he came to Fred- 
erick,-and for twelve years carried on successfully 
a denta! office. He uses his right of franchise in 
favor of the Democratic party and always seeks 
to promote the good of the majority in matters 
of public moment. 

The marriage of the doctor and Ida E. Smith, 
eidest daughter of George W. Smith, president 
of the Frederick & Middletown Railroad, was 
solemnized at the home of the bride’s father in 
1879. (For tamily history of Mrs. Hunichen 
see sketch of George W. Smith, elsewhere in this 
volume.) ‘To the doctor and his estimable wife 
four children were born: George William, Jr., 
Maud E., Nellie May and one who died in 
infancy. Dr. Hunichen is connected with the 
Catholic Church, while his wife is a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


LIJAH KEMP, of Bloomington, Garrett 
County, was born in Allegany County in 
1830, and is of English descént, his paternal 

grandparents having come to this country from 
England and settled on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland. His father, Reuben, was born and 
reared there, and in early manhood removed to 
Ohio, but after a sojourn of a few years went to 
Somerset County, Pa. During the short time he 
remained there he learned the stone-cutter’s 
trade. »Thence he removed to Allegany County, 
Md., and engaged in working at his chosen oc- 
cupation. His last days were spent at Grants- 
ville (now in Garrett County) andthere he died in 
1243, at the age of forty-fouryears. For his wife 
he chose Lydia, daughter of Samuel Brown and sis- 
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ter of Jacob Brown, now of Cumberland. She 
passed away in 1885, at the age of eighty years. 
Of her nine children only three are now living. 

The entire life of Mr. Kemp has been spent in 
Allegany and Garrett Counties. His education, 
which was very limited, he obtained in the com- 
mon schools. At the age of sixteen he was ap- 
prenticed to the carpenter's trade, at which he 
served several years and which he has since fol- 
lowed. Removing to Bloomington in 1853, he 
began to take contracts for building houses, and 
afterward engaged in general contracting until 
1881, when he took charge of the carpentering 
for the West Virginia Centrat Railroad. He 
had the entire management of the work at Cum- 
berland when the road was first run through that 
city. He next had charge of twenty-nine miles 
of track extending from the junction to Cumber- 


land, after which he had charge of all the bridge. 


work on the road. After having been in the em- 
ploy of the company for eleven years, he resigned 
his position, in 1892. For some time he was a 
member of the firm of Rawlings & Kemp, mer- 
chants at Bloomington. 

Politically a Republican, Mr. Kemp has done 
much effective work for his party. He has been 
a consistent Christian for years, holding member- 
ship in the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
which for a number of years he has been trustee, 
steward, class-leader and superintendent of the 
Sunday-school. In fraternal relations he is con- 
nected with the Western Port Lodge No. gr, 
I. O. O. F., and for several years he was a mem- 
ber of the Hiram Lodge of Masons at the same 
place. - December 23, 1853, he married Miss 
Charlotte, daughter of John Kight. They have 
only one child, a son, Howard M. Kemp, M.D., 
a practicing physician of Alexander, W. Va., 
and a young man of superior intelligence and 
ability. While still a resident of Garrett Coun- 
ty, he represented it in the legislature of Mary- 
land, and later was appointed to the position of 
paymaster of the navy department at Washing- 
ton, remaining in that city for fifteen months, 
after which he retired from public life and turned 
his attention to the practice of his chosen profes- 
sion. He is progressive in his ideas and keeps in 


touch with the latest discoveries in medicine and 
their proper application as remedial agencies. 
The same ability that made him an important 
figure in public affairs has also placed him in the 
front rank of his profession at Alexander. 





ERRY:.T. PRATHER, of Clear Spring, 

Washington County, was born in 1836. 

His father, who was a native of this place, 
spent his entire life here and was among the 
leading farmers ofhis day. He diedat the age of 
seventy-three years, and his wife, whose maiden 
name was Temperance Mason, passed away in 
1887, when seventy-six years of age. Of their 
eight children only three are now living, namely: 
Annie, wife of Rev. J. M. Graybill; Perry T. 
and John B. 

The grandfather of our subject, Samuel Prather, 
was born in 1763 and spent his life as a farmer, 
owning the land on which was situated the old 
Fort Frederick. He owned a number of slaves, 
as well asa large tract of land. His death oc- 
curred when he was fifty-four years of age, in 
1818. He was a son of Richard Prather, who 
was born August 1, 1727, and resided for several 
years on the farm which his descendants inherited. 
The family was established in Washington 
County in 1838: they were first represented in 
America by three brothers who came from Kng- 
land as missionaries and settled in St. Mary 
County. 

After having completed his education in the 
public schools, our subject taught for one year. 
In 1860 he went to Wilmington, N. C., where 
he secured employment as a clerk in a hardware 
store. At the breaking out of the war he re- 
turned home and afterward taught for seventeen 
consecutive years. In 18So he opened.a gencral 
store at Clear Spring, where he has since engaged 
in the mercantile business, and has also super- 
intended the farm that he owns near here. In 
politics he has always voted the Republican 
ticket. 
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In 1863 Mr. Prather married Miss Annie, 
daughter of Thomas Mason. She died in 1871, 
leaving one child, George T., another having 
died in infancy. In 1883 he was again married, 
his wife being Maggie M. Stinemetz, of this 
county. His only child, George T., was born in 
1866 and engaged in the mercantile business for 
a number of years at Clear Spring, where he 
resides. He married Miss Mary Bain, by whom 
he has twosons, Frank and Henry. In religious 
belief our subject is connected with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, in which he has been a trustee 
for thirty years or more. In business he has been 
fairly successful, a fact that is to be attributed to 
his energy and determination, rather than to any 
assistance he has received from others. 
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LEXANDER RANKIN, state mine 

spector for Allegany and Garrett Counties, 

is a resident of Frostburg, where he was 
born March 7, 1863, the son of Alexander and 
Jessie (Gracie) Rankin; his father, who was born 
in Ayrshire, Scotland, in 1823, was the descend- 
ant of a long line of Scotch ancestors, whose in- 
dustry and uprightness were transmitted to him. 
His youth was passed in his native land, where 
he engaged in mining. In 1852 he came to 
America and settled in Maryland, where he was 
similarly occupied. At the time of his arrival 
the mining industry was in its infancy, railroads 
had not yet been introduced and coal was hauled 
by wagon to Cumberland after it was brought 
from the mines. In politics he voted the Re- 
publican ticket, but never took an active part in 
public or political matters. Reared in the 
Presbyterian faith, he always adhered to its tenets 
and during his younger years was active in the 
work of the denomination. He assisted in the 
Organization of the church at Frostburg, of which 
he was an elder for many years. Fora long time 
he was afflicted with lung trouble, which finally 
caused his death, December 11, 1896, when he 
Was seventy-three years of age. 
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After coming to Frostburg Alexander Rankin 
married Miss Gracie, of this place. Seven chil- 
dren were born of their union. When a child 
our subject attended the local public schools, but 
at the age of fourteen he discontinued his studies 
and began to work in the mines. Since then he 
has always been connected with mining interests. 
A Republican in politics and active in local 
affairs, he has, however, never sought official 
preferment, but his services being recognized by 
the members of his party and the governor as 
well, appropriate recognition of them was made. 
In February, 1898, he was appointed state mine 
inspector for Allegany and Garrett Counties, 
which appointment was confirmed by the senate 
on the 21st of March of the same year. His 
long experience in practical mining eminently 
qualifies him for this position, the duties of which 
he is discharging with efficiency and success. 

Fraternally Mr. Rankin is a meinber of the 
Knights of Malta. In religious faith he inclines 
to the Presbyterian Church, the religion of his 
forefathers. He was united in marriage July 23, 
1885, with Catharine McCready, daughter of 
Richard McCready, of Frostburg. Six children 
came to bless their union, of whom the third, 
Alexander, died in February, 1897. ‘The others

ILLIAM HOFFMAN, an honored citizen 
of Buckeystown District, Frederick County, 
is the last of an old and esteemed family 

line, and is eminently deserving of favorable 
mention among his contemporaries, to whose 
labors the state is deeply indebted for its present 
prosperity and advancement. He has nobly done 
his share toward the maintenance of all measures 
having for their object the betterment of lis 
associates and the public in general. He began 
his career a poor man, and owes it to himscl! 
that he is now in a position that commands tlie 
respect of all. Undaunted by poverty and har«: 
work, he steadily pursued the course that he had 
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marked out for himself, and in time reaped his 
reward—a competence and an assured future and 
a high place in the regard of his fellowmen. 

Our subject comes of stanch old patriotic stock, 
his paternal grandfather, Henry Hoffman, bav- 
ing served throughout the war of the Revolution 
and four of his uncles, John, Henry, Caspar and 
George, having been participants in the War of 
1812. The grandfather was an agricuiturist, 
and was the owner of a large farm situated in the 
neighborhood of Braddock, Frederick County. 
He lived to reach fourscore years. Adam Hoif- 
man, the father of our subject, was a native of 
this district, and was a weaver by trade. He 
died when about thirty years of age. His wife 
was a lady from Pennsylvania, Sarah Shefer, 
who survived him many years, dying when about 
sixty-five. The whole Hoffman family have 
been members of the Reformed Church from 
early days. Three sons of Adam Hofiman and 
wife died in infancy and their only daughter mar- 
ried a Mr. Smith and had two children. 

William Hoffman was born in the district in 
which he makes his home at present, November 
13, 1823. He was a mere child when death de- 
prived him of the love and care of his kind father, 
and he went to live with his grandfather. There 
he remained until he was sixteen years of age, 
when he started out in the world to make his 
own way as best hecould.

He is a practical farmer and strives to keep 
everything in a thrifty condition about his prem- 
ises. He owns a good grade of horses and cattle, 
and has been engaged in raising a general line of

cereals. In his youth his circumstances were 
such that he cowid attend school very little and 
he has conseguently beeu forced to rely upon his 
own private study and reading for information. 
Thus, in every sense of the word, he is a self- 
nade man, and is the more entitled to credit that 
this is the case. He has never been desirous of 
wealiti or fame, preferring to quietly and peace- 
fuily “‘pursue the even tenor of his way’ undis- 
turbed by these vain things for which so many in 
the world are ready to barter all that is truest and 
best in life. He has, what is far better, a name 
Without blemish and an honorable record. He 
has always voted the Democratic ticket, and has 
never been induced tc accept official positions.

AMES H. CRUM. After having efficiently 
filled the position of deputy sheriff for some 
time, Mr. Crum turned his.attention-to agri- 

cultural pursuits and removed to the farm where 
he now resides. The place is situated in Liber- 
tytown District, and its cultivation he personally 
superintends. He is one of the well-known resi- 
dents of Frederick County, where, during the 
long period of his residence, he has won many 
friends and gained the regard of every acquaint- 
ance by his fearless bravery and unflinching in- 


tegrity. 


Near Union Bridge, Carroll County, Md., the 
subject of this sketch was born September 25, 
1867, a son of William T. and Ellen S. Crum, 
both natives of Frederick County. He is the 
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only survivor of two children, his brother, Fred- 
erick R., being deceased. When our subject 
was one year old his parents removed to Liberty- 
town District, Frederick County, and here he 
grew to manhood, receiving a fair education in 
the local schools. At the age of seventeen he 
began to teach school, which occupation he fol- 
lowed for two years. He then engaged in car- 
pentering for four years, assisting in the building 
of houses in the county. ‘The work, however, 
was not very profitable, nor was it entirely con- 
genial, so at the end of four years he turned his 
attention to farming, which he followed for four 
years. He was first appointed deputy sheriff 
under his father-in-law, Daniel Zimmerman, 
whose term lasted two years. He was retained 
as deputy by Sheriff McBride for two years, re- 
tiring from the position in December, 1897, and 
settling on the farm where he now resides. 
January 3, 1889, Mr. Crum married Miss Zim- 
merman, by whom he has two children: Mamie 
Blanche and Reno Sheridan. In politics he gives 
his allegiance to the Republican party, with 
whose principles he is heartily in sympathy. 
Fraternally he is connected with the Junior Order 
United American Mechanics and the Improved 
Order of Red Men. He is known for his sound 
judgment in business matters, for his fearless na- 
ture and for the enterprise that impels him to 
undertake any venture that promises to bring 
success. What he has is the result of his energy, 
perseverance and shrewd business qualities. 


LEXANDER W. DEWITT, one of the 
popular and proficient teachers of Garrett 
County and an instructor in the county nor- 

mal at Accident, was born near Hoyes, Allegany 
(now Garrett) County, August 24, 1851. He 
represents the third generation of the family re- 
siding in this locality, the first to come here hav- 
ing been his grandfather, John DeWitt, who 
came from Preston County, W. Va., to Allegany 
County, Md., about 1828, and settled near 
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Hoyes, buying the farm that is now the family 
homestead. Asan agriculturist he was energetic 
and met with a fair degree of success. He kept 
himself well posted concerning public affairs and 
his views were similar to those adopted by the 
Republican party on its organization. His fa- 
ther, Henry, who was born and spent his entire 
life in Preston County, was ason of Paul De- 
Witt, a native of New Jersey, but during much 
of his life a resident of West Virginia. The fam- 
ily is of German extraction, but has been iden- 
tified with the history of America since an early 
period in its settlement. 

John DeWitt, Jr., father of our subject, was 
born in Allegany County and made his home in 
that portion of the county which, on the division 
in 1872, became a part of Garrett. He is one of 
the most extensive farmers, as well as leading 
citizens, of his section. Politically he adheres 
to Republican principles. He is identified with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, in which his 
brother, Judge Joseph DeWitt, judge of the 
orphans’ court, was long a local preacher and 
prominent man. He is still living on the home 
place near Hoyes and, at the age of sixty-four, is 
vigorous and robust. His wife, who is now sixty 
years of age, was Harriet Collier, daughter of 
Joseph Collier, of Somerset County, Pa. Of 
their six children, four are living. 

The boyhood years of the subject of this sketch 
were spent on the home farm. His education 
was commenced in the public schools and con- 
tinued in the county normal school. At the age 


“of eighteen he secured a certificate and begdn to 


teach in-Allégany County. Nature, as well as 
careful training, had prepared him for educa- 
tional work, and he has met with marked suc- 
cess in his chosen calling, which he carried on 
for eighteen years in Frostburg, being principal 
of the Bowery street school during eight years of 
that time.

LISHA SWOMLEY. Almost the entire life 

of Mr. Swomley has been passed upon the 

homestead farm in New Market District, 
Frederick County, where he owns and occupies 
the estate of one hundred and five acres purchased 
Here, 
where he was born March 29, 1828, the years of 
his boyhood and youth were uneventfully passed, 
as well as the more active years of his manhood. 
A fariner by training and natural taste, he has 
labored industriously in the cultivation of his 
land and has added to the improvements made 
by his father and grandfather. 

The original owner of this property was Daniel 
Swomley, who was born in New Market District 
and in early manhood settled upon the place 
where he spent his subsequent years. By his 
marriage to Miss Russell three children were 
born. Our subject’s father was born near the 
village of New Market and followed the occupa- 
tion of a farmer, remaining a resident of his na- 
tive district until he died, at forty-seven years. 
His wife, who bore the maiden name of Sarah 
Miles, was born in Montgomery County, this 
state, and survived her husband many years, 
dying at the age of ninety-three. They were the 
parents of five children, four of whom attained 
mature years, namely: Marion A., who is the 
widow of George Webb, and lives in Frederick; 
Elisha; Daniel, whose home is in New Market 
District; and Lydia, Mrs. Edward Hughes, de- 
ceased. 

At the time of his father’s death our subject 


by his grandfather many years ago. 


was a youth of seventeen years. Afterward he 
was engaged in the mercantile business at New 
Market, Frederick County, and Mount Airy, Car- 
rojl County, for two years, and then returned to 
the heme farm, where he has since engaged in 
egricultural pursuits. In 1850 he was united in 
marriage with Miss Margaret Nelson, and they 
are the parents of six children, namely: Sarah 
M., Mrs. Smith; Edgar N., who is with his 
parents: Ida V., wife of George S. Hickman, 
of Baltimore: Elisha T., at home; Clarence W., 
wito lives in Kansas City, Mo.; and Ella J., who 
is wita her parents. The entire landed posses- 
sions of Mr Swomley aggregate one hundred 
aud eighty-five acres, upon which cereals and 
stock are raised. He gives his attention princi- 
pally to farm werk, and has little time for public 
affairs and less desire to hold official position. 
‘The only office he has held was that of judge of 
election. In party belief he is a Democrat, and 
gives his vote to the candidates and principles of 
that organization. Religious and benevolent en- 
terprises receive his warm sympathy and practical 
financial aid, and he co-operates with measures 
having for their object the benefit of the com- 
munity. 
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REDERICK A. DAWSON, who owns a 
valuable farm two miles southwest. of Daw- 
sonville, in Poolesville District, Montgomery 

County, was born inthis village July 22, 
and is a son of Benoni and Sarah (Jones) Daw- 
son. His maternal grandfather was Wilkerson 
Jones, of this county; and his paternal grand- 
father, Robert D., was a son of Thomas and 
grandson of John Dawson. ‘The family was 
founded in America by John, Charles and Thom- 
as Dawson, who came from England, and while 
on shipboard John married Mary Doyne, an Irish 
girl, John and Mary Dawson intended to set- 
tle in a southern colony, but from stress of 
weather were forced to locate in a more northern 
state and made final settlement in the Chesa- 
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peake Bay country. Their children were Thomas, 
George and Charles, who settled in Virginia, 
north of Leesburg. The children of Thomas 
were as follows: Benoni, Nicholas L., Robert D., 
Eleanor (Mrs. Lawrence Allnutt), Virlinda (Mrs. 
James Allnutt), Mrs. Sarah Mackall, Elizabeth 
(who died unmarried) and three whose names 
are not known, but whose husbands bore the sur- 
names of Mackael, Johns and Blackmore. 

Thomas Dawson settled upon the land near 
where the village of Dawsonville now stands, 
where he purchased a large tract and engaged in 
business as a planter. When he came to this 
part of the country, George, his brother, settled 
in Washington County and remained there until 
his daughter, Mary, married a Mr. Garrett, when 
he moved to Pennsylvania with the other mem- 
bers of his family. His nephew, Benoni, also 
went to Pennsylvania, but later went to Ohio, 
where he endured all the hardships and perils 
incident to pioneer life, and where his descendants 
may now be found. 
~ Robert D. Dawson married Sarah N., daughter 
of Stephen N. Chiswell, and their children were 
named as follows: William C.; Mary Doyne; 
Valinda H.,who married Daniel Allnutt; Thomas, 
Stephen N.; Robert Doyne, who removed to 
Missouri and became a wealthy land owner in 
that state; Elizabeth, who died unmarried; Sarah 
N.; Joseph N.; Benoni, the father of our subject; 
and George W. 

The father of our subject was a physician by 
profession. He bought the farm now owned by 
Edwin Allnutt, adjoining the village of Dawson- 
ville. In the ranks of the Whig party-he was 
quite prominent. Born in 1797, he was fifty-four 
years of age at the time of his death, in 1851. 
His children were named as follows: Susan A., 
who is single and resides with our subject; Joseph 
H., who died in early life; Sarah E., widow of 
Thomas D. Darby; Frederick A.; Emily A., 
wife of Benoni Allnutt; Mary M., who died un- 
married; Laura, who died in childhood; Martha, 
wife of Thomas Waters, of Montgomery County; 
Robert, who died in boyhood; Adelaide L,., who 
makes her home with our subject; and William 
Edward, who died in infancy. 
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When our subject was seventeen years of age 
his father died, and about the same time occurred 
the death of his older brother, which left to him 
the management of the farm. Heremained there 
until 1868, and then rented a place which forms 
part of his present farm. In 1870 he bought 
three hundred and ninety acres, comprising his 
present estate, and here he follows general farm- 
ing and stock-raising. Though taking a lively 
interest in public matters, he has never been an 
office seeker. During the war he was a Union 
man and Republican, but later advocated Demo- 
cratic principles, and is now inclined to be in- 
dependent. Frequently he has been called upon 
to serve as trustee of schools. Hehas an elegant 
home, provided with all the comforts of life and 
surrounded by evidences of the refinement and 
prosperity of the family. 
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ARTIN BROOKE TYLER, chief clerk of 
the Consolidated Coal Company at Frost- 
burg, Allegany County, has acted in this 
position for the past three years. He has hada 
wide and varied business experience and is ener- 
getic, progressive and methodical in the discharge 
of his duties. As every true patriot and public- 
spirited citizen should be, he is earnestly inter- 
ested in everything affecting the general welfare, 
and has been a very active worker in behalf of 
the Democratic party. . ; 

The father of the above, Col. Nathaniel Tyler, 
was known in history as the ‘‘war editor’’ of the 
Richmond (Va. ) /:2gurrer, which during the Civil 
war was the leading mouth-piece of the Confeder- 
acy. Hewas born in Fairfax County, Va., March 
9, 1828, and after attending the Virginia Military 
Institute entered the University of Virginia, grad- 
uating therefrom in 1848. He took up the practice 
of law at Warrenton, Va., and subsequently be- 
came the editor and owner of the /7ag, publisied 
in that city prior tothe war. In 1856 he went 
to Richmond and, associated with William FI. 
Ritchie and O'Jennings Wise, took the manage- 
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ment of the Zxguirer. During the war he was 
also in the field as the colonel of the Twenty-first 
Virginia Infantry. When Richmond was taken 
by the Federals the newspaper plant was de- 
stroyed and Colonel Tyler was arrested and con- 
fined in Libby prison by order of General Grant. 
At the time of his arrest he was partaking of tea, 
which was being served on the veranda of his 
home, and when the detail of soldiers surrounded 
the house and demanded that Colonel Tyler an- 
swer the summions for his arrest, he stepped forth 
and accompanied them. Influential friends inter- 
posed in his behalf and with his family he started 
for Baltimore, reaching that city the morning 
after Lincoln's assassination. Excitement and 
popular feeling were then at sueh a pitch that 
earnest advice was given to the colonel to conceal 
himself, as some extremists had already associated 
his name with the great tragedy just enacted. 
He succeeded in arriving safely in New York 
City, but was there placed under arrest on the 
charge of being implicated in a conspiracy against 
Lincoln’s life, but Governor Dix of New York 
state came to his assistance and he was released. 
Later friends supplied the colonel with funds and 
he returned to Richmond and edited the L7guzrer 
until it was merged into the other leading paper 
of that city, the A.vaminer. In 1868, going to 
Baltimore, Colonel Tyler took charge of the Com- 
mercial for a period and then became interested 
in an insurance paper called the Baltimore /7- 
- guirer. Since then he has been connected with 
the state insurance department and has given his 
whole time to insurance matters, until he is con- 
sidered a national authority on the same. 

Martin Brooke Tyler, born July 314, 1858, in 
Fauquier County, Va., is the second child of 
Colonel Tyler and the eldest of his four sons. 
He was educated in Pen Lucy Academy, at 
Chestnut Hill, Baltimore County, Md., under 
the direction of Col. R. M. Johnson. In 1873 he 
embarked in the dry-goods business in Baltimore, 
and continued in that enterprise until the riots, 
which occurred in that city in 1877. He served 
as a lieutenant of the Fifth Regiment of National 
Guards during those troubles. Afterwards he 
entered the employ of D. C. Woods & Co. as a 
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traveling salesman. In 1882 he became inter- 
ested financially in the manufacture of smoking 
tobacco in Richmond, but two years subsequently 
he conimenced traveling for Allen & Ginter, well- 
known tobacco manufacturers. For about four 
years he had the agency of the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Kentucky and part of Illinois. When 
the concern which employed him was consoli- 
dated with that of the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, he resigned his position. Going to Shen- 
andoah County, Va., he took a place as assistant 
manager of the Liberty Iron Company, and when 
the plant was placed in the hands of a receiver 
he was the only one connected with the old firm 
who was retained to assist in the winding up of 
its affairs. Since 1895 he has occupied the posi- 
tion of head clerk of the Consolidated Coal Coim- 
pany of Frostburg. 

Upon the twenty-third anniversary of his birth, 
July 14, 1881, Mr. Tyler married Helen Hobson, 
daughter of A. Maben and Mary (Pemberton) 
Hobson, whose home was on the banks of the 
James River, in Goochland County, Va. The 
father was engaged in agricuitural pursuits until 
the breaking out of the Civil war, when he en- 
listed in the Confederate army and served as a 
captain in the Army of Virginia until his death 
from fever, which he contracted in the field in 
1863. Mr. and Mrs. Tyler have three children: 
Arthur Robb, born November 4, 1882; M. Brooke, 
April 6, 1886; and William McC., September 11, 
1891. They are members of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. 
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EMUS R. DARBY, a farmer residing one 
and one-half miles from Buck Lodge in 
Barnesville District, Montgomery County, 
was born at Comus, this county, August: 25, 
1847, on a farm now owned by Frederick Jones, 
and then rented by his father, John W. Darby, 
(Idelen) He 
grew to manhood on a farm and, being the eldest 
son, shared the responsibility of the family’s sup- 


Darby. 
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port. When of age, he commenced for himself, 
renting a farm of two hundred and ninety acres, 
upon which he has since resided, first as a renter, 
but since 1878 asthe owner. He has made all 
the improvements on the place, erected aii the 
buildings, and placed the land under cultivation. 

In politics a Democrat, Mr. Darby has taken 
an active part in public affairs and in 1895 was 
elected to his present office of county commuis- 
sioner. He has been twice October 
30, 1879, he married Nettie, daughter cf Capt. 
George W. and Leah (Griffith) Chiswe!l, the 
former a gallant officer of the Confederate army. 
Mrs. Darby was born near Poolesville August 26, 
1858, and died May 23, 1893. Of her six chii- 
dren five are living, namely: Emily P., George 
C., John E., Genevieve M. and Remus R., Jr. 
Ruth E. was born December 17, 1890, end diced 
May 10, 1897. The second marriage of Mr 
Darby united him with Clara I. Fowler, Novem- 
ber 19, 1895. She was born August 4, 1860, a 
daughter of William C. and Alice (Jones) Fowler. 
One child blesses this union, William L. 

The father of Mrs. Darby, William C. Fowler, 
was born August 17, 1836, asonof William H. 
and Mary (Du Fief) Fowler. The latter’s fa- 
ther, Nicholas G. Du Fief, was born in France, 
and on coming to America settled in Washington, 
D.C. William H. Fowler settled in Washington 
when his son, William C.,wasa child of four years; 
there was another child, Martha A., Mrs. Hall, 
of Rockville. The family home continued to be 
in Washington until Mrs. Darby’s father was 
nineteen, when they removed to Montgomery 
County, buying the farm now owned by Z. O. 
Briggs, of which Mr. Fowler had the charge. 
November 25, 1856, when he was little more 
than twenty years of age (his birth having oc- 
curred August 17, 1836), he was united in mar- 
riage with Alice Gray Jones, daughter of Maj. 
Ilijah and Mary (Griffith) Jones. She died Jan- 
uary 24, 1867, leaving an only child, ClaraI. Her 
aunt, Miss Martha R. Jones, now makes her home 
with her niece, Mrs. Darby, and is the sole sur- 
vivor of her immediate family; Leah died in early 
womanhood. In politics Mr. Fowler affiliated 
with the Democrats and in fraternal relations was 


married. 
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a Mason. While attending to his duties at the 
Rockvitle depot, June 19, 1897, he was accident- 
ally struck by the Hagerstown train en route to 


Washington, and died after lingering a few hours. 
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YLVESTER C. TONES, the owner ofa farm 
in’ Potomac District, Montgomery County, 
purenssed his present property when he was 

a young man. The one hundred and sixty acres 
were then a barren waste, apparently valueless, 
and covered with scrub timber, but through his 
indefatigable energy and untiring industry the 
place has been transformed into an exceptionally 
fine estate. Heisastanch Democrat in politics 
and is active 1n his support of the principles of 
the party. For many years he served as judge 
of elections, and in other ways he has been iden- 
tified with local matters. 

In the district where he now resides Mr. Jones 
was born September 22, 1832. His great-grand- 
father, Nathan Jones, was a member of the Eng- 
lish nobility, but left his native land and sought 
a home in Maryland, where he became a landed 
proprietor in Montgomery County. John Jones, 
father of our subject, was born and reared on the 
family homestead and in early life devoted his 
attention to the raising of tobacco, but afterward 
engaged in general farm pursuits. He was a 
Democrat and an ardent admirer of Andrew Jack- 
son. From Gov. Frank Thomas he received ap- 
pointment as judge of the orphans’ court, which 
position he held for sixteen years, being chief 
judge during part of that time. He was con- 
scientious in the discharge of every duty and 
liberal in his views. Though reared in the Pres- 
byterian faith, he became a Catholic and was 
ever true to the doctrines of that church. By his 
niarriage to Catherine, daughter of Andrew 
Offutt, eleven children were born, but Sylvester 
is the only one now living. He was educated in 
the public schools and Rockville Academy and 
remained with his father until the latter's death. 
Three years afterward he settled upon the farm 
he now owns, 
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September 8, 1868, Mr. Jones married Carrie 
M., daughter of David P. Noland of this county, 
the ceremony being performed in St. Patrick’s 
Church, Washington, D. C. They became the 
parents of six children, namely: Sylvester 
Noland, who attended Georgetown College for 
two years and is now deceased; John F., who 
was a student in Rockhill College three years and 
is now interested in an agricultural implement 
business in Washington, D. C.; Theodore, who 
was a student in Rockville Academy one year 
and is now engaged in the mercantile business in 
Philadelphia; Lena M., at home; James Hamp- 
ton, who has studied in Rockville Academy; and 
Frederick Thomas, who died in infancy. The 
family are identified with the Roman Catholic 
Church. 
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HARLES JAMES ORRICK , president of The 
J. C. Orrick & Son Company, wholesale gro- 
ceries and provisions; and of the Cumber- 
land Dry Goods & Notion Company, importers 
and jobbers of dry goods and notions, is the pio- 
neer of the wholesale business in this vicinity. 
When he established the wholesale grocery busi- 
ness, under the firm name of J. C. Orrick & Son, 
some twenty years ago, there was not an exclu- 
sively wholesale house in any line of merchandise 
in all the territory between Baltimore and the 
Ohio River. The success and growth of the 
business he established and the number of simi- 
lar establishments in Cumberland and other rail- 
road centersin this same territory, afford evidence 
of his foresight in selecting Cumberland as the 
location for such a business. In Cumberland 
alone there are ten or twelve exclusive wholesale 
houses in various lines. 

Mr. Orrick is the son of James Campbell Orrick 
and Susan (Pendleton) Orrick. He was born at 
Honeywood, Berkeley County, Va., November 
8, 1850. Hecame to Cumberland with his fam- 
ily when quite young. He attended school here, 
completing his course in the Allegany County 
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Academy when sixteen years of age. He then 
attended a private school in Charlestown, W. Va., 
completing a classical course there. After sev- 
eral years’ private study at home he entered Le- 
high University; there he took a special course 
in chemistry, mineralogy and metallurgy, at the 
same time working in the capacity of private 
assistant to Dr. Chandler, head of the school of 
chemistry. He was honored by the offer of a 
position of assistant professor of chemistry upon 
his graduation, but on account of his father’s 
failing health was obliged to decline this offer and 
returned to Cumberland, where he became asso- 
ciated with his father, the late J. C. Orrick, in 
the wholesale grain and flour business, to which 
later they added a flour mill. In 1882 he pur- 
chased his father’s interest in tiie business and 
added to it that of wholesale groceries, subse- 
quently dropping the grain and milling business 
and continuing the grocery business. 

In 1887 the firm became incorporated as The 
J. C. Orrick & Son Company, with Mr. Orrick as 
president aud general manager, which position he 
has held ever since. The object of making a joint 
stock company of the concern was to permit the 
employes of the firm to acquire some interest in 
the business. It is one of the rules of the com- 
pany that any employe who has served the com- 
pany satisfactorily can buy a certain amount of 
stock at par at any time he applies for it. A 
large and complete plant for the curing and 
smoking of meats is the last addition to the busi- 
ness of this company. 

Mr. Orrick has never held any public office, 


except that of water commissioner of the city. 


During his incumbency he devoted much time to 
a study of various systems of filtration as ap- 
plied to the water supply of cities and towns, and 
the report of the board of water commissioners 
bearing upon this subject received much favorable 
comment from water engineers and sanitariums. 
Mr. Orrick has always been actively interested in 
the development and growth of the city of his 
adoption. While serving as corresponding sec- 
retary of the board of trade he wrote and circu- 
lated a pamphlet describing the mineral and tim- 


ber resources of this vicinity. He was president 
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of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
during the four years of its existence, and, in 
connection with his associates in that crganiza- 
tion, labored faithfully to advance the materiel 
interests of the city. He has been identified with 
the Young Men's Christian Association of the 
city since its organization, and is one of the trus- 
tees of the local association and of the state asso- 
ciation. He is a member of the Royal Arcanum 


having served in both local and grand councils oF 


that order. He is also a member of the National 
Union, a Knight of the Essenic order, a member 
of the American Academy of Political and Social 
Science, and the Public Health Association. In 
1873 he married Miss Helen M. Lewis, of Wheel- 
ing, W. Va.. They have three Sal pegs Mr 
Orrick’s only brother is the Rev. W. P. Orrick. 
D. D., rector of Christ Cathedral, Reading, Pa 
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EUBEN BAXTER, DETRICK, Me Di, 0a 
prominent physician of Kensington, Mont- 
gomery County, was born in Monroe Coun- 

ty, Pa., in 1827, of German descent, his ancestors 
settling in Pennsylvania in anearly day. His 
father, John Detrick, spent his entire life in Penn- 
sylvania, where he owned aud operated a farm. 
In religion he was identified with the Lutheran 
Church. While he was in the prime of manhood 
he was accidentally killed. His wife, who bore 
the maiden name of Elizabeth Kurtz, was the 
daughter of a farmer and spent her entire life in 
the same neighborhood, dying there when eighty- 
nine years of age. In her family there were five 
sons and three daughters, Reuben Baxter being 
the youngest of the number; Samuel was a 
fariner and miller on the Delaware River; Will- 
iam made his home in New Jersey; Mrs. Barbara 
Lander lived in Pennsylvania; Andrew engaged 
in farm pursuits; Mrs. Madeline Young resided 
in Pennsylvania; and Theodore died when a boy. 

Between the years of six and fourteen the sub- 
ject of this sketch attended the schools of his 
native county, after which he spent three years

in the Easton (Pa.) Academy, where he prepared 
for coliege. On leaving the academy he entered 
Dickinson Coliege at Carlisle, Pa., from which 
he graduated in 1852. On completing his edu- 
cation he went to Washington, D. C., where he 
cpened and carried ona private school. While 
teaching he a'so studied medicine and graduated 
in that science in Washington. When the Civil 
war began he was appointed to hospital work, 
anv at the close of the war secured a position in 
the treasury department at Washington, where 
he ‘reiniaitn Sa for twenty years, being chief of di- 
vision for a number of years. When Mr. Cleve- 
land becaine president he resigned his position 
and came to Kensington, where he purchased a 
beautiful home. The town of Kensington was 
established in 1890. For some time he was a 
member of the school board of Washington City, 
D. C., in which capacity he accomplished much 
in behalf of the schools and assisted in establish- 
ing the excellent school system in use at the pres- 
ent time. His first vote was cast for Franklin 
Pierce, but since that time he has always sup- 
ported Republican principles. 

In 1866 Dr. Detrick married Miss Susan E. 
Wright, a native of Virginia and a daughter of 
Richard Wright, who descended from English 
ancestors. They have no children of their own, 
but adopted several, one of whom, a boy, resides 
in Virginia, where Dr. Detrick purchased a farm 
for him. In religion they are identified with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, to the support of 
which the doctor has been a generous contributor. 
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RUMAN W. CASTEEL is a farmer of Gar- 
rett County, who has gained success through 
his untiring industry and perseverance. 

Were we to ask him the secret of his success, as 
shown in his large landed possessions and the 
thrifty appearance of his estate, he would un- 
doubtedly say it is due to hard work. He has 
always worked exceptionally hard, and for this 
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reason and for his honesty of character deserves 
high position among the farmers of his section. 
The father of our subject, Nathan Casteel, was 
born at Hoyes, Md., in 1821, and remained there 
until 1856, when he bought property near Oak- 
land, continuing to make his home there and en- 
gage in farm work until hisdeath. Besides rais- 
ing cereals he devoted considerable attention to 
stock-raising. In politics he was stanch in his 
allegiance to the Republican party. He was 
elected judge of the orphans’ court, which office 
he held for two terms, and he also served as road 
supervisor for a number of years. He died in 
1892, at the age of seventy-one. Two children, 
Elizabeth J. (deceased) and Truman W., were 
born of his union with Sarah, daughter of John 
Brandt; she died in 1890, at the age of seventy. 
Our subject’s grandfather, Nethaniel Casteel, 
was born near Hoyes, Garrett County, and was 
one of the pioneers of this section, where often, 
with Meschack Browning and John Lynn, as well 
as other pioneers, he spent many pleasant hours 
in hunting the wild game then abundant. At 
times, when he found a bear hole, he would 
crawl in and shoot the bears while they were 
within. His life occupation was farming. Po- 
litically he was an old-line Whig. At the time 
of his death he was seventy-six years of age. 
The entire life of our subject has been passed 
in Allegany and Garrett Counties. He was six 
years of age when his parents moved to Oakland 
and his education was obtained in the public 
schools and Morgantown Academy. After his 
father’s death he succeeded to the homestead, 
which gave him a start in life, although his 
present success is due less to property inherited 
than to his own industry and economy. For five 
years he engaged in butchering at Oakland; with 
that exception his attention has been given to 
general farming and stock-raising. His landed 
possessions aggregate one thousand acres, sub- 
divided in five farms. In connection with his 
farms he has a sawmill and carries on a lumber 
business. 
Politically a Republican, Mr. Casteel was 
county commissioner for one term and has al- 
Ways taken an active part in local affairs. His 
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membership is in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, to the work of which he contributes. 
In 1871 he married Sidney M. Hamill, daughter 
of Judge Patrick Hamill; at her death she lcft 
four children: Nathan Hamill, Sarah Isabelle, 
William L. and Henry M. The second marriage 
of Mr. Casteel took place in 1893 and united 
him with Miss Martha M., daughter of Clark 
DeBerry, of Oakland. 
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EV. THOMAS SCOTT BACON, D.D., 
is a retired clergyman, whose home is in 
Buckeystown, Frederick County. After a 

very busy and useful life spent in the service of 
the Master, he has at last given himself up al- 
most exclusively to study and research, finding 
his chief pleasure in ‘‘ finding out the deep and 
hidden things of God.’’ He has long been most 
desirous to devote himself to this field of endeavor, 
and by nature and experience he is one well cal- 
culated to lead others in the ‘‘paths of righteous- 
ness.’’ His tastes are distinctly literary, and he 
has had published several very valuable additions 
to the religious literature of our language. His 
comprehensive and scholarly work on the “ Be- 
ginnings of Religion,’’ evinces great study and 
research, as well as unusual knowledge of the 
motives of the human heart which is always, in 
all times and lands, reaching out after God. In 
order that he might produce this literary master- 
piece of its kind, the author went to England 
where he had access to the old manuscripts, in- 
scriptions, etc., narrating the early efforts of the 
human race in expressing their ideas of the 
creator, etc. His last great work is entitled 
‘The First and Great Commandment of God,”’ 
this volume being now in process of publication 
in New York City. 

Dr. Bacon was born in Saratoga, N. Y., in 
1825, and was reared under the influence of his 
father, Rev. William Bacon, a most saintly man, 
whose power for good was far-reaching and had 
a noticeable effect upon all who were within the 
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radius of his influence. He died in 1852, having 
been retired from active ministerial work for 
some time previous. He had been a !ife-long 
member of the Presbyterian denomination, and 
for years one of the most valued pastors in the 
same. Much of his life was passed in New York 
state, where he graduated from the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, but for a few years he was 
located in Philadelphia. His wife bore the 
maiden name of Abbie Price. Her only brother 
was a distinguished member of the New York 
bar. Mr. Bacon lived to be sixty-eight years of 
age, but his loved wife died when fifty. They 
were the parents of four sons and a daughter: 
A. B., a lawyer and editor of note and at one 
time a member of the New York senate, was a 
personal friend of Thomas Jefferson and was 
strongly southern in sentiment during the war; 
he died in New Orleans; Rev. Henry M. served 
all through the war as a chaplain in the Union 
army, and was a minister in the Presbyterian 
Church. The other brother of our subject died 
young. Thesister, Maria, became the wife of 
L. P. Brewster, of Oswego, N. Y., and is still 
living. The paternal grandfather of our subject 
was Capt. David Bacon, who served in the Con- 
tinental army under General Selton during the 
Revolutionary war. He was a farmer in New 
York state, and was a descendant of some of the 
earliest settlers in the vicinity of Boston, Mass. 
The childhood of Rev. T. S. Bacon was mainly 
spent in Philadelphia and his elementary educa- 
tion was there gained. Later he entered Williams 
College (the Alma Mater of General Garfield, 
Justice Field aud many other notable men) and 
was graduated at the early age of seventeen 
years. He is the youngest surviving graduate 
of that college at this time. He studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in Boston, Mass. In 
1848 he went to New Orleans, where he was soon 
afterwards ordained a minister in the Episcopal 
Church by Bishop Polk. He was given a charge 
which he filled until the beginning of the war, 
but then returned north, on account of his sym- 
pathy with the Union cause. He was chaplain 
in the squadron commanded by Admiral Farragut, 
on the Hudson River, for a period. After hav- 


ing been situated in western Ohio in a pastorate 
for a few years, he located in St. Mary’s County, 
and later went io Oakland, on the crest of the 
Alleganies. The following five years he was 
pastor of St. Paul’s parish in Frederick County, 
but since «887 has been practically retired. 

In 18565 Rev. Mr. Bacon married, in Baltimore, 
Miss Kelsoe, a native of that city. She died in 
1882, and thirteen years ago Mr. Bacon married 
Miss Sephia I,., daughter of William Groff, of 
an old and highly respected family in this section. 
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ELSON R. BAKER. Almost the entire 
active life of the subject of this sketch was 
spent in the service of the government. 

For thirty-six years he was connected with the 
treasury department at Washington, D. C., and 
during the latter part of this time he was chief 
of one of the departments. Industrious and 
painstakingin his work, he was admirably fitted 
for a position of responsibility, such as was the 
one he occupied. Personally he was a man of 
fine physique, with a face that indicated high 
qualities of mind and heart. 

In New Castle, Pa., immediately above Hagers- 
town, Md., Mr. Baker was born in April, 1833. 
His father, Rev. John H. Baker, in his earher 


life followed the mercantile business, but later 


studied for the ministry and became a clergyman 
in the Methodist Church. The remainder of his 
years he gave to the preaching of the Gospel. 
For a time he had acharge in Pennsylvania, and 
from there accepted the pastorate of a church in 
Baltimore, where he remained until his retire- 
ment. He had a brother, Judge William Baker, 
who was a prominent man in Baltimore. He 
was of English descent, but the family has been 
identified with American history from an early 
day. 

The family of which our subject was a member 
consisted of five sons and one daughter: W. 5. G. 
resides in Baltimore, where he has an attractive 
home on Charles street, opposite Notre Dame 
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College; John G., who was a lieutenant in the 
war, owned a beautiful home in Baltimore, where 
he died; Samuel, a physician, died in Omaha, 
Neb.; Marcus Young, also a physician, resides 
in Fayette, Iowa; Nora, the only daughter, 
died when two years of age. 

After completing his studies in the schools of 
Baltimore, our subject entered the mercantile 
business in Baltimore, but after a few years he 
retired from business and entered the service of 
the government in the treasury department, where 
he remained for thirty-six years. In 1861 he 
married Miss Sarah Elizabeth Perry, daughter 
of Samuel Perry, a successful farmer of this lo- 
cality, and the owner of the beautiful estate, 
Lake Forest, now owned by his daughter, Mrs. 
Baker. The farm is situated only a_ short 
distance from the electric car line that leads from 
Washington to Bethesda and the residence was 
erected by Mr. Perry, who during slave days 
owned many slaves and carriedon a large planta- 
tion. In politics he was an old-line Whig. He 
had one son, James E. Perry, and two daughters, 
Margaret Catherine and Sarah Elizabeth. Only 
one child blessed the union of Mr. and Mrs. 
Baker, a daughter, Ella Lee, who is with her 
mother. The family are identified with the Pres- 
byterian Church, in which Mr. Baker was an 
elder for many years. 





ATHAN J. WALKER, who is engaged in 


farming near Gaithersburg, Montgomery 

County, was born October 27, 1824, near 
what is now Browningsville, near Damascus, 
upon a farm that is now owned by his brother, 
G. W. Walker. His father, George B., was 
born in 1799, devoted his entire active life to 
farming, held membershipinu the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, and died in 1860. By his mar- 
riage to Margaret Boyer there were born five 
children, namely: Sarah A., deceased wife of 
William Glaze, of Frederick County; Nathan J.; 
William R., who died upon his farm in Freder- 


ick County; George W., who resides on the old 
homestead; and Mary, wife of Albert Miles, now 
of Howard County. 

George Walker, our subject’s grandfather, was 
born in Maryland and served in the war of the 
Revolution. After his marriage he settled near 
Damascus, Montgomery County, where he con- 
tinued to reside until his death. The maiden 
name of his wife was Bryan, which was the 
middle name of our subject’s father. In the 
common schools, the nearest of which was nearly 
three miles away, the subject of this sketch re- 
ceived his education. From an early age he 
assisted his father on the farm, thus gaining an 
adequate conception of agriculture. July 27, 
1848, he married Evaline, daughter of John B. 
King. She was born July 4, 1828, and by her 
marriage became the mother of eleven children, 
all but one still living. 

The record of the family is as follows: John 
W. iscounty commissioner of Montgomery Coun- 
ty; George Edward is a farmer near the home 
place; James K. cultivates a farm that adjoins 
his father’s home; Amanda E. is the wife of 
Nathan H. Darby, of Montgomery County; 
Charles W. is engaged in farming near Atlanta, 
Ga.; Crittendon H. cultivates a farm near Lay- 
tonsville, Montgomery County; Evaline R. is 
the wife of C. H. Browning and lives near Ger- 
mantown, Montgomery County; Nathan A. car- 
ries on farming on a place that adjoins his fa- 
ther’s; Miriam, widow of William Carlisle, has 
two children, Roger and Margie, and they now 
make their home with Mr. Walker; McKendree 
is at home with his parents. The children were 
educated in the public schools and academies of 
the county, and are well informed, upright and 
industrious, a family of whom the parents may 
well be proud. One child, Margaret Jemima, 
died when two years of age. 

Prior to the Civil war Mr. Walker voted the 
Whig ticket and since then he has been a Demo- 
crat. At theage of fifteen he united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and when the war 
divided the denomination into two branches he 
identified himself with the southern branch. 
For twenty-five years he has been superintendent 
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of the Sunday-school, and in other lines of act- 
ivity he has endeavored to promote the welfare 
of the church. At the time of buying his pres- 
ent farm, it contained one hundred and ninety 
acres, mostly improved, and he has since added 
to it until he now owns four hundred and fifty 
acres, all in a good state of cultivation. In 1877 
he built a grist mill on his place and since then 
has done considerable grinding, both for himself 
and others. He advocates the temperance cause, 
not only in precept, but in example also, for he 
has never tasted a drop of liquor or smcked a 
cigar in his life. He is a man of sterling char- 
acter, respected by all who know him for his 
ability, industry, perseverance aud uprightuess. 


AVIES L. KENLY isa member of the firm 
of W. P. Towson & Co., dealers in coal, 
wood, grain and hay, and well-known busi 

ness men of Hagerstown. Coming to this city 
in 1885, he purchased a farm near town anda 
half interest in the business, with which he has 
since been connected. In addition to his busi- 
ness interests, he takes an active part in public 
affairs and is a local leader of the Democracy, 
being at this writing the chairman of the Demo- 
cratic county central committee. For four years 


he has officiated as president of the board of - 


trustees of the Bellevue almshouse, and for two 
years he has been a director of the Tri-State Fair 
Association at Hagerstown. ° 

In the city of Baltimore Mr. Kenly was born 
March 15, 1849, and there his boyhood days 
were passed. After having attended the public 
schools for a few years, at the age of thirteen he 
began to clerk in the hardware store of H. W. 
Webb, with whom he remained for a year. His 
next position was with the firm of Kenly & 
Tilghman, grain comunissioners, with whom he 
remained as an employe for nineteen vears, mean- 
time gaining a thorough knowledge of the busi- 
ness. Saving his earnings, he was finally in a 
position to engage in business independently. 


He carried on a grain brokerage business in 
Baltiniore until 1885, when he sold out and came 
to Hagerstown, his present home. October ro, 
1881, he was united in marriage with Miss Anna 
Hoey Towson, of this place, and they are the 
parents of two sons. 

Mr. Kenly is counected with the Sons of the 
American Revolution. His grandfather, Col. 
Gassaway Watkins, wasthe president at the time 
of his death, of the Society of the Cincinnati. 
During the Revolution he enlisted as captain of a 
company ef Maryland soldiers, that served with 
conspicuous bravery in many a closely-contested 
batile. Again in the War of 1812, though he 
was then advanced iu years, he offered his serv- 
ices for the defense of his country. He was made 
a colonel in the army and commanded the forces 
in the engagement at Bladensburg. 

Industry and perseverance are essential factors 
to success in any line of business, and it is these 
qualities that have brought to Mr. Kenly the 
degree of prosperity that he enjoys. He started 
out for himself without money, but being an ex- 
cellent man of business he found steady employ- 
nent at good wages. And the money he earned 
was saved, to form the foundation of an independ- 
ent business. During the period of his residence 
in Hagerstown he has gained a reputation as an 
honest, efficient business man, an accommodat- 
ing friend and a public-spirited citizen. 





AMES T. JOHNSON, M. D., one of the 

leading physicians of western Maryland, 

was born in Florence, Ala., November 29, 
i868, and is the only child of the late Thomas 
and Elizabeth Johnson. In private schools he 
laid the foundation of his education, and later he 
entered the State Normal School at Florence, 
from which he was graduated. Subsequently he 
began the study of medicine under the tutelage 
of Dr. J. B. Pouncey, a distinguished physician 
of Florence. Afterward he entered the medical 
department of the University of New York, 
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where he remained a student for two years. He 
then spent a year in the south in the capacity of 
an assistant to a physician, and on his return to 
the east entered the Baltimore Medical College, 
where he carried on the study of medicine until 
his graduation from the institution in 1891, with 
the degree of M. D., also receiving the high 
honor of standing first in his class. 

Shortly after his graduation Dr. Johnson began 
his duties as resident physician in the Maryland 
General Hospital, a responsible position that he 
retained until 1893. During the same period he 
also acted in the capacity of government physi- 
cian of the United States Immigrant Hospital in 
Baltimore. His administration of affairs, while 
the incumbent of these positions, met with 
marked approval on the part of all concerned. 
In the meantime, at the request of professional 
friends, he had become a visiting physician of 
Cumberland Hospital, and he concluded to es- 
tablish his permanent home in this city. After 
a connection of two years with the City Hospital 
he established the practice that he has since car- 
ried on. 

A thorough and indefatigable worker, a close 
observer, a diligent student, and a man who 
possesses mental abilities of a high order, Dr. 
Johnson inthe few years since his graduation has 
attained a position in the medical profession that 
is reached by few after years of untiring effort. 
In 1895 he married Miss Ida C. Matthis, of 
Philadelphia, Pa., and one child blesses their 
union, a son, James T., Jr. Dr. and Mrs. John- 
son are prominent in the social circles of this city. 
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RNEST H. DARBY, manager of the Seneca 
Mills, in Poolesville District, Montgomery 
County, was born at the old homestead De- 

cember 11, 1861. He received his education 
principally in the Andrew Small Academy at 
Darnestown. When seventeen years of age he 
entered the store of Dr. Charles Nourse, a drug- 
gist of Washington, where he remained for a 


year. Returning to his home, he remained in that 
vicinity for two years, and then took charge of a 
mill in Washington that was owned by his father 
and Mr. Rice. After one year he returned to his 
home and became associated with his father in 
the Seneca Mills, which he has since operated. 
Since the removal of his father to Gaithersburg, 
in 1872, he has taken entire charge of the 
business, the mill being run under the name of 
Upton Darby & Son. The millis situated on the 
Great Seneca Creek, one-half mile above its 
mouth, and was remodeled in 1880, modern im- 
provements being putin. It has a capacity of 
one hundred barrels, and turns out only first- 
class work. 

In addition to the management of the mill, Mr. 
Darby handles mill supplies of all kinds, wheat, 
flour, feed, corn, etc., and does a large business 
in selling fertilizer. He owns two boats on the 
canal and is one of the most extensive shippers 
of grain, hay and straw of any company in the 
county. The site now occupied by his mill was 
first utilized for that purpose about one hundred 
years ago, whena mill was built. Twice, under 
the Darby ownership, the mill burned to the 
ground, each time causing a heavy loss. The 
first time he rebuilt at once, but within eighteen 
months it burned again, with a loss of $35,000, 
which was but little less than his loss the first 
time. He rebuilt again at once. His special 
brand is the Caledonia, a fancy straight Chesa- 
peake. During 1898 he introduced the modern 
granulated process, a Franco-American process, 
as-yet adopted by but few mills in the United 
States. Thebrand under this process is called 
Granule, and is asuperfine brand, with the flavor 
of the old process, but with the color of the 
finest roller process. 

The home of Mr. Darby is in Darnestown 
District, one and one-half miles from the village 
of that name, and midway between the mill and 
the town. In connection with the mill, he owns 
seventy acres of farming land, and operates a 
quarry farm of over six hundred acres under a 
long time lease. 
H. Louisa Darby, daughter of Philip and Marga- 
ret (jams) Darby, of Baltimore. ‘Two children 


November 2, 1886, he married 
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bless the union, Margaret Ijams and Eleanor 
Nourse. In politics a Republican, Mr. Darby 
has always supported the party. In 1896 he re- 
ceived the Republican nomination for representa- 
tive, which nomination he had frequently refused 
before, but which was given him at that time 
without his knowledge or consent. In the 
election he led the ticket in the county. In 
addition to his other business enterprises, he is 
manager of the Antietam Lime and Stone Com- 
pany. Heand his family are identified with the 
Presbyterian Church of Darnestown, in which 
he is an elder and formerly took an active part in 
Sunday-school work. 


ICHARD LEE SAUNDERS. The stock 
farm owned and occupied by Mr. Saunders 
is situated in Potomac District, Montgomery 

County, and is conveniently located for the care 
of horses, being only ten miles from Washington. 
Having a never-failing supply of running water, 
it is especially well adapted for pasturage and in 
that way the majority of the land is utilized. Of 
this place he has been the owner since the death 
of his father, May 2, 1883, when he bought out 
the other heirs, and has since managed the estate. 
He conceived the plan of caring for horses be- 
longing to city residents and in this line has 
acquired an enviable reputation. He has cared 
for some of the stock belonging to the White 
House and has as patrons many men of influence. 
At one time he cared for horses belonging to 
Mrs. Leland Stanford and now has in his posses- 
sion a personal letter from her, in which she 
commends him for his careful oversight of the 
animals. 

On the place where he now resides Mr. Saun- 
ders was born March 30, 1858. The family is of 
Scotch descent and was founded in America by 
John Saunders, gentleman, who came with a 
colony and settled in Virginia. Our subject’s 
grandfather, James Saunders, was a prominent 
planter in Loudoun County. September 1, 1809, 
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he was commissioned second lieutenant by James 
Madison, which commission, bearing the personal 
signature of the president, is now in the posses- 
sion of our subject, as well as a picture of the 
lieutenant in his uniform. He served during the 
entire period of the War of 1812 and attained the 
rank of major. His wife, Lucy H., was a 
daughter of Richard Henry Lee, one of the sign- 
ers of the Declaration of Independence. 

During the earlier part of the war Major Saun- 
ders was stationed near the borders of Canada, 
where he was engaged in skirmishing.and bom- 
barding. During a part of his service he acted 
as an aide to General Parker, but resigned that 
position to accept the appointment of inspector- 
general of troops at Norfolk. He was an honor- 
able man and stood high as an officer in the 
army. His death occurred April 14, 1837, in 
Fairfax County, Va., when he was fifty-four 
years of age. His will, in his own handwriting, 
which shows beautiful penmanship and is still 
perfectly clear, is now in the possession of our 
subject. In his family there were four children: 
John, Annie, Mary and Richard. 

John, father of our subject, was born at Nor- 
folk, Va., December 29, 1816. His education 
was acquired principally through his own efforts, | 
but was more thorough than is always given in 
schools. About 1848 he bought a farm of two 
hundred and twenty-five acres, all in fine timber. 
He named the place Ellerslie, and set himself to 
work clearing the land, which, through 
efforts, was brought to a high state of cultivation. 
Politically he was a Democrat and for two terms 
served as county commissioner. Heattended the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. 

November 17, 1852, Mr. Saunders married 
Emily Catherine White, daughter of Nathan S. 
White, who died at his home near Dawsonville 
at the age of eighty-four. Five children were 
born to the union of Mr. and Mrs. Saunders. 
The father was a man whose success was due to 
his own efforts. At the age of eighteen he was 
obliged to assume the support of his mother and 
sisters. He had therefore few opportunities to 
acquire the education that most young men re- 
ceive. However, he possessed a wonderful mem- 
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ory, which he used in treasuring in his mind 
quotations from the best writers of all ages, aud 
these quotations he used, on appropriate oc- 
casions, in conversation, so that he was a most 
delightful eonversationalist. 

Until the winter of 1882 our subject assisted 
his father. He then went to New York and entered 
the employ of the Walter A. Wood Manufacturz- 
ing Company, for whom he intended to go te 
South America. However, his health was so 
greatly injured by the change of climate that in 
the spring of 1883 he was obliged to return home. 
Shortly afterwards his father died and he bought 
the old homestead, where he has since resided. 
He is a member of the Episcopal Church, fra- 
ternally is identified with the Royal Arcanum 
and in politics is a Democrat. 

September 21, 1886, Mr. Saunders married 
Nellie, daughter of Joseph Bean, a builder resid- 
ing in Baltimore. They have four children: 
Beverly, John, Charlotte and Josephine. For 
some years Mrs. Saunders engaged in teaching, 
for which work her education well qualified her. 
She had attended school and studied music in 
Dresden, Germany, for three years, and also was 
a student in the State Normal School at Balti- 
more, where she graduated with first honors in a 
class of forty, her per cent in mathematics being 
one hundred. ; 
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UDGE CHARLES R. MURPHEY, judge of - 


the orphans’ court and a resident ot Clarks- 

burg, Montgomery County, was born in 
Clarksburg district, this county, September 7, 
1829. Heisason of Charles H. Murphey, who 
was born in the lower part of Prince George 
County, and at the age of twenty-five years re- 
moved to Frederick County, later going to Mont- 
gomery County, where he purchased two farms. 
On one of these, an unimproved tract of three 
hundred and seventy-five acres, he settled and 
commenced the work of clearing the land. He 
was one of the prominent men of his community 
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and took an active part in the councils of the 
Whig party. Ameng the offices that he held 
were those of deputy sheriff and collector. In 
religion he was identified with the Methodist 
Hpiscopal Church, in which he served as trustee 
and superintendent of the Sunday-school. Both 
of his time and means he contributed liberally 
for the promotion of the welfare of the church. 
His house was the stopping place for all the min- 
isters of the denominetion who passed through 
the county. 

By the marriage of Charles H. Murphey to 
Julia Ann, daughter of Samuel Richardson, ten 
children were born, eight of whom attained 
years of maturity, namely: Elizabeth T., who 
married Richard Brown and resides in Win- 
chester, Va.; Charles R.; Randolph R., a retired 
minister, residing in Saltimore; Ann, who 
married William R. Windscr and resides in 
Mentgomery County near Salem; Lucinda, who 
married john H. Gibson, of Clarksburg; George 
Washington, a farmer living near Hyattstown; 
Frances W. and Wooten. 

Reared on a farm, our subject engaged in 
agricultural pursuits until 1865, when he built a 
large siore-room at Clarksburg and embarked in 
the mercantile business. Until 1871 he continued 
in business, but in that year retired from mer- 
chandising and afterward served as deputy 
sheriff, constable and collector of the district for 
two terms. Inevery position that he has held 
he has given good satisfaction to all parties con- 
cerned. He has always taken an active part in 
the work of the Democratic party, to which he has 
given his allegiance since 1861, At this writing 
he is serving his first term as judge of the 
orphans’ court; in addition to which he is still 
interested in farm work and gives personal super- 
vision to his estate. 

In 1858 Judge Murphey was one of the organ- 
izers and a charter member of Clarksburg Lodge 
No. 100, I. O. O. F., in which he has filled all 
the chairs and which he has represented in the 
grand lodge. In religion he is connected with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, in which 
he was Sunday-school superintendent for ten 
years and has been a trustee and class leader, 
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and is now a steward. Both of his time and 
means he has given freely to the church, 
in the work of which he has maintained a deep 
interest. 

The marriage of Judge Murphey occurred in 
1851 and united him with Eliza R. Mannakee, 
daughter of John Mannakee, of Laytonsville 
District. Seven children were born of their 
union, namely: Wilbur F., who is engaged in 
the mercantile business in Chicago; Clara, who 
married William A. Beall and resides in Wash- 
ington; Mollie E.; Julia Elizabeth, who married 
Thomas E. Benson, of Laytonsville District; 
Isabella, deceased; Jennie, wife of Albert O. 
Appleby; and Katie L. 


OBERT S. HILTON, member of the firm 
of Buxton & Hilton, and one of the suc- 
cessful business men of Clarksburg, Mont- 

gomery County, was born in this county June 25, 
1831, and is a son of Thomas Hilton. His 
grandfather, Thomas Hilton, Sr., came to Mont- 
gomery County from St. Mary’s County when a 
young man and engaged in farming here. After 
a time he went to West Virginia, but finding it 
less preferable as a home returned to Maryland 
and located permanently in Montgomery County. 
He married Flavila Stewart and they had a large 
family. He was originally from England. 

Thomas Hilton, Jr., was born and reared in 
this county and when a young man began- to 
work on a farm. ‘Throughout life he followed 
agricultural pursuits. He acquired some prop- 
erty here and was a man of strict morality and 
uprightness of character. By his marriage to 
Sarah E., daughter of John Sheckles, he had 
three sons and one daughter, the latter, Dorothy, 
being deceased. The youngest son, Adolphus, 
who resided in Washington, died in 1893. 

The subject of this sketch, who was the oldest 
son and is now the only survivor, excepting his 
brother, John B., a farmer near Damascus, was 
educated in the public schools and at an early 


age began to work upon a farm. When about 
twenty-five he engaged to work for the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad Company, with whom he re- 
mained about five years. On returning home he 
embarked in the mercantile business. In 188o 
he bought out the stock and business of John H., 
Gibson in Clarksburg, and in connection with 
Mr. Buxton has since carried on a large trade 
among the people of the village and surrounding 
country. 

Politically Mr. Hilton isa Democrat and takes 
an active part in local political affairs. For six 
years he was tobacco inspector at Baltimore. In 
fraternal relations he has been identified with 
Damascus Lodge No. 88, I. O. O. F., for more 
than forty years. He attends the Methodist 
Church, to which he contributes liberally. Oc- 
tober 9, 1870, he was united in marriage with 
Sarah Catherine, daughter of Garrison Miles, of 
Clarksburg. They are the parents of two chil- 
dren: Robert G. A., who is clerk for the board of 
commissioners, and Lillie May. 
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ARWICK PRICE MILLER. The Miller 
family was founded in America about 

1680, when Guion Miller and his wife 
Margaret (known as Moggy) came from Wales 
and settled in East Culm Township, Chester 
County, Pa., purchasing land that remained in 
the possession of their descendants until 1858. 
There is a tradition to the effect that they built a 
log barn, he raising the logs as far as possible, 
then placing skids with auger holes in them, and 
while he pushed the logs up the skids, she stuck 
in a pin, and in that way the barn was raised. 
Their son, Robert, had eighteen children, one of 
them being Warwick, who was born in 1735 (old 
style) and who married Elizabeth Price. Their 
oldest son, Robert, took the home farm. ‘The 
second son, our subject's grandfather, was Mor- 
decai, born in 1764, and who went to Virginia and 
married Rebecca, daughter of William and 
Susanna (Saunders) Hartshorne, November 8, 
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1792. Hewas a clockmaker and for some time 
carried on business in Leesburg and Alexandria, 
Va., but finally entered the shipping business aud 
made a fortune in the West Indies and South 
America trade. He also shipped tobacco to 
Bremen, his sons, William, John and Robert H., 
going with the vessels as super-cargo. His wife 
died December 19, 1810, and he March 2, 1832, 
both at Alexandria, Va. 

Of the children of Mordecai Miller, Robert H., 
our subject’s father, was born August 10, 1798, 
and died March to, 1874. He married Anna 
Janney, who was born September 25, 1802, and 
was a daughter of Elisha and Mary Janney, of 
Hillsboro, Va. They were married at Water- 
ford, Va., April 23,1823, and she died February 23, 
1885, having survived him for eleven years. Their 
oldest son, Warwick Price, forms the subject of 
this sketch. Francis, another son, born July 31, 
1829, married Caroline Hallowell, September 23, 
1852, and died February 2, 1888. He lived in 
Sandy Spring, and practiced law in Washington, 
D.C. Sarah, born February 24, 1836, married 
Henry C. Hallowell July 16, 1857. Benjamin 
H., born May 20, 1840, married Sarah Thomas 
September 18, 1862. Caroline, born August 2, 
1842, married Roger B. Farguahar November 
20, 1867. The three last-named reside in Mont- 
-gomery County, Md. 

For years Robert H. Miller carried on a china 
and glassware business in Alexandria, and the 
same enterprise is now in the hands of his grand- 
son. In religion he was identified with the 
Society of Friends. He was a Whig and for 
years a member of the town council. 
andria, where he was born, our subject spent his 
early years, receiving his education in the Benja- 
min Hallowell school. He assisted his father in 
the store until twenty years of age, when he went 
to St. Louis and for nine years carried on a busi- 
ness similar to that in which his father was en- 
gaged. In 1848 he returned east and purchased 
a farm in Sandy Spring, Montgomery County, 
Md., where he has since made his home. He 
has an attractive home, surrounded by fine old 
forest trees, and located on the Ashton and Coles- 
ville pike. He has effected a wonderful trans-

formation in the place, as when he purchased it, 
the land was nearly all in pine and sedge, with 
no building on it save a smalllog house. In pol- 
itics he was first a Whig and now a Democrat. 
He is a member of the Society of Friends at 
Sandy Springs. 

May 9, 1848, Mr. Miller married Mary Moore 
Stabler, daughter of Caleb and Ann (Moore) 
Stabler. She was born at Oakwood June 11, 
1828, and died at Alloway June 17, 1892. Her 
maternal grandfather, Thomas Moore, who was 
a civil engineer, was appointed in 1804 by Presi- 
dent Jefferson to locate a national road from 
Frederick, Md., to the Ohio River. Healso pat- 
ented the first refrigerator in the United States, the 
patent for which was signed by President Thomas 
Jefferson and James Madison, secretary of state. 
The original instrument may be seen, framed, in 
the house of our subject, who justly values the 
document. Ann Moore was born in November, 
1799, and was a daughter of Thomas and Mary 
(Brooke) Moore, the former born June 12, 1760, 
died October 3, 1822; the latter born July 27, 
1760, died July 6, 1840. Their children were: 
Mary M., who married Thomas Reese; Asa, who 
died at the age of twenty-three; Ann, Mrs. 
Stabler; and Caleb, who died at the age of fifty- 
two. 

The Brooke family, of which the wife of Thomas 
Moore was a member, was founded in America 
by Robert Brooke, who was born in London June 
3, 1602, and with his wife, Mary Baker, emi- 
grated to Maryland, settling at Della Brooke, 
twenty miles above the mouth of the Patuxent 
River, in what is now Calvert County, June 29, 


1650. ‘The Stabler family is of English origin 
also. George Stabler, of York, England, had 


four children. The youngest, Edward, born 
about 1732, near York, came to America in 1753, 
and married Mary Robinson, of Chester County, 
Pa. After living for-a time in Philadelphia, he 
moved to Petersburg, Va., where he engaged in 
merchandising until his death. He and his wife 
were buried at Gravelly Run, Friends’ cemetery, 
Nansemond County, Va. They had four chil- 
dren who attained maturity: Ann, Mary, Edward 
and William. The last-named married Deborah, 
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daughter of Thomas and Elizabeth (Brooke) 
Pleasants, of Beaver Dam, Goochland County, 
Va. They settled in Leesburg, but removed 
from there to Sandy Spring, Md., settling upon 
a place that she had inherited from her mother. 
Their children were: Thomas P., Edward, James 
P., Caleb and William Henry. 

The subject of this sketch had nine children. 
Annie, born in St. Louis, married Joseph M. 
Shoemaker, son of Robert and Elizabeth M. 
Shoemaker; he died in Germantown, Pa., May 
24, 1895, and was buried at Alloway. Frederick, 
born at Drayton July 11, 1850, died in St. Louis 
June 29, 1851, and was buried at Alloway. 
Robert H., born in St. Louis August 29, i251, 
married Mariana, daughter of Charies and Sarah 
KE, Stabler, September 18, 1895, and they havea 
daughter, Annie. He was for five years, 1893-98, 
director of the government experiment station 
at the Maryland Agricultural College. Cornelia 
S., born at Alloway December 17, 1854, married 
Charles F. Brooke, son of George E. and Hiiza 
Brooke, October 21, 1879, and their oldest child, 
Warwick Miller, died in 1891; the others are: 
Dorothy, Gladys and Margaret. Isabel resides 
with her father. Caleb Stabler Miller, living in 
Washington, D. C., born February 21, 185a, 
married Mary Wilson, at Lapeer, Mich., ard 
they have an adopted daughter, Helen. War- 
wick P., Jr., living in Philadelphia, Pa., born 
in October, 1860, married Mary Stansbury Bentz, 
October 10, 1894, and they have a son, Warwick 
P. (third). Bertha died in infancy, and Mary 
Janet, the youngest daughter of our- subject, re- 
sides with her father. 


ICHARD H. WHITWORTH, proprietor of 
the Westernport pharmacy, was born at 
Laurel, Md., March 29, 1850, the son of 
Richard and Isabella (Willoughby) Whitworth. 
His mother was born in the city of Baltimore, 
while his father’s birth occurred on an ocean 
steamer while the family were en route to Amer- 


ica from Manchester, England. He grew to 
manrkood in Baltimore, and there he engaged in 
business as a woolen manufacturer for years 
From there he removed to Zanesville, Ohio, 
where he died in 1858. He and his wife were 
the parents cf five sons and three daughters, of 
whom we note the following: Laura married 
Tkomas M. Young, who is employed in the pen- 
sion Gface at Washington, D. C.; Mary A. is a 
resident of Laurel, Md.; Isabella is the widow of 
Walliam H. Young and lives at Laurel; Charles 
S., who enlisted in the One Hundred and Thirty- 
nivth Maryland Infantry, was killed in the battle 
of Cedar Creek; Horace, a chief engineer in the 
government service, was in the United States 
navy during the war; Richard H. was next in 
order of birth, while the youngest of the family 
is Edwin A., who has a drug store in Piedmont. 
W.Va. The grandfather of this family, Richard 
Whitworth, was a native of Manchester, Eng- 
land, and after coming to America engaged in 
the manufacture of woolens in Baltimore. The 
mother of our subject is now eighty-six years of 
age. She makes her home in Laurel, and is 
quite hearty for one so advanced in years. 

When twelve years of age our subject began to 
work, his first position being in a grocery at 
Laurel. Five years later he began in business 
for himself, and for three years carried on a gen- 
eral store in Laurel, after which he entered into 
a partnership with his brother, Edwin A., in the 
drug business at Laurel, the business remaining 
there until 1882, when it was removed to West- 
ernport. Later he established a store across the 
river at Piedmont, and when the partnership was 
dissolved in 1894 the Piedmont pharmacy became 
the property of his brother, while he took the 
store at Westernport. Other enterprises have 
engaged his attention at different times, but for 
some years past he has given his entire attention 
to the drug business. 

Actively interested in public matters, Mr. 
Whitworth has been a factor in the development 
of local interests. For four years he served as 
postmaster of Westernport, holding the office 
under Presidents Arthur and Cleveland. = In 
1892-93 he served as collector of county and 
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state taxes for the fifth district, and in 1890 he 
filled the position of census enumerator. In 
politics a pronounced Republican, he always sup- 
ports the principles of his party and votes for its 
candidates in local and national elections. In 
religious belief he isan Episcopalian. January 
18, 1881, Mr. Whitworth married Margaret 
Prichard, daughter of Arthur Prichard, of Anne 
Arundel County, Md. They are the parents of 
seven sons, Horace P., Edwin, Richard S., 
Arthur, Tracey W., Donald P. and Lewis B. 
The sons are being educated in the high school 
under the able supervision of Professor Bruce, 
and Horace, who is a member of the class of 
1898, stands at its head in the excellence of his 
recitations. 
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APT. ETHERIDGE KENT is a member of 

an old and distinguished family of Maryland. 

The genealogical record is traced to Eng- 
land, but for many generations Maryland has 
been their home and the United States their 
country. In commerce and in the professions 
they have had able representatives, men of ability 
and sound judgment, whose talents have con- 
tributed to the advancement of the state, as well 
as won for themselves high standing and financial 
prosperity. Probably the most noted member of 
the family was Hon. Joseph Kent, who was born 
in Prince George County, Md., and became a 
man of such influence and power that he was 
chosen governor of the commonwealth and its 
representative in the United States senate. He 
was the second governor who lived in the colonial 
residence erected by his predecessor, Governor 
Stevens, a building that was constructed of im- 
ported brick and that is still standing. 

The family of Governor Kent comprised eleven 
children, of whom the following attained mature 
years: James, Daniel, Thomas, De Witt; Jane, 
who married Dr. Julius Hall, of Port Tobacco, 
Md.; and Kate, who married a Mr. Mitchell. 
DeWitt Kent, father of our subject, was born in 
Prince George County and received his primary 


education there, afterward taking a collegiate 
course in order to prepare himself for a profes- 
sionalcareer. His plans, however, were changed 
and he entered the mercantile business in Balti- 
more. For many years he was employed in the 
patent and land officesin Washington. Interested 
in agriculture, he owned and superintended a 
farm in the third district of Anne Arundel 
County. His last days were quietly passed on 
that place and there his life work was ended 
March 10, 1886. He was well acquainted with 
many of the prominent public men of his time, 
and was an intimate friend of Gen. Winfield 
Scott, Henry Clay and Daniel Webster, all of 
whom often enjoyed the comforts of his hospitable 
home. ‘Though never seeking office for himself, 
he took an interest in public affairs and kept 
himself well informed concerning the questions 
of the age. In religious connections he was 
identified with St. Anne’s Episcopal Church of 
Annapolis. 

The marriage of DeWitt Kent united him 
with Julia M. Sudler, of Kent County. The four 
sons and two daughters born of this union were 
named as follows: Joseph, who is deceased; Henry 
Ballard, a merchant in Baltimore and a namesake 
of an uncle who bore a prominent part in the 
War of 1812; William Lee, also of Baltimore; 
Etheridge; Julia Ballard, the deceased wife of 
Dr. H. R. Walton, of Annapolis; and Ella Lee, 
the widow of Ogle Winchester, who lives in 
Annapolis. 

In Washington, D.C., where he was born 
August 31, 1848, the subject of this sketch: spent 
the days of his boyhood. He received his edu- 
cation in St. Frances de Sales Academy in 
Boston, but at the age of sixteen, in 1864, left 
school and entered the United States navy, where 
he remained until August, 1865. When the 
war closed he secured employment with the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad Company, with which 
he has since remained, having been a passenger 
conductor for more than thirteen years. Heisa 
member of the Naval Veterans’ Association of 
Maryland, at Baltimore. He casts his vote for 
the man and the measure rather than the party, 
and is independent in politics. In the Order of 
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Railway Conductors he holds membership, While 
not identified with any denomination he attends 
the Episcopal Church, to which his family belong. 
In fraternal relations he is a Mason. 

July 3, 1872, in Baltimore, Mr. Kent was 
united in marriage with Mary Anna, daughter of 
the late Captain Chance, who was a sea captain.

APT. GEORGE L. FISHER. No citizen 
of Hagerstown deserves more honorable 
mention than does this gentleman, who, in 
peace and war, has stood courageously and nian- 
fully by the old flag and has neglected his own 
personal interests for years at a time, for the 
good of his loved country. His record as a mili- 
tary official is one of which he should be proud, 
and one which reflects credit upon his state and 
place of residence. Since 1880 he has been the 
captain of two companies of the Maryland Na- 
tional Guard; was first lieutenant in two com- 
panies and was second lieutenant in,one company. 
In addition to this he served in the state militia as 
first sergeant in one conYpany for six years and 
altogether filled the post of sergeant for twelve 
and one-half years. He is ow Captain of the 
Douglas Guard. + = 
George L. Fisher is the eldest of the twelve 
children of George N. and Barbara (Hachtel) 
Fisher, natives of Bavaria. They came to Am- 
erica in 1851 and landed in Baltimore, from 
whence they proceeded to Fulton County, Pa. 
There the father followed his trade of a wheel- 
wright and also carried on a farm up to the time 
of his death, July 15, 1892, at the age of sixty- 
seven years. He was an official member of the 
Lutheran Church, and his widow, who is still on 
the old homestead, and is now in her seventy- 
third year, is also identified with the denomina- 


Tititidred and-forty deaths. 
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The five surviving children of George and 
Barbara Fisher are: George L., Ludwig G., 
William, Lizzie and Christina, the last-named 
the wife of John Spade, of Fulton County, Pa., 
where the others also reside, with the exception 
of our subject, and William, who is a brakeman 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, with his home 
in Brunswick, Md. 

Though a native of Bavaria, Germany, Cap- 
tain Fisher is practically an American, as he was 
but five years old when he came to this country. 
He was born November 20, 1846, and was reared 
to manhood on his father’s farm in Pennsylvania. 
He was so thoroughly imbued with the spirit of 
patrictism that he enlisted before he was sixteen 
years old, August 18, 1862, in Company A, 
Seventh Maryland Infantry, and participated in 
all the notable battles of the Army of the Potomac 
up to 1864. He at last was so unfortunate as to 
fall into the hands of the enemy while in a skirm- 
ish line at Weldon Railroad. The following week 
while detained in Libby Prison, he lived almost 
Without food, and then during the next three 
weeks he fared little better, he then being con- 
fined in an old tobacco warehouse in Danville, 
Va. For four months he was held a prisoner in 
Salisbury, N. C., and his diet there consisted of 
a pound of corn-bread, made of corn-meal, cobs 
and all, without salt. Two of his companions in 
misery kept as accurate count as possible of the 


tion. 


“deaths of our brave boys in blue in this prison, 
and in a littl iSBver four months the record of one 


was fifty-eight hundred and the other, fifty-eight 
Sixty soldiers who 
died in one night were seen by our subject the 
next morning in the dead-house. At last, 
weakened by untold hardships and privations, he 
and his comrades were started for the Union lines, 
and many died on the forced march of over a 
week which they were obliged to take, rations 
giving out entirely at the close of the first four 
days. They were made to sign a parole and on 
the night of February 29, 1865, were put on the 
cars and landed within the Union lines. From 
Wilmington to Annapolis they made the journe) 
on ship-board, eight hundred men being on the 
transport. Upon receiving his honorable dis 
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charge Mr. Fisher had a furlough of one month 
and then reported again for duty at Annapotis. 
He was sent to Arlington Heights, Va., and re- 
mained there until the return of the Army of the 
Potomac, when he and his comrades took their 
place in the Seventh Maryland. The regiment 
to which he belonged was sent to Baltimore and 
discharged May 30, 1865, at the close of the war. 

After about a year spent in Hagerstown, Ma., 
Mr. Fisher became a member of the Regular 
United States Army, July 10, 1866, enlisting in 
Company A, Second Regiment of Infantry, and 
served as sergeant twelve and one-half years of 
the thirteen years of regular service (first sergeant 
for seven years’ time) and was stationed at Tavlor 
Barracks, in Louisville, Ky., for two and a-half 
years. Then, in rapid succession, he was trams- 
ferred from there to McPherson Barracks, at 
Atlanta, Ga., Mobile, Ala. (about four weeks in 
each place); then in Tuscaloosa, Ala., nineteen 
months; and after spending four years in Atlanta, 
he was sent to Aken, S. C., and six weeks later 
to Tallahassee, Fla. At the expiration of three 
months he was removed to Atlanta again; two 
months later to Spokane Falls, where but two 
weeks were spent; then to Lapaway, Idaho, 
where the winter of 1877 was passed. The next 
two years he was stationed in Fort Sherman, 
Idaho, where he was occupied in assisting in the 
erection of a fort, and July to, 1879, he was 
honorably discharged from the service. Then he 
returned to the home and scenes of his youth in 
Pennsylvania, spending seven months there. His 
home has since been made in Hagerstown, with 


the exception of two and a-half years, when he 


was watchman in the postoffice in Baltimore, 
under the administration of President Harrison. 
He entered the employ of the Cumberland Valley 
Railroad as a train-caller about 1880 and is still 
With the corporation, and one of its trusted men. 
Like his father before him, he has been an ardent 
and life-long Republican, as is also his son, 
George M. He isa charter member of the Fra- 
ternal Mystic Circle; belongs to the Knights: of 
the Golden Eagle, of which he is past chief; the 
Association of the Cumberland Valley Railroad, 
and the Grand Army of the Republic. In the 
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last-mentioned he has been commander and 
officer of the day and 1s now serving his second 
term, and at cite time he was ofhcer of the 
guard. 

November 6, 1867, Mr. Fisher married Mar- 
garet, daughter of Michael Hanley and three 
children have been born to them: George M.; 
Mary. Birs. Dr. Tfaines McKibben, of Buck Valley, 
Pa.; aud Thomas, who died at the age of fourteen 
months and was buried in Buck Valley, Pa., 
near our subject’s old home. Mr. Fisher is a 
Lutheran in religious belief, as are also his chil- 
dren, but his wife is a Catholic. 

i the beginning of the war with Spain, when 
the call to arms was made by the president and 
congress and the Maryland apportionment was 
completed, Captain Fisher faithfully responded 
and was mustered as captain of Company B, with 
his company of eighty men, iuto the First Mary- 
land United States Volunteer service, May 16, 
1898. Later the regiment was transferred to 
Fort Monroe, Va. While here he sat on several 
very important court-martials and had the honor 
of ranking captain of the regiment conferred upon 
him by the war department, because of his pre- 
vious service in the regulararmy. At the time 
of this writing he is still in the service of his 
country. 


LARENCE McCALLISTER KING, :su- 
perintendent of the Maryland house of cor- 
rection and a well-known citizen of Cumber- 

land, was born December 14, 1848, on the fainily © 
homestead near this city. He is a member of an 
old and honorable family, whose record appears 
in the sketch of Alexander King upon another 
page. When he was a boy there were no public 
schools in the neighborhood and he received his 
education from tutors at home. Until twenty 
years of age he assisted his father, Capt. Alex- 
ander King, 
and then went to Morris County, N.J., where he 


in the cultivation of the home farm, 


was engaged with the Mount Hope Mining Com- 


pany. Returning home in 1871, he resumed 
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farm work and continued in the management of 
the farm until after the death of his parents, when 
he bought out the other heirs. He has owned 
the place since 1881, but has not conducted it 
personally since 1893, having hired a man to give 
it his oversight. On the farm there is a fine 
grove, known as King’s Grove, which is much 
patronized by excursionists during the summer 
months. 

Asa Republican Mr. King has always taken 
an interest in the success of his party. For fif- 
teen years he held the position of school trustee, 
but refused nomination for other offices, although 
frequently urged to become a candidate for some 
official position. However, in 1893 he consented 
to make the race for sheriff and accepted the 
nomination, being subsequently elected by a ma- 
jority of thirteen hundred and sixty-five. Dur- 
ing his incumbency of the office there was con- 
siderable trouble, notably the miners’ strike of 
1894. He was called to the Eckhart mine to 
quell a strike, and there found a mob of men 
numbering between one and two thousand. He 
endeavored to get them to disperse, but they were 
bent on destruction and would not listen to rea- 
son. Finally, finding arguments thrown away, 
he wired for three regiments, and succeeded in 
quelling the riot without the shedding of blood. 

At the expiration of his term as sheriff, Mr. 
King was appointed magistrate and held that 
office for six months. He was then given the 
position as assistant superintendent of the house 
of correction. January 30, 1898, the superin- 
tendent died and in February of the same year 
Mr. King was appointed superintendent, having 
the support of the Democrats and Republicans 
alike. All of the employes joined in requesting 
that he be appointed to the vacancy and signed a 
petition to that effect, but the letter was not used, 
Governor Lowndes having such confidence in 
Mr. King that additional influence was not neces- 
sary. The institution is a large one and at this 
writing he has four hundred men under his 
charge. 

Fraternally Mr. King is connected with the 
Knights of Pythias, Shield of Honor, Ancient 


Order of United Workmen, Chosen Friends 
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Lodge No. 34, I. O. O. F.,-and Potomac Lodge 
No. 100, A. F. & A. M., of Cumberland, being 
past master of the latter lodge. In religious be- 
lief he is identified with the Presbyterian Church. 
His marriage, which was solemnized in January, 
1882, united him with Susan Johnson, daughter 
of Jaines Johnson, formerly of Somerset County, 
Pa., but now residing in. Ellerslie, Allegany 
County, Md. Five children were born to the 
union of Mr. and Mrs. King, but one is deceased, 
the others being: Mabel, Helen, Harry and 
Emma. 


ROF. A. G. HARLEY, principal of the public 
school of Conus, Montgomery County, was 
born in Fauquier County, Va., May 26, 

1834, a son of Thomas H. and Jane Harley, na- 
tives respectively of Fauquier County and the 
city of Annapolis, Md. His father, who was a 
mechanic by occupation, took a prominent part 
in public affairs and in religion adhered to the 
faith of the old-school Baptist denomination. He 
died in 1884, at the age of eighty-seven. He had 
two sons, our subject’s brother being Elbridge, a 
resident of Washington County, Md. The grand- 
father, William Harley, was born in Dumbarton, 
England, and crossing the ocean, settled in 
Fauquier County, where he married Mary Harts- 
ton. 

Both in literature and the professions, our sub- 
ject’s education was broad and thorough. He 
graduated from the Medical College of Philadel- 
phia and later from a theological seminary of the 
Baptist denomination, after which he took a 
charge at Newton. Failing health, however, 
terminated his labors in the ministry about the 
time of the Civil war. From 1861 to 1864 he 
was principal of a school in King William County, 
Va. Meantime his labors were interrupted by 
his enlistment in the Thirty-third Virginia In- 
fantry in 1861, and he served with valor until he 
was wounded at Antictam and taken prisoner. 
For eleven months he was a prisoner, most of Ue 
time in the old state capitol building. He was 
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again wounded at Rappahannock, so seriously 
that he was obliged to retire from the service. 
When the war closed, it found him without 
means, for he had lost all in the southern cause. 
He engaged in teaching in Pocomoke and was 
soon made principal of the Williamsport schools, 
where he remained for five years. Later he spent 
twenty years at Centreville Academy, since 
which he has been in Comus. He holds a life 
certificate as a teacher. 

Possessing considerable literary ability, which 
enables him to express his thoughts in appro- 
priate and interesting language, Professor Har- 
ley has for years been a contributor to educational 
journals and prominent newspapers. For twenty 
years he was a correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun and for six years he has held a similar posi- 
tion with the Hera/d. In politics, too, he has 
been active and has stumped every county in the 
state. To some extent he continues pastoral 
work, for, in whatever position he feels he may 
be useful he is anxious to serve. Fraternally he 
is connected with the chapter and shrine of 
Masonry, the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
Ancient Order of United Workmen and the Good 
Templars, for.which last organization he has fre- 
quently lectured. Asateacher he has been very 
successful. Many who were under his instruc- 


tion have became excellent teachers, having been 


drilled in normal work under his supervision; 
others have beconie professional men, prosperous 
business men or noted men in public life. Of his 
work and its success he has reason to be proud, 
and at no time more so than when he reflects upon 
the successful careers of those who were once his 
pupils. | 

In Worcester County, Md., June 9, 1857, 
Professor Harley married Josephine, daughter of 
Levin and Margaret A. (Brettingham) Ames, of 
Accomac County, Va. Of their children, all of 
whom are graduates of schools and hold promi- 
nent positions in society, we note the following:

T. L. Walter is practicing law in Centreville; 
Charles F. isan attorney at No. 310 Kast Lexing- 
ton street, Baltimore, and for ten years was assist- 
ant superintendent of the city mails of Baltimore; 
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Warren died when he was holding a position in 
the government printing office; Stuart and Holton 
died at Centreville when boys; G. Leonard is en- 
gaged in the lumber business in Baltimore; Mar- 
gie is a teacher in Baltimore; and R. Cook in 
Montgomery County. 








ON. JAMES E. AYTON is the present 
representative of the Republicans of Mont- 
gomery County in the Maryland legislature, 

having been elected in the fall of 1897. He has 
always been a great worker in behalf of his 
party, but has never sought ofhce for himself, 
and it was an entire surprise to him when he was 
notified that his name had been used as a candi- 
date for his present position, in the convention of 
his party. In 1893 he had been nominated for 
the same office and was defeated by a majority of 
about one hundred votes, whereas the Democratic 
majority the previous year had been some eight 
hundred and sixteen votes. 

Mr. Ayton, whose beautiful home was built 
by him in 1892, has been a resident of Laytonsville 
since the close of the Civil war, Hewas born in 
Washington, D. C., January 16, 1847, and was 
an infant when the death of his father, Samuel 
Ayton, occurred. The latter was a native of _ 
Montgomery County, his birthplace having been 
near Laytonsville. In his early manhood he 
was occupied in agricultural pursuits, but subse- 
quently, removing to the capital, he passed the 
remainder of his life in mercantile enterprises. 
His father, Beall Ayton, was also a resident of 
this county and was of Scottish origin. The 
mother of our subject bore the maiden name of 
Susan Cox. ‘To her loving care and supervision 
of her son’s youthful -life and studies, much of 
his success in after years 1s undoubtedly due. 

Until he was nineteen years of age James Lv. 
Ayton lived in the city of Washington, and 
was educated in the excellent schools of the 
metropolis. Hewas but fourteen years old when 
he entered the government service as special 
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messenger in the quartermaster’s department, 
and during the last year of the Civil war his 
duties called him to North Carolina. Afterward 
he came to Laytonsville and entered the employ 
of George W. Mobley, continuing with that 
worthy citizen until his death, in 1881. From 
that year until 1892 Mr. Ayton was engaged in 
merchandising, but then sold out to other parties. 
For the past three years he has operated a pro- 
ductive farm three miles from the town, atid in 
addition to this he is financially interested in 
various enterprises. He is a director and one of 
the original stockholders of the Gaithersburg 
Milling & Manufacturing Company, and was one 
of the founders and is now a director in the First 
National Bank of Gaithersburg. He is an of- 
ficer in the Methodist Episcopal Church, and is 
active in Epworth League and Sunday-schoel 
work and has served as superintendent of the 
school for several years. He is prominent in 
Masonic circles, being a member Pantalphia 
Lodge No. 194, A. F. & A. M., and of Mary- 
land Consistory. He is also secretary of Delta 
Lodge of Perfection No. 2, of Ancient & Accepted 
Scottish Rite. 

November 10, 1870, Mr. Ayton married Miss 
Frances E. King, daughter of Rufus and Am- 
anda (Mobley) King, of this county. To them 
have been born one daughter and one son, 
namely: Elizabeth C. and George E. The son 
is a student in the Episcopal high school near 
Alexandria, Va. 





HOMAS PLATER, of Thomas Plater & 
Co., bankers of Nashville, Tenn., is a mem- 
ber of an old and prominent family of Mary- 

land. His father, Thomas, was a son of George 
Plater, of Maryland, a distinguished lawyer and 
supporter of the American Revolution. He was 
president of the convention which adopted the 
resolution separating the colony from Great 
Britain. He served as governor of Maryland 
and member of congress from that state. Thomas 
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later, Sr., was a lawyer and member of con- 
gress frem Montgomery County congressional 
district of Maryland from 1799 to 1803. 

The subiect of this sketch was born in Pooles- 
ville, Montgomery County, Md., January 4, 
1829, and was educated at Winchester, Va., and 
Rockville, Md. He studied law in Washington, 
D. C., and in 1852 went west and settled in 
Nashville, Tenn., where he still resides. His 
life has been spent in practicing law, farming | 
and the banking business. He has one son, 
Richard C. Piater. 
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EORGE, A. DAVIS, an attorney-at-law ot 
Boonsboro, was bern near this place in 1853 
and has been a resident of this locality dur- 

ing his entire life. He obtained the rudiments 
of his education in the public schools of Wash- 
ington County and under private tutors, and at 
an early age entered Mercersburg College, at 
Mercersburg, Pa., from which he graduated in 
1876, upon the completion of the regular course 
of classical and scientific study. Having selected 
the law as his profession in life, he began its 
study under Judge (now United States senator) 
McComas, at Hagerstown, and in 1880 was ad- 
mitted to the bar of Washington County. 

Since beginning in the practice of his profes- 
sion, Mr. Davis has built upa large clientéle 
both in Boonsboro and Hagerstown, and has 
gained a reputation as a successful practitioner 
and a skilled lawyer, whose knowledge of legal 
technicalities is profound and extensive. Like 
every public-spirited citizen should do, he keeps 
himself posted concerning the issues before the 
people of the present day. He has made the 
political questién a study and has affiliated him- 
self with the Republican party, upholding its 
principles by his influence and his ballot. In 
1882 he was a member of the state legislature, 
and while acting as the representative of this 
district in the house he upheld all measures fol 
the benefit of his constituents. He takes an act 
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ive part in local, state and national politics and 
for some timeserved as amember of the Republi- 
can state central committee, where his influence 
was strongly felt. At this writing he is counsel 
for the board of commissioners of Washington 
County. 
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OHN A. HUNTER opened an office in 
Hagerstown, September 7, 1895, and has 
since devoted his attention to the business of 

architecture, meanwhile having gained a reputa- 
tion as one of the leading men in his chosen oc- 
cupationin this part of the state. His first com- 
petition with other architects was at the time 
plans were being made for the annex to the 
Bellevue Insane Asylum at Hagerstown, a build- 
ing that was erected ata cost of $15,000, from 
plans made by himself, under fair competition 
with other architects. His originality and skill 
as an architect, together with the practical na- 
ture of his plans and drawings, have made him 
popular among the people and established his 
reputation in his chosen occupation. 

Near the city of Hagerstown Mr. Hunter was 
born November 16, 1872. He is of Scotch-Irish 
descent, his great-grandfather having come from 
the Emerald Island and made settlement in 
Pennsylvania. The latter’s son, William Hun- 
ter, was a farmer by occupation .and followed 
that calling during the greater part of his life. 
William B. Hunter, our subject’s father, was 
born ‘in Liberty Township, Adams County, Pa., 
and came to Washington County, Md., in 1869, 
being proprietor of a flour mill here until 1876. 
He then returned to Pennsylvania and settled in 
Franklin County, near Waynesboro, where he 
engaged in the milling business. In 188g he re- 
tired from active business and removed to Gettys- 
burg, where he has since resided, being now 
sixty-eight years of age. In politics he is a Re- 
publican. His wife, who was Barbara Jane Wil- 
son, was bornin Montgomery County, Md., near 
Seneca Mills, of Scotch-Irish extraction, and is 
now fifty-nine years of age. 
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Spending his boyhood days under the parental 
roof, the subject of this sketch began to learn 
the milling business under his father’s instruc- 
tion. He early showed that he possessed a 
mechanical turn of mind. In 1890 he went to 
Washington, D. C., and entered the service of 
the United States Government as a mechanic. 
Shortly after he entered the services of Charles 
Edmondson, an extensive builder of the above- 
mentioned city, to learn practical architecture 
and construction. 

After satisfactorily serving Mr. Edmondson 
for some time, our subject then found employ- 
ment with Frank H. Knight, architect and 
builder. Fora number of years he stayed with 
Mr. Knight, first as a carpenter, then arose to 
foremanship, during which time he had charge 
of severallargecontracts. During these years he 
was studying architecture and drawing at night 
school. His untiring efforts were soon rewarded 
by finding a place in an architect’s office. How- 
ever he was not satisfied with working ona 
salary; accordingly, as above stated, September 
7, 1895, he opened his office in Hagerstown, 
Md. He gives his attention closely to business 
and is an untiring worker for his clients’ interests. 

He has little time for public affairs or politics, 
though he keeps himself posted on these, and is 
a supporter of the Republican party at national 
elections. Fraternally he is connected with the 
Knights of the Ancient Essenic Order and in 
religion holds membership with the Presbyterian 
Church.

Carroll County, Md. He relinquished his inter- 
est in the business there in order to accept the 
appointment of superintendent of the location 
and construction of the Reisterstown turnpike, 
reaching northwardly from the city of Baltimore. 
Upon the completion of this work he was ap- 
pointed by the government (in 1&06) to super- 
intend the location and construction of the 
National Road from Cumberland to Wheeling, 
Va. In this connection he was charged with the 
disbursement of the money expended in the con- 
struction of the road. 

The sturdy and courageous character cf the 
man is well exemplified by an incident which 
occurred during this work. He had constructed 
an imposing stone arch bridge of rubbie stone 
masonry over the Youghiogheny River at Smithk- 
field, Pa., generally known as the Big Crossings, 
then regarded as the longest span of that con- 
struction in existence. A formal opening, with 
appropriate ceremonies, was determined upon by 
the government officials and when the time for 
this arrived, a number of them were present to 
take part therein. All was ready for the pro- 
ceedings, but to make sure that they would take 
place without accident, Mr. Shriver took a heavy 
hammer and after all the others had retired for 
the night, by the help of a candle clambered up 
among the timbers composing the false work 
which was to be removed as the preliminary act 
of the ceremonies, and with some heavy blows, 
loosened the wedges which held it in position. 
If the masonry had been faulty enough to have 
fallen without the support of the false work he 
would have been’ crushed and he alone-would 
have suffered from the accident, but all was 
secure and after tightening up the wedges he re- 
tired to his quarters assured that the proceedings 
of the next day would not be marred by any 
mishap from that direction. When the ceremo- 
nies began, his orders for the removal of the false 
work were given with an air of ccufidence in his 
work that gave much zest to the occasion. The 
bridge is still standing (1897) and in a good 
state of preservation—a lasting monument to his 
engineering skill. 

After this he was commissioned by the govern- 


ment to inake the surveys for the extension of the 
National Road beyond Wheeling to St. Louis, Mo. 

his ofce he subsequently resigned, and was 
then appointed by the President, with General 
Bernard and Colonel McCrea, commissioner of 
public works; in this relation he continued for 
some time in government service. On retiring 
from this office he changed his residence from 
Wheeling to Cumberiand, where he engaged in 
business and was mainly instrumental in the re- 
establishment of the Cumberland Bank of Alle- 
ghany, of whicn he was made president, serving 
in this capacity until the time of his death. 

He was remarkable for his varied attainments, 
especially in the profession of civil engineering, 
to which ke had devoted the greater part of his 
life. Hewas brought in contact, in his official 
relations, with many of the prominent men of 
the day and was thus enabled to obtain a store of 
information which gave zest to his social inter- 
course. 

He served in early life with ability as a mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates of Maryland for 
Frederick County and also filled a number of 
minor public offices. To sum up this brief period, 
he was a devoted husband and father, a firm 
friend, a most useful citizen and an eminent 
patriot. 

His children were: Jacob Sherman, Elizabeth, 
(who married Hon. Andrew Stewart, of Union- 
town, Pa.), William Wagoner and George. The 
sons became residents of Wheeling, Va., and the 
daughter a resident of Uniontown, Pa. 
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UDGE ABRAHAM SHRIVER, the third 
son of David Shriver, Sr., was born at the 

old homestead, Little Pipe Creek, Md. He 
married Ann Margaret, a daughter of Henry 
Leatherman, of Frederick County, Md. In early 
life he enjoyed, as common to the family, the 
advantages of a practical knowledge of business. 
He had some experience as a farmer, also 1 
the mercantile business, in which he was engaged 
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for a time in Frederick. At the time of the 
establishment of the present judicial system he 
was appointed to the office of associate judge of 
the Fifth Judicial District of Maryland. This 
was in 1805, and he continued to serve in this 
capacity until 1843, a period of nearly forty years. 
The duties of the office were discharged by him 
with distinguished ability. He was remarkable 
for the inflexibility and uprightness of his char- 
acter, and clearness and strength of his mind. 
These characteristics imparted to his decisions 
great weight and inspired confidence in the per- 
formance of his official duties. The failure of 
his eyesight necessitated his retiring from the 
bench several years prior to his decease. Total 
blindness followed, but notwithstanding this sad 
calamity a well-balanced mind, a life well spent 
and a constitution well fortified by temperate 
habits enabled him to maintain good health and 
spirits to the tine of his death, which occurred at 
his home, attended by his devoted family, in 
the seventy-eighth year of his age. 

The following notice of the event will show 
the estimate formed of his character and public 
services: ‘‘For nearly forty years Judge Shriver 
discharged the duties of associate judge of this 
judicial district with great ability and faithful- 
ness. Not having the advantages of a thorough 
legal preparation for the office, he rose in a short 
time by his natural talents and attention to the 
duties of office to a position of eminence. He was 
respected for the simplicity of his character by 
the masses of people, which is the best evidence 
of his merits. He was strictly impartial in the 
administration of justice on the bench, and he 
gave the weight of his character in favor of the 
cause of the truth in which he firmly believed. 
Strong in his attachment, he was faithful to his 
friends; open and manly in his opposition he was 
to his adversaries, and if he did a wrong it was 
the result of error of judgment and not a fault 
of the heart. 

“Judge Shriver was a man-of open bluntness, 
of strong impulses and siern will. It was not in 
the nature of things that one to whom nature 
had imparted such strong lineaments of character 
should pass through life without encountering 
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opposition. But irreproachable in private life, 
leaving no one behind him who can tell aught of 
wrong that he has suffered at his hands, if in his 
official capacity he had ever swerved a hand’s 
breadth from judicial duty, it has been in leaning 
to mercy’s side in protecting the humble and de- 
fenseless. 

‘‘No truer friend to those suffering from every 
form of human oppression ever lived than this 
son of a sire, who was marked for Tory vengeance 
at the epoch of the Revolution. If there was 
any fanaticism in his character, it was in his zeal- 
ous sympathy with those who fought against 
oppression wherever the flag of freedom was un- 
furled. 

‘Judge Shriver was one of the original founders 
of the Democratic party in this section of the 
state, and to the principles of that party he re- 
mained firmly and warmly devoted to his dying 
hour.”’ 

The political issues of the day received his 
studious attention, and his views on topics of in- 
terest were frequently given tothe public through 
the press. His correspondence on matters of 
government policy was also extensive, such men 
of note as Hon. William Pinkney, and later in 
his life Chief Justice Rodger B. Taney, being 
among his intimate friends and correspondents. 

His interest in his ancestry is shown in the 
care taken by him to collect and record the facts 
pertaining to their history. In the domestic 
circle his virtues were especially marked with 
constancy and devotion. Ann Margaret Shriver, 
wife of Judge Shriver, was ardently attached. to 
her family, to whom she unstintedly gave her 
time and attention in ministering to their comfort. 
Their children were: David Ferree, Juliana, Ann 
Margaret, Mary, Edward, Ellenor, Charles and 
Wilhelm Eltinge. David Ferree and Juliana 
died in infancy. Ann Margaret Shriver, second 
daughter of Judge Shriver, married Charles A. 
Gambrill, and left a daughter named Ann Mar- 
garet. Mr. Gambrill founded the milling bust- 
ness at Baltimore, firm mame of Charles A. 
Gambrill & Co. The business is still conducted 
by his descendants by a second marriage, and 
continues to be as formerly the largest flouring 
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interest in the state. Mary Shriver, the third 
daughter of Judge Shriver, married Charies 
Wilson, a merchant of Baltimore; they had four 
children: Abraham, Mary, Charles and Ann 
Margaret. 

Gen. Edward Shriver, son of Judge Shriver, 
was born at Frederick, Md. He married Eliza- 
beth Lydia, daughter of PhilipReigart. General 
Shriver was educated for the law, and practiced 
at the Frederick bar for some years. His resi- 
dence was at Frederick, and later in Paltimore. 
At the outbreak of the Civil war he was iu sym- 
pathy with the government, and was called by 
Governor Bradford to aid him in furnishing men 
in response to the demand of the general govern- 
ment for the state’s quota, to serve in the United 
States army for the defense of the union of the 
states. He also served under the appointment 
of General Bradford as judge advocate general 
of the court for the protection of the citizens of 
Maryland who had been subject to draft from previ- 
ous service. He had part also in the civil affairs 
of the state and general government, having 
been chosen to the state legislature in 1843, 1844 
and 1845. He was twice tendered the office of 
secretary of state, first by Gov. Frank Thomas, 
in 1844, and afterwards by Gov. E. Louis Lowe, 
in 1851. He wasa member of the reform con- 
vention of the state, which met in 1850. Clerk 
of the circuit court of Frederick County, 1851-57; 
a member of the board of public works, 1862-65; 
postmaster at Baltimore under the administration 
of President Johnson, 1866-69, and registrar of 
the water department, Baltimore, 1882-88. 

General Shriver had four daughters. Ann 
Albertine, his eldest daughter, married Col. 
John A. Tomkins, late of the United States 
army. Mary Margaret, his second daughter, 
married Chapman L. Johnson, of Virginia. Ellen 
Emeline, his third daughter, married Dr. Robert 
B. Tyler, of Frederick, Md. Elizabeth S., his 
fourth daughter, married Charles D. Reifsnider, 
of Frederick, Md. 

Ellenor Shriver, fourth and youngest daughter 
of Judge Shriver, married John H. Williams, of 
Frederick, Md. Mr. Williams was for a number 
of years president of the Frederick County Bank, 


and is a highly respected member of the com- 
muity. They have two children, Henry and 
Margaret Jane. Charles Shriver, son of the 
judge, married Ann Eliza Thomas, and died 
young, leaving one son, Charles Eltinge. Wil- 
heim Eltinge Shriver, the youngest son of Judge 
Skriver, married Cornelia Pullin; he died young 
and left one child, a daughter, Ellenor. 

Judge Shriver and family were members of the 
Reformed Church. In later years some of the 
members were connected with the Presbyterian 
Church at Frederick, Md. Itis to be regretted 
that the Shriver name in Judge Shriver’s lineage 
will terntinate in the present generation, General 
Shriver, of Baltimore, being the last male mem- 
ber of the branch of the name. 
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APT. THOMAS SHRIVER, the second son 
of Andrew Shriver, of Union Mills, Carroll 
County, Md., was born at the homestead, 

Little Pipe Creek, Md., September 2, 1789, and 
died in New York City August 19, 1879. He 
married Ann E. Sharp, of York, Pa. 

He manifested, in an eminent degree, the char- 
acteristics peculiar to the family and was a self- 
taught and practical engineer, machinist and 
inventor. Hewas engaged in a number of en- 
terprises, some of which were quite successful. 
His first business engagement, about 1814, wasat 
York, Pa. At this titie the war with ‘Great 
Britain occurred, and he enlisted and organized 
a company of volunteers for the defense of Balti- 
more, which he commanded at the battle of North 
Point, thus earning the title of captain. 

In 1818 he located at Sandy Mount, on the 
Reisterstown pike, eighteen miles from Baltimore. 
He improved the property by the erection of 
several buildings, among others a saw mill, 
which was run by horse-power. While at Sandy 
Mount he conceived the idea of an improvement in 
carriage springs and built for himself a carriage 
to which he applied the invention as an exper!- 
ment, This was the origin, as he claimed, of the

invaluable elliptic spring now so generally in use, 
though he never applied fora patent. 

In 1826 he removed from Sandy Mount to 
Frederick, where he was interested in an effort to 
introduce water into the city from the mountain 
springs near by. Thence he removed to Frank- 
lin, a village near Baltimore, and was associated 
with a company of gentlemen having in view the 
improvement of that place, superintending the 
location and construction of the Franklin turn- 
pike, etc. He was also interested, about this 
time, in consort with his brother, Joseph Shriver, 
in prospecting the route for the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington & Baltimore Railroad, south of the 
Susquehanna, the result being the adoption of 
plans submitted by them for crossing the Gun- 
powder and Bush Rivers in the use of pile bridges. 

In 1834 he removed to Cumberland and secured 
an interest in the Good Intent Stage Company, 
carrying mail and passengers between Cumber- 
land and Wheeling, Va. While thus occupied 
he invented the bow spring, which wasapplied to 
the coaches. He was chosen mayor of Cumber- 
land several terms, from 1844 to 1850, and gave 
much attention to the improvement of the streets, 
personally superintending the grading and 
paving. After the extension of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad west of Cumberland, staging was 
discontinued on the National Road. He then 
organized a company for the construction of a 
plank road from Cumberlandto West Newton, Pa., 
via the old Somerset Road. The Youghiogheny 
River was improved for slack-water navigation, 
and a steam-boat, the Thomas Shriver, plied 
daily between West Newton and Pittsburgh, con- 
necting with the stage line. The effort to com- 
pete in this way by rapid transit with the railroad 
was not successful, but it shows his indomitable 
energy and enterprise. In 13853 he started an 
omnibus line in Philadelphia, Pa., and continued 
it until bought out by a passenger railway com- 
pany. He then removed to New York, becoming 
one of the firm of T. Shriver & Co., founders, 
which connection he sustained to the close of 
his life. 

Thomas Shriver was naturally of buoyant 
spirits and, consequently, was but little affected 


by the varying fortunes of life. If his efforts 
proved unsatisfactory in results, nothing daunted, 
he turned his attention to new fields of enterprise 
until he achieved success. His practical experi- 
ence enabled him to counsel wisely, and he was 
ever ready tolend a helping hand to those deemed 
worthy of his confidence. 

He affliated politically with the Whig party 
and took alively interest in the campaigns of 1840, 
’44 and 48, when Gen. W. H. Harrison, Henry 
Clay and Gen. Zachary Taylor were successively 
candidates for the Presidency. The big ball, 
which he improvised upon the occasion of the 
Harrison Ratification Convention and Proces- 
sion, Baltimore (1840), was a unique feature of 
that memorable campaign and elicited rounds of 
applause asit was rolled by the Allegany Moun- 
tain boys, decked in their hunting shirts and 
coon skin caps, through the streets. At the 
inauguration of General Taylor, Thomas Shriver 
was one of his escorts to the seat of government. 
A lady, who lived upon the route, though a 
stranger at the time to Mr. Shriver, saysthat she 
remembers him well and thought he was better 
qualified from what she saw of him to represent 
the nation at Washington than was the eminent 
personage he was escorting, a merited compli- 
ment to his genial and courteous manner. 

Thomas Shriver reached the rare age of ninety 
years, retaining in good measure his physical 
and mental vigor until near the close of his life, 
which was. due, as has been remarked, to his 
temperate habits in eating and drinking, using 
neither ardent spirits nor tobacco. 

Ann FE. Shriver, his wife, was born at Lan- 
caster, Pa., and resided, when married, at York, 
Pa. She wasa lady of culture and refinement, a 
devoted wife and mother, and a devout Christian. 
She was a member of the Episcopal Church, in 
which communion she was joined by her husband 
and reared her children. George Sharp, her 
brother, edited the Cif/zen, Frederick, Md., a 
journal of considerable influence at that time in 
the state. The children of Thomas Shriver and 
Ann E., his wife, were Ann, Edwin Thomas, 
Elien, Alfred, Ann Elizabeth, Howard, Walter, 
Hervey, Mary and Mary Frances. 
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AMES SHRIVER, the third son of Andrew 
Shriver, of Union Mills, was born at Littles- 
town, Pa., and was baptized by Rev. Mr. 

Kopright; sponsors mother and father. He at- 
tained manhood at the family residence, Union 
Mills. His native intelligence was improved by 
a fair English education, and being qualified tor 
the position, his Uncle David appointed him his 
assistant in the location and construction of the 
national road from Cumberland to Wheeling. In 
1824 he accepted a position tendered him by a 
gentleman interested in the project to make pre- 
liminary surveys for the contemplated Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Canal. He prepared a map ana 
gave a summary of estimates and other matters 
relative to the subject which he had published, 
and gave a decided impulse to the project. 

Hon. Andrew Stewart, M. C., at the time one 
of the foremost advocates for the construction of 
the canal, in an address delivered at Smithfield, 
Pa., .July ,4,:, 1825,.saids Id4found ‘Mr. .James 
Shriver occupied in selecting material on the 
subject. We repaired to Summit Level, where 
Mr. Shriver reniained some time until he coilected 
material for the work which he has since pub- 
lished, and this work gave the first great impulse 
to his movement. It was the result of these sur- 
veys which Mr. Shriver exhibited in person at 
the Canal Convention in Washington which re- 
moved all doubt as to the practicability of the 
work.”’ 

In the year 1885 he was appointed by the gov- 
ernor chief of brigade of engineers to survey lo- 
cation of mountain division of canal. While 
thus engaged Hon. John C. Calhoun, secretary 
of war, spent some time in encampment with the 
brigade, thus evincing the government’s interests 
in the work. After completion of these surveys 
Mr. Shriver was further commissioned (1826) by 
the government to make surveys for the Wabash 
Canal, Indiana, and while engaged in this work 
in the month of August he was taken ill with 
typhus fever and died at Fort Wayne. The 
Brookville (Ind. ) Repository referred to the event: 
‘* Mr. Shriver wasa useful citizen and one of the 
most important, active and efhcient agents of the 
government in the system of internal improve- 


ment now in progress. His scientific attainments 
were not ordinary. In the death of such a man 
it nay weil be said we have lost a useful citizen 
and the government a valuable public officer.’’ 
The fimeral obsequies were in character with the 
foregoing estimate of Mr. Shriver’s public serv- 
ices. General Tipton, the commander of the 
fort, the members of brigade of engineers, the 
Fort Wayne Masonic fraternity, citizens and In- 
dians participated in ceremonies of sepulture, evi- 
denciug thcir grief and respect for the deceased. 
A member of the brigade, in a letter of condolence 
to his friends, says: ‘‘I am certain no man ever 
had more attentive friends about him than Mr. 
Shriver: Mr. Moore, Mr. Stewart, Stansbury- 
Sinith (Morris was ill) Jackman, Dr. Cushman, 
his physician; in fact, all were unceasing in at- 
tentions.’’ The interment was in the ‘‘public burial 
ground near a small church of the river.’’ Mem- 
bers of the brigade subsequently convened and 
took action expressive of their deep sense of loss 
iu the death of their chief. 

In personal appearance James Shriver was at- 
tractive and commanding; was noted in society 
in which he moved for his social qualities, which 
endeared him to his friends, especially to those of 
the home circles at Uniontown and Union Mills. 
He died, as he lived, in the faith of the Gospel. 

Elizabeth B. Shriver, his estimable wife, was 
born at Uniontown, Pa. Her father, John Miller, 
was a prominent citizen of the place. Her 
mother was a daughter of Jacob Brason, one of 
the first settlers of the region. She was the 
eldest daughter. Her sister Anna married Hon. 
Judge Hampton, of Pittsburgh, and her sister 
Jane married Judge James Todd, of Philadelphia. 
John H. Hampton, a nephew, is a prominent 
lawyer at the Pittsburgh bar, and attorney for 
the Pennsylvania and other railroads. Moses 
Hampton Todd, another nephew, of Philadelphia, 
married Alice E, Ferree, and John H. Miller, 
son of her brother, the late Major Miller, 
U.S. A., married Barbara Pebles, whose mother 
was Mary Ferree, lineal descendants in each case 
of the Pequea Ferrees, thus reuniting these 
several branches and connections of the Shriver 
family. 
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Elizabeth B. Shriver was distinguished for her 
personal charms and social and domestic virtues. 
Her death occurred during her husband’s absence 
at Washington on public duty. They had two 
children: Eliza Jane and Samuel Smith. After 
their mother’s death they were taken tothe home 
of their grandparents, Union Mills. James Shriver 
was married a short time previous to his death 
to Eliza Miller, a sister of his first wife. Eliza 
Jane Shriver, daughter of James Shriver, married 
George W. McLean, of Baltimore. At the time 
of their marriage Mr. McLean was with the 
Baltimore & Philadelphia Transportation Com- 
pany, Philadelphia. He subsequently resigned 
the office and removed to Cockeysville, Baltimore 
County, Md., where he was engaged in business 
for some time and thence removed to Baltimore, 
where he now resides. 

The McLean family and their connections have 
been for a long time identified with the business 
and social circles of Baltimore aud Washington, 
D. C., and are recognized among the first in 
respectability. Mrs. George W. McLean was 
a member of the Reformed Church, but at her 
marriage united with her husband in the com- 
munion of the Episcopal Church, in the benevo- 
lent and charitable work of which she is warmly 
interested. 

Samuel S. Shriver, son of James Shriver, was 
born at Uniontown, Pa. He attained his majority 
at the home, Union Mills, where he also received 
an academic education, with special reference to the 
profession of civil engineering, the only practical 
use made of which was the survey of the plot of 
Myersville, now a village annex of Union Mills. 

In early life he was for some time principal of 
the academy at Union Mills; he also took an 
active part in the organization and maintenance 
of the first Sunday-school and temperance asso- 
ciation in the neighborhood. At the time of his 
marriage (1850) he was engaged in the mer- 
cantile business in Philadelphia. In 1860 he 
relinquished business, having in view Gospel 
ministry, and entered the theological seminary, 
Allegany City, Pa. In 1862 he was installed 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, Hights- 
town, N. J.; also served as financial agent for the 
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VanRensselaer Institute, located at that place, 
and secured the erection of the building at an 
expenditure of $30,000. In 1869 he resigned 
the charge at Hightstown and removed to Pitts- 
burgh, where he was appointed financial secretary 
to aid in founding an educational institution, 
the Pennsylvania Female College, East End, 
Pittsburgh. There he continued in service until 
the fall of 1876, when, owing to impaired health, 
he resigned and removed to Baltimore, where he 
had charge as pastor for five years of the Mount 
Alto Mission Church, near the city. 

Caroline H. Shriver, his wife, was born at West 
Alexander, Pa. Her father, Dr. McClusky, was 
a Presbyterian clergyman, the pastor for twenty 
years of the church at West Alexander; also the 
principal at the same time of a noted academy 
which he founded and successfully conducted. 
Lydia Hall, her mother, a lady distinguished for 
her many virtues, was a daughter of Adam and 
Elizabeth Wiltbank Hall, of Lewes, Del. Her 
sister Mary Elizabeth married James Bateman, of 
Philadelphia, and her sister Julia Rev. Jonah 


Lupton, \D..-D:,; of. Clarksville, Tenn. Her 
brother, Henry McClusky, resides in Bucks 
County, Pa. She has been an efficient co-worker 


with her husband in the church, a devoted wife and 
judicious guide and instructor of her children. 
The children of Samuel S. Shriver and Caro- 
line, his wife, were: Mary Jane, John McClusky, 
Anna Hampton, Samuel Henry, Caroline Hew- 
James, George McLean and William 
Payne. Anna Hampton Shriver was a graduate 
from the Pennsylvania Female College. She 
was married to Dr. John Hawkins, of Baltimore 
County, Md. Her death within a brief time 
thereafter was noticed as follows: ‘‘She whose 
death is here chronicled came from western 
Pennsylvania but five weeks ago a bride—young, 
gentle and guileless, only, as it were, to die. 
Highly accomplished and agreeable, those who 
knew her well fondly looked forward to the 
pleasure she would contribute to the social circle 
she was about to enter. She died, as she had 
lived, in the simple faith of a little child.”’ 
Samuel H. Shriver is with the Cochran-Oler Ice 
Company. He is an active member of the brown 
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Memorial (Presbyterian) Church and of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, Baltimore. 
James Shriver is with the American Fish Guano 
Company; office, Hoffman's whart, Virginia. 
George Mclean Shriver is with Charies F. 
Mayer. William Payne Shriver is a student in 
the Manual Training School.

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OSEPH SHRIVER, the sixth and youngest 
son of Andrew Shriver, was bern at Unioa 
Mills, Carroll County, Md., January 11, 

1806, and died at Cumberland, Md., January 1, 
1886. He was educated in Baltimore, choosing 
for his profession civil engineering. Having 
finished preparation, he, at the age of eighteen, 
entered upon duty as assistant to his brother 
James on the surveys of the projected division of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal. Afterward, in 
1826, he was appointed, by the famous engineer. 
Jonathan Knight, one of his corps of assistants in 
locating the National road west of Wheeling, Va., 
and, upon the retiring of Mr. Knight (1829), he 
was commissioned by the government to succeed 
him, completing, within four years, the surveys 
of the road from Indianapolis, Ind., to Jefferson 
City, Mo. Subsequently he was associated with 
Mr. Knight in the surveys for the location of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad near Sykesville, Md. 
He was also engaged, about this time, with his 
brother Thomas, in prospecting the route for the 
projected Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore 
Railroad south of the Susquehanna. 

In the year 1833 his uncle, David Shriver, Jr., 
enlisted his services in the re-establishment of 
the old Cumberland Bank of Allegany, which 
had failed. He was made cashier of the resusci- 
tated bank and served in that capacity until the 
year 1852, when, at the death of David Shriver, 
he succeeded him as president of the bank. In 
1864 the bank was merged into the First National 
Bank of Cumberland, with the same officers, at 


which time foseph Shriver subscribed for nearly 
one-half of the capital stock. The institution, by 
his conservative and judicious management, 
passed with credit through the financial crises of 
1827, 1857 and 1873, and has always had the con- 
fidence of the public. In addition to his duties 
of hank officer, he was president, from its organ- 
ization (1854), of the Cumberland Gas Light 
Company; also for some time was an efficient di- 
rector of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany. nail these relations his course was that 
of a straightforward, honorable man of business; 
discharging the duties incumbent upon him with 
strict integrity of purpose, without fear or favor. 
Politicaliy Joseph Shriver affiliated with the 
Whig and Republican parties; he never aspired 
to public office, taking interest in politics only as 
a citizen concerned for the weal of the common- 
wealth. During the Civil war he was an ardent 
supporter of the Union and Government. The 
Eleventh Indiana Regiment (Col. Lew Wallace) 
while stationed at Cumberland, was indebted to 
him for substantial service. At a critical period 
he advanced $10,000, needed to pay the men of 
the regiment, relying simply upon the good faith 
of the government to reimburse him. The whole 
sum was repaid by the officers of the regiment. 
The regiment, ever after, held him in grateful 
remembrance, and made him an honorary mem- 
ber in recognition of their obligation and esteem. 
By many acts of timely generosity, he was re- 
garded as one of the most charitable men in the 
community. He was instrumental in the érec- 
tion of the present Allegany County Academy, 
in the years 1849-50, and furnished the design 
for the building. His death, though occurring 
at the ripe age of fourscore years, was deeply 
lamented by the citizens of Cumberland among 
whom he had resided the greater part of his life. 
The directors of the First National Bank, at the 
time of his decease, placed on record, in a series 
of resolutions, the sense of high regard they had 
for him as an ofhicer of the bank, citizen, friend 
and public benefactor. 
Mr. Shriver married Henrietta Jane, daughter 
of James H. Causten, of Washington, D.C. She 
was noted for her refinement, intelligence and 
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gentleness of demeanor. Her love and devotion 
to her husband and children was a marked feature 
of her life; and she was much beloved by all her. 
relatives and acquaintances. She was a member 
of the Episcopal Church, in which faith she 
trained her children, of whom there were ten, 
viz.: Charles Causten, Robert, Eliza, Henry, 
Josephine, Mary Carvallo, Henrietta, Alice, 
James H. C. and Josie.

OBERT SHRIVER, president of the First 
National Bank of Cumberland, isthe second 
son of Joseph and Henrietta J. (Causten) 

Shriver, and was born in Cumberland, Allegany 
County, Md., May 7, 1837. The Shriver family 
is of German extraction. The first to settle in 
America was Andreas Shriver, who was born in 
Alsenborn, Germany, in 1673, and emigrated to 
this country in 1721, settling in the vicinity of 
Goshenhoppen, on the Schuylkill River in Penn- 
sylvania. The line of descent to our subject is 
as follows: Andrew, son of Andreas; David, son 
of Andrew, who married Rebecca Ferree; An- 
drew, son of David, who married Elizabeth 
Schultz; Joseph, son of Andrew, who married 
Henrietta J. Causten. To the couple last-named 
were born the following children: Charles C., 
Robert, Eliza, Henry, Josephine, Mary C., 
Henrietta; Alice, James, H. C. and Josie. Of 
these but three survive, Robert; Eliza, the widow 
of Dr. Stanley H. Fundenberg, who resides near 
Deerpark, Md.; and Henrietta, a resident of 
Cumberland. 

Robert Shriver acquired his early education in 
the public schools of Cumberland and Allegany 
County Academy. Subsequently he entered the 
employ of the First National Bank of this city, of 
which his father was president, and served in 
various capacities until 1886. On the death of 
his father he succeeded to the presidency of the 
institution. The bank is one of the leading 
financial institutions of Maryland, and obtained 


its charter in 1811, under the title of the Cum- 
berland Bank of Allegany. In 1833 it was 
reorganized and in 1864 was succeeded by the 
First National Bank of Cumberland.

AMES H. CRUM. After having efficiently 
filled-the position of deputy sheriff for some 
time, Mr. Crum turned his attention to agri- 

cultural pursuits and removed to the farm where 
he now resides. The place is situated in Liberty- 
town District and comprises one hundred and 
twenty-five acres of land, the cultivation of which 
he personally superintends. He is one of the 
well-known residents of Frederick County, where, 
during the long period of his residence, he has 
won many friends and gained the regard of 
every acquaintance by his fearless bravery and 
unflinching integrity. 

Near Union Bridge, Carroll County, Md., the 
subject of this sketch was born September 25, 
1867, a sonof William T. and Ellen S. Crum, 
both natives of Frederick County. He is the 
only survivor of two children, his brother, Fred- 
erick R., having died in childhood. When our 
subject was one year old his parents moved to 
Libertytown District, Frederick County, and here 
he grew to manhood, receiving a fair education 
in the local schools. At the age of seventeen he 
began to teach school, which occupation he fol- 
lowed for two years. He then engaged in ear- 
pentering for four years, assisting in the building 
of houses in the county. The work, however, 
was not very profitable, nor was it entirely con- 
genial, so at the end of four years he turned his 
attention to farming, which he followed for four 
years. He was first appointed deputy sheriff 
under his father-in-law, Daniel P. Zimmerman, 
whose term lasted two years. He was retained 
as deputy by Sheriff McBride for two years, re- 
tiring from the position in December, 1897, and 
settling on the farm where he now resides. 

January 3, 1889, Mr. Crum married Miss Zoie 
Zimmerman, by whom he has two children, 
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Mamie Blanche and Reno Sheridan. In politics 
he gives his allegiance to the Repubiican party, 
with whose principles he is heartily in sympathy. 
Fraternally he is connected with the Senior 
Order United American Mechanics‘aud the Iin- 
proved Order of Red Men; also the Sons ot 
Veterans. He is known for his sound judgment 
in business matters, for his fearless nature and 
for the enterprise that impels him to undertake 
any venture that promises to bring success. 
What he has is the result of his energy, per- 
severance and shrewd business qualities. 
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ACHARIAH A. BRIGGS has been very 
successful in his work as a farmer. He 
started seventeen years ago entirely without 

capital, but through his energy and perseverance 
he has become the owner of seven hundred acres, 
the most of which is very valuable land. Of this 
large place, which is situated in Gaithersburg 
District, Montgomery County, he maintains per- 
sonal supervision. Upon it he raises large crops 
of the various cereals, and in addition he is en- 
gaged in the dairy business, having about one 
hundred cows and shipping two hundred gallons 
of milk every day. He furnishes employment to 
seven hands the entire year, and during the busy 
season has ten or twelve men working on his 
place. 

Near his present place of residence Mr. Briggs 
was born, March 10, 1848. He is a descendant 
of Scotch ancestry, but the family has been rep- 
resented in America for several generations. His 
grandfather, Robert Briggs, was born in Mont- 
gomery County and was a large raiser of tobacco 
and a slave owner. ‘Twice married, by his first 
wife, Miss Simmons, he had three sons and three 
daughters. His second marriage was childless. 
Upon his death, by his will all of his slaves were 
freed. He was the owner of large tracts of iand, 
but his youngest son, Samuel, our subject's 
father, was despoiled of his share of the estate 
through the mismanagement of his guardian. 


Obliged, therefore, te begin without capital, he 
rented a farim, but later acquired ownership of 
land and became a successful farmer. Politically 
he was first a Whig and latera Democrat. Inthe 
Methodist Citurch he served as a steward during 
the greater part of his iife, and also held office as 
a trustee. 

The marriage of Samuel Briggs united him 
with eleanor $., daughter of Benjamin Higgins, 
a farmer of this county. They were the parents 
of nine sons and one daughter, the latter, Sarah 
Matilda, being deceased, as is also one son, 
George. The survivors are: Robert, a farmer, 
living near Gaithersburg; Samuel Thomas, who 
resides in Darnestown District; William Henry, 
of Gaithersburg; James Washington, a farmer, 
living south of Gaithersburg; John Wesley, who 
occupies a farm adjoining that of our subject on 
the east; Zachariah A.; Cideon, a farmer, living 
east of our subject; and Alonzo M., who went to 
Onio and has followed the trade of machinist. 

Remaining with his father until he was twenty- 
two years of age, our subject at that time started 
out in the world for himself. He first worked 
some land belonging to his father, receiving half 
of what he raised. He had only one horse, so 
the work of plowing was slow, and he was hin- 
dered in getting a start. But perseverance and 
industry won the day, and, having been blessed 
with uniformly good health, he has succeeded far 
beyond his expectations. His father in his will 
left to each son a piece of land, but when our sub- 
ject found that his land was willed to him only 
during life, he determined .to.strike out on his 
own account. He bought ninety acres, later (in 
1881) added one hundred and twenty-five acres, 
and from time to time made other additions until 
now he has four hundred ard fifty acres in the 
home farm and two hundred and fifty acres near 
Darnestown. He has the reputation of being 
one of the most practical farmers in the locality, 
and the results of his labor bear out this tribute 
to his ability. Taking the results of last year 
(1897) as an example, it may be said that he 
averaged one hundred bushels of corn per acre 
and thirty-eight bushels of wheat per acre, which, 
however, was about two bushels less than he has 
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before averaged. The land, at the-time of its 
purchase, was partly cleared; but the remainder 
he cleared himself, and some of his best fields 


comprise land that he cleared. He has never had 


any difficulty in securing help, for he pays fair 
wages and treats his men kindly. Politically he 
has always been a Democrat, and fraternally is 
connected with the Knights of Pythias. 

December 10, 1870, Mr. Briggs married Mary 
J., daughter of James Cleggett, They have one 
son, Herman C. The family are connected with 
the Methodist Church and Mrs. Briggs is a 
teacher in the Sunday-school. When the house 
of worship was built in 1865, Mr. Briggs assisted 
in getting out the timber for the edifice, and has 
been a regular attendant at services held in this 
church ever since it was built.

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AKER JOHNSON, an attorney-at-law, is 

one of the representative young business 

men of Frederick. He is also one of her 
native sons, his birth having taken place here in 
1858. He is a son of Dr. George Johnson, a 
wealthy and leading citizen here, now living re- 
tired. "The gentleman whose name heads this 
review is active and energetic in the advance- 
ment of whatever he deems will accrue to the 
benefit of his fellow-townsmen, and is progressive 
in all his ideas. A member of the Business Men’s 
Association of Frederick, he seeks earnestly, as 
do they all, to encourage local enterprises and 
industries, to advocate needed improvements and 
reforms in the city government, etc., and is 
thoroughly in touch with the spirit of the age, 
which admits of no retrograde steps. 

In his youth Mr, Johnson was a student in 
Frederick College, subsequently taking a higher 
course in Princeton. From that institution of 
learning he received the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, in 1877, and three years later that of Master 
of Arts. Having determined to enter the legal 
profession he went into the office of his uncle, 
George L. Crawford, of Philadelphia, and in 


of 


1880 was deemed worthy of admittance to the 
bar, the degree of Bachelor of Laws being con- 
ferred upon him by Pennsylvania College. In 
December, 1883, he married Miss Fannie C. 
Elder, of Westmoreland County, Pa. She died 
in 1887, as did also their infant child. After his 
graduation he had located in Baltimore, and was 
there engaged in practice about five years, but 
after the death of his wife he spent several years 
in New York and Chicago. Then returning to 
his old home here he settled down in earnest to 
a regular practice, and was soon on the high 
road to success in his chosen field of labor. 

For one year Mr. Johnson served as president 
of the Alumni Association of Frederick College, 
he having been granted this honor in February, 
1897. Heis also one of the vice-presidents of 
the Asscciation of Maryland Alumni of Princeton 
College. He was a delegate to the annual con- 
ventions of the Brothers of St. Andrew, which 
in Detroit, in 1893; Washington, 
D. C., in 1894; Louisville, in 1895, and Buffalo, 
in 1897. In February, 1897, he was elected 
secretary of the Frederick County Historical 
Society, to succeed Dr. Charles W. Hoffman, 
late librarian of the supreme court of the United 
States. May 14, 1896, Mr. Johnson read a paper 
before the Historical society upon Judge Richard 
Pitts, deceased, who graduated from the law 
department of Princeton College in 1805, and 
whose public record was a most brilliant one. 
He was a senator in Washington, from this state, 
aud was appointed to represent the sixth judicial 
circuit in the comunittee on judicial administra- 
tion. 

The subject of this article stands high in 
Masonry, being connected with Columbia Lodge 
No. 58, A. F. & A. M., and Enoch Chapter No. 
23, R. A. M. In politics he has always been a 
Democrat of liberal views, and though he has 
not been an aspirant for official distinction, he 
takes great interest in local and national party 
Upon numerous occasions he has been 
appointed by the circuit court in will cases, and 
he is now the attorney for the National Building 
Association of Baltimore. 

April 17, 1895, occurred the marriage of Baker 
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Johnson and Miss Helen Young, who isa daugh- 
ter of McClintock Young, of Frederick. heir 
home is the old residence of our subject’s parents, 
who lived under its hospitable roof for thirty 
years. The young peoplearecordiaily welcomed 
in the very best society of the city, and have the 
best wishes of a host of friends. They are mem- 
bers of All Saints’ Episcopal Church. 
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ILLIAM WINTER, whose home is located 

at No. 312 South Potomac street, Hagers- 

town, is a native of this place, his birth 
having occurred here July 30, 1842. He is an 
honorable, industrious and upright citizen, re- 
spected by everyone, and is considered one of the 
representative business men of this thrifty and 
flourishing town. He is actively concerned in 
all public movements tending to develop the lccal 
industries and to aid our welfare in any manner 
and to this end devotes much of his time, means 
and influence. He has never aspired to political 
positions, but is a worker in the ranks of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and was chosen to act as a delegate 
to the last county convention of the body. The 
only office of a political character that he has 
ever held was that of judge of elections, and this 
was merely as a matter of accommodation to his 
friends. 

The parents of our subject were Henry and Eliz- 
abeth (Burns) Winter, natives of Germany. The 
father crossed the Atlantic when a lad of about 
seventeen, accompanying his uncle and family. 
On the way they were shipwrecked, the uncle 
and six of his children perishing, but young 
Winter was rescued and taken back to Europe. 
He was not to be discouraged in his effort to reach 
America, however, and soon sailed again to the 
land of promise. He was quite a musician, but 
seeing there was small chance for him to make a 
livelihood in that direction, he learned the trade 
of brick-making and followed this occupation for 
years in Hagerstown. He conducted a business 
of his own, and within a few years it had as- 


sumed large proportions. His original brick 
yard was situated where the Antietam school 
house now stands, and later he owned kilns in 
varicus parts of this county. His trade was not 
merely local, for he constantly supplied farmers 
and others in the adjoining states with material 
for building substantial structures. 

Thus frem « poor boy, a stranger in an un- 
known land, with everything against him at first, 
Mr. Winter rose to be a man of position and 
honor in the community, one who was universally 
respected for his sterling character. He was 
very greatly interested in religious work and was 
of much assistance, financially and otherwise, in 
the erection of the new Reformed Church. His 
contributions to church and benevolent organiza- 
tions were generous and frequent, and no one 
ever appealed to him for help in time of need and 
met with refusal, if 1t was in his power to doa 
rood turn. Prior to the war he was affiliated 
with the Whigs, but subsequently sided with the 
Democratic party. Death put an end to his busy 
and useful career when he was in his fifty-ninth 
year. His wife, who had come to America with 
her sister, Mrs. Burk, when a girl of fourteen 
years, lived to be threescore and ten. She held 
membership with the Lutheran Church, in whose 
faith she was reared. By her marriage with Mr. 
Winter she had five children, four of whom sur- 
vive. Henry, a resident of Hagerstown, has his 
home on South Jonathan street, and George L. 


_ lives on South Potomac street, while Lizzie, the 


only daughter, is the wife of Jacob Stockslager, 
who owns a farm about a mile and.a-half south- 
west of Hagerstown... Emma Jane; who died in 
1891, was the wife of E. C. Bell, who operates a 
photograph gallery near the Baldwin hotel, in 
Hagerstown. She left one child, Emma. 

William Winter learned the business of manu- 
facturing brick in the yards owned by his father. 
From a very early age he has followed the trade 
and thoroughly understands it in every detail. 
His brick-kilns have a capacity of one million 
five hundred thousand bricks per annum, but of 
late years he has manufactured but from five 
hundred to eight hundred thousand. 

February 7, 1868, Mr. Winter married Hliz- 
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abeth Summers, daughter of George Summers, a 
native of Germany. The seven children born to 
our subject and wife are: Florence V., wife of 
Albert Ankeney, only son of Calvin Ankeney, 
of this city; George, who is in business with 
his father; William, Mary E., Charles H., Ellen 
M. and Samuel F. The parents and six of their 
children hold membership with St. John’s 
Lutheran Church. 


MORY A. PRY. After having engaged ex- 
clusively in the milling business for some 
years, Mr. Pry in 1884 began to turn his 
attention to the fruit business, and his subsequent 
experiences in this industry have been so success- 
ful that he is said to be the largest fruit grower 
in the state of Maryland. With his brother, 
who has also been his partner in the milling 
business, he now has six hundred acres planted 
to peach trees, from which each year he gathers 
about fifty thousand baskets of peaches. In the 
work connected with the peach orchard, as well 
as in the carrying on of the farm, he gives employ- 
ment to at least thirty men, and during the busy 
season the number of employes is increased to 
one hundred and twenty-five. The crates for 
shipping the peaches are manufactured on the 
place, where also three packing houses afford 
every facility for the packing of the fruit. The 
farm is known as Mount Lookout Orchard, and 
is situated near Keedysville, Washington County. 
In this town Mr. Pry was born in 1849. His 
father, Samuel, who was born herein 18rq, is 
still living in the village, but is now retired from 
active business. For years he was one of the 
leading farmers and millers of the county and 
owned the best equipped mill in this’ section. 
Politically he has always been a Republican, and 
during the exciting days prior to and during the 
Civil war he took his stand firmly for the 
abolishment of slavery. In 1876 he retired and 
took up his residence in Keedysville, where he 
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has since made his home. Though eighty-five 
years of age, he is well preserved and quite 
active. 

The grandfather of our subject, Philip Pry, 
was of remote French descent. The family name 
was originally spelled Bryne, later changed to 
Bry and after settling in Maryland was altered to 
Pry. He was born in Germany and was six 
years of age when his parents left their native 
land, intending to settle in America. Unfor- 
tunately,-while crossing the ocean, both died, 
and the orphan boy was then taken care of by a 
Mr. Rohrer, who settled near York, in Franklin 
County, Pa., and engaged in the distillery busi- 
ness there. About 1810 he came to Maryland 
and settled in Washington County, establishing 
the family of Prys in this section. He died here 
in 1828, when sixty-five years of age. He was 
twice married, his first union being childless; 
while by his second wife he had three children, 
Samuel, Philip and Susan. 

‘Samuel Pry, our subject’s father, married Miss 
Mary Ann Cost, whose family is referred to in 
the sketch of Jacob H. Cost. They became the 
parents of seven children, namely: Aaron C., 
who was born in 1845; Barbara Ann, born in 
1847, now the wife of William Hughes; Emory 
A., born in 1849; Alice Myra, born in 1853, wife 
of Frank Deaver; Susan K., born October 31, 
1855, married John Nunamaker; Thomas Jeffer- 
son, born in 1858; and Philip David, who was 
born in 1861 and died June 2, 1862. The wife 
and mother passed away July 27, 1897, at the 
age of seventy years. 

The early years of our subject’s life were 
passed on the home farm and around his father’s 
mill, where he learned the milling business. In 
1876 he and his brother, Aaron C., took charge 
of the mill, which they have since carried on, 
having added the roller system in 1882. In 1884 
they began in the fruit business, and now have 
the largest peach orchard in the state. In _poli- 
tics Mr. Pry isa Republican and takes an interest 
in local matters. Fraternally he is connected 
with Antietam Lodge No. 197, A. F. & A. M., 
in which he has passed the chairs. In religion 
he is connected with the Reformed Church. In 
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1882 he married Carrie, daughter of George W. 
Warfield, and by their union two children have 
been born, George R. and Mary W. 
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ILLIAM, Ac, WATERS qMeDeiuln rve75 

Dr. Waters purchased property wear Ger- 

mantown, in Clarksburg District, Mont- 
gomery County, and here he has since made his 
home, meantime carrying on a general practice 
as a physician. In his profession he has attained 
an enviable reputation, while as a citizen he is 
known to favor all plans for the upbuilding of the 
community and the welfare of the people. He is 
aman of fine physique, hearty and robust, ana 
while he has always been a very busy man, his 
hard work has never seemed to impair his facul- 
ties or injure his health. 

A native of Montgomery County, born near 
Brookeville, Dr. Waters is a son of Ignatius 
Waters, who was born at the family homestead 
and followed agricultural pursuits. He was an 
extensive farmer and had the supervision of over 
one thousand acres, on which he raised tobacco, 
wheat and corn. Politically he was a Whig and 
a great admirer of Henry Clay. In religion he 
was identified with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and was deeply interested in its progress. 
His home was always the stopping place for 
preachers of the denomination, during the early 
days when itinerants were frequent in this lo- 
cality. He married Elizabeth, daughter of Capt. 
Eli Dorsey, of Elk Ridge, a Revolutionary 
patriot, who served during the entire period of the 
war. Of their thirteen children only two are now 
living: William A. and Zachariah D., a retired 
merchant, who spends much of his time with his 
brother. 

After completing the public-school studies, the 
subject of this sketch entered New Windsor Col- 
lege, Carroll County, Md., where he was a stu- 
dent for two years. He then went to Frederick 
City and began the study of medicine under the 
preceptorship of a cousin, Dr. William Waters. 


After acquiring a rudimentary knowledge of the 
profession ti) this way, he entered the University 
of Pennsylvania at Philadelphia, from which he 
graduated in 1852. On graduating he came to 
this lecality and commenced in practice with his 
bretner, Dr. Washington Waters, with whom he 
remained for several years. His next point ot 
practice was at Clarksburg, Montgomery County. 
Tu 1873 he purchased his present property, and 
has since resided here. Though maintaining an 
active interest in politics, and a stanch Democrat 
in opinion, he has always refused to accept nomi- 
nation for any position, though urged strongly 
to become 2 candidate for the legislature, at a 
time whet nomination was equivalent to election. 
He is not a member of any church, but attends 
the Methedist Church, to which his family be- 
longs. He is a stockholder and director in the 
First National Bank of Gaithersburg. 

In 1863 Dr. Waters married Miss Mary N., 
daughter of William Wilson, of Clarksburg. Two 
children were born of their union: Mary Wilson, 
who married Algernon Pool, of Barnesville; and 
“harles C. The wife and mother died in Sep- 
tember, 1891. The doctor was a second time 
married, September 17, 1896, his wife being 
Mrs. Maria E. L. Wilson, of Clarksburg, Md. 
The only son of Dr. Waters, Charles C., superin- 
tends the home farm of six -hundred and sixty 
acres; he is interested in good stock and owns 
some fine horses, having a half-mile track on the 
place, where he trains them.» An expert marks- 
man, he is much interested in hunting, fishing, 
and all athletic sports, a taste which -he inherits 
from his father, who is an ardent supporter of all 
sports. 





OHN H. YOUNG, one of the most honored 
citizens of Cumberland, has been a resident 
of this place for over half a century, and has 

been prominently connected with every enter- 
prise or public movement that has built up and 
increased her prosperity. At one time he was 
the city treasurer; about 1868 he was appointed 
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deputy revenue collector for Cumberland and 
vicinity, and occupied this responsible post until 
his retirement to private life in 1884. He had 
previously been for a few years the postmaster 
here, having been appointed by President Lin- 
coln, whose death, however, took place before he 
had signed the papers. In these several and 
varying offices Mr. Young displayed practical 
knowledge, great executive ability and careful 
regard to detail. He was considered avery val- 
uable employe by those in authority over him, 
and with one and all he was very popular. 

The father of the above, John A. Young, was 
a native of Germany, but came to the United 
States to seek a home and fortune when he was 
in early manhood. He located in Reisterstown, 
Baltimore County, Md., later removed to Balti- 
more, where he made his home for a number of 
years, and acted in the capacity of deputy- warden 
in the state penitentiary in Baltimore several 
terms. His death occurred in the city of Wash- 
ington, D. C., his age being about threescore and 
ten at the time of his demise. He was a mem- 
ber of the German Reformed Church, as was 
likewise his wife. She was Miss Rebecca Abra- 
hams, of Pennsylvania, prior to their marriage, 
and her age at death was about seventy-five years. 
She was the mother of eleven children, all of 
whom -have been summoned to the land of shad- 
ows, with the exception of our subject and his 
sister, Mary, wife of Peter Hepburn, of Wash- 
ington, D.-C. 

John H. Young was born in Reisterstown, 
Baltimore.County, October 15, 1815, and passed 
his youth in that locality. He was educated in 
the public schools of Baltimore, and in one known 
as Rittenhouse’s Day School. He was about 
nineteen years of age when he started out to 
make his own way in the world, and settling in 
Ellicott City, Md., he carried on a hardware 
store until 1844. He was very successful and 
had built up a large and paying trade, but for 
certain reasons he believed that he could do bet- 
ter elsewhere, and fifty-four years ago he came 
to Cumberland, casting in his lot with our people. 
He bought out John G. Huffiman (father of the 
late Judge Huffman) and conducted a hardware, 


stoves and tinware business there for over a quar- 
ter of a century. He established an enviable 
reputation for straight dealing, fairness in all his 
transactions and faithfulness to his contracts. 
When the war seemed very imminent he con- 
cluded to retire from his business and accordingly 
disposed of the enterprise. Then followed his 
public life of nearly a quarter of a century, his 
record here as blameless and creditable in every 
respect as his business career hitherto had been. 
In his early days he was a supporter of the Whig 
party, and after the organization of the Repub- 
licans he became a stanch ally of the party. 

Mr. Young married Miss Eleanor A. Mat- 
thews, a daughter of James and Mary L. (Mc- 
Intosh) Matthews. He has been identified with 
the Odd Fellows since 1840, and passed all the 
chairs in Chosen Friends Lodge, of this city. He 
is a member of the grand lodge, and has been 
district deputy grandmaster several terms. In 
the Methodist Episcopal Church of this city he 
has the distinction of being the oldest member, 
and for a great many years he has been an officer 
in the congregation, trustee, steward and superin- 
tendent of the Sunday-school. Hus wife has also 
been an honored and active meniber in the 
church and is loved by all who know her. 
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ROF. GEORGE B. FRAZEE, vice-principal 
of the Oakland public school, of Oakland, 
Garrett County, is one of the native sons of 

this county, his birth having taken place in the 
vicinity of Friendsville, not far from the Pennsyl- 
vania state line, in 1864. He possesses a fine 
education and since he arrived at man’s estate 
has devoted his whole attention to teaching. In 
this field of effort he has met with the success 
which he truly deserves, as he is deeply in 
earnest, is progressive and a great student of 
modern systems and methods. His experience 
as an educator has been wide and diversified, and 
his energy and general ability are without ques- 
tion. 
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In the early days of the settlement of New 
York City, (then called Manhattan) the ancestors 
of our subject were concerned to some extent in 
the leasing of the site of the town. They had 
come to the United States from France, their na- 
tive land, to found homes in the new worid, 
where they might be secure from the oppression 
and religious persecution which was their por- 
tion upon the continent. The great-grandfether 
of the professor lived upon a farm in New Jersey, 
not far from the state line separating it from New 
York. His parents are Isaac T. and Barbara 
(Thomas) Frazee, both natives of Maryland. 
The father is still living, and is carrying on his 
valuable farm in the northern part of this county, 
where he has dwelt for a great many years. His 
family comprised seven children, one of whom is 
deceased, while those surviving are as follows: 
Howard, a resident of Uniontown, Md.:; S. Kim- 
mel; Matthias; Martha, wife of George Hum- 
berson; Newton; and George B., of this article. 

Prof. George B. Frazee obtained his early edu- 
cation in the public schools of his home district, 
and in the Garrett County Normal, where he was 
a student for two terms. Hethen went to Mcunt 
Pleasant, Pa., where he attended the Mount 
Pleasant Institute for some time, perfecting him- 
self in the higher branches of study and fitting 
himself for his future work as a teacher. The 
next four years he was actively engaged in teach- 
ing inthe public schools of this county. Desiring 
further instruction in certain branches he went 
to Mount Union College, near Alliance, Ohio, 
for a period, then returned to teach inthe schools 
of this” county for several terms. In 1894 he 
graduated from the commercial department of 
Redstone Academy in Uniontown, Pa. He 
wished to see something of the great west, and 
accordingly went to Nebraska, obtained a school 
and remained there a few months. Upon his re- 
turn home he was called to become the principal 
of the Selbysport, Md., schools, and also con- 
ducted classes in the normal school in that town. 
In 1897 he came to Oakland, having accepted a 
position as assistant in the normal school and in 
the fall of the same year entered upon his new 
duties as vice-principal of the public school. He 


is vety popular with the faculty and with his 
pupils as well, and our citizens feel that he is a 
vaiuabie addition to our already excellent corps 
of teachers, Fraternally he is identified with the 
Junior Order of American Mechanics, having 
joined the organization in Markleysburg, Pa. 
Politicaily he is in favor of the Democrat party. 

in 1388 Professor Frazee and Miss Ida Wright 
were married in Nebraska. Mrs. Frazee is a 
daughter of Samuel Wright, now of Nebraska. 
Our subject end wife have two bright little ones, 
a son and a daughter, Earl W. and Carrie L,. 
The parents are members of the Baptist Church 
and are prominent in local society wherever they 
make their home for any length of time. 


ARON C. PRY was born in 1845 on the 
farm known as McClellan’s Lookout. and 
there the days of boyhood and youth were 
spent, much of his time being passed in his fa- 
ther’s mill, where he early acquired a thorough 
knowledge of the milling business. His educa- 
tion was primarily obtained in the country schools 
and later was extended by a course of study in 
Eastman’s Business College at Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y. Upon completing his education he re- 
turned home and took up the milling business, 
with which he had been familiar from early boy- 
hood. Hecarried on the mill for his father until 
1876, when the latter retired from active life, and 
he then formed a partnership with his brother; 
Emory A., the two carrying on the milling busi- 
ness under the firm name of A. C. & E. A. Pry. 
He being a practical miller, was given the active 
management of the business, and the same has 
since been carried on successfully. 

In 1884 the firm became interested in the peach 
business and they are now the most extensive 
growers in the state, having over six hundred 
acres in a peach orchard. Besides this, they also 
carry on a farm and raise cereals. For a full 
description of the orchard and the peach business, 
as well as for account of the family history, the 
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reader is referred to the sketch of Emory A. Pry, 
on another page. Our subject is also a member 
of the firm of Mencer & Pry, peach and fruit 
growers of Quincy, Pa., where they carry on a 
large business. 

Politically Mr. Pry has always been a supporter 
of Republican principles and has taken an active 
part in local and state affairs, but never consented 
to accept nomination for office. Fraternally he 
isa member of Antietam Lodge No. 197, A. F. 
& A.M. Inreligion he is connected with the 
Reformed Church, in which he has served as an 
elder for a number of years. In business he has 
been very successful, his success being due to his 
energy, good judgment and sound common sense. 
In 1885 he was united in marriage with Miss 
Annie E., daughter of Jacob and Susan Mencer, 
of Quincy, Pa., and a lady of lovely Christian 
cuaracter, whose death was a deep bereavement 
to the family and friends. She passed away in 
1896, at the age of thirty-six years, leaving two 
children, Ruth M. and Hugh M. 








EORGE D. WHITE, deputy fish commis- 
sioner of Garrett County, has been recog- 
nized as a local leader in the Republican 

party for over a score of years and has officiated in 
various positions of trust and responsibility, ac- 
quitting himself with credit to himself and all 
concerned... In. 1875 he was elected deputy 
sheriff, under J. C. Dunham, and later held the 
same office during the administration of sheriff 
Thomas Coddington. In 1879 he was called 
upon to act as sheriff of Garrett County, it being 
believed by his fellow-citizens that no one was 
more capable of occupying the difficult place, 
partly because of his extended experience as 
deputy and partly on account of his general 
fidelity and executive ability. For a few years 
afterwards, his health being poor, he lived some- 
what retired from active life, but in 1896 accepted 
the office which he has since held under John E. 
Gnagey and A. F. George. His personal popu- 
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larity was manifested at the time that he was a 
candidate for county sheriff, as the county was 
then distinctly Democratic in tendency, but in 
spite of this drawback he received a majority of 
nearly a hundred votes. 

Rowan White, the father of the above-named 
gentleman, is a remarkably active man for one of 
his advanced age—eighty-six. He has been 
very influential and stalwart in his support of the 
Democratic party and prior to and during the 
war was the postmaster of Oakland, serving 
altogether some twelve years. His wife is still 
living and all but three of their large family of 
fourteen children survive. Mrs. White was Miss 
Margaret Walz in her girlhood, her father hav- 
ing been William Walz. Rowan White was 
born in West Virginia, and when he arrived at 
an age when he felt it incumbent upon him to 
start forth to make his own livelihood he came to 
this locality, then Allegany County. He settled 
upon a farm situated about eight miles from Oak- 
land, and to the cultivation of this property he 
gave his entire attention up to1859. Fora nuin- 
ber of years he then carried on the old hotel 
known as the Monroe House. He possesses the 
good-will and esteem of a large circle of friends 
aud acquaintances and gives promise of living 
many peaceful and prosperous years. 

The birth of George D. White occurred upon 
the old homestead, about eight miles distant from 
the county-seat of Garrett County, in 1849. He 
has always dwelt in this immediate region and 
it speaks well for him that here, where his whole 
life-history is thoroughly known and where he 
grew to manhood with many of the men and 
women now numbered among the most sub- 
stantial citizens of the town, he is most highly 
regarded and respected. He obtained a liberal 
education in the public schools of his day, and is 
well informed upon the matters of moment in the 
past and present history of our country. For 
several years he conducted a livery business in 
Oakland, but was obliged to give it up in 1890 
on account of his poor health. 
a member of the Knights of Pythias, but the lodge 
was disbanded. In the local lodge of the Legion 
of Honor he has passed all the chairs.

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In 1878 Mr. White married Elizabeth Davis, 
daughter of John Davis, of Frostburg, Ma. They 
have two promising children, a son and a daugh- 
ter, Harry and Margaret, both of whom are well 
educated. The family have a pleasant home, 
where books and flowers abound, and everything 
bespeaks the refinement of the inmates. 


HOMAS H. HALLER. It has been often 
commented upon that in Frederick, an oid 
and conservative place, there are fewer of 

the so-styled self-made men than in many ycunger 
towns and cities, owing, probably, to the fact 
that the rising generations have been settled in 
business by their well-to-do relatives, in most 
instances. Among those that may truly boast of 
being the sole architect of his own fortunes 
here, is the gentleman of whom the following 
history is written. Thestory of the noble, manly 
way in which he met and overcame the obstacles 
in his way should inspire many a young man of 
this community with courage to will and do for 
himself, and we take great pleasure in rendering 
this slight tribute to the worth of our subject. 
The birthplace of Thomas H. Haller is within 
a stone’s throw of his present fine business estab- 
lishment on North Market street, the old Ex- 
aminer building, and the event referred to took 
place December 8, 1855. He is of Swiss-German 
extraction. His higher education was obtained 
in the old Frederick Academy, and while quite 
young he became very desirous of entering the 
legal profession. However, he was forced to 
abandon his treasured dream, owing to the fact 
that he was the eldest son in a large family, and 
his father had received a stroke of paralysis in 
1861, this having almost disabled him. The 
outlook was certainly very discouraging to the 
youth, but he was equal to the burden, and was 
cheerful and hopeful at all times. For a brief 
period he worked in the store of Henry M. Nix- 
torff and afterwards in the store of G. J. Doll, 
where he remained until his twenty-third year, 
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when he went into business for himself. In 
September, 1879, in partnership with L. E. 
Mullinux, ke opened a dry-goods store in the 
Erchison building, which partnership continued 
until 1883. He then opened his present estab- 
lishinent Gn North Market street, one of the best 
locations in the city, since which time his busi- 
ness has increased yearly. He has gradually en- 
larged his stock, and now carries a splendid line 
of generai dry-goods and notions, cloaks, men’s 
furnishings, etc. Employment is given to seven 
or more clerks, and all of the equipments of the 
store are modern and first-class. 

In addition to looking after his flourishing 
ary-goods business, Mr. Haller has numerous 
other investinents and enterprises. He is now 
vice-president of the Union Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of this place, and was one of its chief 
organizers, some ten years ago. He is nothing 
if not practical, and, believing that in many 
ways the community would be benefited by a 
large factory, he broached the matter to several 
of the progressive and public-spirited citizens, 
with the result that a charter was at once secured 
and a plan well underway. At first eighteen 
stocking-knitting machines were purchased, and 
placed in a small store-room on Market street, 
but as soon as possible a permanent structure 
21ox4o feet (part two-stories.and the rest three- 
stories in height) was erected. The scheme has 
been a success financially, and employment has 
been given to from two hundred and fifty to three 
hundred girls the year round. Mr. Haller was 
also one of the prime movers in the building ci 
the Frederick & Middletown Electric street rail- 
way, and is now the treasurer of the company. 
This enterprise has been of incalculable benefit to 
both cities, and one of its remarkable features Is, 
that in addition to the large passenger traffic, the 
read carries freight, being the second in the 
United States to do so. The farmers of this sec- 
tion are thus enabled to have their grain and 
other products transported for less cost than the 
regular road toll would amount to. 

In 1882 Mr. Haller married Miss Cora F-., 
daughter of William D. Bowers, of the Bowers 
Lumber Company. They have four children 
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William H., Grace V., Ruth E. and T. Stewart. 
The parents are members of the Lutheran 
Church. Fraternally Mr. Haller is a Mason, 
being a member of the Blue Lodge, Chapter and 
a Knight Templar, also a member of Boumi 
Temple of Mystic Shriners. In political affairs 
he is a Republican. 

The father of our subject was Thomas Haller, 
a native of Frederick, where he passed the most 
of his life. In company with John T. Williams, 
he operated the newspaper known as the £1- 
aminer. In 1848 he and Frederick Schley pur- 
chased the interest of Mr. Williams and con- 
tinued to publish the journal together until 1861, 
when the stroke of paralysis sustained by Mr. 
Haller practically removed him from active life. 
He lived many years thereafter nevertheless, 
dying in 1882. He was a stanch Republican and 
was an official member of the Lutheran Church. 
His wife, Caroline Rebecca Fessler, as she was in 
her girlhood, was a native of Frederick, and 
daughter of John Fessler, the father of whom, 
John Fessler, fought in the Revolutionary war. 
His wife was a Miss Bear before their marriage, 
a member of one of the oldest and most repre- 
sentative families in the county. Her other chil- 
dren besides Mr. Haller are: John M. and Ed- 
ward F., who are employed in the dry-goods 
store of their eldest brother; Hemma, a merchant 
of Frederick; Lucy, wife of William Kemp, of 
Williamsport; Nettie, Lizzie and Clara. 
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HRISTOPHER C. JACOBS, M.D. Few, 
if any, of the physicians of Allegany Coun- 
ty stand higher in the medical profession 
than the gentleman whose name heads this article. 
For several years he has been engaged in practice 
in Frostburg, where he is the leading physician. 
Not only does he occupy an enviable position in 
the medical world, but as a citizen he ranks 
equally high, and in society and fraternities he 
is very popular. 
Dr. Jacobs isa son of Strother and Letha (Fer-

rell) Jacobs, and was born in Monongahela Coun- 
ty, Va., November 16, 1850. He received an 
excellent education in the public schools and the 
University of West Virginia at Morgantown. 
From 1871 to 1874 he engaged in teaching 
school, meanwhile spending his hours of leisure 
in the study of literature and later of medicine. 
In the fall of 1874 he attended lectures in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in Baltimore, 
but was obliged to discontinue his studies on ac- 
count of poor health. After resorting to a nuin- 
ber of noted physicians, among them the cele- 
brated Dr. Pancoast of Philadelphia, he at length 
happily found himself upon the high road to as- 
sured success. He spent the winter of 1876-77 
under the tutelage of the late Dr. H. W. Brock, 
of Morgantown, and afterward began to practice 
in Arnettsville, where he remained until 1881. 

Meanwhile the state laws regarding practicing 
physicians having changed, Dr. Jacobs took the 
required examination before the state board of 
health August 4, 1881, and was granted a license. 
He then came to Frostburg, where, from July, 
1885, to 1888, he was in partnership with Dr. 
D. P. Fitch, now of Fairmount, and in 1890 
formed a partnership with Dr. Marshall Price. 
March 15, 1886, he graduated from Bellevue 
Hospital Medical College of New York City. 
In addition to taking the regular course in that 
institution he pursued special studies on diseases 
of the eye and ear under Dr. Noyes; practical 
and analytical chemistry under Dr. R. Ogden 
Doremus and Dr. Charles A. Doremus. Later 
he attended the post-graduate school, where he 
graduated December 21, 1892, in special courses 
on eye, ear, nose and throat diseases. 

The first wife of Dr. Jacobs was Huldah Louisa 
Fear, of Morgantown, W. Va., who died in 1887, 
leaving one child, Grace. January 31, 1889, 
Dr. Jacobs married Miss Fannie, daughter of the 
late John Taylor, of Frostburg. In his political 
views the doctor is a Republican. Fraternally 
he isa member of Mountain Lodge No. gg, A. 
BE. &vA. M.;LOhrrChapter No. 26, Ru. .As.M. 
aud Antioch Commandery No. 6, K. T., of 
Cumberland. He has served on the staff of phy- 
sicians of the Western Medical Home Hospital. 
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He is identified with the George Creek Medical 
Association, the Medical and Chirurgicai Faculty 
of Maryland, the Tri-State Medical Association, 
the Allegany County and American Medical As- 
sociations. 
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AZEL WASHINGTON CASHELI, has 
spent his entire life upon the place he now 
owns, in Berry District, Montgomery 

County. Here he was born in 1850 and here he 
learned the details of farm work. After the death 
of his father the homestead was divided between 
him and his brother, J. George. The family of 
which he is a member has been identified with 
the history of this county for several successive 
generations. His grandfather, George Cashell, 
was born in this county and, engaging in agri- 
cultural pursuits, became the owner of the farm 
now occupied by Mr. Shea. With the exception 
of the time spent in the army during the War of 
1812, his entire active life was devoted to farm- 
ing. 

George W. Cashell, father of our subject, was 
born in this county July 4, 1807. Like his an- 
cestors, he followed agricultural pursuits; he 
owned the place now the property of our subject, 
while another son also lives upon a part of his 
landed estate, as does Nicholas K. Ray. Pros- 
perous as a farmer, he did not limit his energies 
to that occupation, but kept himself posted con- 
cerning affairs of a public nature. He never 
sought office for himself, but assisted the candi- 
dates of the Democratic party by his ballot and 
his influence. In religion he was connected with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. His death oc- 
curred in 1875. His wife, who died in 1858, 
was Octavia Yewell, daughter of Thomas and 
Nancy (Cedar) Yewell, a farmer cn the Eastern 
Shore. The family of George W. consisted of 
seven sons and four daughters, of whom one son 
died in infancy; James and Thomas J. died after 
maturity; and one daughter, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Beall, is also deceased. The others are Hazel 


Washington; John George, who owns and culti- 
vates a partof the old homestead; Gustavus, who 
owns a farm near here and also one near Brooke- 
ville; Samuel S., who lives near Clarksville, 
Howard County; Annie‘H., Mrs. Shaw, a widow, 
wko resides on Seventh street in the District of 
Columbia; Rebecca, who is the wife of Richard 
T. Ray, a county commissioner; and Emily 
Croning, who married John W. Beall. 

Woule stiti a boy our subject gained a thorough 
knowledge of farm work. When his father died 
he was twenty-five years of age. He received, 
on the division of the estate, the property he now 
owns, and here he has since resided. In 1876 he 
was united in marriage with Mary Elizabeth, 
daughter of Joseph and Mary Jane (Shaw) 
Davis, of Sandy Spring. They are the parents 
of one son and four daughters, viz.: Joseph W., 
Bessie Beall, Mary Maud, Helen Lee and Fran- 
ces Louise. Politically he is active in the local 
ranks cf the Democratic party. Fora time he 
held a position in the legislature at Annapolis 
and he also served as assessor of his district. 
With his family he attends services at the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church. 


OLGER McKINSEY, former editor of the 
Frederick City Dazly and Weekly News, but 
now a member of the editorial staff of the 

Baltimore City Daly News, -was born in Elkton, 
Cecil County, Md., August 29, 1866. His father, 
James, who was a son of a native of Scotland, 
was himself born in Maryland, and for many 
years he carried on a mercantile business in Cecil 
County, being one of the most prominent busi- 
ness men of Elkton. During the administration 
of President Lincoln he was appointed postmaster 
(the first to hold the office), and for a long time 
he served in that capacity. Originally an advo- 
cate of the Free Soil party, he later became a 
Whig, and finally, on the organization of the 
Republican party, became a supporter of its plat- 
form. In 1879 he removed with his family to

Philadelphia and there continued to reside until 
his death, in 1894. His wife, Catherine, was a 
representative of one of the pioneer German fam- 
ilies of Maryland; she is still living in Philadel- 
phia, where she has an enviable reputation as the 
author of a number of literary works. In her 
family there are two sons and five daughters. 

The early years of our subject's life were passed 
in Elkton, on the Eastern Shore of Maryland, 
where his education was begun in the public 
schools. After going to Philadelphia with his 
parents he entered the Reading Railroad office, 
where he remained an employe until 1884. He 
then went to Ocean Beach, N. Y., and became 
the editor of the Shore Gazette, a weekly paper. 
Returning to Philadelphia in the early part of 
1885 he soon went from there back to his old home 
in Elkton and began to edit the Cecil IVhig, suc- 
ceeding Henry R. Torbert. In 1886 he came to 
Frederick and assumed charge of the Frederick 
City Daily and Weekly Nec's, which under his 
efficient oversight and capable editorial manage- 
ment increased in circulation and usefulness. 

In April, 1898, having been for some time 
urged to accept a position on the editorial staff of 
the Baltimore City Daily News, Mr. McKinsey 
finally consented, and since then he has devoted 
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his attention to the work connected with this 
responsible position. While editor of the Fred- 
erick City Mews, he introduced and succeeded in 
carrying through a great many local improve- 
ments that have been wonderfully helpful to the 
place. The influence which he wielded as the 
editor of a popular paper was utilized for the 
advancement of local enterprises, for the growth 
of the city and the development of its industries. 
Largely through his efforts the wall was removed 
that enclosed the courthouse, giving the building 
the appearance of a prison. He succeeded in 
having electric lights introduced, and also organ- 
ized the Francis Scott Key Monument Society, 
which has been a success—the monument having 
been unveiled in August, 1898, with appropriate 
ceremonies. He fought the ‘‘pig pen’’ element, 
agitated the paving of streets, and in many other 
Ways was a power for the upbuilding of his town. 

Politically Mr. McKinsey is a firm Republican. 
He is identified with a number of fraternal socie- 
ties, and in religious belief is an Episcopalian. 
From his mother he inherits a talent for litera- 
ture, a keenness of thought and fluency of ex- 
pression that make his writings interesting and 
forceful. He is married and has two sons and 
three daughters. 
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
